Received the following Letter from the Commander in Chief of the Army. 


Gentlemen, 

I have to reply to your Favours of the 6th Current,, cnclofing a Letter from the Prefident to the 
King, with Articles for him to fign •, you will find by the Enclofed, that your Orders and Ini 
Itrudions on that Head have been ftriflly complied with. f 

I have, as much as in me lay, guarded againft, leading the Honourable Company too far in an^ 
Engagements with the King, and never gave Reafon to expedt or hope for his Views extending 
farther than Part of this Country. 

I have alfo put him off, from Time to Time, in regard to advancing him Money for his daily 
Expenccs -, but, as he is under our Proteffion, I thought, as did Mr. Billers, the only Way to 
prevent our being obliged to advance him Money from the Fund for the Expences ot. the Army, 
w.as to permit Bulwant Sing to make him the Firft Payment of the Revenues ot the Part ot this 
Country in Our Poffenion ; and indeed, if he is fatisfied with that, I think it ought to be continued 
to him until he is put in PofTcfTion of fuch Part of the Country as is to remain with him. If you. 
Gentlemen, think with me, in this Particular, it will be proper to fignify fo to Mr. Marriott, and 
the Commander in Chief of the Army. 

In Compliance with your Dcfirc I endeavoured to know from the King, and others, his Con- 
nedfions, and who it is he moftly depends on of the Country Powers to ftand by him ; all the 
Anfwer I could get was, That when once Shuja Dowla was drove out of the Couimy, every Body 
will be his Friends •, and that he can at all Times depend upon the Chief of the KohilUhs for 

any Services he can do him. 1 • 1 • , 

The Pww-. which I faid in a former Letter I had enclofed, and which you mention being oiuy 
was not taken from the Perfian Writing, but was delivered by Word of Mouth, 
by me in Englilh, Captain Stables my Interpreter-, but as I kept a Copy of it, I have 
oi.#ll^''it to be wrote in Perfian, and (hall prcfent it to the King to fign, to which he can have 

may be a'ffured that there will be no Money exafted from the People of Benaris, or any 
of the Inhabitants of the Country, for the Army j and I, in Name of the whole Army, Gentle- 
men, actum you many Thanks for your. Attachment and good Will, by exprefling yourlclves fo 
warmly in our Favour, as well as in thinking what the Merchants ot Benaris gave for their 1 ro- 
tedlion not improper, and giving Confent, without being alked, to the Army s keeping it. I 
have acquainted the Prefident with my Rcfolucion of quitting the Army the J^irlt Week or next 
Month, The Plan I intended to follow, was I to remain with it, fhall be left in Writing with 
the Commanding Officer here, a Copy of which I (hall cnclofe to the Governor, in hopes the

Tranflation of the Phirmaund executed by the King. 

As the Enpliffi Company have been put to a great Expence, and their Affairs expofed to 
Danger by thc'War, which the Nabob Shuja ul Dowla unjuftly, and contrary to our Royal 1 Ica- 
fure waged againft them, wc have therefore affigned to them the Country ot Gazypoor, and the 
^ [ >2 S 1 
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reft of the Zfniintl‘''rfy of Bulwant Sing, belonging to the Nizamvit of thc\fabol) Shuja ul 
Dowla; and the Regulation and Gpernmenc thereof, we have given to their Dirpofal, in the " 
fame Manner as it was in the Nabotf Shuja ul Dowia’s. The afoielaid Raja havinft Icttlcd Terms 
with the Chiefs of the Englilh Company, is according thereto to pay the Rcvcnui^ to the Com- 

^ ^Tlic Army of the Englilli Company having joined our Standard, lli.ill put us in Poflinionof 
Illahabad, and the reft of the Countries belonging to the Nizamuc ol the Nhibob Shuja ul Dowla, 

■ and Revenues, excepting thofeof Raja Bulwant’s Zemindarry, lhall be in our entire Manage- 
nient and Difpofal. 

It becomes the Company to (hew their grateful Senfe of our Royal Favours, and to exert them- 
^'^fel/kto the utmoft in the proper Management and Regulation of the Country, to encourage 
bhiend our'Subjefts, to punilTi the contentious and expel the rebellious from their 'I'erri- 
tfries. They nuift ule their beft Endeavours to promote the Weltare of our Peojile the Ryots, 
,.,nd other Inhabitants ; to prohibit the Ufe of Things of an intoxicating Nature, and fuch as are 
forbidden by the Law of God; in diiving out Enemies ; in deciding Caulcs, and fettling Mat- 
tirs agreeable to the Rules of Mahomed and the Law of the Empire, fo that the Inhabitants may 
apply themlelves, with Peace of Mind and Satisfadion to the Cultivation of the Country, and 
the l^xercile of other their Profeflions; and that the Weak may not labour under Opprellion and 
Violence— They will confidcr thefe as our ftrift Jnjundions. 

Written on the 4th Day of Regub, the Sixth Year of the Reign. 

(29th December 1764.) 


From the King to Major Munro, 

If the Englifli Chiefs arc defirous of taking this Country, let them give it to us, and join us 
\vith a fmall Part of their Army, that it may be feen they are in League with us ; and we Iball 
pay thofe Troops. After the Departure of your Army from hence— with our Army, and the fmall 
Body of Englilh Troops, we fliall make Ahmud Cawn and the other Chiefs our Friends, and 
fettle the Bufinefs of the Country; by the Grace of (jod, (hoiild any One (liew their Face this Way, 
we (hall punifli them well; there will be no Occafion for an additional Army of Englilh— Of the 
Revenues of this Country we fliall appoint our Part, and fend them to you yearly. It you are 
not inclined to this, but will make a Treaty with the Vizier, we fliall depart towards Shahje- 
hauabad, and will by no Means put ourielvcs in the Power of Shuja ul Dowla again. We re- 
member well the Manner in which he treated us before— we have no Friends fave the Englifli 
Chiefs; their good Behaviour towards both, heretofore and at prefent, we are not forgetful of: If • 
it pleafe God, in return for this their Loyalty, we fliall fliew them our Favour and Bounty. Now . 
is the Time for fakincy Po/Tv/Hun of this Cuuncry, that Ticafure, &c. In Plenty may come into 
your Hands. The Rohillas, See. are of old the Enemies of Shuja Dowla, and fincerc in their 
Eriendfliip to us.

Chief at Benaris, advifing, that in cafe the Major left the Army, the Tame is to be cunlidci^d ofi 
addrclTed to Mr. Marrriott and the Commanding Officer for the Time being. 


Gentlemen, 

We have received Major Munro’s Letter of the 30 th ult. with the King’s Phirmnund cnclotd, 
and his Letter to the Majoi**, and are now to give you our Sentiments and Indiuaivns 
thereupon. 

We obferve that the Phirmaund does not, in Form, correfpond with the Paper wlneh we knt 
up, but, in p .rticLilar, that one very material Article has been entirely omitted therein, alili()U<;||^ 
it is, in Tome Degree, admitted in the King’s Letter; that wo mean, which relates to Ins dtfra\iijg’ 
the Expellees ot the War from the lime he joined us. As our Army are now employed for hi^. 
Benefit in citabliflimg him in the Poflellion ot Shuja ul Dowlah’s Coun ry, it is highly realonalli 
he Ihould bear the Company clear of Expence in this Service ; and we thcrcibre tLiire you w.lr 
take an Opportunity of conferring with him on ihe Subjr61:, and prefs his Compliance, as tar* as 
Prudence and Propriety will admit, endeavouring to obtain a Writing to that KHVcf. 

As it is our Interell and DerKe that his Majelly ffiould receive every Tellimony of our Kerjt(i 6 t 
and Attachment, we cannot but approve of the appropriating fuch a Part of liulvvanr Sing’s Re- 
venues as can be ipared from the O^cafions of our own Army, to the Relief of his piefent diltr^ ifed 
Circumltances ; y )U will only oblerve to take from him the proper Receipts and Piomilibry 
Notes that he will refund the lame to the Compapy, whenever he fhvdi have Ability io to do* 


Further lixtrad from the fame Confultation. 


The Prefidont further lays befoie the Board the following Copy of a Letter from Major Munro 
to Majur Metcher, on the Occafion of the former’s quitting the Command, which he has uecived 
cnclolcd tiom him. 


Sir, 

As 1 am now to quit the Command of the Army, I fliall, befides leaving with you any fn- 
flrudtions I may have received from Time to Time from the Board, beg Leave to accjuaint you with 
the Situation of Affairs here at prelent, and the Relblution I had taken was I to continue longer 
in the Command. 

{a) You will fee, by the Letters from the Board, that the King is to be put in Ibffi/Iion of 
whatever Parc of this Country fliall be conquered by our Arms, and the Maiiagcment of 
‘‘ it given to iuch as he pleafes. I therefore called in Bulwant Sing, at the Requell of tite Ku l; ; 
but as he had (;ffeicd his Services before that Time, or that 1 knew the Intentions of the (jen- 
tlemen at Calcutta of keeping the Country, I encouraged his co ning in ns much as poflible ; 
and, upon his getting the Country, as before, to colledf the Revenues the lame as he did 
for the Vizier, together with the King’s fending Nabob Munier Dowla ibr him, he came 
“ in; ai'id our Agreement with him for collcfting the Revenues lias lince been confiimed by 

the Board.”) . \ 

Several have been making large OlTers for being put in as Fouidars and Jemidais of the 
Coufitry independant of Bulwant Sing; but as they liuve no Troops to lu|q)Oit tlieir Con- 
fequence in the Country, I rejedlcd all their Offers, knowing befides, that the ddooj s mu(l be 
difpciTcd all over the Country, had thofc People been taken in, which neither would anfwer the 
Intention of the Governor and Council, nor be at all proper whilil the Vizier is able to keep 
a Body of Troops together; and, for thejame Realbn, I have defiied the King to fend to iuch 
People of Weight, and who can command fomc Troops, to join him, and give them Sunnuds 
for any other Part of the Country, that our Arms may conquer. He has theretoie wioie as I 
have, and fent Sunnuds to Mirza Nififf Cawn for the Management of Ilihabid under him, and to 
Amit Cawn Bungafh for * and and Lucknow; fliould they move to take lV)fll(non of thole 
Places, the Vizier mull fight, or return to their Protedion : Aniwers are not jet arrived Irom 
thofc People; the getting them over mull be of Service in our pieltnt Situation. 

In all Prot)abiliiy the Vizier does not intend to come to a general Adiion. I never wouhl follow 
him except it was for One or Two Days Marches, and that only if he brings up his Aiullery ; lor if 
he, by any gleans, can cut off our Communication with our Boats, or dcllioy even a Pait of 
them, the Army, in my Opinion, could not remain long in this Countiy : In older to dilcc»ncert 
him as muc h as poflible, I woulcJ order the Phouldar of the Sarcar Sarang Country to go wir’i 
the grcatetl Number of his Troops to Gavrickpour, to make a Diverfion there, and lend wiili

V6ih Refident at Benares, dated the 16th February, and recorded on 

Fe'awary.* 2d inftant. 

Kead agaiii, 1 he Governor General in Council having taken into Confideration the above Letter and En- 
clolures from the Refident at Benares, proceeds, in the Fiift Inftance, to ftate fuch Remarks as 
may throw Light upon the Nature uf the Engagements of this Government with the Rajah of 
Benares, and on the Remiffions claimed by him pitvious to a Decifion on the refpedlivc Articles. 
Rajah Mehipnarrain was inverted with the Zemindarry in September 1781, and he then agreed to 
pay to the Company a fixed annual Revenue of 40 Lacs of Benares Sicca Rupees. This Sum was 
fettled upon an Account exhibiting the grofs Settlement of the Zemindarry, from which fundry 
Articles having been deduftetl for Jagheers to fcveral People, as well as to the Rajah himfelf, and 
for his pcrlonal Allowances, and thole of his Dependants, the Remainder was fixed at Forty Lacs; 
but ar the fame Period the Rajah delivered to the Governor General a Paper of KcquelK exhibiting 
Claims to further Deduftions from the Forty Lacks llipplatcd. ^

This Article includes alfo the Third mentioned in the I-id, under the Head or J'ou7,cdarry, and 
appears to arife from the Fines and Fees lotnu ily levied in the Civil and Criminal Courts ot Judi- 
cature in the Country. From an Average of five Years, 'Fhree of which expiied before the RajalTs 
Acedfion, and Two lubfequenc to that Period, the Allowance ougiit to be 4,885 : 9 : 5-5-51I1S; 
anti the highed Receipts of any One Year are only 7,979 : 6 : 9. I'he Board, inlluenced by 
the preliminary Confideiations dated, relblve to fix the Amount of the Remiliion at R’ 6,532 : 8 
per Annum, being the Medium between the highed Rate of Colledion, and the average Amount 
of Four Years.

TJic Data applied by the Rajah himfclf aflbrd fufficient Grounds for deciding upon this Article. 
.The Amount at which he ftated the Revenue of it in the Accounts which were the Foundation of 
the Settlement made with him, is R* 4,991 : 4. This is for the Year r 189, and the Amount for 
1184 is the fame. There is no Reafon to prelume that an Average of the hive Years would yield 
a larger Amount; and the Board, therefore, fee no Necefllty lor making an Allowance beyond the 
Amount above dated, further than to fix that at an ecjual Sum; and accordingly determine, that 
the Reniiflion lhall be fixed at 5,oco Rupees per Annum. 

4ih. Nikas, or Duties on Ilorfes, — — R’ 1,202. 

The Board concur with Mr. Duncan in Opinion, that all the Rajah liad a Right ro claim on this 
Article was R* 167 : 4 : 1 1 being the Aver<^ge ot his Forbearance in conicquence ot the Orders^ 
iffued. It thefe had been carried into Execution iauhtully, the adtual Lofs to the Rajah would 
have been R® 621 : 2 : 7J per Annum, and the Board, 

Refolving, That this Tax ihall be wholly abohfhed in Benares, agreeable to the obvious Intent 
of the Oilers of Mr. Hallings, and the Precedent citublilhed tluoughout the Company’;»^

(a) With refpeft to fcveral of thefe, a Queftion of confiderable Importance arifes. It appears 
that many Zemindars were difpofrefled by Bulwant Sing, when he was employed as Aumil of 
Benares under the Father of the late Sujah Dowla. Their Claims were acknowledged by Mr. 
Haftings in 1781, and his Determination went to the Reftoration of them to their Zeiiiindaries ; 
which, with regard to Rajah Adel Sing, was literally carried into Execution.^’) 

The Board do not obfeive that this Determination was founded upon any Inveftigation into the 
Caufes of the Difpoflellion of the Claimants, or their Anceltors, but that it appears to have been 
toniied upon a Conviftion of the Juftice of their Claims, and upon the Title they had acquired to 
the Englilh Proteftion, and to fume Reward for the Zeal lliewn by them in the Service of the 
Company. 

1 his Decifion however, as far as regards the Rights of the Claimants, is oppofite to the Pi’inci- 
ples effabhfficd by this Government for taking Cognizance of old Claims. 'I'lie Limitation pro- 
Icribed to thofe by the Adawlut Regulations, which were cllablilhed upon mature Confideration, 
is, that no Suit fliall be heard or enquired into where tlie Caufc of Adion arofe before the it;ih 
"^^Auguff 1765; nor any Suit whatever where the Caulc of Adion arofe Twelve Years before the 
Inilitution of the fame, unlefs upon Proof that the Demand had been made before under certain 
Forms. 

Siifier Jung, the Father of Sujali Uddowla, died in 1167, Hegira, or 1753 A. D. Twelve Years 
bcfoie the Period of Limitation, and thole Claims, by this Rule, ought not to to have been at- 
';;tendcd to. 

I'liere Regulations wei*e not however eftabliflied until 1783, and the Determination of Mr. 
Haffings was made in 1781, lo far as it is not contrary to Regulations fubfequently eftablilhed ; 
but it IS neverthclefs oppofite to the Principle of them which exillcd in the Regulations publifhed 
before 1781 as Rules of Condud for the Colledors and Supervifors. 

' That the Principle of the Limitation is juft, cannot be doubted; for, if it were not in force. 
Hall the Pro[)erty of the Country would be litigated ; mod of the Suits would be in the Nature 
or Appeals from tire Decifion of former Adminiftrations, before the Englifh acquired Pofleffion 
ol il'iC Dewanny, and as the public Records of Tranfadions are, before that Period, incomplete, it

who, in this Cale, would have an Advantage in every Suit! Many other Arguments might be 
urged, if neceflary, in fupport of the Principle of Limitat|on, whiclj Board deem jult and 

proi:)er. ^ ^ ^ 

Having thus determined the Principle, the Application of it remains to be confidcred. The 
Sovereignty of Benares was firll conferred upon the iinglilh in 1764; it was rcllorcd by tlicm by 
Treaty in 1765 to the Nabob’s Sujah ud Dowla and again m.itle over to the b nglilh by Afhoph 
ud Dowla in 1775. In all thefe Transfers the llefervation of the Kights of Bulwant Sing, and 
Cheyte Sing, the Zemindais, little Ihort of Independency, were paiticulaily attended to, and 
even now the internal Adminiftration of the Country is left with the prelent Rajah, with no other 
Interference than to aflill, iuperi»uend, and controul his Admindlrarion. 

The Governor Genet al in Council, having attentively confidered thefe Premifes, is of Opini )a 
that no Chums for the PoOlirDn of Zemindarries in B( nares fliuiihl be attended to where the Dif- 
poffenaoii took plare an.ciccdent to the lit July 1775, the Date fiom which the Company’s Sove- 
reignty over ilic Country may be laid to have been e ll blilhed, and that confequently the Claims 
mentioned in the R fident’s Letter, of Perfons difpoffcllcd during t!ic Sezawiillhip of Bulwant Sing 
Ihall be totally dilicg.adeJ. 

Tne Ciovernor General in Council, in edablifliing this Principle as a General One, is aware of 
forne polliole KxceptUins to the Application of it, and theieforc leaves it to the Kdklent, to point 
out any that may actually occur to him, or fuch as he may deem jMobable. 

The Quellion next oc( Hi ring is, what is then to be done witii relpect to thofe whole Claims have 
been recogn.ze 1 by Mr. 1 lallifigs ? If his Decifion be confirmed, the (governor Genera! ia 
Council acts in opuofirion to a Principle which he deems ctjuitable, and in efied infiinges the Por- 
tah granted to the ICj ih of Benares, which is a very important Confideration. On the other 
Hand, if Mr. I lalling^’s Decifion fnall be annulled, thole who have benefited by it would have 
Reaion to complain of the Rololutions of Government for rckuning, without Caufe, what is be- 
llowed as a Reward for zealous Service. 

This Point the Governor General in Council thinks (liould be lefjf to the final Determinarion 
of the Court of Diredors, and in the mean l ime that thofe who received Jaghires, either ia 
Tand or Money, fliould continue in the Enjoyment of them as they now Hand. Phis is a general 
Principle; whether any Deviation can with Piopriety be made, will appear from the lullowing 
Summary of the Claims of eacii Individual on which the Suggellions of tlie Board are to be noticed 
to the Court of Dircdlors, 

8. Rajah Govindjeet. 

The Grant to him by Mr. Haftings is in the Natuie of a Jaglficr, and is thus termed in the 
Deed. By this he is bound, when called U|)on, to attend with a chofen Body. The Grant is 
cxprefTed to be conferred in recompence for proper Services and requilite Exertions. I’he Sun- 
jiucl to his Son and Succeffor Rajah Ram Golam, from Mr. Fowke, is of the fame Nature. 

I'he Amount alligneil is ^7,500 R‘ being, according the Refideni’a Explanation, an Equivalent 
to the Malikana Allowance ulually fettled upon Zemindars, and was intended as a Subfiilence, 
until Rajah Govindjeet fhould acquire the Repoflelfion of his Zcinindarry. 

By the Terms of the Grant the Allowance mufl be confidcrcd to expiie with the Life of the In- 
cumbent. By the Spirit of the Donation it appears to be in the Natuie of an Infieritance, with 
all the Obligations of the Zemindarry Tenure annexed to it. 

Agreeable to the Principles alfumed by the Governor General in Council, he enn confidcr it 
only in the Light of a Recompence for the Services of Rajah Govind Jeer, and propofes therefore, 
that it fliould be relumed on the Deatli of the prefent Pofleflbr Kajali Ram Golan. 

The next penfioned Landholder is Rajah Add Sing; the Grant to him by Mr, Markham, iu 
conformity to the Orders of Mr. Haflings, fpecifies the Allowance to beNankar and Uhiimglia. 
But as he has aflually obtained PofTclfion of the 1 .and as Zemindar, it appears to the Board 
that he ought to be placed on the fame Footing as the other Zemindars in Benares, without any 
peculiar bxception in his Favour; and that the Allowance of 8,000 R“ ougiit to ceale. It Hill 
however remains to be determined, whether the Zemindarry, winch he has acquired, fliall ha 
deemed an Inheiitance. I'he Board arc of Opinion that it fliould not; hut that to give him every 
fair Advantage during his Pofleflion it fliould be recommended to the Rajah to make a Mokurrerv 
Settlement with him, during his Life only. 

The Grant to Bugwut Sing is in the Nature of a Malikana Jaghier, combining his Claim to 
Malikana with his Right as Zemindar. 

It appears^ however, tliat he has obtained a much larger Sum than he was entitled to *, for as 
the grofs Produce of the Zemindarry determines the Malikana, fo it was fair in the Rajah to 
claim from him that Rent as Zemindar. At prefent his Allowance is paid in ready Money, and 
the Villages allotted to him have beeli fincc refumed. The fame Refolution occurs to th(‘ Board 
on Bugwut Sing’s Claim as on thofe of Govindjeet, that his Allowance nioulcl be refumed on his 
Death, and not continued to his Heirs ; but, as it appears greatly to exceed the Amount he has 
a Right to claim, that it be fixed at the Rate of 500 per Month. The Circumflances, with rc- 

fpc.'t 
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fpeft to Add Sing, and Jellul Sing, \yould alfo juftify a Deviation from the general Principle of 
thcle Rclolutions but the Governor fceneial in Council deems it tiiore advifcable to adopt, witfi 
ifg.ird to them, the prAwdvt^ Deceriwiiution of continuing their prelent Allowances for Life. 

Tlie Two lall: mentioned 5 fftbm?n<ajah Bickernujeet Sing, and Ali Azeen Khan, are not in- 
cluded in the Lift of RemilFions, being paid from the Company’s Trcalury at Benares. 

The Governor General in Council, on examining their Sunnuds, fees no Reafon to deviate from 
the Spirit of the former Rclolutions, but thinks that the Two laft named Ihould continue to receive 
tiu ir preleiit Allowances, which Ihould be relumed on their Deaths. 

'I’he lame Refolution is allb adopted with refpeit to the Two following on the Lift, viz.

From the Fxplanation of the Rcfident, the Board are of Opinion, tfiat this Article Ihould be 
continued and paid to the Fakeers, but that the llajah has no Title to any Dedutfion on this 
aVccoiint for the paft. 

15. Duties on Saltpetre. 

The Governor General in Council having attentively confidered this Article, is of Opinion, 
that in Stridlncls, the Rajah might be made accountable from the Year 1190, for the Remif- 
fions granted to him on this Article, as far as they exceed thofe^which he would be entitled to 
by the new Rates eftablilhed by Mr. I laftings for levying the Duties, but as he has received Credit 
lor them in confequenee of an Order of Government, and willing to Ihew every Degree of Indul- 
gence to the Rajah confiftent with their public Duty, 

Refolved, That no Retrofped lliall take place into this Article beyond the Commencement of 
the prefent Year, and that they lhall be regulated until that Period by the Rates allowed in 
1189, viz. 

Per Annum, with refped to the prefent Year, and in future, the Rajah is to be allowed a 
Remiftion on the Saltpetre imported on the Company’s Account, agreeable to its adual Qiiantity 
and the prefent eftabhlhed Rates and Cuftoms. 

Ordered, I'hat the Secretary do apply to the Board of Trade for an Account of the Saltpetre, 
pafled in 1786, and fincc in the Company’s Account, through Benares, Duty free. 

16. Stone Quarrries at Chunar. 

From the Fxplanation afforded by the Refident, the Governor General in Council does not 
liefitate to declare the Rajah’s Right to the Remiifion ftated, from the Date of the Pottah to 
him.

Refolved, That the Refolutions of the 6th September 1786 be confirmed to that Date; but 
that, lubfequently, the RemifRon be fixed at 1646, the Allowance made by the Rajah to the 
Aumil, unlels he can prove a greater Sum.

Rated in the preceding Refolutions to be Allowances to Individuals, be paid by the Rclident from 
his Treafury, and be not inferted in the Accounts of the Rajah in future, as they are in Fadt a 
Charge upon the Company, and not upon the Rajah. 

Refolved alfo. That the Secretary do tranfmit to Mr, Duncan, Copies of the Records, applied 
for by him, and that thefc Refolutions be communicated to him for his Information, as to the 
Principles which have diflated them, and his Guidance in the Execution of them. 

The Board, reverting to their Refolution of the 26th ultimo in the Public Department, and 
willing to prove to the Rajah the Equity of their Difpofition with regard to him, agree, that he 
lhall be allowed for the prelent Year and the next the Sum of 12,707 Rupees, in conlequenre of 
the Abolition of Duties on the Inland Tranfportation of Grain. The RcmilTiDn is limited to Twd 
Years only, becaufe the Board are of Opinion, that in that Period the Rajah will derive a pecu- 
niary Recompence from the prefent Arrangements fufficient to countci balance the apparent 
Diminution of his Revenues from this Article in future. 

Ordered, That an Extraft, containing the foregoing Refolutions, be lent to the Refitlent at 
Benaris for his Information and Guidance. 

Ordered, That Copies of the Refolutions pafled this Day, relative to Remiflions to the Rajah 
of Benaris, be tranfmitced to the Board of Revenue, with a Copy of the Relidciu’s Letter, dated 
the 1 6th February.

Date, and it (hould accordingly be ordered to take place from the ill of Ryfaak, which anfwers in 
this Country to the iith of the prefent Month of May, but as it has been already fcqueftered for 
fome Months paft by the Raja Mchypnarain, with my Confent, in confequence of Adel Sing’s 
Failure in the Payment of his Kids as Zemindar, the Raja would^ no Doubt, be difappointed at 
being deprived of this additional Security for the Revenue, by its prefent Refumption, as well as 
Adel Sing himfelf, who would thereby be depiivedof the immediate Means of Subfillence, fome- 
thing being Hill allowed to him out of the Produce, whilft the major Part, as well as all the Pro- 
duce of the Zemindary, is brought to public Account by a Sezawil appointed by the Raja. Be- 
fides thefe Confidetations, it does not Item quite confident with the Spirit of this Part of the 
Refolutions that the Jaguir Ihould be refumed before the Mokurery Settlement be adjufted with 
Adil Sing, which cannot well take place till the End of the current Year, till which Period I 
would therefore, for all the Reafons above fpecified, recommend that the Refumption to Govern- 
ment llioukl remain fufpended. 

The Allowance to Rajah Bhuggect Sjng, of 500 Rupees per Month, will commence from the 
Month of Byfaak, and will appear for the firfl. Time in my Accounts of Receipts and Dilburle- 
ments for the Month of May. The Rajah will be inllriided to refume, from the fame Date, the 
Land, and re-annex them to the Malguzary or public Revenues, and to fettle his Accounts with 
Bhuggat Sing up to that Period i concerning which there are fome Differences now between them, 
which if I cannot myfclf adjuft, I fhall hereafter liave the Honour of fubmitting the Circum- 
ftances of, to your Lordlhip’s Determination. 

Relpefting that Part of the Refolutions which relate to Abdhoo or Oudhoo Sing, and Jylaul 
Sing, I enclofe (N" 2.) an Lxtraft from my Proceedings of the 18th ultimo, held in confequence 
of the Death of Abdhoo Sing, concerning which I reqiiefl; to be favoured with your Lordlliip’s 
farther Inftrudions. 

By your Lordfhip’s Refolutions, it does not feem certain whether or not the Allowances to the 
Rozunadars are to be paid by the Companyj as fuggefted under the 23d Article of my Addrefs 
of the 1 6th of February j I tlierefore take the Liberty of noticing the Subjed, becaufe, until 
furtlier Inftrudions, I lhall confidcr that they are to be iflTued by the Rajah as heretofore. 

All the other Ready Money Allowances, that iifed to be paid by the Rajah, as fpecified in my 
before-mentioned Adclrefs of the i6th of February, will be paid from Byfaak, or May, from the 
Company’s Treafury here, including that to Bhowayl Sing of Beluah -, tor as his Lands arc alrc.idy 
in the Rajah’s Hands, it will, I think, be much better that they Ihould continue fo, in like Man- 
ner with the fimilar Tenure of Rajah Bhuggat Sing, as all Difputes, and a divided Molfuflil 
Intereft, will thereby be avoided.

That a 
fmall Quantity of Grain was found in it on the Capture, which, as he deems Provifions of all 
Sorts as well as Ammunition, to belong to the Government and not to the Captors, he infifted on 
its being laid afide as our Property, for fear of introducing a bad Precedent ; yet, as the Quantity 
is too inconfidcrable to be an Objeft worth our Notice, that he could wifli we would pay the Com- 
pliment to thofe concerned, of making them a Prefent of it. 

Thefe Letters having • received before the Clofure of the Bute’s Difpatches, the ncceffary Advices 
from them were given to the Company in a Poftfeript to the General Letter.

Read, and approved, the Proceedings of the 29th ultimo. 

Rcconfidcred the Subjeft of the laft Confultation. 

Read, the Queftion therein propofed by the Governor General. 

Mr. Wheler delivers in the following Minute: 

I ft. It being agreed by the 12th Article of the Treaty, concluded between the Company and the 
Mahratta State ift May 1776, that ‘ no AlTiftanceis to be given by the Englifli to Ragonaut Row, 

* or to any Subjefts or Servants who may caufe Difturbances or Rebellion in the Mahratta Do- 

* minions.’ I do not think that the Prefident and Council of Bombay are warranted by the Treaty 
of Porunder, to join in a Plan for conducing Ragonaut Row to Poonahj nor can I agree with the 
Governor and Council of Bombay, that the Application of Sacoram Baboo, Morabee, ‘ Furneflee, 

* Batcheba Ponder, Tolkagce, Holkcr, may certainly, with the utmoft Juftice, be confidered as 
‘ an Application from the Mahratta State, and treated accordingly becaufe thofc Pcrlbns, be 
their Station and Influence what it may, can only be confidered as conftituting a Party in the 
State, in Oppofition to another Party, headed (as it appears from the Bombay Proceedings'; -by - 
Nana FurnclTce and I do not think that we are warranted by the Treaty of Porunder, to take a 
Part in the Divifions of that Government. 

2nd. In giving my Opinion on the Second Queftion, I muft firft obferve, that I entirely dif- 
approve the Conduit of the Governor and Council of Bombay, in coming to a Refolution which 
may, if the Conditions of it arc complied with by the other contrailing Party, involve their 
Government and all the Britilh Pofleflions in India in a War with the Mahratta State, and this 
without firft receiving the SanGion of our Board as required by the late Aft of Parliament. I 
differ from the Prefident and Council of Bombay, in thinking that the Urgency . of the Cafe 
would admit of no Delay. And ‘ that there was an imminent and abfolutc NccelTity of fome 

* Mcafures being taken to prevent the French from getting a Footing in the Mahratta Country.* 
Their own Proceedings ftate no Fadls to prove fuch immediate Interference on the Part of the 
French, but exprefs their Sufpicions only of an Agreement being made by the Chevalier St. 
Lubin with Nanna Furnefle, and of an Exprefs having been fent to Europe in confc/iucnce it 
follows, that even on the Prefident and Councils own State of the Argument, that they have 
had the fame Opportunity as the French Agent to make Reprefentations to Europe of fuch Ne- 
gotiations J and that even .admitting them to take full Effeft there (which I hold to be very 
doubtful), the Company will have Time to take Mcafures at Home in confequence, and to tranfmit 
their Inftruaions for the Guidance of their Servants Abroad ; and it follows, ftill more ftrongly, 
that the Governor and Council of Bombay were not fo prefled in Point of Time but they might 
have made Application to this Board, accompanied with full Reprefentations of the State of 

* Affairs, 
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Affairs, and received our Inftrudlions accordingly. I do not therefore think that the Prefidrnt 
and Council of Bombay are either bound or warranted by the Orders of the Court of Directors 
to cive their Support to the Pfetenfions of Ragonaut Row, even if they could effea it without a 
Violation of the Treaty, as the Confent of this Board, as direded by the Ad of Parliament, was 
ncceffary to be firff had and obtained. 

3d. It is true that the Company do in their general Letter of the 5th February 1777, fay, 

* That if the Conditions of the Treaty of Poonah have not been ftridly tulfilled on the Part of 

* the Mahrattas and if from any Circumftances you (hall deem it expedient, we ffiall liave no 
‘ Objedion to an Alliance with the Ragoba.on the Terms agreed on between him and the Governor 

* and Council of Bombay j* yet in all their former Orders, though they exprels the Arongelt 
Defire of poffeffing Salfetta, they ftridly prohibit the Governor and Council front taking Pof- 
feflion of it by Force, under any Circumftances whatever, wititout firft obtaining their Pcrmiftion 
for that Purpofe •, and even according to the Terms of the Order firft quoted, althougii the I’reaty 
Ihould not be ftridly complied with, yet the Sandion for our making an Alliance with Ragoba 
depends on our deeming the Circumftances expedient, which, from the incompleat State of the 
Company's Forces upon the Bombay Eftabliflimcnt, from the total Inability of tlicir Treafury to 
fupport in any Degree the Expence of a Mahratta War, from the Danger and Difficulty of afford- 
ing them Afllftancc from Fort St. George, in cafe the Meafurcs which the Governor and Council 
of Bombay have adopted Ihould terminate in a Rupture with the Mahrattas, and from the ftill 
greater Hazard of tranfportirtg Troops from hence, added to the ruinous Confequenccs that mull 
follow from draining this Treafury to fupport a War in a Part of India lb remote from hence, 
and the Uncertainty of Affairs i0 Europe, which require every Precaution on our Part to avoid 
even the Rifque of adding to the Embarraffments of Government ; I am of Opinion, from ftrong 
and urgent Reafons, why an Alliance with Ragoboy, or any Interference in the Divifions of the 
Mahratta State, is at this particular Time dangerous and inexpedient j and in which, if the Party 
we efpoufe fuccced in their Views, the Advantages are fmall and uncertain ; if they fail, the whole 
Burthen of a War with the united Mahratta State muft fall on the Company, and perhaps be 
extended to all their Poffeffions, the Confequenccs of which are too obvious to make it neceffary 
to point them out, and cannot be thought of without the deepeft Concern. 

4th, As the Plan propofed by the Governor and Council of Bombay appears to me neither 
confiftent with the Treaty, or conformable to the Orders of the Company — 1 cannot give my 
Confent to it. 

Further Extraft from the fame Confiiltation, beginning at Page 240. 

Governor General. — As Mr. Wheler, in his Anfwcr to the fecond Qucllion, feems to doubt the 
Reality of the Defigns of the French as they are reprefented by the Prefident and Council of 
Bombay, I requeft that the following Extraifls of our Perfian Correfpondcnce may be entered in 
this Place, and that Mr. Elliot’s Letter, which was addreffed to the Board on the Firft of Odober 
laft, may be annexed to them, as I think it now, whatever it might have been before, of no 
Confcqucnce to withhold it from a Place in our Records. Thefe Evidences, the Firft of which 
have not I believe been feen by Mr. Wheler, will, I think, remove every Doubt of the Exiftence 
of fuch a Dcfign, and of its having been carried into Execution fo far as it could have been ef- 
fcfled by the avowed Delivery of the Credentials received by the French Agent from the Court of 
France, and by the written Engagements affirmed to have been executed between him and one 
of the Minifters. 

Mr. Wheler. — I do not recolledl that I implied any fuch Doubt of the Intention of the French 
!.,.CTftfence in my Minute. I have, it is true, endeavoured to make it appear, that our imme- 
diate Fears cannot arife from any fuch Apprehenfions from the French, as it is faid, before they 
carry Defigns into Execution, they have difpatched Monficur de Sauty with Credentials to the 
French Miniftry. * 

The Governor Gencral.-r-Mr. Wheler’s Explanation is perfeflly confiftent with the Words of 
his Minute ; but as I think the Danger which may arife from the French Intrigues at Poonah has 
not been fufficiently underftuod, and as thefe form the principal Grounds for the fuppofed Refo- 
lutions of the Prefident and Council of Bombay, I ftill defire that the Papers above-mentioned may 
be recordcd*in this Day’s Confultation. 

Extrafl of Letters relative to the Chevalier St. Lubin. 

2. From Row Jee to the Nabob Wallah Jah, dated 13th May 1777 * 

I Ibme Time ago tranfmitted to the Prefence Two Papers of Intelligence; the former written 
on the Firft tJr Rabbeulawul ( i tth of April), the latter the 19th of the fame Month (29th of April) : 
Thefe you have doubtlefs received, and have comunicated the Contents to his Highnefs. The Parti- 
culars relative to the French Sirdar arc thefe— -Mr. Chevalier, with a Train confifting of an Elephant 
tnd Standard, and Seven Gentlemen in Palankeens came to Durky, where he remained 10 Days 
ivaiting for his Things to come up. On the 24th of Rabbenlawul (4th May) he fet out from thence, 
md travelled to Bhaonry. Bheem Row Pau^ went on the Part of Seremunt Pundit Purdhaun 
:o meet him. On the 25th Siccaram Pundit and Nanna Purnavede went to the Encampment, 
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under the Walls of the Fort, where the French Chief was introduced to them. He had not broughc 
his Prefents with him. After the Ceremony of the Introdudtion was over he retired with Sicca- 
ram Pundit, Nanna Purnavecle, Madho Row, Sadalhao Kifhen Row, Bclal Boofilas Vackeel, 
and Conjee the Interpreter, and produced a Letter from the Prime Miniftcr of the King of 
France addrefied to Scremunt Pundit* Purdhaiin. As there was no Frenchman belonging to the 
Sircar to read it, Mr. Chevalier read it himfelt, and the Interpreter explained it. The Subllancc 
was, that * from Time immemorial Friendlhip and Harmony had fubfifted between the Two 
‘ States, which it was expedient to preferve in Time to come; and that Mr. Chevalier would 
‘ perfonally explain all further Particulars.’ The Minifters enquired after Mr. BuflTy, and were 
informed by Mr. Chevalier, that he was in Health, and employed in an eminent Station about 
the Prime Minifter ; and that he had defired his Compliments to Ramehunder Jadoo Row. 
They then enquired, if the French and Englilh were Friends, or'othcrwife, to which Mr. Chevalier 
anfwered, that they were at prefent Friends, and that the French were not at Variance with any 
Power whatever. This was all that palled in the firft Meeting, after which he took his Leave 
and retired. Provifion for 200 Men, Provender, &c. are daily fupplied by the Sirkar: Mulhar 
Pundit, Muttafuddy, and 20 Hircarrahs, are appointed to attend on Mr. Chevalier, and procure 
for him whatever he wants. On the laft of Rabbee-ul-awul (9th May) Mr. Chevalier was defiicd 
to attend at the aforefaid Encampment to be introduced to Seremunt Pundit Purdhaun. There 
was nobody of Confcquencc prefent at this Interview, except Seremunt Pundit and the Two Mi- 
nifters. Mr. Chevalier prefented Five Paintings on Glafs, a Cup, a Gun, a Pair of Piftols, and 
a Glafs by which Poifon might be difeovered. After fome Minutes fpent in Profefljons of Friend- 
fhip Mr. Chevalier prefented a Letter from the French King, addrefied to Seremunt Pundit. I 
have not yet been able to learn the Contents of it ; as foon as 1 do, I ihall inform his HighncL. 
After receiving the Letter Seremunt took Leave of Mr. Chevalier, and returned to the Fort. 
Mr. Chevalier remained in private with the Two Minifters and the Interpreter. Siccaram then 
defired him to communicate what he had to fay ; to which he replied, I have a great Variety of 
Matter to treat of, which I will fully explain at a convenient Time. Siccaram Pundit then faid, I 
will appoint fome Perfon to negociate your Bufinefs for you — it muft be a Pci fon who is well verfed 
in your Affairs. I know of no one qualified for this Purpofe, except Madho Row Sadaftias, Mr. 
Chevalier, not relilhing this Propofal, made anfwcr. He is employed in the Negotiations with the 
Englifti ; how it poflible we fliould unite ? Siccaram replied. Be under no Kind of Apprelicnfion 
on this Account; in like Manner as I am, fo allb is he, a Muttafaddy of the Sircar. All Ne- 
gotiations are conduced through Mutafuddies, but I ad in fuch Manner as I think right. Mr. 
Chevalier made no Reply, but retired. Siccaram Pundit then went to Shathoore to a Wedding. 
Nanna Purnavefee is alfo going to Poonah, where he will ftay Ten Days or a Fortnight. 1 ‘his of 
Courfe occafions a Delay in the Negotiations of the French, which I underftand will be concluded 
on their Return. Madho Row is under great Perplexity ; not knowing his Highnefs’s Plcafute in 
this Matter, he is at a Lofs what Steps to take. I have addrefied frequeiu Arzies to you in the Courfe 
of the laft Month relative to the French, which you have doubtlefs fully explained to his Ilighncfs. 

I am aftonifhed that I have not yet been honoured with a Line in Anfwcr thereto. It is now necef- 
fary that you communicate the above Particulars relative to Mr. Chevalier to his Higlmcfs, and 
write me a full and explicit Anfwcr ; and alfo inform me what Condud I am to obfei ve here, that 
I may accordingly fatisfy Madho Row. The French have till now remained perfedly quiet ; but 
it appears from thefe late Meafures, that they defign to enter again into the Affaiis of this Part. 

I have therefoic fent repeated ExprcfTcs to the Prefence. Having maile yourfelf acquainted with 
his Highnefs’s Pleafure, write me fully on the Subjed. 

From the Nabob Wallah Jah to Row Jie, dated the 6th June 1777. “■ 

I underftand, from your Letter written the 3d Rabcaflanie (13th May) to Sheeh Row, that one 
Monfieur Chevalier, a Frenchman, is arrived in thofe Parts, under the Pretence of having come 
from Europe on an EmbalTy to Row Pundit Purdhaun ; and that on this News, a Man of Rank 
went from Row Pundit Purdhaun, met and conduded him to the Prefence of the principal Mi- 
nifters, who received him with every Mark of Friendfhip, gave Ear to the Reprefen rations of 
that Impoftor, which he himfelf had fabricated, and then produced as coming fronj the Prime 
Minifters of France ; and that Madho Row Sadaftiae conceived that a Connedion between him and 
the Minifters muft give Offence to the^Englifh Chiefs. The Hiftory of this Frenchman is this— 
He was formerly in the Service of Hyder Ally Khan, and after waiting fome Time for an Oppor- 
tunity of quarrelling with him, he deferted him with a Party of Fugitives, and continued for a 
long Space of Time to wander in thofe Parts. Monfieur Bellecqmbe, who is lately arrived from 
Europe, in the Station of Governor of Pondichery, has not the lead Knowledge of hifi ; but fays, 
that he invents thefe Impoftures to procure himfelf a Support in the different Places to which lie 
wanders. As the firmeft Friendlhip has fubfifted for Tfiree Generations between my Family and that 
of Row Pundit Pundhaun, I defire you will reprefent to Madho Row Sadaftiae, that fince Fricnd- 
ftiip and Union has been firmly ^eftabliftied by Treaty between Row Pundit Pundhaun and the 
Englifti, the Fame of whofe good Faith and Steadinefs is every where fpread, and whofe Conftancy. 
in Friendlhip is become a Proverb throughout the World, and fince the Governor General of 

Bengal, 
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Bengal, who is the abfolote Reprefentative of the Englifli Nation in this Coifntry, is the Author 
of tnis Treaty, it is neceflary that he (hould reflect how highly difpleafing the Encouragciuenc of 
this Impoftor of another Nation, muft be to the Englifli, that it is therefore incumbent on him 
(as a Man of Wifdom, Penetration, and Fidelity to Row Pundit Pundhaun, and as he was em- 
ployed on Colonel Upton’s Arrival at Poonah, on the Part' of the Governor General of Bengal, 
as the Channel of that Negociation) to paint, to the Mtniflers of Row Pundit Pundhaun, in ilic 
ftrongeft Colours, the Impropriety of Ihcwing any Countenance to fuch an Impollor, and to per- 
fuade* them ever to preferve, with the greateft Care, the Fricndlhip of the Englilh, which is of 
the greateft Value. 

Extrafl of a Letter from Siccarani Pundit to Colonel Upton. 

Monficur Chevalier de St. Lubin, on the Part of the King of France, lately arrived on Board 
a Ship on this Coaft, and landed on Rio-Dunda, belonging to this Government, from whence he 
tranfmitted a Letter to the Prefence ot Scremunt Row Sahib Row Pundit Pundhaun, contain- 
ing a Requeft of an Audience, to treat with him, which, if granted, he would wait on him, and 
fufly explain to him the Subjcdls of his Mifflon. As Friendfliip had fubfiftcd from 'l ime imme- 
morial between tl:e French Nation and the illuftrious Family of Scremunt Sahib i and moreover, 
as Ilofpitality is due to the Envoy of a great Prince, an Order for his Approach was fent from 
the Prefence. When the aforefaid Gentleman arrives, the Subjeds of his Negociation will ' be 
explained. The Governor and Council < f Bombay will reprefent this Matter to the Supreme' 
Council of Calcutta in an injurious Light j I have therefore written you, and the Supreme Couh- 
cil, the Relation of what has really pafled. Fricndlhip is now eftablilhed between us, which 
lliall never be interrupted in tlfc fmallcft Degree. Do you, my Fiicnd, amply reprefent all th6 
Particulars to the Governor and Council.

Extrad of a Letter from Siccaram Pundit, received the 17th of July 1777. 

Monficur the Chevalier de St. Lubin, on the Part of the King of France, lately arrived on 
Board Ship on this Coaft, and landed at Rio Dunda, belonging to this Government, from whence 
he tranfmitted a Letter to Scremunt Row Sahib Row Pundit Purdhaun, containing a Requeft 
of an Audience to treat with him, whiih if granted, he would wait on him, and fully explain to 
him the Subjeds of his Miflion. As Fricndlhip has fubfifled from Time immcmoiial between 
the French Nation and the illuftiious Family of Scremunt Sahib; and moreover, in Compliance 
with the Duties of Kofpitality, an Order for his Approach was fent from the Prcfcncc. When the 
aforefaid Gcntlcman arrives, the Subjeds of his Negociation will be explained. 

The Governor and Council of Bombay will reprefent this Matter to you in an injurious Light ; 
forcftcing which, and poflefllng the moft linccre Fricndlhip towards you, I have given you 
Intelligence of this Gentleman’s Arrival, and of what has adUally pafled. No Interruption 
(hall ever proceed from this Sitkar, of the Fricndlhip which has been To firmly eftablilhed 
between us. 

From the Nabob Wallah Jah, 3d September. 

1 fomc Time ago fent you, for your Information, a Newfpapcr from Poonah, containing an 
Account of the Arrival of Monficur Lc Chevalier, a Frenchman, at that Place •» and, at the lame 
Time tranfmitted you a Copy of a Letter, which I wrotc to Row Jee, my News-writer, to exert 
his utiuoll Endeavours to prevent the Poonah Chief giving Countenance to fuch a Cheat and 
Impoftor. I now inclofe you an Anfwer from the aforel'aid News- writer, addrefled to his Brother. 

I ..’tff^nduced, by the Warmth of my Fricndlhip, to lend you this Newfpapcr. You will keep it 
under the moft profound Seciecy j for Ihouid it be known that my News-writer had communi- 
cated this Intelligence, his Life would be in Danger. 

Extrad of a Letter from Row Jee to Shcelh Row. 

You fent me Two Letters on the Subjcdl of the French Chief, to this Purport, that this Perfon 
who was come to Poonah was an Impoftor j that no Countenance mutt be Ihewn to him, or any 
extr.iorclinary Appearance of Civility kept up with regard to him ; for Ihould the Gentlemen of 
the Adrniniftration ol Bengal fufpe^l fuen an Intercourfe, it will be produflive of very difagreeable 
Circumftances ; this I perfeflly underftand. I reprefented all the Particulars to the Miniftera 
through the Channel of Madho Row Sadalhao j but Kilhen Row Billal is the Patron of this 
Frenchman, and makes ufe of every Method to perfuade the Minifters to countenance him. 
They ^erefore pretend to Mr. Moftyn and me, that they are about to give him his Difmiflion ; 
but their real Defigns arc different ; they have been three or four dilfcrent Times to the Houfe of the 
French Chief, and 1 hear that he has promiled, that in the Courfe of Eighteen Months he will 
piocurc them from Europe a refpciftablc Body of European Troops, with all the neceffary Stores, 
&c. and that the Chiefs of all the difterent Settlements Ihall likewifc receive exprefs Inftruftions 
for their Conduct from the King of France. He reprefents, that a Place on the Sea Coaft will 
TC necelTary for the Rcfidcncc of the Forces, and the l^ure Anchorage of the Ships. A fmall 
Village has therefore been fixed upon near Riodunda : This they will give up to him, as foon as 
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an Anfwer arrives from Europe. He demands at prefent a Monthly ftipend of One Lack and an 
Half of Rupees for jthe Support of the People he has with him and that 10,000 additional Se- 
poys Ihould be raifed, and properly difciplincd ; he has brought on Shore from the Ships Eighty 
Pieces of Cannon, and has allb with him 200 European Soldiers, with all Kind of Arms and An^- 
munition, and is defirous of difeiplining this fmall Body. The Minifters fay amongft themfclves, 
thefe Troops will be difeiplined under the Direftion of Europeans, and the Sepoys which we keep 
in our Service are without Neceffaries or Difeipline, but if put under the Diredion of Europeans 
they will be rendered fit for Service; fuch are their Deliberations. Ido not know if Madho 
Row Sadalhao is acquainted with this Circumftance, and conceals it from me, or whether the Mi- 
nifiers keep him ignorant of it. I aiked Madho Row Sadalhao what was the Reafon that Cannon, 
Lead, Powder, and Ammunition had been landed at the Ghaut of Rio Dunda, and Orders given 
for the Building of Storehoufes, &c. He replied, That it was* the tempefluous Seafon which 
renders it neceflary to unload the Ships — that they had therefore been lightened of their Cargoes 
—that after this Seafon was over, they would be again carried on Board the Ships, and the French 
Chief ihould receive his Difminion. I lhall communicate whatever I learn in future. 

Tranflatc of a Letter from Siccaram Pundit, dated the 20th Odober 1777. 

I fomc Time ago wrote to you Information of the Approach of a Perfon deputed by the King 
of France to this Quarter. Monfieur Le Chevalier de St. Liibin has lately been honoured with 
an Audience of Row Pundit Purdhaun Piihua Shaib, when he delivered Letters from the King 
of France on the Subjed of ftrengthening and confirming the ancient Friendfliip which fubfifted 
between the Two Nations, and he alfo fpokc on the Subjed of sheir ancient Intimacy and Con- 
nedion. 

As the rainy Seafon was fet in violently Mr. Le Chevalier did not defire his Difmifiion, and his 
Departure has been delayed on this Account, The Duties of Hofpitality both to Friends and 
Strangers arc incumbent on Chiefs of high Rank. 

Should this Circumftance be related to you in an unfavouraole Light, you will not, I am per- 
fuaded, give Credit to it. There will never be the leaft Deviation in this Government from the 
Duties of the Fricndftiip cftablilhed, but it will take deeper Root. I lend you a Letter, in a Ko- 
rcta, from Scremunt Row Pundit Purdhaun, addrefled to the King of England on the Subjed of 
Friendfliip, be plcafed to tranfmit it to England, and procure an Anfwer. By this you will much 
oblige me, give great Plcafurc to Row Sahib Pundit Purhaun, and encreafe the Friendfliip which 
at prefent fubfifls. 

Extrad of a Letter from Row Jie to the Nabob Wallah Jah, dated the 30th of September. 

The French Chief brought here Five Lacks of Rupees in Goods, which he has fold to the 
Merchants of this Place, but he is to deliver them here ; he is accordingly gone with his People 
to Rio to fetch them. 

Extrad of a Letter from Duagur Pundit Dewan of Moodajee Boota’s Rajah of Berar, received 

1 8th December. 

Soon afterwards an experienced Ambaflador arrived on the Part of the King of France, with a 
Letter and Prefent of various Europe Articles, and carncftly entreated an Audience of Pundit 
Purdhaun, which he obtained. I was alfo acquainted with the Difeourfes they held in private — 
Five Perfons only were privy to this Matter ; the Intention of what I have written above is to 
fliew, that as foon as the Englifli entered into an Alliance with Pundit Purdhaun, the Pot»tn»«f 
other Countries immediately courted his Friendfliip, and his Government thereby acquired a frefli 
Degree of Splendor. 

ift. Extrad from a Letter from Rowjec to the Nabob Wallah Jah, dated the iith of 

April 1777. 

Mr. Moftyn informed me that Two French Ships, One carrying 70 Guns and the other 40, were 
arrived at Rio, and the other at Rio Dunda ; that they had fent Boats to learn Intelligence concerning 
Ingria who was near to them, to Four or Five Men in a Boat from the Ship, who coming to Rio 
Dunda, vifited the Government Goniaftah, and through him wrote an Arzie to the Prefence, to be 
admitted to an Audience. Mr. Moftyn hearing this, reprefented that the French were in Alliance 
with Hyder Ally Khan, and that it was neceflary the Government fliould be on its Guard ; but the 
Minifters paid no Regard to him, but fent Orders to the Gomaftahs, at Rio Dunda, to furnifli 
the French who were arrived there with Conveyances to tranfporc them to the Prefctive. On the 
Arrival of thefe Orders, Three Europeans, Two Coffries, with a Writer of Ingreas, and 45 Peons, 
fet out for the Prefence* and arrived at Poonah. On the 28th Nana Purnaveefle returning to 
Poonah, they waited on him, but what pafled between them is not known. Madho Row had 
taken no Part in this Bufincfe, -.or is there is any Perfon of Credit engaged in it except Nana Pur- 
naveefe. I hear that fomc French Officer is arrived at Rio Dunda, and means to proceed to the 
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Prcfcnce. On this Account Nana Purnaveefe continues fume Days at Poenah. This Circiim- 
Itance has thrown a Damp on Mr. Moyftn’s Ncgociations. The French Chief is daily expected } 
when he arrives I will make myfclf acquainted with the Subjett of his Nc^ociation, and iranl- 
|nit you an Account thereof. 

I learn from Report, that the French Officer’s Name is Monfieur Lc Chevalier de St. Lubin. 

From the Aumil of Windawas, dated the 29th Auguft 1777. 

I have already informed you of the Arrival of the French Officer, and of his Engagement with 
thtt Minifters to bring them Aid from Europe in the Com fe of Eiglitcen Months, during which 
Time they are to give him the Command of 10,000 Infantry, to be dirtiplintd by him ; they were 
fettling the Pay of this Body wljen your Highnefs’s Letter to me arrived, direding me to explain, 
in the cleared Manner, to the Miniders, that, by giving Fneouragement to a French Sirdar, the 
long edabliffied Fricndfhip between them and your Highnefs, and the Engliffi, would be dc- 
droyed, and that they mud not exped in fuch Cafe any Fricndfhip either from you or the Enghili. 
This Reprefentation occafioned much Refledion, and threw a Damp on the Negotiation. 

I hear that the French Sirdar has written Letters to France through the Fadory at Surat, but 
the Purport is not known. Mr. Modyn told me, that the King of France fent him to g.iin Jntid- 
ligence. It is very certain he has a Letter from the King ot France. I'he Minidcr lent Dil- 
patches to Europe through the Chief of Surat, in confequence of which the King fent this Man ; 
and it is probable that whatever he may have propofed in his Letters will be complied with. For 
the Sake of Appearances he brought Goods widi him, and is engaged in Commerce, but his real 
Defigns are different. His Expences arc great — how (hould he be able to make fuch Prclents of 
himlelf ? From thefc Circumdanccs it is evident that he is no Impodor. 

( “ (a) Honourable Sir, and Gentlemen, 

“ Having been fortunate enough to obtain fome Intelligence before I left Europe, in which 
“ the Intered of the Ead Indi.a Company, and the Influence of Great Britain in Indi.i appear to 
“ be deeply intcreded, I think it incumbent upon me to take the carlicd Opportunity of com- 
“ municating it to your Honourable Board. 1 am concerned at the fame Time to be under the 
“ Neceflity of laying the Fads only before you, without having it in my Power to point out the 
“ Channels through which the Intelligence was conveyed tome, as my Promil’c was melt pirti- 
“ cularly taken before I was myfelf intruded with it, that I ihould conceal tiie Names of the 
“ Perfons from whom I received the Information. It was not without fome Difficuliy that I ob- 
tained Permifiion to inform the Governor General and Sir John Clavering of this material Cir- 
“ cumdance, and that only upon Condition, that they fhould not truft it to the Records of the 
“ Company, however fecret they might be; the Opinions which thol'c Gentlemen mud form as to 
the Authenticity of the Fads which I now propofc myfelf the Honour of laying before you will 
“ be a fufficient Judification of me for addrcfling you in this Letter. 

“ It appears by the Information to which I allude, that Monfieur STftine, Minidrcde la Marine 
“ of France has concerted, with Three or Four of the principal Miniders of that Country, a Scheme, 

»* the Objedof which is, the total Overthrow of the Englifli Intereds in India : That he was fcnfible 
“ the Force which France could hcrfelf bring againd our Settlements would prove infufficient for 
“ fo great an Undertaking, and had therefore thought it neceflary, to the Completion of his Views, 

“ to begin by intriguing with the Country Powers, and by endeavouring to fccure them in the 
Intereds of France, in Oppofition to thofe of Britain : That for this Purpofe it was refolvcd to 
** fend a Perfon to India, with full Powers, in the Charader of Agent, and likewile to fend out 
j^erfons who, in the Information, are called dcs Exerceurs, to dildpline the Natives of India, 

“ and a confiderable Quantity of Arms and Military Stores. The Perfon who was nominated 
“ to this Office was delcribcd to me as One who had before been in India. He was to go to 
“ Pontlicherry firlt, but to afllime no public Charader, that he might not be fubjeded to the 
“ Sufpicions of the Englifli. He is furniflied with Letters from the Court of France to all the 
Country Princes of any Note in India, to be ufed at his own Diferetion. He likewifc carries 
“ out Prefents of confiderable Value, which he is to didribute as he may judge neceffary. The 
Subdance of his Indrudions are, as follows ; To treat with fuch of the Country Powers as he 
“ may have Reafon to think will mod readily affid the Views of France, and to form Alliances 
with them in the Name of the King of France ; to endeavour to perfuade the Country Powers to 
fall upon the Englifli Settlements, and he is authorized to promife fuch as will accede to his 
Propofal, the warmed Support of his Nation fccretly, till Hodilitics are adually commenced, 
and then openly. He is warned, however, in his Indrudions, that France is not to take the 
Lead in the War, but is to come in as an Affidant only. The Perfons from whom I learned 
“ thefe Btrticulars know for certain, that the Agent failed for Marfcillcs, in the Beginning of 
“ April lad ; but was unacquainted with his Name, and unable to inform me for certain what 
“ Road he had followed to India, but feemed to be of Opinion, that he mud have palTed over to 
“ Alexandria, in the Intention of embarking at Suez for India.” )

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Having informed you of what I venture to fay may be relied on as authentic, it will not be 
mifplaced to add an Account, more in Detail, of fome Inquiries which my Knowledge of the 
Se Circumftances ied me to make, which, though by no Means fo fuccefsful as my Zeal on 
this Occafion would^makc me wilh, will not, 1 flatter mylclf, be deemed unworthy ot your, 

^Tcircumftance which I learned from Colonel Capper, who had pafled through Egypt in 
February laft, and which was confirmed to me by Mr. Dighton, who was in hts Company, rendered 
it very probable that the Agent had palTcd through that Country in his Way to India ■. that the 
French Conful at Cairo was in daily Expedation of the Arrival o a b^p at Cairo ^^len they pa fed 
through that Town*, and I was told by Mr. Baldwin, an Englifh Gentleman refiding at Cairo, 
that when an Account was brought of a Ship's being feen off or in the Red ^a, which after- 
wards proved to be the Swallow Sloop of War, the French Confdl faid, in his Hearing, that he 
was fure it was a French Ship, as he had certain Intelligence that one was d.fpatched from India, 
which ftiould arrive about that Time. I was aflured neverthc cfs by 1 hrec or Four French Met- 
chants at Cairo, from whom I made Enquiries upon this Subjed, that they never had lia^d any 
Expeftation of feeing a French Ship at Suez ; and I learnt at Mocha, that there has not * 
finSe French Ship in the Red Sea this Year. In pafling through Marfcillt-s, I niade all the 
Inquiries that I could, without rendering myfclf fufpicious, but could learn nothing of any conie- 
quence, but that fome Ships had failed from that Port early in the Year for India. As there was 
no Shii to fail from Suez under Three Weeks or a Month after my Arrival at Cairo, I had an 
Opportunity of tracing a Gentleman who had left Cairo a few Days before my Arrival, and who, 
in many Particulars anfwered the Defeription given to me of the French Agent on the. other Side 
of the Water. It appears from the Intelligence which I received, Vhich was principally derived 
from Mr. Baldwin, and partly from the Gentlemen of the French Fadory in Egypt, and from a 
Turk whom I fhall afterwards have Occafion to mention more particularly, that early in April, 
a French Gentleman, wearing a Crofs, and calling himfclt the Chevalier de Montagny, arrived at 
Cairo from France. It was reported, upon his firft: Arrival, that he was going to India j but 
after having ftaid at Cairo about a Month, that Report was entirely dropped, and, upon my ant- 
ing the Oueftion of the French Conful, was pofitivcly contradiaed. He aflbciated but very little 
with the Gentlemen of Cairo, which is uncommon where the Society ot Europeans is fo imall. A 
Venetian Gentleman, and a Janizary who attended upon the Chevalier, informed Mr. Balwin and 
mvfclf that he had had a Perfian Mailer whilft at Cairo, and ufed to ftudy that Language great 
Part of the Day. With fome Difficulty the Man, a Native of Damafeus, with whom he had 
lludied, was traced, and 1 had an Opportunity of converfing with him more than once. From 
him I learnt that the Chevalier had lludied Perfian with him about Six Weeks or Two Months 
before his Departure from Cairo ; that he underftood the Language a little before he came to 
Egypt, and was able to converfe in it, though not without fome Difficulty, that he brought Per- 
fian Books with him from France, the Names of which were mentioned to me, and Jiad likewifc 
many Perfian Letters, which, upon queftioning the Turk, I found were Letters of Ilindollan, as 
their Alcabs or complimentary Addreffes were ufed in Hindoftan only •, that his Attention was 
given more to thefe than to the Books j and that he informed this Man, he was going to India, 
and offered him advantageous Appointments if he would accompany him, which, from an Appre- 
henflon of the Danger of a Sea Voyage, was refufed by the Turk, About the 20 th of June he 
went away from Cairo, in a very fccret Manner, taking Leave of no one, as is always cuftornary 
amongll the Europeans at Cairo, which was not only obferved as a Singularity by Mr. Baldwin 
and the Venetians, but likewife by the French Merchants, who expreffed their Aftonilhmcnt at 
what they deemed a Want of Politenefs. It is obfervable, that he left Cairo the Day after 
Arrival of a Mail from France. Mr. Baldwin would have remained ignorant of his Departure, 
as the Chevalier had not been vifible for a Month before, had he not by mere Accident feen a 
confiderable Quantity of Baggage going out of Cairo, which, upon Inquiry, he found to be his ; 
and he was then told by the Arabs, a Body of whom always effort Travellers acrols the Delcrt, 
that they were going to Suez. The Air of Myftcry with which every Thing was conducted which 
had any Relation to this Gentleman, led Mr. Baldwin to be more particular in his Enquiries; and 
theCullom Mafter, a Native of Egypt, and who could confcqucntly have but little Idea of the 
Tcaloufy fubfifling between the two Nations, obferved that there mufl: be fomething very parti- 
cular in this Gentleman, who, though there were Four Englilh VelTcls at Suez, could not be 
Sic in o.i,?. perfuaded to embark on * One of them for India, where he was going, but was refolved to go to 
+ siciiia.i*-. luddaor Mocha on f a Boat, in which he was fubjeacd both to Danger and Delay. I cannot 
help dwelling a little upon this Circumftancc, bccaufc it feems to me tq be a ftrong prefumptive 
Proof that the Chevalier is in fome Shape employed by the Court of France. It was ncceffary to 
apply to the Cuftom Mafter from his Office for a Country Boat, and he was the Perfon<*vho I con- 
iedlure advifed him to embark on board an Englifh Veffel, and unlefs the Chevalier’s Diflike to 
this Mode had been expreffed in a Manner very marked, it is not probable that a Native of Cairo 
would have drawn fuch a Conclufion from it. The Misfortunes which bcfcl Mr. Grand Maifon, 
and the Seizure of his Papers after his Death on Board the Terrible, is a Circumftance with which 
your Honble. Board muft be acquainted, and of which the Chevalier could not be ignorant, as I 
inylclf heard the Story related at Cairo, after which it U not to be wondered at if he would not 
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trull himfclf in an Englilh Veflel. The laft Circumllance which I learned at Cairo feems to be 
the moll conclufive, which is, that he was furnillvcd with a very large Credit by the Court ot' 
France; and this Circumllance I rely upon as authentic, becaufe 1 was informed of it by a 
French Merchant at Cairo, and likewife by a French Renegado at Suez, who learned it from the 
Chevalier’s own Servants. It will not be mifplaccd here to obferve, that Monlicur Grand Maifon 
had a fimilar Credit for Ten Thoufand Venetian Sequins, about / 4,500. When I enquired 
whether it was cullomary for the Court of France to grant fuch Credits, the French Gentleman 
who informed me of it feemed fenfible that he h-ad committed an Imprudence, and laid that he 
imagined the Chevalier de Montagny was employed by the Court as a Man of Literature and 
Knowledge, to make a Journey into Egypt. Upon my Arrival at Suez, I found that the Che- 
valier had been there, and not being able to find a Boat that would fail with him in Icfs than three 
Weeks, had made a Journey to Mount Sinai, from whence he returned a few Days after my 
Arrival at Suez, and had lailed for Judda about the 15th July. I tlieught it worth while to 
rnejuire whether he had ufed any Mathematical Inllruments in his Excurfion to Mount Sinai, and 
was aflured by the Arabs who accompanied him, that he had carried none with him, having lelc 
his Baggage at Suez. Had he been employed as a literary Traveller, he certainly mull have tiled 
Inllruments. His Servant told the Renegado, that he was a Traveller of Curiofuy, and meant 
[o go from Judda to Mecca ; This was not poflible, as he embarked avowedly as a Chnltian ; and 
IS it is notorious that the Mahommedans allow no Chrillians to approach a City which they ellctm 
To holy, and which they would conceive to be polluted by the Prefence of thofe whom they call 
Infidels. ^ 

I have thought it ncceflary to be very minute in the Account of what I was able to difeover 
•elative to. this Gentleman, becaufe it appears to me, that he mull be employed by his Court in 
bme Shape or another. I'hough there are many Circumllances which render it probable that he 
8 not the Perfon intriflled with the CommilTion mentioned in the fit 11 Parc of my Letter : 'I'hough 
he French I'itle of Chevalier is a Title which carries little, or indeed no Importance in it in any 
[’art of Europe, it is not fo common in India ; and if the Chevalier de Montagny Ihould turn out 

0 be the Agent, the Court of France will certainly, in fome Shape, have departed from their 
iriginal Plan, which was to give him as little external Confequence as ’polTible. I was likcwile 
old at Cairo, that he is himfelf a Major in the Army, and the Son of a I’eifon who either is or 
las been a Ferniier General, and that his Family, by a late Promotion, are become Noblellc. 
There is one Parc of the Intelligence I received at Cairo, which docs not agree with the Infor- 
nacion given me in Europe, as it was pofuively afierted that he had never before been in India; 
hough the Truth of this Afiertion may be doubted, as his talking Perfian, and his being in Pof- 
eflion of Indian Correlpondence, are fufficient Rcafons for fufpeiiing that he bad been theic. 
Dne French Gentleman went fo far as to fay to me, that he was a Perfon qui vouloit fe donner du 
nerite envers Ics Bureaus. If the Chevalier de Montagny had been entrulled with fo important a 
rommiffion, it is very extraordinary that a veflel Ihould not have been ready to receive him at 
5 uez ; and none having even come into the Red Sea in the Courfe of the whole Year, allbrds a 
trong Prefumption that he is not the Perfon, though it by no Means, amounts to a Proof, as 
nany poflible Accidents may have occafioned fuch a Miftake ; and it mull be obferved on the 
ither Hand, that the French Conful, who is the national Agent there, alTured himlelf that one 
vould arrive. I’he French Merchants difagreeing with him in- this Expcdiation, leaves room to 
onjedlure, that the Ship he expeded was employed by Government, and not upon a trading 
Voyage, as he is himfelf rellrided from Trade. On the whole, I doubt not your Honbic. Board 
nil! dceai the Appearances fufficiently llrong, to think it worth while to take fome Steps to clear 
ip whatever may appear doubtful about this Gentleman ; and as it is polTiblc, and indeed likely, 
liat he fliould aflume another Name and Charaiftcr upon his Arrival at Mocha, 1 made particolaf 
!.nquiries about his Pesfon, and venture to add, however ufclefs it may be, the Defeription I 
cceived of it : Heislhortin his Stature, Hoops much, and looks down when he is fpeaking with 
ny one; his Hair is brown, and his Complexion inclinable to be dark his Legs are remarkably 
11 proportioned, being nearly as thick at Bottom as at Top. He is accompanied by a European

The Governor General having fent in the following Minute fince laft Council Day, it was 
immediately circulated. 

I'hc Governor General thinks it proper to inform the Board, and defires that the Secretary will 
fend this to the Members of it for that Purpofe, that he received Information in Oftober laft, that ' 
a Man named Jugg Mohun Dutt, a near Relation of the Sircar of Mr. Chevalier, the French Com- 
mandant, ufed daily to frequent the Houfe of Lalla Sevuck Ram, the Mharata Vackcel, and to hold 
very long and fccrct Conferrcnces witlj him. Having taken the proper Means to afeertain the Truth 
of this Information, the Governor General gave Orders for his being apprehended and brought be- 
fore him ; but thefe were not executed, the Man foon after falling fick, till Yeftcrday Morning, 
when he was taken coming from the Houfe, and before the Door of Lalla Sevuck Ram. Being 
brought before the Governor, and queftioned, he declared that he never had been before at the 
Houle of Lalla Sevuck Ram ; and afterwards, that he had been but once before there. As this 
Denial of an Intercourle, which had before been afeertained beyond a Doubt, ferved but to cor- ^ 
roborate the Sufpicion of a Connexion between them, tending to difturb the Peace of -this Go- 
vernment, the Governor General fent him immediately to the New Fort under a Guard, and - 
Cauled all the Papers in his Houfe to be feized, and fealed, in the Prefehcf of creditable Wicnefles, I 
and to be brought to his Houfe, where they now remain. - *, ! 

Deeming it improper to proceed further in this Inquiry till he-fhall have received the Sandion of j 
the Board for that End, he begs Leave to propofe, that Perfons properly qualified may be no- ^

Mr. Moore and Rajah Nobl^iflen having examined the Papers of Jug Mohun Dutt in his 
Prefence, inform the Board that they contain nothing but Accounts and Papers relative to Ins 
own Concerns, but no Letters received, or Copies of Letters written by him ■, and having put 
leveral l^eftions to him on the Subjeft of his frequent Vifits to Lalla Sevock Ram, the Maratta 
Vackcel, they deliv.er them in with his Anfwers, as follows: 

jagemohun Dutt being interrogated, gives the following Information : 

For about a Month paft 1 have been vifited conftantly Twice a Day by one Ramjoy Sircar, an 
Acquaintance of mine, who informed me that he was deputed by Shauk Abdullah, who wanted me 
to be introduced • him to Lalloo Sabucram, promifing that if I would effedl it, it would be 
■ attended‘with fome Advantages to me ; to this Purport the Vifit of Ramjoy Sircar were conftanly 
employed, and in the moft urgent Terms. I informed him that I was not on Terms of Friendfliip 
with Lalloo Sabuckram, but would contrive Means of having his Wilhes aniwered. 

With this Intent I went to Holaflyram, a Gomaftah of Caflmeerymulls, and told him that I 
was defirous of introducing Shaik Abdullah to Lalloo Sabuckram. He faid that he was not very 
intimate with Lalloo Sabuckram, but could go fo far as to mention it, which he would do if I 
would communicate my Bulinefs j but that Atterally Cawn, a Doftor in Calcutta, was very in- 
timate with him, and advifed me to obtain the Introduftion through him. In conlcquencc I 
went Three different Days to Atterally Cawn. The firft he told me that he was very intimate with 
Lalloo Sabuckram, and would undertake the Introdudion : He afterwards informed me that 
Lalloo Sabuckram had been to his Houle the preceding Day, and that he had communicated the 
Purport of my Buffqefs to him, adding ‘ do you ftay at Home Tomorrow, I will then vifit Lalloo 
* Sabuckram, and will fend for you from thence.’ But Atterally Cawn did not go as he pro- 
mifed, nor fent to me. This occafioned me to fend a verbal Melfage by One of my Lices, narned 
Ducey, to Alter Ally Cawn, telling him of my- Difappointment the Day before, and informing 
him that I Ihould remain at Home all that Day, that if he went to Lallo Sabuckram he might 
fend for me, He replied that he had faid every Thing to Lalloo Sabuckram that was favour- 
able to me ; that he had no Occafion to go to Laloo Sabuckram, but defired that I would 
on his Recommendation. At this Time Ramjoy prefled me much to go, and infilled upon it : 
In confequence I went with him to Lalloo Sabuckram. Lalloo Sabuckram talked very kindly 
to me for fome Time, and at Length alked me if I knew how the Englilli cyphered and wrote ; 
telling him that I did, he fent for his Pen and Ink, and defired me to write the Englilh Alphabet 
and Figures, which 1 did j this done,’ he wrote an Explanation of every Letter and Figure in the 
Nyagnee, and fent the Whole into his Office, telling me that he intended to have his Son taught 
Enghlh. All this Time Ramjoy was with me ; foon after' I told Laloo Sabuckram that Shaik 
Abdullah was very defirous of being introduced to him. He alked with what View, and whether 
v.-itk Intent to forward any Letters, (he did not fay to what Place, or on what Subjed): 1 told 
him that I was not acquainted with Particulars, which I fuppofed Shaik Abdullah, would commu- 
nicate himfelf. 

I then got up to take my Leave, and did fo ; it being late at Night he gave me a MofTaul, and 
ordered fome of his Servants to attend ihe, and I got Home about 1 1 o’Clock. I do not know 
the Names of the Servants that attended me. 

On Friday laft I received a Morning Vifit from Ramjoy and Shack Abdullah’s Munlhce (whole 
Name I do not know), they told me it was a lucky Day, and defired me to go and introduce 
Shack Abdullah to Laloo Sabukram, requefling me to go then and apprize him that we would 
wait on him in the Evening. The Munlhee’s Rcafon for my giving this previous Information, 
was to be convinced that my Intentions were fincere. I fet out, and they accompanied me to the 
Door of the Houfe, which feeing me and Ramjoy enter, the Munlhee took his Leave. We found 
Laloo Sabuckram (having*, we apprized him of our intended Vifit in the Evening, and were 
coming away when .the Governor General fent for me. 

Who is Ramjoy Sircar ? 

A. He is an Inhabitant of Calcutta, but has Employment about Camp. 

Q. You fay that this is the Whole of what pafled within about a Month, and that Ramjoy 
Sircar conffanly vifited you Twice a Day during that Time, — did he never omit a Day ? 

A. He omitted Three Days that he was at Chandernagore. When he returned he appeared to 
be very impatient and hurried.

fufy, with the beft CEconomy* is never in a Condition -to anfwer any extraordinary Demands that 
may come upon it. 

Being dependant on the Nabob, not only for the Revenues of the Jaghire and Poonamalies, but 
alfo for the Reimburfement of near Four Lacks of Pagodas expended annually i n the Payment of 
the Troops exprcfsly maintained for the Defence of the Carnatic, we arc f^rec^uently fubjeA to 
great Inconvcnicncics for Want of Money, and we feel them particularly at this Time from the 
Situation of the Nabob, which appears to be, and we believe really is, a good deal embar> 
rafled by an enormous Load of private Debt, for which, he had given AHignments and Orders 
upon almoft the whole Revenues of the Carnatic, and thereby deprived himielf of the Means of 
fulfilling his Engagements punctually to the Company. The Nabob has lately written us a Letter 
informing us, that he has concluded certain Articles of Agreement with his private Creditors, 
which have enabled him to difengage his Country entirely from thefe'lncumbrances, and he promifes 
to grant no further Afiignments of any Kind whatfoever upon his Revenues. We have not yet had 
rime to deliberate on the above Letter, and can only fay therefore at prefent, that we fliill think 
it our Duty to take all pofllblc Care that the Nabob’s Arrangements with his private Creditors 
does not interfere with or impede the Payment of his Debt to the Company, for which- we fliall 
endeavour to obtain ample Provifion. 

Wliilft we continue thus dependant on the Nabob for Money, and have no Refources within 
ourfelves to anfwer any Failure on his Part, the Companies Affairs lie continually expofed to 
Danger, and we can be at no Certainty even for Money to pay the monthly Charges of our 
Troops, a Circumftance which cannot fail of impreffing us with very difagrceable Apprehenfions ; 
but if we arc liable to this State of Infecurity in Time of Peact, how much more Reafon have we 
to be alarmed, fhould a War find us in a Situation fo incapable of employing the Forces of the 
Company with Effeft ? Having no Money in our Treafury, and pofTeffing no Controul over the 
Refources of the Carnatic, we mould proably, in fuch an Event, be reduced to the utmoft Diftrefs 
before wc could receive the Benefit of foreign Aid. 

This Subjeeb has been frequently treated in former Advices to the Company from this Govern- 
ment, and many forcible Arguments, drawn from the Experience of paft Times, have been pro- 
duced to fhew the Propriety of having always a fuflicient Fund in our Treafury to anfwer the 
Exigencies of the War. The more we think upon the Subjeft, the more wc are convinced fuch 
a Fund is neceffary, and that without it, under the prefent Syftcm, we might be unable, were 
the Carnatic, or the PoifelTions of the Company fuddcnly invaded, to put our Troops in the Field, 
fo as to employ them to any good Purpofe : Wc flatter ourfelves, that what we have faid will en- 
gage your lerious Attention -, and as the Company’s PofTeffions, on this Coaft, lie more open to 
a powerful Invafion than thofe of Bengal or Bombay, and will, in all Probability, be the firll Ob- 
jed of Attack, in cafe of a War with any European State, we doubt not* you will confidcr of the 
i’ropriety of fending us a fufficient Supply of Money to enable us, on an Emergency of this Kind, 
to ad with Vigour until we can be further fupported from Bengal. 

You are pleafed to defire our Opinion upon the beft Means of making a Divcrfion in favour 
of Bombay, fliould an Enemy appear on that Side of India : We think the French are the only 
European Power in a Condition to form DeCgns againfl any of our Settlements, and were they 
to nieditate an Attack on Bombay, the only Divcrfion which it appears to us could be made, 
would be by fending our Troops againft Pondicherry, which in its prefent State, would bean 
cal'y Conqueft. 

With rcl'pcd to the probable Views and Connedions of the different Powers around us, their 
Strength and Uefourccs, thefe arc Subjeds upon which wc can write with little Degree of Cer- 
tainty ; for the Means wc have of procuring Intelligence are not to be depended on, and we£aa- 
not put the Company to that Expcncc which is ncccflary to procure good intelligence, without 
tl'.e f lazard of incurring Blame •, however we lhall, as you defire, give ' the Information in 
our Power upon thefe Points. 

Wefliall here fpeak firft of the Maratta Governmdit, which holds the hat Rank among the 
States of India, for real Strength and powerful Refogilcs for War; their prefent Views feem prin- 
cipally turned to the Conqueft of Hydcr Ally, who has been the moft troublcfome Opponent 
they have met with in the South. Fortunately for Hydcr the late inteftine Divifions amongft 
them have enabled him to recover the greater Part of the Countries of which he was difpofTofled be- 
fore thefe Divifions took place, and he appears now in a Condition to refift them with fome Profped 
of Siucefs. He has at this Time in the Field, as we arc informed, a Force confiding of about 
30,opo Sepoys with Small Arms, of 50,000 Matchlockmen, 28,000 Florfe, and 27 Guns; and 
the Maratas have affemblcd a Body of 67,000 Horfc, and about 50,000 Matchlockmen, and 
are encamped within Five Miles diftant from him. In this Situation it is probable an Engage- 
ment will very fhortly happen, which may prove decifivc. The Marattas expefi: to be*.cinforced 
by Tioops from the Soubah of the Dewan, and his Brother Bafatit Jung •, and if their Reinforce- 
ment arrives in Time, there is little Doubt but they will be greatly an Over-match for their Op- 
ponent. 

With refpeft to any Connexions which may have been formed by the Maratta State, we can 
only fpeak from ConjcXurc. It fcems probable that fome Engagements may be in Agitation, or 

perhaps 
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Urhaps concludwl bfftween that Stare and the Soubauh j and they have lately, we believe, main- 
lined a clofe Correi'pondcncc with the French, as appears from the Proceedings of Mr. St. L.u- 
bin at Poonah, and the Grant which they have given to the french at Chowle on the Malabar 
Csaft, of which you have been already advifed. 

Hydcr Ally’s Military Strength, as appears by the Force he has now in the Field, is very 
scowerful, and the Revenues arifing from his different PofTcflions are immenfe, amounting, wc 
ibclicve, to Three Ciores of Rupees, His whole Attention feems at prefent engaged by the Ma- 
rattas, *and his Views confined to the Prefervation of his own Dominions ; he has a Vakeel at Pon- 
dicherry with Mr. Bellecombc, from whom he receives every Afliftance the French can at prclimt 
afford him. 

Mr. Bellecombc, as we are advifed, keeps up a conftant Corrcfpondence with Hyder, and en- 
[dcavoiirs all in his Power to engage him in the Intcrefh of the French,

1 ^ chiefly confined to his own Prefervation, and it is not probable that he has lately formed Con- 
nexions with any of the other Country Powers, except perhaps fomc temporary luigagcmcnts

The Nabob has however juft received Intelligence, that a Perfon of fome Confideration lately 
arrived from the Soubah’s Court at Pondicherry, and was received with great RefpeCt by Mr. Bclle- 
combe, but the Purpofe of his coming is not as yet known. 

With regard to our Friend and Ally the Nabob, we (hall only fay a few Words, as his Situa- 
tion is fo well known. He has lately reduced his own Troops confiderably, and inftead of Se- 
ven Regiments of Cavalry, which he before kept up, he has now only Four-, the Revenues of 
his Country may be reckoned fr^m 25 to 30 Lacks of P.agodas annually. The Nabob has no 
Connexion but with the Endifh, we believe him fincerely and fteadily attached ; and, as far as 
wc can judge, he has no Vi^s independent of their Friendfhip and Support. 

Our Sentiments upon th/ proper Alliance to be formed with any of the other Powers, in cafe 
of Invafion are briefly thete : 

The Maratta State is already too powerful, and we are of Opinion that no Alliance could be 
formed with them for our Advantage, without entering into F.ngaoements which would tend to 
aggrandize them ftill more, and ultimately prove dangerous to ourlelves ; we think Hyder mighr, 
in fuch an Emergency, be made an ufeful Ally, as his Troops are more warlike, better difci- 
plined, and better appointed than thofe of any other Power ; but we are afraid the Nabob could 
never be brought to aX cordially in fuch an Alliance, js he has long entertained a rooted En- 
mity towards Hyder, and hath on fcveral Obcafions manifefted it, in Oppofition to his own true 
Intcrefts. As to the Soubah, little could be gained by a defer Union with him, and our Opinion, 
both in refpeX to him, and the Marattas, is, that we fhould endeavour, in cafe of a War, to pre- 
Ivcnt their taking Part againft us •, but that wc could prefer Hyder as an Ally whofe Affiftance might _ 
*be the moft ferviceable. * 

^ We think it neceflary to inform you, that we have juft received a Letter from the Gentlemen 
at Bombay, requefting that 200 Europeans, a Battalion of Sepoys, and 50 Artillery Men may be 
held in Readinefs at Palamcottah, to march to Anjenjo at a Moment’s Warning. Wc have the 
Honour to cnclofc a Copy of their Letter, and to acquaint you that, upon careful Deliberation, 
we are clear in our Sentiments, that fuch a Force could not, in prudence, be fent from the Coaft 
at the prelent JunXure, when we have lb near a ProfpeX of War; when our Fftablilhment is in- 
complete, and when our Fot^ifications here, and the Fortrefs of Tanjore, are not in lb fimflied a 
.State, which you will obferve by the inclofed Reports, as to render it fafe to detach any Part of 
the 'J>g.oj)s ftationed for their Defence. But were there not even thefe powerful Motives for de- 
clining a Compliance with the Requeft of the Gentlemen at Bombay, wc fliould, in another View, 
tonlider our Acquiefcence as improper ; for we conceive the Mcafurc in Agitation there will not 
be undertaken vvahout your Confent and Approbation, and we fhould be very unwilling, were it 
.even in our Power, to make fuch Preparations before the Mcafurc had obtained the Sanction of 
jyour Concurrence, unlefs the Exigency of the Cafe was very prelTing, vvliich is not apparent from 
the Letter we have received. 

We lately took under Confideration the Nabob’s Claims on the Rajah of Tanjore, which were 
repeatedly brought before the CJentlcmen of the late Adminiftration ; and frequent Demands were 
Tiadc of the Rajah, to dcpofit a Sum of Money on that Account into the Company’s Treafury, 
Jniil the Decifion of the Court of DireXors on the Nabob’s Claims could be had; but the Rajah 
fc'as fo pofiiive in his Refufal to make any Payments on Behalf of the Nabob, that nothing w.i8 
ibtained from him. When the Matter came before us, wc thought it as reafonable that the Rajah 
hoiild depofit a Sum of Money for the Purpofes above mentioned : That wc came to the Refo- 
ution of rcqmring from him 4 Lacks of Pagodas on this Account ; and we were the more induced

We have formerly explained to you particularly the Influence acquired by the French in th< 
fiuntoor Circar, and the Troops of that Nation entertained in the Service of Bafelct Jung : Th< 
prefent State of the Force which is commanded by Mr. Dehally, is One Troop of European 
Cavalry and One of Indian, confifting of loo each ; Two Companies of Topafles; Two thoufand 
Sepoys ; and Four thouland Peons. 

I’he Zemindar of Gomfur, fituated in the Diflridf of Ganjab, having frequently withheld hij 
Tribute, and being now confiderably in Arrear to the Company, we have deemed it necclTary tc 
aflcmblc a Force, confiding of Two Battalions and Six Companies df Sepoys, in order to compel 
the Zemindar, if necclTary, to pay his Arrears ; but we hope he may be induced by thefe Pre- 
parations to difeharge what is owing from him without reducing us to that NeccfiTity. 

Since writing the foregoing we have received Intelligence from Hyder’s Country of fo late a 
Date as the 8th indant, by which we find that Hyder attacked the Maratta Army on the Night 
of the 5th indant, and gained a confiderable Advantage over them •, the Particulars are explained 
in the Papers of Intelligence, and we have the Pleafure to tranfmit a Copy of it for your 
Pcrufal.

“ All the lateft Advices from Europe gave us the beft founded Expeftation of fuch an Event, 
and the unufual Delay of fomc expected Merchant Ships from Marfcilles, give us room to con- 
jcflure that an Embaigo may have been laid upon all Shipping for the Purpofesof the War.

On the Second of Msy, in the Evening, 
being in Converfation at a French Houfp where roo/I of the French Gentlemen affemble, Letters 
were brought in exprefs from Alexandria, and diftributed fcvcrally as they were addrefled. Monf, 
Noel Olive, a young Gentleman, was the firft that had pcrufetl the Advices, and upon being afked 
impatiently by the Count dc Stanlcfort, pejet to whom I fat, what was the News, MonJ. Olive 
made Aiifwer, greatly agitated in his Spirits, that the Tartan was arrived frona Marfeilles, bring- 
ing Advice that the War was declared at Paris on the 30th of March againft England. The Count 
turned to me, faying, he was extremely forty, and we mutually exchanged our Wilhes that it 
might not be of long Duration. I mention this tp prove that I could not have been miftaken in 
my Comprehenfion of Monf.

20. On the 20th ultimo we received further Advices from Mr. Baldwin, dated at Cairo the 7th 
^ay, dating his former Intelligence of the adual Declaration of War between Great Britain and 
France to be premature, yet confirming the Grounds of it by fuch Teftimpnies as made that Event 
ppear to us inevitable j and a Letter from Mr. Thomfon, who went Home by that Route charged 
trith Difpatches to you, dated at Marfeilles the i8th April, a/Hrmed as authentic, that Fifteen 
Ihips of the Line, with Tranfports, and upwards of Five thoufand Troops, and failed from Toulon 
in the 13th of that Month } and that the Englifh VcfTels in the Harbour of Marfeilles, to pre> 
ent their failing, had their Rudders taken off. This ferved to confirm us the ftronger in Opinion 
f the Propriety of the Steps we.had taken, and we refolved to purfue them on the fame Plan, 
without any Relaxation. We are happy, however, to have afted fo confidently with your Com- 
nands of the Fifteenth April, by anticipating the Contents of them. We are alfo happy, by 
he Receipt of thofc Commands, to be relieved from that State of Anxiety and Sufpcnce, which'. In 
Cafe of this Importance, mud infeparably attend a Poflibility of Doubt. 

22. The Prefident and Council of Fort St. George, before the Receipt of our Letter declining 
0 fend them a Supply of Money, which we advifed you we had written in our lad, had applied 
0 the Commodore for a Loan of One of His Majedy’s Ships to convey the Treafure to Fort St. 
reorge, which, relying on our affording the Aid required, they expeCled from us. We thcre- 
[>re, on the Arrival of the Sea Horfe, took again into Confideration the State of our Funds, with 
View, if poffible, to prevent their Difappointment, and finding that we might fpare them Ten 
jacks of Rupees, without fubj^ing ourfelvcs to any immediate Didrefs, we turniflicd them with 
(lat Sum, which we underdat^hey have duly received. 

23. In confcquencc of a rotent Application from that Prefidcncy, we have ordered 630 Barrels 
f Gunpowder, which is alj/we can at prefent fpare them, to be (hipped for their Ufe. 

24. We are advilcd^ia^hc fame Letter from Madrafs, of their Intention to proceed, without 
!bl5f“S^jnm^agHittftT^ndicberry j and as we conclude that they will have Difpatches to con- 
ey to yotTCfimc Subjed of this iftiportant Operation, we have ordered the Eagle to call on the 
load for a Packet. 

25. A Letter which we have intercepted from Monficur Bellecombe, the Governor of Pondi- 
iierry, to Monfieur Chevalier late Commandant at Chandernagorc, containing Matter of fome Con- 
iquence, we think it proper to enclofe a Copy for your Information.

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« I take this Opportunity to declare that the above Propofitions, as well for the Defence 
“ of Bengal as for making the Loan in Queftion, meet with my entire Concurrence and 
“ Approbation, ' 

“ The former, or fomething adequate thereto, I deem abfolutely and indiTpenGrbly neceflary 
for the Safety of the Country committed to our Charge, and that any further Delay in taking 
“ the moft effcdual Precautions againft the Poflibility of an Invafion after the Advices we have 
“ received, and knowing the embarrafled State of our Goverment at home, which leaves us little 
“ Profpeft of Alfjftance from thence, will be abfolutely inexcufable towards our Employeis, he 
“ People under our Protedlion, and the Britifh Nation at large. 

“ The Loan I deem a very judicious and advifeable Meafure^ as well to have fuch a Sum in 
“ cafe of Emergency, as to fecure the Attachment of fo confidcrable a Part of the Inhabitants as 
« would probably become Subferibers; and I have no Doubt, if begun immediately, but we flrall 
“•4n the Courfe of Two or Three Months be able to fill it up ; but if this or other Precautions are 
“ neglefted till the Time of Danger, they will then be impofiiblc and unattainable. 

“ I finccrcly hope that the Emergency of the Cafe will unite every Member on the prefent 
“ Occafion, and that the Motions will be followed by unanimous Rcfolutions. 

“ The Governor General delivers in the following Letter from the Chief Engineer. 

“ To the Honourable Warren Haftings Efquire, Governor General, &c. S:c. 

“ Sir, 

“ Having already furnifiied you with a Lift of fuch Engineer’s Siores as 1 deem requifite for 
“ the aftual Defence of Fort William, I (hall now confider the yt^angemeius which 1 apprehend 
“ to be abfolutely necefiary for impeding the Progrefs of an Enem^vho may come properly pre- 
“ pared lor the Siege of that Fortrefs. \ 

“ To defeat fuch an Enrerprize there are Four principal Objedls to wlT\h I conceive the Attention 

“ of Government fliould be particularly diredled j viz. » • 

“ ift. To endeavour, if pofllble, to keep PofiTcfllon of thatintiicate Channels^t^'WUlm the 
“ Entrance into the River Houghly. 

“ zdly. To oppofc an Enemy’s Fleet in their Progrefs up the River at every Place wliere the 
“ Channel is narrow, or the Navigation difficult and dangerous. 

“ 3dly. To make a determined and refolute Stand againft the whole Force of an Enemy at t’le 
“ Poft of Budge-Budge. 

“ 4thly. To oblige an Enemy to make their Attack upon the South Side of Fort William. 

“ The Means of oppofing the Entrance of an Enemy’s Fleet into the River 1 have .already 
« explained in my Letter to the Board of the 15th inflant, I fliall thircforc fay nothing moie 
upon that Subjedt at prefent, except to exprefs my anxious Wilhes that the whole Plan may be 
“ foon carried into fubftantial Executiorr. 

“ Toobftrudt the Pafiage of an Enemy’s Fleet up the River Hougidy, many natural Difficul- 
“ ties are ftill to be overcome, both from the fkilful Pilotage which is required in lome of the 
« Channels, and the Narrownefs of others. It is at fuch Places that new linpedimenis may Ic 
“ oppofed with the greateft Succefs, and Batteries fliould be ereded up n Puin's of Land which 
command and rake thofe Channels in the moft advantageous Manner, and where the Dillance is not 
“ fo great as to render the Certainty of ftriking an Objedt precarious: But of tliofe commanding 
“ Situations fuch only Ihould be chofen as may be made dcfenfiblc againft the ludden Afi'aulc of u 
“ Body of Troops which might be occafionally landed from an Enemy’s Fleet v and at all thefe 
“ chofen Pofts good Redouts, fraized with ftrong Palliladoes, ffiould be creded. If they arc 
“ propely conftruded, fuch Works are not to be carried by the mere Effort of the Firelock and 
“ Bayonet neither will the Defendams receive fuch Annoyance from the Cannon of the Ships of 
“ War. The Expence of thefe Works will be trifling in Compaiilun of the very efi'entiai Service 
“ which may be expeded from them, and an Enemy muft inevitably be either frequently reduced 
« to the Neceffity of landing Cannon and Mortars, or to rifquc the Lofs of their Ships upon every 
“ Attempt to pafs a Station where fuch Obftaclcs are added to the natural Difficultic; of the 
“ Navigation. 

“ I am unable at prefent to point out all the Situations which are proper for the Confti iidian of 
“ the forementioned Works •, and until I have made a particular Examination of the River myfeif, 
“ in Company with Mr. Gilbraith, who I had the Honour before to recommend as a Man whom 1 
“ wiflicd to confult as an able and experienced Pilot, I can only recommend fome additional Works 
“ to be executed at Budge Budge, and the Point of Sangrail to be occupied without Lofs of 
“ Time. 

“ Befides the Oppofition and Retardment which an Enemy may receive from the Viforks before 
“ mentioned, we have, I hope, a flill more formidable Means of dcftroying their Squ.idrons by Fire 
in the narrow Channels of the Houghlcy. In my own Opinion, our Attempts could leldom fail 
of Succefs but from the moft palpable Mifmanagement, or Ignorance of the Perfon who might be 
“ charged with this Part of our Defence. It is from a thorough Conviftion of the Mifchief whicit 
“ may be done to an Enemy’s Elect by the Means of Fire Floats, that I moft earneftly requeftyou 
« will permit me to prepare one Set, in order that an Experiment may be tried, with which they can 
f* be laid on board a Ship riding at Anchor in the Stream, and of the Impoffibility of a Ship under 
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« Siil evading their terrible EfFefls, by any other Means whatever than that of'altering her Courfe 
« biilkly ; but tills would be a momentary Expedient, for if fheefcaped the Flames, no Skill could 
“ afterwards prevent her from running aground, and no Efforts from being deftroyed by our 
Batteries, 

“ The Confufion and Damage which muff inevitably arife from the Ufe of thefe formidable 
“ and perhaps unexpeded Weapons of Defence would, I apprehend, frurtrate all Hopes of forcing 
“ a Palfage up the River ; and an Enemy muft then be reduced to the Neceffity of landing their 
“ Troops a confidcrablc Diftance below Calcutta, or of abandoning their Entcrpri2c entirely ; which 
« latter Meafure would, in my Opinion, be moll prudent, though in Appearance Ids honourable 
to the Commanders i for 1 Ibould confider an Attempt to conquer Bengal with an Army which 
“ has its Fleet to efcort and defend from the Banks of the Houghk-y, and at the fame Time is 
“ obliged to open Trenches and brcdl Batteries before every Pod which prevents their Progrefs up 
“ the River, could afford but a very indifferent Profpeft of Succefs. ° 

“ In theic various Attacks, to which I forefee an Enemy mud be reduced, their Troops ,wiU. 
be condantly harraffed by our Sepoys, and bcfides, be very much expofed to the Cannon Shot of * 
“ our armed Vcffels and floating Batteries, both which may be employed on thefe Occafions to great 
Advantage; and although they may not do much real Mifchicf, yet they will incommode and 
“ retard the Operations of an Enemy, and mod probably compel him to ered Batteries for the Idle 
“ Purp jle of keeping our Craft at a greater Didance j neitlier can any Attack be carried on with 
“ Safety to their Ships, without they fird occupy both Sides of the Rivers with Troops and Can- 
non ; for if one Side remains undefended, our Eire Floats may be condudled to their Fleet with 
Eiie and Safety. In diort, I fee fo much real Labour which mud be performed, and fo many 
“ Didiculties which mull be fu/nounted by European Soldiers and Seamen, at the End of a long 
Voyage, that I am ready to bflieve an Enterprize fo hazardous may probably be entirely frudrated, 

“ without one Cannon of Rjrt William being employed for the Defence of Bengal. 

“ In the prefent Situati'/h of our Adairs, very little or no Oppofnion could be given to apower- 
-ful vSquadrot^f^< with a confidcrablc Body of Land Forces on Board. The Pod of Budge 
“ t'>?fonly Place which has yet been made ufe of for that Purpofe ; but the Works arc 

“ only calculated tooppofe the Progreis of our Enemy’s Fleet by the mere Effed of Cannon Shot, 

“ and no Advantage whatever las been taken of the natural Strength of the Situation. Our Bat- 
“ talions, it is true, might do confidcrablc Mifchicf to Ships, but the landing of a Body of Troops 
with a few finall Mortars, would oblige the Defendants either to furrender in Twenty-four Hours 
“ or to make a precipitate and dangerous Retreat. * 

“ It is to remedy tliis unaccountable Overfight, that I propofe, with your Permiflion, to con- 
“ drua ftich adtluional Works of larth and Palliladoes as will not fail, in my Opinion, to render 
“ the Station of Budge Budge formidable, even to the whole Force which any Enemy can bring 
“ .igaind it. ® 
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“ My Plan is, to cred a Number of drong fraized Redoubts within the Ditch of the Intrcnch- 
inent that lurrounds the Old Fort, each capable of containing One hundred Sepoys, and to have 
Iwo Imall Pieces of Iron Cannon to be ufed occafionally ; thefe Works to be flanked, and 
defended by cacli other reciprocally both by Mufquetry and Cannon. As thefe Redoubts will be 
rnuated dole behind a Ditch of about Forty Feet m Breadth, with at lead Seven Feet Water in it, 
an hnatiy cannot therefore poffibly carry one of them by Aflault, nor can fuch Works, in fuch a 
Situation be taken by any other Means that I know of than that of a regular Attack ; and as the 
adiacent Ground is very low and marfhy, the Bufinels of ereding Batteries and making Trenches 
mud be attended with prodigious Labour and great Difficulty.

the^'st'h yuly. “ William, and the Proportion of Stores rcq’uifite for it, I lhall beg Leave to confine myfelf to 
“ the Military Part only, leaving what concerns the Works and Engineers Department to the 
“ ( hief Engineer, who undoubtedly can give you the belt Information on this Subjed.

“ to confift of the following Number : Of Europeans, one complete Regiment on the prefent 
“ Kdajalifhmcnt, Five Companies of Artillery, Three hundred Ca^ry if to be had, but if not, 
“ 1 prcfiime the Settlement would afford Three hundred Men for otn« Services, and Fifty Miners. 
“ The total Force of Europeans, according to this, 2038 ; and ncarlyV^is Number, I imagine, it 
“ is in the Power of Government to get, if not the Whole, of Natives \_I pro pofed Eight com- 
“ plcte Battalions of Sepoys, or to that Amount, Ten Companies of Native/Otft k.'rvj E[ yW*tmn*.

“ 3. The Subjeft growing ftill more ferious to me thah it was when I wrote the former Letter, I

“ fmall Miftakes. I therein ffated the Pioneers at 800, 1 think they ought to be looo; but they 
“ more immediately belong to the Engineer Department, for whom I mean the 500 Artificers, 
“ and conicqiiently I ougnt to have laid, they were to be in Addition to thofe already on the 
“ I'.ftablilhment. With my own Artificers, and thofe in the Commiffary’s Department, all 
“ that belongs to the Cannon and Mufqueiry might be performed ; with thofe I propofe for the 
“ Engineer, I prefume he would be able to keep the Platforms in Order, and to perform his 
“ other Services. • * 

“ 4. But with Refpeft to the Artillery, I find I fall fliort confidcrably. I lhall therefore firft 
“ endeavour to lliew what they will have to do in the Siege : Suppofing the Enemy fhould at- 
“ tack One of the Demibaftions, the Guns of One Side of a Redoubt, Part of One Face of a 
“ Redan, One Face of the Counterguard, One Face' of the Lunette, the Two Faces of a Ra- 

velin, and the Face of a Baftion would all bear upon the Attacks, and all the Guns would be 
“ employed, moreorlcfs, every Day. Their Number is 72, and may be more. Thcfel purpofc 
“ employing tliiring the Day only, and I fuppofe them to fire daily 300 Shot, which is a very 
“ moderate Proportion. In the Covert Way before thefc Works 1 purpofc placing the fmallcr 
“ Mortars, theic to fire Night and Day, and toexpend about 400 Shells daily. In the Nighf I pur- 
“ pofc filing from the Glacis with Field Pieces, as long as the Enemy arc out of Reach of Muf- 
“ quet Shot from the Barbets, and from Carriages on Slides to be railed within the Covert Way 
“ when they fliall be nearer-, and thefe Guns to be Twelve and Six Pounders, to fiie between 
“ 300 and 400 Shot in the Night, and fometimes more, and generally One of Cafe to 'I'wo ot 
“ Round. 

“ 5. For thefe Duties it is evident. That I cannot allow Icfs than Two Europeans to a Gun 
“ and Six Native Ariillcry, which for the Attacks will therefore require Europeans 144, Na- 
“ lives 432 befides thefc, there muff of Ncccffity be others in the different Works 5 for inrtance, 

“ in each of Four Kavelins, and in the other Redoubt not attacked, Nine; in the Countcr- 
“ guard I'hirteen : and in the Remainder of the Redans not attacked. Thirty-one, in all, 89 Eu- 
“ ropeans, and 267 Natives, which makeup the Numbers, Europeans on Duty 233, Native 
“ Military 693 -, and for Ihrce Reliefs it would require, Europeans 699, Native 2099, cxclufivc 
“ of Officers. 

“ 6. But I am juftly apprehenfive, that were Government inclined to raife the requifite Num- 
“ ber of Artillery, they could not obtain fo many Europeans j I will, therefore, recommend what 
“ I humbly conceive to be obtainable, if Government (hould be pleafed viz. European Artil- 
“ lery 500, exclufive of Officers, Native Artillery Fifteen Companies, according to the Scheme 
“ of a Company annexed, and marked N^ 2 with thefe and a fmall Afliftance from the Infantry, 

“ as is ulual on like Occ.tlions, I think I could undertake to perform all the Artillery Duties of 

“ the ■ 
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« the Siege *, with lefs I could not be anfwerablc, for it. And, indeed, the Drudgery, if the Duty 
« were performed, would be infupportable in this Climate, and in that Seafon in which it is 
** moft likely the Enemy would come. 

“ 7. From what I have faid, the Quantity of Shot and Powder is eafily computed, and will be 
« found to be tlie fame as I have ftated it 5 but I muft premife, that I fuppofe we (hould b^ at- 
« tacked by Shipping at leaft Thrice in the Siege, and I have provided 105 Rounds for each 
« of 90 Guns, which, on fuch Occafions, would be employed, and which muft of Courfc be 
« worked by thofe Artillery who Ihould not be on the Duties of tlie Front attacked. 

“ 8. The Quantity of Powder is not however ail that would be wanted j the Chief Engineer 
« would ufc it in Mines, but then I conceive he would not ufe more than would make up the 
“ Grand 'I'otal 6,500 Barrels. * 

« 9. There is another Subjodl: I muft touch upon, it is the Infufficiency of the Cafemates ; ac- 
cording to the Proportion I propofe for the Garrifon, there will be at leaft 15,000 in the 
« Fort. 1 will fuppolc only the Garrifon Part to be entitled to Cafemates, and of thefe only One 
Third under Cover at a Time, then will there be 3,500 Men who muft be fecurely lodged j the 
« Officers of the State, thofe of the Garriibn muft have conftant Lodgements, and the Hofpital 
nuift be fccure; but befidcs all this, all Provifions and Stores liable to be deftroyed by Bombs, 
“ and all Workfliops for the Duties of the Garriibn ought to be equally fecured. I therefore take 
“ the Liberty to recommend an Addition to thefe neceffary Buildings. The proper Place for 
them it is the Engineer’s Duty to point out. However I may, without invading his Depart- 
ment, fey, I think the Curtains feem to me to be the moft natural Place for them. 

** 10. The Magazines are capable of holding all the Powder I require, or even more; but 
« then the new One and all thojc in the Outworks are fo very damp as to be at prefent unfit for 
Service. f 

» II. The Lift which accompanies this contains all the EflTentials that I Ihould want during a 
feme pcttv.A'^^’-tlcs which might be made out of the Materials may be omitted, but 1 
" believe-.;'''’'* ■i.'^Confcquencc. I omit the la Pounders which were condemned, the Neceffity 
** might make us rilk the uflng them, and I have confined the Number of Guns to what we have, 
laying afide the'Confideration of what we ought to have. 

“ 12. I can only add, that I have made my Calculations from my own Judgement and what 
« I have fcen of Service, for I am not poflefled of any Tables digefted by Men of Eminence in 
this Bufincfs. I have indeed, fince I made out my Proportion, Teen thofe which Captain Kydd 
** tranflated from Le Blond, and was very happy to find fo clofe an Agreement in the main Ar- 
tides. It is true the Numbers do not agree, but then the Suppofitions arc difi'erent ; our Works 
« are calculated chiefly for a Defence by Cannon, and we lie expofed to Attacks by Ships, neither 
of which were the Suppofitions of the Author before-mentioned. My Numbers and Quantities 
muft of Courfc be greater, as they will be found if compared. 

“ 13. Having in the/ormer Part of this Letter Ihcwn what Number of Artillery would be wanted 
for the Defence of this Garrifon, I muft to conclude, beg Leave to obferve, that there muft 
“ alio be Artillery with the Part of the Army not within the Fort, for which there will be no 
great Allowance, if I recommend Two Companies of Europeans, and Six of Native Artillery. 

** This however would, I prefume, be nearly fiifficicnt. It will, therefore, I hope, be worthy of 
** Conlideration, whether this lb ufeful a Corps ought not to be augmented. 

y 14. I muft obferve, that whilft the Lalcars are kept on the prefent low Pay, it is impoffible 
« for me to keep them together as they ' ought to be, feeing their Duties very laborious, and 
their Pay inadequate. I already find Numbers deferting, and have ever found them defirous 
** ot quitting the Artillery to entertain in the Seapahs, if fufficiently high to be therein admitted • 
lo tliar, although I have uniformly endeavoured to colleft a Body of Men fit for the Artillery 
“ Duties, my Labours have been in vain ; but were their Pay the feme as Seapahs, I (hould not 
ear quickly having them as fit for Duty, and as perfect in Difciplinc as the Europeans I have 
" the Honour to command.

Every Battalion of Scapahs doth not fet apart 20 or more Seapahs for the GunSf who, as t^icy 
never do any other Duty, may be turned over to the Native Artillery, and Itruck off from the 
Battalions •, it is evident, that every Battalion will, when confidered as Infantry, be juft as ftrong 
as it was before the turning over there * were ; this, as there are 30 Battalions, would raife 600 
Men, and their Pay is 4,500 Rupees, at Half Batta *, fo that the whole Charge may be made for 
5,018 8. And an Increafe of the Strength of the Army will be made by Three additional Bat- 
talions, which, if at any Time they Ihould be ftripped of their Ordnance, can join the Infantry, 
and do Duty in the Line. 

But it is to be underftood, that no Guns are to be with Battalions except when they are wanted 
on Service. 

By this fmall Alteration and Increafe of Expence, a very ufeful Body of Men will be made 
contented, who now ferve with Reludtance } and the Means of reducing them to proper Difeipline 
are provided for by an Addition of Forty-feven Officers of Artillery.

“ agreed to pay of Five Lacks of Mutchilidar Rupees, he has not yet paid me One Riipee, and 

offers as a Rcaibn his Inability to dilcharge the Whole at Once, and requefts me to receive 
■“ it by monthly Payments •, your Honble. Board Orders authorizing nothing of the Kind, I have 
“ acquainted him that it is impofiible for me to come into his Rcquelt, and have repealed 
“ my Requifition, yhich I have indeed been urging every Day fince the Receipt of your Oideis, 

to pay me the whole Amount as fpeedily as poflible. 

“ 1 have the Honour to be, with the higheft Refpeff,

The Governor General lays before the Board, the following Letter frorn Rajah Cheyte Sing. 

From Rajah Cheyte Sing, 28th September.' 

I have bfcn honoured with your gracious Letter, defiring that I will, as a Subjefl of the Com- 
pany, take on myfclf the Payment of Five Lacks of Mutchledar Rupees, as my Proportion of the 
Expenccs of the prefent War, and pay them to Mr.^Graham j although I have no Ability left, 
and the great Burthen of Expence I laboured under from the I'inie of the Deccafe of the late Rajah, 
till the Expiration of the Nabob Vizier's Authority over me, is well known to God and your 
Excellency ; yet, f Icly with a View to Compliance with your Orders, and to prove my Fidelity, 
having fold and pledged every Thing belonging to me, I will make good the afoiefaid Inflal- 
mcnis in Six or Seven Months, although by parting with my Effedts, which arc clearly necefl'ary, I 
am left in a State of Inability for the future j yet you will fhew me much Favour, that 1 fliall again 
rccovef myfclf. 

As a Timruis required for the Sale of my Effedts, and raifing the Money, 1 hope from your 
Kindnefs, that the Officers of Government may take from me, in different Payments, the faid Sum 
in Sonaut Specie, as I (hall not be able to procure this Sum in Miichledar Rupees ; and that you 
will ^ gracioufly plcafed to affix your Signature to my Requefts, that I may apply myfelf with 
Satisfadtion and Affiduity to the Bufinefs of the Sirkar.

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Governor Gcncral.~The Subttance of this Letter, and the Requifition made by the Rajah to 
Mr. Graham, differ fo much from the chearful and ready Acquifcence with the Rajah’s Vakeel, 
Shaick Ally Nucky, made in his Matter’s Name, to the Demand made on him for this Subftdy, ‘that 
I think it neceflary, for my own Juttification, to call upon the Secretary, to certify the Accuracy 
of my Minute delivered on the 17th Augutt, containing the Alfcnt cxprelTed by the Vakeel, in 
his Matter’s Name, to the Payment of his Subfidy. 

The Secretary acquaints the Board, that the Governor General delivered to him the Minute 
above mentioned, previous to his laying it before the Board, with Orders to explain the Contents 
.of it to the Rajah’s Vakeel, that it’might correfpond with the Acquiefcence which he had delivered. 
He accordingly communicated the Minute to the Vakeel, and received from him a Confirmation of 
itee Terms therein exprefled. • 

^ The Governor General moves. That Orders be written immediately to Mr. Graham, that he do, 
on Receipt of them, demand of the Rajah inPerfon, the Payment of the entire hum of Five Lacks 
of Rupees in the Space of Five Days, and declare to him, in the Name of this Board, that his 
Refufal or Negledt to complete the Payment within that Time, (hall be deemed equivalent to an 
abfolutc Refufal ; and that he be forbidden, in that Cafe, to hold any farther Intercourfe with the 
Rajah, until he fhall have advifed us of the Particulars of the Rajah’s Condudt in this inftance, and 
received our Orders in Confequcnce. 

Mr. Francis. — I'beg Leave to afk, whether there be any Letter from the Rajah himfclf to the 
Governor, in which his Confent to pay the Five Lacks, in the Manner agreed to by the Vakeel, is 
exprefled } or the Vakeel’s Engagement to that Effedf confirmed. 

Governor General.— All the Rajah’s Letters will be found in the Book of Perfian Correfpon- 
dcnce, to which I refer; but I well recolleft, that the Aflent given jw the Vakeel was exprefled in 
Terms the mott peremptory that could be conceived, either confirmra by an Oath, or his own Life 
pledged for the Performance of it. My Minute was drawn up from Heads of what patfed in Con- 
verfation with the Vakeel ; and when it was explained to him by Mr. Auriol, he was very defir- 
ous of correfting a Part of it, which made the Acquiefcence of the Rajah apptar too general, and 
that it might be fpecifically limited to One Year ; his Powers, he added, extended no further. 
The Corredion was accordingly made upon- the Spot in the Room adjoining to this, and the Minute 
immediately recorded. I defire the Secretary to mention, whether this agrees with his Recollcflion 
of the Maner. 

The Secretary very well recollefts the particular Circumftanccs alluded to by the Governor 
General, and therefore offers his Teftimony, that the Vakeel declared he was authorized to ac- 
quiefee in the Subfidy for One Year* but no longer ; and defired that the Requifition might be 
limited to that Time. The Minute was before indefinite. 

Mr. Francis.— I have no Sort of Doubt of the Reality of the Engagements made by the Vakeel ; 
the (^eftion is, Whether they are Afts of the Rajah, or made by fufficient Authority from him ? 
If the Vakeel had even a Letter bf Credence, relative to the Point in Queftioif, it would be fuffi- . 
cient ; if he had, it mutt appear on the Perfian Correfpondence, and I defire the Secretary will read it. 

Governor General. — I have looked over the Book of Correfpondence ; there arc but Two 
Letters upon the Subjeft. The Firtt, a Letter recorded in the Confultation of the 17th Augutt, 
acknowledging the Receipt of mine, which contained the Requifition of the Five Lacks, and pro- 
mifing an Anlvvcr. The Letter recorded on this Day appears to be that Anfwer, as it begins with 
an Acknowledgment of the Firtt Letter, and a Ihort Recapitulation of its Subftance. My Firtt 
Letter was written on the tith July, Two Months and Seventeen Days from this Date. If -an 
Anfwer from the Vakeel, during fo long an Interval, was not to be deemed authentic, the Rajah’s 
Silence was more difrefpeftful than a direft Refufal *, but if it be admitted as an Exculpatidn, bis 
fureft Remedy againtt any A6l of Government will be a Refufal to make any Reply to its Demands. 
*I will not conceal from the Board, that I have expefted this evafivc Condutt in the Rajah, having 
been fome Time paft well informed, that he had been advifed in this Manner to procrattinate the 
Payments of the Five Lacks, to afford Time for the Arrival of Difpatches from England, which 
were to bring Orders for a total Change in this Government, and this he was given to expeft 
would produce a Repeal of the Demand made upon him by the prefent Government. On inti- 
mating my Sufpicions of fuch a Dcfign to the Vakeel, he promifed he would write in fo eftedual 
a Manner to his Matter, as ftiould without fail induce him to make an immediate Payment of the 
Subfidy. He this Morning informed me, that his Letter was difpatchcd on the 12th of this 
Month. Its Ffl'cft ought by this Time to have Ihcwn itfelf. Sufficient Time will have been given 
to the Rajah to obey the Authority of the Board by the Arrival of the Orders whidh I have now 
propofed ; and whether in that Interval he lhall ratify the Aft of his Vakeel or not, I (haR con- 
fidcr of* little Confequencc. If the Board will fupport their own Authority, he Iha^ bc made to 
yield to it. 

Mr. Francis. — There is no (^icttion, but the Rajah m,utt yield to the Power of this Govern- 
ment'. I fhall be as ready as any Member of this -Board to fupport its Authority, as long as its 
Power is dircfted.by Juftice. I did, from the fiitt, exprefs a Doubt whether we had ttriftly a 
Right to encreafe our Demands upon the Rajah’bcyond the Terms, which we originally agreed to 
give him, which hcconfentcd to, and which, as I have cOpllantly underftood it, were made the 
fundamental Tenure, by which he held his’-Zemindary ; if fuch Demands can be encreafed upon 

9 * him 
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him at thcDifcretionof thefuperior Power, he has no Rights, he has no Property, or, at leaft, 
he has nd Security for either. Inftcad of Five Lacks, let us demand Fifty j and whether he re- 
fufes or is unable to pay the Money, the Forfeiture of his Zemindary may be the immediate Confe- 
ouence of it, unlefs he can find Means to redeem himfelf by a new Treaty. Having this Opinion 
of the Demand itfclf, as it originally flood, it cannot be deemed extraordinary in me, that I fliould 
proceed with very great Caution in enforcing any Penalties, which may be propofed to attend his 
not inflantly complying with it. It appears, that the Engagements made by the Vakeel, have not 
been confirmed by the Rajah, and that the Vakeel had not even a Letter of Credence from bis 
Mafler. I know the Temper of Black Servants too well to punilh their Principals for any Afls 
done by them, or even to hold them bound by fuch Afts, if not exprefly or virtually confirmecHv^ 
themfelves. I do not mean by what I have faid, that the Board Ihould give up the Demand, ' 
which they have already thought fit to make of the Rajah. That Refolution being pafled, it only 
remains for us to take Care, that it be carried into Execution without Harlhnefs or Violence. 
The Rajah mull pay the Money, if he has it but I cannot conceive, why we Ihould infill on his 
paying it all at once. We do not inflantly want it, and itmay diftrefs him in the grcatell Degree to 
part with fuch a Sum at a fingle Payment. My Opinion is, therefore, that the Liquidation of the 
prefent extraordinary Demand upon him Ihould be fettled by Killbundy, and that he Ihould be 
affured at the fame. Time, that this Board will not make any further Demands upon him; under 
fuch a Settlement unanimoully agreed to, it is not likely that the Rajah will delay or evade a due 
and regular Execution of it, from any Hopes he may conceive of future Relief by a Change in 
this Government* 

The Governor General. — The very Demand is itfelf a Proof that the Rajah cxpefls fuch Relief; 
and with Refped to his Ability to pay the Sum fo long demanded from him, or even Ten Times 
that Amount, I fpeak within Compafs, no Man can doubt of it. The Adis of the Majority of the 
Board, are the Adis of the Board. When the Perfon who is the immediate Objedl of them Hands 
fo high in the publick Eftimation, and holds Pretenfions, as it appears this Rajah docs, to a 
fovereign and independent Authority, fuch Adis, once palTed, ought never to be revoked. The 
Demand made upon the Rajah, was for immediate Payriicnt -, the Demand ought to be fupported 
rigidly ; but 1 will fo far yield to the Necelfity of the Times, weakening as it may prove to the 
Powers of this Government at a Crifis which, of all others, demands their moll vigorous Exertion, 
as to confent to a Compromife. The Rajah has requclted that he may be allowed to pay the 
Sum required of him by Inllallments, within the Space of Six or Seven Months. I will confent to 
pardon his pad Contumacy and Dilbbedicncc, on Condition of his confenting to pay the entire 
Sum within Three Months, which Time will have clapfed before the Orders now fent to Mr. 
Graham can take Effedl, although no.t a Rupee lhall have been received to that Period of the Pay- 
ments which, by his own Propofal, ought to be half completed. I defire that what I havq faid 
may not be mifunderllood. I mean only to Ihew, that inflead of the Harlhnefs and Rigour which 
have been imputed to this Government in its prelent Condufl to the Rajah, he has been treated 
with a Lenity almoll equal to ‘the Subflance of his own Demands. I think it unneceflary to reply 
further to Mr. Francis’s Minute, as I defire only to obtain his Confent to a Meafure Upon his own 
Principles, which I underftand to be, that a public Meafure, nay even an Opinion, of Govern- 
ment once paired, oUght to be inv.ariably fupported, even by thofc who oppofed it in the firll 
Inllance. 

Mr. Francis. — It is generally true that a Refolution of Government, once pafled, Ihould be fup- 
ported j bur, where the Rights qf others are concerned, it is only true with this Provifo, that fuch 
Rrfolutipns are not diredlly contradidory to the Principles of Jullice, or to the voluntary and funda- 
mental Engagements of thc’Govcrnmcnt itfelf. This Board was already bound to the Rajah by 
certain Afls of their own, not carried by a Majority, but unanimoully agreed to. I defire that they 
may be recorded in this Place, as I find them Hated in our Inftruflions to Mr. f owke of the 24th 
Augull 1775. 

4th. “ It will be proper to alTure the Rajah, that we do not mean to incrcafe his Tribute, but 
to require from him the exafl Sum, and in the fame Species of Rupees, to be paid at Benares, 
as he paid to the late Vizier Sujah Dowlah, befides whatever Equivalent may be fixed for the 
Grant of the Mint and Cutwally to him,, the Whole ‘to be difeharged by equal monthly Kills ; and 
if we fhoukl find it expedient hereafter to receive the Amount at the Prefidency, a fuitable Deduc- 
tion, or Commilfion, lhall be allowed to him for the Expcncc and Rilk of tranfporting or re- 
mitting it.” • 

5th. “ That under the acknowledged Sovereignty of the Company, we are determined to leave 
him the free and uncontrouled Management of the internal Government of his Country, and the 
Coile£tiori aniMl.egulation of the Revenues, fo long as he adheres to the Terms of his Engage- 
ments, and will never demand any Augmentation of the annual Tribute which may be fixed.” 

If the Opinions of the individual Members, who then compofed the Board, Ihould be looked 
back to, I believe it will appear that the Amount of the Tribute was fixed at a higher Sum, than 
the Governor General then thought the Rajah ought to pay. This,' however, is immaterial; I 
' only mean to Ihew, that I .adhere to my Principles, and that the Doubts which I have conllantly 
exprelTed of the Juflicc of enctKafing our Demands upon the Rajah, which, if done at all, may be 
done ad libitum^ were not ill founded. . 


Governor 
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Governor General.— I muft objcft to the Term unanimous, applied to any Relblution pafled at 
the Period to which Mr. Francis alludes, merely bccaufe my Diflent was not expreffed to it. 
The Quotation from Mr. Fowke’s Inftrudtions» related only to the fixed and annual Revenue, bijt 
could never be underftood to preclude that Right which every Government inherently poflefles, to 
compel all its Dependencies to contribute by extraordinary Supplies, to the Relief of extraordinary 
Emergencies j but tho’ it were granted that this Injunfliun given to Mr. Fowke did extend to every 
Mode of Supply, ftill the Argument will not apply to the prefent Queftion. The prefent Demand, 
for the Subfidy, jult or unjuft, was made unanimoufly j and, therefore, even on that Ground alone, 
ought to be unanimoufly lupported. 

Jvlr. Francis. — Underftanding that the inftant Payment of the Five Lacks is ftill to be demanded in 
Terms of the firft Propofition, and that no Relaxation from^hefe Terms was intended, I am 
Tagainfl the Motion. 

Mr. Wilder. — I am for the Queftion j but am farther of Opinion, that it fliould be left 
to Mr. Graham to determine, whether to enforce Payment of the Sum required of the 
R.ijah for the prel'cnt Exigencies of Government by One Payment, or whether to receive it 
by different Inftallmcnis not exceeding Three Months from the firft Payment to the Completion 
of the Whole. 

Mr. Barwcll. — ^The Fads that have been related to the Board by the Governor General, fpeak 
the Jbfolute Neceflity of the Motion that has been agitated. In thefe Sentiments it is incumbent 
on me to lupport it -, and I think that, in order to its full Efficacy, the Governor General (hould 
be empowered to purfue fuch Means as may fecure the Government from a Poffibility of a further 
Dil'ippointmcnt. 

Governor General. — I cannot conient to the Qualification of the prefent Motion, recommended 
by Mr. Whelcr, for the Reafons I have already afligned : With refped to the Propofition implied 
in Mr. Barwcll’s Minute, I fliall take an early Qccafion to offer my Sentiments upon it, defiring 
the Subjed to reft here for the prefent. 

.Mr, Francis. — If Mr. Barwcll in his Minute means to give the Governor General, by 
his Voice, any Powers whaifoever independent or cxclufive of the Board, I muft requeft he 
will be pleafed to explain himfdf. I am fure that no fuch Powers can be wanted on the pre- 
fent Occafion. 

Governor General. — I beg that the Debate, which is now unneceflary, may end. The Morn- 
ing has already been loft in Words. As nothing moie is propofed to be done, I hope it is unne- 
cclfary that more of our Time fhould be confumed in ineffectual Debates, even without a profeffed 
Objed.

The Governor General delivers in tlic following Minute : 

The Governor General. — The Members of tlie Board having been furnilhed with Copies of the 
Letters which have been written by Moodajee Boofla and his Dewan, to Beneram Pundit, their 
Vackeel orMinifter at this Government, containing, in a very long Detail, the Motives and Views 
of the Government of Berar. Thefe, 1 think, improper to be entered on our Records -, but I re- 
commend them to the Attention of the Board, in their Confidcration of the Condiift which we arc 
to obferve towards that Government. 

From the Declaration made in thefe Letters, and from other Advices, it appears that, urged by 
the Demands of the Adminillration .at Poonah, and the Menaces of the Nabob Nizam iil Muick, 
the Rajah hath levied a confiderable Force, faid to confilf of 50,000 Fforle, oflcnlibly dertined to 
co-operate with the Pclhwa, by inv.ading Bengal and the Dominions of our Ally the Nabob of 
Owde. That One Divifion of 30,000 Florfe, commanded by Chunnajee BooHj, the Rajah’s Se- 
cond Son, has been accordingly difpatclicd to our Frontier by the Road of Cuttack, and has been 
fome Time fince arrived in the Neighbourhood of that City, where it is propoled that it (hall can- 
toon during the rainy Seafon. 

The Rajah and his Dewan both profefs the mofl fteady Attachment to the Company, and a 
Refolution to preferve the Peace and good Underftanding wliic!) have fubliOed between that Go- 
vernment and the Englilh fince the Period in which the latter fiill obtained a Share in the political 
Concerns of thefe Provinces. 

Thefe Profeflions have been repeated in all their Letters, and fanflifial by the nioft folcmn Attefi 
tations. However fufpicious fuch voluntary Protellations may generally .ip|)car, there caq be no 
valid Realbn for refuling a certain Degree of Credit to them on the prefent Occafion, as they are 
peifcdtly confillent with what we know to be the Intereft of the Boofla Family, aiul witli the Con- 
duit which it has invariably obferved towards the Government of Bengal fiom the Accclfion of 
Tannoojee to the prelcnt Time. Its natural Enemies arc the Cliicfs wliofc Dominions border im- 
inediatcly upon the Diftrifts of Berar, and lie in many Places intermixed with them ; that is 10 
lay, the Pailhwa Nizam Ally Cawn, .-.nd MhadajceScindia. The Company cannot be regarded in 
the fame Light, becaul'c the Line of Country, which joins their Poffelfions to Berar, is loViKl and 
uncultivated, that no Caufe of Competition can arife refpeiting it; and the Territories of each, in 
thofe Parts, yield little Advanta; e to the Proprietors. The Claim of the Berar Government to the 
Ghowt of thefe Provinces is fo antiquated, that tho’ it might be revived as a Pretext, it could never 
operate as an Inducement to invade them, on any other Principles than theic which arc the Grounds 
of original Conquells; nor could fuch an Enterprize beiormed without great and certain Hazards, 
a Length of Holtilities, and a proportionate F'xpem.e, to which the Kclources of Berar arc inade- 
quate, .and the Fixpolure of its own internal Pofidfions to the Ambition and R.pacity of its 
Neighbours. 

The Habits of a long Intercourfe of Friendfliip, and the Benefits which are mutually and equally 
derived by both (Governments, from a Continu.ime ot tiu; lainc Degree of Union, may likevvifc be 
affuined as Arguments of the favourable Dil'pofi'ion of that Government towards this, evm under 
the picfcnt Appearances. Yet the contrary, iiutwii!:a.uK!;ng the llrong Grounds which appear for 
this Conclufion, may be the Cafe, ami even with tlie Lit Intentions tlie Steps through vsf.ich the 

4 Berar 
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Berar Government, in the Accommodation of an oftenfible Plan to its own fccrcc Wiflies, may be 
infcnfibly led, may terminate in Hoftilities againft us. 

From the whole of this Review, it appears to be the proper Policy of tliis Government to confider 
and treat that of Berar in the Charadter which it profcfl'cs i but to guard ag.iir.lt the PolTibility of 
its becoming hollile to us. • 

This Policy at the fame Time fortunately coincides with the prefent Views of that Governmenr, 
and may be made to promote them. The Rajah and hi,'; Miniller have, from the Beginning, cx- 
prefled the ftrongeft Defire to become the Mediators of Peace between us and the Marattas, and 
this Defireis more ftrenuoufly urged in their lad, than in any of their foinier l.ctter.s, which may 
be accounted for on good Grounds, for it is certainly their Intered to be the Inllruincnts of bring- 
ing the War to a Termin.ition by lyicans which mull enhance their Coiilequence, and relieve them 
from certain Difficulties and Expence. The Rajah informs us, tfi.it he has written to the Pcfliwa, 
and offered his Interceffion to accommodate Matters with us, confiding in the Afi'uranccs given him 
by this Government of its Willingncfs to agree to Peace thro’ his Mediation, and to his Guarantee 
for the Maintenance of it ; and has propoled that his Dewan (hall come to Ballafurc or Benares, 
with Credentials and full Powers from the Pcffiwa, to negociaie and conclude a Treaty of Peace. 
Let us avail ourfelves of this favourable Difpofuion -, let his Mediation be accepted, and his Dewan 
invited to come for that Purpofe to Calcutta. I am firmly of Opinion, tliat Pc.icc can only be ac- 
complifiied by this or fomc other Mode that fliall put the Negociations for it within the Reach and 
immediate Controul of this Government. The Seat of War i.s not the Soil adapted by Nature for 
the Growth of Peace; yet, while every Means are employed to promote this End, we mult not 
flacken in thofe which may give us an Advantage in the War, if our Hopes of a fpeedy Termina- 
tion of it Ihould be fruftrated. On the contrary, this Seafon and thefe 1 lopes require a redoubled 
F.xertion on our Part in the Profecution of the War, as a necclfary Concurrence with the Meafures 
which we may take for the Conclufion of it. For this Reafon 1 recommend, that the Order lately 
paffed for the Reduflion of Captain Popham’s Detachment be fufpended -, that the Sepoys of the 
Detachment be immediately formed into Three regular Battalions, and added to the Detachment 
allotted to Major Camac ; let it be given in Inftrujftions to M.ijor Camac, if he (hall find it prac- 
ticable, to march this Detachment, in Conjundion with the Forces which the Rana by his Treaty 
will be obliged in fuch a Cafs to furnifh, dircdly to Oogein, the Capital of the Territory de- 
pendant upon Mhadjee Scindia. This cannot fail to divert him from the War in Guzerat, and, by 
bringing it home to his own Interclls, which have hitherto been wholly exempted from it, induce 
him to be an equal Solicitor for Peace, to which at this Time he appears to be the only Impedi- 
ment. In Effed all Advices confirm the Information contained in the Berar Letters of the Oppo- 
fition of Scindia’s Wilhes to thofe of the Minifter in this particular Inftance. The only Obllaclc to 
this Dcfign, is the Force which the Maratta Government actually pofleffes in Calpcc and Biindcl- 
cund. A difcrctionary Power (hould be given to Major Camac to remove this by any Means, 
either by Negociation or Force, which he lhall judge ncccffary, and which lhall not be fikely to 
detain him from his main Objed. From all the Intelligence which has been lately received from 
that Quarter, this appears to be no difficult Work, as the M.aratta Power in that Country is not 
in itfelf very confiderablc, and thofe who poffefs it are difaffeded to the Government on which they 
depend. The Purpofe of undertaking this Expedition, and its Motives, may be communicated to 
Moodajee Boofia. He cannot difapprove it ; nor is it likely to give fuch Offence to the Miniffer of 
Poonah, whofc Jealoufy of Mhadjee Scindia is well known, as to excite in his Mind any new Ob- 
jedion to a Pacification,

Convinced as we are of the indifpenfible Ncccfllty of bringing the prefent War, if pofTible, to a 
fpcedy Conclufion, we lhall heartily join in the Support of every Meafurc which appears to have 
Peace for its Objeft, and which carries with it any realonable Profpcdl of Succefs. On this Prin- 
ciple we agree with the Governor General, that it may be advifcable to avail ourfclves of the favour-- 
able Difpofition of the Ikrar Government, anti to invite the Kajah’s Dewan to come for that Purpofe 
to Calcutta. The Motives afllgned for his late Condutft, and for the March of a Body of his 
Troops to Cuttack, are j.laufible at leaft, and appear to be confiimed by the Delays with which it 
his been attended, and by their prefent Inatlivity, The Dcfire he profefft-s of becoming the Me- 
diator of Peace between us and the Maratias feems likely to be fincere, bccaulc we believe it to b*: 
founded in the Confideration of his own Interefl, and becaufc it is conformable to tlie Language 
which he has uniformly held to us. We do not mean to fay, that Evidence of this Wature is to be 
implicitly depended upon ; but it is now fo cfientially our intcreft to fecure the Friendlliip of 
Moodajee Boofla, oral le.ift to prevent his acting againft us, that we (hould think it imprudent to 
difeover any Doubt of his S'ncerity. It cannot be very di/Hcult to maint.sin the Appcararu cs of the 
moft [scrfcift Confidence in his good Faith, without fufferiog it to mifiead us, or neglefting any ot 
thofe Precautions which our Situation diilates, and which ate never more neceflary, perhap-, than ’ 
in the Midft of Security. 

We 
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We therefore agree with the Governor General in this Part of his Minute : But we find with cx- 
ti'cmc Concern, that it is impofliblc for us to give our Alfcnt to the fubfequent Prnpofition. The 
Kcafons for which we object to it, fhall be ftatetl briefly without reviving former Arguments, or 
feflefling on any Thing that is part. Taking our Situation as it Hands, we declare it to be our 
inofl: deliberate Opinion, that a Peace is indiffrcnfibly ncceflary to fave the India Company, and 
every Intercft connefted with theirs, from the greatefl Diftrel's, if not from certain Ruin-, and that, 
at whatever Diltance this Objed may be, it is not pradicable for us to continue the War on any 
I’crms, without a very Confiderable Redudion in the Expence of conduding it. In the former of 
thefc Opinions we have never varied : In the latter, we are affured of the Governor General’s Con- 
turrencc. On this general Ground, we objed to the propofed Meafure. 

ift. Becaufe it reverfes a Refylution, very lately pafl'cd with the unanimous Approbation of» the 
Board, for recalling and reducing Captain Popham’s Detachment, the extra Expenccs of which, 
beyond our regular Hflablifnmcnt, amounting to C* R* 91,332 a Month, would be faved, and 
their Place fupplied by Four regular Battalions. 

2tl. Becaule, by the propofed Plan of Operations, the Subfidy to be paid by the Rana of Gohud, 
and of which we believe no Part has hitherto been received, is to ccafe, and our Rclources fo far 
forth diminiflied._ 

- 3d. Bccaufe at a Time, when it is admitted that the War cannot be continued without a very 
confiderable Redudion of Expence, we cannot, confiftently with that Principle, engage in a Mea- 
fure which fuppofes the contrary to be true, and which, in our Judgement, leads to an Addition of 
Expence which we cannot limit, when once it is begun, and which we are very fure this Government 
is not in a Condition to fupport. We have feen into what enormous Charges we have been drawn 
by the Detachment under General Goddard, the .Strength of which docs not exceed that propofed 
to be placed under Major Camac. We have feen the Expence of a Detachment of only Two 
thoufand Draughts under Captain Popham, fwellcd to more than Ninety-one thoufand Ru()ees a 
Month i and we firmly believe it to be an Evil infeparable from diftant Military Operations in this 
Country, that the Charge of them can neither be limited nor controulcd. We do not mean to 
diTpute the Propriety of the Governor’s perfonal Confidence in Major Camac •, but, in our Minds, 
fuch implicit Confidence cannot cxifl: without Experience, much Icfs in Oppofuion to that with 
which the Condudt of fimilar Expeditions has already fuinifhcd us. In this Oblervation, we allude 
only to the Expence that attends them.

If it be meant to withdraw Mhadajee Scindia from the War in general, and to diftrad* 
his Force and Attention from that Country to his own, it feems to us that the Attempt Ihould be 
made as foon as poffible after Odober, when General Goddard might be at Liberty to co-operate 
with it, and to favour its Succefs by a fimilar Diverlion on his Side *, not in the Midft of the Rains, 
when General Goddard's Army is in Cantonments, and unable to take the Field. The manifeft 
Advantage of having the Two Armies ading in Concert, and dividing the Attention of the Enemy 
between them, would be loft if they were not both in the Field at the fame Time. But this, and 
every other Objedion to the Meafure, is in Fad removed by the Jnftrudions which immediately 
follow it, and which, in our Opinion, arc wholly inconfiftent with the firft propofed Objed. 
Major Camac is to be intrufted ‘ with adiferetionary Power to [remove the Force, which thcMa- 

* ratta Government poflefles in Culpec or Bundelcund (and which is faid to be the only Obftacle to 

* the main Dcfign) by any Means, either by Negotiation or force.’ If it be true, as we are fure 
it is, ‘ that the Maratta Power in that Country is not very confiderable, and that they who poffcfs 

* it arc difafteded to the Government on which they depend,' fuch a Pdwer can form no Obftacle 
to the Execution of the main Dcfign *, nor can we ever admit of the Validity of fuch a Pretence 
for invading Bundelcund, which we conclude would be the firft, if not the only Effed of the Ex- 
pedition. At all Events, the Latitude given to Major Camac leaves him at Lilxrty to purfue 
whatever Plan he thinks proper ; but if, inftead of proceeding towards Mhadjee Scindia, the 
March of this Detachment Ihould once be direded by the oppofice Route to the Capital of Bun- 
delcund, he will naturally conclude that the Pofleftion of this Country i^ our true and only Objed ^ 
of Courfc, he will have no Apprehenfions for the Safety of his own. 

For thefe Rcafons we are of Opinion, that the Refolutions of the Board, of the 29th of May, 
for the Recal and Redudion of Captain Popham's Detachment, &c, Ihould not be fufpended.

Mr. Wheler delivers in the following Minute : 

Mr. Wheler. — The prefent outftandina Orders againft the Treafury, and the growing De- 
mands upon it, are both too prefling and important to render it doubtrul whether we ihould any 
longer rely upon our ufual Refources, or in the prefent Exigency refort to others. 

1 Ihall avoid entering into any Difeuflion of the Caufes which have concurred to reduce us to 
our prefent embarralT^ Situation, as I deem that foreign to the Queftion in Debate.* <But when, 
in Addition to the large unfatisfied Demands upon our Treafury, I reflefl on the probable Calls 
upon us for Money from the Subordinate Prefidcncies, and the very heavy Expcnce which Two 
Armies on aflual Service will inevitably draw upon us, I cannot hefitate to declare my Opinion of 
the Expediency, and even Ncccflity of immediately adopting the Governor General’s Propofal for 
taking up Money at Intereft.

(“ (a) Sir Eyre Coote. — It has never fince my firfl: entering upon public Life fillen to my Share 
5 « to deliberate on a Biifincfs of fuch Extent and Importance as the prefent Crifis of the C'otnpaiy’s 
« Affairs in India, and unequal as I find myfelf to the Tafk of deviling Means in my own Mmd 
“ as well approved, as to leave me without a Doubt of their extricating them from the more than 
“ common Difficulties in which they are at prefent involved; ncverthelels do I find myli-lt called 
« upon, equally by a Regard for the Intcrcifs of my Nation and my Employers, to lugged lucli 
“ Mealurcs as in my Judgement appear beft calculated to repel thofe Evils winch fave .dreidy 
“ fallen upon the Company’s EoITeflions in the Carnatic, as well as to avert, if poifiblc, the luither 
“ Calami'ies with which their Interefts in general are threatened. 

‘‘ 1 am well aware of the very great Difadvantages under which I lhall here give mv Opinions; 
“ I mean the Expedations entertained from this Quarter, both by the Company and die Nation, 
“ of Rcfources to ratify thofe Conditions unavoid.ible on a Renewal of the Charter ; but whilll not 
“ in Roffcffion of thofe Rcfources, and whilft the very Spring from whence they are fuppofed to 
“ flow, and I trull: they may Hill at a future Period be derived, is iifcll in D.inger, 1 flatter 
“ myfelf I lhall Hand exculpated in the Eyes of my King, my Country, and my Employers, in 
“ recommending the Adoption of Mcafures for the Security of fo imjxirtant an Objedt to all, 
“ however oppolite they may be to the immediate Hopes of the Public. 

“ In the prefent Exigency of our Affairs, with no Money in our rreafury excepting the War 
“ Depofit in our new hort, anti which I have been taught to underftand the Demands againft us, 
« both from the Civil and Military Ellablilliments have nearly, if not entirely mortgaged, aiidcd to 
“ the Knowledge we have, that our Receipts of Revenue arc barely adequate to defray our prefent 
“ Dilburfements, it behoves us to confidcr in what Manner the Excraordinaiies attendant upon the 
“ extenfive Wars, we are now engaged in, are to be fupplit-d.”) 

I know of no other Mode than to endeavour to borrow Money on Rond, and at the fmallell 
Incerclt procurable. This is a Step which, indilpcnfable as it appears to be in the preCin Siate 
of our Finances, I would not hcfitate to .ulvifc in a like critical Conjiindture of the Company’s 
Interefts, even allowing that there were no Calls for its imnudiate Dilburfcment. 

In all well regulated Governments it is a leading Maxim to adt in loch Manner as may tend 
to intereft as many of the Community as poffible in its Welfare and Succefs. A natural Love of 
the Laws and Religion by which they arc governed, binds the Subjedf to the Interefts of his 
Country. But in this, where every Adlion of a Native’s Life is influenced by Idfilh Motives, 
and the more powerfully in Proportion to the Magnitude of the pecuniary Objedf, and totally 
devoid as they muft be of any further Attachment to us than what arrifes from the Ncceffiiy of 
our Protedlion, it would appear to me there is no more certain Method of enluring their good 
Wifhes and Support to the Caufe of the Public, than by inducing them to place ac much ot their 
Property as poffible under the Security of our Government. In doing this, we alfo divcft them 
of thofe Means which, in cafe of Invafion of a foreign Enemy, might, either through Accident 
or by their free-will Contributions, be inftrumcntal to our Deftiudtion. The Reputation too of 
having a large Treafury would operate in the moft favourable Manner upon the Minds ot our 
Adherents, by the Confidence it would give them of our Superiority; at the fame 1 ime that it 
would damp the Minds of our Enemies by the very great Dillancc at which it would Place all 
their Hopes of Succefs. 

For the preceding Reafons, fo thoroughly am I convinced of its being an eligible Policy, I ftiall, 
juft for the Sake ot drawing a Comparifon between the Two Points as they mutually ultctt the 
Company’s Interefts, make the following Suppofiiion : 

We have already got a confitlerablc Sum of Money in our Treafury : — Say Two Ciorcs. — Our 
Situation in every other Refpeft the fame as at prefent, which every impartial Obferver mull 
allow is far from being a fafe One ; but by drawing into our 1 reafury a further Sum ot l\vo 
Crores of Rupees, 1 not only provide againft the Evils which threaten us, but give to our (Jo- 
vernment, by attaching to its Interefts a Number of the moft opulent of us Subjedts, a Form of 
Stability which nothing but the mod unforefecn and unexpedted Accident fliall be able to fliake. 
Our Affairs render it ncccflary to luppoit tliis Policy for i'wo Years — it has not, however, hap- 
pened in the Coiirfe thereof that we have had Occafion to fpend even a Rupee of the borrowed 
Sum, whiacli we ftiall admit was taken up at Five per Cent. — Our Bufinefs is finifhed ; — the Tran- 
quilicy of the Country reftored ; — and we pay it back with a Premium of Twenty Lacks, a Sum 
.which iurcly, when brought againft the great Points we had fecured by it, will hardly be thought

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defcrving our Confideration. And in the Event of our fpending any Part of the Principal, the 
Argument in Favour of the Meafure is ftill ftrengthened, as the Neceflity for it more plainly 

appears. 

I'he hoflile Operations of Hyder Ally, the very great Strength of his Army, the Want of 
Money at Madras, are Subjeds that demand our mod ferious Confideration, whilft they leave 
us no Alternative but that of all others the lead dcdrable — a War, to profecutc which the mod 
fpcedy and vigorous Meafurcs ought to be adopted. 

In the Fird Place, a Sum of Money adequate to the Emergency of the Occafion Ibould be 
lent to Madras, provided they are not able to furnidi thcmfclves by the Method tliey are now 
purfuing of raifing Money upon the Company’s Bonds; and that there may be as little Delay as 
j)oHible in furiiifhing this Supply, if neceffary, I would recommend its being taken from the 
War Depofic in the new Fort, as being a Fund apparently provid&d for inch Exigencies. 

i’he particular Manner in which our Troops on the Coad are didributed in Garrifon fituated 
at a Didancc from each other, and the Communication between them partly cut off by Hyder’s 
Cavalry, may render it a Service of no Icfs Difficulty th-tn Danger to alTemble an Army fuf- 
llricntly llrong to rifk an Engagement with the very formidable Force he is reported to have 
now in the Field. I feel this Circumdance with the more Icnfiblc Regret and Concern, as the 
Didancc from hence puts it beyond a Poffibility to give any Affidance that could afford imme- 
diate Relief; However, in order to lighten the Burthen, and to give Spirit and Confidence to 
fuch Operations as the Madras Adminidration, from their own Difcernment and local Obicrvation 
may find it expedient to purfue againd Hyder, (for to their own Conduid it mud in a great Mea- 
lure now be left) as well as to awe the Nizam from attempting any Thing againit the Circars, 
to deter Hyder from turning his Views towards thefe Northern Dominions, and,to be in Readinels 
to adt in Concert with what Force may now be in the Circars againd the French, who, as they 
are at this Time expedted, may attempt a Landing on that Coad : 

R (“ {a) I fay, for thefe mod important Purpoles, I would recommend a fufficient Army being 

' “ formed to the Southward ; but to the good Effcdls of this falutary Meafure I cannot help obferv- 

“ ing, that I perceive a very powerful Obdacle, and which I Ihould be happy to fee removed, 
“ I mean a Maratta Army on the Confines of Cattach, and now laying in confiderable Force on 
“ our Borders. As they have had no Enemy to oppole, and as we have as yet neither made, or 
“ tiireatencd to make, any Encroachments upon their Territories in rhat Quarter, I fhould be glad 
“ to be informed of the Caufe and Purpofe of their being there; the more cfpecially, as I have 
“ been told that for upwards of Eleven Years pad they have never once (hewn themfelves in thofe 
“ Parts. 

“ To this Query it may be anfwercd, That as they have been there for fomc Months, and 
“ have ofiered us no Harm, they are our Friends. As a Military Man 1 mud declare that the 

“ Circumdance itfclf in the Effeds it produces difproves the Allegation ; Were they invited into 
“ their prefent Situation by us, or did they come to fupprefs any Didurbances that had arift n 
“ there ? If neither of thefe has been the Cafe, they mud be an Army of Obicrvation, leagued with 
“ thofe who wilh no Good to our Adairs, and have proved more injurious to our political Intereds 
“ than it they had abfolutely entered our Territories, in which Cafe we could immediately have 
“ aiiplicd the Remedy : But as they have condufted thcmfclves, they have, by forming a Barrier on 
“ our Frontier in the high Road of Communication with our Pofieffions on the Coafi, encouraged, 
“ covered, and given Spirit and Confidence to Hyder Ally’s Tranfaidions in the Carnatic; whild 
s 111 Oii '• “ other Hand ferved* as to check and dedroy every favourable Efleft that might 

“ have rcfulted from our Operations; and fo alarmed and intimidated our Inhabitants, that there is 
“ not a Man amongd them of any Rank or Denomination with whom I have converfed, and. I have 
“ had full Opportunity, in coming down the Country, to learn their Sentiments, who has not ex- 
“ prefired bis Fears of their coming into this Country, and in fuch Cafe pointed out his own dc- 
“ Icncelels State, and the Dependance he had upon us, as holding the only Power to afford him 
“ I’rotedion. Under the Influence of thefe Apprchenfions, many arc preparing, and fome I am 
“ infoimcd are adually removing their Property and Families to Places which appear to them more 
“ fecure; With fuch incontrovertible Evidence of the Prejudice done to the F.aie and Happinefs 
“ of our Subjeds by the Continuance of this Force at Cuttack, is it poffible that 1 fhould fo totally 

overlook my Duty to the Public, both in my Civil and Military Capacity, as not to be anxious 
“ to tliiburthcn our Affairs of a Weight, which may impeilc every Operation we wilh to carry on, 
“ eirhcT ofi'enfivc or otherwife. 

“ It is therefore my Opinion, That under whatever Authority they may be, an immediate Ap- 
“ plication fliould be made for them to retire, as their remaining where they are difturbs the Peace 
“ of our Provinces. This Requifition will foon difeover the Reality of their Intentions towards us ; 
“ and in order that we may not fuffer ourfclves to be further injured by Delays, a Titt.e fliould be 
“ ftipuKued for receiving an Anfwcr; Ihould this be denied us, our own Safety and Intereds will 
“ didate to us how to ad.

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« I muft further point out the Ncceffity of covering the Province of Bahar, which now lies open 
« and cxpofed to the Incurfions even of fmall Parties of the Enemy ; for this Pnrpofc I recommend 

the giving immediate Orders for completing our Two Regiments of Cavalry, and calling them 
»«!• down as foon as the Seafon will admit, for its Protedion. 

I do not apprehend at this Time any pangerto the Vizier’s Provinces, as the Troops ftationed 
« in thofe Parts, when properly arranged’,' will, cxclufive of our Cavalry, be more tlian lulTicient 

to prevent the Marratas from entering them. 

“ It (hould however be ftrongly recommended to the Vizier to be attentive to the keeping up

Governor General— I could not fuffer a greater Mortification than that which I have under- 
gone from the Neceflity impofed on me of propofing the Queltion now before the Board, and 1 did 
intend to have contented myfelf with entering fimply my AfTent to it. But the Commander in 
Chief has fupported it by an Argument drawn from the Wants of the People of thefe Provinces, 
and efpeciaHy their more wealthy Inhabitants, which 1 think delerving a more particular Atten- 
tion, as it proves not only the Propriety of opening our Treafury for the mutual Relief of this 
Government and the Country itfelf, but of extending this Meafure without any Limitation. I 
think it proper both to add my Concurrence in this Opinion and to extend the rcafoning on which 
it is founded, to the other Confcquences which are deducible from it. 

The flighted Caufes will be fufficient to excite a general Alarm among the People, who having 
no Criterion tp judge of the Truth or Probability of publick Rumours, and being by N.iture 
timid will therefore be ready to believe fuch as portend publick Danger. 

The immediate Etted of fuch Apprchenfions will be a Solicitude in every Perfon pofit fllng 
Property, to fecurc it by fuch Ample and rude Means of Concc.ilmcnt as Cuflom alone has 
taught them, by conveying it to the Woods or Hills, or by fhifting it from Place to Place as 
their Fancies may fugged to them the Hopws of greater Safety in one than another •, by depo- 
fiting it with a heavy Tax in the Foreign Fmropean Settlements-, by tranfporting it altogether 
beyond the Bounds of the Provinces ; or ladly, by the more frequent and eafy Expedient of 
burying it in tlie Earth, each of thefe Means will create an irretrievable Lofs of the current 
Specie, and a Stagnation of the Remainder. Both thefe Confequences will fall heavily on the 
Revenue, and add to the Didrefles of Government at a Time when it can lead bear a Failure 
in its Collections. To open the publick Treafury as a Repofitory for the Wealth of the 
Country, if they have a Confidence in the Government itfelf, of which I own there is Room for 
IDoubc, may prevent thi Application of fuch dangerous Rcfources, and thus not only fecure the 
Attachment of the People by affording them the mod fubdantial Protedion : I give my Aflcnt 
to the Ouedion. 

The other .Subjeds of the General’s Minute being of a different Nature, and wholly unconneded 
with the Quedion immediately before the Board, I (hall confider as didind Quedions. 

The Fird is, ‘ That a Sum of Money adequate to the Emergency of the Occafion be fent to 

* Madras, provided they are not able to furnifli ihcmlclves by the Method they are now pur- 
‘ fuing, of raifing Money upon the Company’s Bonds, and that there may be as little Delay as 
‘ poflible in furnilhing this Supply, if nccefiary, that it be taken from the War Depolit in the 

* New Fort, as being a Fund apparently provided for fuch Exigencies.’ As the Terms of the 
Qtiellion do not require or admit of an immediate Confidcration of it, and we have already 
provided Two Modes of Remittance which though not ample will prove a fufficient Relief to 
the immediate Wants of the Prefidency of Fort St. George, I hope the General will confent to 
fufpend the final Determination upon it until the Approach of the Period in which his Propofal if 
approved mud be carried into Execution. In the mean Time we may hope to be informed of the 
State of that Prefidency with Relation to its Wants, its Rcfources, its Difpofuions for repelling 
the portended or adfiial Invafion which ever it may prove, and the other didindl Services to 
which they may propofe to apply the Sums afforded them by this Government. 

The Provinces already very much exhauded will not bear greater Drains, nor can any Thing 
fliort of extreme Neceffity judify it in repeating them; it is therefore at lead rcalonableto exped 
that they will furnilh us with previous Information upon the Points which I have enumerated, 
n.iy, it may fo happen, that by the Ncgicft of this Precaution, we may furnifli them with the 
Means of employing the Company’s Anns in an unnatural and defperate Oppofition even to the 
Authority of this Government, which was appointed for their Controul, and to whofe Protedion 
they mud finally own their Exidencc. 

On this Occafion I mud remind the Board of the Demand which was made to them, fo long 
as the 1 2th of June lad, for the Keditution of the Circar of Guntoor or Mortezanagur to the 
Nabob Nizam Ally Cawn, and of the Repetition of that Demand in our Letter of the 24th 
ulto. riicir Silence will judify us in crediting the Reports which though not of official Au- 
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thoi ity, liave cloubtlefs reached every Member of this Board : That the Forces of that Prefidcncy 
wliiJi were lent to take Pofiellion of the Circars of Mortezanagur ftiU continue there in De- 
fiance of our Orders, and that the Management of it had been aHigned in Form to the Nabob 
»)t the Carnatic. Hence I draw a ftrong Sufpicion, that they will not cailly be induced to rcl^n 
it, and this is an additional and very powerful Inducement with me to defer the Confideratioii 
or the prefent Quellion until we know whether the Prcfidcncy of Madras will yield to our Au- 
thority, or compel Its to ufe the Means with which we are conftitutionally armed for that Pur- 
poie, to kipport and enforce it, if fuch lliall be, as I trull it will be the Relblution of this 
Hoard. 

1 he Second Propof .! introduced in the Minute of the Commander in Chief is, ‘ that in order to 
‘ ji|'hten the Burtlien, and to give Spirit and Confidence to fuch Operations as the Madras Ad- 
‘ ininilliation, from their own Difcernment and local Obfervation may find it convenient to 
‘ purkie agaiiill Hyder, as well as to awe the Nizam from attempting any Thing againll the 
‘ Cncais, to deter I lyder from turning his Views towards thefe Northern Dominions, and to be 
‘ 'll Readinefs to a6l in Concert with what Force may now be in the Circars againll the French, 
‘ v.'Ik’, as they are at this T ime cxpedled, may attempt a Landing upon that Coaft, a fuffigient 
‘ Army be ioimed to the Southward.’ To the Profecution of this Meafure the Co.mmander in 
Chief juiUy obfcrv’cs, there is one powerful Obftacle in the Situation of the Forces of the Rajah 
of Bcrar; their Pofiiion at Cuttac being diredlly in the Road which our Troops mull pais tocfledl 
the piopofcd Juniftion with thole of the Prefidcncy of Fort St. George, and their Vicinity to our 
Holders, having intimidated the People of the Country, and imprelTed them with the Dread of 
an lavalion, the General is led to propofe that immediate Applieation fliould be made for them 
to rctiic-, and he fiippoits his Opinion on this Point by obferving, that fuch a P.cquifition will 
I'oon dilcover the Reality of their Intentions towards us. Though the Fad itfclf llnrcd without 
the antecedent Circumllances which have produced it will jullify the Re.ilbnings of the Com- 
mander in Chief, I yet perfuade myfclf that when he is acquainted with all the Particulars and 
Gradations of it he will not only change his Sentiments, but .agree with me in Opinion, that it 
will be better Policy in this Government to wait a fhort Time for the Knowledge of the Intentions 
<.i the Govsniment of Berar, than by any premature A£l impel it to a decided Choice which may 
prose liottile to us, whether its prelcnt Inclinations are yet fludluating, or, as I believe them to 
be, determined in our Favour, 

I am plcaled th.at the General has furnilhed me with this Occafion to lay before the Board 
tlie true State of the Subjed, and I requeft I may be indulged with a patient Attention while I 
deliver it, which I fliall endeavour to do in as fuccind a Manner as poflible. 

T he Board will well remember (nor ought it to be forgotten) the ready and efiedual Afliftancc 
wliicii General Goddard’s Detachment repeatedly received from the Government of Berar. 

On the firll Formation of that Corps, an Application was made to Moodajee Bobfla to per- 
mit it to pals tt?rough a Part of his Dominions ; he inllantly and chearfully complied, and un- 
lo.ieitcd wrote to Colonel Lefiie, who then commanded the Detachment, inviting him to proceed, 
and olr’eiing both a free PalTagc and the Means of Subfiftcncc; at the fame Time he caufed a 
large Store of Grain to be provided on his Borders, where it lay Six Months waiting for his 

nival. General Goddard’s Letters contain Acknowledgements of the Hofpitality with which he 
was received and treated during his long Continuance at Hofungabad, and the liberal Manner in 
whidi Moodajee Boolla advanced the Money due on his Bills when General Goddard formed 
the Rerokuion of marching to the Relief of Bombay, though againll his repeated and urgent 
Remoiillrances. TTiefe were fpontaneous Aifls, and fubftantial Proofs of his Friendlliip, and 
whatever Policy tnay h.ivc didlated them, their Obligation of this Government is the f?me, and 
lias artjtiired an incrcafcd Force by the Knowledge which we now poflefs of the Efiefts fmee 
produced by it on that Government. It has expofed it to the Refentment of tlic Poonah 
Government for having been inllrumental to all the Confqucnces occafioned by the March of 
our Troops to the other Side of India. 

May I be permitted to add, a.s a Proof of the Notoriety of the Difpofition of the Government 
of Berar to curs, the Facility with which Mr. Elliot obtained the Surrender of Mr. Chevalier, at 
Cutt.ic, lince nothing but a certain Knowledge of that Attachment could have induced the 
N.ub to have confented to an A6l which, on a different Suppofition, would have proved of fo 
ii.uch Danger to himfelf. 

What has fime pafTcd, notwiihftanding external Appearances, will fully jullify the Belief that its 
Dilpcfition is lliil the fame. 

Whatever Movements of whatever Tendency have been made, have been previoufly and con- 
fidentially communicated to this Government. 

Tlu- licwan was early difpatchcd to Poona to negociate a Peace with General Gotidard — In this 
Attempt he failed. But he communicated to me, and Hill more largely to Bcncram Pundir, his 
Mmiller at this Place, every Circumllance that happened during his Stay there. It was from him; 
as 1 recollefl, that 1 firll heard of the Confederacy planned by the Nabob Nizam Ally Cawn, 
a' tl formed in Conjundtion with him, the Minifter at Poona Moodajee Scindia, Hyder Ally and 
Mooojec Boolla, againll the Company.

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He was called upon by the Miniftei* With the Command of the Paifliwa to furnilli his Qiiota of 
Troops for the Common Caufe, and was threatened by Nizam Ally Cawn an 5 Madajtc ."ricindia 
that they would invade and lay waftc his Countrjr if he rcfufal. He was totally unprepared 
to refill Two fo formidable Enemies, having dilbandcd his Troops and relcrving only a Peace 
EIbblilhmcnt. He was obliged therefore to temporize, conleiiting to enter into il'.e ge neral Confe- 
deracy, but (till claiming the Priviledge of Mediation. The Part afiigned him was to lend an Army 
during the Courfe of the laft Sealbn to lay Wafte the Provinces ot Bengal ; with this Requifuion 
he complied, but at the fame Time informed me that he Ihould continue fuch Means ot Delay 
as Ihould prevent the Army from approaching our Borders till the Clofc of the fair Seafon, which 
would be a Plan for not entering upon immediate Aft ion i that in the mean 'lime he fliould be 
able, by the next Seafon, to railc fuch an Army as would cffcdu.illy cltablidi his own Inde- 
pcndecy, and qualify him to aft according to the Diftates of his own Judgement. I hefe Decla- 
rations have been literally verified,* for we have feen this Botly of Troops (pin out a March to 
Four Months which might with Kafe have been accomplilbed in Two, and airive at ri.e Place of 
their Deltination at the Commencement of the Kains. 'I'htfc, though Marraitas and l\ut of 
them Pindarrics, or Plunderers by Profeflion, have remained as quiet as if cantoned .at their own 
Capital. Every Letter received frona the Court of Ber.ar is filled with the molt lolcmn Alfuranccs 
of aftual Friendlhip, and its Refolution to maintain it under eveiy Circumftancc. 

I now lay before the Board the Two lall Papers of Advice which have been received from 
Naigpoor. The firft of thcle, which is a Letter from Dewargur Pundit to Bcncr.im Pundit, 
mentioned that Seduflicvv Pundit, the Kcfidcnt of the Pcihwa at Naigpoor, a Man of higli U.mk 
and Trull, had been difpatchcd to Poona with a Repetition of the Propofal cxprclled in the molt 
preremptory Terms, that Credentials (hould be immediately lent to Dewangur Pundit to treat 
with this Government for Peace, and that the Dewan was making every Preparation to fet out for 
Bengal on the Inllant of the Arriv.il of an Anfwer from Poona. This being the aftiuil State of 
that Government in its Relation to ours, and no Occalion calling us to an immediate Detifion, I 
hope the Board will agree with me to fu'pend it to the Period within whicli we may reaibnably 
expeft to be informed of theirs. I for niy own Part am morally certain that it is the carncll Willi 
and Ambirion ot the Government of Berar to become the Mediator and Guarantee of a Peace 
between this and the Government of Poona ; and it is ti.y firm Belief that if it lhall fail of this 
Purpofe, and be compeiled at lengili to take a decided Part in the War, it will rather unite with us 
than fubmit to ad with its natuial linemics, the Nabob Nizam Ally Cawn, Maluiajee Scindia, and 
the Poona State, its conflitutional Superior. 

With Rcfptd to any Requifuion made to the Commander of the Forces .at Cuttack for tlieir 
Removal, it can be of no ElTcd, bccaufe he ads under pofuivc Orders, and is perhaps as little 
acquainted with the real Deftination of his Troops as are the Members of this C^ravernment. Such 
an Application might be made to Moodajee himfclf, but this is now unncccirary as the next Ad- 
vices mutt amount virtually to the fame ElFcd as any that could be expeded trom it. 


From Dewargur Pundit to Benaram Pundit 

On the 24th Rcjcbl received your Letter, dated the 29th Jemadiafianie, together with an Arzie T.rtfcr frAin 
for the Prtfence, and a Letter to the Dewan Sahib; and became acquainted with all Particulars, pj”', 
and made known fully every Point which' you mention, to my M.iRcr and the Dewan. What you ni','aiia'unjrt. 
fa id to the Nabob Amaud ul Dowlah rclpeding the Arrival of our vidorious Aimy at Cuttack, 
was very proper and advifeable. The Dewan Sahib greatly praifcd your Condiid, and faid, 'I'hat 
iftheCircar h.id any People of equal Wifdom and Attachment to what you have flicwn in your 
good and prudent Management ot this Matter, every I'hing would be well and properly Icttled ; 
and his Highnefs, upon hearing all thefe Paiticulars, exprefled Ten Times more Regard and 
Favour for your Wildom than he had done before. All this you will learn from Bcjeram PundR, who 
fet off the Day before your Letter arrived, and who will deliver you the Khellaat Scrpaitch for the 
DufTara, and receive your Thanks for it; and will be able to infoim you about the Bill of Ex- 
change for 1000 Rupees which was before lent to Ram Bhcdar Pundit at Surat. In all the Views 
and Intentions of this C^iartcr, you arc trufted with entire Confidence ; continue, therefore, to 
exert yourfclf to the utmoR of your Life and Strength to execute the Wilhes and Orders of our 
Mafter to his Satisfadion, and be convinced that the Dewan Sahib is, in every Inftance, favour- 
able and well inclined to you. I, who am your firm Friend, will write to you every Thing which 
I fee with my own Eyes, or which may be communicated to me cither in public or private. The 
Army which is arrived at Cuttack was fent there in purfuance of a Plan of the Nabob Nizam Ally 
Cawn, and ot the Advice of the Minifters of Pundit Purdhaun. This has been fully explained in 
the Karitahs written to that Quarter ; and not the fmalletl Occurrence or Particular, rcquifitc in 
the Duties of Eriendthip, has been omitted. 1 cannot therefore conceive what could be his Intentions 
of telling you that fo large an Army was not necelTary for the Settlement of Cuttack. Where all Dif- 
tindion has been taken away, every Thing thould be * fame to both Parties; every Circumtlance •sicinOrig. 
which has happened in that Quarter has been written to that Side without Reterve. I hc Army, 
after its Departure from hence, arrived at Cuttack at the beginning of the Rainy Seafon, in Six 
Months. Confidcr this, likewife, that all thefe iDclays were fokly owing to the fmccre Friendlhip 
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entertained for the Englifh. If the Friendflaip for the Englifh Gentlemen, and the long intcrejourfe 
of Letters with them, the Arrival of General Goddard at Hofhungabad, the ftatiohing of a Vakeel 
with him for the providing of Provifions, &c. the coming of Mr. Wcatherftone to Naigporc, the 
paying from the Sirkar the Bills of Exchange of the Mahajuns had not been known to them, it 
would not have been necelTary for the Army to be levied and fent to that Qiiartef, and fuch Dif- 
ficulties and Expcnces incurred for the Payment of the Soldiers. In an Intercourfc of Friendlhip, 
all thefe Difficulties and Expenccs are eafily borne by firm Friends. 1 he explaining all this to the 
other Quarter is incumbent on you j of this you will learn all Particulars from the Hindoflianny 
Letter of the Dewan Sahib, who before has written, and ftill writes with the greateft Afleftion and 
Attachment for the Englilh Gentlemen. On the Arrival of Bejy Ram Doboy at that Qiiarter, 
not the fmalleft Article of all the Views, Intentions, and Dcligns of this Quarter will be unknown 
to you i and you will then reprefent and explain to the Nabob every Thing whicit fliall appear to 
you of Ufe and advifeablc. The Proverb which you mentign by the Nabob’s Oidcrs, That 
whoever, by the Strength of his Arms, attempts to fwim in a River, when a large Wave comes lie 
lofes his Power of moving, and is carried away at the Pleafure of the Waters, without it being 
poffible to affirm what will become of him. The Maha Raja, upon hearing this Proverb, fmilcd, 
and immediately, without any previous thinking, faid, That what the Nabob mentioned was very 
proper and applicable, but that by the Bleffing of God the River was unable, notwithftanding its 
Violence and the Fury of its Waves, to go beyond its Banks, but is always fixed in its determined 
Boundaries. That the Authority, Greatnefs, Power, and Stiength of the Gentlemen, were like a 
River that has large Waves, but that from their great and finking Virtues, and their Piety and 
Love of God, they never go beyond the Boundaries fixed by their I’rcaties and Engagements. That 
if at any Time in their Intercourfc of Fricndfliip, Events and Circumftances, and the common 
Revolution of Affairs, which arc never fixed, any Difiiculties lhall come upon their Friends, they, 
like a River which fupports upon its Waters the great Weight of large Ships, take upon themfelvcs 
the Weight of them, and depofit them fafely on the Shore. That the Nabob has now approved of 
what he had fo often written in all his Letters to that Quarter, and has, in foine of his Karetahs, 
written Orders to that Purport, and will continue in the fame Intention. Secondly, The Nabob 
has mentioned another Proverb, which you had wrote as follows; I'hat the Governor of Bombay 
had undertaken a Matter without his Advice, which had rendered neceffary every Thing which 
has fince been done ; but that as this Quarter is defirous of feeing Peace brought, and as he 
is rcfolvcd to follow the Advice of this Qiiarter, he will therefore make over to the Rajah the 
Power of Solomon’s Seal. In Anfwer to this, his Highnefs faid. That when the Nabob, from his 
Fricndfliip and Confidence in him, entrufts him with the Power of Solomon, he himfclf muft be 
like the Seal and Infcription, as the Power of Solomon was entirely derived from the Infcription. 
That when he is made Mediator and Gurantec by both Parties in the intended Peace and Recon- 
ciliation between the Englifh Gentlemen and Pundit Purdhaun, and when he gets into his Hands 
written Powers from the Nabob, his Authority will then be complete ; and that this Authority, 
from the diftinguiflied Charadcr of his illuftrious Family, will be produftivc of great Advantages. 
That he will keep Poffeffion of this Seal of Solomon in the Manner that is requifite, and will, 
agreeable to the Reprefentations after the Arrival of Bejey Ram Dooby, give an explicit and 
final Anfwer. In a word, I have written every Thing which his Highnefs faid in Anfwer to the 
Two Proverbs; for the refi, I refer you to the Dewan’s Letters, and you will aft agreeable to 
them, and will write every Thing, either public or fecrct, which occurs in that Quarter. You 
will alfo confider the effefting a true and perfeft Reconciliation with Row Pundit Purdhaun, 
through the Mediation of the Maha Raj.i, to be the moft neceffary of all Meafures ; and that after 
the Terms of the Treaty of Peace fliall be fettled, it will be advifcable for the Dewan to be ad- 
mitted to an Interview. You will keep up a Correfpondence with Raja Chimna Baboo and 
Bowanny Pundit Bukfliy, and will write the State of Affairs, and your Advice and Opinion on all 
Matters. 

Tranflation of a Letter from Dewan Dewagur Pundit to Bencram, dated 26 th of Shabaun. 

On the 25 th R.ijeb, I received your Letter, dated 27 th Jemmadic Affaml, and underftand the 
Contents. 1 pcrfedfly comprehend what the Nabob Amaud O’Dowlah faid to you, which you 
mention in your Letter. To this Time, Three Letters have been fent from this Quarter, and a 
Fourth is now clilpatched ; from them you will have learnt Particulars. What you faid to the 
Nabob Amaud O’Dowlah refpefting the furnifhing Provifions, and what he told you in Anfwer, 
namely, that there could be no Exception againft furnifliing Provifions, &c. but that he could not 
conceive what were the Views of fo large an Army at Cuttack ; that God forbid any other Inten- 
tions, except friendly ones, fliould be entertained, and that of this you muft be Security, and what 
•Sic in Orig, you, * keeping in View the Direftions and Orders of our Mafter, reprefented in Anfwer. The 
Particulars of all thefe Matters, both what was written in your Hand, for my prisjafe Informa- 
tion, and what was in the Letter of the Moonlhcy of Bowanny Pundit, are fully underftood by 
me. 'I'he Nabob Amaud O’Dowlah is fupcriorly wife and forcfccing, and knows the proper 
Mcalures and Advice in all Matters. Yoii mult explain to him, that this Army has been ready 
ever fincc the Duffara, and that if any hoftile Thoughts had cxifted, they would have been fent by 
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the Roadof Mundella to Chatta NaigporCj from whence they would havepafled into Azeemabad; 
But as it is now Six Years that Friendihip has been ftrongly cemented with thp Nabob, thro’ your 
Mediation, Got! is Witnefs that I have watched and guarded it as I would my Honour and PofTcf- 
fions- Of this you mull be fully convinced. How can a powerful Friend that has been acquired 
be loll? Had not our whole Defires been fixed on Friendlliip, how could Mr. Anderfon have 
tfomc to Naigpore, and Colonel Goddard to Hoihungabadi and have remained there 1 liree 
Months, or would Mr. Watherflonc have been invited to Naigpore; or lliould we have Tent Jadoo 
Row and Sewo Sing, and have perfuaded Colonel Goddard to Hay Three Months at nolhunga- 
bad ? At that Time you were at Naigpore, and were an Eye Witnefs to every I'hing. I men- 
tion, altho’ it is abfurd to repeat thefe Points fo often, yet as you have written on this Subjea, 1 
have therefore mentioned them. The Nabob ought to rcfledl with an Eye of Jullice on the Large- 
nefs of the Army at Cuttack, the Difficulties, Expences, and Lofles with which it lias loaded this 
Sirkarj let him confidcr, that tly coming of Mr. Anderfon and Mr. Watherltone to Naigpore, 
the remaining of Colonel Goddard at Houlhungabad, the Attack and lloflilities begun by the 
Bombayers againfl: Purdhund Pundit Purdhaun, and raifing Battalions here by Mr. Watherllone, 
and the Negociations refpccting thefe Battalions, and the purchafing of all Articles which lie had 
Occafton for in Naigpore ; all thefe Circumftanccs the Vakeels of the Nabob Nizam Ally Khan 
and Pundit wrote to their Conftituents, You yourfclf were here at the Time, and know all this t j 
be true, as you were an Eye Witnefs. 1 hefe Events were the original Caufe of our prefent Dif- 
ficulties -, the Nabob Nizam Ally Khan, having fixed upon a Plan, brought us into this Dilemma, 
promifirig to march in Perfon towards Chcckucool and Rajebundery, and obliging us to go to- 
wards Bengal, while Sindia and Holkan were to have proceeded to Sur.it. When Nana Furnefle, 
and Harry Pundid Umteah, and Scindiali came from their own Habitations to Poona, to examine 
into this Plan, and confult on the beft Mcafures, from the Proof of Mr, Weatlicrftonc’s having 
been at Naigpore, they acculcd me of every Point which, as I above laid, all the Vakeels had 
written to their Conftituents, and pointed at me with their Fingers : To all this 1 finglc fub- 
mitced. In an Intercouilc of Friendibip, Ihould fuch Difficulties, Diftrcfles, and Abufe tall on a 
Perfon, it is of no Confequence, the Shame ot it is on the Friends ; no Neglcd was ever com- 
mitted by this Quaiter; the Dilpofitioii ot the Maha Raja, my Mailer, and of all his Family, is 
fixed in obferving their Word, and in prclerving Fiicndfliips ; nor is he ever wanting in fullilling 
any 1 hing which he promilcs, cither verbally or by Writing, nor backward in [ crforming his 
Engagements. Never was any Anceftor ot this Family accufed of Negleifl or Breach in his Pi o- 
niiles with whomfoever they had entered into Oaths and Engagements of Friendibip, or had a Pro- 
fpeft of effedting an Alliance. They never admitted any Thoughts ditferent from that, as it would 
bring a Stain upon the latell Poftcrity. Ot this you arc well informed i and altho’ by fending this 
Army we have brought a great Weight upon us, yet, by the Bleffing of God, I am firm in my 
Attachment, and hope for its Encrcafe. This you mull explain in a proper and convincing 
Manner to the Nabob Amaud O’Dowlah, that the Maha Raja is a firm Friend, and that I con- 
fider them both as One. Ot this God is Witnels. 

The Nabob, in Greatnefs and Dillindtion, admits of no Second •, and in Forefight, Prudence, 
and Wildom, is fo far above all Praife, that in this Age no one can be found to approach him. 
'Phis is my prelent motl earneft Wilh, that at .ill Events 1 may once be able to fee the Nabob with 
my own Eyes, and may, cither in Benares, Balafore, or in Calcutta, it m.itters not which, he 
made- happy by One Month’s Refidence near the Nabob, and may in Perfon effedl a finccre Re- 
conciliation between the Nabob and Row Pundit Purdhaun, that no Interruption may ever in 
future happen in it, but that they may be united in their natural Inteiefts; and that, having next 
made a I reaty on the Part of the Maha Raja, I may return. This is my cainell Defire ; — it is ab- 
furd to repe.it this lo often : But in thi^, there are Three confidcrable Opponents j fii ft, the Nabob 
Nizan>Ally Khan, who, upon learning this, will take hollilc Refulutions. Secondly, Scindeah, 
who is the mod confidential Minifterof Pundit Purdham, and in whofc Hands, at prcicnt, all the 
political Affairs arc lodged, lo that the Poonah Miniftcrs were obliged to give him Intelligence of 
what I informed them rcfpedling my With to go to Calcutta ; and, thirdly, the Weight of Ex- 
pences and Difficulties from this Army. But my whole Defire and View is to fecurc the Peace of 
the People; and if between the Two Chief's a firm Reconciliation' and Alliance fliould take Place, 
and the People ot the Two Countries acquire Ealc and Security, how can my Dillrcftes remain ; as 
the Peace and Happinefs of the v/hole World is fixed in my Mind, the Inhabitants of it cannot 
remain in Difficulties, nor c.in Friends defire it. After the Receipt of your Letter, I wrote to 
Nanna FurnelTc and Harry Pundit Tupteah, for their private Information, to the following 
Eft'cfl : That they muft try to perfu.idc the Nabob Nizam Ally Khan and Scindeah of the Necef- 
fity of my going to Calcutta, I before this gave you Notice of what the Letters from Poonah con- 
tained, which you will have learnt ; and I have now dilpatched Bejcy Ram, from whom nothing 
is kept lecrct. After his Departure, as foon as Taram Reek arrived, and delivered me your Let- 
ters, knowftl^ it to be unadvifcable to delay anfwering them, I immediately wrote all the Particu- 
lais, and the Moonllity of Bowanny Pundit has wrote every Matter in anfwcr to the Letters, which 
you will foon learn. 

Poftcript. — During Three Months continual Hoftilities were kept up between General Goddard 
and Siindia and Holkar ; at lall, when the rainy Seaton commented, the General retired to Surat, 
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and Scindia and Holkar went towards Oogcin and Indore. The Gentlemen of Bombay, making 
an Invafion into th(;^Diftrift of Cokan, fcized upon Three or Four Magazines, and took Pofleinon 
of their whole Contents, and committed divers othct Devaftations ; and the Army with Screment 
Pundit Furdhaun, fent into the fame Diltridf, is employed in oppofing them with- various Succefs. 
At prefent, that I have written to Poonahfor their Approbation of my going to Calcutta, and am 
myfelf defirous of going thither, what can be thought of thefc violent Hoftilities ftill fubfiftihg 
in Cokan ; the Nabob, at the Beginning, faid, that he did not approve of the Engagements of the 
Bombayers, and could not aflent to them ; what, therefore, can I effc( 51 . It is therefore ncceffary 
that, before you receive Letters from hence, advifing you of the Foonah Minifters having affented 
to my Journey to tliat Quarter, you do fo, that General Goddard and the Bombayers receive Di- 
reffions to remain inaftivci at that Time it will be proper for me to begin my Journey.

I have written to Poona, toNanaFurneffe and Harry Punt Tunteah, and, for greater Security, 
propofe lending to Foonah Sadager Pundit, who is equally irullcd as mylclf, and refidcs here as 
Vakeel from Pundit Furdhaun to the Maha Raja, who is truly and firmly attached to this Sirkar, 
and is afincere Friend of mine. After his Arrival, I do not doubt but that I fliall receive fuch 
Letters from Foonah as I could wilh refpedting my Journey •, as loon as 1 receive them, I will, 
after celebrating the DulTora, take Sadajes Pundit Wadda and my Moonlhcy with me, and go by 
the Road of Cuttack. I txpcdl to receive 1 hree Letters before the End ot Sawan, or Middle of 
Bhaydom, and immediately I will prepare all the Neceflarics for my Journey, and before I fet off 
I will write to you by the Way of Benares. In that Letter I will mention that you mull procure 
Orders from the Nabob Amaud O’Dowlah, to General Goddard and the Gentlemen of Bombay, 
to put a Scop to all Hoftilities. In this you mult exert yourfelf, and bring it about. It is now 
Eight Months that the Army has fufFered much from the Scarcity and Dcarnels of Provifions ; nor do 
the Boephanies bring enough. It is neceftary, abfohitcly nccellary, that you rcprelent this to the 
Nabob. If the Boephanies can be fent to the Army of Baboo Saliio Scena Bahadrc, it is a Duty 
of Friendlhip, and ought to be done. I am Friend to the Nabob, the friend, the * Friend, of 
this convince him, and give entire Satisfadlion on this Point. You mull gain me one Interview 
with him, as it is my moft fanguine Wilh. The Nabob himlelf laft Year cxprelTcd a gicat Dcfire 
for an Interview j may God grant that it be happy j I am anxious for the Receipt of Letters from 
Poonah.

Extradl of a Confultation of the i8th September 1780. 

F’ort William, the i8th September 1780. 

At a Council ; Prefent, 

The Honble. Warren Haftings, Governor General, Prcfidcnt i 
Edward Wheler, Efquirc, 
and 

Lieutenant General Sir Eyre Coote, K. B. 

The Commander in Chief delivers in the following Minute, in Confequcnce of that from the 
Governor General recorded on the 4th Inftant. 

Sir Eyre Coote. — I agree with the Governor General in the Propriety of deferring to fend further 
Supplies for the Relief of the Prcfidency of Madras, until the Adminiftration there (hall have 
advifed us on thofc Points which the Governor General has ftated, and which are fo very 
neceftary for our Information, in order to guide us as to the Nature of the AlTiIfclhce to be 
given them. 

From the Effeft which the Governor General apprehends might be produced in the Condudl of 
the Berar Court towards this Government, by the Formation of an Army to the Southward, and in 
Confideration of the further Arguments he has ftated in Proof of Moodajee Boofta’s friendly Difpo- 
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£tion towards us, and becauie the Seafon when our Troops can move with Facility is not yet 
arrived, I agree with him to fufpend the immediate Execution of that Meafure, and to wait lur- 
thcr Intelligence as to the Intentions of the Government of Bcrar. At the fame l ime I muft ben 
•Leave to recommend that every necelTary Preparation be made for the Adoption of Inch a Seep 
the Moment it may be found expedient, and, in Ihort, that every Precaution be taken to lecure 
the Company’s PolTeffions from any fudden Surprize in thofe Quarters were it is molt to be ap- 
prehended, and which may operate to the Prejudice of the Colleflions. In this particular, the 
Province of Bahar appears firft to demand our Attention ; as well becauie of its being more expofed 
to the Danger of an Incurfion by the Marattas, as that it is lefs protedled than any of the others.

Sir, and Gentlemen, 

« I arrived in this Road on the 12th inftant, with his Majefty’s Ships named in the Margin, in 
order to compleat their Proyifions and Stores for the Paflage to the Malabar Coaft and Bombay j 
at which Place my Arrival is moft carneftly prefled by the Prefidcncy, by Letters of the 14th 
Auguft laft, enclofing Extrafts of Intelligence from the Court of Diredlors, dated the 24th March 
laft, giving Information of Seven capital Ships having failed from France, with 7000 regular 
Troops, and fuppoled to be intended, againft Bombay, and which correfponds with Cautions given 
inc before I lelt England, as well as all the Intelligence I have of late received.

(a) The Governor Gcneral.--In Oonfultation the 3d Oftoberlaft, it was recommended by the 
U Commander in Chief, and refolved, Tniat Six or Eight Battalions of Sepoys, with their Guns and 
^ One Company of Artillery, be ordered to be in Readinefsto march through the Cuttack Road to- 
i* wards Madras, the Order for their March being to depend on the Hopes given us, that the 
*♦ Maratta Army, now lying there, will either join us or return. To form a Detachment of this 
Strength, will require many preparatory Arrangements, which can hardly be complcatcd in lefs 
i‘ Time than a Month, or perhaps Six Weeks from its firft Formation. The fair Seafon is now

Gentlemen, 

I now, according to my Promife contained in my Letter of the 29th, proceed to give my Sen- 
timents rcfpccting ihc Mode molt eligible for replacing the Native Troops ordered on Detachment 
toward^ Madras, under the Command of Lieutenant Colonel Pearfe. 

In regard to the Lx[)edient which h.is occurred to the Board, of augmenting the remaining Bat- 
talions by an equal Number of Levies to be dillributed amongft them, 1 mull obferve that their 
prefent Strength rendering them rather too unwieldy a Body to manmuvre and move together with 
that Celerity and Compadnefs which is requifite in the Field, any Fncreafe in their Numbers, 
while this prefent Confticution is adhered to, muft neceflarily add to this Inconvenience, in all 
Refpeds to the great Detriment of the Service. 

This Mode being allowed to be ineligible, the next Alternative appears to be that ot raifing 
new Battalions ; but as fuch a Meafure would be attended with a very heavy Expence upoh the 
prefent Eftablilhmcnt, and a.s the Board exprefs their Defire that the intended Augmentation of 
Force fliould be rendered as little burthcnlome as poflible, I beg Leave to oft'er the following 
Plan to their Confideration. 

That the prefent Strength of 24 Battalions of the Eftablilhment be augmented from Fight hun- 
dred to One thoiifand Rank and File, by Levies of 200 Private to each Battalion, or 20 Men to 
each Comj^wjiy. 

That this Body, forming One Regiment, be divided into Two Battalions of Five Companies 
each, a Hundred Rank and File compofing a Company. 

That this Regiment be commanded by a Captain Commandant, and Captain Lieutenant, with 
Ten Subaltern Olficer.s, One to each Company as at prefent. 

That One Jamaulder be added to each Company, and the Whole of the Eftablilhmcnt for a 
Regiment be agreeable to the annexed Scheme. 

Permit me now briefly to enumerate the principal Advantages that will arife from the pro- 
pofed Meafure. 
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In the firft PL-fce it will appear by the accompanying comparative View of the prefent Efta- 
bliHimcnt of a Battalion, and the propofed One for a Regiment, and that monthly Expence of the 
latter exceeds the former only Rupees 2,391 15 8. ^ 

Secondly, That the extraordinary Expence of Twenty-four Regiments will amount to Rupees 
51,407 8 o, which, compared with the Expcnce of Six new Battalions railed and maintainetl on 
the prefent Eftablilhment, proves a Saving of Rupees 30,0^1 per Meiilem, or Rupees 3,60,252 
Annually, while the Company will have the fame Force on Foot as il the Army was to be aug- 
mented by fuch a Number of Battalions. 

Thirdly, Bclidcs this Saving, a Regiment of One thoufand Men, divided into Two Batralions^ 
upon the Plan offered, will, I conceive, be conliderably better adapted to all the Purpoles of 
Difciplinc than the prefent Battalions, as well as infinitely bctt/.r luited to every Kind of Service 
whatever. 

Fourthly, I am of Opinion that although the adlual Encreafe of the Army will be only Four 
thoufand eight hundred Men, yet the Augmentation of the Number ot Battalions on the Lllablilli- 
nient may produce us Credit among the Natives for a far more confiderable Force. 

The Board will obferve that, in order to fix the Expcnce of the Regiments as low as pofiible, 
I have allowed no European Adjutants to them, as Subaltern Officers can do that Duty in J our 
as formerly, and I think it will be of an Advantage to the Service for levcral Realons that they 
fhould do lb. 

After all I mull acknowledge that this Plan is flill improveable, and would be much more 
complete were a Regiment to be commanded by a Major, and tMch Battalion by a Captain •, but 
as this would create an extra Expence to the Comp.iny, which might be conliJeieJ too heavy, 'I 
have been deterred from propofing ir. 

I judge this a proper Occafion for obferving to the Board, that I have long been of Opinion 
that the Native Commandants are a ufelcls Rank, and in fome Cafes might, througli tire unJi.e 
Influence they are generally apt to obtain in iheir Corps, prove a dangerous let of Men; 1 tlieie- 
fore think it would not be amifs if they were fufl'ered to fail off by making no new Appuintnicius 
of them. — This would in Time prove no inconfidcrable Saving.

At the fame Time we mult requelt your Lordihip’s particular Attention to the Preliminaries 
already conveyed to the General, and now cnclofed, upon which we lhall beg Leave to enlarge, 
fince we confider them as clTential to the Stability of the public Tranquillity. 

Experience having (hewn that an Influence maintained by Force of Arms is deftriiflive of that 
commercial Spirit we ought to promote, ruinous to the Company, and oppreflive to the Coun- 
try, we earnciHy recommend to your Lordihip to exert your utmofl; Endeavours to conciliate 
the AfFcftions of the Country Powers, to remove the Jealoufy they may have conceived of our 
Ambition, and to convince them that we aim not at Conqueft and Dominion, but Security in 
carrying on a free I'rade, equally beneficial to them and to us. With this View Policy requires 
that our Demands be modcrae and equitable, and that wc avoid every Appearance of an In- 
clination to enlarge our Territorial Pofleflions. The Sacrifice of Conquclis, which we muft hold 
on a very precarious I'enure, and at an Expence more than equivalent to their Revenues, is of 
flight Conlideration to us, yet will Inch Rellitution imprefs them witli a high Opinion of our Ge- 
nerofity and Jufticc. 

For this Rcafon we think Shuja Dowla lliould be rcinftated in the full Poflcirion of all his Do- 
minions, with fuch Limitations only as he mull fee are evidently calculated for our mutual Be- 
nefit, the Good of his Country, and the Mappinefs of his People. We would decline infilling 
upon any Terms that mull prove irkfome to his high Spirit, and imply our Sufpicions of his 
Sincerity. Retaining Polfellion of any of his llrong Holds, may be deemed a neceflary Pledge of 
his Fidelity ; for our Parts, we would rather confider it as the Source of future Contention, and 
an unneceifary Expcnce to the Ct.mpany, unlcfs it is propofed one Day to refume the Thoughts 
of extending their Dominions, a Meafure very oppofne to the Sentiments in which we left the Pro- 
prietors and Court of Direiflors. Thus, by cng.aging the Vizier to a drift Regard to the Con- 
ditions of our Amity, by the Ties of Honour, Gratitude, and Intcred, wc form the moll fecure 
Barrier to the Nabob’s Dominions, on this Qiiarter, that can well be deviled. It is (Jeneral 
Carnac’s Opinion, and it is likewife ours, that no other Perfon can be placed in that Station, 
whole Authority, Influence, and Popularity will fo effeftually anfwcr this Intention, or whofe 
Charafter promiles fairer to become a faithful Ally, when wrought upon by Motives of Gratitude 
and Intcred. He has thrown himfclf into our Arms, he reds his iHopes on our Generofity, it 
becomes us therefore not to difappoint his Expeftations, and urge him on to Dclpair. 

It will be neceflary however, that your Lordfliip obtain a full Grant in the flrongell Terms, for 
carrying on a flee Trade throughout his Dominion's, with the Privilege of edablifhing Faftories 
whercever we fhall tiiink proper, to which flrall be annexed fuch contiguous Lands and Dillrifts 
as may be found neceflary to the Convenience and Support of the Settlements ; we mean without 
Charge to Shuja Dowla, or Diminution of his Revenues. But the keeping PofTeflion of Chinar- 
gur, .and other Strong Holds, and proicfting our Commerce by Military Power, is a Meafure 
concerning the Expediency of whicli your Lordihip will judge from a farther Enquiry into Cir- 
cumllances. 

That Bulwaiu Sing be fecured in the Poflefllon of his Zemindary, NudjufF Cawn refliored to 
the fame Situation and Circumllances as at the Commencement of the War, and all poiTible Pro- 
teftion and Favour obtained for thofc who aflilled us, arc Terms which Jufticc and Honour de- 
mand. 

That CofTim Aly Sombre, and the Dcicrtcrs be furrendered to us, or put to Death by Shuja 
Doula, is a Point we extremely wifli to obt.iin, if it can be effefted without Violence to his In- 
clinations, and Danger to the Stability of the Pe.ice. But hitherto Shuja Doula has appeared fo 
averfe to this Concclfion, which fo deeply .'ifFcfts his Honour, that we doubt whether your Lord- 
ihip will meet with Succefs. 

We could likewile recommend that Provifion be made for the Security of the King’s Perfon and 
Dignity ; but in what particular Manner we leave to your Lordihip and General Carnac to deter- 
mine, from a Confideration of the Circumftances, and Situ.uion of the Country. 

And this, my Lord, would appear to us the moft favourable Occafion that may ever occur for 
obtaining Sunnuds from the King for the Dewanny of Bengal, a Point of great Confequence to 
the Company, much dclired and (Irongly folicited by General Carnac, but without tfieft, a Price 
being expefted and demanded, that was thought by the Governor and Council more than equi- 
valent to the Advant.ige. Times are fince altered, the King is now dependant on our Bounty, his 
whole Hopes of Protection, and even Subfiftencc, reft upon us. It cannot therefore be luppofed 
he will prove obllinate in denying a Requcll: of little Confequence to him in his prdent Circum- 
ftanccs, but advantageous to us his greater Benefaftors, wc may fay his only Friends, wc there- 
fore beg Leave to recommend this as one of the mod: important Points to be negotiated.

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T aftlv wc arc of Opinion your I.ordlhip fhoukl require fuch Indemnification for the great I .x- 
nenl-e incurred by the Company as Jufticc demands, Shoja Dowla may be brought to think rea- 
Lable and the Country can afford, without oppreffme the People, and thereby laying the houn- 
dltion of frefh Difeontents. Upon the Whole, my Lord, notwithftanding we have Realon to 
conclude from the Report of Shuja Dowla’s CharaAer, that Ads of Gencrolity arc the moft 
likclv Means to feciire his Friendfhip and Fidelity, yet wc muft fubmit to your Lordfliip 3 Judge- 
ment formed on a more intimate Knowledge of his Sentiments and Dilpolu.on, how far it will 
ht ncceffary to guard againft a Breach of Faith, and the Difappointment of our Hopes. Princes 
are not always confined to the Laws preferibed by Honour and Julbce, nor governed by the 
Didtates of good Policy. Sparks of Rcfenrment may lie concealed in his Brcaft, ready to be 
kindled into a Flame by the Firff Gufi of PafTion or Ambition. In Cou.le of your Conferences 
many Opportunities will occur of penerating into his moft fecrct Wifhes, fiom which >mir Loid- 
Ihip may determine, whether it will not be expedient to bind him down by flronger Ties than 
ihofc of Honour and Gratitude, and operate on his Fears, when we defpair of engaging jus At- 
fedions. Reftitiuion of his Country, fhoukl we even retain Cliinagur and Jaenpoor, is more 
than he can poflibly hope in his prefent Situation ; yet, fhould this Reftridtion appear the only 
Obftruiftion to a cordial and permanent Peace, we think it ought to be relinquilhed. 

Thefe, my Lord, are the principal Objedfs, which we beg Leave to offer to your Attention, 
the reft we readily fubmit to the Condudt of that Prudence which hath fo often availed our Em- 
ployers in more difficult Situations. We have only further to requeft, that your Lordlhip will 
favour us with a Communication of fuch of your Negociations as you may think more imme- 
diately intcrefting, to the Seledt Committee ; and be aflured of our beft Wilhes for your Health

Extradl of a Letter from the Court of Dircdlors to the Governor General and Council at Fort 

William, dated 2 1 ft of September 1785. 

Our Governor General and Council at Fort William in Bengal. 

6th. In your Letter of the lyih January lafl, you have fubmitted the following Qiieftion to our 
Determination, viz. ‘ Whether the Company or the Vizier ffiall be charged with the Expence of 
* the Detachment commanded by Sir John Gumming,* and we have taken an early Opportunity of 
communicating to you our Dircdlions herein. As your late Governor General in virtue of the 
Powers with which he was invefted, had agreed witli the Vizier to ftrike out the Charge of this De- 
tachment from his Account, from ift January 1785, wc hereby diredl that the laid Agreement be 
pundlually adhered to. 

7. ‘In the final Arrangement of the Milit.iry Peace Eftablifliment which will accompany this 
Difpatch, wc have had in view the whole of the Service which it will be nccelTary to provide 
for under your Prefidency, fuch Part of that Eftablifliment as will be ftationed in the Vizier’s Do- 
minion will be paid by him according to the Stipulation of the fubfifting Agreements. But it is 
our pofitive Orders that no gteater Number of Troops be employed upon that Service, unlcfs at 
his Excellency’s particular Application and Requeft ; and that all the Troops fo employed be con- 
fidered as Part of our fixed Eftablifliment, which is not upon any Account to be enlarged. 

8. We cannot help exprefllng our Regret, that the Opinion of your Board did not concur with 
that of the Governor General, when the Queftion concerning the Recall of Colonel Cumming’s De- 
tachment was under your Confideration, as the Expence of it will, before the Receipt of this Let- 
ter, amount to nearly the Sum of 300,000!. and we agree with Mr. Haftings, that the Brigade 
which by Treaty is to be conftantly refident in thofe Dominions, would be found fully adequate to 
their Proteftion. Wc therefore dired, that upon Receipt of this Letter, not a Moment be loft 
in ordering the Recall of Sir John Cummings’s Detachment, fo that the Company may be inftantly 
relieved ftom the Burden of that enormous Expcnce. 

Further Extraft from the fame LciRr, beginning at Paragraph 17 of the fame. 

Par. 17. In a preceding Paragraph we have diredled the immediate Recall of the Futty Ghur 
Detachment. But as by your laft Advices we find thiV in confequence of thefe Hoftilitics from the 
Seiks in the Province of Rbhilcund the Vizicr'had appfied for the AlTiftance of a Part of this De- 
tachment, and that it was probable he would make a further Requeft for the Whole, wc hereby 

[■sai 
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order that the Detachment be continued fo long as the Vizier fliall deem fuch Continuance neceflary 
lor his own Security \ in which Cafe the Expcnce thereof muft be carried to his Account agree- 
ably to the Stipulations of the Treaty of 1781. < 

1 8. But fo loon as the Vizier lhall ccafe to require the Aflillance of all or any Part of that 
Detachment, we dired our former Orders to be carried into Execution; and even during the Time 
the Vizier may call for their Aflillance, we hereby order that the whole Expence of the Staff 
Batta, and other Contingencies, be immediately abolifhed. 

§ (“ (^) •9* And while upon this Subjeft, we think it proper to exprefs our Approbation of the 

“ Principles contained in Mr. Maepherfon’s Letter to the Vizier, bearing Date the 18th February 
“ lall i and we expeft that the Agreements made between the Vizier and Mr. 1 ladings, will be 
“ invariably adhered to.”) * 

20. Upon the fame Principle we mud exprefs our Opinion, that if the Continuance of Major 
Palmer with the Vizier is wilhed for by him, it would be improper at prefent to recall him, and 
far lefs would it be proper to fend any Perfon to rcfidc with him, whole Prcfcnce would be pecu- 
liarly adverfe to his Feelings.

Extradl of a Confultation and Appendix of the 20th April 1787. 

Fort William, 20th April 1787. 

At a Council -, Prefent, 

Earl Cornwallis, K. G. Governor General, Prefident ;

The Governor General delivers in the following Minute. 

1 he Governor General . — 1 he Variety * Buflnefs with which for fome Time pad I have been con- 
dantly engaged, has hitherto prevented me from laying before the Board the Subdance of my late 
Conferences and Negociation with the Nabob Hydcr Beg Cawn, on the Part of the Nabob Vizier 
Afoph ul Dowlah. • 

This Communication, however, was the lefs ncceflary at an earlier Period, as the Members of 
this Government have been regularly apprized of the Objc6l$ 1 propofed to obtain from this Nego- 
tiation, and ot the Mode in which it was conduflcd. 

“ {i>) The only material DifTcrcncc which has taken Place in the Engagements between this Govern- 
“ ment and the Nabob Vezier, relates to the Brigade dationed at Futty Ghur; the Continuance ot 
“ which Body of Troops in the Dominions of the Vizier, 1 deem equally dfential to the Intered of 
“ the Vizier and of the Company ; in other Refpedls I have nearly adhered to the Principlese da- 
“ bliflicd fay the former Governor General Mr. Hadings, and fince confirmed by the Orders of the 
“ Honourable the Court of Diredlors. All the fubfidiary Arrangements have been formed with a 
“ View to drengthen thofe Principles, and render them permanent.”) 

I will not conceal from the Board the Expe< 5 lations entertained by the Nabob Vizier as commu- 
nicated by Hydcr Beg Cawn, that this Government would confent to the Recall of the Futty Ghur 
Brigade, agreeable to the Stipulations that were formerly entered into for that Purpofe. The Mo- 
tives which induced me to.negotiate for the Continuance of it, arc fully fet forth in the Letter whicb 
I wrote to the Nabob Vizier ; and it is therefore uj^eceflary now to enlarge upon them ; I fhall 
only obferve, that I by no means confidered a fingliTOrigadc dationed at Cawnpoor as adequate 
to the Defence of the Vizier’s Frontiers ; that although it did not appear to me that there was Rea- 
fon to apprehend any immediate Attack upon them, the Recall of Id confidcrable a Part of our

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Force as the Fiitty Ghur Brigade, might have precipitated that Event. That it is well known that 
the Forces in the Service of the Nabob Vizier are under no Difcipline, and barely fuiiicicnt to pre- 
ferve the internal Peaceof his Dominions. That his own immediate Siibjedts are retained within tl.e 
Bounds of Duty and Allegiance by the Ilcfpefl: infpired by the Company’s Troops. That the 
Charadlerof the Vizier, his inconfiderate Profufion in his Expences, his Inattention to provide for 
them, and his total Difregard to every Thing but momentary Gratifications, rendered it impofiibie 
to depend upon his Care cither for the Protcdlion of his Country from Foreign Invalion or internal 
Commotion ; and that although the Charges attending the Continuance ot the Brigade at Futty 
Ghur, exceed the Sum we are authorized to claim from him under the Orders of the Court of Di- 
redors ; the Arrangement made by,this Negotiation renders the additional Charge of little Import- 
ance, when the Magnitude of the Objedl is conftdcred. 

From the accompanying Statement of the Sums obtained by this Government under difilrent 
Heads, from the Vizier, during the laft nine Fuffullce Years, the Board will perceive that the Ave- 
rage Rate per Annum docs not fall Ihort of eighty-four Lacs of Rupees, although by the Treaties 
of 1775 and 1781, the Vizier was bound to pay to this Government the Sum ol 31,20,000, and 
34,20,000 only ; by the Negotiation, which I have now concluded with him, the Annual Demand 
upon the Vizier is limited to the fpecific Sum of Fifty Lacs of Rupees. This Engagement is to 
take place from the iff of March 1787. 

The Board on a Reference to Colonel Harper’s Letters, will find that lb long ago as the 25th 
Odober 1785, he exprefled his Opinion that not|iifig would be more agreeable to the Vizier, than 
to afeertain a fixed Sum to be paid by him, ittftead of the uncertain Demands annually charged 
to his Account. It is evident that this muft be equally to the Advantage of the Company and 
the Vizier. The Sum now fettled agr^ble to the mo'fb accurate Calculations I have been able 
to make, will be equal to all the ExpRiccs incurred by the Company, or for the Payment of 
which they are rcfponfible in confequence of their Connection with the Vizier. The material Qiief- 
tion which firft occurred, was the Ability of the Vizier to difeharge this Sum ; and as far as I could 
judge from the Accounts laid before me of the Owde Revenues and public Expenditures, 1 was of 
Opinion that the Sum of Fifty Lacs might be paid by the Vizier without laying him under the Nc- 
ceflity of encroaching upon his Convenience or Dignity. At the fame Time, to obviate any Ob- 
jeftions that might be offered upon this Ground, I did not omit ftating to Hyder Beg Cav^ the 
Propriety of a Rcciudion of the irregular Troops maintained by the Vizier, if neceffary, in otder 
to furnifh the Sums required for the Pay of the Company’s Forces fiationed for the Defence of his 
Dominions. As nothing more has been required from the Vizier, than what will be neceffary to 
defray the Expences incurred by the Company, his Country will not be drained of its Specie, as 
the whole Amount which he agrees to pay will be expended in it. 

It would have been impoffible to have made any Adjullment for the Payment of the outfliandin" 
Claims of this Government upon the Vizier in a Mode fatisfadory to him. The Board will per- 
ceive by the accompanying Statement of tliem, that they confift of Articles which have invariable 
for fomc Time paft been * objed to by him ; or of private Demands of Individuals, which ought • 
lot in my Opinion to have ever been admitted into the Accounts between the Vizier and the F?aft 
ndia Company. 

The Liquidation of them could only have been effeded by the Operation of an Influence which 
in Jufticc we have no Right to exert ; and the Exertion of which would have imprcfled a Convic- 
tion upon the Vizier and his Minifter, that this (jovernment was lefs guided by a Regard to the mu- 
tual interefts of both Parties, than to the Exadion of whatever on any Pretence could be made the 
foundation of a pecuniary Claim. 

With a View to infpire the Vizier with a Confidence in this Government, and to imprefs an Idea in 
him that we wifhed to confidcr his Interefts and Convenience as well as our own Advantage, I did 
not hefitate to promife him a Renunciation of the accumulated Cl.aims of this Government upon

In my Letter to the Vizier tlie Board will perceive tl)at I have made this Promife, though I am 
willing to acknowledge that I do not forefee a Period when it can with Prudence take place. I he 
Obligation of this Promile, as I repeatedly explained to the Nabob Hyder ikg C'awn, was not 
meant to extend to any Alteration in the Difpofition or Denomination of the Troops Rationed in 
the Vizier’s Territories, or to any trifling Diminution of their Number. As long as a Force 
nearly adequate to the prefent lhall be ftationed by the Company in the Vizier’s Dominions, or an 
Hxpence equal to the prefent lhall be incurred, I confidcr him bound to pay the Anniul flipularcd 
Sum of Filty Lacs of Rupees. 

T'he Nature of tlic Connexion between the Company and the Vizier, evidently point out the Necef- 
fity of an Adherence to that Line of Policy prci'cribed by the Orders of the Court of Diredtors, 
of withholding all Interference in the Detail ot his Government : Between that and the Aliernative 
of avowing an abfolute Controul over the Vizier’s- Aflairs, to the total Annihilation of his Influence 
and Authority, I lee no advileable Medium: The Orders of the Court of Diredurs left us no 
Option 5 l)uc even if a Choice had been allowed to us, Motives of I’oiicy as well as Jullicc would 
have decided my Opinion againit the latter j and in adopting the former Line, 1 thouglic it proper 
not only to make liberal Avowal of my Sentiments, but to give it ail the Stability it could derive 
from Kefliidtions, in Inch Points as might eventually tend to infringe ir, if left undetermined. Tilde 
Rcfliidtions aie tlearly detailed in my Letter to the Vizier. 

'1 he Connexion between him and the Company now ftands upon the only Bafis calculated to 
render it permanent : We undertake the Defence of his ^untry, and in return he agrees to defray 
the real Expences incurred by an Engagement of fo much|plue to him; the internal Adminiltration 
of his Affairs is left to liis cxclufive Management, and my Attention will be conflancly direded to 
the Prclervation of this Syflem, whilft the Vizier continues to fulfil the Stipulations into which he 
has entered. 

By this Declaration of a Non-interference in the Detail of the Vizier’s Government, I do not 
mean to preclude mylelf or this Board from making Reprcfentaiions to him on the Subjed of his 
Adm^nifli ation whenever it may be eflentially neccflary, or of propofirg to the Vizier any general 
Airangcmcnt to the interefls of both Governments ; mutual Convenience may render fuch Fiopoli- 
tions expedient, and on thefe Grounds only they ought to be made. 'Fhe Boar.! will alfo, I imagine, 
icc a Nccdiity of giving their Countenance to the Nabob Hyder Beg Cawn, or whoever may be 
the tiding Mmilter of the Vizier. At prefent hepofleirts the entire Confidence of Ins Maflcr, who 
15 .anxious to procure for him the avowed Protedion of this Government. I made no Difficulty in 
afluring the Nabob Hyder Beg Cawsi, that he might depend ujion the Support of this Govern- 
ment, whilft he ferved his Maftcr with Fidelity, governed the Country with jullicc and Humanity, 
and ftridly adhered to the Engagements formed with the Honourable Company. 

(“ (a) The Board are well informed, tint the Adminiftrationof Allairs in the Owde Government 
“ depends entirely upon the Minillcr; that the Vizier himlelfhas no farther Concern in it, than to 
“ give the Sandion of his Name and Authority to the Ads of his Servants ; and fuch is his Difin-* 
“ elination to every Thing that has the Appearance of BulineE, that even this Formality is not 
“ complied with on his Part * Rcludance. I he Vizier liimfclf being profulc to an Extiemc, and

promote his true Intereft . I forbear to expatiate further on this Subjed, and only hope that no

d he N.ibob Hyder Beg Cawn has given me the molt unqualified Afluranccs, that he will lofc 
no Time in arranging the Affairs of the Vizier’s Government, and eflablifliing them* on the bed 
Footing, lie h.is not fcruplcd to acknowledge the Necellity of fuch an Arrangement, nor to apo- 
logize for haying hitherto negledcd ip I have urged to him every Argument that could induce him 
to carry thefe Intentions into Execution. 

After the maturell Ilcfledion on the Situation of the Farockabad Province, I V,ai, convinced of 
the Propriety of withdrawing all Interference in the * Management of it, agreeable to the 4th Article 
of the i reaiy of 1781, i he Attempts to promote the Profperity of that Country, have hitherto 
been equally offcnlive to the Vizier and to the Nabob Mofuffer Jung, the former confidering our 
Interference as a Breach ot the Treaty of Chunar, and the latter not only rejedmg, but violently 1 
oppoling almoft every Meafure of our Refident. I have therefore declared my Kefolution to recall'

The Treaty concluded between the Englilh Company and the Nabob Sujah ul Dov' ah, was 
founded on Confieier.iiions of mutual Advantage to both kanics, and the lame Innriple has con- 
tinued to operate in confirming .and improving the Friendlliip and Alliance between tiie Coir.f'any 
and your I'xcclK ncy. A Connedioii formed with a View to the Interefl; ot botii t, .vernmi nts might 
to be iierpetual. For this Realun, lince my Appointment to the Controiil over Atia.is heic. iny Inten- 
tions have been been diredfed towards Meafures tending to fupport and llrengthen this ti iciu ly .Sylicm. 

As I ceiifkler ihc Company’s Tcrriiories and thole of your Excellency as the fame, the • cotec- 
tion of your Lxcclkncy’s Dominions is abfokitcly neceffarv, as from its Situ, iiion the Boundary of 
the whole, and more cxpoled to foreign Attacks. This FrotciSfion cannot be elTcdcd in a jiropcr 
Manner without the AHiltam e of the Company’s Troops, and 1 thereloie beg Leave to reprekiu to 
your Excellency Inch Circiimllances, as have, .after mature Reflection, occurred to me with rcipedt 
tothcTioops llaiioned at Futty Ghurr, which had been withdrawn, as flipulated in the 7 leaty of 
Chunar of lySi. 1 .advife that they fliail not be recalled, but continued. I make this Propolal 
upon a Conviction that, from the Extent of your Excellency’s Dominions, the Englifli Forces now 
ftationed there arc requifitc for their Defence. Although there is no Prolpect of any Attack on your 
Excellency’s 'j'erritory at prefent, its Security mufl: ultimately depend upon the Strength of the 
Force flationed for its Protection, anti while this is lullicient, no one will dare to entcitain \ iews ot 
Hoftility againit your Itxcellency. Although the Bravery and Dilcipline of the Englilli 1 roops on 
all Occafiuns arc well known, and have been proved even where their Ifnemies have been in the 
Proportion oi i’wetity to One, and by the Blefling of God they will always triumph ovei their 
Fmemies , yet, lince at all Time's tlie Chance of War is doubtful, Prudence and Wildoni rcqUiie 
that every pollible Means (liould be uled to determine it in our Tavour. Your Kxcellency midl bs^ 
icnfiblc, that there is no Companion between the 1 roops of the Company and thole in your J\xceP 
Jency’s Service*, and that, without the AlTi fiance of the former, your Dominions and /^iithoiiiy 
would be infecure. 1 am convinced, that if your b.xcellcncy confidcrs thcl'e Opinions, you will be 
fenfible wf#ihe Projiriery of my Propofuion, and approve the Continuance of 1 roops, whole Valour 
and Difci|)linc can be relied on, in Preference to thole who arc unilvilful and undilciplincd *, and I 
doubt not but your Excellency will agree to the additional Expcnce ot crfrftive 1 roops, whero the 
Objfd is the Defence of the Country. For this Rcalon 1 do not hefiratc to recommend to your 
Excellency to difeharge fo much of your own Army as will allow f ir the additional i’.xpence at* 
tending the Continuance of thefe effective Troops.

Excellency’s Country j and your Excellency muft be convinced of the Benefits derived from our 
Protedion, fince, whilft all other Parts of Hindoftan have been involved in War, and expofed to 
the Devaftations attending them, your Excellency’s Dominions have remained in the fulleft Enjoy- 
ment of Peace and Security. Many otiicr Arguments, of the greateft Weight, might be urged in 
Support of my Propofition ; but fiich is my Opinion of the Force of thofc 1 have alledged, that I 
truft they will make the fame Impreflion on your Excellency, and that there is no Neccffity to 
urge others. 

It is my firm Intention not to embarrafs your Excellency with further Expcnce than that in- 
curred by the Company from their Connexion with your Excellency, and lor the Protedion of 
your Country, which by the Accounts I find amounts to 50 Lack?, of F/zabad 16 Sun Sicca Ru- 
pees annually. In this Sum are included the Allowance to the Nabob Saadit Ally Cawn, the Sti- 
pends of the Rohillas, and the Expences of the Rfidency on the Part of this Government. In 
fliort, it is my Intention, from the Date which this new Agreement fliall take Place, your Excel- 
lency fliall not be charged with any Excefs on this Sum of 50 Lacks of Sicca Rupees, and that 
no further Demand lhall be made on your Excellency. If, however, your Excellency hereafter 
lhall find it neceflary to demand any more Forces from the Company, your Excellency will pay 
the Excefs upon a fair Eftimate ; and if either of the Two Brigades or Corps of Cavalry fliall be 
recalled, or any confiderablc Diminution in their Force lhall take Place, I will allow for the De- 
creafe of the Expence, from the Sum agreed to by your Excellency, agreeable to a fair Calcula- 
tion. In order that no Grounds for a Difference in Opinion or Doubt may remain as to the real 
Meaning of this Article, I think it necelfary to inform your Excellency, that whenever there is a 
Neccffity for any Alteration in the Arrangement of thefe Troops, either by encreafing or diminilh- 
iog the Cavalry or Infantry, this Article does not tend to preclude it, provided the whole Force 
lhall not be confidcrably dccreafcd, and that no additionnl Charge be made on your Excellency on 
account of fuch Alteration. 

A Refidcnt, as at prefent, will remain at your F.xcellency’s Court ; but as it is the Intention of the 
Company, and my firm Refolution, that no Interference lhall take Place in the Derails of the Affairs 
of your Excellency’s Government, ftridf Orders lhall be lent to him, that he fliall neither interfere 
himfelf, nor fulFcr Interference by publick or private Claims'of Exemptions of Duties, or in any 
other Mode, from any Britilh Subje^f or Perlon under the Authority of this Government? In fliort, 
leaving the whole Management ot your Country to your Excellency and your Miniffers, I will put 
a Stop to the Interference of others and in order to carry this cffesRually into Execution, 1 propole 
to your Excellency not to fuffer any European to rcfidc in your Dominions without my written Per- 
milTion. In cafe that fhould be granted, a Copy of it fhall be tranlmitted to you. If any Euro- 
pean fhall rcfide there without my Permiflion in Writing, your Exadlcncy lhall oblige him to quit 
the Country, or, if demanded, fend him to the Refident on the Part of the Company. 

A Rctrofped into paft Tranfadtions, and the Friendihip fo well known to cxilt between your l''x-

With refpedt to Furruckabad, the 4th Article of the Stipulation of Clninar fliall be obferved on 
my Part, and the Englifh Refident there, either now or .at the End of 1 194 Fullilec, fhall |,ie re- 
called, and after that Period he lhall not remain, nor fliall any other be appointed. On tliis SubjcCf, 
in Confequence of the Interference hitherto affumed by this Government in the Aflairs of that Pro- 
vince, I think it neceflary to inform your Excellency, that it is incumbent on me to recommend 
feveral Matters to your Excellency’s Attention; that, in the firft Inltance, you pay due Regard to 
the Rights of the Nabob Mozuffer Jung, and, under any Circumllances that may become rucef- 
fary for the Management of the Affairs of Ferruckabad, your Excellency fliall engage to allot 
from the Revenues a Sum fufficient for the honourable Maintenance of the Nabob Mozuffer 
Jung; and as the Mother of Mozuffer Jung, and his Brother Dil Delere Khan, as well as Deep 
Chund late Dewan, have given Proofs of their Attachment to this Government, it is therefore ex- 
pedient that fome Provifion fhould be made for them, inclependant of Mozulfer Jung. It is well 
known that Mozuffer Jung confiders them as inimical to him, and from the Trufl vefled in Dil 
Delere Khan by this Government, it is much to be feared that, if left unproteCtecI, lie will fulfer 
from the Refentment of Mozuffer Jung, I therefore cxpeCf tliat your Excellency will engage to 
caufe fpecific Penfions to be paid to thefe Perfons, at the Expence of Mozuffer J ung, iJirough the 
Refident of this Government. 

By the Accounts fubfifting between your Excellency and the Company, a large Balance is ftated 
to be due from your Excellency ; neverthelefs, in Conformity to the Principles I have fo expreflld- 
ly declared, I am not willing to embarrafs your Excellency with any other Demands than what are 
abfolutely neceflary. I propofe, therefore, that your Excellency fliall liquidate fuch Part of the 
ftated Arrears as may be due to the Troops employed in your Cuunuy, the Rcfldcncy, the Nabob 

7 Saadit 
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Saadit Ally Cawn, and the Rohilla Chiefs, on the Date from which th^ new Arrangement (hall be 
declared in Force, as well as the Arrears due to Mr. Anderfon, and the Remaincler, whatever ic 
may be, fliall beftruck out of the Account, and be no longer confidered as a Demand* of this Go- 
•vernment on your Excellency. 

The Subflance of what is here written, has been difeufled in frequent Conveifations with Ilyder 
Beg Cawn, who has fhewn himfelf a faithful Servant to your Excellency, and a Friend to both 
Governments: As he is fully acquainted with your Excellency’s Interefts, and is your mofl: confi- 
dential Servant and Prime Minifter, I have confidered him as empowered to fettle any Arrange- 
ment for the mutual Benefit of the TWo Governments, and have accordingly communicated to bin) 
without Referve, all that has occurred to me to promote this Objeflr, in the fame Manner as if 
your Excellency were prefent ;• neverthelefs, as your Excellency’s Concurrence and Approbation 
are neceflary to give a final Sanftion to the Articles agreed upon by Hyder Beg Cawn, I have 
thought proper to mention the Heads of. them in this Letter, and the Nabob Hyder Beg Cawn will 
fully explain all the Particulars to your Excellency. 

For the Reft, your Excellency may have the moft a/Tured Confidence that I will moft faithfully 
abide by all the Engagements on the Part of the Honble. Company.

“ Our lad Letter (of which we cnclofe a Duplicate), gave you Information of the Approach 
“ of Hyder Ally, with a large Army, towards our Frontiers. We now tranfmit Two Pap< rs of 
“ Intelligence, juft received from the Nabob, by which you will learn, that he has actually dc- 
“ tachccl Part of his Cavalry into the Carnatic, and is preparing to follow witii Ins whole 
“ Army. 

“ We are taking Mcafures for aflembling our Troops in a proper Situation to oppofe this 
“ Attack, and defend the Country in the bett Manner we are able, but the Alarm already occa- 
“ fioned by the Report of an Invafion, and the Ravages which have been adually coipn lined by 
“ Hyder’s Ilorfe, have driven the People from their Habitations, and i)Ut an entire Stop to thq

'J’hey alio laid, 
that Ibme of Hyder’s People had carried away the Family of Mahomed Aflum Cawn, who were 
going to Mulfliabad. 

Tranflation of a Letter from the Aumildar of Colifpauk, dated tStli Rtjub, or 21ft July 

1780. 

Ilydei’s Ilorfe are come through the Pafs, and about Two thoufand Ilorfe were this Day feen 
here at Ten o’clock in the Morning. The People on the Fort of Colifpauk fired on them; the 
Horfe plundered all the Villages around, except the Cu'rba of Colil'pauk. It is fuel that 5,000 
Ilorle are coming thi.s VVay, tiiul the Grand Army is not far off. The Jfnemy’s Tro ps crofied tlie 
Pals before Intelligence could be received of it. I am juft now in the Fort, where tlirre is little 
Powder or Shot. You will be plealed to fend us fome. 

From the Nabob to the Governor, dated 23d July 1780, at Night, received ditto ditto. 

I fent you with this a Paper of News from Hydcr Ally Cawn’s Camp, datcti the i8th Kcjub, 
or2ift July, which is this Inftant t ome to my Hands, with the Tranflation of Intelligence from 
Chonbatty, lent by the Tappie Man at Wollenduur Petta. 

What fliall 1 lay more ? 

Paper of News from Ilyder Ally’s Camp, dated 18th Rejub, or 21ft July 17S0. 

This Day Hyder Ally Cawn arrived at Coveriapatam, where his Son, with thel lorfe under his 
Command, had come Yefterday. While Hyder was on his Marcli from Hurrydiirg, the Intclli- 
geiuer at Tiingricotia complained to him of I'im Naig, the Head Peon-, u])on this, Ilyder went 
himItU to'fungricotta, and enquired into the Complaint, when it appeared that the Head Peon, 
I im Naig, had lent Ibme of his Family to a Marriage at 'I’richonopoly, and had fince wrote to 
them to take Care of thcmfclvcs, and return foon, for that there would fliortly be Troubles in tliac 
Country. The Peon was accordingly found guilty, and hanged on the Spot. 

'1 he Troops from HufTour and Banaour have joined Hyder, whofe whole Army is now at Co- 
verypatam. All the Arblleiy and Foot are put under the Command of Monfieur Lally. Hyder 
means to join him in the Attack againft the Fnglifli, and lend his Son Tippoo, with a large Tody 
of Horfe, to lay w.iftc the Country. He intended writing to the Governor, but Monficur Lally 
has told him, tli.it he will not have a proper Anfwer to his Letter. They are always confulting 
together. Mr. Lally was lent I'o-day, with the Cannon and Artillery, to crofs the Pals of Ch.in- 
gama. It api'cars that there are Letters from the Mauritius, which mention that the French have 
had the Supeiiority over the Knglifli in Europe; that 80) Europeans have been lent from the 
Mauiirius to join Ilyder; and that the French King has fent him Ibmc Prefents. This Intelli- 
gence has given Hydcr great Plealure. 

The Sloop wliith brought it, -failed a few Hours before the French Ships from Mauritius. 

May it pi, afe your Ilighnels, 1 lyder has fent fecret Orders to the I'roops who were at Singae- 
putta, at liie Ghaut of Timirattamully, to march to Colifpauk. 

Intelligence fent by the Tappy Man at Wollendour Petta. 

The»I>i*chonopoly I'appies have not come in thele Two Days. Four thoufand of llyder’s 
Ilorfe, and Four thonf.ind Foot, have arrived at the Village of Yeeour, not far from Ti agar, and 
all the Inhabitants have taken the Alarm, and fled to the Woods and Mount.iins. The 'fappie 
Man is afraid to rcimin longer at Wollendour Petta, and is removed lecretiy to a Place Diltance 
One Cols from it, from whence he has wrote this.

Eorcfiglir and Willlom can poffibly reach. 1 lhall, however, venture to trouble you with a few 
Kemaiks on this .mpoiiant Subjedf, in which the very ample’and minute Detail entered into by 
tlic Ibdidi iu will greatly relieve me from the Neceffity I might otherwife be under of com- 
menilng more at large on the Mealurcs proper to be adopted at this fo critical a Period, and on 
which the future good or bad Fortune of our prefent Conteft with the Maratta State feems 
entirely to depend. 

I beg Leave to call your Attention to the Sentinaents contained in an Addrefs I had the Ho- 
nour to deliver in to this Committee lafl. November, which the Event has firicc proved to have been 
jufily I'ounded, and of which the Honourable Prefident, in his Minute, feems now fo fully fenfible. 

The Dilappointment I met with in my Endeavours to negociate a Peace, and the umeafonable, 

I may add inl'olent. Demands made by the Poonah Minifier, prefented Obltacles to its Atttain- 
nient, wlfu h I was convinced, at that Time, were infurmountable, and furniflied me with Argu- 
ments for urging the immediate Profecution of aftive and vigorous Meafures, as the only Means 
by wiiidi we could ever hope to recover the Company’s Affairs on this Side of India from the Em- 
barraffnent they were then under, or obtain Terms of Advantage or Honour in any future Acco- 
modati n. 

'I’o the Objedion of Expence which the low State of our Finances would ill enable us to fup- 
porr, and towards which you declared your Inability of affording an adequate or indeed any Sup- 
p!v, I ventuied to make life of the fame rcafoning which the Prefident now urge* in lo clear 
aiui pointed a Manner, and fuggefted the Neceffity of an immediate Commencemenr of Hofti- 
litu', to enable us to provide a Fund for the future Maintenance of our Armies, which, while 
ilicy reniaineil inactive, exceeded our Abilities to fupport, and being fubfified at an Expence little 
inferior to what they would require on adtive Service, could only tend to exhauft the Refources 
w.- were po Hi lied of, and deprive uneven of the Power of Defence, when the Period Ihould arrive 
in w hit.il wj might be called upon to (train every Nerve and Sinew of War againll an elated and 
piclur.’.pruou' I'licmy. 

Yt-u, Gentlemen, were convinced by the Propriety and Force of the Arguments ; and I am 
ha; [yv iliat it is in my Power, at this Day, to congratulate you on the Succels which I have been 
c'liuol.d, 4 ly your vigorous Exertions and timely A fii (lance, to obtain hitherto in thc Prolecution 
of the Jdcafures lormcdy relolved upon in Concert with you. 

The Honourable Piciident has founded his Plan for the Operations of the enfuing Campaign, 
up;)n the Bafis of that mutually agreed la(t Year, and which the Honourable Governor General 
and Conned have been pleafed to (ignify their Approbation of, as belt calculated* to promote the 
I.uercfis of the Company, and produce that great and defirable Objedt to which their Inclinations 
have been al ways lo firongly and manifeftly diredted, an advantageous and honourable Peace. 

The t'orfciriori of Bafiein, which only remains to complete jmur Views of Territorial Acqui- 
fuion, and the Command of the Paffes leading to and from the Decan, which will be rcquiliie^to

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eivc Value and Security to thofc Poffcfllons, are, from Confiderations of immediate Benefit, as 
well as the future tlecifive and favourable Confequenccs to be cxpcfted from them, the principal 
Obiefts of our prefcnt Purfuit and Attainment. 

In a Letter which I had the Honour of addrefling you from Surat, previous to the Receipt of 
your’s enclofing the Prefident’s Minute, I propofed the immedi.ue Embarkation of the Troops 
from thence, in order to undertake the Siege of Baflein. My Reafon for this I gave you at the 
fame Time, which was founded upon the ftriking Advantage we Ihould derive by poflefling our- 
fclvcs of that Fortrefs, previous to the PofTibility of any Army’s being aircmbltd to oppofc us, and 
the Command of that Strong Hold would inevitably give us of the whole Country below the Gauts. 

Nothing would then remain but to fecure the PalTcs leading into the Decan ; which Service, after 
Icavinff a fufficient Garrifon iti Ba’flein, we might have eftefted with our whole united Force, or 
at leaf! fuch confiderable Body as might have given us an aflTured Superiority over the numerous 
Troops which the Minilter will certainly colled to oppofe us whenever our Forces fliall begin to 
be in Motion. 

The Idea of Anticipation by the Plan you have adopted, of fending Lieutenant Colonel Hart- 
ley, with the Forces of your Prefidcncy, to fecure the Gauts, is now fufficicntly deftroyed, be- 
caule a Commencement of Hoftilitics on our Part will be a Signal to the Maratta Government to 
aflemblf their Forces from all Quarters, and as they have, during the prelent inadive Seafon, 
dilcovered no Inclination for Peace, 1 mult conceive, that fenfible of our hollile Defigns, they 
are in a ready and prepared State, to refill them ; and it is not even improbable, that if the Alarm is 
given by any early M.ovemcnt of our Troops, they will march lb large an Army into the Conhan, 
and with fuch Expedition, as to demand the Attention of our whole Force, and retard at lead, 
if not entirely frullrate, the prefent Accomplilhmcnt of our Views againft Baflein. — The Honour- 
able P efident, however, has not fixed the precife Time for entering upon Adion, which, he 
' lays, mull depend on the Seafon ; and I would alio propofc, that your further Determination on 
this Point fhould be made with a particular Attention to the Period, when it will be pradicablc 
to move the Troops from Surat, which you obferve, according to the ullial Courl'c of the Seafon, 
c.innot be before the ill of Odober. 

Upon the Plan of Operations you have adopted, I entirely concur with you in the Expediency 
of marching the Troops down by Land, and as they are in a State of complete Preparation, I 
, fhall reaiiily embrace the inftant Occafion of the Roads being in any Degree palTablc, to put them 
in Motion. 

In my lall Letter to you, from Surat, I took Occafion to declare my Opinion, that whenever 
we Ihould begin our Operations againft Baflein, the principal Efforts of the Enemy would be di- 
redecl to that Quarter, which would become the Seat of War during the Campaign. The Vici- 
nity of that Place to the Maratta Capital, and the* eminent Danger to which Poonah mull be * SicinOrig, 
rxpoied, whenever we open ourl'elvcs a Paffage to the Decan, by fecuring the feveral commanding 
Pafles that lead towards it, confirms fuch Belief almoft to a Certainty. 

I therefore mull affure myfelf, although the Terms in which you have deferibed the Service in- 
tended for your Troops do not exprelsly declare fo, that you propofc to leave me the entire Di- 
redion of tlieir Military Operations in fuch Manner as I may find expedient to advance the general 
Plan previoully concerted with your Government. 

I’hc DtvifAfmof Force, with a powerful Enemy in the Field, which we have every Reafon to 
expect, IS at. all 'l imes attended with Inconvenience, and feldom produces any adequate good 
C' 'nfi qucnccs to the manifeft Danger it threatens, fuch Divifion may however be feme Times proper, 
an I even reiju fite, but the Officer who commands upon the Spot, and has informed himfelf of the 
Sirengtli, Situation, and Defigns of the Enemy, can be the only competent Judge when it is to 
be atrempted with Succefs. The Idea of Two Armies afting feparately and independently of 
e.n,h other, while employed againft one common Enemy, in Prolecution of the fame general Plan, 
and in the lame Trad of Country, is too abfurd, and combats too much againft every Principle 
on whii h the Syftem of War is founded, to make it neceffary 1 fliould trouble you with further 
Remarks on the Subjed. 

The tew Obfervations I have made on this Head are derived merely from Confiderations of 
Military Expediency, and thefe I deem at this Time fufficient, becaufe I cannot help being firmly 
perfuaded it i.s your Intentions, that the Troops from your Prefidcncy, ferving on the Continent, 

Ihould ad under my immediate Orders and Diredion, whenever the Army umlcr me fhall arrive 
in the Neighbourhood of Baflein, or at fuch Place as the Operations of the one may be materially 
affeded by thofe of the other. 

I would not be thought, from what I have before advanced againft the too early Movement of 
your Troops, to fuggelt the fmalleft Objedion againft that Part of the Plan propofed by Mr. Horn- 
by, or the Service which it is intended they fhould perform ; on the contrary, I am convinced it 
will tend to facilitate, and render more expeditious and unmolefted the Progrel's of the Troops 
from the Northward. 

, It will effedually diftrad the Attention of the Enemy, it offers the moft reafonable, the only 
polfible Means of preferving the Country from Dclolation, and will, I trull, help to Iccure that 
• clfcdual Supply of Provifions, of which we Ihall ftand fo much in Need. 

[ 13 T 3 Th: 
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The Seafon of the Year would however obviate the Danger of our feeling the feme Effcdls from 
the devaftating Hands of the Marattas, which we fofeverely experienced in a Diftance only of i8 
Miles laft April, when the fcorching Winds and Sun fo powerfully aflifted the Efforts of Madjee 
• Sic in Orig. Scindia, and burnt up every Blade of Grafs upon the Ground } but * even thefe, I beg Leave to 
obferve, that other Confiderations than the Difficulties this occafioncd, operated effeftually to flop 
my Progrefs ; and that, had not political Reafons, which my Letters written at that Time to the 
Committee fully explained, detained me on the Confines of the Guzarat, I flioukl have found it 
a much eafier Talk to advance than to have continued fo long as I did on the fame barren defo- 
lated Spot. 

§ ( “ (rt) I obferve with real Concern and Difappointment, that the Diftrefs for Money, which 

“ you fo ftrongly reprefent, becaufe my own cannot be inferior*; and the Honourable Governor 
“ General and Council have depended upon the Refourceof the new required Revenue, for the 
“ greateft Part of my Supply. I have been compelled for fome Time paft to draw Bills upon 
“ them at a confiderablc Lofs, which nothing but the mod urgent and extreme Ncccffity could juf* 
“ tify, to provide for the mere Subfiftcnce of the Troops ; but even this Refource has proved inade- 
“ quate, and tlie Army is greatly in Arrears. It is now no longer to be depended upon. I am 
“ firmly perfuaded of your Readinefs to afford me every Affiftance in your Power, and in that 

Confidence, urged by the prefling anc^ immediate Neceffities of the Service, hope you will find 
“ it pradicablc to comply with my Requeft of appropriating the Firfl: Payment of the Revenues 
“ of the Country, dependent on Surat, which is paid in Advance, to the foie Ufe of the Army 
“ now under my Command.” ) 

In a Letter tranfmitted you from Surat fome Time ago, on the Subjeft of the Treaty made 
with Putty Sing, I delivered you my Opinion fully regarding the Sentiments exprefled by the Go- 
vernor General and Council on the Exchange of I'erntory made with him, and am happy to find 
it correfponds with thofe contained in the Prefident’s Minute, and recommended by you. It is 
I Sk inOiig, therefore unneceflary to take up your Time with f future Obfervations on that Point at prefent. 

You may rely upon my taking every effedlual Meaiure in my Power for protefling the Pro- 
vince of Guzerat from the Inlults and Depredations of the Enemy, during the *Abfence of any 
Part of the Troops to the Southward, which, with the Aid of Reinforcements from your Gar- 
rifons of Surat and Broach, will eafily be accompliflied, except Scindia Ihould himfclf return 
with a large Army, in which Cafe the Force that can be fpared for the Defence of the Pro- 
vince, might be unequal to keep the Field, but all Apprehenfions from that CHiarter, of Scindia, 
(and from no other can there be any Caufe to fear) will, I truft, be removed by the Plan which 
. ilie Government of Bengal may find it expedient to .adopt, to detain him in the Province of 

Malva. It remains now, that I lay a few Words refpeding Ragoba. The Prefidcnt, in his Mi- 
nute, has fuggefted a Mode of employing him to the Southward, but which, he adds, is rather 
thrown out as a Hint that may be purfued at a proper Seafon, than as compofing Part of his 
prefent Plan. 

It may not, however, be improper juft to take Notice of it, in treating of theSubjeft of Ra- 
goba, as it tends to recommend the Line of Condufl it may be moft expedient for us to follow 
regarding him. — The Two Chiefs mentioned by the Prefident have been long Partizans of Ra- 
goba, and have been lately in Arms again!! the Minifter. It is true, they defeated fome Troops 
that were fent again!! them, but they obtained no dccifive or material Advantages. If Ragoba 
was to join them, which however I am perfuaded he will not venture to do, their Force would re- 
ceive no Augmentation, and the Minifter would detach a more refpedable Army againft them, 
the Confcqiicnce of which muftend in their Defeat, and irrecoverable Ruin of Ragoba, wl» would 
citlier fall into the Hands of the Minifter, or which is more probable, fly to Hyder for Protection. 
The Difappointment Ragoba has met with from us, in not being decreed any Participation of the 
Revenues of the conquered Country, has afFeded him a good deal, and if he was once to execute 
the Dcfign of leaving us, he would not be induced to return to his former Afylum It (cems now 
no longer aConteft tor Empire with him ; he has fecn all the Hopes he might once have enter- 
t.iined of being fupported by powerful Partizans in the Empire difappointed ; and all he can now 
have any Wifli for, muft, I fhould think, in a great Meaiure, be confined to Siibfiflence, and 
t Sic in Orig. Safety to himlelf and Family. While he confines his Views to thefe J Prefents, even thofe who 
were jealous of his Pretenfions to Power may relent, and Dcfpair might alfo have the Eftcd of 
making him rely upon their Promilcs and Profcfllons. 

1 am therefore induced to give it as my Opinion that Ragoba fhould remain immediately under 
our own Eyes, and that no partial or inferior Attempts Ihould be made in liis Favour, which 
might end in Difappointment, and perhaps fix upon us the Imputation of having relieved our- 
felvcs from the Weight of a Tax we did not chufe to pay, by rdigning him to Deltdufiion. The 
final Opinion I have been led to form refpedting Ragoba’s Connedtion with us, is this, that though 
he can bring no material Aid, or render any eflential Service to us in the Prolecution of the 
War, from tlie extreme Contempt and Hatred he is held in by all the principal Leaders, that 
his Prcfcnce will be of infinite Ufe in impioving our Siicceflcs, when any future Plan of Ne- 


gociation 
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gociation is entered upon, and the great Work of Peace, through his Means, be more fpeedily 
,and cfFeftually finifhed, than if the Minifter was entirely relieved from any Apprehenfion on his 
Acccount. 

I Ihall conclude my Remarks upon the prefent Pofture of Affairs ; the clear and full Invefti- 
gaiion of which Subjeft in the Prefident’s Minute, leaves me fo little Room to enlarge, by ven- 
turing a few Words on the Obfervation he has made, concerning the Want of Information from 
the Honourable Governor General and Council relative to their Views in any future Ncgociation 
for Peace with the Poonah Government ; and on this Point I Ihall take upon me to fpeak only 
from the Circumftances he has Ijimfclf premifed, and the Conclufion which muft indifputably be 
deduced from them. 

The Honourable Governor General and Council have all along confidered the Attainment of a 
permanent and honourable Peace, as the grand and primary Objeft, their Inftrudions to me in 
June laft, which were imparted fully to this Government, pointed only to this End j fince the 
E’ailure of that Ncgociation they have repeatedly declared their ftrong Defire of effeding a reafon- 
able Accommodation ; they have approved and authorized the Plan concerted laft Year for profe- 
cuting the War, which had then become neceflary, and have concurred with you in the Objeft to 
which its Operations fhould be dircdled. 

Thefc Views once accomplifhed, I confider myfclf authorized from the Nature of their former 
Inftrudlions which have never been revoked, and their repeated Wilh cxprefTed for Peace, to 
conclude fuch Terms of Amity with the Maratta States, by the Advice and Concurrence of this 
Government, as the Succefles of the War may intitle us to expeft, as may be beft fuited to every 
concurrent Circumftance, at the Time when fuch Opportunity of Accommodation offers itfelf, 
and calculated to promote the true Interefls of the Company in general, and the Profperity and 
Succefs of this Prefidency in particular.

You will have been informed, from the other Department, of the Steps* taken in conrcqucncc of 
your Letter of the 10th ultimo.

Our Communication with Madras is interrupted by Hyder’s Horff poking themfelves between 
Pulicat and Duragpatam, where they have feized all the Boats. The Information comes from the 
Madras Head Peon, who happened to be at Duragpatam 24th ultimo, when he had Four Packets 
that could not be forwarded. While Things are in the prefent Situation, I wilh there were Two 
or Three fmall Vcflcls to go between Mafulipatam and Madras, for the Corrcfpondence being cut 
olf mult be attended with the greateft Inconvcniencies. 

I have received from Mr, Grccnwcll a Copy of his Letter to you, with the Rout from this Place 
to Cuttack, which I hope will give you Satisfadion.

Authentic Information having reached ps from Gangam, that the Communication of that Place 
with Fort St. George had been interrupted by Hyder Ally’s Horfe, who had polled themfelves 
between Pulicat and Duragpatam, where they had feized all the Boats ; alfo that Four Packets had 
been flopped at the latter Place ; On this Account, wc arc obliged to add this Caufc to the other 
Reafons which have frequently induced us to apprehend that our Corrcfpondence with your Pre- 
fidency was fometimes interrupted ; wc therefore ftrongly recommend to you, to devife fomc 
Means for the Conveyance of your Letters and Difpatches to us by Sea during the Continuance of 
the War.

Pe tah was taken, proclaimed Proteftion to all the Inhabitants, and llridly forbid their being S.cmO.lg. 
tilundered or in any Way molcfted. It feems, fomc of his Troops who firft entered the Town, 

Can to plunder; they were inftantly feized, and the Heads of a very great Number cut off. 

This rigid Attention to the Safety of the Lives and Property of the Inhabitants, added to his 

having alTumed the Title of Soubah of the Carnatic, upon the Fall of the Capital into his Hands, 

are Circumftanccs of the moft ferious Confideration. It is faid Hyder has, for the prefent, taken 

UD his Refidence in Arcot, and fentthe Body of his Army againfl Vellore. I have written for 

an exaft Account of the State of that Garrifon, and of its Ability to Itand a Siege. I am cruelly 

deorived of all good Information, and of the Means of obtaining it, by Hyder’s Horfe being laid 

in all the Roads of Com'inunication to our different Garrifons. In this Refpea: Heyder f has every i Sic m Ong. 

Advantage over me, as by Means of his Horle he receives Imelligencc from hence twice every Day, 

and of courfc is well informed of all our Motions. Of the Badnefs of our Information, no more 

ftriking Proof can be given Jof the Intelligence about Arcot, which, on my Arrival, was affirmed iSicinOrig. 

to be m our Po/TelTion, notwithftanding it had been adually taken Two Days before I reached 

Madras.

Letters of the lOth Oftober from Anjengo.advife, that Two Days before, came into that Road 
a Ship of Thirty Guns, and a Brig of Sixteen, both Privateers from the Mauritius, in Forty-two 
Days.*^ They came through the Nine Degree Channel ; and when within Three Leagues of Cochin, 
fell in with and took the Ship Bombay Merchant, Captain Virtue, from Buflbra. which, with the 
Captain, they.fent to the Mauritius, and landed the Two Mates at Ahjengo; they then flood out 
to Sea, pretending to go their f Fleet, which, they gave our, was only Two Degrees off the Land ; t Sic inOrig. 
but it is fuppofed they arc gone to cruize off Ceylon. The Goods on Board the Bombay Merchant 
are valued at upwards of Four Lacks of Rupees. The Mates fay, the Captain had Charge of a 
EurQpc Packet for Madras, and they believed alfo One for Bengal, but that he had Time enough 
to fink it Before the Enemy got Poffeflion of the Ship.

« muft come from Bengal, as I find there are no Refources here from whence a Pagoda is to be 
“ expetSled. I fliall in a Day or Two have an exaeff Eftimatc of every Expcnce made out, ^nd 
forwarjied to you for your more particular Information. 

“ The 10th November. 

“ I went Yerterday to review the Army encamped Five Miles from hence — Appearances not 
in their Favor ; but what is worfe, I found from the Officer in Command of the Sepoys, that the 
“ Capture of Arcot, J from whence they moft commemorate, have, from the Circumflancc of t^ic inOrig. 
«* their Wives, Families, and other near Relations being there, not only difpirited them, but 
created in them that Kind of Averfion to the Service which have already produced- many 
“ Defertions, and in cafe of adual Service, gives us every Reafon to apprehend Infidelity: Judge 
“ from this how anxious I muft be for a Recruit of Sepoys from Bengal, even if the Detachment 
which is to come by Land is fet out, as it is impoflible it can reach me for thefe Four Months 
to come, long before which Time I conceive every Thing will be decided one Way or the other. 

“ I muft intreat it of you, as a Point moft material to the Succefs of my Operations, and abfolutely 
“ neceffary to avert that Danger, that you ufe your Endeavours to obtain Volunteers from among 
“ the Battalions. There are many poflibly who will undertake a Voyage, which at this Seafon is 
“ very Ihort^ and fend fome to me ; many Opportunities may offer by the Ships which now daily 
fail from Calcutta to this Place.”) ^ 

When at Camp, I. was furprized to regard their Supply of Provifions, which I found came in 
fo fcanty as to be fcarcely fufficient for One Day’s Expence.

Sir* 

We have the Honour to acknowledge OUr Receipt of your Letter of the 6th and loth ultimo. 

It has given us great, Pleal'urc to hear of your fa'c Arrival at Fort St. George, with the Detach- 
ment of our Troops which embarked with you from this Place j and we are happy to believe, 
that the Mcafures which we have thus adopted for the Aid of that Prcfidency, will be followed by 
the befl: F.ffecls ; but among the feveral Advantages which we flatter ourfelves our Efforts will 
have produced to the public Service, we think none fo effential to its Prpfperiiy as that which is 
likely to be derived from your ready Compliance with our Requeft of you to take the Command 
of the Army on the Coaft, 'I’hcre cannot be a ftronger Proof of the Neceflity under which this 
Requeft waS made, than is found in the State of that Army, as reprefented to us in your I etter of 
the loth ultimo. Your Prclence at its Head cannot fail to give it new Hopes, and your Exertions 
will, wc truft, give Succefs to its Operations. Our Endeavours have continued, and will con- 
tinue, as far as we can poffibly exert them without certain Hazard to the Interefts of this Country, 
to promote its Succefs ; and we take this Opportunity of informing you,' that in Attention to the * 
ftrong Recommendation conveyed to us by you, before you left this Country, we determined on an 
early Refolution to detach Six Battalions of Native Infantry, with their Guns, and One Company 
of European Artillery, towards Madras overland. The Ncccffity of more Artillery Men for the 
Service of lire Ordnance, ’and our Inability to fpare more than this European Company, have pre- 
vailed with us, in direding that a Company of Golandage Ihould be allb formed for the Service of 
this Detachment, which wc have put under the Command of Lieutenant Colonel Pearfe. The 
Order for the March of thefc I'roops being to depend on the Anfwer given by the Government of 
Berar to the important Dilpatches which were lent to them at the latter End of September, we 
have been waiting in anxious Expedation of it; but, in the mean Time, thought it proper to 
dired, that the Detachment fliould commence its March to Naraingur, the Place appointed for 
the Rendezvous of the different Corps compofing it; and wc hope that at the Time of the 
Arrival of the whole Detachment theie, we (hall be enabled, by the Receipt of the expeded 
Advices from Nagpore, to give Orders for the Prolecution of its March. In refped to the Re- 
commendation which you urge to us, to ufe our Endeavours for obtaining Volunteers from among 
t!ic Battalions, to proceed by Sea to Fort St. George, we confefs, that we^urfclves do entertain 
fomc Doubts of its perfed Expediency ; but we (hall more certainly Inform you on this Subjed 
in cur next Letter. 

It has given us Concern to be informed of the Capture of Arcot by Hyder Ally’s Troops ; but 
it has furprized us the lei's, as we long fincc expeded to hear of the Event. The gallant Ilefiftancc 
made by the few Qfficers and Troops who garrifoned this Fortrefs do them the higheft Honour, and 
in our Opinion of it, the Lofs is not likely to have that Influence on our Credit and Importance 
which might have been feared from it in former Times, when it ftood firft in Confequence in the 
Dorninions of the Nabob of the Carnatic, for it has long ceafed to be more than nominally the 
Capital of the Nabob’s Country.

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It is cviJent then, that whenevpr I may march, I muft carry every Article of Provifion for the 
“ Ufe of the Troops from hence*, and as I could not, cither in Prudence, or from a Knowledge of 
“ the Length of Time to which my Operations may be extended, limit myfelf on that Score, the 
“ Calamity (for which, fuppofing I either had or could procure fufficient Carriage, of which there 
“ is not now enough to convey Six Days Provifions) would be fo confidcrable, that, againft the 
“ very large Bodies of Horfe which would harrals me on all Sides, my little Army would fcarcely 
“ prove an adequate Guard. Had I but Four thbufand Cavalry to aflift in this neceffary Part of 
“ Duty, 1 (hoiild apprehend nothing. As it is, until I am fufficicntly prepared to aft offenfivcly,

Gentlemen, 

I have juft perufed a Letter from Mr. William Maitland, the Second at Cuddalore, the Contents 
of wljicit being of Importance, and confirmed, I underftand, by Letters alfo come to the Council 
here, as well as correfponding in fome Particulars with what was written in my Letter of Yefteiday 
relative to Pondicherry, I lhall here tranferibe an Extraft for your Information. 

‘ The Roads have been lately fo infefted by the Enemy that the Tappals have not been able to 
* p.als cither to the Northward or Southward of this Place ; we have endeavoured to fend them 
^ by Sea on Cattamarans, but the Northerly Winds and Currents have drove them back. — The 

I'.nemy s Juncaneers are colleifting the Revenues at our Gates, and we have not Power futficient 
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* to prevent them. You muft have heard that the French at Pondicherry have rofe in Arms, 

* robbed our Rcfident there, and afterwards made him fign a Paper, the Contents of which he did 

* not unclcrftand, but he was compelled with fixed Bayonets at his Breall to fign it i— -after which 

* he burnt the Britilh Flag, and wrote a particular Account of the Affair to the Board here. ' 

* They have fince raifed 1,000 Sepoys and 100 Topazes; they are joined by fome regular Com- 
‘ panics of Seapoys from Hyder's Camp, and a Body of Cavalry. It is faid they are going againft 

* Chillumbrum, fo it is highly probable we fhall have a Party of his Troops this Way, who may 

* take us in their Rout, which they may very cafily do as our Force here is very inconfiderable.’ 

I am unable to exprefs my Opinion of the impolitick Conduft and Want of Forefight in this 
Government, in leaving the French Inhabitants of Pondicherry fo entirely to themfclves at fo 
critical a Conjundture of our Affairs, and with the certain Knowledge, not only of Numbers of 
that Nation being in Hyder’s Service adfing with him againd us, and had proved the chief In- 
ftruments of the Defeat of Colonel Baillic’s Detachment, ftut alfo with undoubted Information 
from Home of an Armament having failed from France againft our -Settlements in India. 

This moll atrocious and unpardonable Behaviour of the French at Pondicherry will, no Doubt, 
make you think it neceffary to take fome Steps with refpcdl to fuch of that Nation as are refiding 
at Chandernagore.

Sir, 

We have the Honour to acknowledge our Receipt of your Letters of the 19th and 20th ultimo j 
and at the fame Time to lend you in Duplicate a Letter which we wrote you on the 14th 
Inftant. 

It has given us great Concern to have received fo unfavourable a Recital as appears in your 
feveral Letters of the State of the Army on the CoaR, and ol the Neglecl that had been (licwn 
in the Management of the Military Department. It is not our Province, nor do we diTiie to 
enquire to whom the Blame is to be alcribed. The Reproach as well as Punilhment may hereafter 
fall on thofe who merit them. At the prefent Crifis we deem it expedient to look lorwanl rather 
than employ or wafte the Time in looking back. — We have the folleR Confidence in your Zeal 
for thepublick Service; — we know that your beft Endeavours will be exerted to apply Remedies 
where Remedies are attainable torcxifting Evils, and we have the trued Hope that your Experience 
in Military Affairs, and your wonted Activity in Cafes of Emeigcncy and Dangers tp the Wel- 
fare of the Company will have an early and profperous EffVft, and we again promife every 
Affiftance which this Government can afford in accomplilhing this great Objedt.

The Statement which you have tranfmitted to us of the Military Expences on the Coaft feems 
to us very high, and we know not how we fhall be able to provide for them, but we promife to 
fupply the Means as long as we are able ; we have only to requeft, that on your Part you will 
be as ftriftly watchful as poflible of the Expedition of the Supplies furnifhed by appointing proper 
Checks and Officers to controul it, and that you will at all Times communicate to us tlie Re- 
ports which they may make to you : With Refpeft to the Expcnce of the Civil Efta!)lifhment wc 
cannot undertake to contribute to its Support. The Collcflions drawn from the Circars muft 
furely be amply fufficient to provide for it; or if any Deficiency has happened in them which we 
have no Rcalbn to fuppofe, the Civil Servants may in our Opinion be content with the Company’s 
Bonds in Payment of their Salaries and Dues. 

We are much concerned to be informed of the great and urgent Occafion which you ftate to 
us for Supplies of Provifions ; our laft Letter will have informed you of the Meafures which wc 
had taken for providing them, and we truft that you will have received fome Qiiantitics from 
the Northward agreeable to the Profpeiff: which was held out to you. In order to fupply in fome 
Meafure your Want of Draft Bullocks for the Ufe of your Army, we have directed the Coii- 
trador to procure as many as he can to accompany Lieutenant Colonel Pearfe’s Detachment. We 
have no other Means of fending a fcrviccable Number, fincc there is no Craft here to tranlport more 
than a few of them by Sea. 

We are well pleafed that you have opened the Letter from Bombay to our Addrefs, and defire 
you will always ad in the fame Manner with refped to ail publick Letters to us when you think 
it neccITary. In regard to the Interference of the Portugueze, as Rated to us in the Letter from 
Bombay, wc deem it unworthy of your ferious Attention.

Ihe Honour ofaddrclllng you Four Letters fince my Arrival, conveying full In- 
t on of the State of Affairs on this Coaft, all of which I truft have reached you in Safety ; 
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and that I (hall footi hive the Pleafufe of your Anfwer to their Contents, and which I expcft 
with Impatience. 

In the Belief that the Monfoon was over, and that I might as foon as pofTible afcertaii? my 
real Condition for entering upon a Campaign, I moved the Army the 16 th inftant from the 
Cantonments on Choultry Plain to the great Mount where it now lays encamped. 

The Morning I marched and every Day fince a confuicrable Quantity of Rain has fallen, and 
left the Europeans (hould have fuffcrcd from lo immediate a Change from dry Qiiartcrs, to lay 
on the damp Ground, I have diftributed them for the prclent in the covered Buildings at this 
• Sic in Orig. Place, where they will continue until the Rains * take off. 

p (“ [a) My former Letters acquaint you of the Scarcity of Provifions ; — our Diftreffes on that Score 
^ “ have increafed daily. It is now Fifteen Days fince the Eurdpeans of my Army have had a frelh 
“ Meal Day, that is, fince the Day I marched from Cantonments there has not been any one Day 
“ enough of Rice for the Sepoys •, indeed, for the firll Thirty Hours, there was not a Grain in the 
Bazar; I have therefore been under the Neceffity of haying Recourfe to thcGarrifon Store. 'I'his, 
“ I confefs, I do with Reludance. As yet no Supplies have come from the North, nor any mere 
“ from your Quarter fince my Arrival. There is not at prefent a Maund of Grain to be purchafed 
“ in the Settlement, lb that our Cavalry Draught, and Carriage Bullocks are now fed on what little 
Paddy can be got; the Draft and Carria'C Bullocks are ftill very deficient, and even in the fhort 
“ March from Chorilly Plain to the Mount, gave too (Inking a Proof of their Inability to go 
“ through a Campaign, by the Difficulty with which they drew our Artillery. Experiencing thefe 
“ Difficulties, 1 may fay at our own Doors, I leave it to yourlelvcs to judge what might be our Situa- 
“ tion, were I immediately to proceed to a greater Diftance. It would be an At\ of rafli Impru- 
dcnce, which I could not, were the Army much more formidable than in I'a£l it is, reconcile to 
“ my Regard for the real Interefts of the Company and the Britifh Nation, on this Coaft. 

“ The Enemy’s Cavalry arc in detached P.irtics all around us, and daily make their Appearance • 
in one Qiiarter or another. No longer ago than Yeftcrday, they were fo daring as to come within 
“ Reach of the Cannon on the Wall of the Black Town, plundered the Wafhermcn of all the Linen 
** they were wafhing, and cut off the fmall Supply of Fowls and Vegetables, which ufed to come a 
“ few Miles to the North, for the Ufe of the Inliabitants of Fort St. George. This Event fuffices, 

“ that were I to move on, the Garrifon would, on the Land Side, be as completely blockaded as if 
** really regularly befieged, and, of Courfe, the Inhabitants would be fubjed to the fame Diftrefles. 

“ Indeed it may be faid, as nothing now comes in from the Country, they already fuffer them, and 
“ that my remaining is of no Service : But until I am in a Condition to move the Army to ad, it 
“ would be impolitic, by going a few Miles further on, to deftroy the Influence which it now has in 
“ obviating the Idea of a Siege, which might produce EfFeds prejudicial to our Interefts over all 
• Sic in Orig. “ Indoftan *. — In fhort, before I take a Step in a Matter of fuch great Importance, and on which fo 
“ much depends, I wilh to hear of the March of the Bengal Detachment, and of the probable Rcfult 
“ of our Peace Negociation with the Marattas. 

“ The Intelligence which I have been able to obtain here on the latter Subjed, by no Means 
“ promifes a fpeedy Accommodation. Nanna Furneffe is averfe to leaving Hyder Ally in the Lurch. 

“ Hyder, on his Part, fenfible of the Ruin that would fall upon him were a Peace to take place 
“ between us and the Mahrattas, is exertinghimlell by every poflible Means to keep them firm to their 
“ Engagements; and, in order to attach them further to his Intereft, he has lately determined on 
“ fending the Poona Government a confidcrable Sum of Money. I am told, he many Months ago 
“ preftnted the Minifter, Nanna Furnefe, with Four Lacks of Rupees, and to which is aferibed the 
“ Attention that Chief now (hews to Hyder’s Caufe. I have yet received no Advice pf General 
“ Goddard’s Operations againft Baflien, nor any Intelligence of the Arrival of Sir Edward Hughes 
“ on the other Coaft, both of which Points 1 am extremely anxious to be informed of, as well as of 
“ the fafe Arrival of the Letter I wrote them from here. 

“ Hyder Ally, continues at Arcot while his Affairs carry on their Operations in fome Degree. 

Colonel Lang writes me from Vellore, that he has drawn off Two thoufand of his beft Tioops, 

“ and all the Artillery that he had lent for the Siege of that Garrifon, fo that 1 have not now the leafl 
“ Apprehenfion for its Safety ; indeed,- in Jufticc to the good Condud and military Abilities which 
“ Colonel Lang has evinced, by the Manner he has provided for the Security of that Garrifon, I had 
“ originally little to fear; in that Quarter there were Two Sallies made from the Garrifon, both of 
* which were attended with Succefs, between forty and fifty Cavalry of the Enemy having been killed 
“ in the firft, and between eighty and ninety in tlie lad, on which Occafion we had fixtcen Sepoys 
“ killed and wounded ; a Mahratta Chief, one of Hyder’s Commanders of Horfe, is faid to have 
“ been killed by a Cannon (hot from the Fort. The Officer in command of the Gariifon of Amboor,

* to you the Concern which all thcic Circumftanccs give me, and which my own Situation ferves 
greatly to aggravate : I endeavour to keep up my Spirits, and hope tor the belt. 

“ Repoit fays, 1 lyder’s Army comes this Way : I truft he will, as I with lor nothing ntire ar-

Prefence of one of his Family neceflary, notwit hftanding I have requelled it of him as a Thing 
“ for his Credit, that not one of them has been near me fince I marched the Army hither. ^ 
“ Ihis ferves as a further Confirmation of what I have written in my former I.c ttcr, regarding 
his total Indiflerencc to his own Intereft ; at the fame Time it muft convince you, ifiat every 
“ Thing refls upon our own Exertions, and in which the exccflive CH'antity I am obliged to take 
** is far more confiderable than ought to fall to the L.ot of my Nation.

Should the French arrive, and whom, by the Tilt Accounts we have from the 
Cape, we may cxpecl daily, I trull you will not difappoint me.

Wfi mufl take this Occafion to obferve, that our Supplies of Money for the life of the Army 
under your Command have been Icfs frequent than they would have been, had they not been 
impeded by the Danger of Conveyance, arifing from the armed Ships belonging to the French, 
which for Two Months pall hive been cxcrcifing in the Bay; the Evil Hill continuing, and not 
being able to remove it by our Means, wc have written to the Admiral to detach a Ship of 
Force, on Service in the Bay, for its Proteflion and Defence againll the Enemy’s Cruizers. 

W e have Ships which might be fo armed as to be fufficiently Itrong to take the Privateers, but 
we have not Europeans to man them. It appeals to us, that at this Time Bills on Bengal might 
be eafily obtained at Fort St. George, and that a large Sum might be fupplied, by this Means : 
llic 1 rouble in the Carnatic alarming the Men of Property, they furcly mud be inclined to 
lodge their Money in Bengal, as a Place of Security, rather than permit it to remain at Midras ; 
and if tins fvlode of Supply can be adopted, we mull beg Leave flrongly to recommend it to you ; 

we again pioniile however at all Flvents to ufe the bell Means in our Power to remit Money 
to you. ’ 

Having lately givSn Orders, tlrtt the Detachment, commanded by Colonel Pearce, Ihould com- 
«mence its March ; and to ♦charge him with particular Inllrudlions, wc trinffiiit to you a Copy of * SielnCrij

Honble. Sir, and Sirs, 

In our Letter of the 9th Odober, which we have the Pleafure to forward you in Tranfeript, we 
acknowledged our Receipt ot the Letter which you h.ad written to us, under Date 17th Augullj 
we have fincc received thofc of the nth and 23d September. 

We have read with Attention your Prefident’s Minute, tranfmitted to us with your Letter of 
the 17th Auguft, and highly approve of the Sentiments therein delivered for a Plan of Operations 
for the enfuing Campaign. It Teems to us to be the belt th.it could be adopted at the Time 
when it was written, but fince that Period Events had taken Place which could not have been 
forcleen or provided for ; the interefl: of the Company requires that the Operations of their Troops 
Ihould be direded againft another Enemy, and that their Syllem of Policy (hould of Courfc be 
changed. It has now become neceiTary that the whole force which we arc able to colled and to 
fparc from the immediate Defence of our own Prefidencies, (hould be employed in curbing and, 
if pofTible, overfetting the encreafed Power of our ambitious Enemy in the Carnatic; and we hope 
that the Orders which General Goddard has received from l-ieutenant General Sir Eyre Coote, 
with whom it was left by us to fend him fuch as he (hould deem expedient, will have been fol- 
lowed by the immediate Diredion of his Arms towards the Territories of Hyder Ally Cawn. 

We wi(h at prefent to leave in Sufpence an ultimate Refohuion on that Part of your Letter, 
wherein you communicate to us your Oblervations on the Defire we had exprelTed, that the 
Receipts for the Acquifition in Guzurat (hould be cxclufively appropriated to the Payment of 
General Goddard’s Army. Our Ability to continue Supplies to it and to your Prefidency is not 
cncrcafcd fince we made the Requifition, but on the contrary confiderably lelTened. We have been 
obliged to augment our Military Strength to fupply the Place of the Detachments made from the 
Force compofing it; and the Profecution of the War in the Carnatic depends on the Remittances 
from our Treafury. 

(« (a) We have Tent to your Prefidency, * on the Ship Duke of Portland, the Sum of 5 Lacks 
“ of Rupees, which we hope will prove to you a reafonable Supply ; and we authorize you to 
“ draw on us for fuch further Sums as you may want, at a realbnable Rate of Exchange ; but the 
“ Exchange of Bills procured here, payable at your Prefidency, is ib extravagantly high, and the 
« Rifque of Conveyance of Treafury to the other Side of India fo great, that we cannot promife 
“ you Supplies in any other Manner.”) ' c 

We have perufed the Tranllations which you have fent us of the intercepted Papers from the ^ 
Dutch Chief at Surat, and the Maratta Vakeels, but we deem them as unimportant as defeflivc 
in Proof, and would recommend that the Complaint be tranfmitted to reft to a future Day. We 
are not of Opinion, that the Information contained in Mr. Henihaw’s Letter, enclofed in yours 
to us of the 23d September, is of fufficient Importance to require our ferious Attention. So far 
otherwife are we inclined to believe them • that the Portugueze are difpofed to be hoftile to the 
Company, that we have lately determined to make Overtures to them for an Union with us in 
diftrtffing Hyder Ally, by fending a Body of Forces into his Country. 

The Infults which have been offered to the Portugueze by this Common Enemy, the Friendlhip 
and Alliance which has long fubfifted between their Nation and ours, and indcpcndantly of -this 
laft Confidcration, the intereft which they have in Common widi us in curbing an Increafe of 
Power in that ambitious Chief, have prevailed with us in making them the Overtures above 
mentioned : And we have deputed on this Service Mr. James Peter Auriol, whq has been in- 
ftrufted to advife you regularly of fuch Part of his Proceedings as may be necefliry for your 
Information.

I have had the Honour to receive your Letter of the 14th ultimo, enclofing a Lid of Camp 
Equipage to be fent to Fort St. George by the Ship Duke of Portland. 

I duly attend to what you fay regarding your Endeavouis to afliil the Exigencies of this Pre- 
fidency, by having taken an early Refolution to fend by Land Six Battalions of Sepoys, &c. to 
reinforce the Army here, as being agreeable to what I rccommeniled before I left Bengal, and 
which I did upon a thorough ConvicHion fiom even the imi)crfe£l Information we then had of the 
Sufferings of this Military Edabldhment, by the unfortunate Defeat and entire Lois of that re- 
fpedable Dcuchmcnt under Lieutenant Colonel Baillie, would be much wanted. After being con- 
firmed in his Convidtion by my own local Obfervations, and alter having fully communicated the 
Particulars in Proof thereof to youi it cannot be othcrwilc than a Matter of real Concern to me 
to obferve, that the ultimate March of the Dct.ichment which you relblved to fend to the Aid 
of this Prclklency, fhould dill depend upon a Point yet in Doubt: For my own Part, confiding 
in the Sincerity of thole Profclfions of Friendfhip held forth to our Government from the Court 
of Bcrar, I fhould not have imagined that the peaceable March of a few of our Troops through 
any Part of Rajah Mocklajee Boolila’s Dominions could have remained a Qiicdion yet to be 
decided. I (hall not entirely relinquifh the Hopes of their coming, althougii the Def.y which 
has already happened places their Arrival here at fo dillant a Period that 1 lhall be obliged to 
ai'-t as if they were not at all to be expeded, and perhaps put more to Rifk for the Chance of 
retrieving the Public Dirtrcffes, than 1 might othcrwilc have deemed it prudent to do.

Surrounded as we have long been with Difficulties of the mod ferious Nature, and feeing no 
Profpe( 5 t of a Period to them, we receive infinite Satisfadion in finding your Opinion relative to 
the Condud of the Nabob and the Rajah of Tanjorc, the Meafure proper to be adopted towards 
them fo entirely confonant to our own. The ftriking View in which you have jilaccd their relative 
Situations and Connediori with the Company, and the jull Claim wc have to all toe Affillance their 
Countries can furniih for the Support of a Caule in which they are inor'a iLm Cijually inteielled 
with the Company, lo fully comprizes every Thing that can be faid upon tlie Suhjed, that ihc.^e 
is nothing lelt for us to add but our entire Concurrence in, and Dctennin.ition eventually to adopt, 
the decifive Plan of Condud wliich you have lo ilrongly recommenc^cd. We lay we will eventually 
adopt it, becaufe, previous to the Receipt of your Letter, wc had taken iVle.ilnics for obcaining 
Money both from the Carnatic, and from the Rajah ot Tanjorc, but are as yet ignorant of the Suc- 
cefs that may attend them. 

Finding ourfelvcs greatly difappointed in the Hopes which tlie Nabob had encouraged, that a 
confiderablc Sum would be paid in from the 'J'innivelly C )untry, and h.ighc Months ha ing 
elapfed fince the Commencement of the War, without having received fiom him the Im licit Al- 
lillance of any Kind, it became abfolutely neceffary to fall upon a n ore certain Mode (/i railing 
Money than to tiull any longer to his Promifes, we therefore inquired him to allign over to the 
Company, during the Continuance of the War, the Trichinopoly and l innivelly Countries, and 
to allow us to lendCompanyN Servants to thofe Countries to receive the Revenues. To this the 
Nabob would only confent on fuch Conditions as made us apprchcnfive, at th^ Time we agreed 
to them, that they would be produ6live of Difputes between his and our Servants-, and accord- 
ingly he has already begun to prefer Complaints againfl Mr. Rani the Gentleman wc fent to the 
'1 richinopoly Countiy, whofe Conduft it is evident, from the Coiuplaints themlelves, has been 
fuch as IS bell calculated to fulfil the Objed of Ifis Appoinimeiit, while it is equally evi- 
dent, that there is a fixed Defign in the Nabob’s Servants to do every Thing in their Power to 
irullrate it. The enclolcd Copy of our Letter to tlie Nabob will give you a clear Idea of his 
Condud. We are deicrmined to lupport the Servants we have fent to the alligned Countries, 
and to wait a (hurt Time to fee what IkTecl the above Tetter vvdl produce; and Ihould we find 
that neither the Affignmcnt, in its prefcnt Form, nor ilie ferious ld:pofl.ulation our Prefident has 
entered into with Iiis iJighnefs, are likely to operate to tiic Relief of our Neccliities* Uc (hall then 
infill on his giving an unconditional Allignmcjit of all the Countries he Hill pofildfes in the Car- 
natic tor the bupporc ot the War, infimating to him the Sentiments y<)u have expreffed on the 
Subjed as to the Propriety and Neccllity of the Meafure ; and Ihould he rtfuic to acquiefee, you^* . 
Sandionwill enable us lo proceed with the greater Confidence in taking Steps, without his Confent, 
for applying his Revenue to the Fxpenccs of the War.

The Communication between 
us and the Southern Dilfricts being in a great Meafurc cut oil’, we arc as yet ignorant of the Re-

fulr, but found it prove unfavourable, we mail be difpofed to adopt Meafurcs equally dccifive 

with the Rajah, tliough it will be prudent to proceed witii greater Caution, and conceal our In- 
tentions while the linemy continues in the Neighbourhood of 'I’anjorc, wheie he has been, for 
lome Time, overfpreading with his Cavalry the Whole of the Country to within a few Miles of 
the Capital. It is aifo but Jullice to the Rajah to diferiminate, in fome Degree, his Condufl from 
that of the Nabob, who, from the Coniincncemenc of the War in July to this Hour, has not paid 
One Pagoda, whereas the Rajah, tliough certainly very badiward and remifs, has from Time to 
Time paid in Sums for the Kxpeiiccs of the Garrilon.

We are happy to hear of tlie Succefs of our Arms under Lieutenant Colonel Camac, and ar- 
dently wiih that the Places he has conquered may be of inch Confequence as to incline the Ma- 
ratt^s to purchafe tlie Rctloration of them by coming to honourable Terms of Accommodarion. 

And here we cannot avoid exprclTing our Concern at the latter Part of your Letter, which affords 
lb little Hope of this dcfirable Event; doublefs the unhappy Situation of the Affairs of the Car- 
natic mud have been a principal Caufe of their Difinclination to Peace until lately. We have 
entertained the mod fangiiine Hopes that the Army on the Malabar Coalt would have made fuch 
an Imprcdion upon the Mal accas as might terminate in a Peace with them, anti in their joining us 
againd Hyder Ally ; but the Operations on that Side being now changed into a mere Sydem of 
Defence, they look to our Exertions for the Etteds which we cxpedetl from tiicirs ; and we, on 
this Side, are belet with Difficulties that are daily increafing, and from which, fuppofing the War 
to continue, noiliing can extricate us but a general and*deciftve Adion with Hyder Aliy, on our 
own Terms, or the Afiillaiice of a Body of Cavalry from the Soubah. The fird is an Event, of 
which the Abilities of our Enemy, and his Knowledge of our Situation, preclude the mod didant 
Hope; concerning the Second, we have alreatly dated our Opinion. Were Hyder alone our 
Enemy, we fltould not cnecnain a Doubt of the Soubah’s affiding us, on Inch Terms as thofe 
we liave fuggeded. The Obdacle to it, which at prefent ariles from his Connedion with the Poo- 
nah Minidry, you are bed acquainted witli ; and this leails us to the Point to which we wiih to 
draw your mud Icrious Attention. If there (houkl be any J hing in the Sentiments we are about 
to deliver, fecmingly incompatiiJc with the Ideas which your ]..ctter woukl inculcatr, wc liopc 
you will impute it to our having a ne.arcr View of the Situation of Affairs on this Coad, and of 
the melancholy Profped which it prckncs ; to our feeing on the Spot what you but contemplate 
at a Didance, and not our being wanting in a Senfe of what is due to the national Honour and 
Reputation. TheTemis which you acquaint us were offered to the Marattas, wc doubt not were 
fiicli as they might rcafonably have accepted ; but in a political View we think, and indeed the 
Event has proved, that they were w.irrantcd in rejeding them. It has never been held rlilhonour- 
able for a Nation, reduced by the Events of War to imminent Danger and Didrefs, to lubmit to 
'J'erms of I'eace ad.ipud to its Situation. We conceive the Qticdion which the Company 
would wifh to have confidered is, Whether fuch a Peace as can now be obtained, will be more dc- 
llrudivc to their Inierells than the Confequences tliat may be expeded from a Continuance of 
the War? Taking the Matter upon this Giound, and looking forward to what mud be our Si- 
tuation in Two or 1 hree Months, without fuppofing any finider Circumdance to intervenee, we + sk ia Oii 
do got hefitatc to declare, that wc can fcaicely conceive it poflible for the Marattas to propofe ' " 
Terms of Accommodation that ought not to be accepted; and if fuch is our Opinion, without 
anticipating any Misfortune, you will readily conceive how much it is drengthened by the Pro- 
bability of the Enemy being joined by a Body of French Troops, befidcs our being, as we have 
Realun to fear, on the Eve of Rupture with the States.

Honble. Sir, and Sirs, 

We have the Honour to acknowledge our Receipt of your Letters bearing Date the ill and 19th 
April, 13th and 22d ultimo, with their feveral Enclofures. 

We Ihould certainly have complied with your earned: Solicitation in fending round to your Pre- 
fidcncy with Supplies, as well the Two Ships Rochford and Eail of Dartmouth, as the Neptune 
and Bellmont, which had been for foine Time in this River, had not the Two latter Ships been 
almolt completely loaded with their F.urope Cargoes before your l.etter was received, in confe- 
quence of the early Rel'olution which we took on tiicir Arrival, to difpatch them to l^urope during 
the Month of April : Although thus prevented from employing the Ships Neptune and Bcll- 
mont on the Service which you propofed for them, we gave immediate Orders, on the Arrival of 
the Rochtord anti Earl of Dartmouth, that all poflible Expedition Ihould be ulal in unloading 
them of their Europe Cargoes, and embarking on them Cargoes ol Grain lor yoiir Prefidenty. 
'I'he Neptune has been ftnee unfortunately prevented irom proceeding to Europe by a Leak, and 
it is yet uncertain what can be done with her. 'I'hc Dartmouth iiaving been rcjrorted to us to 
be now in a proper Condition for receiving her Cargo, we have directed that it be immediately 
put on Board, and that flie fail as foon as the Whole fhall be embarked. The Rocliiord is not 
in fuch Forwardnefs, but will be ready to receive the Siipjdies which (lie is to carry you, about 
the Middle of next Month ; Ihe will then be immediately loaded, and as loon as her lading is 
compleated Orders will be given for her failing. 

The Diftrefs of your I’relidency has been rcprcfcnted to us, in your Letter of tire ill of April, 
to be fo urgent, that we fed the greatcll Concern in the ImpolTibility of our fui'plying your 
Wants at this Sealon fo amply as we willi, or as they require. You mud well kc.ow that no 
Tonnage is to be procured here for the Conveyance of fuch Supplies, on any Cunfideiation, 
before the End of tlie next, or the Beginning of the enfuing Month •, and the S miliwei.e ly Mon- 
foon has, for Ibme Time prevailed fo Rrongly, that Ships venturing to ficc it mult ineviiably 
make very long Fafiages to yourCoaft, and are. not likely to arrive there louner than if they were 
to fail from this River Two Months later. 

We have given immediate Orders for a Provifion of the Stores dcfired in the Indent wide h ac- 
companied your Letter of the 13th ultimo, and that they be lent as foon as Tonnage can be pro- 
cured for them. 

On the 14th of lad Month we difpatched the Nancy Ketch with Treafure to your Frefulency, 
amounting to above Five I.acks of Current Rupees in Gold, and configned as udnl to ihe Com- 
mander in Chief, for the Service of the Army: We fliall continue thele Supplies as wcdl as we 
are able ; but as the Tranfportation of Specie is always ha^ardou';, at this Sealon elpecially, and 
exceedingly pi cjudicial to this Country, which has fulTered greatly by the Drains iliac have been 
already made from it by the Exportation of its Coin, we mull repeat our \Vi(h that you may be 
able to draw upon us for a Part of your future Supplies, obleiving with Idea ure, within thefe 
few Days, that you have been able to obtain Bills on us to a confuluablc /\mount, anti we fhall 
hope to make up the Remainder in Grain, which will be the profuable Mode of Remittance.

Sir, 

My lad; Letter to you was dated the a4th ultimo, and Yefterday I was favoured with yours of 
the 13th January, by which I have the extreme iJilappointment* that none of my numerous Letters 
written fincc the March of the Troops from Surat had then reached. I have written you under the 
following Dates, viz. September 24th, Odober 15th, November 17th, two of December 28th, 
January 7th, January 20th,, February nth, and February 24th, all which Letters have been dil- 
patched in 'I'ripiicate. 

Receiving no further Meflage from the Minifter in confequence of the Circumftance commu- 
nicated to you in my Letter of the 24th ultimo, I refolved in concert with the Select Comnjittce 
of Bombay, as a Meal u re that would undeniably prove our finctre Defirc for Peace, and at the 
fame l ime ultimately obtain a true Knowledge of the Miniller’s Intentions, to tranimit him a Copy 
of the Propolals originally lent from Bengal through Modajee Bofla, which I accompanied with a 
Letter from mylclf, informing him of my Readings to accede to the Terms propoletl, and ratify 
them on the Part of the Company, provided they were accepted of in the Manner and within the 
Time limited by the Honble. Governor General and Council of Bengal, that i.s before or on the 9th 
of March, on which Day the Five Months would expire : 1 further addfd, that if the Treaty I now 
fend hvn was not agiced to within the Time mentioned, all Powers to treat upon 1 < rms therein 
cxpreflcd, would from that Period be at an End. This Morning 1 received his Anfwer, wliich I 
lole no Time in communicating, that you may fee the real holble Dilpofuion of the Minifler to- 
wards the Lnglilh and his confirmed Connection with Hyder : Both in the Plan and F,xtcuiion of 
the priTcnt War, have jointly concurred to defeat the Succelsof our pacific Intentions, anddejrrivcd 
me of the Power of being in any Refpeft alTifting towards your Operations againlt Hyder, lurther 
than by employing the Maharatta Forces on this Side, and preventing any Part of them being de- 
tached toaflift Hyder on the other. This Circumftance, as Matters have turned out, has been the 
Prelervation of the Guzarat and Coaquin, and even the Safety of the Pofleftions formerly belonging 
to this Settlement, which would have been endangered by rclinquifbing the Dcfenie and PioieCtion 
of the former fo long as the Maharattas might remain hoftile, and has been the utmoft Point to 
which the Object of my Operations has been able to reach. 

But to return to the Minillcr’s Anfwer, he writes me that the Governor General and Council of 
Bengal, did lend Propofals of a IVeaty to the Pcfhwa through Modajee Bolla, but tliat the latter 
had inforrftcd the Circar of his having lent them back to Calcutta, as inadmilfiblc for him to for- 
ward to the Poonah Government, He adds, that the Copy of that fame Treaty has now been lent 
him by me, and that it is certain the Propolals therein made are not confiftent or fit to be .ippioved 
. of by the Maharattah State, and that if 1 am ferment and fincere in my Dcfire for Peace and .'Vmity, 
to make a i reaty which Iball include the Propofals of fuch Perfons who maybe called to and cou- 
ncficd with the Councils of the Circar. 


This 
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This Letter he accompanied with no further Explanations in Writing, nor did he intimate any In- 
tention of fending a Vakeel, verbally to communicate either the Points in the propofed Treaty 
\vhi( h he would not accede to, and in particular of the Propofals which he wilhcd to ftipulate in 
loivour of the Allies of the Circar. Indeed, the Letter itfclf, befides conveying a pofitive Kcfufiil 
of tile I'erms already < ft’ered, does not feem to give the fmalleft Encouragement or Hope of Succefs 
to any Attempt upon new Conditions, but on the contrary exclude all Pollibility at prclcnt of a fu- 
ture Overrule on my Part; upon the Whole, the Minifter’s laft Adion confirmed me in an Idea

vviiiLh 1 have long entertain^ d, that he is too clolely leagued with Hyder in the prclent War, to be 
induced to leparate from him by any Bait we could hold out to his Acceptance; and that the late 
Succefs of Mydcr on the Coaft has filled the Enemies of the Englifli, particularly the Maharattah 
Minilter, who mull expeft to benefit materially by it, with furh prefumptuous Hopes and Encou- 
j a icmenr, that nothing but a Check put to his Career can effed'a Change of Sentiment or humble 
their Expedations. 

I fhall continue to give you Information of the minuteft Circumflance that may occur of any 
Importance to the general Succefs, and have the Honour to be with the finccrclt Regard and 
Elfeem, &c. &c.

Agreed that the following Letter be written to Sir Eyre Coote : 

Sir, 

We have the Honour to acknowledge the Receipt of your Letter dated the 27th April, and to 
reply to thofc Parts of it which require our Anfwcr to them. 

i'he Dedaration made by the Minifters of Poona to General Goddard, that Moodajee Boofla had 
informed the Circar of his having ‘ lent back our Propofals of Treaty to Calcutt.i, as inadmillible 
‘ for him to forward to the Poona Government’ is not true in Fad, ar.d is utterly falle in the Conclu- 
fion which it obviouflyprefents, and which was undoubtedly intended to be drawn from it. The Propofals 
were not returned, but ftill remain in the Hands of Moodajee Boofla; on Receipt of them MooJaJec 
wrote a Letter in Reply, in which he informed us, that knowing as he did the Sentiments of the 
Adminillration of Poona, that the Treaty in its adual Form would not be accepted, he had there- 
fore withhclii it until he had dated to us the Objedions and the Means of removing them, hoping 
to receive our Corredion of it in Time for its Effcd, as the Period ftipulatcd for its Acceptance 
was Five Months from the Date, which of Courfc left a lufRcient Interval for our Anfwcr to arrive; 
and that in the mean Time to prevent this Delay from operating to the Prejudice of the Objed: 
which wc had in View, he had forwarded a Copy of it to Poona. The principal Objedions were to 
the Refervation of Gwallior and Achmebad, and the Qualification of our Engagements to leparate 
otirlelvcs from the Caufe and Intered of Ragonaut Row. It would be infided, he faid, that thole 
Fortrcires, with all the other Stipulations made in Favour of Raja Putty Sing Guicowar, in the 
Treaty concluded with him by General Goddard Ihould be given up, and that we fliould not only 
abandon the Caufe of Raganaut Row, but furrender his Peribn to the Pulhwa. Thcfe were fuch 
Rcquifitions, as no State of our Affairs would warrant us to admit, and we are morally certain that 
if we had yieltied to them, it would have implied fuch a Confcioufnd's of the defperate Condition 
of our Affairs, as would have produced an Effeft the very Reverie from that for which it was in- 
tended, by railing the Prefumption of the Enemy to exaft yet more ignominious Conceflions, or 
perhaps to accept of any, nor would it have failed to excite in others the lame Belief, and the con- 
lequent Decifion of all Parties againft us as the natural Confequcncc of our Decline ; fuch is the 
Influence of public Opinion, which we have invariably experienced, and we believe that it was 
from an equal Convidion of the prevailing Operation of its Principle, that you yourfelf joined with 
us in framing the Terms which were offered to the Mharatta State, and in giving them luch a Form 
as prelcribed what we were willing to grant, rather than folicited a Forbearance of Hoftilities. Of 
the Truth of this Maxim wc had one rcmarkabltf Proof afforded us in a Letter written from the Go- 
vernment of Berar foon after the former, containing the Intelligence of the Capture of Bafleen, and 
the fubfequent Advantages gained by General Goddard on his Approach to Poona, and cautioning 
us not to mifeonftrue their former Advice, if impelled by fuch a Reverfe of Fortune, the Miniftcr 
fhould incline to accept the Terms which wc had offered to him. Since that Time, we have waited 
to know the Plan which fhould be further purfued by General Goddard, and the Ilfje^of it, and 
have placed our principal Dependance on thofe and on the Succefs of our Arms in other Parts 
of India for the Attainment of a Peace, and we arc perfuaded that more is yet to be expefted 
from fuch Caufes than any Modes of Reconciliation. 

It gives us much Concern to obferve a Spirit of Diffatisfaftion and Reproach prevail in your Let- 
ters to us, while wc arc confeious not only that wc have not given any Caufe for it, but that in every 
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material Aft of our Government we have either immediately or eventually confultcd the Succefs of 
your Operations, as that on which the Safety of the Company’s Intereft and the Rcfloration of the 
Tranquillity of India muft ultimately depend •, we defirc to make you acquainted with every Cir- 
cumftance, the Knowledge of which might be neceflary or ufeful to your Plan, or even gratify the 
liftfire you muft naturally feel, to be informed of the general State of Affairs, alihougli.unconnefted 
with your own aftual Purfuits, and for that Purpolc we have ordered our Secretary to draw up a 
Summary of all the political Occurrences which have happened lince your Departure, and we fliall 
regret that we did not notify to you the Accounts which we have received from the Government of 
Bcrar to our Propofals of Peace, if in that Inftance we have difappointed your Ex[ eftations. 

But we do not acknowledge the Juftice of your Reprehenfions, nor even difeover any due to the 
Application where you ‘ remark on the very different Syftcm which Ilydcr Ally fcenis to follow, in 

* order to cement his Intereft with the Mharatta Government, to that which we have adopted anti lb 
‘ ftrenuoufly perfift in ; and that every conciliatory Idea leems to be totally loft in our Aftions, 

* as if in no Rclpeft compatible with the Principles of Policy.’ We have llcadily ailhered to the 
Plan which was formed when you affifted with your Prefence, and with an efficient Voice in our 
Councils; and when our Affairs wore an Afpeft of much greater Diftrefs th.m that whicli we now 
view of them : We have ufed every p'xertion that might retrieve them, and the Siicccls has bern 
if not equal to our Hopes, at leaft fuperior to what we had any Right to expeft. We feel all the 
diflrcfsfiil Confequences of War, nor are our Enemies without their l)ifadvant.iges : Their Expenccs 
are beyond all Comparifon greater than ours, their interefts feparated whde ours giow into a 
clofer Union, the Confederacy totally diffolved, and their Revenues loft or diffipated or withheld 
from them -, however we may have been difappointed by the aftual Receipts cf thofe which we have 
taken from them, even the Inftance which you quote of a Supply of Eight Lacks of Rupees lent by 
Hyder to Nanna Furnafe, is an incontcftible Proof of the Diftrefs of the Maratta Guveinment, and 
at the fame Time of his Dependance on the Pcrfonal Situation of the Minifter, nocot liis political 
Management of the Government of which his Partner is the aftual Chief, 

We approve of the Advice which you have offered us refpefting that Article of our Treaty 
which you reprefent, and we believe juftly, as incompatible with the different Interefts and Rela- 
tions of the Minifter and Madajcc Sindia, and lliall keep it in View on every Occalion that may 
offer for its Application. 

We are no Icfs defirous than you exprefs yourfelf to be of an Accommodation with the Mharat- 
tahs with whom we ourfelves have nooiiginal Grounds ot Enmity, and can have fcaice an Object 
in the molt fuccefsful Prolecution of the War in which we are unhappily involved with them, 
neither your Advice nor the Admiral’s Recommendation can add to our Senle of the PIxpcdiencies of 
an Accommodation, nor can our Adoption of your Opinions either accelerate or promote it, fince 
it depends on the Will of others noton ours, and on the concurrent Agreement of many indepen- 
tlant Parties whole mutual Competitions in this Inftance are as oppofite to our Willies as in other 
Tilings they are likely to prove of Service to our Caufe. 

In confequence of a Letter lately received from the Rajah of Berar, informing us that It was his 
Intention to depute his Dewan Dewargur Pundit to Poona, for the Purpofc of effefting an Accom- 
modation, and dcfiring for this Effcft full Powers and Inftruftions flioukl be fent to General God- 
dard, we have renewed his Credentials, and given him Inftruftions to ncgociate and conclude a 
Peace with the Government of Poona, on the Grounds of the rejefted Treaty, with an Exception 
ot the 4tli Article, and a Relaxation from the Conditions before ftipulated for Ragoiiaut Row. 
We had before propofed an Interview between the Governor General anti the Dewan at Benares, it 
being the Governor General’s Intention to vifu Lucknow, and of Courfe to take that Place in his 
wov ‘^'■iring the prefent Seafon, and as the Dewan and his Mafter have repcaiedly tlcclared their 
M ifh aftd^ Intention that tlie latter fhould proceed to Calcutta for the lame I’urpole ; anti a Letter 
ince received from the Dewan feems to imply, that the firft Defign of his Journey to Poona is not 
likely to take Effcft j we think it moll probable that they will prefer the latter, efpecially as the 
Diftance to Benares is fliort, and the Opportunity of a Meeting there at the prclcribcd Time, if fuf- 
Icred to be loft, cannot be recovered at any other. 

1 he Letter to which we have lall alluded, appears to have been written on the recent Intelligence 
Army under General Goddard from Boor Ghaur, which had been communicated 
to M^oodagee by the Minifters of Poona, with every Circumftance of Exaggeration, and his Exultation 
on the fuppofed Dccifion of the Conceit in his Favour, appears to have excited him to a Denuncia- 
tion o engeance againll Moodagee, for having failed in the Co-operation which had been prclcribcd 
imputed Attachment to the Englifh. 

e have fent Credentials to Mr. Holland, and impowered him to negociace and conclude a new 
ireaty of permanent Alliance with the Nabob Nizam ul Moluk on the Bafis of that already ex- 
t q an offenfiyc one againft Hyder Ally, if he fhall be inclined to accede to it. To 

ur inl ructions already lent we fhall add our Concurrence with thofe of the Prclident and Sclcft; 
Committee of Fort St. George.

Extract of a Letter from the ScleCl Committee of Bombay, to the ScleCl Committee of Fort 

St. George, dated 3d July 1781. 

We enclofe Duplicate of our lad I,cttcr, dated the 8th ultimo, tranfmitted by the Ranger 
Snow, with Copies of the D lpatches from the Honble. Company, dated the 8th January, which 
we requeft may be tranfmitted to Bengal, in cafe of Accident, to Mr. Irwin. 

We are much concerned to inform you, that we find ourfelves only able to execute in Part our 
Intention of returning the Madras Troops ferving on this Coaft. Upon InfpeCtion into the State 
of our Forces after the laft Icvere Campaign, we found we had not above 400 private Europeans 
remaining, which, with a f'mall * Numbers at Tillicliery, cunftituted the whole Strength of our 
European Infantry on this Eftablilhment ; in fhorr, the 'i’otal of Rank and File, upon the 
general Return, amounted only to 532, Sick includeil ; nor was even our inadequate Eftablifh- 
ment of Artillery complete, and we have no ProfpcCl of receiving a Recruit from Europe. 

Whilft we arc in a State of aClual War with a formidable Country Power, and the National 
Enemies we have to guard againfl are nearly augmented by a Rupture with Holland, we think it 
would be highly impolitic, dangerous, and unjuftifiable, to leave this Settlement, of fo much 
Confequcncc in the general Syrtem, with fo flcnder a Force in Europeans; wc therefore judged 
the Detention of the Madras Infantry and Artilleiy to be indipcnfable and wc doubt not, the 
evident Neceflity of the Meaiurc will, under the hacls and Circumftanccs above ftate'd, be at 
once admitted by you. 

We did not on this Occafion confine our Attention to the immediate Interefts of the Company 
under this Prcfidency ; wc confidcrcd that General Coote had a moft refpedable Body of Euro- 
peans under his Command, that a large Force might probable foon arrive at Madras from Europe, 
and that a Jundtion muft by this Time have taken place with Colonel Pearfe’s Detachment, by 
which we truft the Army under General Coote will be rendered fuperior to every Oppofition, and 
the Affiftance of the Men under Colonel Brown in no wife neceffary or material, whilft without 
their Aid this Prcfidency could hardly keep up, even the Appearance of a Body of Europeans. 

Our extreme Diftrefs for Money, and the Inlufficiency of the Army Funds, have rendered it an^ 
utter Impoflibility to luflain any longer the Expcncc of keeping up your Troops on the Footing of

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a fcparatc Detachment on foreign Service, with expcnfive Eftablifhments ant’ as we have dcmon- 
ftrated the Impoflibility of parting with them altogether, we had no oilier Alternative iclt, rlian to 
diflblve the Detachment and fend home the Officers, incorporating the Non-conimiffioned and 
Privates with the Troops of this Eftabliffiment, until we may be in a Contliiion to return them, 
\)r an equal Number j we fliall thus obtain a moll material Addition to our linall Force, and the 
Company be relieved from an Expence which could not be fupported •, and we doubt not you will 
do us the Jufticc to believe we have not entered upon this Meaiure without the moll ablblute 
Conviftion of its Neceffity. 

We were not furprized at receiving a Remonftrance on the Subjeft from Colonel Brown, a 
Copy of which, with our Anfwer, we beg Leave to tranfmit for your Notice. We fliall do all in 
our Power to obviate the Objeftions he has offered, to which indeed we cannot allow the Weight 
he gives them > and for this Pufpole, we requefl: you will continue the Allowances hitherto made 
to the Families of the Men of this Detachment, debiting this Prcfidency for the Amount, whillt we 
fhall allow the Men their full Pay without Deduction, until their Families can be lent round •, in 
which we muff likewile rcqutll you will give your Afliftance to thole who may be dclirous of 
removing. 

Colonel Brown, with the other Officers of Infantry and * Artillery and Artillery, now return to 
Madras in the Duke of Portland, Ponlborne, and Contraftor ; and General Goddard liaving re- 
commended the Return of the Carnatic Battalion of Sepoys, we have, according to our lonner 
Intention, embarked ihcm| ot>thcfc Three Ships, and cncloled is a Detail of the wiiolc Embar- 
kation. 

The heavy Arrears due to the Madras Troops, which General Goddard acquaints us .amounted 
to upwards of Six Lacks of Rupees, evinces the Impoffibility of our maintaining them as a lepa- 
ratc Detachment. The General has been put to the utmoll Difficulty to anfwer in any Degree 
the prefling and indifpcnfable Demands of the Officers and Men, though we have given him 
every poUible Afliftance i nor in this Emergency was there any other Expedient left, than what 
we recommended on his afking our Advice, to refer them to your Government, or the Com- 
mander in Chief, for the Balance that might remain due, after he had paid as much as he could j 
for this Purpofc, wc gave him a Credit on your Treafury for Two Lacs of Rupees.

Further Extract from the fame Confultation, beginning at P.igc 225, 

Gentlemen, 

On the <29111 ultimo, General Goddard laid before us a Minute and Propofal, which is the 
Occafion of the prefent Dil'patch. Wc entirely concurred in Opinion with the General, that the 
Plan he has oflered appears calculated with every Probability of Succefs to anfwer thole great 
Ends of bringing the Maratta War to a Concliilion, and promoting the Succefs of the War in the 
Carnatic. Any inferior Attempt cannot produce decifive Eftecls •, and unlefs we fli.dl be in Cir- 
cumftances to take the Field in fuch Force as to be able to carry our Arms into the Heart of the 
Maratta Empire with a certainty of Succefs, it will be much better not to depart from our defen- 
five Syffem. 

It is however altogether impraflicable for the Government to enter upon a Plan of fuch Extent 
and Magnitude, without an Affurance of Funds to fupport it. Our own Refources are totally 
inadequate even to our prefent Demands, of which the Diltrefs wc have fo long experienced is 
fuflicient Evidence. Nor will our Expcflations from the Refources pointed out by the General, 
pertpit us to hope for Aids in any Degree equal to the Occafion : For though the General will 
molt probably fuccced in obliging Futty Sing to perform his Engagements, neither the Circum- 
ftances nor the Difpolition of the Nabobs of Cumbay and Surat offered any Prolped of material 
Relief from them. It is true, you have, in your Two lad Letters, ttrongly recommended vigo- 
rous Meafurjg, and given your Opinion, that nothing but a vigorous and UicceFful ProfecutTon 
of the War, can produce an honourable Termination of it-, but you have given us noReafon to 
expedl Supplies from you, and cfpecially fuch as could warrant our engaging in the extenfivc Plan 
now offered to us. 

General Goddard is the mofl: competent Judge of the Force ncccffary for the Execution of the 
Mcalures he has propolcd ; but however much we may approve his Plan, it is abfoliitely im- 
poffible for us to engage in it, or to take any Steps for augmenting our Troops without a Ccr- 
lainty of adequate Supplies froin you. We therefore take the Opportunity of His Majefty’s Ship 
Seahorfe to forward a Copy of the General’s Plan, with an Eftimate he has framed of the Expcnce 
that will attend the Execution of it, and requeft you will take the mofl: expeditious Method of 
• conveying to us your Sentiments and Refolution thereon.

General Goddard’s Minute and Propofal. 

In Confcquencc of the Propofal I made at our lall Meeting, to proceed to Surat by the Firft* 
favourable Opportunity, which was approved and agreed to by the Committee, I think it neceflary 
at this important Crilis, to impart fully to you my Sentiments, and receive particular Communi- 
cation of yours previous to my Departure, in order to prevent the Inconveniences of Delay inci- 
dent to an epiftolary Correfpondence, and to enable me to atf with the more Confidcrite and 
Decifion in every Situation, and take immediate Advantage of Inch Circumllances as may occur 
during my Abfence from the Prefidency. 

I need not take up your Time in deferibing to you the prefent alarming Pofture of the Com- 
pany’s Affairs, confidercd in a political Point of View, engaged as we now are in a Contelt of the 
moll interefting Nature with the Two moft formidable Powers of India, and at War with the only 
European States whole Power and Influence in this Country can be at all dangerous to our 
Interclls, becaufe thefc Matters are fully known to you already, and the Caufe, Progrefs, and 
prefent Situation of the War have been long the Objeds of our mutual Obfervation and Con- 
cern. 

It will not however be improper generally to premife on this Head, that from the Strength of 
the Powers confederated ^rgainfl us, and the determined Dilpofitiijn they have fo recently and 
ftrikingly manifellcd of perlilting in Ilollilities, it appears to me that we have no Refource but in 
our own vigorous I’erfeverance, and that it is therefore incumbent upon us to ftrain every Faculty 
and Nerve at tliis Time, and by one great Effort extort from the Enemy’s Fears what we can never 
exped to obtain from their Love of Moderation or Regard to Juftice. 

In our Deliberations regarding the Mharattas, the firll I'hought that naturally occurs is, to 
regret the ill-timed Intcrpofition of I lyder in their Favour, which has been the Means of pro- 
crallinating the War to this Period, and even now is Ib intimately blended with its future Pro- 
fecution, as to form the principal Objed of our Attention, in fixing upon the Plan of Operations 
to be hereafter puifued. Thus circumltanced, how lincerely mud wc lament, that no authentic 
Accounts have been received from Madras of a later Date than early in March latt, and that we 
are at prefent entirely ignorant of the real State of the War in that Qiiartcr. 'J'his, however, 
furniflies no Argument in Oppofuion to any Opinion of the Expediency of our profecuting with 
Vigour the War againll the Marattas, but rather tends to confirm it; fince, in cafe of our Arms 
not having proved decifively iucceisful on the Coall, the Neceflity of our Exertions heie is moft 
apparent ; and even if they fliould have been attended with that good Fortune which is rather to 
be hoped for than expeded, the more rcrpedable our Force ready to take the Field in this Qiiar- 
ter, the greater Weight ancl F.nergy mull it give our Counlels in any future Aticmpts to ncgociate 
a Peace, and the additional Sixpence that may be incurred, will be more than counterbalanced by 
the fuperior Advantages which mUlt be thereby ultimately fecured to us. 

From what I have juft mentioned, it is, I think, evident, that the Two following Principles 
ought to be laid down and cllablilhcd as a general Guide to our Deliberations on the Mcafurc 
proper to be adopted by this Government — Firll, the Neceflity of making the War in the Carnatic 
the Objed of our particular Attention, and ultimately direding the Operations of our Force 
towards promoting its Succefs ; Secondly, the vigorous Profecution of the War againll the 
Marrattas, as the only poflible Means by which tliat important Objed can be cifcdually 
obtained. 

It is unneceflary to fay any Thing to fupport the former Opinion, which has been long admitted 
as the Balls of our Councils, and correlponds exadly with the Senfe of the Honble. Govo-nor 
General and Council, declared in their Letter of the 7th January, and the Meafures entered into 
by them at that 'Lime for terminating the Maratta War, in order to be at Liberty to ad: againll 
Hyder. I lhall therefore proceed to give my Rea Ions for the latter Opinion, viz. ‘ That it is by 
‘ a vigorous Profecution of the War ag.Vmll the Marattas only wc can cffedually alTift the Ope- 
‘ rations of our Arms in the Carnatic.’ 

It is, in the firll Place, evident that no fulHciently poweiful Diverfion could have been made 
by us in their Favour, without at Icall a CelVation of Flolti'icies being previoufly agreed to by the 
M.irattas; and all our Attempts to this Purpolc having failed of Succefs, the fame Obftacle 
which prevented us during the late Campaign, exifts now in as full Force as ever. It is alio certain, 
that to detach any (mail Body trom the Troops of this Prefidency, in order to attack and make 
a Diverfion into Hyder’s Territories from the Coaft of Malabar, would be imprudently weakening 
our own Strength, without the Poflibility of any beneficial or adequate End being thereby attained ; 
and to employ any confidcrable Force on fuch Service at prefent, would be to devote not only 
the Company’s new PoflelRons to unavoidable Deftrudion, but to expofe their neareft aftd*dearcft' 
interefts at this Prefidency to certain Ruin and Dilgrace; for I have it from very good Authority, 
that the Miniftcr is employed in making Preparations for ading with Vigour the next Campaign, 
and in particular is entertaining a numerous Body of Infantry ; fo that if we are not prepared to ad 
Qffenfively againll him, we mult exped to be called upon to defend ourfclvcs ; another powerful

Interells at this Time. , r 

It is not neceflary in this Place to make any Companfon betwixt the Importance to the Com- 
paiiy of their Interefts on the Coaft or at this Prefidcncy, tecaufe Circumftances are not yet (b 
defperate as that the one muft be facrificed to the other, and it is an undeniable political Truth, that 
though many Objefts may deferve a preferable Confidcration to others, yet when we betray our 
Weaknefs by relinquifliing a Part of our Pofleflions, we fo far deftroy the eftabliflied Belief of our 
Superiority, and give fuch animating Hopes and Encouragement to our Enemies, as to rifquc the 
Lofs of the Whole fuch an Idea therefore ought not to be admitted, without the laft and moft 
indifpenfable Ncceflity. Bcfides, granting even the good Policy and Poflibility (both which I 
deny), of our employing an adequate Force againfl; flyder on this Coafl’, it does not follow that 
he would, on that Account, be neceflitated to leave the Carnatic, fince fo great and recent Proofs 
luve we of the intimate Connexion of the Poonah Miniftry with him, and fo materially would it be 
for their intereft to fupport him on the prefent Occafton, that I am perfuaded a Maratta Army 
would immediately march to oppofc us, and proteft the Dominions of their Ally, by which Means 
Hyder would be enabled to continue himlclf, and maintain the Force at prefent with him in the 
Carnatic, equally as if no Diverfion had been made whatever. It is furcly neceflary to remark, 
that the Apprehcnfions and Danger of an Attack from this Quarter has been till now, and muft 
hereafter be made the only Means of preventing the Minifter from detaching any Part of the Forces 
of the Empire to the Afliftance of Hyder, and taking an aftive Part with him in the War upon the 
Coaft. 

The Inference which I would draw from the above Remarks, and the Opinion I wifli to efla- 
blilh is this, that as we ought in all our prefent Rcfolves to have the Succefs of our Arms in the 
Carnatic ultimately in View, and it is impoflible our Military Operations* can be immediately 
dircdled to that Objedt until a Period is put to the Maratta War, we ought therefore ftrenuoufly to 
exert ourfelvcs to adl with Vigour and Dccifion the next Campaign againtt the Minifter, and com- 
pel him to come to fuch Terms as may leave us at Liberty to purfueour March towards Hyder’s 
Dominions, cither with or without the Afliftance of a Maratta Force, an Event of which I do not 
doubt to fee the full Accomplilhment, provided the Plan I mean to propofe can be carried into 
Execution i I am myfclf of Opinion that it may, and that the prefent Exigency of our Circum- 
ftanccs, while it adds to this Difficulty proportionably cncreafcs the Ncceflity of our making fomc 
extraordinary and vigorous Effort, which flrall, by one great and fortunate Stroke, effedually 
retrieve our Affairs, free us from all further burthenfome Expence, and place the general Domi- 
nion of the Company in India above the Reach of future Danger. 

Having proved the Expediency of arming ourfelves for an offcnfivc Campaign, I fliall proceed 
to explain the Plan by which it appears to me we muft effedt this Purpofe. 

As. the Whole of the Force which could at prefent be colledted, is only equal to a Plan of mere 
Defence, I propofe, tliat an Enercafe of Eight Battalions of Sepoys ihould be immediately made 
to this Eftablilhmcnt •, thefe are to be confidered as raifed for the temporary Exigency of the Ser- 
vice, not as fixed Corps, and when the Purpofe for which they were formed lhall have been 
effeded, they may be reduced accordingly. The Levies for compleating them muft be made in 
Guzerat ; and it is intended that a Part of them ihould be employed in garrifoning Surat, Broach, 
and the other Forts belonging to the Company in that Province, by which Means the Six old 
Battalions now there will be able to take the Field. As in the ihort Period that now remains 
before the Scafon of Adlion commences, it may be found impoflible to complete the Number of 
Ltight regular Battalions, I propolc that the Chiefs of Surat and Broach be further diredlcd to 
entertam, with all polfiblc Expedition, as many local or irregular Troops (including Arabs and 
Scintys) as they can j in doing which they will be particularly careful whom they admit, fo as to 
guard againft the Confcquences of Treachery. As my Prefence to the Northward will, amongft 
other Objeds, anfwer that of attending to the Bufinefs of thefe new Levies, I propofe, if the 
Committee Ihould be plcafcd to empower me to do fo, to give the neceflary Diredions for effeding 
it, in fuch Manner as 1 (hall find, upon full and particular Enquiry after my Arrival, to be bell 
calculated for the Purpofe of raifing the whole Force propofed, or fuch Part of it as can be pro- 
curt^, m the fliorteft Time, and at the lead Expence poflible ; and it will in fuch Cafe be 
rcquifite to give the neceffary Inftrudions to the Chiefs of your Northern Settlements, to afford 
me every Afliftance in their Power, and comply with fuch Requifitions as I may find it neceflary 
to make to them for promoting the Succefs of this Bufinefs, as well as the other Objeds of the 
public Service particularly entrufted to my Care at this Time, and generally conneded with the 
Station I hold as a Member of this Government. 

1 he Provifion of a Fund for this propofed Encreafe of Expence, is a Point which next requires 
to e conlidcred, but here I muft profefs my infufficient Knowledge of the Refources poflefled by 
this Government to fuggeft any adequate Plan for that Purpole. To you Gentlemen whofe long 
xpericnce in the Affairs of this Prefidency has laid open to your Infpedion the fccrct * Sources and * 
which publick Wealth may be made to flow, I cheerfully and confidently leave the 
, adopting fuch Expedients as you may judge moft effedual, and as the urgent NecelTity of 

A ^ **^7 temporary Inconvenience and even Diftrefs we may reafonably 

t to derive a real and lading Benefit, how Ihort fighted would that Policy be juftly deemed 
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which could hefifete at this important Crifis.to facrificc IcfferObjcds in order to fecurc others of the firfl; 
Magnitude, and clTential to our very Exiflence. Independant of our domeftic Rclburces, and of which 
I rejjeat my own Inability to form any competent Judgement, the only Quarter from which any 
idea occurs to me of drawing Support, feems to be the three Country Powers to the Northward in 
Alliance with us, viz. Putty Sing and the Naivabs of Surat and Cambait. 

Fhe Poverty and Weaknefs of the lad of thefe is too well known to warrant any Expediation of 
elreiftoal Afliilance from him; he maintains only a few Horle, which arc abfolutely neceflary to 
])iotcdl his own confined Territories from the Preebooters who infeft its Borders, and. to call upon 
Iiim for a Supjiort would be an Acknowledgement of Inability in ourfelves, that could not fail to 
be prejudicial to our Interefl:.s. As his Situation however gives him an Influence, and an Opportu- 
nity of I'.xpericnce to the Northward, where the bed and moft ferviceablc Horfemen are to be found; 

I think he may hereafter prove ufeful, fhould Circumftanccs rciAlcr it nccclTary for the Company to 
take a Body into their Service. 

With rclpcdt to the Naivab of Surat, although reported to be in PofTcflion of confiderable Trea- 
fure, I cannot myfelf form any certain Idea on that Subjedl. His long Dcpendance upon, and 
doll* Connedion with your Government will bed enable you to judge how far he can be made to 
contribute his AfTidance to the general Operations of the War, and if through his Means a Body 
of looo or even 500 Florfe could be railed for the Service of tlie next Campaign, it could not 
I'urcly be confidcred by him as the fmalled Hardfhip, and would be of infinite Benefit to our Opera- 
tions : It might perhaps militate againd the Engagements at prefent cxiding betwixt the Company 
and the Naivab, if he was obliged to fupport a Body of Troops for their Service in the Field at his 
own Expcnce, but to remove any jud Grounds of Complaint on his Part it might be dipulated, that 
whatever Encreafe of Charge he may make on the Occafion fhould be hereafter reimburfed him by 
'the Company. • 

I come now to fpeak of the life which may be made of Futty Sing in the approaching Cam- 
paign, and the fuperior Ability of this Chief, as well as the particular Engagements which bind him 

Support 

•Sic in Orig. to exert that Ability for the Purpofc* of our mutual Intereds, renders the Difeuflion of this Point 
of Confcquence in our Deliberations. 

In the Treaty concluded betwixt thfc Honble. Company and him, befides agreeing to a Plan of 
mutual Defence, it is exprefsly dipulated that he lhall furnifli 3000 Horfe, and as many more as 
he may be able to bring into the Field, to aft with the Company’s Forces againd the Maratt.a Mi- 
niders whenever called upon by them to do fo. The Neceflity of providing for the Defence of the 
Guzerat, and 'the Apprehenfion of its being invaded by either Scindra or Holkar in Penon, in which 
Cale Futty Sing’s Forces would have been abfolutely neceflary to unite with Major Forbes’ Detach- 
ment in repelling them, was the Caufe of my not requiring him to furnilh the necelTary Quota to 
accompany my March to Baflcin lad Campaign, but as in the Prolccution of the Plan now recom- 
mended it will be requifjte to adopt a diflferent Conduft, I propofe immediately upon my Arrival in 
Guzerat, to call upon him to fulfil his Engagements in their fulled Extent, and to fettle with him 
the Time when and Manner how they are to be carried into Exerution, either by attending himfelf 
in Perfon, orentruding the Command of the Troops he may furnifh to his Brother, one of which I 
cc.nceive from political Confiderations, ought to be infided upon ; I trud I lhall find no Difficulty in 
adjuding this Point to your Satisfaftion, and for the Benefit of the publick Service. I am, how- 
ever, of Opinion, we ought not to relax in any Degree, fince however improper it would be at this 
'J ime to give Futty Sing any jud Caufe of Jealoufy or Complaint, by ellablilhing Claims not au- 
thorized by Treaty, it would be equally impolitic to defid from urging our legal Pretenfions, fince 
he would naturally aferibe fuch Forbearance to a Confeioufnefs of our Inability to aflert them, 
anil be remifs in the Performance, iven of the Part he had once admitted. With refpeft’to the • 
Ahmedabad Detachment, the Intention of leaving it was to anfwer political Purpofes of our own, 
and not to ferve Futty Sing, who was himfelf very much averfe to the Meafnre, from the Degree of 
Influence it would necelTarily take from the Authority of his Government; I lhall however in Obe- 
dience to the Commands of the Honble. Governor General and Council, reprel'ent to him the Judice 
and Neceffity of his defraying the Expence of aGarrifon furnilhed by us, to affid in the Proteftion 
of his Town, and I ho|5e he will be prevailed upon to acquiefee in the Propriety of my Reprefenta- 
tion, and agree to the Payment of a Sum proportioned to its Amount. 

It remains now to fay fomething of Rajonaut Row, refpefting whofe Intentions the Committee 
have enjoined me to make drift Enquiry, and to report to them my Opinion. 

I have fince our lad Meeting fully rcconfidered the Subjeft:, and my Opinion now is, from the 
yiaraftersof the Chiefs arrived at Surat, and their Conneftion with Manajee, the known Partizan 
of Rajoba’s Caufe, that their Dcfign in coming is aftually to enlid under his Banner and join our 
Arms, provided we agree to find them Subfidence. As Rajoba will, therefore, I am cpnyinccd be 
exceedingly Iblicitous and urgent with me for a fatisfaftory Anfwer on this Point, I wiffi to know 
how far you chulc to authorize me to declare your Intention of fubfiding and giving them Encou- 
ragement. Rajoba himfelf after our having exprefsly declared and made ourfelves the Principal in 
the War, (to change which Sydem no fufficient Caufe yet exids,) can only be a fecondary CoAfi- 
deration, but if through his Means a good Body of Maratta Horfe can be convened, the Poinvis 
certainly of fuel) Confequcnce to our future Succefs as to merit the mod particular Attention. %t 
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almoft unfurmountablc Difficulty prefcnts itfelf, from what Fund are they to be fiibfifted ? 
Or if Money can be provided for their Support, under the pofitivc Reftna.ons of the Honble. Go- 
vernor GenUl and Council to advance no more to Ragoba than Ten thoufand Rupees monthly, 
what Principle can we defray the Charge of thefc Men, who call themlelves his h ol lowers ? 
Whv becaufe we Itid it ncccflary for the general Interefts of the War to entertertain a Body of Horfe, 
thoueh Adherents of Rajpba, we derive every Advantage from their Service againft the common 
Foemv without entering into Engagements with Rajoba himfelf, which might be a Rcftraint upon 
oi^uture Condudf. The Degree of Encouragement, therefore, to be given to thele Men, need 
bear no R^^l^tion to our Defigns refpeaing Rajoba himfclf, but muft depend upon the Plan we fix 
for die Operations of the enluing Campaign, and the Means of which we find ourfclves poflefled to

Plan of Opemtions to be purfued, which muft in a great Meafurc be regulated by Circumftances 
at the Time, but fhall explain in general Terms my Idea of the certain advantageous Confequenccs 
that will in all human Probability rcfultfrom the Meafurc I have recommended. 

With an Army compofed and completed as I have above deferibed, I propole entering the De-

^'^As^the ultimate Objed, however, will be to favour the Succefs of Sir Eyre Coote’s Operations, 
and caufe a real andeffedual Divifion in Hyder’s Country, I perceive in the Plan I have projeded 
this Point fccured in the moft full and certain Manner, fince the Prefence of a Force fo irrefiftable 
as I have deferibed, will bring the Minifters to any Terms we may wilh topreferibe, and enable me 
to profccutc my March into Hyder’s Country, not merely by fixing the Marattas in a convenient

I have been induced. Gentlemen, to recommend this Plan, though comprehenfive and involving 
great Exertions and Expence, from a full Convidion that all partial and inferior Attempts will be 
found inadequate to any good and ufcful End, and fubjed to Difappointment and Lofs. 

Should it meet with your Approbation and Concurrence, I am of Opinion that no Time ought to 
be loft in communicating it to the tjjonblc. Governor General and Council, and laying our Senti- 
ments on the Subjed; at large before them and Sir Eyre Coote, in order that fpeedy Means may be 
taken by the former, to continue that eflcniial AlTiftance and Support which they have fo invariably 
and fuccefifully afforded, and without which it will be impolfible for us to carry the propofed Plan 
into Execution. 

It will be alfo neceffary to receive the fulleft Powers and moft particular Tnftrudions for our fu- 
ture Guidance from the Bengal Government, founded on a Knowledge of the Meafures we propofe 
to adopt, in order to enable me to ad with Promptitude and Vigour, and (as the apparent End of 
my March will be to fubdue the Maratta State,) to avail myfelf of Circumftances and Opportunities 
.ns they offer immediately, and without the NecclTity of further Reference, for I cannot help enter- 
taining the moft fanguine Hope, that the Approach of an Army fo formidable as I fhall be able to 
condud with me into the Field, will itfelf prove fufficient to incline the Miniftcr to an Accommo- 
dation, without waiting the Effeds of military Operations.

We have received in this Department your Letters of the 26th April, 8th June, and 3d July, 
with their fcveral Enclofures, and on the 23d Inftant your Letters of the 7th and i6th Auguit, 
with the Papers mentioned therein, came to Hand per Betfey. We have alfo received General 
Goddard’s Letter of the 5th July. 

In reply to the firft Part of your Letter of the 7th Auguft, we beg to be underftood that when 
we fay BafTcin we confine ourfelves to the Fort and I Hand, and that when we mean the whole Dif- 
trid we fhall particularly exprefs it. 

Confidering the critical Situation of the Company’s Affairs on the Coafl: of Coromandel, and the 
indifpenfible Neceflity of llrengthening Sir Eyre Coote’s Army, as far as Circumftances admit, we 
arc concerned you have been under the Nccelfity of detaining from him the Europeans belonging 
to Fort St. George. 

We have read over with great Attention General Goddard’s Minute and Propofal for the Plan of 
the enfuing Campaign, dated 30th July laft. 

Whatever Benefits may be hoped for or expeded from the Profecution of the War according to 
the General’s Plan, in which you fay you entirely concur, it is abfolutely out of our Power to adopt 
it on the Footing propofed by him ; neither the prefent State of our Finances, nor the expeded and 
indil'i’enfible Demands of the Madras Government, the Maintenance of the Eftablilhment for our 
Protedtion and Defence, will admit of fuch encrcafed and accumulated Expences. We may add to 
this, tliat if our Finances were equal to it, we could not find the Means ot conveying fuch large and 
conltant Supplies of Treafure to you, but at the moft imminent Hazard of its falling into the 
Hands of our Enemies, and affording them the Means of annoying us. 

To anfwer the Draughts we have given you Permiflion to make on our Treafury for defraying 
your military Charges, according to your former Eftablilhment, will probably be thb moft we 
fhall be able to do, and this by a Sacrifice of the Company’s Commercial Intereft in thefe Pro- 
vinces. 

Thus fituated, we muft defirc you will confider the State of our Rcfources, the Produce of your 
own Revenues, and the Means which Circumftances may fuggelt to you for railing Supplies you 
muft calculate your Efforts, and proportion your Difburfements, and if it is not in your Power to 
adopt offenfive Meafures, we recommend you to revert to your own Plan, pointed out no later than 
24th March by General Goddard, and approved by yourfclvcs in your Letter of the 30th of the fame 
Month for adopting an offctifivc Plan, by ufing your beft Endeavours to cover and proteft the 
Territories you have acquired, and occafionally to annoy the Enemy if they expofe thcmfclves by 
impradicablc Attempts on you. 

Further Extradl from the fame Confultation and Letter, beginning at Page 278. 

You fay in your Letter of the 30th July, ‘ we know not in what Words to dlfo/ibe our Dif- 
‘ trellis for Money, nor can any Conception you can form of it * exceed the Reality.’ 

This is a Defeription truly alarming, and of itfclf fufficient to preclude the Idea of encreafing 
your Difburfements. In Addition to what we have already faid upon this Subjefl:, we can oi/ly u^e

Difficulty, to contribute with Chcerfulnefs. V 
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In this Idea and undcrftanding that the Bengal Detachment is from the Natune and Length of 
Service on which it hath been employed greatly reduced in Numbers, we lhall delire General Gcd- 
d ird toftrike off all unnecclfiry and extraordinary Charges incident to that Corp. while Icrving as 
a D«aciiment, whi<h will enable your Drafts on our Government to go much turihcr mdetiaying 
the Fxpences of your (cveral Ellablifhments. 

We cannot conclude this Letter without earneftly recommending to you in gc icral and to Briga- 
dier Gen' Goddaul in paiticular, to lole no Opportunity of promoting an A(* Oinmod.it on well die 
Marattas, as die only Means of enabling the Company’s Fortes to contend fucccFtuliy with their 
othei nume rous hncmics, and to extricate us from our prefent Difficulties.

§ (“ (rt) To the Secret Committee of the Honblc. Court of Dfreftors of the Honourable United 

Eaft India Company. 

“ Honble. Sirs, 

« In the prefent alarming Situation of your Affairs, which their Diftance, the long and momcn- 
“ tous Interval which will have paffed before you can receive the Knowledge of them, and 
« the Difienfions, which are ever attendant on public Calamities, will be fo apt to exaggerate, you 
will probably expeft that I Ihould inform you of my particular Sentiments concerning them ; 

“ and I am the more defirous of conforming to this Suppofition from a Belief, too iflrongly 
“ founded, that the Meafures ncccflary for the Prefervation of your Pofleffions and interefts in India, 
will be inevitably produdive of one Confequence, of which you ought to be early apprized, that 
“ you may be enabled to obviate it in the Provifions which, I underftand, will fall regularly under 
“ your Confideration, foon after the probable Receipt of thefe Difpatches.— I bear too high a 
“ Refpedfor the Charaders to which I addrefs myfclf, to treat them with the Managements of a 
« preparatory and gradual Introdudion of an unplcafing Report; and, as it is the only Point of , 
“ lubitantial Information which I fliall have to convey to you in this Letter, I fhall, therefore 
“ make it the firft Subjoft of it. 

“ The Confequence, to whiclr I allude, is the NecclTity to which I forefec that we fhall 
“ be compelled of making a large Ketludion, and, polTibly a total Sufpenfion of your Invell- 
“ ment for the enfuing Year . — 1 cannot pronounce what our Ability may be beyond that 
“ Period ; this will depend on Contingencies too variable and remote for prefent Conjedures. 

“ In Juftification of the Meafure itfelf, which I have predided, I mull remark, that it will 
« be Ids an Ad of the Board, than, as I have before intimated, the Rcfult of an unavoid- 
“ able Ncccfiity, in which no Option will be left us, but cither to facrihcc the temporary Profits 
“ of the Company, or to hazard, for ever, the Exiftcncc of all that they poflels for the Sake 
of retaining them. It will be impoffible, at the fame Time, to provide for the vail Expcncc 
“ which will be required for the Subfiftence and Defence of both your other Prefidencies, and 
“ for an Inveftment, in Addition to the encrcafing Exigencies of this Government, and all from 
“ its own unaflifled Rcfources. 

« We have been already reduced to the mortifying Extremity of borrowing Money at Interefl, 

« by which we have raifed the Sum of 64,44,601 : i : 6. This Refource cannot lalt — it mult 
“ ceafe at a certain Period, and that perhaps not diftant j but the Exigency which called it forth, 

“ will ftill remain the fame, and muft be anfwered. 

“ We have no other Fund from which we can defray it, with the prefept Appropriation of our 
« Means ; for, exclufivcly of the foreign Calls, our own internal Expences have accumulated, and 
will yet incrcafe, notwithflanding all the Care and Economy that we may ufe to check them, as 
“ we muft replace all the Native 'I'roops which we have detached to the llelief of the tarnatic ; 

“ and as it is to be apprehended that our Revenue may fuffer by the large Drafts which we fhall 
be obliged to make of our Current Specie.”) , 

I will confefs that I am more alarmed at the Novelty of the Meafure, than convinced of any real 
Detriment of which it will prove to your Interefts, when 1 confider that your Ships arc detained in 
their Outfet for Months by the want of Hands to navigate them, and liable, without any Exemp- 
tion or Diftindion, to the fame Hardfhip as the Neceftity of the public Service impofes on common 
Vcfifels of Trade, that they arrive too laic to be difpatdied in the fame Seafon; that equal Delays 
after attend them in their Return, which is accomplilhed with Hazards fo great, that at lead a 
Part of their Cargoes cannot fail, without great Negligence of our national Enemies, to fall into 
their Hands ; and, in that Senle, fo much of your Inveftment may be affirmed to be provided for 
their Benefit, equally with your Lofs. 

I can venture to aflurc you, that every Precaution will be taken by this Adminiftration with the 
Advice of the Board of Trade, to prevent the Inconveniences to which the Bufincls of your In- 
veftment may be liable in its Renewal, from its having been difeontinued : Refpeding the Expedi- 
ents which may be recommended for Supplying tlic Deficiency of your Inveftment, in the Cafe of

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its Stoppa‘^c beyond the next Year, upon thcfe I do not prefumc to offer my Opinion ; they will 
not elcapc your Penetration, and. I know that they will beluggefted by a Judgement and Expe- 
rience, in thefc Points, fuperior to my own. 

• I do not know whether your Supercargoes at Canton will (land in any Need of our AlTiftance : 
I niould think not i but it is unneccflary to add, after what I have herein premil'ed, that it will be 
equally out of our Power to afford it. 

wait in anxious Expcdlation of an Anfwer from the Government of Berar to my Difpaches, 
which conveyed the Treaty propofed for its Guarantee, and the Ratification of the Adminiilration 
of Poonah •, this may arrive in the Courfe of another Week. I have every Reafon to believe it 
will be entirely confonant to my own Willies. With the Aid, or even Neutrality of this Power, I 
have no Doubt of being able td make the Rcfourccs of this Government equal to every Service 
which may be exafted from them, both for Maintenance of the aflual Peace of thefc Provinces, and 
the Rclloration of your /Affairs in the Carnatic, however defperate they may now appear, if they 
continue under theCondudl: of your prefent Commander in Chief. 

I cannot venture to pronounce what may be the Determination of the Adminiilration of Poona. 
Confidercd as a State, it has certainly every Cauie to dread the Aggrandizement of Hydcr Ally 
Cawn, its natural Enemy : As a Fadtion, though not wholly uninterelted in the Event of his Suc- 
cefs, it may be influenced by other Caules ; by the Ties of Confederacy, by its own Weaknefs, by 
the Jealoiify of Ragonaut Row, by the Alcendant of Mahdagee Sindia, and his feparate Views, 
which are incompatible with Peace, and perhaps by national Refentment. Yet, I think it proba- 
ble, that the Example of the Government of Berar may contribute to turn the Scale in our 
Eavour ; but I have no Grounds for fuch an Expedlation in any recent Ad or Appearance. 

Permit me to olfer a brief Refledion on the prefent State of your prefent political Aflairs. I have 
been told, that the Manitta War has been, 1 know noton what Ground or Suggellion, attributed 
to me. — Your Honourable Court is poflefled of the fullell Evidence of the contrary. The Occa- 
fionof the War was planned and executed without the Knowledge or previous Concurrence of this 
Government, which has had no other Participation in it, than in providing, by an extraordinary 
Exertion, for the Support of the Meafures undertaken by the Prcfuicncy of Bombay, it thcle luc- 
ceeildi, and for its Prefervation if they failed. Our Detachment arrived feafonably for the laft of 
thele Objeds, and for the Redemption of the National Honour, which had been, without it, irre- 
trievably loll. I had, indeed, flattered myfelf, that the War would have foon terminated m luch 
Advantages as would h^ve amply atoned for the pall Calamities which had attended it. Whatever 
Convidion I may entertain of fuch a Conclufion, it is now reduced to an Argument of unavailing 
Speculation, in which every Perfon is at Liberty to form his own Opinion. 

Another and more intcrelling Occafion has now called fur the Exertion of this Government, in 
the Prclervation of that of Fort Sc. George. This, at leall, w 11 not be imputed to the Govern- 
ment of Bengal. If the extorted and palliated Confcifion of the Nabob Nizam Ally Cawn may 
be credited, and we have the Evidence of the moll publick Notoriety to confirm it, it was the 
foie Eft'ed of a Confederacy formed at his Inftigation, .and didlated by his Refentment of the In- 
fringements made by the Selcd Committee of Fort St. George on his Rights obtained by the ’l'rcaty 
fubfilling between him and the Company, and his natural Apprehenfion of Hollilitics intended 
by that Government againlt him. Whatever be the Caiife, luch have been the Effeds, and it is 
our Duty to do all that may be in our Power to avert tliern. This we have already done, to a 
Degree as great as the Time, and our Means, would admit-, we have abandoned our own Mca- 
fures in the Crifis of their Succefs ; we have formed a powerful Detachment, which will be in a 
Condition to march in a few Days from this Date-, ancl have ufed Means which, though new and 
untried,* were the moll likely to prove of fpeedy and of certain Effed to win Allies to their Caufe, 
even of our prefent Enemies. I hope it will not appear the AlTumption of an undue Merit to 
oblerve, that extenfive as the Aids are, which we have already afibreied them, and at a Seafon in 
which the Rules of your Service have hitherto interdided the Navigation of thcfe Seas, in Confider- 
ationof the Danger attending it, they arrived in Safety at Fort St. George, in Ids Time than Two 
Months from the Date of the Calamity which furniflied the Occafion tor them, computed from the 
Return of the Army, under Sir Hec‘tor Munro, to the Mount, on the 14th September, to the Ar- 
rival ot the laft Ship of the Fleet, the Duke of Kingfton, at Fort St. George, on the 5th November. 

We lhall continue to employ the fame vigilant Attention to your Interefts j and I have no Fears 
for the Event, while I have the Mappinefs to poflefs my prefent Means with the fame able and wil- 
ling AlTiftance which Fortune h.is given me in my prefent Aflbciate of this Government. 

I moll humbly beg Leave to conclude this Letter with a Recommendation of Major Popham to 
your Favour. The Services which he has rendered in the F.xpulfion of the Marattas from the Do- 
minion^ your Ally, the Rana of Gohed j and cfpecially in the Capture of the important Fortrefs 
of Gwaffier, have given him a Claim to my Solicitation in his Behalf •, and you will permit me to 
obferve, that in whatever Mode you may be plealed to ftamp your Approbation of his Services, 
Tou cannot have a more deferving Subjed for it, nor a Seafon in which the Zeal of your Servants 
will Better entitle them, on every Principle of Policy as well as Juftice, to fuch Rewards and En-

“ I have embraced this Opportunity of communicating a Piece of Intelligence, wliich, from the 
“ flagrant Circumitances and daring Spirit of the Natives in this Part of the World, icquires the 
“ molt lerious Attention of tlie I lonourable Board. 

“ So very lately as the 14th of the current Month, Three Gentlemen, viz. Enfigns Irvine, 
“ Horne, and Dadet, being on their Way to join the Army, were ftepped by thefe Freebooters at 
“ Beerpoor, a Vdlage didant from Buxar only Three Cols. I'he Zemcedar, at the Head of a 
“ numerous Gang, endeavoured and was very afliduous in picking a Qiiarrel with the Gentlemens 
“ Servants, Two or Three of whom they cut down with Tulwars, and afterwards robbed a Bag- 
“ g 3 gc Boat. Not yet fatisfied with fucli cruel and barbarous Treatment, the Zenveder (as Two 
“ of the Gentlemen informed me) made a Stroke at Mr. Badct with a Tulwar, and etu him fo 
“ defperately acrofs the Forcheatl and other Parts of the Body, that he was brought back to Buxar, 
“ and immediately lint away to Patna to have the Adidance of the Medical Gentlemen at tlic Sta» 
“ tion, though with very little Hopes of Recoveiy. The other Gentlemen are at prefent with me 
“ waiting the Idiie. Immediately on receiving the above daocking Account, I dilpatched a Ser- 
“ jeant and Thirty Sepoys in Qiicit of the Offenders ; and Yederday the Detacliment returned, 
“ and brought a Number of People Prifoners along with them, whicli I will lol'e no I'ime in ex- 
“ amining, and taking every other Step necelPiry to get to the Bottom of fo d.iring an Infult. So 
“ foon as I am able to invedigate the Matter thoroughly, I will take the carlicft Opportunity of 
“ .-iddredlng liic I lonourable Board with the Refult of my Enquiry. 

“ As this is nut the only Inllancc of the daring and inlblent, I may almoft fay, rebellious Spirit 
“ of the Naiivcs in almoll every Didri6t of Cheit Sing’s Country, I have officially made pepeaced 
“ Applications to Mr. Fowke, the Rcfidcnt atBcnaris, to reprefent thole Grievances to the R-ijah, 
“ but hitherto without EfFed. 

“ General Coote likewife addreffed Mr. Fowke, in Confequence of my Complaint, a Copy of 
“ which 1 fend inclofed ; alio Mr. Fowke’s Anfwer to the General. Some ffiort Time afterwards, 
“ I had a Second Occafion to addrefs Mr. Powke on a Second Infult ; a Copy of which I likewife 
“ inclufc you, with his Reply. 

“ Since wilting the above, I have juft had a Third Complaint preferred to me againft thefe 
“ People, by a Scrang that was flopped by Myup Sing, the Paranpara Zemcedar, who 
“ threatened to murder him, if he did not immediately pay too Rupees Duty on a Boat be- 
“ longing to M.ijor Dull', which he at that Time had charge of, and was conducing to the Pre- 
« fidency. The Account, as wrote by the Scrang himlelf, and delivered by him to me, I have 
“ inclofed for your Perufal. 

“ All thefe Circumftances, properly confidered, will evidently flaew the great Neceffity there is 

of fpeedily failing upon fomc Means to put a Stop to fuch outrageous Conduil,‘asr -t prefent 
“ there is no Safety for the Traveller either by Land or Water.

I will immediately apply to the Rajah in the Manner you defire, and reprefent to him the Pro- 
priety of punifliing and rcprelling the Infolence ot his Servants, and tlie Ncccflity of their alTidng 
the Commander in obtaining Supplies for his Garrifon ; However, I think I can venture to pre^ 
diift, that a Recrimination is all tlic Redrefs 1 ihail be .able to procure ; and I am convinced that 
the Interference of the Supreme Council is become ablolutely necrffaiy to put a Stop to'thcfc 
Enormities, The Moment 1 receive the Rajah’s Anfwer, 1 will give you the Subdance 
of ir.

Finding myfelf under the NecelTuy of complaining againd Mcer Jaffier Ally the Fouzdar of 
Bcllia, in the Zemindary of Rajah Cheit Sing, I requed the Favour ot your interpofuion, both 
to redrefs the Grievance, and to prevent fnch Condud in future. 

Captain Eaton, the commanding Officct of Buxar, detached Three Sepoys to the above- 
mentioned Village, which is fituated near Buxar, on the Frontier of the Rajah’s Zemindarry, 
icr the Purpofe of receiving fomc G ain, for which he had advanced Money ; but the Fouzdar, 
without Provocation, abufed them and afterwards indigated his People to attack them with their 
Swords, in confcqucnce of wliich all the Sepoys were woundc^, and one fo badly that his Life 
is in Danger. 

The Merit or Demerit of the Sepoys is a Matter which is not now in Point. Admitting 
that they mifbehaved, the Condud ot the'f*ouzdar merits the fevered Punidimcnt: for it was 
not only difrefpedful to our Government to difgrace and wound them, but unneceflary and irregular, 
as the Fouzdar diould have complained to C'aptain Eaton, who would have afforded him ample 
Redrefs ; but if Individuals are permitted to reiid our Sepoys, every little Difpuie mud be pro- 
dudive of Bloodfhed, when the End may be more ededually anfwered by a Complaint to the 
commanding Officer, without the Rifque of the Lives of the injured, and without the Diminution of 
the Confcqucnce of the Sepoys, which it is tlie intered of our Government to fup'pdrt,\ 1 therefore 
requed the Favour of you immediately to procure and tranfmit to Captain Eaton a Perwannah from 
the Rajah to the before mentioned Fou/dar, reprimanding him for his Condud, and forbidding 
him in the mod pofitive Manner to fuder any Violence or Refidance to be offered to l>he Com-, 
pany’s Sepoys, as he may always obtain Redrefs by complaining to the commanding Offi' er.

Company as the Occafion may require. 

And that he further inform the Nabob in general Terms of the Heads of the Accufations laid 
to his Charge, which will afterwards be properly digefted and delivered to him in Writing : He 
is alfo to acquaint his Excellency, that it is left at his Option either to remain at Chitpore or 
jirocecd to his Houfe in Calcutta; anti Ihould he find the Nabob under any Appreiienliiins or 
Alarm for the Safety of his Perlon, he is to remove inch wrong Imprellions, by giving him full 
A fill ranee of his pcrional Safety: And further, to difiipate all groundlers I’eais, it betomes ne- 
celfaty he Ihould give his Excellency a competent Idea of the Honble.

• In Obedience to your Commands I immediately waited up * the Nabob Mobareck iil Dowhih, 
and after Opening the Bufmefs of my Mifllon to his Excellency, I dedivered the Honble. the Pre- 
fidcnt’s Letter, enlarging, at the fame Time, upon the fevend Arguments which were theiein 
urged againfl continuing Mahomed Reza Cawn in an Office of fuch Importance, under him, wbi n 
the Company, with whofc Intereft his own was infeparably conneifted, had deemed him unworthy 
of any further Triifts under them. His Excellency appeared fully fenfible of ti'c Force of iheic 
Arguments, and hefitated nor to affiirc me, he was entirely of Opinion with the Honourable the 
Prefident and Council on this Matter ; and, to teftify his Readinefs to conform to your Pleafurc, 
and to promote that Union and Confidence which ought ever to fubfift between him and the

“ Extrad of a Letter from Captain Noke, comm inding a Battalion in Major Mofes Crawfurd’s 

Kcgiment, at Buxar, on its Way to Benares, dated 25th Augult 1781, to Captain Hawkclley 

Hall at Dinapore. '' 

“ ‘ It is from Fellows d fguifed in ftrangc Habits, that arrived to Day from Chunar. They 
“ came in here while we were at Dinner with Major Eaton, with Intelligence, and gave us to 
“ underlland, that the Country all the Way from the Carumnalfa to Benares was lined with 
“ Troops ; and it was not poflible for a Detachment of Id's than Four Battalions, and as many 
“ Guns, being * arrived at fuch a Pitch of Diftradion, as to think of moving that Way, much 
“ more to attempt it. They alfo fay, that a f few remaining Four Companies of Popham’4 llegi- 
“ inent, that Was left at MirXapore, had attempted to join the Six that had retired to Chunar 
“ with Mr. Hallings, had fuffered an aftonilhing Lofs : They were unhappily intercepted in a 
“ narrow PalTage in fome of the Streets of the Town, and were butchered in a moft inhuman 
“ Manner, Poor Captain Mayaffrec, of Artillery, who had Six Field Pieces and Two Howitzers 
“ under his Command, w.as furioufly alfaultcd, and his Head llruck off, which was carried about 
“ the Town as a Trophy. This unfortunate Gentleman had alfo the Company of Frenchmen 
“ that Sir Eyre Cootc brought from Madras, confifting of 100 ftrong, who were alfo mifcrably 
“ hacked to Pieces, and only Fourteen of them cfcapcd into Chunar ; about Fifty or Sixty Men 
“ of Popham’s Four Companies are alfo cfcapcd to that Place. Poor Jonathan Scott I find is 
“ of the ftain, at the Refeue of the Rajah, and Five poor Fellows of the Artillery Officers, I 
“ mean killed and wounded with Captain MayafFrc, Ta complete our Misfortunes, our Intelli- 
“ gence lays, that Captain Maxwell and his Battalion are in great Danger, as Parties of Men .Ire 
“ laying in wait to intercept his Pafiage at the Gauts of the Gograh. In Ihort, I very much fear 
“ there can no Alliftance arrive at Chunar Gur from any Place but*Futtah Gur and C^pore. 

“ Major Eaton has recommended to Major Crawfuikl not to ftir from lienee till more favourable 
“ Accounts airivc. Lieutenant Adams and Mr. Perreau fortunately made their Efcape Tom 
“ Gauzeporc in tlic Night, and arrived here without Molcftation.

“ Honble. Sir, and Sirs, 

« I deem it necelLry to inform you, that I have received certain Intelligence of the Rebel Futty M,.Grane, 
“ Saw’s being in Arms, with a Body of about f ifteen hundred Men, which he has been collcfting ^7111 
“ for I'ome Time in Rajah Cheyt Sing’s Country, from whom he has received Supplies of Money 
« for that Purpofe. 

“ The Battalion that was Rationed at Burragong having, in Confequence of Orders from the 
“ Honourable the Governor General, marched from that Place on the 23d inRanr, and no Force 
“ being left for the Defence of Houfeepore, I was induced to make Application to the Command- 
“ ing Officer at Dinapore for a Battalion of Sepoys to be fent me without Delay *, and I have now 
“ the Honour to enclofe his Anlwer to my Requilition, from which you will perceive, that I can 
“ have no AffiRance from that Quarter. 

“ It is not a little fuiprifing, that Colonel Ahmuty fhould even fuggeR the Probability of my 
“ being furnilhed with a Force equal to the Service required, from Major Hardy’s Corps, which, 

“ it is well known, is ib difperfed at different Stations throughout the Soubah Behar, that there 
“ are feldom more than a tcvv Companies left in the City of Patna. That, however, nothing on 
“ my Part may be omitted, which carries the Poffibility of faving Houffeypore, I Riall imme- 

diatley apply to Major Hardy, though fcarcely any Hopes prelcnt thcmielves of his being able 
“ to afford me any AfliRance. I am alfo collecting together, with all Expedition, a Body of Bur- 
“ gundoffes, both in the Circar Sarun DiRriCt, aned in Houffyporc, which may in fomc Degree, 

“ tend to quiet the Fears that Futty Saw’s Preparations have occafioncd, and induce the Riots to 
“ continue to cultivate their Lands. But fliould Futty Saw, as it is probable he will, enter the 
“ Country, I hardly ilattcr myfelf, that any Force 1 can affcmble, will prove adequate to drive 
“ him out again. A few Sepoys of the Militia Corps, who are at this Station, will accompany 
** the Burgundoffes.

“ All reguhr Communication between the Company’s Territories and Benares, having been 
“ Tout tor ihel'e laft Ten Days, I deem it incumbent on me to acquaint you with fuch Particulars 
“ as have coir.e to my Knowledge, through a dill'crcnt Channel. 

“ A Detail ot the Commencement of the Dilturbances at Benares, and the firll fatal Confe- 
“ q'-Kiices pri)duced by ilicm, you have no Doubt received from the Governor General the Ac- 
count reached this on the ailUnfhnt, and on the 24th a Report of an Engagement between 
“ fome of the Troops belonging to Chunar and Raja Cheyt’s People, was current, but feemed to 
“ want Conlirmation till lalt Night, when an Hircarrah belonging to a Gentleman who went up 
“ vvitli the (iovernor Gt iieral arrived here in Five Days from Benares -, this Mart tells me, that 
“• being on Board one of the Budgerows, he heard dillindly a conttanc firing during the whole 
“ Day near Ramnagur; that, in the Courle of it. Two Officers, who appeared much wounded. 
“ were carricil acroi's the River to Benares ; that our Troops were defeated after having expended 
“ all their Ammunition, and the greatcll Part of them cut to Pieces. The Hircarrah fays, the 
“ (Governor General, and a Number of other Gentlemen, were in the City of Benares the whole 
“ Time, aiul did not leave it till fome Time after Sunfet, when they all let out for Chunar •, he 
“ liLewife adds, that in coniequence of an Attempt made foon after the above Affair happened, 
“ to fcizc the Boats, in which feveral Hundreds of them were inhumanly maffacred, he, with 
“ Twenty-one others, found Means to efcape, and were proceeding towards Buxar, but they had 
“ not gone many Cofs, before they found thcmfclves furrounded, and the greateft Part of them 
“ foon fell a Sacrifice to their Purfuers. 

“ The following is an Extraft of a Letter, I received this Morning, from an Officer of Cap- 
“ tain Maxwell’s Battalion, which marched from Burragong, to join Major Crawfurd, at Buxar. 

“ ‘ The chief Caufeof my writing this is, a' Piece of Intelligence which Captain Maxwell re- 
reived when croKing the River, from Three Officers who left Buxar this Morning, who had 
“ been on their Way to join Major Popham’s Regiment. (They give the Particulars of the lalt 
“ Affair, which your Accounts mention to be a Battalion from Chunar.) It was a Detachment 
“ of Four Companies, with the Guns, under the Command of Captain Mayaft're, They were at- 
“ tacked on their March through a Village, and cut off to a Man. Of the Body of Chalfeurs 
“ (who were cither with him on the March, or attempted to relieve him,) but 20 made their 
“ I'.fcape to Chunar. They were a fine Corps, and had Two Guns attached to them, with a rc- 
“ maikable good Gunner. From thefe unfortunate Difafters, Popham’s Detachment, which 
“ tonfifted of liis own Regiment, and the Dci.achmcnt of Artillery under Captain Mayaffre, is 
“ now reduced to Four Companies. His Regiment was firlt encamped at Miirwader, a Place 
“ dulant about Two Miles from Benares. But where the Remainder is, I cannot find. Poffibly 
“ * made their Retreat good to Chunar. Eight Officers are fait! to have fallen ; amonglt thele 
“ \va. Captain Mayaffie, whole Head was cut off, and carried in Proceffion on a Spear, through 
“ Benares, i'lie Governor it pofuivcly at Chunar. Thefe Officers mention their having feen Ma- 
“ jor Crawfijid at Buxar, who is very anxious for our Arrival, but undetermined what to do. 
“ In tlic prelent Pofture of Affairs, 1 do not fee what poffibly can be done. A confidcrable 
“ Force is not only on the Banks of the Caramnalfa, but the whole Way from thence to Rarnna- 
“ gur. Our croliing the River under fuch Circumft.inces, would moft likely be attended with 
“ bad Conlequenccs ; for if we compared Matters, I think that Detachment of Mayaffre’s, Four 
“ Companies of beiioys, 99 Europeans, (the Number of the Chaffeurs), with at leafl. Four, if 
“ not mure Guns, and thole remarkable well ferved, is equal, if not luperior, to any ‘ilegiment 
“ of Sepoys. 'I'hefe Circumflances leave not a Doubt, that your Intelligence is better than any 
“ received.’ 

“ As you will naturally be led to imagine, from the Intelligence of M.sjor Crawfurd’s R'’gi- 
“ ment being on its March to the Wcllward, that the prefent Dilliirbances in Rajah Cheyt Sing’s 
“ Country, will loon be terminated, I deem it neceffary to acquaint you with the Difficulties which, 
“ from certain Information I have received, they will have to encounter, before a Jundlion can be 
“ formed with any of our Troops in the Neighbourhood of Benares. 

“ On tile B.inks of the Caramnafla, Buchut Roy, at the Head of 2,000 Horfemen, 4,000 Peons, 
“ and Six Companies of Sepoys, with Four Guns, are ready to oppofe his croffing that River. Ac 
“ Gauzipore, Bullub Ram is re.ady to affill Buchut Roy, with 2,000 Horfemen, 4 or 5,000 Peons, 
“ and Two Guns. And as Bullcah Mccr Sheriff Ally, the Aumcl of that Diflriil, with 400 
“ Horfemen, Two Companies of Sepoys, and 2,500 Peons, will march on the Firft Notice they 
“ get of the Advance of this Regiment beyond the Caramnalfa, the above Force, vjljo^ill find no 
“ Difficulty in for.ming a Junftion, if neceffary, may be the Means of haraffing and impeding (if 
“ nothing worlc happens) the March of Major Crawfurd’s Regiment. At Dinaporc, as yll'U will 
“ obferve by the Copy of a Letter from Lieutenant Colonel Ahmuty, the Commanding Officer 
“ there, encloled in mine of the 27th Inftant, there are not more than Nine Companies of ne<fr' 
“ raifd Sepoys, and that they have no Arms but what are unferviceable ; it will therefore be itw 
“ vain to cxpeift Alfiflance from that (^larter, fhould any Misfortune befal Major Crawfurd’s 
“ Rigimtiu, not to mention the inevitable Deftruflion which thefe Diftrids will be cxpolld to i«

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“ the C^fc af fuch an Event, with other bad Confequences too dreadful to think of. I (hall con- 
“ tinuc to communicate fuch Intelligence as I may receive.

Honourable Sir, andSirs, 

After having received Intelligence from Patna, that all regular Communication with Benares 
was fliut, I wrote to the Poftrujilter at that Blace, to acquaint him that Opportunities had oftered 
of my receiving News from the Weftward through a private Channel, and requefted, that he 
would iniie Orders to the Hircarrahs at the Dawk Chokey at Munneer, to receive and forward 
all Letters tendered to them by my People. The full he confented to but declined the latter 
under I’retence of its being prejudicial to the Service, that any of the Perfons appointed for con- 
veying the Public Dawks fliouid leave their Stations, except for that Purpofe, without exprefs 
Orders from the Poltmalfer. To obviate this Objedion, which was of itfelf of little Force, as 
it was well known, from the Situation of Affairs, that no Dawks could pafs from the Weftward, 
I recommended to him to place an additional Number of Hircarrahs at the Chokies that are on 
the Ro id between this Place and Patna, which he pofitivcly refufed, affirming that there was not 
the leall Necelfity for increafing the Eftablilhment at prefent. 

In conlequence of this Refulal, and the certain Delay which muft have arifen, and really did 
haiJjicn in the Receipt of my Letters at Patna, I immediately eftabliffied a Dawk from Chuprah 
to that Station, which will fecure the fpeedy Conveyance of any Intelligence I may receive ; but I 
deem it incumbent on me to reprelent to you the Condud of the Poftmafter on this Occafion, 
widt h, in many Cafes that are likely to occur, might be produdfive of the word: of Confequences 
tiuring ti^ prcli-nt Difturbances; it is by no means improbable, that Perfons in Difguife, charged 
1.;. LcliXs from the Governor General, may arrive at one of the Dawk Chokies, and there deliver 
iiicir Dilpatches where, agreeable to the Poftmaftcr’s Orders, which he informs me he has repeated, 
tliey muft remain to an indefinite 'Lime.

“ ncf-led with their Adniinillratton, that they are unanimoufly ancf mnft firmly refolved to punilli 
“ in tl.e moll exemplary Manner Acls of fuch Rebellion towards the Company, and of fuchlnfult

“ From the 'I'ime that the Eaighni were obliged to fend Forces to this Country under Colonel 
“ Clive, to punilh thofe Nabobs who had unjudly attacked and murdered the peaceable Servants 
“• of the Company, or in other Words, from the Time the Englifli took upon tiiem, in their own 
“ Defence, the Adminillration of thclc Provinces, the Company and the whole Englifla Nation had

“ riaics i this Acl of Goodnefs he did from his Rcfpedf for the Memory ol the former Raja Bui want 
“ Sing, and in I lopes that Cheit Sing would ever ihew himfdf gratelul to the Company. 

“ Upon the lame Principles of Judice, when the late Vizier in 177^ ceded the Zemindary of 
“ Benares to the Company, the Rights held under the Nabob, his former Sovereign, by the 
‘‘ Uaj I, were not only continued to him by the Governor General under the Government of the 
“ Company ; but new Rights were confirmed upon him. Rights which gave him extraordinary 
“ Power : I'hde were die Poffellion of the Fort of Tuan Pone, the Coinage of the Mint, and the 
“ Dunes of the Cutwalli. 

“ fhe wliole of thefe Grants were fettled upon the Raja Cheit Sing, with every Tedimony of 
“ the Lor.lidence of this Government; but how deep has been his Ingratitude to his Benefador !

“ And wh.it mull be the Rdcntment of the Company, and of the whole Englifh Nation, when 
“ they hear that a Kaja, fo favoured by them, attempted the Life, and cut off the Follotvers of

“ healing of i. is foolifli Attempts at Independance, had truded himfclf with a flender Guard in

It will be obferved af the fame Time by our Superiors, that if the Governor General had been 
even haifla and unjud in his Condua; to Cheit Sing, that Raja ought to have fubmitUCd-p^accably, 
and to have awaited the Judice of the Company, who have, to the Knowledge of all Hinciodan, 
done more than Judice to other Rajas, whom they fuppofed to have been too feverely punidiejl by 
their Servants, as in the Cale of the picfent Raja of Tanjore.

Lieutenant General Sir Eyre Cootc abfent on Service at Fort St. George, 

Sir, 

I beg Leave to introduce, thro’ you, to the Notice of the Board, an Inftance of Zeal and At- 
tachment to our Government, which, from the peculiar Circumftances under which it was exhi- General, 
bited, merits both a Place on our Records, and a public and warm Acknowledgement. 

It will be remembered, that a principal Objccl: of my Journey to thelc Provinces, was to obtain 
and facilitate an Interview at Snares with Dewargur Pundit, the Miniftcr of Raja Moodajee 
Bhoofla, for the Purpofe of elFcdling a final Adjuftment of the political Concerns of our Govern- 
ment and that of Berar. The Death of Dewargur Pundit, the News of which reached me Two 
Days before my Arrival at Benares, and which I repeat with the moft fcnfible Concern, difappoint- 
ed all the Hopes which I had conceived of forming, by his Means, a folid and permanent Alliance 
with the Court of Berar. 

I was attended in my Journey from Calcutta by Beneram Pundit, the Vakeel of Moodajee 
Boofla, and his Brother BilTumber Pundir. The Vakeel, during his long Reddence with me in 
that Capacity, had given me conftant Proofs of a (incere Difpofleion to promote the Interefts of our 
Government, whilft he exerted himfclf to advance thofc of his Maftcr. 

When I retreated from Benares, Beneram Pundit and his Brother, upon the firft Intelligence of 
my Dep?rttirP, followed, and unattended by a (ingle Servant, joined me on the March, refifting 
all ny Entreaties, and even Injuniftions, to return to Benares where their whole Family relided, 
and yhcre they might have remained in perfedt Eafe and Security. 

, On my Arrival at Chunar, I found mylclf in great and irremediable Diftrefs for Money. The 
* n Four and others Five Months in Arrears •, and as Cheit Sing had the Country on 

all bidM at his Devotion, I have not the fmallcft Profpedl of obtaining Supplies until the Motions 
, or our Troops, from different Quarters, (hould open a Communication. It was with Difficulty 

£ 14 I ^ that 
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that I found Means to raifc fo fmall a Sum as 2,500 Rupees, to diftribute amongft the Sepoys for 
their prefTing Neceflities. I muft add, though foreign from any immediate Subjedf, that the Sepoys 
bore their Diftrefles without exprefling the leaft Impatience under them. 

Being accuftomed from my Experience of the Intereft which Beneram Pundit had always taken 
in the Succefs of our Aflairs, and as a Kind of Acknowledgement of it, to treat him with a greater 
Freedom of Communication than other Perfons in his Situation, I cafually mentioned to him, 
without any Expeftation or Thought of obtaining any Relief from him, the Difficulties under 
which I laboured for the want of prefent Subfiftence he inllantly, and with fome Eagernefs, re- 
plied, that his Family at Benares were in Pofleflion of a Lack of Rupees, collciflcd in Specie, of 
which he made me the inftant Offer, propofing, that a Battalion of Sepoys Ihould be fent to re- 
ceive and bring it away ; his Brother, at the fame Time, offering to accompany the Efcort, and to 
deliver the Money. I thankfully accepted the Offer, and Ihould have adopted the Mode which 
they recommended for bringing away the Money, had I not been fearful of expofing their Family 
to the Vengeance of Cheit Sing; and as my Dewan had been left at Benares, I hoped, by his 
Means, to procure the Treafure to be tranfported to Chunar, and received their Order for the 
Delivery of it to him -, but in this Expedient I was difappointed, for the Dewan was lb concealed, 
• that my Letter could not reach him, and Gopaul Dofs the Banker, through whole Agency the 
intended Plan was to be effeded, was about the fame Time apprehended, and carried a Pi ifoner to 
Luitecfpoor, where the Raja refided. Neither could I, at that Time, devife any other Contriv- 
ance to avail myfelf of Afllftancc, which had been thus generoiifly prefled upon me. Wlien I re- 
turned to Benares, Beneram Pundit renewed the fame Tender, a.nd although my Diftrels for Money 
was not then Equal in any Degree, to that which had before prompted him to make it, I agrccrl 
to accept it, willing to furnifli an incontrovertible Proof of his Sincciity in the firft Offer, and 
Itrengthen the Teftimony I have herein given of his fteady Attachment to our Governtment. 

The whole Sum, amounting to One Lack of Benares Sicca Rupees, was received between the 
30th September and i ft Odober. I have granted to Beneram Pundit a Bond for the fame at the 
ufual Rate of Intereft, and in the ufual Form, except that it has only my Signature to it. 1 hope 
and requeft that the Board will be pleafed to confirm it.

“ nounced to me in Form, but confidcr Mr. Maepherfon as a Member of Admiuillration, and

“ I have the trueft Satisfadlion in congratulating Mr. Maepherfon on his Arrival, and the 
“ Board on the Acquifition of a Member, of whom a long and intimate peribnal Acquaintance 
“ enables me to pronounce, that he is by Abilities, Integrity, and Difpofition, emincatly qua- 
“ Jified to aflift and fupport his Colleagues in the prefent arduous Conjundure, and to cultivate 
“ and improve that Harmony in our Councils, fo neceflary to the Reputation and Succefs of our 

Government. 

“ The Refident here has communicated to me a Copy of a Proclamation fent him from the

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“ my Feelings ; the liberal and generous Support which the Board have therein afforded me, and 
“ their ftrong Teftimony in Favour of my Conduff, infpircs me with the livelieft Sentiments of 
V Gratitude and Affeflion, is an ample Recompcnce for the painful Scenes which I have gone 
“ through, and the bed Encouragement to my further Exertions for a happy Termination of the 
« Troubles, which we have fo unexpedlcdly experienced. 

“ It will appear to have been framed at a Time when my Communication with the Board was 
“ known to be obftrufted, and iffued without my Participation. It will, therefoee, have the 
“ happy Effed: of proclaiming to the World, the Harmony of Sentiment and Decifion whicli 
« prevails in our Councils, and cannot fail to ftrengthen the Influence and Credit of our Govcin- 
“ ment, beyond any other Principle which could operate on the public Opinion. 

“ In my Letter of the 29th ult. I advifed you, that Muhipnarain, the Grandfon of the late 
“ Raja Buiwunt Sing, was to be inverted with the Range and Zemindary of Benares the next Day. 

« This was accordingly performed, and the new Rajah proclaimed with great Form and Solemnity. 

“ As a great Number of Perfons were prefent at the Ceremony, and I knew that Reports weic 
« inviduoufly and indurtriouffy propagated, to induce a Belief of a Reconciliation with Cheyt Sing,

“ any Profpeff of an Accommodation, to declare publickly, that Cheyt Sing, and his Brother

Gentlemen, • 

The Want of Communication fome Time, and the great Hurry of Operations fince, have 
hitherto prevented me from doing myfelf the Honour of acquainting you of the Proceedings of 
this Detachment, which I hope you will excufe. 

The Governor General on the Rebellion of Raja Cheit Sing was pleafed to order me to take 
the Command of the Troops deftined to aft againft him, which confided (after being fome Time 
in the CollcAion) of the Grenadiers and Light Infantry of the 2d Regiment of Europeans, the 
Corps of Foreign Rangers, a Detachment of Artillery of Forty-nine European?, and a Battalion 
and Half of Lafears commanded by Captain Hill, with Two Eighteen Pounders, an Eight-inch 
Mortar, Two Eight-inch Howitzers, Two Five and Half Ditto, and Ten Six Pounders, the ill 
Battalion of the 6th Regiment, the 7th, 19th, 30th, and 35th Regiments of Sepoys, and Five 
hundred of the Vizier’s Body Guard, commanded by Lieut. Polhiil, who had alfo Two Guns, 
Five and Half Pounders. 

The Rajah, with an Army of near Thirty thoufand irregular Troops, had polled himfelf with 
the main Body in and about the Fort of Luttcefpore, environed on ail Sides by high Hills and 
thick Tangles, on One Face a Strong Entrenchment was thrown up, flanked with Towers, on 
which were mounted fome Cannon. 

Four of his principal Sarders, with about Five thoufand Foot and One thoufand Horfe, were 
Rationed at Putata, a fmall but ftrong Fort equally advantageous in Point of Situation and natural 
Strength as Lutteefpore j here alfo were ftrong Entrenchments at the Edge of the Tangle in which 
the Enemy encamped. 

It being determined if polTible to cut off the Rajah’s Retreat to Bijee Ghur, Major Crabb 
was ordered, with his Regiment, the ift Battalion of the 6th, and Lieut. Polhill’s Corps, with Four 
Six Founders, through the Hills to a Pals at the Back of Lutteefpore, with Direftions to wait 
there the Succefs of that Part of the Detachment under my Command •, alfo to deftroy a Quan- 
tity of Ammunition and Stores which was faid to have been in a Town on the Road. 

I marched from Chunar on the i6th ultimo, as did Major Crabb, and on my Arrival at Patceta 
found it neceflary to crefl a Battery for the Eighteen Pounders, which being done, proper Breaches 
were effeded ; on the 19th and in the Morning of the 20th the Place was ftormed by the Native 
Grenadiers of the Line under Captain, now Major Lane, fupported by the 3orh and 2d Battalion 
of the 35th Regiment, the Whole commanded by Major Roberts, who fuccccded in this Attack, 
with very little Oppofuion the Enemy not only fled from their Entrenchments, but evacuated 
the Fort in the greateft Confufion, leaving all their Cannon behind j the Want of Cavalry on our 
Side occafioned their effecting the Efcape of their Baggage, which had been moved out of this 
Entrenchment fome Days before. 

The Behaviour of the Officers and Men on this Occallon will appear from a Copy of the 
Governor General’s Orders ilTucd immediately after, which 1 have enclofed for your Perufal. 

Major Crabb the fame Morning defeated a confiderable Body of the Enemy’s Troops, who 
were advantageoufly potted to intercept his Progrefs •, thefe Two Viftories fo alarmed the Raja, 
that he left Luttufpore in the greateft Confufion, which was immediately plundered by his own 
Troops, all of whom except about Two thoufand five hundred fled to their feveral Homes. 

The Rajah, by an unfrequented Route, reached Bijee Ghur the next Morning, but after having 
given fome Inftrudions to the Kelladar left his Family in the Place and fled to Agowree, a Fort 
upon the Soane clofe on the Borders of his own Diftrifl, with a Quantity of Treafure faid to 
amount to a Khrore of Rupees on Elephants and Camels. 

Major Moles Crawford, with the Regiment and Captain Lalt’s Troop, joined me the 21 Hi 
Major Crabb, on the 22d, marched into Letufpore, and there being now no further Services for 
Major Roberts’s Regiment, the ift Battalion of the 6th, Lieut. Polhill’s Corps, and the Lighten 
Founders, they were fent to Chunar there to wait the Governor General’s Orders j Major Balfour 
on the fame Day took Pofleffion of Ramnaghur without Oppofltion. 

On the 24th the Detachment moved to Letufpore, and the 29th arrived beJbrlTthts Placet 
where fuch Difpofitions have been made as will I hope make it a fpeedy Acquifitio^. The 
Fort is in good Repair, with a Hall and Towers verging clofe to the Steep of the higMft Hill 
I have ever fecn fortified in the Country. • 

Major James Crawford, with his Corps and One Battalion, is at prefent detached in Purfuit <i 
the Rajah, who has left Agowree, and fled farther off, with Intentions to take Prote6lion in Bun* 
delkbuod. So much Time has unavoidably been given to efcape, that I have little Hope of j|)* 
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failin'^ into our Hands. Major Crawford has placed a Garrifon in Agonrce, wfiich was cvacuatca 
on his Approach.

The Governor General, in Teftimony of the Merit and Conduft of Capt. Lane, promotes him 
to the Rank of Major by Brevet.

1 Ih ill now proceed to the Explanation of the preceding Accounts. 

You will obvioufly perceive, that the Six firll Numbers ferved as the Materials on which the 
Settlement was formed ; the Firll is an Eftimate of the Colleflions received by Raja Cheyt Sing, 
and was delivered to me by the Refident : It correfponds in its total Amount with my Recollection 
of a fimilar Account, which was formerly in my PoflelTion, and fufficiently with the Account, 
No. 6, fur the Prefumption of its Authenticity. As it Was the belt Account I was able to obtain, 
and the Ac counts delivered by the Naib, were confelTedly made up of imj^fcdl Materials; as 
all the Accounts having been cither Carried away by Cheit Sing or dellroy||j||fc and all the princi- 
pal Officers of the Revenue who could give any Information on the Subjec^Raving accompanied 
him in his Flight, I made this the Ground for forming the new Settlement. 

Although I am convinced that with proper Management the Zemindarry might yield an 
Amount confi ierably exceeding that which I have taken as the Eftimate ol its Value; yet I mull 
exprefs my Appielienfions that, unlcfs the Naib can find Means to avail himlelt ot better official 
AlTillance than he at prefent poftefles, his real Profits will fall below their allowed Amount, and 
on th.u Account I have encouraged him to hope, that if he fhall prove himlelt diligent in his 
Office and punCliinl in the Dikharge of his Kifts to the Company, he may hereafter obtain from 
the Imlulgcnce of the Bo.ard Ibme Remiffion from the ftipulated Jumna, whenever the .icftual De- 
mands of the Company fhall be Icflenc 1 , and the State of their Trealiiiy will admit of it; and 
this I fliall recommend as an Aft of Gencrofity becoming their former Relation to this Province, 
.an I eciually warranted by the Principles cf a good Pol.cy : For there arc ceitain l.ines beyond 
whu'li the l‘ix.iftion of a public Revenue will not only defeat its own I’urpo'.c but operate as 
eliei-tually toaRcduftion, .as an intentional Aft of Bounty could do, but it is not my Wifti 
to engage the prefent Attention of the Board in the Difaiflion upon this Subjefl, my Delire being 
only to preinile what I may hereafter find necciTary to introduce to ilieir further Confideration, lo 
that any future Propofition may not appear to arilc wholly tro:n the inilant Occafion of it. 

I now proceed to the Fixplanation of the Particukars of the Settlc-mcni, as contained in the 
Account, No. 7 : The firft Ueduftion, made from the Grofs eftimated Jumna of 11 ' 53,06,002, 12 
is the Sum of R' 61,496 granted in Jagheers, and other Alienations ; the Full is a Jagiiccr 
granted to Bencram Pundit of the yearly Amount of R* 25,000, I have already acquainted the 
Board with the faithful Services of this Man and liis Family during the late Troubles, which I 
can take upon me to alTure the Board whatever was our Opinion of them at the lime ; and how- 
ever repugnant it may be to our National Charaftcr to regard any Situation of Affuiis with the 
Eye of Del'pondency, were confidered unirerfally by all but ourfelvcs, equally by Friend and by Foe 
as utterly defperatc. To the Merits of Beneram Pundit and his Brotlicr on this Uccalion I mull 
add a long Series of Attachment and effeftual Service, from the Year 1773 to the prefent Time. 
Though the immediate Servants and confidential Minilters of a Foreign State, to the conftitutional 
Members of which they have always profefled an almoft cnthufiaftic Devofon, they have zealoufly 
adopted all my Views for the Promotion of a Conneftion between their Government and 
ours. 

For this Purpofe Beneram Pundit, at my Requifition, made one Journey to Nangpour, and 
attended Colonel Lellie and Colonel Goddard in the firft Operations of their Uctachmeiu ; another 
of the Biot hers Hill attends General Goddard in the fame Capacity, and has been of j^reat Ulc 
by his 1 .ccters in refuting the falfe Reprefentations which were made from Poona to the Govern- 
ment of B'-rar, of the Events of the War. Beneram Pundit proceeded to Nangpore, and chiefly at 
my Requifition, returned with a Conftitution much impaired by the cuftomary Fftlcts ot the 
malignant Climare of the Rout lying between Calcutta and Nang(iore, lb to his 1 llucncc I in- 
tirely alcribc the generous Conduft of that GovernniciU to ours in many lignal Inllaiices, wnicii 
ftand recorded on our Confultntions, and will be univcrfally acknowledged when 1 ime lhall have 
elfaccd the Prejudicei with which they have been and perhaps ftill are reprcl'ented by lome: 
And to him I owe t* Influence which I myfelf pnlT fild with the late Dewan Dewagur Fundit 
and its Effefts while he was living. In the fame Spirit of common Attachment BifTumber Fundic, 
the younger Brother, went inftrufted by me to Chunn.ijcc Baboo, the Commander of the Army, 
employed lall Year in the Province of Orifia, and alfilted Mr. Anderlbn in his Negotiations. 
In all thefe Inftanccs I have confidered and treated them equally as the Friends of our Govern- 
ment and the faithful Servants of their own; and wheievcr. 1 have been, one or both have been 
my conftant Attendants. *' •* 

If thefe Services fliall be .admitted as meritorious, although they fliould he aferibed to Motives 
of pcrfonal Rdpeft to myfelf, ftill let it be confidered that it was in my Charaftcr of tlille Firft 
and executive Member of our State that I received fuch Inftanccs of it, or could have the 
Means of infpiring it; and that I doubt whether a national Attachment in an alien Brcaft can 
citljcr grow or fublill on any other Principle. 

Fof, 
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For all thcfc united Reafons I have thoughtjit incumbent upon me to rccompence the Merits 
of this Family by the fcafonablc Grant- of ; a public Income derived from the iJettlement of the 
Frovince in which they fefided, and in the Recovery of which to our Authority they have made 
tobthemfelvesfo near.an Intercft. 

I'he Board have been pleafcd to repofe fo generous a Confidence in me, that I perfoade my- 
felf that I (hall not need their Excufe for having determined this Ad by my own Authority : 
Jt was neceflary to include.it in the Settlement, as it would have been the Source of much Fm- 
barrafTmcnt, and given Rife to unreafonable Claims, had it been ordered after the Settlement had 
been concluded : I might indeed have applied to the Board and received their Anfwer in fulficicnt 
'J'ime for the Conclufion of the Settlement, had I known that the latter would have been fo long 
delayed, but it had been from the Beginning my Intention to form it immediately on my Return 
to Benares, and I was only prevented from finifhing it fooncr by the Delays and Procradinations 
of others which I could not conquer. 

Upon this Subjeft 1 have only to add, that the Bounty of our Government has been rarely 
exercil'cd on fuch Occafions — that no Occafion ever did more juftly demand the Exertion of 
that Principle j and that it is one of the Duties of Government, as it is one of its belt Inftrumcnts, 
to exercilc it for the Reward of pall, and for the Encouragement of future Dclcrt.s. 

I'he next Article will require little Explanation, and no Apology. Bundoo Cawn, whofc 
Name is affixed to a Jageer of 2000 R* annual Rent, is an Inhabitant of the 7 'own of Chunarj 
he attended C.ipt iin Blair in the unfortunate Attempt on Ramnagur, and on the Battle fought 
at Patuia, and was of much Service to that Officer on both Occafions by his Knowledge of the 
Ground, and by a natural good Under.fanding which enabled him to apply that Knowledge to 
the Incidents before him. I'his Man fiiggefted the Expedition wl'ich was afterwards lormed to 
take Polfi Ifion of the Pafi'es lying behind Lutteefpore, by an unknown and fecret Route, and 
wa-; himlcif the Guide of the Detachment: Although his former Services and that which he 
offered upon the Occafion were graiuitou.s, yet, as ihe Succefs of the Enterprife appeared to me 
frcin his Defeription of it likely to prove the Crifis of ihc VV'ar, I thouglit it advifcable to fecure 
|>is Fidcliiy and animate his Exertions by luch Inci ements as were likely to operate with the 
greitell Power on a Man in his Rank and Situation in Lite j I promifed him a Jaghcer in any 
Part of the Company’s Dominions, of which he (bould m.ke Choice, to the Amount of One, 
thouland Rupees clear yearly Rent, it the Enterprize luccccded ; the Event proved the Julticc of 
bis Advice, and the 'IVuth of his Reprefentations, and his Condud in the Courle of it, obtained the 
molt favourable Teffimony of Major Crabb, the Officer who commanded the Party ; on hid 
Return to Chunar I inftantly granted him a Pervanni for the Village of Jellaalpore, of which 
I had allowed him to make Choice, fuuated in the Purgunna of Patuta ; he himfelf told me 
that it yielded a Revenue exceeding 1500 Rupees, and to pi event future Dilputes, if it were 
more, I have inferred it at the round Sum of I’wo thoufand. 

Jaggernaut Sing, late Commandant in the 7 'hird Regiment of Sepoys, having been flrongly 
rccomincndecl to me by Colonel Muir Auckmuty and other Officers of Rank, wliofc Recommenda- 
tion at this Tune had particular Weight with me, for a Provifion in his declining Years, after 
having p.a(red 1 hirty of his Life in faithful and meritorious Service, 1 procuicd for him a Jaghecr 
in this Zemindarry to the yearly Value of 170c Rupees. I am pcrluaded that the Board will admit 
the Expediency as well as the Julfice and Humanity of making a more comfortable Provifion 
than our ordinary Invalid fc llablidimcnt allows for fuch Native Soldiers, as have merited the 
particular Attention of their Superiors; and I fl.itter myitlf that the preftnt Inllance, as well as 
the Principle on which it is founded, will meet with their Approval. 

The lali Article will be explained in the lei)arate Paper, No, 7 A. It is a Ilmple Ad of JufticCi 
and I was plealed that our Government (liould have the Credit of paffing it; on the fame Prin- 
ciple 1 ifiued a Sunnud for the Refioration of certain Villages, which are a Part of the original 
Endowment of Two Durghas in the Precinds of Chunar; the Particulars of this Claim are fet 
forth in the accompanying Paper No, 7. B. ; Thelc form no Part of the Diminution of the 
Revenue. 

^ With Refped to the other DeduClions, they (land exadly as they were ftated by the Naib 
himfelf, except the laft Article, which I myfclf iuferted merely for Adjultment, that it might 
make the remaining Sum of the net Jumna clear 40 Lacks ; at which Amount 1 had predetermined 
to fix it. 

Ihe Accounts of the Settlement N"* 8, q, 10, and ii require no Explanation ; theDedudion 
allov/ed for the prefent Year, from the firft Jumna for Devaftations, is accounted for in the 
Sum itfclf. In the unequal Sums of the Kiftbundee I was compelled to yield to the pertihacious 
Inftances of tl^ Family, I fhould have been better picafed that fo large a Sum had nbt been 
thrown upofftirc lall Month of the Year, but this Advantage may and ought to be derived from 
It, that « it has enabled them to make their Payments with greater Facility, it will leave them ■ 
withouf Excufe if thqt fail in any Part of them. 

^he Agreement, No. 12. pafled againft my Inclination, as well as my Advice; a fubftantial 
Revenue having been obtained to the Company, I wifhed to pay more Regard to their Credit 
an to me I rolecution of any immediate Interefts which were not of elTential Importance : 1 knew 
tpat an Enquiry might ferve for an Inftrumcnt of Gratification of private Influence, and wilhed 

to 
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to prevent the Temptation. Having already allowed the Sum of R‘ 6,66,666 lo lo^’asaDc- 
duftion from the firft Years Jumna, I wilhed to bring the Raja to agree to payment of the 
Arrears due upon his ProdecelTor for the laft Year, amounting to the Sum of R* 4,63,006 5 8, 
in Lieu of the Agreement fince made, but tliis he would not confent to ; what he is to pay upon 
this Account therefore remains open for future Inquiry. 

The Paper of Requefts, No, 13, as it preceded the Settlement, ought regularly to have been 
inferted before it, but as the Settlement itlelf was not affedted by it, it may Hand in its prefent 
Place. 

Refpedfing the tft Requeft, I had very early apprized the Raja through his Naib, that I lliould 
not allow him the Excrcile of any Privilege or Authority on which an Opinion of Independency 
could be founded ; that the Mint, the Cutwally or Police of the Town of Benares, and the Ad- 
minidration of Julficc to its Inhabitants •, the Power of levying Forces atvl maintaining Fortrefies, 
were commonly underrtood as Kinds of Royalties, or Appurtenances of the Sovereign State, which 
therefore could not be allowed to him conlillently with his Relation to the Company, nor with 
the Fxpedaiions which they would naturally form on the Experience of the pad: I roubles in the 
Arrangement which I might make for the future Adminidration of this Province. 

I have direided him to deliver over Charge of the Mint to the Refident, whom I have alfo 
ordered to receive u, and to condudf the Bufinefs of. it until he (hall have your final Orders 
refpedfing it; to alcertain the Amount of the annual Revenue paid from it to Raja Cheyt Sing 
during tlie lad Five Years, that the Average thereof piay be carried to the Credit of the preient 
Raja in the Payment of his Revenue to (fovernment ; to ereft proper OlRces for the Services of 
the Minr, which to my great Surprize I find have been performed to this Time in the private 
Houle of tile Daroga ; and to form and report to me a proper Ed'ablidiment for the Mint on the 
mod frugal Valuation. * 

I beg leave to rccoinmed the aiflual Refident as well qualified to condud this Bufinefs ; and 
to requed that you will be pleafed to continue him in the Charge of it. 

I iiave already adviled you very fully of the Appointments which I have veded in the Perfon 
of Ally Ibrahim Cawn, refpeding the Police and Adminidration of Jaftice in the Town of 
Benares; The Inl'crtion of the other Articles comprifed in this Requert arofe from my having 
direded them to be abolillied, becaule they appeared to me to be difcreditable and impolitic :

The zd, 3d, and 5th Articles have been often reprefented to me as grievous Impofitions, no 
Icfs in their Amount than in the Mode of levying them, and a great Difcour.igcmcnt to Strangers 
whom the Spirit of Devotion might induce to come to Benares ; the Abolition in iifelf a popular 
Ad and extending its Induence to every Part of India, is likely to repay the Lofs arifing from 
it by the Inducement which it will afford to greater Numbers to relbrt to Benares, in the Propor- 
tion of the Immunity which it prefents to them. 

The 4th Article was too fcandalous to pafs before my Notice without being prohibited.

of his Departure on another Service, w'hirh of Coiirle fell upon my Hands with other Biifiin ls; 
to this Caiili .- 1 mull beg the Board to attnbute my Delays in making the Report of my Proceed 
and any Ucfieicncies that may appear in it.

The Proceedings of the 25th ultimo read and approved. r 1 ■ ■ c t. 

The Secretary having received the following Minute, with the Letter inclofcd in it, from the 
Governor General, they were circulated agreeable to his InftruSions. 

27th November 1782. 

Governor General— I defire the Secretary to lay the accompanying Letters from Mr. Mark- 
ham before the Board, and requeft that Orders may be immediately fent to him concerning the 
Subjc(!:ts contained in them. It may be necefiary to inform the Board, that on repeated Informa- 
tion from Mr. Markham, which indeed was, confirmed to me beyond a Doubt by other Channels, 
ind by private Affuranccs which I could truft, that the Affairs of that Province were likely to fall 
into the greateft Confufion, from the Mifeonduit of Baboo Doorkbijey Sing, whom I had appoint- 
ed the Naib; Fearing the dangerous Confequcnces of a Delay, and being at too great a Diftance 
to confult the Members of the Board, who I knew could repofe that Confidence in my local 
Knowledge as to admit of this occafional Exercile of my own leparate Authority, I wrote to Mr. 
Markham the Lciter to which he alludes, dated 29th September laft, of which I now lay before 
the Board a Copy. The firft of the accompanying Letters from Mr. Markham arrived at a Time 
■when a fevere Return of my late Illnefs obliged me, by the Advice of my Phyficians, to leave 
Calcutta for the Benefit of the Country Air, and prevented me from bringing it earlier before the 
Notice of the Board. It’had indeed been my Intention, but for the fame Caufc, to have requefted 
the Inftru^ions of the Board for the Conduifb of Mr. Markham in the Difficulties which he had 
to encounter immediately after the Dace of my Letter to him, and to have recommended the Sub- 
fiaiice of it for an Order of the Board, of which indeed I had given him Expedtation j and this 
will account for his Letter of the 24th Odlober, Hating the Subjeft without any Reference to the 
Orders which I had given him, and for his fubfequent Letters, referring to my Orders for what lie 
had done in Obedience to them, and in Default of Orders from the Board. I do now moll 
earneftly recommend that the Board will be pleafed to confirm the Appointment which Mr. 
Markham has made, and to direft him to cxadl from Baboo Doorkbijey Sing, with the utmoll 
Rigour, every Rupee of the Colledlions which it Ihall appear that he has made, and not brought 
to Accoiwit, and cither to confine him at Benares, or to fend him a Prifoncr to Chunar, and 
to keep him in Confinement until he fhall have difeharged the Whole of the Amount due from 
him. 

I feel myfclf, and may be allowed on fuch an Occafion to acknowledge it, perfonally hurt at 
the Ingratitude of this Man, and the Difcredit which his ill Condufl has thrown on my Appointment 
of him. In my own Jullification, it will be fuificient to recur to the Remembrance of my alfigned 
Motive for his Appointment. The Rajah himfelf, fcarccly arrived at the Verge of Manhood, was 
in Underftanding but little advanced beyond the Term of Childhood, and it had been the Policy of 
Cheit Sing to keep him equally fccluded from the World and from Bufinefs. It was therefore indifpen- 
• fibly necclTary to depute lome Perfon for the Management of his Affairs j and no one certainly could 
appear fo fit for this Truft as his own Father, whole external Appearance and Behaviour, and the 
Mode of his Education, which Qualities were all that could be yet known of his Charadfer, 
feemed befidcs to qualify him for that Charge. He has deceived me. He has offended againft 
the Government which I then reprefented, and merits at lead the Punifhment of a rigid Exac- 
tion of its Dues, and, in my Opinion, a Forfeiture of its Bounties. As he was allowed a Jag- 
hecr of a very liberal Amount to enable him to maintain a State and Confequence fuitable both to 
the Relation in which he flood to the Rajah, and the high Office which had been affigncd to him, 
and lufficicnt alfo to free him from the Temptation of little and mean Peculation, it is therefore 
jny Opinion, and I recommend that Mr. Markham be ordered to diveft him of his Jagheer, and 
re-unite it to the Maulguzary, or the Land paying its Revenue through the Rajah to the 
fompany.

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The Oppofition made by the Rajah and the old Rannee, both equally incapable of judging 
for themfelvcs, do certainly originate from fome fccret Influence, which ought to be checked, by 
a decided and peremptory Declaration of the Authority of the Board, and a Denunciation of their 
Dilpleal'urc at their Prefumption. If they can be induced to yield the Appearance of a chcariul 
Acquiefccncc in the new Arrangement, and to adopt it is a Mealiire formed with their Participa- 
tion, it would be better than that it fliould be done by a declared Aft of Compulfion ; but at all 
Events it ought to be done. In the Management of this Bufinefs, I would recommend tiiat the 
Board truft to Mr. Markham’s Diferction for the Execution of their Orders. 

I muft beg Leave farther to recommend, that Mr. Markham be authori^d to grant the Khclaut 
fortheNiabut to Baboo Jagger Deo Sing, and to carry into Execution the other Points of my 
Letter of the 29th September. -> 

The Inftitution of the new Offices therein recomnxended will efleftually guard againft the 
Embezzlements and concealed Pradices which the Example of Doorkbijey Sing may lugged to 
others entruflcd with that Charge.

I have received your Letter of the 8th inflant, and am no lefs pleafed with your Condufl 
than 1 am difl'atisfied with that of Doorbijey Sing. I am thoroughly convinced of his Incapacity, 
and of the Nccelfity of removing him. Your Recommendation of Ally Ibrahim Khawn gives 
me Pleafure. I confider it as a Confirmation of his Worth, and as an additional Proof of yours, 
that you have conceived a Friendlhip for the Man, who, from the Nature of his Office, might pof- 
fibly have been to many others in your Situation an Objedl of Jealoufy. For the Rea- 
fons you have affigned, I think he cannot, with Propriety, accept the Niabut; and 
for the fame Reafons I fhould be unwilling to make him a Sezawul. It is an invidious 
Office, inferior in Point of Dignity even to that of Naib, and invariably expofes the 
Perlbn who pofTefTes it, to the Ill-will not only of his immediate Superior in his Diftrid, 
but of all over whom his Authority extends.

Avail yourfcif, 
Maikh!!mw’(hcXt'o*aVij;irto buwcvcr, of his Experience and Abilities upon all Occafions where they can be of Scr- 
him, in Subitance exaitiy vice to you in your public Bufinefs, and particularly upon the Arrangements which th.j 
fnuiar to iny own. Letter will authorile you to make. * 

I need not tell you, my dear Sir, that I pofTcIs a very high Opinion of your Abilities, and that 
I repofe the utmoft Confidence in your Integrity. The Whole of your Condud fince our Ac- 
quaintance has ferved to imprefs me with thclc Sentiments ; and mine, 1 hope, has proved, tlwc I 
entertain them. From your long Refidenceat Benaris, and from the Part you have had in the Bu- 
finefs of that Zemindary, you mult certainly belt know the Men who arc mod capable and dc- 
ferving of public Employment. From among thefe, I authorife you to nominate a Naib to the Ra- 
jah, in the Room of Doorbijey Sing, whom, on Account of his ill Condudt, 1 think it necefTary 
to difmifs from that Office. It will hardly be necelTary to except OoiTann Sing from the Deferip- 
tion of Men to whom I have limited your Choice, yet it may not be improper to apprize you that 
I will on no Terms confent to his being Naib. In forming the Arrangements confequent upon 
this new Appointment, I rcquefl you will, as far as you can with Propricry, adopt thofc which 
were in ufe during the Life of Bulwant Sing, fo far at lead as to have didinCt Offices for didind 
Purpofes, independent of each other, and with proper Men at the Head of each , fo that' One Of- 
fice may deted or prevent any Abufes or Irregularities in the others, and together form a Sydem 
of reciprocal Checks. Upon that Principle, I defire you will in particular cdablilh under what- 
ever Names one Office of Receipts, and another of Treafury. The Officers of both mud be re- 
fponfiblc for the I’ruth and Regularity of their refpedivc Accounts, but not fubjeft in the State- 
ment of them to the Controul or Interference of the Rajah or Naib ; nor (hould they be rcmoveable 
at Pleafure, but for manifed Mifeondud only.

• Turgunnah in the Zemindarry. I did not ehoofe to walle the l ime of your 
liftcninc: to my Reprclcntations of his Inattention to the Complaints of Opprefijon, wluch weie 
made to him by h.s llyotts. as I noped that a Letter he received from ti,e Honourable G ivernor 
General would have hatl Weight fufficient to have made him more regular in Ins Bufine.s, 
and more careful of his Son’s Interefl. I am forry to obicrve that it was bu» a lempoiary Rein.dy 

*°Du^inr*aCourfeof Two Months Illnefs, he was incapable of tranfading any Bufinefs w^at- 
foever. In the mofi preffing Letters, 1 repeatedly enjoined hmi to appoint cither one of his Bro- 
thers, or fome confidential Servant, for the fettling the Accounts of his Aumi.s, and for reteiving 
the Kids due from them.

Honourable Sir, and Sirs, 

The Lofs which would accrue upon this Year’s Colledions, if fome immediate Step had not 
been taken, has obliged me to put in force the Orders which I received from the Honourable the 
Governor General, in a Letter dated 29th of September, and which 1 at that Time delayed to do, 
hoping that the Difference of a few Days would occafion no Uetiiment in the Collciflions, and that 
I riiould be able to perfuadc the Naib Durbeetzy Sing to pay up the Balances of his laft Year s 
Malguzary. I have been deceived in the latter of my Expeiftations, and find Durbeetzy Sing 
more obftinate than ever in withholding the Balance of his Balitloor Kill, Two I.acks of which 
only have as yet been received. It is neceflary that I fhouKl make One Obicrvation to you, that I 
am confirmed in an Opinion which I foimerly had, but which I could not with Propriety mention 
to your Hofloifrable Board, that it never was Durbeetzy Sing’s Intention to hold the Country 
longer tlian throughout the Fuflile Year One thouiand one hundred and eighty-nine. My 
Realon is as follows : He has often exprelfed a Dilgufl that the Country (hould be given to h.m 
onJiardcr Terms than thofe on which the late Rajah Chyet Sing held it j and you will obiei ve that 
hp has this Year only paid Twenty-feven Lacks Twcnty-fcvcn thouiand Rupees, whicli is nearly 
the Amount of what Kajah Chyet Sing’s Tribute was, after the Five Lacks on his Contribution 
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towarJs the Expfences of the War was levied upon him. I am confident, and hope I fliall be able 
to prove, that he has colkfted at Icaft Forty Lacks from the Kaje. I have therefore, in confe. 
quciice of the Honourable the Governor General’s Orders, fent him a Letter, informing him that 
lie is difmiffed from his former Employment; a Tranflation of which I have the Honour to inciofe, 
I thought it proper that Durbeetzy Sing Ihould be put untler .a gentle Confinement until I (haU re- 
ceive your Honourable Board’s Orders for any future Mcalures. 

As the Honourable the Governor General has given me an Authority to fcleft a proper Perfon 
for Naib, and .ns Baboo Naibul Sing and Baboo jagger Deco Sing are the only I'wu of the Family 
of Rajah Bulwanc Sing who are fit tor fuch a Truft, I recommended the latter to the Honourable 
the Governor General ; and as his Illnels has prevented me trom receiving further Iiilfrudions, I 
have appointed him Naib. 

The t lonourablc the Governor General alfo ordered me to, cfiablilh Offices, which miglit not 
only be a reciprocal Check upon each other, but might alfo prevent any Collufion on the Part of 
the Naib. I Chall therefore appoint a Dewanc ; One Office for Receipts of Revenue into the 
Trcalury ; a I'reafiiry ; and a Fourth Office, in which arc to be kept all Diffi Jrfements from the 
Trcalury. If I had waited for further Direftions from the Honourable the Governor General, 
or your Honourable Board, the Collc6tions on the Khareef Fuffil would have been entirely loft, 
and a Deficiency perhaps happened in the Forty Lacks, which is the Malguzarry from Rajah 
Mehipnerain this Year, as a moft unufual Drought has been univerlally felt over the Country, no 
Rain having fallen fince the latter End of Auguft, which may prove very detrimental to the 
Rhabbce Fuffil. 

Babbao Durbeetzy Sing has certainly Money by him fufficient to pay up the Arrears of the 
Month Bhadoon, and it would be proper that fome ftricler Confinement ffiould oblige him to pare 
with it for that Purpofe; yet, let me affure your Honourable Board, that 1 will exert mylclf as 
much as pollible to recover any Balances which may be due to him from the Country, and that 
it ffiall be my moft carneft Endeavour to avert any Lofs from the Honourable Company, which his 
obftinate Conduft and impolitic Difhonefty might otherwife occafion. >

After Compliments — The Impropriety of your Conduft, and intentional IDel.iys in paying up 
your Bhadoon Khift, have at length determined the Honourable Nabob Itnaud ul Dowlah, &c. 
Sec. Sec. to remove you from the high Station to which he formi riy railed you, from all Inter- 
ference in the Affairs of your Son, and confequently in thofe of his Zeinindarry. 

You have fince the Firft of Aflecn of the Fuffilcc Year 1189, p.iid no more into the I’rcafury 
than Twenty-feven Lacks Twenty-feven thoufand Rupees. It is impoffible, from a Country by 
your own Account affording an eafy Revenue of Forty-nine Lacks, that no more (houid be col- 
leifted : I therefore recommend it to you moft earneftly to make up the Balance due, and avoid 
the Dilhonour and Shame, and perhaps even worfe, which will inevitably purfue you, if you dif- 
regard thtfe Injuniftions. In the mean Time I have thought p-oper to keep a Guard upon your 
I’etfon. I defire that you without Delay give me a Paper, containing the Names of all your Mut- 
zuddics, Writers of Accounts, &c. &c. &c. ; that you in the Courfc of this Day Icrvf me a Lift 
of the Balances due to you from the Aumils whom you have employed ; that you give the moft 
pofitive Orders to your Mutzuddics, &c. Sec. Sec. to render me a juft Account and Information 
of the prefent State of the Country, and to attend me whenever 1 ffiall call upon them.

To Heidy Ram Bluit Sing Mally, One and an Half Rupee per Day 
To Cliundcr Sehaur Bhut, Twelve Annas per Day ;

And further, that I would confer on Sewanimd Severwutty Swamee his Family Gaoroo, fotnc 
Lands in Benares to the Amount of about Seven hundred Rupees per Annum. 

As Bhaw Buckfey is the Perfon who has chiefly been employed in all the late Negociations with 
the Marattas, and has rendered fome eflential Services to this Government, I am defirous of 
giving him a Mark of our Attention by complying with thefc Requefts, more cfpecially as the 
whole Amount of them is fo very inconfidcrable. I dired’, therefore, that you will make the 
ncceffary Adjuftments with the Officers of the Revenue ; and that you will tranfniit ihc Sunnuds 
for the above Endowments to the Rcfident with Mahajee Sindia.

Petition of Rajah Mahipnarain. 

"When lifting me from the Dull of Obfeurity, your Excellency exalted me to the Raajc of 
Benares, agreeable to the Ufage of my Grandfather, Rajah Bulwand Sing, you confirmed to me 
the J.ighire and Altumgah Mahls, Half Buddock, and the Pergunnahs of Maauge and Mungrore, 
alio Six Lacs and Thirty thoufand Rupees odd, for my own Expcnccs and Subundy. 

Baboo Dufhbcdjcy Sing, my Naib, from his. own Neglects, failing in the Revenues of the 
Sftkar, the Jaghire, &c. above mentioned were fcqueftcred till the Payment of the Balances, 
and a Perwannah fent me to make them good : Out of Regard to the Orders of the Prcfence, 
and hoping the Releafc of the Mahals, I paid the Demands of the Sarker through G <paul 
Dofs; notwithftanding which my Jaghire is ftill in Sequeftration, and from the Day of my Exal- 
tation to the Raaje, I nave not received a fingle Daam of the eftablilhed Allowance for Support 
and Sebundy. 

Baboo Jaggudis Sing, contrary to good Policy and the Welfare of the People, makes Ex- 
aftions from the whole Country, and does not pay even the fixed Revenue. There is neither 
Advantage to the Sirkar, nor Eafe to the People. 

From my good Fortune your Excellency has advanced to this Country. If a fure Settlement 
is not now made to my Advantage, I (hall defpair of its being done ever. From your compaf- 
fionating Benevolence I hope that my Jaghire and Altumgah will be rcleafcd to me, and Orders be 
given to the Chief of Benares to pay regularly to me the allotted Sum of Six Lacs and Thirty odd 
ihouland Rupees, for my own Fxpences and the Sebundy. 

Rajah Mahipnarain reprefents, that fince his ^x^Ration to the Raaje he has not enjoyed 
the fmallcft Part of that Confequence or Refpedf due to his Rank. Even the Town of Ram- 
nagore, allotted for his Refidence, has been put under a Cutwal from another Authority. 

Half the Pergunnah of Buddock, producing a Revenue of One hundred and fifty-eight 
thoufand three hundred and forty-one Rupees, was allotted him in Jaghire. The remaining 
Part he held from the Sirkar, at the Jemma of Seventy thoufand five hundred Rupees. 

Mungrore, producing a Revenue of Fifty thoufand Rupees, was granted in Altumgah to the 
Rannec Golaab Kocr. 

Mcitch, producing a Revenue of Sixty thoufand Rupees, was granted in Jaghire to the Rajah’s 
Father and Naib Baboo Dulhbedjey Sing. 

Baboo Dulhbedjey Sing failing in his Payments to the Sirkap, the Whole of the above-men- 
tioned Grants were fequeftcred, and an Order fent from the Council to the Raja to make good 
the Balances j but Mr. Markham, on the Rajah’s Repftfentation of his Cafe rcleafcd Half the 
Pergunnah of Buddock, and promifed, when the Balances of the Sirkar fhould be paid, to re- 
leafc the others. The Rajah, feeing that his Father made no Efforts to pay the Demands of the 
Sirkar, fatisfied them himfelf, by the Afliftance of the Banker Gopaul Dofs. Mr. Markham af- 
fured him that his Promife (houtd be. kept ; but he was recalled, and the Altumgah and Jaghire of 
Mungrore have not yet been reftored. The Half of the Pergunnah of Buddock the Raja at 
prefent poflelfcs in Jaghire ; and he now holds the Remainder of the Sirkar, with the Addition of 
Seventeen thoufand Rupees to the former Jemma, as before mentioned. He hopes that this 
Addition will be cxcufca, and a Leafe granted him at a fixed Jemma for the future ; that the 
Altumgah of Mungrore will be releafed to the Rannee; and Maiuh, the Jaghire of his Fa- 
ther, be allowed to remain under him, till fuch Times as the Sums advanced on his Account 
for the Payments of the Sirkar lhall be made good. 

Of the Six ^^acs five hundred Rupees allowed for. the Muddud Phcrtch, the Raja had not 
received One* Daam fince his being placed on the Raaje. He hopes that an Allowance will 
be made him on this Account from the Date of the Removal of his Father from the Neabut, 
and that he (hall receive thc Wholc in future.

Ibrahim 
Cawn upon it, and he fays, that when he left Benares, the Price of Wheat was 20 and 21 Seers 
for a Rupee ; that it fell to 15*, and, in confequcnce of a Remondrance from him to you, and 
your Intcrpofuion, it ^ain rofc to 17. Salla Khoflialchund, whom I have quedion^ u|)on the 
Subjed, without mentioning the Occafion, has this Indant informed me, that the Price of Grain 
has been growing daily more dear •, and added, that he underdood there was an Intention of re- 
placing the Duty, which he mentioned as a Circumdancc of great Alarm. The Rebbee Harveft 
cannot yet have been brought to Market, and of Courfc have produced but little Influence on the 
Price, Let the Naib aft in this Point as he pleales, but be it at his Peril. Do you advife the 
Board of it, and of its Confcquencc, if it (hall be attended with any that may merit their Atten- 
tion.

We gave the Letter to 
Mi.Fowkc, who immediately told Mirza HoulTcin of the Order, and deflred him to receive the 
part and prefcnt Revenue from us agreeable to it. Mirza Aga Houflein, not regarding the Order, 
though the Ryots were ready to pay their Money, took to nimfelf unjuftly, both Shares of the 
Grain in the Ricks, and befides this, having procured a Company of Sepoys from Chunar, feized 
the Houles of the Ryots, and fold all their Cattle which they could find ; he had confined the 
Zemindars, andextortt Money from them, and will not accept of the ufual Revenue of Seventy 
thouland Rupees for the Pergunnahs. We are ready to pay the juft Demands, Aga Houflein, 
by plundering, teizing the G)rain,«and felling the Cattle, has collected near a Lack and Seventeen 
thoufand Rupees. We hope that our Payments may be fettled as ufual ; and that what he has 
plundered from us will be reftored.

Adoo Mull Kutteree our Uncle, a Native of Multan, came from Dehly to difpofe of Goods 
at Benares and died on the Road at Mohenferai, Four Cofs diftance from the laA mentioned 
City. His Servant Baharcc did not carry the Corpfe to Benares but burnt it, and took Poflcflion 
of all his Effedls and Jewels to the Amount of near Seventy thoufand Rupees, and alfo .1 Bill of 
Exchange for Eight hundred Rupees from Merchants at Delhi and Benares •, he prefented the 
Bill for Payment, but the Banker would not py it ; the Nabob Mudjd ul Dawlah at Delhi 
having Intelligence of the Affair took the Sum for the Bill from the Merchants there, and kept 
it in the Brit-al-Mal ; upon hearing of the Death of our Relation, obtained Letters of Inheritance 
under the Seal of the Caize and refpeAable Perfons of Multan and came to Delhi where Mujd-u|. 
Dowlah, upon Proof of our Right, returned us the Sum he had in Truft *, after this we came to 
Benares and, having bought Effefts to the Amount of Three thoufand Rupees, prefented a Petition 
in the Dewannee Adawlut againft Baharcc Laul ; the Members of the Adawlut faid, that when, 
ever our Petition (hould be figned properly. Security Ihould be demanded from the Defendant 
and our Caufe be heard. In the mean Time the Nabob SaSdit Ally Cawn fent his Sepoys, 

. feized our Effeds and abufed our People j the next Day we, with other Perfons of our Cad, 
came to the Houfe of the Nabob and complained, but he did not attend to us, and kept Be. 
harec Laul with him, giving him his People for Protedion : As your Jufticc is known through 
all Hindoftan, we hope that our Right will be given to us.

Petition of the Merchants and Nangahs Synafles, &c. of Mirzapore. 

The Merchants, &c. of Mirzapore, after prefenting the culfomary Refpeds of Servants, reprefent, 
that a CuRqm of 2J pvCent. is fettled by the Hookum Nameahon Raw Silk, and they take 
in the Permit a Duty of 5 p' Cent, on Silk Pieces. This Duty occafions great Lofs to the Mer- 
chants, infomuch that the Silk Trade is iniire*)^ ftopped. If the Duty fliould be levied agreeable to 
the Hookum Namah, much Merchandize would be brought. Profit would accrue to the Sirkar, 
and Merchants would buy and fell with Satisfaftion. 

By Miftake in the Hookum Namah, a Duty of 15 p' Cent, is fixed on Black and White Cow 
Tails from Ncpaul, and in the Market White Tails arc fold for Two Rupees Eight Annas p' 
Seer, and Black for One Rupee Eight Annas. The Mutfuddies infift on the Duty fixed by 
Hookum Namah, on which Account the Sale is totally at an End. As One Half' of the Property 
would be loft in fuch a Duty, we hope that a Duty on Cow Tails will be fettled agreeable w 
the Price of Sale, fo that this Article of Trade may again llourifh. 

From the Merchants of Dckkcn who bring Goods they collcdf, agreeable to the Ufage of Rajs’* 
Bulwunt Sing and Rajah Cheyt Sing, and demand alfo a Duty of Five per Cent, from the PW' 
chafers of fuch Goods, before they will grant a Rowannah to the Eaftward ; great Lofs ia 
tained by the Merchants from this Double Cuftom. In the Time of Bulwunt Sing, if any Mer* 
chanc was robbed in his Country, the Value of his Lofs was made eood by the Sirkar, and'tli* 

Protedios 
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Proteflion of Merchants was the Charge of Cutwal ; now, Five per Cent, is colleftcd and no 
Proteftion afforded. If Robbery* happens, no Compenfation is made. Befides the Cultoms of 
Permit, when the ' Merchandize is embarked for the Eaftward or WeUward, they demand A 
Nuzzranah of One Rupee, and Five Rupees Ghaut Barreck j and at Bhuttawly Ghaut in the 
Ummail of Mirzapore they demand another Rupee on the Arrival of the Boats at Benares. The 
Officers of the Permit give Trouble on Pretence of Search, and take Ten Rupees where Five only 
are due •, fo that the Merchants are diftrefled to the Extreme. 

On Cotton brought by Merchants from the Weftward, a Duty of Two Annas per Maund was 
taken on its Arrival, and Five per Cent, from the Rawanah. 

A Beoparce from Nagporc, who had brought a large Cargo of Cotton, fold it to the Merchants 
at Mirza^e, and was ready to pay the Duties j the Culwal demanded both the Duties of the 
Amdannee and Rowanah, which the Beoparce would not agree to pay : The Cutwal bn this 
Account would not let him lodge the Cotton under Cover, fo that it remained in tlie Air and was 
all fpoiled and rotted. The Merchants complained to Mr. Fowke, who gave Orders for its 
Rclcafe, but the Cutwal would not obey them. Mr. Fowke, on the Merchants again complaining, 
fent a Perwannah and Hircarrahs, and when the Cotton was all rotten the Cutwal obeyed, but the 
Merchants fuftained heavy LoCs. 

Laft Year fomc Merchandize from the Eaff, which paid the Duties at Ghazipore, was bought 
at Mirzapore by the Merchants, who produced Certificate of having paid the Duties, and lodged 
the Goods in their Warehoufes. On account of the low Market in the Dekkan, the rainy Sealon, 
and other Accidents, the Goods were not lent away during the Year j and now the Owneis wanted 
to fend them to Dekkan and the Weftward, the Cutwal will not admit the former Rowannah, 
and demands new Cuftoms, on which Account the Goods ftill remain in the Warehoufes. 

The Duty on Grain has been excufed by the Sirkar. The Cutwal collects One Dumull and 
One Seer of Grain on each Rupee’s Worth from the Buyer and Seller. 

We hope that our Petition will be fuperferibed by your Excellency’s Duftkhut, fignifying that 
no Cuftom (hall be levied exceeding what is cftablifticd at Patna and Moorfhedabad, as that the 
Mandock may again ftourilh.

I ft. That whereas in the Orders which were ifiued by the Governor General to Raja MeyipnS' 
rain, under Date the azd of November 178 r, it was enjoined that there Ihoiild be Chokies to 
the Colledion of the Cuftoms at only Three Places namely, Gauziporc, Benares, and Mirw- 
pore: And whereas, That it appears that notwithftanding this Injunition a Number of Pe^y 
Chokies have been eftablilhed for the Colledtions of Cuftoms in different Parts of the Country; 
it is hereby pofitivcly ordered that no Cuftoms, Duties, or Exactions, of any Kind lhall be coj* 
leifted on Goods paffmg at any Place except the Three Chokies above-mentioned, of 
pore, Benares, and Mirzapore. 

zd. That whereas it was exprefsly and pofitivcly ordered in the faid Perwanna('y ef zad of NO” 
vember 178J, that the Cuftoms Ihould not be let to Farm, but collcfted by Aumils or AgC’ts*' 
this Order is hereby repeated, and muft be ftrirftly obeyed j and that the Rajah and-jiis Nai® 
fhall accordingly appoint Aumils at the Three above-mentioned Stations of Ghauziporc, 
and Mirzapore, who (hall colIcCt the Cuftoms on Behalf of the Rajah. 

3d. That the Rajah and his Naib lhall authorize and direft tlje Aumils of the Cuftom 
of Gauzipore, Benares, and Mirzapore, agreeably to the Regulations of the zzd November *7

Cuftom Houles. 

. 4th. That the Autpils of the Three above-mentioned Cuftom Houfes of Ghauziporc, Benu:es, 
arid Mirzaporc, may ftation Chokies in the neighbouring Diftridts for the Puipofc of preventing 
Goods from pafling , which have not been regularly entered at One of the laid Three Cuftom 
Houfes, and they Ihall accordingly be authorized to detain them until the Owners fliall procure 
regular Rowanahs*, that agreeable to the Regulations of the 22d of November 1781, the Ro- 
wanahs granted at cither of the faid Three Cuftom Houfes Ihall have* to pafs (Joods ftom One • SieinOrig. 
Extremity of the Province to the other by Land or by Water ; and that the Officers of tite other 
Cuftom Houfes, and at the Out Stations, muft indorfc the Rowannahs and difpatch the Goods 
without demanding any other Du;y or Fee whatfoever. 

5th. That the Aumils at the Three principal Cuftom Houfes, and the Officers at the Out 
Stations Ihall be particularly careful to create no unneceflary Delay in entering or pafling the 
Goods. 

6th. That the Rate of Cuftoms to be exadted on all Goods Ihall be 5 per Cent, on their fixed Va- 
luation, agreeable to the Regulation formerly cftablilhed by the Governor General on the 22cl of 
November 178 1, except the tollowing Articles, viz. Saffron, Cinnamon, Mace, Cloves, Nutmegs, 

Cochineal, Raw Silk, Broad Cloth Europe, Iron, Steel, and Copper, the Duties of which were 
reduced to per Cent, by the Orders of the Honblc. the Governor General and Council, of the 
8th of April 1782, and except alfo the Silk Piece Goods manuladfurcd in Bengal, and imported 
from thence the Rate on which is hereby reduced likewilc to 2I per Cent. 

7th. That the Valuation eftablilhcd in the Lift or Table annexed to the Governor General Orders 
of the 2 2d November 1781, Ihall be continued for all Articles therein mentioned, except only 
Chawrics or Cowtails, the Valuation of which is hereby fixed as follows, White Chawers of every 
Sort and C^ality at Four Rupees per Sicr, and Black of every Sort and C^ality at 'Ihree Rupees^ 
inftead of Twelve Rupees, at which both Sorts of this Article erroneoufly ftand rated in the Lift 
abovementioned.

As the Price of Gram ftiU continued high at this 
Place I wroa' to the Governor to inforrti him of it, and requefting his further Orders ^nd as none 
was !ent the l^xemption has continued. The Price of Grain is ftill very high, the Committee of 
Grain has written an Order to me to fend Perwannahs to the ditferent Aumils, direamg them to 
ohiicre the People under them to produce their Hoards. I cannot think that this wdl be effeaual, 
luclile it is the Aumils Intcreft to keep up the Price of Gram, and it is very difficult to fix or 
prove any Charge of Delinquency in the Execution of fuch an Order : I would, therefore recom- 
mend, that the Aumils in the Neighbourhood of Benares Ihould be obliged to lend a certain 
Ouantitv of Grain, in Proportion to the Extent of the Diftrift, for the Supply of the City, m the 
ia^ne Manner as the Military Stations are fupplied ; this fliould be fold by the Ameen or other pub- 
lick Officer at a rcafonable Price, and the Aumil allowed Credit in Account with the Rajah for the 
Amount it ffiould fo yield. Though this Supply fbould not be equal to the whole Conlumption 
of the City yet I think it could not fail of breaking the Combination amongft the hellers, and re- 
ducing the Price-, it would then be a Point of Prudence not to attempt to reduce it too low.

A'^recablc to ycur^Orders I have inquired into the Circumftances in the inclofed Letter from 
.Capt^Breadly to Major Eaton i the Cafe is as follows : „ 

Captain Brcadly fent a Party of Seapoys to colleft Gram for the Ufe of his Buzar into the Piigun- 
fiah of Pachouten they went to a Village called Jauntcr in the Divifion of Coouarah, where they 
procured fome Grain •, when the, Sepoys were carrying the Gram off, the Inhabitants of this i^ivifion, 
tosether with the Inhabitants of Lourapore in the Divifion of Mutthiew, afiemblcd in a tumultuous 
Manner armed with Bows and Arrows, and followed the Party of Sepoys for fome Dillancc, and dif- 
chareed’fomc Arrows at the Sepoys. The Zemindars of thefe Two Divifions have often been 
very refradory in tlie laft Three Years 5 in the Time of Cheyt Sing, late Rajah of this Country, 
they wercdifpofrtfred of their Zemindarys for oppofing and irturdering their Aumils ; when Baboo 
Duckbidzy Sing was Naib to the prefent Rajah, he rcinftated.thcre Zemindars, but they have never 
vet paid their Revenues regularly or without Compulfion. Surribjeit Sing was Aumil in the fime 
oLDuebbidgy Sing, to him they are in Balance; Toucarie Buckt Sing was Aumil laft Year, to 
him they are in Balance. The prefent Year the Aumil made his Settlement with them, but he has , 
been under the Neceflity of applying for military Afliftance from the Gauzipore Stations to 
ftrenathen his Authority. In the Time of Rajah Bulwant Sing, thefe Zemindarries were made 
Cutchah, the Aumil made his Agreements with the Ryotts ijithout the Interference of the Zemin- 
dars, a'nd the Zemindar received a fmall monthly Allowance from the Rajah.

Sir, 

I beg I.eave to inform you of a Circumftance that calls for fpeedy Redrefs. The Inhabitants of 
the back Pergunnahs, bordering upon the Dewah, dependant on Gauzipore, have for fome Time 
part been very troublefomc, and hardly a Day pafTed without fome Merchants and others being plun- 
dered. The Day before Yefterday a Havildar and fome Sepoys, fent out for the Protedtion of 
the Buzry and Cattle of the Buzar, going for Grain in the Perchoutcr Pergunnah, were attacked, 
and repeatedly fired on by the Country People. Buchut Roy, Zemindar of the Village of Jountcr, 
while amufing my People with Pretence of weighing out the Grain, caufed the Nagarah to be beat; 
on which the Inhabitants of Lourapore, Coonarah, and feveral other Villages, aflembled in a 
tumultuous Manner, and furrounded my People ; the Havildar, by his prudent Contlud, made 
his Retreat good, though purfued for between Three and Four Cofs, without any Mifchief enl'uing 
except Two of my People flightly wounded with Arrows. The Village of Jaunter was fome Tinie 
ago deftroyed for rcfraflory Condud, but has fince been rebuilt. Upon the ftrifteft Enquiry I d» 
not find the Sepoys had been guilty of any Impropriety whatever to occafionfuch Conduft ; but 
permit me to obferve, had that been the Cafe, the Country People taking on themfclves the 
Execution of Jufticc is pregnant with Confcqucnccs of the moft fatal Kind ; as you well know this 
Kind’ of Conduft Ihcwcd itfclf for fome Time before Chiet Sing’s Revolt, and the Perpetrators 
frequently going unpunifhed, prompted that Temerity which they afterwards evinced. The 
Facility with which they ever obtained ample Juftice on Complaint, renders them the more in- 
excufeablc ; nor was this an Affair arifing from the immediate Impulfe of Paffion, but premeditated, 
os appears clearly by their amufing my People until they caufed the Nagarah to be beat, and 
aflembled the People, prior to which they had not pretended any Caufe of Difputc. I wrote to 
the Phouf Jar on the Subjeft, who replied, that they were very troublefomc to him ; that he could 
not get from them his Collciftion ; and that it was with Difficulty he remained among them. 

I am perfuaded that you will concur with me in Opinion, that immediate Punilhment fhould be 
inflided on the Zemindar.

In Obedience to your Commands I proceeded to Gauziporc, to enquire into the various Caufo 
of Complaint preferred againft the Sepoys belonging to the Stations of Buxar and Gauzipore. 1 he 
following Narrative contains a true Statement of Circumftances as far as I have been able to in* 

Months of Aflin Cautic, arxi Aghun Poofc, and Maug, when all Kinds of Grain bore an 
exorbitant Price, ocufwncd by the Failure of the Periodical Rains, and the confequent Appre- 
henfionofaFaminc, the commanding Officers of Buxar and Gauziporc feem to have found their 
Buzars infufficient * fupplicd with Grain. To remedy this Inconvenience, it appears, that Parties 
of Sepoys were fent into the Mofuflll, from both Stations, to procure Grain. It, aoei not 
appear by any Evidence that I have feen or heard, that any conciliating Mode or regular Plan 
adopted for the Supply of the Military Buzars, or that the Naib Baboo jagger Deo Sing (thougn 
he muft have known of thefe Complaints) ever interpofed his Authority to remedy the Evils com- 
plained of, by endeavouring to rcmoife the apparent Caufc of them, ^ , 

The Alarm occafioned in the Country by the Appearance of Sepoys in the different 
upon this Errand, made the Inhabitants fewful of expofing their Grain, dr of acknowledging tha 
they were poffcHed of any. As this cncfrtfed the Difficulty, the Sepoys feem to have had Recourie

to more indircft Means of obtaining it. They very foon appear to have oppofed Secrefy with 

Violence. Many of the Ryotts have complained to me, that they were threatened with corporal 

Punilhmcnt by the Sepoys if they did not produce Grain, in many Places that the Sepoys entered 
the Houfes of the Ryotts to fcarch for it, and, in fome, that corporal Punilhmcnt was in- 
flifted. 

At this Seafon of the Year there is very little Grain in the Villages, except what is depofited 
for Seed, or for the Confumption of the Rayott and his Family.

There is another Caule of Complaint* with the Zemindars and Rayotts have i-iVariahly * SicinOWg. 
made to me, that cither the Weight or Price of the Military Buzars, and fometimes both, difilrcd 
from the Weights and Prices of the Purgunnahs from whehce the Grain was taken. To explain 
this Subject, I have annexed Twor Accounts of Grain, one taken by the Sepoys of each Static n, 
and attefted by the Zemindar and Potwarry of the Village from whence the Grain was taken. To 
have col levied and tranflated all the Accounts of this Nature, I mull have tranflated an Account 
from almoft every Village in this Sircar, from fome Two. The Accounts are as they were dclivcied 
to me; I have fent you the Originals, together with the Tranflations, that any Krror of mine 
may be corredted. 

Upon the Receipt of the Price paid at the Military Stations for each Qjiantlty of Grain, it 
appears that Razynamahs were taken from the Owners of the Grain ; which Kazynanialis, the Inha- 
bitants aflert, were made a Condition of Payment. It docs not appear that any of the Olficers of 
the Military Stations received thefc Razynamahs. The whole I ranllation f of takin^r the Razy- t sicinOiig. 
namahs, and paying for the Grain, icems to have refted betwixt the Cutwal of the Buzars, the 
Black Officers who commanded the Party fent to fcarch for Grain, and the Owners of it. I hc 
Cutwals of the Buzars appear fometimes to have attended thclc Parties into the Mofuflill, but their 
Prcfcncc does not feem in any Inltance to have afforded Relief to the Rayotts. The Sepoys ilo not 
always appear to have been fent cxprcfsly to any particular Town or Village, but generally to a 
Pergunnah to procure Grain j tor there arc many Inftances where the Village has been fpared, on 
the Inhabitants giving a fmall pecuniary Confideration to the Sepoys.

Sir, 

In Obedience to your Commands of the 8th inftant I have examined the Pottahs produced by the 
Ryotts of Aga Hufleins Purgunnahs, who carried their Complaints to you at Luenow, I fent, at 
tile fame Time, for Aga Hoflein, and told him your Orders, that Purranaut Mifler and Leow 
Balik Doobcc fhould be immediately recalled from their Office of Naibs in his Purgunnah, He 
aflbred me, which I find on Examination to be faft, that the above Perfons never were in his 
Service, but were Men employed by a former Aumil. He aflerted his watchful Attention to the 
Conduct of his Naibs in the Mofuffil, and declared, that he did not want to colled his Pergunner 
by a Donabundy, or equal Partition of the Crop, but only that the under Farmers and Zemindars 
Ihould pay their Rents agreeably to their Pottahs and Caboolyets, voluntarily entered into at the 
Beginning of the Year, and regularly attefted. As it appears evident to me that your Orders were 
founded on an erroneous Suppofition that Perranaut Mifler and Seow Balih Doobce were the Naibs 
of Aag Huflein, and confequcntly, that the Pottahs under their Signature were for the prefent 
Year : 1 hope 1 have adhered to the Spirit and Intention of your Commands, in injoining Aga 
Huffien to pay the llriflcft Attention to the Condud of his Naibs and Agents, that nothing be 
exaded from the People on Pretence of Danabundy, or otherwife, beyond the Amount tor which 
Caboolyct, at the Beginning of the Year, have been regularly executed, and voluntarily 
given. 

I feel an Anxiety to juftify myfelf from the Cenfure of authorizing an oppreffive Mode of 
Collcdion implied in your Refledion on the equal Paitition of the Crop. It is a Method very 
common in this Zemindary •, in many Parts it is conftantly ufed j and I have hardly ever had 
Complaints from Ryots who did not thcmfelvcs propofe it as an eftabliflied and equitable Thing 
in a Year of Drought. I think it may be ufcfully adopted in Purgunnahs, where, from the want of 
Rain, the Cultivation is very unequal; for they whofe Lands produce no Crop cannot poffibly 
pay any Rent ; and though tney on whofe Lands arc Crops, thus made exceedingly valuable by 
the Intertiiity of others, may be faid to be deprived of a great Gain, yet, as they ftill fuffer no 
Diminution of their uCual Profit, public Utility may, perhaps, jullify the Mcafure, without which 
it would be impoflible, in fome Cafes, for the Aumil to complete his Engagements with 
Government.

The following Minute having been delivered by Mr. Wheler, and Mr. Whelcr not being yet 
fufficicntly recovered from his Indifpofition to attend the Board in the Council Chamber, the Mem- 
bers are met in his Houle to confider the Minute which he has laid before them. 

May iq — 84. 

Mr. Whelcr. — As the Letters received by the Board from the Governor General fince I have 
been prevented by Hinds from attending the Meetings of it, comprehend feveral Subjefts of great 
Impytance, and, in my Opinion, fuch as require our immediate Decifion and Reply, I have 
defireel the Secretary to attend me with them to receive my Sentiments on fuch Points as appeared 
to me molt particularly deferving of my Attention, that Bufinefs of fuch Confequcncc may not be 
delayed till I am fufficicntly recovered to affift you pcrlonally in your Deliberations. 

His Letter of the ad April giving a Defeription of the prd'ent State of the Zemindarry of Be- 
nares, contains Matter of a very important as well as difagrecabic Nature. Thole Diftrifts are 
reprefented by the Governor General, not only to have fufi'ered in an extreme Degree from the 
Drought of laft Seafon, but he adds, that this natural Calamity has been rendered more grievous, 
and more dreadful in its Effefts, by the Mifmanagemcnt and Opprdfions of the prefent Naib. 
The Governor General points out alfo, in this Letter, many Detefts in the Plan of Government 
eftablifhed for the Regulation of that Country, and recommends a new Syftcm of official Con- 
troul ; adding, that if « We think it proper to entruft him with Powers for this Purpofe, he will 
chearfully undertake the Reformation of the Country, and will be anfwerable for its EfFcfts.” * 

I regret that the Governor General has not communicated to us the Plan by which he intended 
to accomplifh the Reformation of the Zemindary of Benares, becaule the Subjeft would have 
been then completely before, us, and our Refolutions on it might have been as inftant as he 
wilhed ; and I now propofe, that the Governor General fhould be requefted to lay before us the 
Whole of his intended Plan in refpeft to Benares, on receiving which we (hall determine finady on 
his Letter *, and if he fhall 'conceive, that bad Confcqucnces to the Company, or a F*aiiure of Re* 
venue, might enfue from this Delay in our Refolution, that we give our Sanftion to the Gover- 
nor General for the- Difmiilion of the prclent Naib, and for the Appointment of any Perfon, who 
is at prefent an Inhabitant of the Country of Snares, whofe Qualifications arc fuited to the

In One of the Letters which I had the Honour to receive from you, both dated thc^oth ulf, 
you arc plcafcd to write in Reply to mine of the 2d, concerning the Zemidarry of Benares, that 
‘ you fhall be happy to be made acquainted with my intended Plan for the Reformation of the* 
‘ Country and that ‘ yoU lhall readily adopt any Checks which 1 may think likely to be effcaual

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for fecuring the Happinels of the People, and the equal Colleflion and regular Payment of the 
Revenue, wiihotit encroaching upon the Rights which have been eiiablifhed tb the Rajjh, by the 
Agreement •which I made with him in 1781.’ 

1 4 iave already obferyfed to you, that it was impoffiblc for me to form a Plan lb complete and 
blblute, but that it would neceflarily require fome Alteration at the Time of its Kxecution •, and I 
illb afligned fuch Reafons as, I doubt not, will have fatisfied you of the Propriety of my referv- 
g the Cdmmunication of the Plan, which I might have to recommend,- till I had the Encourage- 
entof fome AlTurancc from you, that it would be favourably received. I conceive tliat the laft 
icited Paragraph of your Letter conveys to me fuch an Aflurance, and, upon the Strength of it, 
now viTrite, as 1 Ihould have written upon theinftant Receipt of it, if I could have found Leifure 
for it, to offer to you the Planwhiqji ypu require, and I requelt that you will not aferibe it to Im-* 
patience that I urge your fpeedy Anfwcr to it, for the Reafons wliich I have already ftaicd, and my 
own fpecial Ulc in the Allotment of the Time of my Return. 

I believe yoU will find the Plan ftriftly conformable to the Engagements under which the Zemin- 
Jarry is held by the prefent Rajah. If more is meant by the relative Situation of your Government 
:o Benares, perhaps you may allude to the Diftance at which the Management of the Province, in 
Detail, has been hitherto kept from thelCnowledge qf the Board, which, fatisfied with receiving the 
Amount of its ftipulated Rent, has feldom thought proper to interfere in its internal Adminiftra- 
tion. In this Conllrudtion alfo I have endeavoured to conform to your Inttruftions, the Checks 
which I have prepared being not fo much intended for the Security of the Company’s Rent, as the 
faithful Adminillration of the Charge held by the Reprefentative of the Rajah, to whom we owe 
that Attention, while we preclude him from the direft Management, and authorize an intermediate 
Agency, for his Behalf. Whenever he (hall be qualified to execute that Charge for himfclf, and 
fulfills his Engagemcnf with the Company, I prefumc that the Board ‘will leave him in the entire 
and uncontrolled • Manag^ent ; but this Privilege cannot extend of Right to thofc appointed * 
under him by any other Authority than his own. 

I beg Leave to remind you. Gentlemen, that One of the Evils which I enumerated as refulting 
from the prefent Adminiftration of the Province was, that the Rights of the Rajah of Benares, and of 
: Courle the Faith of our Government, which was pledged for their Obfervance, had been utterly 
■ difregarded. You will therefore readily be alTurcd, that I (hall not ‘ encroach,’ or propofe any 
Thing which will haye fuch a Tendency, ‘ on the Rights which have been effablilhed to him by 
* the Agreement made with him in 1781.* 

I now lubmit the Plan to your Confidcration. It is this — 

iff, 'I'hatthe Rajah be appointed, and declared the Principal in all official Afls of the Zemi- 
darry 5 that he (hall fit as often as he (hall chufe it in the Chuchcry ; that, on fuch Occafions, all 
Accounts and Reports and other official Bufinefs (hall receive his Infpeftion, and his Name, Seal, 
and Signature (hall be ufed for the Authentication of all Orders and inftruments, to which, by the 
Cuftom of his PrcdecefTors, they were ufed to be affixed.

BulwandSing, be appointed the Naib or Deputy of the Rajah, with the entire Management and 
Adminiftration of the Zemidarry, and his Approbation in the official Term Munzoor, (hall be 
added to all Inftruments to which the Rajah’s Signature is affixed. 

3dly, That Allee Ibrahim Cawn be appointed Aumcen or infpeftor, to aflift the Naib with his 
Advice rcCpcding the Formation of the Settlement, the new Appointment of Aumils or Officers of 
the Colleaions, and other important Meafures relative to the Zemidarry, which the Naib (hall 
duly report to him for that Purpofc, and (hall tranfmit to the Naib the Complaints which (hall be 
referred to him by the Canongos in the Manner (pecified in the following Article. In all the In- 
ftances promifed, the Aumcen is only to advife, but is not to command. The Dccifion is folcly to 
reft with the Naib, who, in the Cafes of Complaints, (hall caufc an Enquiry to be made into them 
by one Perfon, appointed by himfelf, on the Part of the Rajah, and another by the Aumeen. The 
Judgement to reft, as has been before provided, with the Naib only.

1 beg Leave to obviate an Objedion which may occur in the firft .View of this PI m, namely, ' 
that the Power given to the Aumcen is in Eftc£l none, fince he can only inCped anti advife witiu ut 
DccKion, or even an Authority to fufpend the Execution of any Mtalures which he may tlifap. 
prove; and his Office may appear to approach too near to that alligncd to the Rcfidcnt, (b as :o 
DC at bell utelefs, and liable to many of the ill Conicqucnces which attend a Divcrluy of Opinion. 
In Truth, I do not propofe this as a permanent Arrangement. The I'imc.will not admit of it. 
The Conllitution of the Ibpcrior State is yet undetermined. I will bcanfwerablc for the EiTcclof 
it as a temporary Expedient ; for fuch is the Opinion entcitained of die Wifdom and Intcgiity of 
Ally Ibrahim Cawn, that tlie Naib will rcCpeft his Opinions, .nnd will at lead fear to commit any 
grofs Negicd or Mildcmcanor with fuch an Eye comlantly regarding him. I'he prelent Naib h.s 
no Check, and dares to prefume upon it even with Exprclfions of Defiance. Tire Authoriiy given 
to the Refident will add to the Influence of the Aumeen, while they are on Terms of mutual Con- 
fidence. It is dangerous to commend Mr. Fowke, for his Friends, I am furc not with his Confenr, 
have moft ungencroufly taken the Advantage of former Tcftimonics which I have given in his 
Favour, to reproach me with them. I his fhall not induce me to witlihold the Acknowledgement 
of hi.s real Merits on an Occafioii connefted with them. I believe him to polTcfs much Gentlends 
of Manners, and a well cultivated Underftanding, and ’therefore well fuited to bear bis Part in a 
Charge affigned him, with fuch an Affiftant as Allylbrahim Cawn. 

I hope that neither the prefent nor any future Adminiftration will think of committing the in- 
ferior Detail to the Controul of a Britifh Subjcdl. We have already too many E.nglilh Collcft rs 
in our own Dewanny Diftribls. To eftablifh them in this, would be to lubverc the Rights ot the 
Family, to injure the Revenues, and loolcn the Attachment of the Reiats, which it will be ever 
good Policy to conciliate. 

With relpcift to the Charaflcr of Ajaib Sing, the intended Naib, he is generally rcfpcifted, and 
reputed to be well qualified for the Office. He is the Choice of the Rajah and the old Ranny; 
and in a Charge of fuch a Kind, I prefumethat you will allow them a Right of Choice, if the Ob- 
jedl of it is in other Refpcbls unexceptionable ; tor if the Rajah himfclf was capable of the Manage- 
ment, we could not, with any Shew of Jufticc, transfer it to any other from him.

“ Total j but differs in the Proportions of Kifts ftipulated for each Month. In the Kiftbimdce, 
“ which was fettled with me by the Rajah in 1781, a very heavy Payment was refervt d for the latter 
“ Months. This was an Indulgence which the Rajah prelllngly foliciced for that Year; .and it was 
“ neceflary, at that particular Time, when the Country was julf emerged from a St.rte of univcrfil 
“ Rebellion, and when the Credit and Authority of the new Government were Itill impcrfcdly

The 
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The centrical Situation of this Province betwixt the different trading Countries of India is alfo 
another Circumftancc which, if properly attended to, will greatly conduce to its Profperity. The 
Town of Mirzaporc was once confidcred as the common Mart to which the Merchants ofithe 
Dewan and of the 'Weftern Provinces rcibrted for the Sale of their own Commodities, and the 
Purchafe of the Manufactures of Bengal and the Produdtion of the Northern Countries of Napal 
and Thibet : Their Imports chiefly confided of Cotton Curwahs and other cheap and bulky 
Commodities •, their Exports were ufually Silks, Spices, Broadcloth, and other Articles, com- 
prifing a great Value in a fmall Space, and as the fame Cattle and Carri.ige which brought their 
Imports were allb ufed in conveying their Exports, the Difference betwixt the Value of the One 
and the other formed a Balance ot Tiade in Eavour of this Country, which the Merchants were 
ncccflarily obliged to fupply by bringing along with them Gold and Silver ; nor were the Benefits 
of this Trade confined merely to the Place where it was carried on. Bengal, which furniflicd the 
greateft Part of the Articles exported, enjoyed its full Share of the Returns of Wealth, and its 
M.inufaifturers found in it ample Employment for their Induftry, The late Bui want Sing fully 
underdood the Importance ot this Trade, and itflourilhed under his Proteiflion ; his Succelfor, more 
attentive to the Gratification of his Dependants than the Intcrefts of his Country, connived at 
Oppreffions which deterred the Merchants from following their annual Purliiits, and when 1 arrived 
here in 1781, I found that the Trade of Mirzapoor was greatly decayed •, the Rates of Duties to 
which I myfclf had given a Sanction in 1773 were originally too high, but they had been railed 
Hill hic'her by arbitrary Conlbublions, and tht Merchants had been expoftd to unfufierable Vexa. 
tions, fioni the Mult plication of Chokeys or Cu Horn Houfes feparately colleding Dutits iri every 
Part of the Province : I'o remedy thef'e Dcfedls I formed ibme Regulations in 1781, and it they 
had been fi I icily enfvjrccd I Ihould fcarccly have had Occafion to iclume tiie SubjeCl nowj'but 
the I'aft is, that they have been lb little attended to by the executive Officers of Government that 
they have almoft become obl'olcte-, I have thi refute compiled them together, and havciflued ihcni 
a-new, with lome additional Pti^vifions, cither oicafioncd by Circumllanccs of a later Date, or 
formed to pievciu the Infringement of thole which were before cftablifhcd : A Copy of tlicfc 
Regulations, as they now (land, is fubmitted to your Perufal -, — they arc fliort and fimple, aivl 1 
fliurer mylelf they will meet with your Approbation; the only Alteration of Confequcnce which 
I have made is in the Rate cf Duty to be exacted on Silk Piece Goods manufaiflured in Bengal. 
Prom the Information ot the molt intelligent Mcrcliaiits it appeared to me that the E' portation of 
thcl’c Goods had conlidcrably decrcafed ot late ; the former Rate of 5 per Cent. Doty h iving fo much 
enhanced the Colt of them that the Merchants who found thcmfclvcs undcrlbld by the Manufac- 
turers of Bouihanpour and other Places in the Dvckan were difeouraged from dealing in them: 
Some lin e ago the Board at the Recommendation of the late Refident reduced the Kate ot Dutits 
on Kaw ''ilk at Benares from 5 to 2j per Cent. ; I do not know how it happened that we omiiied 
to make a fiuiilar Redudion at the fame l ime in the Duties on Silk Piece Good , fince independant 
of other Conliderations it is an incontrovcitible Pii. ciplc of Policy in every populous and com- 
mercial State to encourage the Exportation of its manutaCtuied ever in a greater Degree than ofiis 
Raw or unwrouglu Commodities ; 1 have correded this Omiflion in the prelent Regulations, and I 
think I may venture to affirm that it will be attended with no Lofs of Revenue to ihe Rajah, as the 
Encre.ife of Commerce, and confequentiy of Culloais which it will occafion, mult amply com- 
pcniate for the Keduftion of the Kate. 

By lome Mifiakc either in tranflating or tranferibing the Table of Rues, which accompanied 
my Ordcis to the Refident of the azd of November 1781, the Valuation of Chower or Ckw Tails 
was fet down at u Rupees per Scir, though the real Piicc of this Article has H-ldoili ever ex* 
cceded 3 or 4 Rupees ; it was rcprelented to me, that in Confequence of this iMiftake the Duties 
had been charged at lb high a Rate that the Merchants of Ncpaul h.id been deterred from bring- 
ing this Article for fome Years part to Benares, and as it is one of the principal Commocfitics 
which their Country affords, the Commerce with them had been greatly affeded ; in the prel'cnt 
Regulations I have correded this Miftakc, and have valued the White Chowcis at 4 Rupees and 
the Black at 3 Rupees per Stir. 

To obviate efiedually the Apprehenfions of the Merchants of Mirzapour, who from their Suffer- 
ings h ive contraded a Diffidence very unfavourable to the Growth of Commerce, I have in 
Compli.ince witlr a i’etitiun which they prefented to me, direded the Refident to depute one of his 
Alilit ints to itficle at that Place for the Purpofe of receiving their Complaints, which he is to 
tranfiiiit to the Refident or the Officer of Government with a Rcprelcntation of the Circumftancts 
as far as they may come to his Knowledge, but he is not to cxcrcife of himfclf any Ad of coercive 
Anthoriry, and as the Merchants have offered in their Petition to fupport the Expence of this Ap' 
pointn.cnt by a voluntary Payment of 4 Annas per too Rupees on the Value of the Goods ex- 
ported or imported by them at Mirzapoor, I have for the prefent authorized the receiving of this 
I'Ve, but I have given particular Diredions to the Rclidcnt in cafe it Ihould ever occafion any 
Complaint to tranlmit immediate Intimation to you, and fufpend the further Collcdion of it until 
your Pieafurc fliall be known. •* 

JuggerdeoSing, the late Manager, has delivered to me an Account Jumma Wafil Baky, from 
the Beginning of the Fuffiilhe Year H91, until the Time when he was removed from (hi=) 
Office. This Account Hates his Coiledions from the Zemmindars, Aumils, and Farmers of the

I have ftrongly enjoined Baboo Ajaib Sing to pay Atten- 
tion to the Balances that arc ftill due from the Farmers, Aumils, &c. on Account of lalt Year, 
and to take fuch Mcafures as may be moft eliVaual for recovering them. 

'I'hc Drought whi.h has prevailed *in io extraordinary a Degree for fome Years pad in the 
Weitern Baits of Huidolfan, has alfo been felt with great Severity in this Province; but tliougli 
the fatal Eif els of it may be of fome Duration, it is with Plealure I can inform you, that the 
Caule iifelt is at an End. The prelent Scaibn has been extremely favourable ; the Lands have 
been cultivated with uncommon Care and Induftry, and the whole Face of the Country proinifcs a 
plentiful Harveft.

Do you fuppofe that the Afls which you have deferibed, would be underftood by the Sub- 
jefls of the Nabob’s Government, as conftituting Mirza Amannee the declared Heir and Succcflbr 
of the Nabob? 

A. I do. If any Accident had happened to the Vizier, I Ihould have looked upon him as 
the Succcflbr, and this was the general Idea of the People at that Court. 

Do you think that Mirza Amannee would meet with any Oppofuion in fucceeding to his 
Father’s Inheritance? 

A. I believe, none. 

Whom, among the Nabob’s Servants, do you conceive to be moft attached to his Intcrell, 
and what would be the probable Condufl and Views of the Perfons in Power, dependant on the 
Nabob, or in any other Shape connefled with him in Cafe, of his Death ? 

Mr. Middleton begs Leave to have a Copy of this Queftion delivered to him, that he may give 
his Anfwcr to it in Writing. 

What is the Charafler of Mirza Ammanee as he is reported by the general Voice of the Pub-' 
lie, and as you can report it from your own Knowledge ? 

A. He is a very weak Man, much addifled to Plealure, ihd very averfe to Bufinefs. I mention 
this as the public Opinion, as well as my own. 

What is his moral Charaftcr? 

A. A very bad one. 

What is the Charafler of the Nabob’s Second Son Meet Saudeet Ally ? 

A. The itrongeft Charaflcr I can give of him is, that he is exadtly the oppofitc of Mirza 
Ammanee. 

Q. Do you think it likely that any Difturbance would enfue, in cafe of the Vizier’s Death ? 

A. 1 can expedf none but from the Two GoflTayn Rajahs, who have a confidcrablc Army, and 
at lueknt tlic entire Controul of the Vizier’s PoflTcflions in the Doaub. 

0^ by Colonel Morvfon. — Do you know from what Treafury the Troops of the Gofiayn Ra- 
jah.s are paid. 

A. 'I hey are paid by Tuncaw on the Diftrids they command. 

by ditto.— -Do you rccollcdl about what Time the Vizir told you, that you were to apply 
to IVlirz.i Amance on all public Bufinefs during his own Indifpofition? 

A. I cannot fpeak with Certainty; but 1 think it was about the 20 th laft December. 

Q. by ditto.— Did you inform Government of that Declaration of the Nabob ? 

A. No, Sii. / , 

by the Gencr.al.— Did you acquaint Colonel Gaillicz of this Derlaration ? 

No, Sir, I did not. The Vizier hinilelf was recovered fufficicntly to tr.infatfl Bufinefs 
himfclf bctoreColonrl Gaillicz arrived atFyzabad; nor had I mylclf any Occafion to apply'W 
Miiza Amannee on Public Bufinefs. •"

0/ by ditto.— At the Time you left Fyzabad, how were the Nabob’s Forces diftributed ? 

A. The principal Part of the Army was in the Rohilla Country, under the feparatc Commands 
of Saudit Ally, Bulheer Cawn, and Cqja Letafeet. He had alfo Troops acrofs the Rtver, in 
the Doaub,, under the Command of Cqja Buflenti befidcs thefe the Forces under the Two Gof- 
fayncs were at Etowa.

“ A. About 100,000 Men j— he has fately dirmifTed a Part of his Troops.”) 

by the Governor. — Had he any with him at Fyzabad ?

by the General. — Where is Monfieur Gentil now ? 

A. He is at Fyzabad. 

by the Governor. — On what Footing is he at Fyzabad ? 

A. He is not in the Nabob’s Service. 

by ditto.— Do you know whether he has Permiflion to remain there, and how did he obtain 
that Permiflion ? 

A. He was difmiflcd the Nabob’s Service at BiflTouty, and went to Fyzabad ; on his Arrival 
there he wrote to the Nabob that he had loft One of his Children by Sicknefs, and that the 
Second was much indifpofed v — that having alfo many Concerns unfettled, he begged the Nabob 
would permit him to ftay at Fyzabad a fhort Time, till he fliould have collected his outftanding 
Balances. 


by Colonel Monfon. — What Number of Europeans do you imagine Shujah Dowlah ntay 
have in his Service ? 

A. I do not know. There are about 1 50 Europeans in Sujah Dowlah’s Dominions. 

by the General. — Of what Country are they chiefly ? 

A. They are moftly French. 

Q;^ by Colonel Monfon.— Do you know of any French Faflion in his Court ? 

A. I do not know of any. 

by the General. — What was Major Polier doing at Fyzabad ? 

A. I do not know. 


Qi by ditto. — Do you conceive that you received your Salary from the Company, or from the 
Governor ? 

A. I conceive from the Company. 


The Boasd having no further Queftions to put to Mr. Middleton at prefent, he has Permiflion 
to withdraw, and docs fo accordingly. 

The Governor General now propofes the following Queftion for the Determination of the 
IBoard.

Mr. Francis delivers his Opinion upon the (^ftion in the following Manner. — All the Evi. 
dcnce yet before the Board is pofitivc againft this Suppofition ; admitting it however to be founded 
in Fad, I then adhere to the Opinion delivered in my Aniwer to the preceding Queftion. That 
Anfwer gives no particular Preference to one Claimant before another, except as his Claim may 
appear to be founded on the Rights dcicribed in that Queftion. I think we ate bound to acknow- 
ledge the Perfon in whom thole Rights center. 

The Governor General begs Leave to explain his Queftion in ^hc following Manner. — I under- 
ftand that the Nabob has long declared his Intention of nominating his eldcft Son Mirza Amauny, 
to the Succcflion, in Confequcnce of the Attachment which the Nabob is laid to bear to his Wile, 
the Mother of Mirza Amauny, and in Oppofttion to his own natural Inclinations. I have heard, 
however, that the Nabob has, at Times, exprelTcd a Deteftation of Mirza Amauny, on Account 
of his notorioufly bafe and vicious Behaviour. I have heard alfo, that he has generally Ihcwn a 
ftrong Affedion for his Second Son Saudit Ally Cawn ■, and although the Influence of his Wife 
may have induced him hitherto to Ihew every public Demonftration of a Preference given by him 
to Mirza Amauny^ yet I fee no Improbability in his following the natural Didates of hts .own 
AfFcdion in the laft Period of his Life, or of having yielded to them even a long Time before, by 
an Ad which could not take Place, or might not be known until his Death. It is for this Kea- 
fon I have fuppofed the Calc to which the C^eftion applies. 

Mr. Francis. — The Governor’s Explanation feems to me ftill to go on a Suppufuion againft 
fome Degree of pofitivc Evidence. If the clear Right of Inheritance be cftablilhcd in any one 
Perfon, any other Pretender to the Succcflion muft be a Rebel. If different Titles are fet up, wc 
mult then weigh, as’ I apprehend, their Validity, and be determined accordingly. Before any fur- • 
thcr Anfwer can be given to the Governor’s Queftion, I think it is ncceffary to ellablilh what arc 
the Qualifications which gives a Right of Inheritance to a Subarfhip. 

Mr. Barwcll. — I think that nothing more for the prefent is necefifary, than to dired Colonel 
Gailliez to fupport the Government in whatever Manner it may be regulated by the Vizier. 

Colonel Monfon.~By the Evidence of Mr. N. Middleton, it appears that the Vizier has already 
entrufted the Government of the Subarlhip in the Hands of Mirza Amany, and has made a De- 
claration, appointing him his Succcflbr : I cannot, therefore, fuppole that he will fiiddenly alter 
his Declaration j but if he Ihould, I think this Government, if it docs interfere, Ihould iiucr^ofe 
in Favour of the legal Succeffor. 

General Clavering.— The Governor General’s Queftion, if I underftand it right, is whether, if 
the Vizier has made a Will in Favour of any of his other Sons, who are illegitimate, wc ought 
to admit fuch Appointment in Difqualification of his legitimate Son. I can only aniwer to this, 
as well as to any other Queftion which tends to draw a Declaration from us, to defeat the natural 
Line of SuccelTion, that I confider it as repugnant to my Idea of the Treaty of lllahabad, by 
which this Government is only engaged to acKnowledgc the Heirs of the Vizier, and not to inter- 
fere at all in the Appointment of a Succeffor. 

The Governor General. — My Opinion is, that whomfoever the Nabob lhall conftitute his Heir 
is his Heir, and that this Government is bound to fupport him. 

General Clavering. — As it appears by the Anfwer which Mr. Middleton has given to this Board, 
that he did not acquaint Colonel Gailliez with the Information he had rclpeifting the Servants of t' e 
Nabob, whom he imagined were not attached to his Intcreft, and what would be th& probable 
Conduift and Views of the Perfons in Power, dependant on the Nabob in cafe of his Death, I 
think Mr. Middleton Ihould be defired to give an immediate Anfwer to that Queftion for the In- 
formation of Colonel Gailliez. 

The Governor General.— 1 muft inform the Board, in Jollification of Mr. Middleton, that it 
was ho Part of his Duty cither to advife or inftrudl Colonel Gailliez, whofc Acquaintance with the 
Vizir, his Family, and the Officers of his Government, is of much older Date than Mr. Middle- 
ton’s j and I believe his Knowledge of ail Matters relative to the Vizir, yet more complete than 
any which Mr. Middleton could have acquired in the Ihort Time he was with him. So far 
from conceiving it to be the Duty of Mr. Middleton to have given that Information to Colonel 
Gailliez, I think the latter might have looked upon it as an officious Ihtrufion of an Opinion which 
the other had no Right to offer. 

Agreed, That a Letter be written to Colonel Gailliez to the following Purport, with a Dupli- 
cate of the laft.

If any Requeft or Propofal Ihould be made to you by the Vizier, which you eitht r deem in- 
confiftenc with the Interefts of the Company, or find to be fuch as you are not au^Jioiizcd to 
comply with, you are ftill to avoid giving pcrfonal Offence to him by a dired Refuf.il, and will 
receive all fuch Requefts or Propofals with an AITufance that you aie ready to tranlmit them to 
us for our Uctermioation, taking Care at the fame Time not to give him any Encouragement to 
hope that this Government will yield to them.

Extraft of a Confultation of the 20th April 1775.

Received a Letter from the Refident at the Court of Owde, as follows : 

Mindy Giut, the ad March 1775. 

To the Ilonble. Warren Hadings Ei’quire, Governor General, and the Members of the ilonble. 

Supreme Council at Fort William, 

Honblc. Sir and Sirs, 

The Honblc. Board were furnilhed by Mr. N. Mid<lIeton with Information of the State of tliis 
Court on the Death of the late Vizicr, but very miterial Chan je-> have fince then taken Place to 
entirely overfet the Influence of the Perlbns in Power at that Period. T he Firlt Intimation I ha i 
if it was from the Nabob himfelf, who informed me Murtehzeli Cawn enjoyed his Confidence, 
ind he wifhed that I would cultivate a good Llndeifl.mding with him. 

Ellijc Cawn’s Dilgracc was the immediate Confcqucntc ot this Minifter’s Flev.uion; an Expe- 
lient for removing him from about the Pcr!bn of the Nabob was ihoiiglit of, by lending him on 
in EmbaflTy to the King to negociate the Succtflion to the Vizarct. It has fucteeded according to 
jrefent Appearances, as Ellije Cawn is f) terrified at the Mcafurcs alic.idy adopted, that m.my 
People much doubt his ever returning without a politivc Allurance of lus Salcty from the N. bob, 
or a Promi'.e of Proteftion from the Englifli : Indeed he has privately intimated as much to me 
through his Vakeel, and alfo written me a Letter letting forth his Attachment to the Company, 
and the Weight he formerly had in Public Affairs. 

This is Ellije Cawn’s own State of the Cafe-, but I, in a great Meafure, believe thefe may be 
Artifices ufed to (creen him from the Nabob, who purpoles to exami c into his Adminiftration. I 
however wrote him a polite Anfwer to his Letter, exprefling, “ I hat the Friends of the Nabob 
were thole of the Company, and by continuing firm in his Obedience to his Maftfcr, he would be 
confidercd in that Light.” The late Vizer was accultomed to make it a piincipal Branch of his 
Revenue to luficr his Favourites to amals great Wealth, and then oblige them to refund a confi- 
derablc Proportion of it. The prclcnt Nabob has followed his late Fathci’s Example, already 
taken large Sums from fomc Perions, and intends to do the fame with Ellije Cawn : If thcicfore 
he will j^aticmly lubmit to this Meallirc, 1 think, upon confidering all CircumftanLCS, he might 
return in Safety ot his Life, as the Nabob can biar him no (.icrfonal Enmity in confequence of any 
'riling which had occurred during the late Vizier’s Time. 1 fear though, fince his Departure, he 
has been gtylty of Imprudences, his Extellency having told me that he had Icen an original Letter 
from Ellije Cawn to Anoopgyr, encouraging him to rebel and fet up an imlepcndcnt Government 
in the Doaab. Many People think this L,etter was forged with a Dcfign to ruin Ellije Cawn — 
whether the Nabob really believes it to have been wrote by him or not, I cannot tell ; but he 
choofes to defer the Examination into the Truth of it, until Ellije Cawn’s Return, for the fime 
Realons as reprefented to the Honblc. Board in Colonel Gailliez’s Letter of tlie I'liird of March. 

1 hr Nabob has daily heaped Favours on Murtezeh Cawn ; bellowed his own Jaghyr on him, 
amounting to One Lack of Rupees a Year } given him the Colleftion of the Saycr or Land 
Duties of t;wd, Allahabad, and Corah j and only Three Days after his AcceHion to the Mufnud 
cieatcd him a Commander of Seven thouTand, a Rank the late Vizir never granted to any Man 
during the Whole of his Government. At Murtezeh Cawn’s Inftigation, alfo, he has given 
Amroogyr a Jaghyr of One Lack of Rupees a Year, together with an additional Number of One 
thouland Florle. He lias continued the Niabut of the Doaab to Anoopgyr for Forty-eight Lacks 
ot Rupees inifead of i itty-two, .at which it was before rented ; and put One thoufand five hunilrtd 
Foot and f’»vt?»hundred Florle under his Command, cxclufive of his former Refialla, wlncli he is 
Hill to keep. 

1 have laken much 7 ’rouble to enquire particularly about Murtezeh Cawn. Before the Nabob’s 
A(;celixn lie h.id, for many Years, k-rved him in the Capacity of Cuntumah. By a I'ubmiffivc 
^yo'P'iancc with his Foibles, and by ncgociating Loans of Money for him, when his Exptnees 
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miolit have exceeded the Allowances made him by his late Father, he ingratiated himfelf into hjj 
Favour. Murtezeh Cawn being from his Office conftantly about the Perlon of the prelenc Nabob, 
was employed merely in the Superintcndance of his Houlhold, and until now has never been ii, 
any Channel to render himlcif converhint with public Bufiners. In regard to Abilities, it 
general Opinion ot Perfons of all Parties, that he poffelTes them in a moderate Degree. • 

1 mult obferve, relative to the late Vizier’s general Line of lohtics, that Want of Confidence 
in the Attachment of his Servants, made him truft none with a conhdcrable lower, being hinipif 
tiled to Bufincis, as well as clever. He heard the Advice of all, but afterwards afled by his own 
Tud-ment. Hardly any Perfons (Ellijc Cawn and Balhur Cawn excepted, very rarely) ever in. 
lluenccd him in his Conduct. By thde Means he tfcablilbed a perlonal Influence of a 'fry dit]'.. 
lent N iture, from that excited by tlie Name ot Subah alone; tor there wa.s not a Man in ti;, 
hmlxit or lowtfl Hank of Ins Service, but what knew he dii'ltated eveiy Meafurc himfelf.

They recommended it to his Excellency to encourage the old Servants of the Govt rnment, whole 
Tnlluence in the Country, and Exyiericnce, might have flrengthened his own Authority, anj 
feated him firmly on the Muihud. In fome Meafure too, thi.s may appear confillent with the In- 
terefts of the Company, for as F.llije Cawn and the old Minillers have, by fioiuent l-ilbin 
within their own Knowledge, experienced the Power ot our Government, luch Men, 1 IhoiilJ 
conceive, are much more likely to pav a Deference to the Company, than a Pci Ion wlio at pie.

Mr. N. l\:iddleton hinted at the Nabob’s Difpofition ; I have found it anfwer to that Guntlc- 
man’s Charafterof him in his private Life. During the late Vizier’s Time, he w.as much auci, 
and did not appear what he really was fince he has aflumed a public Character. He has Ihtwna 
much better Underltanding than he was before imagined to pollcfs, yet Inexperience .added to tnther 
too ea«er a Purfuit of his Pixcrcifes and Diverfions, lay him open to intcrclted Rcpiclcnuiioni., the 
Conlequenccs of which may prove equally bad with a total Want t'f Capacity 

The Nabob having, by dilcharging the Arrears of his Troops, and bv the ncccffiiry Pilbudc- 
ments on his firll: Acccllion, excealed the Receipts of his Revenue, has reiieatettiy apjilied toBuii- 
hoo Begum, to lupply his prefent Exigcncie'. Hitherto ail liis Applications have proved iiitliei 
tual, but on the •23d of March, he difpatched Murtezah Cawn ..nd Seller Jt.ing to her IN'.cllrm,' 
to ende.ivour to get lome Money from her.

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Myrza Jungly, a high fpirited Youth, has frequently had iharp Meflages pafs between him and 
the Nabob, in which his Heap of 'I'cmper carried him beyond the Bounds of Ptudente ; ar ialf he 
thought himfelf fo ill treated that he left the Camp with only two Attendants. The Nabob dc- 
ruted a Perfon to perfuade him to return : He came up with him at a Nulla ne.ir Aflltwun, at)out. 
sixteen CofsDiftance from hence, when Jungly, who was on the oppofjte Side of this Nulla, fent 
to let him know that he would not fee him, and if he attempted to crofs the River, he would cut 
off his Head. The Perfon deputed returned to the Nabob, but did not dare to tell him the Truth 
of what had pafled. He faid “ he could not come up with Jungly,” v;ho has fince coniinued 
his Journey to Fyzabad, where he is arrived, and intcntis to throw himfelf under the Proteflion 
of Nabob Begum. 

Saadut Ally, during his Youdi, v/as obliged by the Vizir to attend very clofely to his Stu* 
dies, whereby he obtained a Degree of Knowledge above the Generality of the Print es, or of 
the Natives of this Country, he is the moll promiling of the whole Family, for, adtled to Ms 
Fdi:e.ition, and fuperior Abilities, I do not hear of his being adiiided to any Vice. I le w.is a 
g.eat Favourite w'ith his late Failu r, who had jiill before liis De^ili bellowed on him die nominal 
Government of Barclli j for the Command ol the IVoops, faithei tl;-n a fmal! Nu nber to lup- 
port his State, were * given to Mahboob and other Sirdars, and the Country, f by b.ing farmed 
to Roy Pahar Sing, his Authority was much limited iu civil Allans. ’The Jealouiy of Saadut Ally f 
was Carried fo far at Court, that immediately on tlie late Vizir’s Death, Buhhoo Begum wrote to 
Mahboob to go to him and watch his Motions ; if he attempted to .’•aife any Parties in the Coun- 
try, he had Orders to ufe Means to Icizc him : He accotdm.dy wenti Saadut Ally, ihougli lur- 
prized at feeing him, at once perceived his Drilr, and wh.iu ver Ins real Intentions were at the 
Time, he prudently told Mahboob, * lie had l.itheito confidered the Nabob Myrza Amany as his 
‘ Brother} that in future he fiiould look upon him as his Malkr, be obedient to I is Oideis, and 

* go and attend on him.’ Their Firlt Meeting was :it Liu know ; fince when, fo lar as Words, 
great Cordiality has fubfifted, but ! believe the real Sentiments of their Hearts contradidl thefc 
outward Profcfllons, otherways the Nabob could hardly fiitfer him tu be expofed to his prcicnt 
iJiflrcfs, and difpoflefied of even his nominal Government of Barclli. 

Simdut Ally h.is repeatedly intimated his great Defiie to vifit me, in order to expl iin his Si- 
tuation, and reprelent his Atuchment to tiie Company. As I could not openlv acknowlcdfre 
thisMefiage, without giving Caufe of Jcaloufy to the Nabob, much lefs receive his Vifit, I de- 
clined the Offer, but at the fame Time, as I thought tlie intereft of the Company rendered it ne- 
ceflary to keep up a good Underfianding with this Prince (who is the Heir apparent), I anfwered, 

* That the Nabob had already refufed him his PermlfTion to vifit Colonel Gailliez, when theCo- 
‘ loncl hinnlclf had rcquefled it. I conceived therefore I could not afk it under fuch Circum- 

* fiances without expofing botli him and myfeJf to his Brother’s Dilplcafure ; that I was wholly 

* dependant on the Governor General and Council, whole Protedion he might meet with if he 

‘ conformed to what they might recommend to him, and would be firm in his Obedience to his 

* Brother, with whom the Company were united in the rtridtelt Alliance; 1 alfo begged to be 

* confidered amongfl the Number of his bcfl Friends, as I entertained the greateft Refped for his 

* Cluradcr.’ 

I have fince this received othcf Mefiages from Saadut Ally, all of which exprefs his Intention to 
govern his Condud by the Advice of the F.nglifh. 

It is not that the Nabob’s State of Health in the leall makes me apprehenfive of his Death at 
the prefent Jundure, yet owing to his amazing Corpulency, and as by his former Mode of Li*c 
he is totally debilitated with Refped to Women, the Pollibility of Heirs (unlefs his Conflitution 
fhould take fomc very extraordinary Turn) is precluded by the latter Circumftance, and by the 
former, w? iiavc great Reafon to think him liable to a fudden Death. I humbly bc<> to recom- 
mend thefe, and the other Matters contained in this Letter, to the Confidcratiofl of The Honble. 
Bwrd i though fome of them are trivial in tliemfcivcs, yet they lead to a Knowledge of the Cha- 
raders of very principal Perfons about this Court, and I therefore hope may not be thought 
wholly improper. ’ ° 

It has been my conftant Endeavour, by influencing intermediate Perfons, and by my own Ex- 
ertions in the Charader of the Nabob’s Friend, to convince him how very ncicfiary it is for him 
to pay a Deference to any Uequells preferred in the Name of the Company. Hitherto his Excel- 
lency s Proteffions of Amity are great ; I wifh I may find them equ.ally finecre; and as no Nc- 
gociation cncrufted to my Management fhall fail of .Succefs for Want of a full Explanation of 

Its Propriety, I entertain Hopes of, in the End, cfTcding mod Points to the Satisfadtion of the 
rionblc. Board. 

Since Muitehzeh Cawn’s Ab.^ence Bufinefs has been greatly at a ft.ind. In cafe of Petitions or 
Ikprclentatioivs being preferred to the Nabob, he has generally ordered the Examination of them 
to be ddayed until that Minifter’s Return, which is expeded in about Ten Days. I mention this 
Circiimftance to fiiew the Extent of this Man’s Influence; but in regard to the Company’s Affairs 
1 have at all Times found his Excellency willing to liflen to my Reprefentations. 

k lias been my general Plan of Condud to avoid the Appearance of Intrigue. Where I could 
without giving Caufe of Jealoufy to the Nabob, I have converfed with Men of all Parties ; 

and. 
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and, by having attended to their different Opinions, I hope my Relation of thefe Occurrences will 
appear to the Honourable Board in an impartial Light. *

him, he is again coming to raife further Difturbances : I therefore write to requeft you will, with- 
out Fail, accompany him, and ftay Two or Three Days, which is abfolutely neceflary. Certain . 
Perfons arc defirous of effeding the Deftruftion of this Family. It is now out of my Power to 
furnilh any further Supplies of Money. Whatever I was poffeffed of has been taken from me. 

I have now nothing to do with the Nabob Afoph ul Dowla. I am defirous -that, whilft I'«main 
here, it may be with Honour, and have therefore retired from worldly Affairs, and have no Con- 
neftion with any one. 

It is well known to you, that Sums of Money have been thrice taken from me already. The 
Report which now prevails has induced me to write to you to come here for Two or Three Days, 
that we may learn of each others Welfare. 

Write me continually concerning your Health, and inform me if you approve of coming here. 

I have caufed this Letter to be written in my Prefcnce, by my Mooniby.

Copy of a Reprefentation from Mr. Briftow to the Nabob Afoph ul Dowla, 

The firmeft Friendfliip and moft perfeft Harmony fubfifts between your Excellency and the 
Englilh Chiefs, and I am perfuaded it is your mutual Defign to preferve them on all Occafions in- 
violate. 

As your Excellency has lately determined on a Journey to Fyzabad, and it is reported that 
you have conceived a Difpleafurc againft the Alliah Begum, one Reafon for which is, the Corref- 
poniknce which (he has held through me with the Governor and Council ; I beg Leave to reprefent 
to your Excellency, that the Corrclpondence between the Englilh Chiefs and the Begiifb was en- 
tirely to give Plcafurc to you. Nothing relative to the Affairs of the Country, the Powers of 
Hindoffan, or any Thing which might tend to your Excellency’s DKhonour, was ever made the 
Subjedl of it. 

I am hojscful that your Excellency will not entertain any Difpleafure againff the Begum, on 
Account of this Correfpondence, nor introduce the Englilh Name on fuch an Occafion *, for the 
Englilh Chiefs were induced to write to the Begum folcly in Confideration of their Fnendlhip to 
you. Your conceiving any Difpleafure againft the Alleah Begum, or any other Peribn, on Ac- 
count of their holding a Correfpondence with Englilh Chiefs, will be very dilhonourablc to them, 
and inconfiftent with the Dilates of Friendihip. (^)

On the zd January 1775, it was refolved by the Board, todepofit the Amount, when collefted, * 

in thoiirtblic Treafury, until fuch Time as the Retblution of the Court of Directors might be re- 
ceived. 

On the zyrh of October 1777, this favourable Refolution and Promife to the Army was re- 
feinded, becaufe the Vizier’s Debt to the Company had then rifen to Fifty Lacks. 

Five different Reprefentations have been made by this Board to the Court of Directors upon 
this Claim^ which has been now pending Five Years, without any Anfwer whatever, but One 
Promife of above Four Years Date, that they would fhortly communicate their Sentiments to us 
upon it. 

Seeing the little Encouragement we have to hope for the Rcceival of any Direftions from them 
upon this Subject, and being informed that the Caufe is now removed which induced the Board, 
on the 2 7th -of Odober 1777, to refeind the Firft favourable Rrfolution of the 2d January 1775, 
as the Vizier’s Debt to the Company is almoft totally liquidated, I think it incumbent upon us to 
go as far as may lay in our Power, to facilitate the Recovery of fo equitable a Claim, which, in- 
deed, I think it might prove fatal to difeourage, particularly as the Army poirciTcs the Promife 
of this Board in their Favour. 

Nor is this Claim to be viewed fimply in the Light of a Gift, but a Sum agreed to be given 
in lieu of, and to fave a much larger; for it is well known, that the Plunder of Peclabct, Barelli, 

,Oiihl.i, and B;(rouly, which w^s withheld in Conlidcration of this Sum, would much have ex- 
iceeded it. j 

i I therefore propofe, that in Furtherance of the Refolution of the 2d January 1775, and the 
Promile then made to the Army, the Vizier’s Bonds for 10,50,000 be immediately lent to our 
Refident at the Vizier’s Court, with Orders to endeavour, as foon as pofilblc, to obtain feparate 
Tunkaws lor the Amount of this Sum ; and that he colleft it .with all proper Difpatch, and 
remit the Amount to the Prefidency, where it may then (as I think it ought) be diftributed to the 
Army ; but if that (hould not be agreed to, it may, in that Cafe, reft until the final Rtfolution of 
(he Court of Diredors may be received. 

Mr. Whcler. — In Anfwer to that Part of Sir Eyre Coote’s Minute, which fcems to imply that 
he Donation to the Army on Account of the Rohillah War, has been retarded by the Inatten- 
ioti ol the Court of Diredors, I beg Leave to obferve, that it is not in their Power to order a 
)illribution of that Sum, without the Alfent of the Legillature being pfevioufly had and obtain- 
d ; ami 1 may with equal Truth obferve, that for the Court of Diredlors, at any One Time 
"(rithin the given J'erioil, to have thrown the Affair of the India Company into Parliament for this 
^urpolc only, Vvtfuld have been an A^t of Indifcrction, if not an Adt bordering almoft on Infa- 
|ity. Every other Step neceflitry for the Dil'cbargc of this Obligation, was taken by the Court 
f Din dors previous to my Departure from England ; the Opinion of a Board of Field OfScers, 
a ih«i 1 ‘ropricty of the Claim, not excepted.

Although this Misforiunc 
jft dq)rived me of Senfe and Speech, yet, for the Confolation of rdl Ranks of People, and 
for the Eilablifhinent ot this family, of which your Friendftiip is the lole Support, .c is my 
Duty to inform you, that the Froiperity and Advantage oi this Country and f amily depend en- 
tirely on ihh Aid and Affiftance of the illudrious Knglini Chiefs. IVaifcd be God, that i!:e 
Fnendfhip and Alliance between this Government and rhe Engldh gains Strength daily, and I 
am hopeful that you will obferve the fame friendly Conduct towards tl)e Nabob Afoph ul Dow- 
lah, whicii you on all Occafions manifcfled to the decealed Nab /b, which will conduce to the 
PiOlpciity and Benefit of the People, and redound to your Honour.

I think the Conditions of the old Treaty (the Article rcfpcfling Corah and IlRkb^d, except- 
ed) is a good Foundation for any we may now chufe to form. '''• 

2d. As it may be poflible to encrcafe the Subfidy for a Brigade employed in Oud, &c. tfiat 
Increafe ought if poffible to be effefted ; but its Extent being arbitrary, and depending entirely 
on the Plealure of the Board, we (hould confidcr in which Way to make our Aid the leaft bur- 
thenfome and moft iifeful to our Ally. 

Our Military Eftablilhmcnt is become an intolerable Burthen, and the Diredlors have ex- 
prefsiy recommended that fiich Jieduflion take Place in it as may he done with Safety to Bengal.

nion, to the hiring out any Part of our own Forces occafionally to defend Oude, &c. and will 
equally llrengthen the Nabob againft his foreign Enemies, while it renders him proportionably 
weak and dependant on us. 

3d. The Independency of Gauzipore on Oud is a great political Objed, and ought to be in- 
fifted on; and whatever may be relblvcd relpeding the Revenue paid by the Rajah of that Coun- 
try, the Englilh Government ought not to Hand in the fame Relation to it as the late Vizier, be- 
caule the Country of Benares and Gauzipore is a natural Barrier to thcle Provinces, ‘and the Ra- 
jah ftiould have the ftrougeft Tics of Intcreft to fupport our Government in cafe of any future 
Rupture with the Subah of Oud. To make this his Intereft, he tnuft not be tributary to the 
Englilh Government, for from the Inftant lie becomes its Tributary, from that Moment we may 
exped him to fide againft us, and by taking Advantage of the Troubles and Commotions that 
may arife, attempt to difburthen binifelf of Ifis pecuniary Obligations.

For this Service done the Nabob, we (hould require that Cheit Sing’s Zemindaree be annexed to 
the Soubahfhip of Bengal or Bahar, or to both. 

JE'o engage for the young Nabob ftridly to adhere to all Treaties made between the King and 
Soujah Dowlah, and to endeavour to prevail on the Nabob to give the Whole of the Rohillah 
Country to the King. 

The King Shaw Allum, for thefe Advantages, and for the Refpeft ftiewn him, fhould make 
over the Sovereignty of Bengal and Bahar to the King of Great Britain, and rclinquifh all Claims 
to his Tribute. 

If thefe Terms arc too fevere on the Nabob, they m.iy be mitigated, by relinquilhing the Sums 
that remain due from him for the Conqueft of the Rohilla Country. 

If the Nabob Allf ul Dowlah requires the Afllftance of a Brigade, he fhould pay all Charges 
attending it.

General Clavering.' — In conlidciing the important SubjciSl which is now before us, I have Two 
Objtfls in View j Firlf, the obtaining the grcatcll polTible Advantage to the Company, in Con- 
fideration of thedefenlive Aid propofed to he given to the new Nabob; the Second is, the avoid- 
ing the greateft probable Inconvenieney to the State by virtue ot the Engagements we may enter 
into with him.

“ That the Nabob Miza Ammanec [ iinifres fuch Difqualifications of Character, that he cannot

That the Zemindary of Benares and Gauzipore (hall be held by Cheit Sing of the Company, 
indead of the Suba of Oude. 

To obtain the Fird, it diould be propofed to the King that he fhould renounce his Tribute on 
thefe Provinces ; that he fhould acknowledge the Nabob of Oude to be Soubah of that Country, 
and fhould appoint him Vizier. 

In Return for this Favour, wc fhould redore to him the Country of Corah and lllahabad. 

The Nabob, in Return to the Favour fbewn him, and procured by our Mediation, fhould rc- 
linquifh to the Company the Sovereignty of Benares and Gauzipore, to be held as at prefent by 
Cheit Sing, on his paying his Tribute to the Company. 

In order to attach this Rajah to the Company, his Tribute ought to be diminifhed at Ic^ Three

The very refradory Behaviour of almoft all the Zemindars and Landholders, who although 
they have not as yet broken out in open Rebellion, yet inlolcntly witlihoid the Rents from the dif- 
ferent Colle^ors of the Revenue, has determined the Nabob to let out on his Circuit fome Weeks 
looner than he intended, by his Prefence to curb this turbulent Spirit.

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As however my Anfwcrs to each Propofition may appear to be given abfolutely and independent 
of that mutual Relation, by which I meant to unite them j I now beg Leave to explain my In- 
tention with refpeft to all the Governor’s Propofitions confidcred in one View. 

•Jr. I make the Ceflion or Transfer of the Revenue or Tribute [paid by the Rajah of Benares] 
from the Nabob of Oude to this Government for ever, a Preliminary and fundamental Con- 
dition, without which I do not nican to conlent to any Treaty of Guaranty whatfoever in Favour 
of the Nabob, unlcfs an Alternative fliall be propofed which may appear equally advantageous 
to this Government ; if, for Example, the Nabob would rather relinquilh his Claim to Corah 
and Illahabad than his prefent Rights over the Zemindaree of Benares, 1 lliall be very willing to 
come to an Accommodation with him on that Point. The Recovery of thofe Countries might 
enable us to adjurt all Difputes or l)ifFerences with the King, upon a footing equally honorable 
and advantageous to the Company. 

2d. Suppofing this firlt fundamental Article to be fettled, I then confent to the Guaranty 
of Oude and Benares to the Nabob for his Life, without any Refervation, or if he prefers Co- 
rah and Illahabad to Benares, I then include thofe Countries in the Guaranty, provided the 
Treaty of Benares fhould be approved of and confirmed by the Honourable Court of Di- 
rectors. 

3d, With this Guaranty (on which ever of the Two Principles it may be fettled) I mean to 
unite the Article of the Subfidy to be paid for the Service of fuch Part of our Troops as may be 
employed at the Nabob’s Requifition in defending the Dominions guaranteed to him ; provided 
the firft great Point be adjufted to our Satisfaction, I would not ultimately infift on railing the 
Subfidy beyond its prefent Eftablilhment j the firll Demand however fhould be made for the en- 
tire Expence, we may afterwards gradually relax from it if we think proper. 

4th. In agreeing to the propofed Indejpcndance of the Rajah of Benares, my Meaning was to 
adhere ItriCtly to the Third Paragraph or my Minute of the 13th February \ the Zemindary may 
be perpetuated in his Family on fixed and unalterable Conditions. The Conditions I propofed 
tend to fcc^e us a great Acceffion of Revenue without any Acceffion of Territory ; It is highly 
for ln>el»!^dvantage to be confidered as a Vaflal of the Sovereign of thefe Kingdoms, holding 
hereditary Fief by a fixed Tenure, and acknowledging the Sovereign of Bengal and Bahar 
to be his Lord Paramount.

You muft further acquaint him, that in any Treaty with him where the fpccific 
Aid of any Body of our Troops may be ftipulatcd, we cxptd that the monthly Subfidy fhall be 
afeertained at a Sum equal to the whole and real Expence that wc experienced in the laft Cam- 
paign ; that the Subfidy paid by his Father was confidcrably lefs than the real Expence of the 
Brigade, which ferved to involve us in Difficulty and Diftrefs, and in a fimilar Cafe with regard to 
him, it might prevent us affording him that hearty and effedive Aid which it is our Intention to 
beftow. 

Provided the Surrender of his Claims on the Revenues and Sovereignty of Gauzapore be adjufted 
to our Satisfadion, we think proper to inform you, in the ftriifteft Reliance and Confidence in your 
Diferetion, that in that C.ate we do not mean to infift ultimately on raifing the Subfidy beyond its 
prefent Klhblifhmcnt : And this Hope you are at Liberty to hold out to the Nabob as from your- 
Iclf only, and without Authority from us. Your firft Demand on the Head of the Subfidy 
fhould be made for the intirc Expence ; we may afterwards gradually relax from it, if we think 
proper.^ We need not tell you, however, that you will render a moft acceptable andifeful Service 
to the Company, in obtaining the whole Demand, according to the Terms in whicft^ou are or* 
dered to make it in the firft Inftance.

General by the Paymafter of the Second Brigade, for his Dilburfements on account of that Bri- 

°% the Sixth and Seventh Articles of the original Inftruaions of the Board to Colonel Cham- 
pion, which Inflruaiors, on his leaving the Army, were to be the Guide of your Conduft, it 
was Enjoined that you fhould be particularly attenuve to make proper Applications for the regular 
Payment of the Monthly Subfidy, and that in cale of the Vizir s negleding or evading to fur- 
nilh the fame, you are then ordered, in Conjundion with the Refid^t at the \ mt * Court, to 
id before him in the ftrongeft 'Perms the Impropriety of his Condud i and in cale thi.s fliould 
prove inefTeaual, and that One Month Ihould have elapfed beyond the Period in which the Pay- 
ment became due, you are authorifed and enjoined to iufpend your Operations, and to return to 
13 enarcs, there to wait the future Orders of the Board, declaring to the Vizir that you confidcr 
this Failure in hi.s Engagements as equivalent to a Difmiflion of the Troop. " 

The Meaning of the Board by this Order was to free the Company from tlie Burden of the 
Expenceof the Troops employed by the Vizir; and for this Purpofe it was exprc^v^lvd, 
that no further Supplies fliould be fent to the Brigade, than luch as were granted to it in Tn>^Bc- 
ginning of the Campaign. We find, notwithftanding thefe Prccaunons, tlm a very heavy 


pence has been incurred. With a View therefore to afeertain how far the Subfidy was equal to 
the real Expence of the Troops, we thought proper to direft you, in our Letter of the i jth 
February, to tranfmit us immediately a State of the Sums received on this Account to the lateft 
Period. In your Anfwer to this Letter, dated the 3d ultimo, you promifed to fend us fuch an 
Account as foon as pofTible, but we have hitherto expefted and waited for it in vain ; we there- 
fore repeat our Direftions that you forward it to us immediately and without Delay. 

We defire that you will, on no Account, fufFer the Payment of the Subfidy to be delayed beyond 
the Time fixed by the Inftruaions above referred to, but that you will rigidly conform to them 
in every Particular where they have not been fuperfeded by any fubfequent Order of the 
Board. 

The Paymafter of your Brigade having been in vain applied to for his Monthly Accounts, we 
are left entirely in the Dark, as well with refpea to the Amount of the Dilburfements as of the 
Receipts made by him. 

Wc have therefore peremptorily repeated our Orders to him in this Refpea, and that our In- 
tentions m.iy not be fruftrated, we have dircaed the Paymafter General to accept no Bills granted 
by him after the 20th of this Month, on account of the Pay of the Second Brigade. Mr. Burgh 
is alfo forbid to grant Bills after that Date, and in cafe of his failing to’comply with the above 
Orders within Ten Days from the Receipt of them, he is commanded to repair direaiy to the. 
Prefulency to anfwer for his Condua before the Board. 

We have juft received your Letter of the 21ft ultimo, with Copies of the Accounts of the late 
Vizier, and of the Nabob Afoph ul Dowlah, which you b|d delivered to Mr. Briftow; as we 
obferved that thefe Accounts comprehend only the Sums due on Account of the Diftrias of 
Corah and Illahabad, and of the Stipulation for the Rohilla Conqueft, and that no Mention is 
made of the Subfidy, although you had particular Injunaions to be exad on that Head, we 
cannot avoid exprelTing our feverc Difpleafurc at your Neglcft of our repeated Orders. We hope 
however that this may be the lad Occafion we lhall have to complain of your Conduct, and that 
you will not force us to the Neceflity of taking more cfFcdtual Meafures for the Support of our 
Authority.

On my Arrival at Camp on the 14th inftant, of which Date was my laft Addrefs to the Honbk- • 

Boaid, I wrote a Letter to Colonel Gailliez, requefting Information on the fcvcral Matters of ’ 

nclSi 
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nefs which now come under my Managctncnt. I received a very polite and fatisfaclory Anfwcr, 
and as I was in confcquence enabled to enrcr upon the Difchargc of the Truft repofed in me, I 
trouble the Honourable Board with a Relation of fuch Circumdances as have occurred worthy 
of Notice. 

My firft Reprefentation to his Excellency was on the Subjeft of renewing the Treaty of Al- 
liance, in which he readily acquiefeed ; but as to prepare a Draft of it will require fome Confideration, 
a few Days muft elapfc before I (hall be able to forward one for the Approbation of the Honble. 

Board. 

f (“(<*) My next Reprefentation related to the Payment of the Remdinder of the Money due 
^ “ to the Company on Account »• the Rohilla War. His Excellency faid that he would foon ’Sic inOng. 
“ difeharge it, and as the prefent is the Seafon for the greateft Colledlions; I have not the 
“ lead Doubt of being fliortly able to fend the Honble. Board a fatisfadlory Account of this Ne- 
« gotiation.”) § 

Refpciding the Difmifllon of the Foreigners, I at Two or Three Interviews with his Excellency 
repre'ented to him, that they were unncceflary to his Defence or Service, and how well pkafed the 
Englifh would be if he were to difmifs them ; that they were not accudomed to the Laws and 
Cuftoms of this Country, and inftead of aflliling him they tended but to perplex and difturb his 
Government. 

The only Anfwcr I have been able to obtain from his Excellency is, that he really did not want 
the Foreigners but to lupenntend his Foundery. If, therefore, the Governor General would write 
him a Letter, engaging to fupply him with whatever Guns and Mufkets he may require, he 
would willingly difmifs them i the Guns and Mufkets to be paid for at the Price which may be 
hereafter fixed. 

In my Way up the Country, and fince my Arrival, I made very particular Inquiry concerning 
the Number of Europeans who had lately pafTed through the Company’s Territories, and were in 
his Excellency’s. Hitherto I have been unable to obtain any certain Intelligence, but it is gene- 
rally bdjg^d that near One hundred and fifty have come up within a few Months paft : For my 
notknow how to credit it, for the prefent Nabob has not increafed the Numbers in his Ser- 
vice fince his Acceflion, and he himlclf fays, he has altogether from Thirty to Forty ; I can alfo 
alTure the Honble. Board, that only Ten Days ago Nudjif Cawn had under Madock Seventy-four, 
and under Sumroe Sixty. 

To afeertain the Truth of this Report, fo far as I was able, I begged of the commanding Officer 
at Buxar to enquire particularly into it. I have fince my Arrival received a Letter from him, in- 
forming me that at the End of Oilober, or the Beginning of November laff, fcveral Europeans 
pafTed up the Dewah under various Pretences, as Condudors of Boats, Officers, Servants, &c. 
but that a Stop might eafily be put to it by cftablifhing a fmall Poft at the Moutli of the River j 
I defired this Gentleman to flate his Plan for effedling this Purpofe, and to make a Reprefentation of 
it to the Honourable Board through the proper Channel. 

As this is not the only Road by which Europeans cfcape the Obfcrvance of the Englifli Go- 
yernmenr, but many leave their Boats at Patna, from whence they go by Land through Bcttiah 
into Gurruckpore ; I humbly fubmit this Matter to the Confideration of the Honble. Board, for 
when once they get paft the Company’s Territories, it will always be difficult to fend them 
back. 

In the Courfe of my Reprefentations to his Excellency, I folicited him to prevent Europeans 
from pafling through his Dominions to Nudjif Cawn and other Chiefs. 

i intoimed him, th* a Coufin of Monfieur Chevalier’s was upon the Road to join Madock, 
and I hoped he would ufe Means to flop him. As his Excellency faid he would, 1 have em- 
ployed Agents to watch for this Gentleman’s Arrival, when I will advife the Honble. Board of 
the Event ; at the fame Time that I folicited his Excellency to adopt this Mcafure, I obferved 
the Precaution of particularly requefling it to appear wholly an Aft of his own, and to order his 
Officers not to be guilty of Cruelty on the Perfons of any Europeans. 

I hope to meet with the Approbation of the Board for my Earneftnefs in this Bufinefs, as 
the Situation of Affairs abfolutely renders it neceflary. The Intent for which Monfieur Cheva- 
her s Coufin is coming I cannot now tell for certain, but I have good Caufe to imagine it is to 
encourage the Foreigners in thefe Parts to ftay, Letters having been lately written by the Direc- 
tor of Chandernagore to that Effeft to Madock, and likewife informing him, that a War would 
j betwixt our Two Nations. I affert this Faft upon the Teftimony of Pere 

Wendel, who has feen thefe Letters. He fays alfo, that Madock has Three Battalions of Sepoys 
2 nd rive hpndred Horfe, but is neverthclefs difeontented with his Situation, is defirous ot re- 
Country, and has authorifed him to folicit for his Pardon. 
il D thfl^ncouragement I gave to Here Wendel was, that the Board 'might be induced to give

To the Honble. Warren Haftings Efquire, Governor General,, and the Members of the Honble. 

Supreme Council. ’ . 

I informed the Board, in my laft Addrefs of the 23d inftant, that the Nabob h!<d^mifcd to 
fix a Day for the Payment of the Remainder of the Money due to the Cofnpany. *H«^s in 
confequence engaged to do it in the Courle of One Month, but, as I think, I have not oou.’tJj, 
by this what the Honble. Board cxpe<ft, I fhall folicit for a fliorter Period. 

As both Yefterday and To-day his Excellency mentioned the Subjeft of the Treaty to me, I 
tried to found him how far he was inclined to favour any new Propofals. I did this wholly from 
myfelf, without making it in any Refpeft a Reprefentation on the Part of the Gwernment. I 
commenced by explaining the great Service he had received by^ the Prefence ^of the Englilh 
Troops : That without them his Army would not only have mutinied, but the principal Servants 
of his Government, who had the Charge of large Provinces, might alfo have given him great 
Trouble. I recommended it as his Firft Objefl: to make the Englilh his firm Friends upon any 
Terms •, for that their Power and his united might bid Defiance to all the World. I farther faid, 
that in viewing his Situation he ought by no Means to lay any Depcndance on the Peace he 
enjoyed at the prefent Juncture, as his Greatnefs was the Envy of his Neighbours, who only 
W'aited the Opportunity to attack him. At all Events the Marrattahs purpofed to turn their 
Forces to this Quarter when their own inteftine Divifions might permit them fo to do. 

I lis Excellency anfwered, that he was fcnfible of the Obligations the Englilh had heaped both 
upon his late Father and him. Above all Things, he earneftly wifhed to renew the Treaty, and 
particularized the Service for which he wanted the Afliftance of the Englilh : “ To defend his 
Country againft an Invafion by the Marrattahs, or any other Power.” 

I feized this Opportunity (fo far as was prudent) of ufing the Arguments the Honble. Board 
had been pleafed to diftate to me. After much Difeourfe, in which 1 endeavoured to difeover his 
Excellency’s Sentiments and conceal my own, I at laft got him to confefs, “ That in cafe of Set* 

“ vices not ftipulatecTfur in the former I’reaties, he would willingly allow an Encrcafe of Subfidy. 

As 1 thought this ConfeHion a great Point gained on the Opening of this Bulinefs, cfpccially aS 
the Converfation had been introduced by his Excellency himfelf, I made no Demands, but tried 
to draw him into a Confidence of my Attachment to his Service, and that whatever Conditiont * 
might propofe to be introduced into the new Treaty, would be with the foie View of binding h'* 
and the Company’s Interefts by fuch Tics as could never be feparated.

Murtezeh Cawn has wrote to Ellijc Cawn, that the Charge entrufted to him is too touch for 
himlclf alone to execute, and encourages him to return and allift^ him with his Advice.

his own Dominions.

As the Nabob Afoph ul Dowlah had a long Time laboured under a Difeafc, for the Cure of 
which, .h. applied to Dodfor Thomas, and .having received great Benefit by his Medicines, is de- 
firous that the Doftor Ihould refide with him. His Excellency therefore requefts of me to folicit 
the Honble. Board for their Permiffion, and has himfelf allb written about it to the Governor Ge- 
neral.

Honble. Sir and Sirs, 

I wrote the Honble. Board laft on the 27^^ Inftant. 

The Nabob having received an Anfwer to his Letter to Nudjif Cawn, he favoured me with a 
Copy of it, together with his Reply, which I herewith cnclofc. The Honble. Board will obferve 
the Change of Sentiments on the Part of the Nabob, which I can account for by the Alteration 
in Nudjit Cawn’s Situation. When he firft wrote for Afliftance, he was fo relaxed by a ievere 
Indifpofition, that being himlclf unable to head his Army, his Troops had not an equal Confi- 
dence in Nudjif Cooly Cawn, and were alarmed at the Number of Enemies aflcmblcd to oppofc 
them, befides being diftruftful of each other. The whole Party under Nudjif Cooly Cawn mighr, 
at the taking of Camao, amount to Twelve thoufand, without reckoning the Rohillas who 
dtfeited, a Body under Affrafsjab Cawn, ahd fome others, afterwards effefting a Jundion. 

His Army is nowencreafingto upwards of Twenty thoufand Men. Madock has not yet joined, 
but he is on the Road, and has already beat a fmall Party of Nool Sing’s Troops, and relieved 
Mootraa, which was befieged by them. Although the Army under Pirty Sing may exceed Forty 
thoufand Men, yet none of them are difeiplined after the European Manner, and many of Nudjif 
Cawn’s are; ftfides this, his Reputation as a Soldier, and his fetting of himfelf to head his Army, 
have not a little intimidated the Enemy, who now really begin to think of an Accommodation. 

The Nabob Afoph ul Dowlah feeing the fudden Turn in Nudjif Cawn’s Affairs, is at prefent 
much more afraid of his getting the better, than he was before of the oppofite Party, amongfl whom 
there is not a Chief of an enterprizing Genius equal to Nudjif Cawn, and from whom he has fo much 
to fear. It is imagined the Nabob means to diflrcfs him all he can, and not to fend him Troops 
upon any Confideration. I have further to add, as perhaps a ftronger Reafon why the Nabob de- 
clines giving him Afliftance, that it is faid about Five thoufand Sykes have crofled the Jumna, at 
Kurreejepoorah Gaur, with an Intention of exading Money fiom Sabiter Cawn, fliould he be able 
to pay any, otherwife to plunder his Country. If this be done, the Nabob apprehends their next 
Operations- will beagainft him, and for this Reafon intends continuing Bafheer Cawn, one of the beft 
Soldiers in his Service, in the Government gf the Rohilla Country, when he biM: juft before purpolcd 
Rlacii^ Mahbool in his Room. 

Party of Seiks above-mentioned are a Detachment from a Body of 40,000 Men, who arc faid 
^avc aftembled within lefs than Fifteen Days paft at Carnal, the principal Chiefs of whom are 
^cflTa Sing, Tooka Jefla, Sing Kcllall, and Joy Sing.

I have been favoured with your friendly Letter, and was made happy by the Contents. Youf 
I'lxcellcncy will confider my Fortuiie, Character, and Life, as devoted to you. It is my Deli.e 
that there Ihould not be the lead Didindlion of Intcrelt between us, hut ih.it we fiioold be as one 
and the lame Peribn. I did not cxpedl that you would have defircd me to furmfh the Charges of 
the IVoops, or to enter into a written Agreement as a Condition of your affording me AllilUnce-, 
and I am convinced that you did not write this of youilelf, b it from tlie f’crluafions of othcis. 
'I'he deieafed Nabob, who fiationed Troops with me, never thought of making fueh a Propolal. 

1 perfcdfly underfland wh.at you write concerning the Creatnefs of the Expences retjuifue for the 
Support of your Armies, &c. and doubtlcfs they mull have been very gieat on the PJeceafe of 
the late Nabob*, but you never before gave me any Intimation of this. As my Fortune and File 
are yours^ if it is your Pleafure that I Ibould furniili the Expence of the Forces, it is well, I will 
pay the Allowance of fuch as are with me, from the Firil of Rubbee ul awel I1S9, or 2d ot • 
May 17751 Ibould I have Occafion for other Forces, and Ihould lend for them, 1 will take 
on mylclf the. Payment of them from the Day on which you difpatch them to me. Your Excel- 
lency m.iy be pcrfedly latisfied of this. By your favourable Alhftance I fliall very ibon^iing the 
Affair with the Rajpoots and Jauts to a Conclufion, and return to the Prcfencc j and liaving pidw^ 
cured the Kellaats of Invefliturc of the Ports of Vizarat, the Tope Khana, and Golaul Khana, 1 
lhall wait on you wicli them, accompanied by the Nabob Mujud ud Dowiah and Mahomed EU 
lich Cawii. In the fettling your Affairs at the Prefcncc, 1 fhall confider them as my own. H.id 
not this Affair with the Jauts and Rajepoots fallen out juft at this Time, 1 Ihould, without Delay, 
have procured the Kellaats, and waited on you with them. God willing, I ftaall very loon bring 
it to a Conclufion, and nothing will then prevent my Vifit to you. Your Excellency may depend 
on this'* -CriolkTcring the Battalion under the Command of Mahomed Ally, and the Mogul Bat- 
talion, who are with Mahomed Ellicli Cawn, in the fame Light as my own Forces, 1 lhall tal<» 
them with me, and commence Payment of their Allowances from the ift of Rubbee ul avvul. I 
have thought proper to inform you of all thcle Paiticulars. Whilft we continue to ad conjointly, 
what Power in India can oppole us ? I will advance, and, by the Blelhng of (iod, reduce all tiie 
Country to the Hurbadder under your Authority. Your Excellency will not entertain a Doubc 
of any Thing which I have written you. My Forces and Pofleftions are yours. Mahomed 
F.llick Cawn will write you further Particulars. Confidering me as your nioft allured Friend, let 
me frequently have the Happinefs to hear from you.

I have received your agreeable I..etter, and underftand what you write j that you will pay the 
Allowances of the 1 wo Battalions and the Mogul Cavalry from the ill of Rubbee al awul, and 
that you lliall take the Battalions and Cavalry with you. The Cafe is, th.it my whole Army is 
yours; of this you need not entertain the leaft Doubt; and if you defire it of in«,*»I will mylclf 
march with my whole Army to your Alfiftance. It is plain that the B.ttalions and Cavalry 'you 
propofe to take with you, will not be anywile fufficient to execute your Purpofes ; of what Advan- 
tages then will your taking them with you be? 

If you are defirous that I flioulJ fend you other Forces, enter into fbme Agreemcnr, anrl write to 
me for that Purpole, that I may lend you a large and well provided Army, and, by the Blefilngot 
God, when it is joined to your Forces, there is no Doubc but tliat our Enemies will be brought to 
Confufion, and all our Affairs fettled on the molt eligible Footing.

( («) “ I'l my Letter of the 1 5th April, I mentioned the Promife t!ie Nabob h-id made Iiis Match- 
of encreafing their Pay ; but as he intended they (hould receive it only when they might 
crofs the Ganges, the Difeontent again foon broke out amongft them ftronger than ever, and 
early tliis Morning they openly demanded it, as well on this Side the Ganges, as on th.c other, 
and if the Nabob would not grant it them, they infilled upon their immediate Difmiirion, and 
of having their An ears of Four Months and a Half difeharged in full. On hearing of the Dif- 
turbance, and that the Nabob’s Battalions were ordered under Arms to oppofe the Mutineers, 
I immediately waited upon his Excellency, and found him mounted upon his Elephant.

“ The Company’s Army is cncan)ped about Three Cofs off, yet the Nabob never once talked 
of calling for its Afiiftance, but feemed to lay his whole Dependance on his Battalion's, or rather 
on the agreeing to an Accommodation with the Mutineers upon any Terms. Alihough the 
c ming to Adlion was often talked of, yet there was little Appearance of it in facf, as the Tents 
of the whole Camp were left Handing, and no Difpofition whaifoevcr made for a Kctrear, which, 
in cafe of the N.ibob’s Defeat, could not have been efftfted but with great Slauglitcr, the River 
being in our Rear, and the Enemy in Front.

« To thefe the Nabob had Eleven incomplete Battalions of Sepoys to oppofe ; fome of them 
“ newly raifed •, fo that if we had come to Extremities, it is the general Opinion of the People in 
“ this Camp, the Nabob would have been defeated, as the Matchlock-men bear the Charader of 
“ poflefTing pcrfonal Courage; and the Sepoys were much intimidated. In regard tc^^tillgr^ both 
“ Sides were pretty equal ; but the Nabob had the worft of the Situation, not ha^Wfi^ his Men 
“ colleiSlcd together, but fcattered about in Bodies of Two and Three Battalion.s, and his Guns fo 
“ far advanced, that in cafe of a brifk Motion of the Mutineers, they might have been all taken 
“ before his Troops could have been brought to their Support. His Excellency, during the whole 
“ Time, gave his Orders without the Icafl Agitation, and fhewed no Signs of Want of pcrfonal

“ cng.iging to come to lome certain Determination. He for a long Time evaded a Cotn^iai»Q^ 
“ with ijiy Requcfl, but at lall promifed me an Anfwer early the next Day, and I obtained it, 

“ The original Letter, together with my Two Reprefentations, I herewith enclole. 

“ I had conftant Intelligence of the Difeontents amonglt the Troops, and expe£bed a Mutiny

1 he Ncgociation of the Vizarat is for the prefent wholly at a Stand, as Nudjif Cawn arrived at 
Camao on die ad of May ; and the King has wrote to the Nabob, informing him that on the 
Conclufion of the War with Pirty Sing he would fend Nudjif Cawn, Abdut Ahut Cawn, and 
AlbjeCawn, to him to fettle the ARair to his Satisfaftion. In ‘this Shoka (which the Nabob 
Riewed me) he fpeaks of the unbecoming Style of One of his Arzies; and fays the late Vizier 
never behaved to him in the Manner he has done. What this reflefts upon is that when the Nabob 
wrote the King relative to the Pefhcufh, he told him, ‘ He had not Money, and if he had he 
would not lend him any, as he did not care whether he was granted the Vizarat or not.’ He 
upon the lame Occafion directed Elaage Cawn to return, and repeated his Orders upon the Re- 
ceipt of the abovefaid Shoka; but Elaage Cawn’s Vakeel has .again applied to me to know how 
to aft, and 1 have advifed him to form fome Excufc tojuRify a Delay, in Hopes that I might m 
the Interim be favoured with the InRruftions of the Honble.

Company in tull incfFcdual, I wa.s induced ♦for this Confulcration, and that the.Seafon 
w.is !o far advanced, to commence my Negociations without further Delay. I firlt folicited his 
Fxvcllrncy to dilmil'i all the Foreigners in his Service as the Preliminary to the new Treaty, 
returned me a (imilar Anlwer to that I reported to the Honble. Board in my Acldrcfs of the 20th 
ol March, abnut the iupplying him with Guns and Muikets. — He farther obferved to me, ytjur

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taking no Notice of his Propofal on this Head, was a Slight to the FriencKhip fubfiftinp; between- 
the Company and him; and to difmifs the Europeans now, was diftreffing him much. 1 i.iicl, it 
C0nld#hardly be thought fo whilft he remained in Alliance with the Englifh, as their Troops had 
attended on his late Father at Times of real Danger or Neceflity, and would do the lame for 
— But all I reprefented in this Style proving without Effcft, on the 12th inftanc I parti- 
cularly explained the Honble. Board’s Orders, when he ftill adhered to the Condition of the 
Guns and Mulkets. I therefore, on the 13111 in the Morning, iniimaicd to him that I dcfired he 
would confider of it till Night, and if I had not then a favourable Anfwcr, I was authorifed to 
requell of Colonel Gaillicz to withdraw the Brigade into the Company’s rerritorics. 

Upon this His E'tceilency confuked with the principal Perlons of his Durbar for the greater 
Parc of the Morning. The Refult was a Meffage to me, through MuitrzaCawn, complying with 
my Requell, w^ithoiu any Condition of the Guns and Mulkcts, to whivh I declared I, on rny 
Fart, could not fay any Thing, though I knew you would go great Lengths to oblige his Exccl- 
lency. 

I begged to have the Nabob give his Confent in Writing. It was laid to be unnecclTary, after 
the Mealure had been once acceded to in this friendly Way. I oblerved that I entertained no Dif- 
truft by defiring it to be fettled in this Manner •, but 1 looked upon it to be a nece/fary Form, as 
11 might be pioper to ipccity certain Points which were not fo eafy to be retained by Memory ; in 
particular, ‘ A fixed l ime for the Departure ot the Foreigners, otherways they would urge 
‘ various Excufes ot feteling their private Affairs, or dcfignedly pofiponc the Adjultment of their 
‘ Accounts with the Nabob himfelf.’ Murteza Cawn at lafl promifccl to procure a Letter to me from 
the Nabt)b, and deliver it the next Morning, when all Points would be lettlrd to my San<faclion, 
upon the Condition, that immediately on the Receipt of it, I Ihould make the Nabob acquainted 
wiih the I'erms of the new Ticaty. I anfwered, the Dirmilfion ol' the Europeans, and the Pay- 
• nient of the Money, were all that retarded me tiom concluding it, 

'Phis Converfation palled on the 13th infiant; and I received an fixeufe from Murteza Cav\n 
early the next Morning, that I Ihould have the Letter as the Day bcfoie Ycilciday ; but hearing 
from good Aiuhoiity, that it was the Nabob’s Intention to evade giving an Anfwer for 'JVn 
or Twelve Days, v/hen he purpofes to fet off, according to his j)rcrcnt Plan, for Eyzabad ; 
J, for this Ivealon, infiRed upon his rejefting or confcnting to my Propofal by Night, but be 
did neither ; and I waited upon him the next Day, and told him that 1 had a letter ready to fend 
to Colonel Gailliez, to withdraw the Brigade, it he did not comply within One Hour. He then 
laid, my chief Objeftion was againft the French, and he would dilm fs all the PYreigners of that 
Nation, and give up the Point of the Guns and Mufkets. 1 declined to receive his Confenr upon 
thefe Terms, becaufe any Frenchman might call himfelf a Dutchman, or of what Nayon he piffled, 
and contradiding him would avail little, I left his Excellency in this Refolution at lo^/Llock in 
Morning, and by 11, Murteza Cawn waited on me in the Name of the Nabob, ngreeing to 
difmifs Europeans of all Nations in his Service, relying on your Friendfliip for the Matter ot the 
Guns and Mufkets. In the Evening I liad this Promile confirmed to me in a Letter from the 
Nabob himlclf, fixing the Time for their leaving his Dominions to One Month and a Half: But 
he delivered me this Letter upon the Condition I have above mentioned, that I immcvliately pre- 
fentctl the Propofals for the new Treaty to him ; at tlic iamc Time, both in his Language and Be- 
haviour, exprefTing the utmoll Anxiety to be made acquainted with them. He even went fo far 

as to infill upon my receiving his Letter with one Hand, and giving him the Propofals with the 
other. 

It has fortunately correfponded entirely with the Orders of the Honble. Board, to have had the 
Nal)ob requefl to know the lYrms of the Treaty in this urgent Mapner. To-day I again waited 
on him, and humbly defired to know when his Excellency would be at Leilurc to give his An- 
Iwer to my Propolals, and how far he approved of them. He faid, every Thing was agreeable 
to him, except the Articles relative to the Ccflion ol Benares, and the Increale of Subfidy, which 
he pretends not to underftand. I explained them very fully to him, and he did not fliew the leall 
IhiiatibfaCtion ; on the contrary, in the frequent Interviews I have lately had with him, it was ap- 
parent the Subjeft of the Treaty engrolTed his whole Thoughts. §( (r?) ‘‘ He had the greatefl 
A Pi rehenfions of the Refolutions the Honble. Board might take particularly wiili ielpe6l to

In my Interview lo-day, the Nabob appeared quite eafy in his Mind; and after fome Conver- 
ai. on, talked of an Alternative in the room of Benares, but did not fay whar, I tried to con- 
vince him ^ me Propriety of the Incrcafc of Subfidy, and quoted Inllancclpwhere a Brigade had 
ctn paid during his late Father’s Time, at the Rate of Three Lacks Four thoufand Rupees a 
it Juflice, could not difputc allowing whatever Sum was the Expence of 

• c promifed to confider every Matter well, and To-morrow Morning fend Murteza Cawn 
^ ine to explain his Sentiments. I herewith cnclofe a Copy of my Reprefentation on tliis Subjeft,

of the Fnendlhip and Adillance of the Englilh Company, and reflect maturely on the advan- 
tageous Fruits which will accrue therefrom, and of the Lodes fuftained by the Company from the 
Abfcnce of the Brigade at lb great a Diftance from the Provinces, you will confent to the forming 
of a new Treaty on fuch I’erms as may compenfate to them for thefe LolFes.

The illuftrious Englilh Chiefs are ready on all Occafions 
to afford your Excellency their Adillance for the Protedlion of the Subah of Oud, and alio for 
the Defence of the Countries of Corah and Illahabad, till fuch Time as the Company’s Plcafurc 
refpeding the Treaty concluded at Benares on the 19th of Jummadre Aflance 1187 (7th of Sep- 
tember 1773) is known. On every Ocrafion, where, by the Aid of the Englifli Arms, you become 
vidlorious, and bring any Affair to a Conclufion, your Excellency will undoubtedly make a Sti- 
pulation to the Company adequate to the Services you have received from their Adillance, as it 
cannot be cxpedled that they Ihould labour in your Affairs without deriving any Advantage there- 
from.

Benares, &c. now ceded to the Company, indcad of Twenty-two Lacks might be edimaced at 
1 ‘ifty per Ann. it being rented the Difference between thefe 7 Vo Sums under its real Value. To 
transfer fuch a Revenue to the Englifli, and at the fame Time confent to an IncreaCe of Subfidy 
for defending Owdeonly, for in Eaft the Stipulation in regard to Corah and Illahabad could hardly 
be confidered binding, when Letters from the Court of Direflors might arrive the very Day after 
the figning of the Treaty, and leave the Company at Liberty to require new Terms for this Ser- 
vice.

Firft. That univcilal Peace, firm F'riendfiiip, and * perpet' Union, fliall for ever be cflablifhed 
between the Nabob Auffuf ut-Dowlah and the Engliffi Eaft India Company. The contradling 
Powers, with a View of maintaining this reciprocal F'riendfhip in the future, fliall not, for any 
Caufe or under any Pretence, encourage the Riots, and the Inhabitants of their Soubahs, in coin- 
miiting Hoftilities and Difturbances, and every Thing fliall be avoided by the faid Powers which 
might occafion them. Their Friends and Enemies are mutual. And any Perfon who fliall run 
away, and take Refuge in the Country of one of the laid Parties, fliall be given up to the other, 
and no Affillancc afforded him.

I addrcflird the Honble. Board on the 8th inRanr. 

When the Nabqb went to Fyzabad, Murtthzch Cawn was difpatchcd to Shah Jclimpore, in 
order to levy an arbitrary Taxation of Seven Lacks from the Rcials and Inhabitants of that Place, 
Part of which is collected, and Sizanwuls arc left to realize the Remaind.-.r. During his Abll-nce, 
Ellije Cawn’s Agents were urgent in loliciting the Nabub to receive him into Favour upon fuch a 
Footing, that he might return without any Danger from the Oppofition and Jealoufy of Murtezeh 
Cawn. They fucceedrd, as the Nabob has been perfuaded to enter into a Treaty never to take 
away his Lite or Property, or difgracc him, lb long as he (hall remain firm in liis Obedience. The 
Influence of the Englilli Government is of fuch infinite Weight in all rranfaulions, that Princes, 
as well as Individuals relf allured of the jult Execution of their Kngagcinents when guaranteed 
by us. I before informed the Honble. Board that Llligc Cawn, though repeatedly invited and 
prefled to return by his own Sovereign, never would confide in his 1 loniifis, unlcfs the Englifli 
fliould give him their Sanction. He has had the Addreis to manage this Point, even fo far as 
concerns the Nabob, by his makii g it a particular Requeft of me 10 write Eliige Cawn, encou- 
raging him to return upon the Faith of the above-mentioned Ibcaty. It was from no Arguments 
or Means privately iifed by me, that the Nabob adopted this Mealure. Wliat I have done was 
folcly at his Requeft, though he was inftigatcd to make it by the Management of Ellije Cawn’s 
Agents. The Letter I wrote was didated by the Nabob himfclf, a Copy of it, together with 
the Treaty (the Original to be given by me to Eliige Cawn, on his Return, in Prelence of his 
Excellency) I herewith inelofe Tiic Motives 1 aded upon were, that the Etiglilh, as the Nabob’s 
* Allies, were obliged to ufc their utmoft Endeavours to ftrengthen and fupport his Government, 
The Honble. Board likcwile were pleafed to diicd me to temporize betw'cen thefe Two Minifters, 
and I now believe that their Jcaloufies will, at all Times, make them both equally anxious to ob- 
tain the Countenance of the Englilh Government, and, of Courfc, attentive to its intcrefts. 

Murtehzeh Cawn, on his Recurn, was very mu^h furprized to find what had been done. He 
told Eliige Cawn’s principal Agent that he had been too precipitate; that there vs as no Occa- 
fion to have introduced the Name of the Engldh, and ciifapprovcd of the whole Proceeding; 
but it was too late, for the Letter had been dilpatchcd. I hope the J’art I have aded will meet 
with the Approbation of the Honble. Board.

I have exerted myfelf fo cfTcdually in your Favour with the Nabob Albph ul Dowlah, as to 
procure a Coulnamma fiom him, that if you continue to fhew Fidelity, Obedience, and a Dcfire 
of giving Satisfaffion to him, by the Blcfting of God, your Life, Fortune, and Honour fliall re- 
main unhurt, and lliall even incrcafc daily, nor will he attend to the Rcprcicntaiions of evil 
minded Men againrt you without their being examined and proved ; but it is at the Nabob’-. Op- 
tion cither to confirm you in or clifmifs you from your Offices, he will titlier confirm or dilmifs 
you, as is moft agreeable to him. I have intertfted rnyfeJf in this Affair; you may come with 
the greateft Confidence and Security.

hoped the lame hriendfliip which had fubfilled with her Hufband would be continued with her 
Son ; that as flie no longer reaped any Satisfaftion ia» the Enjoyments of this World, (he was de- 
firous ot carrying hcrfelf the Body of the late Vizier to the 'I'omb of Hiiflun and Hoflein, near 
luiliora, there to be interred : She alfo requefted Information ol me refpefting the beft Mode of 
cHcding this Purpofe ; whether by Land or Water; if the latter, flie would trouble me to write 
to the Honble. Board to beg their Adlftance in procuring her a Conveyance. 

I returned for Anfwer to her Excellency, that as (he was filmed for her Wifdom and Undcr- 
llanding, I thought her going would give great Aillidion to the Inhabitants of this Country, and 
her Son, who n^jght exped much Afhftance in his Government from her good Advice ; at the 
amc J ime, I her, iUhe pcrfifted in her Intentions, to go by Land wa.s almoft impradicable, 
but I dared to lay the Honble. Board would on timely Notice at the proper Sealbn of tlje Year, have 

a Ship and every Nccelfary prepared to accommodate her Excellency with the utmolt Con-

I have alfo informed the Nabob, agreeable to your Letter of the loth ultimo, that you have 
thouoht proper to recal the Officers who were permitted by the late Adminiftration to be em- 
pl,;yed in the Service of his Father, as you apprehend their Services now can be of no Ufe. He 
cxprclfed himfelf on this Occafion much concetned at your depriving him of the Services of thefe 
Ofliicis, and defired to entreat you to permit them to remain with him, for which Purpofe he 
has luinfclf addrefled you in a Letter which I have this Day tranfmitted to the Governor Ge- 

I have fignified your Orders to Captains Brooke and Stewart, Lieutenants Lane, Bruce, and 
Mardiall, and Etifign Jackfon, and they have accordingly left the Nabob’s Army, and proceeded 
to join their Corps. 

i fliall, without Lofs of Time, fignify your Orders to thofe Bricifli Subjeds now refiding in 
tlKil- Parts without your fpecial Pcrmillion, and fhall take particular Care they are immediately 

obicrvetl. 

Agreeably to your Directions of the 13th ultimo, I fliall tranfmit as foon as poffiblc an exaCt 
* State of the Sums received from the late Vizier on account of the monthly Subfidy for the Troops, 
with an Account of what is now due. 

A Report has lately been Ipread, which, although I give no Credit to it myfelf, I think it my 
Duty to acquaint you with. 

Lieutenant Colonel Tottingham, fome Days before he left Cawenporc to return with his De- 
tachment to tlie Brigade, was informed by a Zemindar that there w..s a Plan formed by the pre- 
jent Nabob, his Mother, and Elich Cawn, to deftroy the Englifli I'roops at Mindy Gaut, and 
iliis was to be put in Execution in a few Days ; the Zemindar alio informed him that this Intelli- 
gence had come from one Mahomed Eead, who refidcs at Corah, and is related to Elich Cawn. 
I he Zemindar at the fame Time defired Lieutenant Colonel Tottingham to conceal his Name, 
becaulc he fliould fuffer were it known he had made the Difeovery. Lieutenant Colonel Tottingham 
immediately acquainted me with the Circumftance. 

Although I could not believe in fuch a Story, yet I thought proper to take the Opportunity, when 
the Nabob was exprcfllng himfelf to me his Unhappinefs in having fo many Enemies, to acquaint 
him I was convinced of it, as I had heard a Report much to his Prejudice, which I doubted not 
he was innocent of. I then acquainted him of what I had heard -, and he immediately, withuut 
being difconccrted, or fliewing Sign of Alarm, informed me this Report was well known to him, 
but that he had flattered himlclf I (hould not have heard of it ; that it was propagated by hi.s 
Enemies with a View to caufc a Breach betwixt hirp and the Englifh Nation, as they were lenfible 
while he was fiipported by you, they could not accomplifti their Aim j he faid he would have in- 
formed me of it himfelf, but w.is afraid to give me any Caule of Alarm. 

( {(}) “ Ho further told me, that although it would aflonifli me, yet he inuft with Regret own, that 
“ his Mother is at prcfciu his inveterate Enemy ; that (lie has with Elich Cawn urged every Means

I have tiled every Endeavour to fearch into the Foundation of the Report of which I informed 
you in my laff, and I do not find that there is any Caufe to fufped that the Nabob entertained 
Thoughts of that Nature. 

1 am now to inform you, that I have received from the Nabob Afoph at Dowlah, fince he Kft 
Fyzabad, the Sum of Three Lacks of Rupees, with a Tuncaw on Rajah Cheyt Sing, for (6) Six 
Lacks more ; the remaining Six Lacks due, on Account of the Rohiila Country, I exped to re- 
ceive. 

Camp at Mindy Gaut, I have the Honour to be. See. 

the 6th March 1775. (Signed) P. Gaillicz. 

Colonel Monfon acquaints the Board, that on Saturday laft he received Information from Camp, 
which he thinks of fufficieiit Confequence to deferve the Attention of this Board ; he therefore 
takes tlie Liberty of laying it before them, that they may proceed in fucli Manner to afeertain the 
Allegations as they fliall think proper. ‘ 

March 20th, 1775. 

I.icutenant Colonel Tottingbam was lent above Five Weeks ago with Two Batralions to Cawn- 
pore ; fomccime after his Arrival One Rajah Deriows Sing, who farms a large Diftrid in the Korah 
Province, came to him and informed him that a Confpiracy was let on Foot in the Court of tlie 
young Nabob for cutting off the Englifh Brigade ; and that the Manner propoled to carry the 
Defign into Kicecution was,— The Marattas were to be invited to crofs the Ganges at Ramg.iur, 
and attac k the late conquered Country of the Rohillahs; that the Nabob himfelf would come and 
join our Camp with a large Part of his Army, and remain there till he fliould receive tlie News 
of the Marratta Invafion, when he would require the Affiftance of our Brigade to march with 
him to cliivc them out; that if his Requeft was complied with, the Brigade would, by Ids march- 
ing in tlie Kc.ir, be put between the I wo Armies; our Supplies of all Kinds, when \vc drew near 
the Enemy, be cut off; and then we fliould be attacked both in Front and Rear. Being quef- 
tioned by the Colonel how he came to the Knowledge of wliat he now related, Dc^igv/ Sing pro- 
ceeded, and faitl The Cutwall of Kor.ah and Ellibz Cawn, the Nabob’s Dewan, kccqis Iwo 
Sifters ; that the latter had wrote to the Cutwall upon tlie Subjedt, difclofing the Plot 3nd 
Manner of its Execution ; and that the Cutwall had communicated the fame to hini in Ccnfideme, 
adding tiiat his Obligations to the Englifli were fuch as would now permit him to keep their 
impending Danger a Secret. * “ 

Colonel 1 ottingliam, afloniflied at what he heard, defired the Rajah to confider of the infal- 
lible Ruin that muif neceffarily follow himfelf and Family, what he now affirmed fliould piovc a 
Fallchood of liis own Invention, which he muft be fcnfiblc would foon be difeovered 

• replied, 
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replied, that he kneVlr very well the Predicament in which he flood, but that he was clear in what 
heJiad related) that he was determined to hazard all upon the Information he had given, and tle- 
clared he would ftand or fall by the Englilh. — The Colonel then delired him to witlidraw, .md 
be ready at a Call i then fummoned the Two Captains which were with him— laid his Intel, i- 
fTcnce before them, and produced the Rajah — when he again repeated his Information, and per. 
lifted in every Circumltance. Being qucitioned as to the Realbns for this cxtraordinaiy Proetcd- 
in<^ on the Part of the Nabob, he laid lltat the Reafon alTlgncd for it was. Colonel Gallitz lom* 
peTling the Nabob to dilplace the new Minifter he had made, and to rcllore Pdheh Cawn to that 
Oflice ; but that particular OfFeftce was taken at the Manner of doing ir, for that the Colonel li.id 
carried the new Dewan to be brought to the Durb.rr, and there, in Prefence f)f the Nabob liimlt If, 
Ellicli Cawn, and many others of the Court, obliged him to be put off his Khilattt or Drels with 
which he had been inverted by the Nabob, and throw it on the Flooi, the mofl humiliating iJif- 
grace ever inlliifled upon any Servant by the Eaftern Prince.s -, that thereupon the young N..bob 
llew to his Mother, and with a Flood of Tears informed her of the Indignity which had been put 
upon him, vowing that if fome Method of Revenge was not hit upon he would p dfon himleif, 
for that he neither could or would furvivc it. 

The Begum inftantly fired, and decreed the Death of Ellich Cawn j but of this he prcfc.rl/ 
receives Intelligence — repairs to the Palace — throws himfclf at the Feet of his Mailer, and v. li ic 
with Afllirances of inviolable Attachment and Fidelity, and the mod prcfllng OlR rs of Servicv, 
he foon foftened the Begum and her Son, who were pcrfcflly reconciled upon his planning the 
Dcllruftion of our Brigade in the Manner already related. Here the Rajah concluded his In- 
formation, and the Colonel dilpatched inftantly an Account of it to Colonel Gallicz .it Lucknow. 
A Day or Two after he received Orders to return to Camp with Ids Detachment. 

Raja Deriow Sing only remained behind to Iccurc his Family and Eflcifts, and is now in our 
Camp. 

I have feen th.e Man, and he appears to me to be neither a Fool or Lunatic : The Story hd 
relates we own is almoft incredible, yet we know that all Confpiracies are in their Nature dark 
and intricate, and have generally I'ucceeded by their being unexpedled. Appearances are againft 
tlic Nabob, for the Troops ftacioned at Bcrelli are withdrawn and on their March towards us. 
Flletz Cawn is gone to Delhi. We have certain Accounts that the Marrattas, at the Invitation of 
the King, are in full March towards that Capital. 

The N,tbob is arrived in our Camp with Colonel Galliez, accompanied by Ten Battalions, .i 
large Body of Horfc, and Forty Pieces of Cannon, Four of which are Eighteen Pounders ck h .o lal 
to his Father by us laft Year at BefTouly ; and he has taken up his Ground in our K':' ir, between 
us and the River. I have rode through and through his Camp, which he has fornvd into a Half 
Moon, the Two Horns touching the Waters F.dge, and the Circle fronting our IF ir. 

Ordered, That a Copy of Colonel Monfon’s Information be immcdi.itel/ mule, un i tranlmitted 
to Mr. Briftow, the Refident at the Court of Afoph ul Dowla, to enrpane into ihe i'luih of it ; 
and that Fxtrafts of fuch Parts of it as relates to Colonel Gallicz’s Conduct be lent to him, tliat he 
may reply to it.

We liave^to acknowledge the Receipts of your Letters of the 4th and 6th inftant. We obferve 
what you write on the Subjedl of the Begum’s Refolution to proiced to Bufl'ora with her late 
Flufband’s Corps. We can have no Objedion to the Step if flic is deter.m.ned upon it, but yuu 
will reprefent to her that at prefent there is no Poflibility of carrying it into Execution from this 
Port, as in this Scafon of the Year the Winds contrary to that Voyage prevail at Sea, but that in the 
Month of September next they will become favourable j and if flie (till perlifts in her Pelolution, 
flie may then h.ive the Opportunity flie wiflics for; and we lhall be h.ippy in aflording every 
AlTidance in our Power towards forwarding her Intentions, and proceeding for her Accomiiiodatio.ns 
fuitable to her Rank and Circumftances. 

Wc tranimit you inclofed the Copy of fome Information which we have received concerning 
the Defigns and ConduCt of the prelent Nabob of Oude, and defirc that you enquiie c.ucfu!'y 
into the I ruth of them, and if upon fuch Inquiry you have Reafon to believe that fuch P.ut of 
the Information as regards Colonel Galliez Condud be true, you are to demand an /Xudience of 
the N.ibob for the Purpofe of difavowing his (Colonel Galliez) Proceedings, and to deeluie at the 
lame lime en our I’art, that we lliall highly refent fuch an Outrage to Ins Authority.

We alio lend you an Extradb of fome Intelligence which we have received relative to the Conduft 
of the Nabob of Oude, in which you are included as having b<fcn deeply concerned, and require 
that you fend us proper Information of the Truth or FalfliotJds of thefc Reports.

Mr. Barwell thinks proper to enter the following Remarks on this Letter. 

I have figned the Letter to Colonel Gailliez, but as I do not think the Englilh Camp in a dan- 
gerous Situation, 1 def:rc my Opinion may appear on the Records. By the Defeription of the two 
Encampments, the Nabob’s Troops occupy the Space between the River and the Englilh, of 
coiirle the Englilh are on the external Side of the Crefeent, with an open Country before them, 
and the Nabob’s Troops hemmed in by the River, and our Forces > if any Difad vantage or Dan- 
ger is to be apprehended, it proceeds entirely from the Vicinity of the Camps ; no Argument, 
therefore, can be drawn from this Circumftancc to the Prejudice of the Nabob’s Intentions.

The Governor General thinks it neceflary to declare his particular Opinion on the Report before 
the Board, approving entirely of the Meafurcs refolvcd on, he therefore delivers it as follows : 

1 think it dangerous to fulFer fo alarming a Report to be conveyed to the Court of Diredtors, 
without fome inltant l^xamination of the Truth or Probability of it. From the Circumftances of 
the Report, it appears, that Mahmud Elich Cawn has been violently protefted and countenanced 
by a mull; extraordinary Interpofition of Authority in Colonel Galliezj but it appears trorn all 
Colonel Gallic/ Letters, that he has taken a Part dircdlly hoftile againft Mahmud Elich Cawn, 
mentioning him in their difierent Letters .is a Perfon fufpedted by the Nabob of DifafFcftion, wuh- 
out adding any Opinion of his own to controvert it. 

I have daily received Advices of the public Occurrences in Camp in the ordinary Newfpapcrs, 
and in verbal Reports of Perfons from whom I have generally received very true Informations. 
Had fuch an Outrage been committed on the Nabob’s Minifter, as is reprefented, I think it could 
hardly have cfcaped public Notice, Information, or being communicated to me, but I have not 
had the lead Intimation of fuch an Event. 

With refped to the Confpiracy, although the Charadcr of the new Nabob might juftify any 
Sufpicions of him, yet I cannot conceive, that even with the greated Depravity of Mind he could 
form a Defign of this Kind, from which he could not polTibly reap the fmallcft Advantage, and 
which, if deteded or unfiiccefsful, mud be his certain Ruin. ^

Board, when he received it in the moll 
friendly Manner, teftifying his entire Satisfaction, and ordered a general Difcharge of his Artil- 
lery to be made on the Occalion.

Honblc. Sir and Sirs, 

By my former Letters the Honble. Board will be informed of the State of the War between 
the Rajpoots and Jauts and Nudjif Cawn, and the great Diftrefs thefe Powers were reduced to 
from the Want of Money, which has alternately made them ready to folicit the Nabob AulTuf 
ul Dowla for his Alliance and Aftiftance. The Honble. Board are alfo already informed of the 
Advances NudjifF Cawn had made, and the Manner in which they were received, in confe- 
quence of ^hich the Corrcfpondencc between thefe Two Princes broke off. I am now to ftate 
the Circumftances which have fince occurred relative to the Rajpoots and Jauts. 

Notwithftanding the Appearance of Fiiendlhip that was preferved between the Nabob AulTuf 
ul Dowla and Nudjif Cawn, yet the Jealoufy entertained by the former of the latter never made 
him really wilh to fee his Enterprizes crowned with Succefs, and he therefore on frivolous Pre- 
tences took the firft Opportunity of making a Breach with him. Immediately after this had hap- 
pened, the Nabob ufed his utmoft Endeavours to obtain the Confidence of the Rajpoots and Jauts 
by privately giving them Hopes of Aftiftance, and by advifing them not to be precipitate in con- 
cluding a Peace. The Event was an Offer of Three Treaties of Alliance on the Part of Nooc 
Sing, Runjiit Sing, and the Rajpoot Chiefs, Copies of which the Nabob favoured me with, and 
1 now enclofe from N" 1 to 3. 

His Excellency alfo Ihewed me his origin.il Corrcfpondencc on this Occalion •, Copies of which 
1 would forward, but I think them unncccffary, as the Contents are only Matter of Compliment, 
and what hove above expreffed, together with the Thanks of the Jauts and Rajpoots for the 
Kecall or his Troops, at the Time their Aftiftance would have been moft ufcful to Nudjif Cawn. 

1C Particulars of this latter Circumftance, the Honblc. Board arc informed of in my Letter of 
the 2d ult.

note. Board j but in order fully to explain the Motives of my Condud, 1 mull previoufly 
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ftate the prefent Situation of his Excellency’s Affairs, and that of the other Powers concerned in 

this Ncg^iMion^ ^ informed the Honble. Board of the Rajpoots affembling an Army of 
“ Forty and Fifty thoufand Men, it muft be oblerved, that not a Fourth Part of them are to be 
“ confidercd as regular difeiplined Soldiers, or conftantly maintamed at a fixed Pay, but col- 
« ledlcd together by the different Zemindars and Rajahs, as the Emergency of the Service may 
“ require. Each Zemindar or Rajah rcfpe^lively commands his own Corps, and has his fepa- 
« rate Encampment •, and over the Whole there is a General, whofe Power is rather to controul 
‘‘•than to command. The principal Rajah is Perty Sing, a Minor of about Years of Age, 
“ who rcfides at joynegur j and as the Command of the Army, and Authority in Civil Matter?, 
« were formerly hereditary in his Family, Hofhally Ram Bohra is appointed General in his Be- 
“ half. This Prince’s Anceftors had entire Foflefiion of the Countries now held by the Rajpoots; 
“ but by difpofing of large Governments to Individuals, they, in the Courle of Time, became 
“ independent, and at prelent do little more than juft acknowledge his Superiority, and when it 
“ may promote their general Views, unite in oppofing the common Enemy ; but at other limes, 
“ are inattentive to his Authority, and fubjeft to intelHne Divifions. The Troops under each 
“ Rajah, See. are, in Miniature, formed in the fame Way as the general Body. The Land-holders 
“ and petty Zemindars hold their Poffcffions upon the Condition of maintaining a certain Num- 
“ ber of Men in cafe of War, and thefe Men arc moft of them brought from the Plow, with- 
“ out ever having been accuftomed to Military Service.”) 

There arc Regulations alfo made to fupply the Funds of each Corps from their own Diftritft?, 
but by being temporary, they are what the People are umiccu Horned to, and thcrelore require 
thole who have Influence to enforce the Payment. 1 he Zemindars are alone able to do it, and 
they, for the greater Part, join the Army. It mufl therefore appear almoft impoflible to collceft thei'c 
Funds with the leaft Regularity, and of Courfe, the fame to keep their Forces together for any 
Length of Time; for, bcfides the Rcafons I have above afligned, there arc many to be urged on 
the Lofs and Detriment which muft enlue by the Abfcnce of the People from their Lands, and 
which immediately falls on thofe engaged on aftual Service. The Rajpoot Army at prelenc in 
the Fitdd was firft raifed, and is now maintained in this Manner. I'hey arc inevitably much 
diftreffed for Money, and it is entirely their Intcrefts to m.ike Peace, efpecially as on the felting 
in of the Rains, a great Number of their Troops have deferted, and tliole who remain are nnich 
difpirited. 

In regard to Nool Sing, he is reduced to a moft defperate Situation, for after having loft all 
his Pofleflions, excepting the Town and Fort of Dike, and a few Miles round it, his F'unds are 
exhaufted, and his Troops difeontented. Neither he nor the Rajpoots did intend to have held it 
out fo long, but for the Hopes given them by the Nabob Auffuf ul Dowla on his Breach with 
Nudjif Cawn, and it is thefe Hopes which now keep them together. 

Nudjif Cawn commenced the War by leizing Narnoot and Camao from the Rajpoots, which 
Countries, I underftand, ufed to yield them a Revenue of about Twenty Lacks of Rupees a Year. 
As thefe Acquifitions were made by a fmall Body of Troops, and at a Time that Nudjif Cawn 
himfelf laboured under a fevere Indifpofition, the War was protrafled to this I.ength, bccaufc it 
could not fo well be conduced by his Serdars, amotigft whom Jealoufies fubfillcd, and the Want 
of a proper Subordination one to the other rendered it even dangerous to trull them together 
without his own Prelcnce. Not meeting with immediate Succefs, and likewifc being obliged to 
withdraw his Troops from the interior Parts of his Dominions, his Revenues of epurfe failed, 
and he was reduced to the fame Diftrefs for the Support of the War as the Rajpoots and Jauts. 
Madec and Sumroc have repeatedly tiircatened to leave liim, and made the belt Advantage of 
his Situation to improve their own, by infilling upon his granting them Lands and Phouzdar* 
rys as Security for the Payment of their Arrears. For Iiiliance, Madoc’s original Agreement 
was for Thirty thoufand Rupees a Month, which Nudjif Cawn being unable to pay, he bellowed 
the Purgunnah of Barry on him, yielding a Revenue of about Four Lacks, and afterwards on 
encrcafing his Command to what it at prefent is, Four Battalions of Sepoys and Fifteen hundred 
Horfe, he gave him additional Phouzdarries to the Amount of Eight Lacks Fifty thoufand 
Rupees, making altogether the Sum of I'wclve Lacks Fifty thoufand llupccs per y\nnum ; be* 
fides which he receives Two Lacks and a Half of Rupees a Year from the Rajah of Buddergah. 
Sumioe holds the Kellaadary of Camao and Linds to about Eleven Lacks a Year. His Com- 
mand is Four Battalions of Sepoys, and I'wo hundred Horfe. The Country in Nudjif Cawn’s 
Foffcffion, including the Diftrids under Madoc and Sumroe, might, if in Peace, and well col- 
Icifted, yield above a Crorc of Rupees per Annum -, Twenty Lacks he has allotted to’tbs King, and 
the reft he enjoys himfelf. From the firft his Troops have been conftantly kept many Months in 
Arrears, but (till they are contented with his Service, bccaufc he himlelf lubmits to Hardihips 
equally with them, and always liftens to the Petition of the meaneft Soldier, and partly by Ppr- 
fuafion, partly by Force, keeps them attached to him. By the bell Information I can collc^k| 
Nudjif is generally confidercd as a Man of Courage and Enterprize, but in other Refpefts he 
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poflcffcs moderate Abilities, is notliing of the Financier, and no deep Politician. His granting Phouz- 
darri'ts to Madoc and Sumroc is a Proof of the latter, as he ought to have fiibmittcd to any Exigen- 
cies fooncr than have acquicfccd in this Manner ; for thefe Men arc now no longer dependent on 
him, but we are to cxpedl that they will in future be always making new Kequells, and ufc Com- 
pulfion where Solicitation fails. One Circumftance in Nudjif Cawn’s Favour is, that they bear one 
another a mod inveterate Hatred. 

« ( “ (a) In regard to the Nabob Afllif ul Dowlah, in the Commencement of this Ncgociation, 

^ “ his real Intentions were to obtain the Company’s Acquiefcencc in the Alliances of the Jauts 
“ and Rajpoots, and alfo procure jheir Guarantee of the Doab and Rohilcund, by which he would 
“ have imagined himfelf to have been fecured from the Intrigues of his own People, or the Inva- 
“ fion of a foreign Enemy, to guard againft both of which, a Brigade Rationed in either of thofc 
“ Provinces is thought fufficient. Having thus got the Company’s Protedion, he would judge 
“ himldf at Liberty to follow his earned Uefire of gaining new Acquifuions, and therefore purpoled 
“ to foment the Divifions between the Powers at War, until he had reduced them to fo low a State, 
“ that they would willingly come in to his Terms: His Views would then have been to conclude 
“ the Peace, and demand the Country poflefred in the Doab by Nudjif Cawn, fituated to the 
“ Northward of Fizogabad and F’erochabad, the Boundaries of his own Dominions, into which

“ but this would not be attempted without the Guarantee from the Company, as the Nabob enter- 
“ tains great Doubts of the Fidelity of his own Officers. There is the greateR Reafon to dillruR 
• “ them, fur I have almoR certain Intelligtnce that Arroopgyr protrafts the War againR tire 
“ Maraitahs, purpofely to create Excufes for not making Remittances of Revenue, by urging that 
“ the Expellees of the Troops Rationed with him to the Number of Twenty tlioufancl Horic and 
“ Foot confume the Whole. It is alfo pofitively aflerted, that he and BiiHunt Ally C.iwn, the 
“ Eunuch, who is with him, and has Seven Battalions of the beR Sepoys in the Nabob’s Service 
“ under his Command, have fworn to abide by each other's Fortunes j even to difobey the 
“ Nabob’s Orders when they may aRcd either their Lives or Foi tunes, and ib long as poffible 
“ evade his Commands to attend at the Prcfence. Arroopgyr’s Fidelity to his MaRer is for every 
“ Realbn to be fufpefted : His Behaviour both before and after the Battle of Buxar vv.as notorious, 

“ and from his CaR alone we are to expedl him to be prepoircfled in Favour of the Marattahs, 

“ and that he would ardently feize the firR Opportunity of uniting with them, and throwing 
“ oft' his Dependance. His Arms could not well fail of meeting with Succefs, as his Force 
“ was fo fuperior: I underftand he has conquered Kelpy and Countries about it, as far as 
“ Kouch, which ufed to yield a Revenue of about Eleven Lacks of Rupees to the former 
« Pofteffors. 

“ In the like Situation to Arroopgyr is Baffieer Cawn, the Naib of the Province of Rohilcund, 

“ who has, at leaft, 'Pwenty-five ihoufand Men under his Command, and Colleftions. to the 
“ Amount of Sixty-eight Lacks of Rupees a Year. He is faid to have entered into a private Treaty 
“ with the Sike.s. Baffieer Cawn and Arroopgyr rent above a Third of the Nabob’s Revenue, and 
‘‘ command near Half his Army ; however, 1 by no Means confidcr either of them really formid- 
“ able from any Military Experience or luperior Abilities which they pollefs, as I am hire a vigorous 
“ Exertion fif Authority on the Part of the Nabob would at once Rop their Defedion. The 
‘‘ Caufes of it proceed entirely from his Excellency’s not obferving any Regularity in the Tranfac- 
‘‘ tion of his Bufigefs with the Civil Ofikers of his Government, and allb by fubmitcing to all the 
Demands his Troops have made on him in a tumultuous and mutinous Manner. It is now come 
to thole Lengths, that I have known it frequently happen lor them to dilobey the moR politive 
to Puniffiments, he dare not inflict them. On a p.irticular Occafion, he diie^ted 
1 wo Battalions to march to Barrelli. '1 hey refufed to go ; upon which his l.'.xcellency went in 
Perfon amongR them to bring them into Obcbience ; but finding all his Endeavours in vain, he 
declared he would not liave luch iioops in his Service, and directed them, on the Spor, to lay 
down tlicir Arms and Accoutrements. They immediately complied -, but, on having done it, they 
u ^ in amongd the other I'roops in Camp at the 'l ime, reprclcnted to them the peculiar 

ilaidffiip of their (iaie of meeting with the Nabob’s Dilpleafiire for only afling as theyoutrhf, 
tiat it was a common Catilc ; and if they did not adhere to each other, it would be their Fate to 
meet vvith the lame ill Uiage heieaftcr. In Ids than 'I'hrec Hours all the RcR, to the Number of 
“ N f Sepoys, were under Arms, and requeRed their Difmiffion likewife i but the 

^xt’rccd hinifclt in perfuading tlicni lo continue m his Service, conlcnting, at the fame 
lime, to retain the other 'Lwo Battalions. "With Difficulty, he alfo got them fome Time after 
u j* NotwithRanding what had palled, his Excellency, on having determined to 

“•m k above Nine Battalions, and Two others, as alfo other Troops, al- 

together to the Number of Twenty ihoufand Men. Still his Difeipline is as bad as ever ; for on 
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** our Arrival at thia Place, a Third Part of his Army requeilcd his PermtHion to go and lee thdr 
Families, and, on his Refufal, compelled him to grant it them. • 

“ The Nabob’s Affairs being in a Situation that it will require his utmoft Care and Attention 
to fecure his own Dominions, the forming, at fuch a Time, Plans of Conqueft, appears im. 
“ praAicable, as well as weak.”) 

The ConduA too that he has obferved fince his Accefllon, in regard to Nudjif Cawn and the 
other Princes of Hindollan, has, by no Means, raifed his Reputation. On the contrary, there 
arc the greateft Doubts entertained of his adhering to his Engagements ; and I Ihould not have 
been furprifed to find, if his Excellency had perfilted in his Intentions of attempting to foment the 
Divifions between the Powers at War, that they would have dilregarded him, and followed what 
is fo evidently their own interefts in making a Peace without his Confent or Mediation. It vvoulj 
likewife be difficult for the Nabob to colleft a fufficient Fund to anfwer the Expences that he inuft 
be at. He has urged to me on this Head, that he (hould be able to draw Supplies from the 
Enemy’s Country. This too 1 Ihould imagine to be impradlicable, efpecially when we confidcr 
that the Doab is but a new Conqueft in Nudjif Cawn’s Hands, has lately been the Seat of War ami 
is much exhaufted. ’ 

Thcfe Circumftances and Caufes have been my Motives for advifing the Nabob to mediate .a 
Peace, it being a Point in which they will probably liftcn to him. He at firft made his Breach with 
Nudjif Cawn an Objciftion, but faid, if I would accommodate their Differences he would acknow- 
ledge it to be a Service done him. He further propofed for himfelf and me to write to the Rajpoot 
and Jaut Chiefs, and each fend a V.acqueel with full Powers how to aft. 

In regard to the Rajpoot Chiefs, I declined to write to them, as they had not addreffed me, and I 
thought it derogatory to the Company’s Honour to folicit a Correfpondence in their Behalf; but I 
added, if his Excellency could manage to get them to do it firft, I Ihould then have no Objec- " 
lion. He readily acquiefeed, and engaged to bring it about. 1 excufed myfclf from nominating 
a Vakeel, not having any Authority for it, nor did I think the Bufinefs fuch as required one on 
the Part of the Company, who were to interfere entirely by his Requeft, and without any Views of 
their own. I agreed fo far in his Propofal as to write to Nudjif Cawn and Nool Sing, becaufel 
htid had an intercourfe with them before; and in confcqucnce of what palled on this Subjeft, the 
Nabob Murtehzeh Cawn and I have difpatched the following Letters, Copies of which the Honble. 
Board will herewith receive.

Murtehzeh Cawn, during the Courle of this Negociation, repeatedly urged the Number of 
Europeans in Nudjif Cawn s Service, as a Reafon for our reducing his Power, and preffed me to 
fohcit the Honble. Board to u fe tlicir Influence in getting him todifmils them, efpecially as the fame 
Motives that aftuated the Nabob to confent, ought to have equal Weight with NudjV Cawn. I

Honble. Sir and Sirs, 

I addrclled the Honble. Board laft on the 30th of June and 4th inllant. 

(“ (a) Ntitwithflanding his Excellency has made me pofitive Promifes, and is hirnfelf really de- 
“ fiiou, of difeharging the Company’s Demands on him, yet his Affairs are fo circumllanccd, that I 
“ find it impoffible immediately to realize the Balance. I have therefore for fome Time been confi- 
“ dering of a Mode to remedy thefe Inconveniences, by the Nabob’s appropriating the Revenues 
“ of certain Dillri< 5 ls for the Payment of the Monthly Subfidy, which will otherways inevitably fall 
“ more and more in Arrear. As his Excellency can never be better inclined to comply with the 
“ Company’s Reqiielts than at prefent, 1 afkcd Murtehzeh Cawn how fuch a Propofal would be 
“ received, and he told me very favourably ; but dcfircd of me to wait a few Days before I Ipokc 
“ to the Nabob, as it was neceffary to conlider what Diflri6ls could be bell allotted for this Pur- 
“ pole. None are fo conveniently fituated as tliofe between this Place and the Englilh Camp, both 
“ for expediting the Remittances to the Prcfidency, and the complying with the Demands of the 
“ Commanding Officers of the Brigade. I mean in this Plan though not to incumber the Company 
“ with any Charges of Colledlion, &c. but to have the neat Sums paid me, as they arc at prclcnt, 
“ where it nT«y be moll convenient to receive them, and that on the Dillrids thus appropriated, his 
“ Excellency lhall not grant Tuncaws in Favour of Individuals. I propofe to continue my Endca- 
“ vours to recover all other Monies due • the Company, and be the more urgent (fo as not to 
“ offend his Excellency), as I fee lefs Profpeft of his accumulating a Fund now, than the Firll

The above Letters having for more particular Confidcration been circulated to the Members of 
the Board, the following Opinions were delivered upon them. 

1 think Mr. Biiftow fhould be direded to maintain a drift Neutrality in the Nabob’s Neg„. 
ci.itions, avoidina every Appearance of Interference, but to recommend a Keconciliatton Ucwcui 
the Nabob and i\udj;fCavvn. Their Union will be the bed Security againd the IWr and 
future Defums of the Maratta^. It is not likely ever to hurt the Intered or endan. er the Sakty 
of tbclc I’roviiues. The Nabob wants pcrfonal Powers to make himfclf an Objedt of ('ui Jei. 
louly, and little is to be apprehended from his SuecefTor, on whofoever tliac L>Ot tnay t.ill, ui tin; 
mutilated State of the Dominions of the Subahfhip of Owde, and the Drains whuli have bun 
made, and will be yet made from its Finances. As to Nudjit Cawn, his Power depends lolely on 
his perlonal .Authoritv, and mud fall with him. 

1 cannot approve <jf the propofed AfTignment, or credit the Nabob’s Pretenfions of Im.bility to 
pay the Imall Remainder of his Debt to this Government. There .are infinite Rifks atterulmg 
iuch Grants, even of Lands under the immediate Eye of Government, as has been formerly expe- 
nenetd m Bengal. I'hey may not be realized in Years, and I do not elleem the Nabob’i Lite 
of * no lono Duration. Mi. Brillow diould pcrfid in his Demand of ready Money.

Mr. Brillow flioold he direfted to compromife the Differences which have ariCen between the 
Nabob and Nudjiff Cawn by his good Offices only. Not the fmalleft Hope Ihould be given to 
the Nabob that this Government will adid him beyond the Line of our Guarantee, imt at the 
fame l ime that he holus this Language to the Nabob, he ought likewife to make Nudjiff Cawn 
underdand that the g. od Faith of this Government is pledged to protect the Nabob in the Bol- 
Iclfion ofOwd, Cor, ill, and lllahabad, and that it will be dirpicafing to us if he molclts him any- 
where elfe. 

I do not approve the Acceptance of Tuncaws on any Part of the Nabob’s Dominions; mod 
probably the Revenues of them are already anticipated ; befides Receivers mud be appointed, 
who would make large Fortunes, ruin the Country, and protraft the Payments to the Company. 
The bed Method that I can recommend, would be to fix with the Nabob that the Subfidy mull 
be regularly paid. In Failure whereof, the Nabob fhould be made fenfiblc, that on no Conlkl. ra- 
tion whatever the Brigade will remain with him beyond 1 5 Days ; and for the Liquidation of the 
Debt, Mr. Brillow Ihould proportion certain Payments to be made of it monthly, according to 
the Nabob’s Ability.

I approve of Mr. Bridow’s being direfted to maintain a drift Neutrality in the Nabob’s Nego- 
ciations, but to recommend a Reconciliation between him and Nudjif Cawn, for the Kcafons men- 
tioned by the Governor General. 

I am not for accepting the propofed Afllgnments : If the Nabob diould plead Inability to per- 
foim his Engagements with this Government, Mr. Bridow diould be inftrufted to propofe to the 
Nabob to raile the Money by Loan, payable by Indallment, for which he fhould grant I'unc-iws, 
bc.iririg Intered at the ufual Rate of 3 per Cent, per Mcnfem, according to the edabliflicd Cnllom 
of that Country, and the Company to be Security for the Principal, by which, in Eaft, they r.ils 
nothing, but have the Advantage of the immediate Ufe of the Sum of Money, which fhould be 
appropriated to the Liquidation of Part of the Bonded Debt, by which Me.ins the Company would 
receive an immediate Advantage, and the Nabob would be relieved for the preleni of the Burden 
of his Debt,

Mr. Bridow flioultl be direfted to take every Opportunity of recommending pacific Views to 
the Nabob, and not only to avoid engaging in hodile Meafurcs himfclf againd any of his Ncigh- 
tiours, but to endeavour to conipolc the DiHerenccs now exiding between the neighbouring Powers, 
and to make himlelf of Conlcqucnce, by afting as a Mediator between them ; he will then have 
Leilurc to attend to the better Government of his own Dominions, the Regulation of his Finances, 
and the Difciplinc of his Troops, all which feem to require his utmod Attention. 

If Mr. Bridow’s Advice on thefe Points fhould not be duly attended to by the Nabob, he fhould 
then obicrve a drift Neutrality, and take Care not to give the Nabob any Hopes of engages 
the Company beyond the Terms of the late Treaty. 
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The above fcems to me the fureft and fafeft Syftem of Policy, both for the Nab ib and hi«: Al- 
lies. By adhering to it fteaclily, he will loon acquire a lufficient Degree of internal Streng h to 
have nothint? to fear from Nudjif Cawn. A Reconciliation between them is highly clcfirablc, as 
their united Force would conftitutc a Barrier on that Side againft the Marattas. 

Mr. Briftow fhould continue to give Encouragement and Promife of Proteftion to Murteza 
Cawn, as long as his Attention to the Company’s Intcrcll may drferve it. 

He rtioulcl continue to ule his utmoft Endeavours to pit vint Europeans (whether thofe dif. 
miirctl from the Nabob’s Service or any others) from proceeding higher up the Country, and fend 
them back into thcle Provinces. 

If the Nabob bcdilpofed to appropriate the Revenue- of any certain Diftriiffs of his Country for 
the Faymcnt of the Sublidy, Mr. Briftow may recommend it to him to borrow a Sum of Money 
tiom I’l ivate Perfons, fulficient to liquidate all the Company's Demand at once, alTignin to them 
the fame Dilfrids for a ‘ ccurity. But I would not make the Company Collateral Security for the 
principal Dibc. The Subicribers would have no Right or Plea wiiatlocvcr to expect it. The In- 
acalcof Intcrell from 5 to 36 per Centum compenfates for the Rilk of their Capit.il upon the N.r- 
bob’s Security. If I underlland Colonel Monfon’s Plan, they would receive Ihi^ exceflivc Inrerelf, 
without running any Rifque whatfoever. Suppofing that ready Money, which IhouKi be Mr Biillov/a 
fill! ObjrCl, is not to be had, I tliink we had better lets the Nabob be our Debtor, and charge him 
with the high Intercft ufualiy paid in that Country, for the Benefit of the Company.

Sir, 

Wc have received and confidered your Letters of the 30th June, 4th and 9th inftant. 

We think it proper that you fhould endeavour by your fiicndly Offices to mtdiatc a Reconcilia- 
tion between the Nalx b and Nudjiff Cawn, but as wc apprehend no Iciious Confcque.nccs to the 
Company’s .‘Affairs from their continuing difunited and jealous of each other, wc deli. c you will 
not interfere in any o licr Manner than as an unconcerned Mediator, as we have before laid. 

We wiffi you to re.ommend to the Nabob above all Things to ftudy to preferve JAace and 
Tranquillity on every Side, and to avoid taking any particular Part in the Diljjuics of his Neigh- 
bours, or attaching himlclf to any one in Prclcrcnt c to another, but rather to adl in Cafes ol that 
Kind as a Mediator between them. By this Condud he will maintain his own Conldjucnce, and 
be the better able to attend to the Improvement and good Government of his own Dominions. 
He appears, not only from the low State of his Finances, but the Difafiedion of a Parc of his Forces, 
to be in a very unfit Condition to engage in warlike Preparations with Credit tohimleir. 

If you Ihould find the Nabob unwilling to pay due Attention to this Advice, you mult take Care 
that you give him no Reafon to hope that the Company will affift him in any new Fnicrprizes, or 
fuffer thcmfelves to be drawn beyond the Line of their adual Engagement with him. 

We cannot agree to accept the Nabob’s Affignmcnt of the Rents of certain Diflrids for the 
Difcharge of the Subfidy ; we think that it would be liable to many Inconveniences. We there- 
fore dired char you make Application to him for the Money as it falls due, and obtain the Ba- 
lance of Accounts from him as early as poffiblc; and you arc to fignify to him, that without a 
pundual Payment of the Subfidy to the Troops, they muft of Couric be withdrawn from his Ser- 
vice, as tlicR Subfiftence entirely depends upon it, and we cannot fuffer them to be in Arrears. 

We (hould’thit'k that if the Nabob thinks it expedient to pledge his Diftrids, he may find many 
Individuals who would be glad to lend him Money on that Security.

Honble. Sir and Sirs, 

Mr. Biifttnv. 1 have received the Honourable Board’s Letter of the 24th ultimo, and lhall ftridly attend to 
their Orders. 

In my Addrefs of the 3d inftant I informed the Honble. Board of Madee’s Defeat, which did 
really protrad the Pc.ice at that Time negociating between Nutijif Cawn and the Rajpoots, as 
the IVoops utidcr Madee were thought a confiderablc Force, and equal to at le.ift Fifteen thou- 
l ind of the I'.ncmy, who, after this Event, entertained great Hopes of entirely overcoming Nud- 
jif Cawn, cfpecially as Sumro had fecretly correfponded with the Jauts, and encouraged the Men 
under his Command to mutiny for Want of their Pay. If they got it, it anfwered their Purpofc 
if not they were to pretend to compel him to go along with them to Nool Sing, whom he had 
before lerved for a long Timej they mutinied, but Nudjif Cawn found Means to latisfy them by 
paying Part of their Atrears, and giving Security for the reft. Affairs being in this State and 
the Report ftill prevailing of Syndcah’s Invafion, the Nabob apprehended that Nudjif Cawn miaht 
be wholly rediucd, and his own Country thereby ultimately become the Scat of War, or die on 
the Approach of the Marattas Nudjif Cawn, in order to preferve his Indcpendance, would pro- 
bably )Oin them as he did before, when by timely Afliftance at the prefent Jundure, he would 
in all L.ikclihood prefer his Alliance to theirs. For thefe Reafons the Nabob wrote a Letter to 
Nudjif Cawn, a Copy of which I enclofe, N* i, offering him AOiftancci but I believe he will 
not now ftand in need of it, as by the lateft Intelligence the Peace was faid to be concluded. The 
ferms arethe Payment of Ten L^ks of Rupees by the Rajpoots, Three Lacks in ready Mo- 
ney and Jewels, the Remainder in Ten Months. Nudjif Cawn is to keep Narnvil, and rclinquilh 
Gouty Pahry, and lomc other Pergunnahs in the Neighbourhood of Camao, together with Camao 
itlctf.

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Perfon He, for this Purpofe, conncfted hlmfclf with Sabiter Cawn. The Sikes were at his 
rommand He next endeavoured to obtain an InHuenoe over the Troops, and had one Jones, a 
Pnroacan 'appointed to the Command ot the Two Battalions originally raifed by the Englifh for 
King’s Service. This Mcafurc failed, for both the Commandants and Sepoys pofitively refufed 
m obey him ; and Abdul Ahut Cawn finding it impofliblc to bring this Point to bear, he cried to 
iLoduce Sabiter Cawn’s Troops into the Garrifon. The Sepoys have feveral Times oppofed them ; 
and his Maiclty’s Afiairs are now involved in the greateft Confufion, for a particular Explanarion 
nf which I trouble the Honblc. Board with the Copy of a Letter lately received from Dclhy, (N“ 2.) 

I befoie informed the Honble. Board, that from the Commencement of the prefent Troubles, 
the Nabob had been folicited for his Alliance by all the Powers at War. Abdul Ahut Cawn even 
has always advifed the King to write repeatedly to him, to Itation a Body ot Troops conllantly at 
the Prefence, in Hopes of having the Command of them, and by his Excellenry's Support, fecure 
himfelf aeainft Nudiif Cawn. The Nabrrb only Three Days ago received a Shoka from the 
Kins and a Letter from Abdul Ahut Cawn, Copies of which, N“ 3 and 4, 1 hertwiili cnclolc; 
and ftake the Liberty to inform the Honblc. Board, that his Excellcnty has, in conltcjuence, re- 
folvcd on fending Lettafut with the Nudjit Regiment, about 5,000 Matchlockmen, and Murtczcli 
Cawn of Baratch a Repaliada of 1,500 Horfe, immediately to Deliiy. His Excellency did me 
the Honour, previous to the adopting of this Mealore, to ;.lk my Opinion whether the Honble. Board 
would approve of it. 1 took the Opportunity of intimating your Commands, in recommending to 
him, above all Things, to preferve Peace and Tranquillity, to avoid taking any particular Part in 
theDifputes of his Neighbours, and to attend to the Settlement and good Crovemment of his own 
Dominions, before he attempted to interfere in foreign Enterpnzcs. His Excellency told me he 
was entirely at eafe on all thefe Heads, and Ihould therefore comply with the King’s Requell of 
going himfelf to Dclhy, and in the Interim, lending Troops. I hereupon declared to his Excel- 
lency the Honblc. Board’s Refolution of not fuffering the Company’s Troops to attend him, and 
further added, that it was an Undertaking of his own, in which the Englifli could not take any 
Part. His Excellency then alkcd me, if the Honblc. Board would not proted his Dominions. I 
faid. By all Means, fuch 1 ,’art of them as were guaranteed by the Treaty, but no further. His 
Excellency anfwercd, that that was enough ; tlircc of his Soiihbars were lecuicd to him without 
the lead Apprehcnfion, the Two others, and foreign Objeds, he could himfelf attend to. 

Much more Converfation pafled on thefe Subjeds, in which the principal Rcafons the Nabob 
gave for his Condud on the prefent Occafion, ’was the Apprehcnfion of the King’s Perfon being • 
feized by Abdul Ahut Cawn, who might call upon the Sikes, and the other Powers to fupport his 
Plans. That if he fent Afliftance now, and went himfelf to Dclhy after the breaking up of 
the Rains, he fhould in all Probability prevent fo prejudicial a Meafure from taking place, like- 
wife be better able to accommodate Nudjif Cawn’s Affairs in cafe the Treaty now concluded fhould 
again be broken through, and furthermore without any Difficulty obtain the Inveftiture of the 
Vizarat. His Excellency declares, after effeding thefe Points, that he will return to his own 
Dominions, having no Intention of making new Acquifitions •, but I am perfuaded, from very 
good Authority, that he purpofes, upon various Pretences, to delay his Siay at Dclhy if the 
Jundure be favourable to terrify or perfuade Nudjif Cawn into a Ceflion of the Countries he 
poffelTes in the Doab, or on this Side the Jumma, and to obtain the entire Controul of the King’s 
Councils. I much doubt his effeding thefe Points, cfpecially ' if the l\ace with the Rajpoots 
continues, and the Marrattas do not invade Hindoftan ; for as Nudjif Cawn muft know the 
Honble. Board’s Refolution of not interfering, he will not willingly fubmit to any of the Na- 
bob’s Demands. In cafe of the Continuance of the War, I ihould then imagine he would comply 
with very difadvantageous Tcr.ms.

Queftion.* — Whether in cafe of an Application from the Nabob for the Company’s Affiftance 
in reducing Anoop Gyr to Subjedtion, it fliall be granted ? 

Mr. Barwcll.-— Yes. 

The Honble. George Monfon. — I think not : — Firft, Becaufe the Service on which the Bri- 
gade may be employed is beyond the Line guaranteed by the late Treaty with the Nabob; and. 
Secondly, Becaufe this Propofition is contrary to the Opinion I have already given on the Nature 
of the Afliflance that I propofc to give to Afoph ul Dowla. 

General Clavering. — The Doab where Anoop Gyr is ported, is a Country that was conquered 
by the late Vizier, and taken from the Marrattas laft Year, immediately before the Vizier com- 
menced his Operations in the Kohllla Country. It was repeatedly the Opinion of the Majority of 
this Board not to carry the Troops of the Company beyond the Line preferibed by the Court of 
Dircdlors, and ihofe Countries which were guaranteed by this Government to the Nabob of Oude. 
Without departing from the Principles on which we have hitherto adted, I think we cannot lend 
the Aid of «ifr Troops to the Nabob to pafs the Line which we have drawn for our future Condudl. 

Governor General. — Were the Punirtiment of Anoop Gyr likely to involve the Forces of the 
Company in a War beyond the dcfcnfive Line of the Nabob’s Doi^inions, I Ihould be of the 
wipe Opinion as has been given in the Two laft Minutes ; but I conceive that it might be eft'cdled 
by, a Imall Force, and in a very Ihort Space of Time, as the Station of Anoop Gyr is, as I under- 
hand, clofe upon the Borders of Oude, his Troops difperfed, and, in all Probability, as difficult 
to be colledlcd, as they would prove unable to adl with Vigour if they were affaulied, and if they

Lucknow, 28th Aug. 1775 - 


“ Honble. Sir and Sirs, 

“ 'I’hc Honble. Board were nlcafed to dired me not to accept the AlTignment of the Rents of 
“ certain Diftrifls for the Payment of the Subfidy, but to make Application to the Nabob for the 
« Money as it fliall fall due. I have accordingly llriflly adhered to this Order yet many Circum- 
« (lances occurring which it was impodible for the Honble. Board to know, I humbly beg their 
«* Excufe for the Omilfion I was guilty of, in not having Rated them fully at the Time of my 
« making the Propofal, and hope that my doing it now, after the Honble. Board have formed their 
“ lltlblution, will not be thought improper. 

“ 'I lic greater Part of the Nabob’s Rents are anticipated by various Channels. He therefore 
« finds himfelf in the Receipt of immenfe Revenues, whilft a very fmall Proportion ever comes into 
“ the Sudder I'rcafury. For inftance, a few indeed of the Civil Officers about the Court ever re- 
« ceive their Allowances immediately on the Spot. They are granted Tuncaws on various Diftrids 
« to which they fend their Agents, who take Care to prefent their Demands at the Time their Col- 
“ ledions are making, of which they are early advifed by being on the Spot •, and if the Power and 
“ Influence of their Principal will not exad the Payment from the Aumi], they make him a Prefenr, 
“ which at once efFcds the Point. Merchants, Contradors for Military Stores, and, in general, 
“ Perlbns of all Denominations, who have any Tranfadions with the Government, are paid in this 
“ fanner : All Troops, excepting thofe with the Nabob, arc ftationed in different Parts of the 
“ Country, for the enforcing of his Authority : They will be firfl: paid; and after fatisfying all 
“ thefe Demands, the Balance of the Revenue is depofited in the Sudder Treafury, from which is 
“ to be defrayed the Nabob’s Houfehold and neceflfary Expences, the Charge of the Troops always 
“ v.’irh him, and the Subfidy and other Monies to the Company. Now, on my applying to his 
“ Excellency for Money, he has delayed the Payment more than once, upon the Pretence of h.iving 
“ been obliged to fatisfy the mutinous Demands of his Troops, they obliging him, as his Excel- 
“ Icncy has expreffed himfelf, to pay them the very Money he defigned for the Company. When 
“ the Nabqb is in this Situation, prcfTcd at one Time by his own Servants and others with whom he 
“ has Tranfadions, by his Troops and by the Company, it is but natural for him to think tlie 
“ Evils neared to him the greateft, and perhaps overlook the rcalCaufes of thefe Inconveniencics. 
“ I therefore again humbly fubmit to the Confideration of the Honble. Board the Mode of appro- 
“ priating the Rents of certain Diflrids, wholly to the Payment of the Subfidy, without the Com- 
“ pany’s having any Thing to do with the Colledions, or having any Authority whatfoever in the 
“ Country, and that he fliall faithfully promife he will not, on any Occafion, grant Tuncaws on 
“ thefe Dillrids in Favour of Individuals. The Nabob will thus be relieved from the very pre fling

In tegard to the Nabob’s pledging his Diflrids to Individuals who would lend him Money 
“ upon that Security, I humbly reprefent this Meafure to be impradicable under the arbitrary 
“ Government at prefent eflablilbed in this Country, iinlefs the Company would be the Guarantees

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no Man hardly dares to own what he really poflenes, elfe cither the Minillers or Favorites of the 
Nabob, or even the Nabob himlelf, would exact large Sums of him by way of Loan or Nuze- 
rana ; if the former, he rarely gets paid, and if he does, the Delays and DeduAions for Prcfents 
to thofc who forward the Payment are fo high, that he generally lofes by the I ranfadtion. The 
public Credit is by thofe Means ruined, and I do not fuppofc there is one Merchant .in the 
Nabob’s whole Dominions who would of his own free Will make him a Loan. A very ftrong 
Inftance of it happened in the tranfmitting of Bills to Delhy for -^hc Payment of the Pelhculh 
for the Vizarar. The Nabob afked the Merchants and Bankers of this Place to furnilh him with 
Bills, and, as he had not ready Money in his Treafury, he required a few Days Credit, which 
they pofitively refufed to grant him upon his Word, but at the fame • confented, if I would in 
the Company’s Name become Security.

Mr. Biiftow. I wrote the Honble. Board Ycderday relative to Bahecr Cawn’s Flight; fince when the Nabob 
has difpatched Surut Sing, his Duan, accompanied by Gopaul Row, who commands a Body of 
1,000 Horfe, to fuperintend the Affairs in the Rohilchund. Balliur Cawn’s fudden Flight was in 
confequence of an Attempt made to kill or feize him by Belall Mahommed Cawn, who had pri- 
vate Indruftions fo to do from the Nabob. It feems he was encamped at the Time on the Banks 
of the Ganges, oppofite to Darra Neegur, about Fourteen Cofsfrom Pattergur, and that Belall Ma- 
hommed Cawn availed himfelf of the Opportunity of a Didurbance fomented by himfelf amongd 
fome of the Nudjib’s Regiment for Arrears of Pay, to execute the Nabob’s Orders. Bchadar 
Ally, Baflicer Cawn’s Naib, went out to quell the Mutineers, but they would not liden to him, 
and a Party of them drew on him. Having no Sufpicion of the real Caufes of thfir Condu^f, 
he had gone out without any Arms, excepting a Dagger by his Side, with which he defended him- 
fclf, and killed Seven Men before he and a Eunuch with him fell. Baflicer Cawn in the Inte- 
rim, by fome Means, obtained Intelligence of the Fate he was likely to meet with, and made his 
Fifeape in a Boat, at the very Indant Belall Mahommed Cawn was furrounding his Tent to fei2c 
him. By the lated Intelligence he h.id taken Refuge in a fmall Fort, Ten Cofs on the other Side 
of the Ganges, under the Charge of Golab Sing Gojar a Zemindar, who had prefented him

4‘ Mentezah Cawn has repeatedly explained to me the Difficulties under which the Nabob 
laboured in regard to his Finances; that he fucceeded to the Mufnud^ with a large Debt 
« the Company, fome Months Arrears due to his 'I'roops, and great Fxpences to defray on 
his taking Charge of the Government, and hardly Fifteen thoufand Rupees in his Trealury 
wherewith to fatisfy all thefc Demands: To be fure he did fucceed at the Sealon ot the great 
Colleifions ; but, from various Caufes, they have fallen very ffiort, and his Charges have 
exceeded his Receipts, Many •Perfons, upon both his Civil and Military Kltabhlhments, 
have Three, Four, and Five Months of their Pay in Arrear. If his Excellency’s Revenues 
were colleded, and his Aumils properly reftriiftcd, and not fuffered to make high Claims of 
Deduftions and exorbitant Charges, 1 am convinced he would annually have a confiuciable 


“ .? oT^my preffing the Nabob to think of Means to pay the Balance, he has propofed either 
“ putting Lands into the Company’s Pofleffion as a Security, or cl!e granting 1 uncaws on certain 
“ DiftriCts, from which he will not himfelf make any Collcftions, until the Company s Debt mall 
be paid in full. After much Deliberation, he propolcd Lands to the annual Rent of 1 en Lacks 
“ of Rupees, which would difeharge the whole Sum in Three Years, reckoning the Debt on every 
Account at prefent at about Thirty Lacks. As I did not think the Honblc. Board would approve 
of this Propofal, I avoided to give the Nabob any Hopes that it would be accepted ; on the 
“ trary, I obferved to him the Length of the Time would be objefled to, as many unforefeen Op- 
“ portunities might occur, and enable him to difeharge the Whole at once. I made this Obfervation, 
“ becaufe his Excellency purpofes to pay a Vifit to his Mother. I cannot pofuively lay wlien, as 
“ the Day has often been fixed, and as often deferred. But the Intent of his Journey is to procure 
“ Money upon the Pretences of clilcharging his Debt to the Company, and to anfwer the Demands 
of his Government. He has not told me the Sum he intends to afk ; but I belkve it is T. went/ 
“ Lacks, as much of which as I can I fliall procure. 1 did myfelf the Honour to offer to attend

** The Nabob has, within thefe Five Days, dilinifled near 20,000 of his irregular Troops : He 
declares his Intention to retain a large Proportion of their Pay, and what he will give them liiall 
be only Part in ready Money, and tlie Reft in Goods, by which they mult lofe conflderably. He 
will hereby add 20,000 more Malcontents to his dilaffefled Subjeifls, 1 he Confeqiiences of this 
Meafure, at the prefent Jundurc, may be particularly prejudicial ; for it is not only difgufting 
“ thefc Men, but an Example of wh-ac others are to expeft. He has not flopped here j but it 
is thought he intends to raifc new Troops, the Command of which he will give to the Relations 
and Dependants of his favourite Miniltcr : But I think it probable, on the finally fettling of Ac- 
“ counts, that the difliandccl Iroops will not fubmit to his Exccllehcy’s Plealure. The general 
“ Difeontents prevail more than ever, and the Name of ^audet Ally is often introduced, inlomuch 
“ that the Minifter begins to be furpicious of his Intention, though his Conduct has apparently been 
“ on his Part irreproachable, and 1 do not hear of his keeping up a Correlpondence with any of the 
“ Chiefs. 

“ In my Letter of the 3d inftant, I informed the Honble. Board of the Nabob’s haying dif- 
” patched Sunct Sing and Gopaul Row, to Rochilciind. He gave the Order in my hearing, but 
it feems there was a confidcrable Sum in Arrears to Gopaul Row’s Troops, and they. One and all, 
“ refufed to march. The Confequence was a Delay of their Departure till now. The Dilpute was 
** fettled by the Nabob’s paying them their Arrears, all to Two Months, and they will, in all Pro- 
bability, march To*morrow, Balliecr Cawn has left Golab Sing Gojur, and is faid to have fet 
“ offforDclhy, attended only by Three or Four Perfons. It appears he liad undoubtedly Inten- 
“ tions of refilling ; but he was attacked unprepared ; for he did not think the Nabob would lo loon 
“ have come to Extremities, and that he could have amuied him for Two or Three Months 
longer.") 

Murtezah Cawn tells me, that after his Return from Fyz.abad, to which Place he accompa- 
nies the Nabob, he purpofes to go himfelf to Rohilchund to fettle the Government. He afleed, in the 
Nabob’s Name, if he might have a Battalion or Two of Englifh .Sepoys to accompany him ; I 
referred him for an Anfwer to my Rcprefcntation on the Propofals for the late Treaty, and laid 
that the Englifh Troops could not at prefent march out of the guaranteed Provinces, and I had 
every Rcafon ^0 think the Honble. Board would never in future confent to it. He then propofed 
to march a ’Battalion or Two to the Frontiers of the Provinces, upon which Head I referred him 
wholly to Colonel Gaillicz, and when the Application is made, I will inform the Honble. Board. 
In the Interim 1 fliall intimate what has paffed on this Subjcfl to the Colonel. 

As Lieutenant Blacker was going to the Piefidcncy with a Detachment of Troops, I requefied 
qI Colonel Gaillicz to direct him to take the Charge of the I'wo Lacks of Gyre Shahy Rupees

• Sic in Oi i£. “ Receipts of Money arifing * for the Revenues of Lands ; but from the Mander in which you now 
“ reprefent the didrafted State of the Nabob’s Finances, and the general Alienation already made 
“ of his Revenues, we cannot but be of Opinion that this Mode fliould be immediately adoprci!. We

Kival*!. The Support alTorded by this Government to the Nabob, If he makes ufe of AfTadln.'- 
lion as the Means tor his Sicurity, would refleft Reproach and Difgracc up(;n the Company, vet 
we cannot, as the Friends and Allies of Albph ul Dowlah, fee his Ruin impending without im'er- 
pofing fuch Means as may be in our Power to prevent it, believing Murtc/.a Cawn to be the 
Caufe of it. We think it incumbent upon us to make this farther Ikclaraiion to him, which we 
dcfire you will accordingly make in our Name, that wc fiiall hold him accountable for any evil 
Confequence that may betal the Nabob from the Mifmanagement of his Aflairs, becaufe wr know 
that he polfcncs, in the Authority committcefto him by the Nabob, the moil: ample Means of re- 
trieving them, and has Abilities equal to the Truft, if he can rtlolvc to dilcharge it with Fidelity 
and Integrity, but that on the other Hand, he may rely on our Heady Protedlioii and Support, if 
he will exert himfelf in relloring the Nabob's Affairs to a State of I’rofpcrity. 

When you make this Reprelcntation to Murteza Cawn, we tlefire that it may be done in the 
irofl private Manner, and you will tell him that it is to him only that you arc ordered to make it, 
and not to intimate to the Nabob, that we entertain the flighteft Sufpicions of the Conduft of his 
Minifter j and you will yourfelf outwardly, and in public, profefa even the utfuoll Satisfadion in 
this Government, with his Condud in adminiftering the Nabob's Affairs. 

We have here given you the Subflancc of the Declaration, which we would have you make in 
our Name, to Murteza Cawn ; but as you bed know the Difpofuion and Charader of the Man, 
we leave it to you to exprefs our Sentiments to him, in fuch Terms as fhall be moll likely to operate 
cffcdually upon his Feelings, at the fame Time, not to alienate his Attachment from our Govern- 
ment, but to convince him, that his beft and mofl lading Reliance will be on cur Friendfhlp, 

The Points which immediately require his Attention are the Regulation of the Nabob’s Finances, 
and the Redudion of his Expcnccv. How far it may be neceffary for this Purpofe to difband any 
Part of his Forces, you, who arc on the Spof, mud be the bed Judge j but ctrt.iinly no Situation 
* of his Aflairs can judify his difbanding his old Troops, and levying new ones at the lame Time 
fuch a Meafurc cannot fail to be produdive of Difeontent among his People, and unneceffary Ex- 
pence to himfelf. 

If any Mcafures fhould occur to you, wliich, you are clearly fatisfied in your own Judgmenr, 
would be conducive to the Intcrefl of the Nabob, you will fugged them to Murteza Cawn, and 
fupport the Recommendation of them by our Authority. * 

You will particularly difeourage, by all the Means in your Power, any Refolution of the Nabob 
to make a Journey to Delhy, both by private Pcrru.ifions with Murteza Cawn, and refptdful Ke- 
prefentations to the Nabob, of the Danger to which his Dominions would be expofed during his 
Abfence, and the heavy Expence attending fuch a Journey. 

With refped to the Vizarat, which wc undcrfland is an Ofcyed that he has extremely at I leart, 
we cannot, in the prefent low State of his Finances, recommend his duTurling any confidcrable 
Sum for obtaining it ; but you may acquaint him, that as foon as he Ih.ill have been able to plato 
them upon a more regular Footing, we fhall be very happy to manifed cur Attention to his 
Willies, and aOid him as far as we can, in any future Negociation what he may enter into for ob- 
taining that Office.

“ Honble. Sir and Sirs, 

“ I had the Honour to addrefs the Bo.ard lad: on the 18th inflant. 

“ Lliije Cawn is the only Inftance of my affording an Individual the Company’s Proteflion. 
I'hc Manner in which this Conneflion was formed appearetl, in my humble Opinion, the In- 
terclt of the Company ; at the fame Time that it was wholly unl'olicitcd by me. Ellije 
Cawn was particularly urgent on this Occafion, and lepeaiedly wrote me that he could 
not ti ult cither Mentezah Cawn or the Nabob, yet he would return if 1 fhould write him to 
do it. 

“ He has now refufed to come without having, previoufly thereto, a Treaty executed by me 
in the Name of the Company. I thought this Kequefl: an Inl'ult, for whatever the Nabob 
mig.ht have done in concluding a Treaty with a Subjeef, it was no Precedent for other States 
to follow ; It was a Sign of the Weaknefs of his Government, and a fimilar Aft from the Com- 
pany appeared to me inconfiflcnt with the Charafter they fupport in Hindoftan. I did intend 
to have lent Lllije Cawn no Anfwer, but I apprehended Reports might have been fpread in- 
juiious to the Credit of the Englifh, and I therefore wrote him a Letter, explaining the Na- 
ture ot his Conneftion with the Company •, and as it is a Relation of all material Fafts 
that have occuned between him and me, 1 troubled the Honourable Board with a Copy of it, 

I. 

“ The principal Objeftion made by Ellije Cawn is, that Murteza Caun has avowedly profeffed 
a hritndfhip for him, and privately cauled Milreprcfcntations to be made to the Nabob ot his 
entertaining Defigns incompatible with his Duty, and ulird other Means to deter him from com- 
ing; tor iiillance, Ellije Cawn had Two Mutfuddies who excaued all BulincTs intrultcd to 
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him by the late Vizier : Being dirgufted with Ellije Cawn they ran away from him, and took 
Refuge with Collim Cawn Mundet, One ot the Nabob’s Chiefs. He apprehended they would 
give the Nabob a fallacious Statement ot his Accounts, whereupon Pretences might have been 
tornied to exact Money from him. 

As his Excellency had been plcafed, in his Treaty with Ellije Cawn, to grant him an In- 
demnification from all pail Offences, I procured a Letter from Murteza Cawn, engaging to 
deliver up thefe fwo Mucefuddics immediately on his Arrival : Excepting this, all ocher Mat- 
ters, on which Ellije Cawn applied to me, were wholly contrary to the Letter of the Treaty, I, 
notwithllanding, on many Occafions interceded in his Favour, and fuccecdcd. In thefe Inftances, 
thouah I cook particular Care to avoid the Appearance of encroaching upon the Nabob’s Au- 
t ority, and I never applied to him without being affured of his acquiel'cing, even my interced- 
ing lor replacing the Negociaiion of the Vizerac in his Hands, was backing a Propofal from 
Murteza Uwn ^ for he lirlt afleed it of the Nabob, and I feconded ic *, and, at his Excellency’s 
particular Eequeft, wrote Ellije Cawn, encouraging him to be adive in obeying his Mailer’s Or- 
der^.. 1 he Hono e. Board are already informed how this Nc^ociation ended : There was no

I underftand (he received him with great Warmth, but (lie 
had before her Arrival declared her Intentions of not giving him Money upon any Account, for (lie 
pretended not to have any. His Excellency behaved to her with the greatcll KefpeX ; told her he 
iludied her SatisfaXion prior to every other Confidcration j and knowing her Relblution, thought it 
proper to defer the demanding of Money from her until another Opportunity, hoping by this C on- 
duX to footh her Excellency. Without he receives Come Affiflance from her, he muR be put to 
great Inconvenience for the Means of fupplying the Exigencies of his Government.

My lall Addrefs was dated the 2oth of September, and I have fince then received the Honble. 
Board’s Letter of the i4tli and 18th ultimo ; that of the nth, relative to a March of a Detachment 
of the Brigade againll Aroop Gyr, referred to in the Honble. Board’s Letter of tl.c 14th, never 
reached me, 

I have intimated the Commands of the Honble. Board to Murtezah Cawn, and can with great 
Plealure fay, that he exprefled much SatisfaXion in his being alfuied of ProteXion in cale of his 
purluing with Steadincls his Mailer’s and the Company’s Advantage. I entered into a particular 
Detail of the State of the Country, and he readily confefled the Confufion which had been intro- 
tlucid by Want of Vigour in the Government, excufed himfelf by faying the true Cauleof his not 
having aXed with the Spirit which was necelTary, was owing to his Apprelienfion of Mifreprel'enta- 
tioiis being made to the Nabob of his ConduX, by Perfons of contrary Views to himfelf : That 
now he would heartily enter into vigorous Meafures, but the Englilli alone weic able to extricate the 
Nabob from his preicnt Difficulties. He is forming a Plan of Regulations, and will, on lubmitting 
It to the Nabob, and getting his Approbation, propolc it to the Honble. Board. I le has defired 
my Advice and Affiftance in backing his Remonftrances to his Excellency. 

J recommended particularly to Murteza Cawn to oblerve the Commands of the Honble. Board 
in carefully avoiding any Meafures which might difgracc his Adminiftration by fanguinary AXs ;

Copy of a Letter from Mr. Briftow to Mahomed Ellich Khan, dated the jd of September. 

I have had the Plcafurc to receive your Two Letters: the Firft requefting that to enable you 
to proceed to the Prcfcnce of the Nabob with Sati.«faftion and Confidence, a Coulanama on the 
Part of tlie Company and the Governor and Council, under my Seal, might bt fent to you ; the 
.Second informing me that you took Leave of the Nabob Nqif Cawn on the lyth of Jummadcc 
Leftanie (tfth of Auguft), and were arrived at Raje Gaat, at the Houfe of Allum Geer, with an 
Intention to proceed to this Part, when you heard of your Difmiflion from Condah, Arimgun, 
.nnd Mahole, and rquefting that I would fend you a Coulnama on the Part of the Governor and 
Council, agreeable to a Draft which you enclofed, and that I would addrefs myfelf to the Nabob 
and get you confirmed in the Appointments you formerly held. 

When 1 wrote to you fome Time ago, by the Defire of the Nabob Moktar ul Dowlab, Meet 
Murtezah Cawn, and informed you that all the Affairs of the Government were at a Stand on 
account of your Abfcnce > and that I confidcred the faid Nabob as my right Arm, and you as my 
left ; that L had no private intereft in what I did, and had not interfered in your Affairs without 
tlie Orders of the Governor and Council t and that whatever I had done therein was by their Di* 
redtions j what Doubt or Apprebenfion can you entertain, that you now defire of me a Coulnama, 
under my Seal, on the Part tjf the Governor and Council ? I’he Company is only a Mediator 
between you and the Nabob : To underftand this Matter, you muft confidcr maturely that you 
have no Sort of Claims on the Company. 

Agreeably to the Orders of the Nabob Afoph ul Dowlah, and to your Defire, I became a Party 
in the Treaty between you and the Nabob, for the Protc&ion of your Life, Reputation, and Pro- 
perty, on Condition of your returning to his Prcfcnce. This Coulnama the Nabob delivered to 
me in the Prclence of Shiik Shuffee Ullah, who has the foie Management of your Affairs, whom 
I repeatedly told that if he was fatisfied with the Coulnama, it was well i it not, to inform me in 
what Manner he would have it dr.awn up. Shiik Shuffee Ullah, after mature Deliberation, re- 
quefted that this might be added on the Part of the Nabob, and then it would be quite fatisfaflory ;

Be yourfelt 
the Judge on which Side the Blame lays, and interfered in a Matter which 1 had no Concern, and 
by my Keprefentations to the Nabob in your Behalf, fettled all your A(f.urs with hinv, and I am 
of Opinion, that if you come here, the Company will yet be Ma lators between you and the _

Lacks have not yet been fent me, and I am cruelly afperfed by my Enemies, being without t^e 
fourcc. Having taken Leave of his Majcfty, 1 (hall proceed immediately to the 
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Nabob, there lhall be no Delay orNeglcft in my Journey. This I declare to jou on 0 .ith ; 
vou may be perfeflly fatisfied on this Head. I have likewife written to his Excellency on the 


Subieft of Departure from hence, that I (hall take Leave of his Majefty on the i 5tli or 20th of 
Tommadee Awul (or July) and immediately begin my Journey. I wrote this for your Informa- 
tion. ‘You have written me to ccnfider your Houfe as my own, and to come without Delay } I 
do confidcr it in that Light, and in confcquencc of his Excellency’s Orders, of your Encourage- 
ment, and of the Coulnama given by Mccr Murteza Cawn, I am coming. If I receive Bills tor 
five Lacks of Rupees before the 20th of Jummadec ul awul, I hope, by the Favour of God, 
to bring the Khclaats with me agreeable to what you write. I tlrought proper to communicate 
thefe Particulars to you.

To the Honble. Warren Flaftings Efquire, Governor General, and the Members of the Honbic. 

Supreme Council at Fort William. 

Honble. Sir and Sirs, 

I had the Honour to write lad on the 6th inltanr. „ , „ e l xt l l. 

The Honourable Board are already fully convinced of the diftraacd State of the Nabobs 
Government, m the guaranteed Provinces 5 though the Brigade is upon the Spot, yet he is ex- 
ceedingly ill obeyed, and in many Parts bis Troops have been defeated, and only Seven or 
Eight Days ♦ he was obliged to difpatch Six Battalions to reinforce thofe on Command. 

A great Part of this Country is pofleffed by Zemindars, who having held ‘^eir Lands in 
their Families for a long Period of Time, fupport a perfonal Influence with their Reiats, and 
can at all Times induce them to refift the Aumils. '1 he Zemindars ever evade the Payment 
of their Rents, frequently from a Spirit of Litigioufnefs alone, and as frequently from the De- 
mands of the Aumils exceeding the eftablifhed Cullom.— Military Men are generally appointed 
to this Station. They have been accuftomed to cxercifc almoft unlimited Authority ; tor it tnc 
late Vizier obtained the Money he little regarded the Means, and when Balances accrued he 
compelled the Aumils *10 make good the Sums out of their private Fortunes, imagining that 
they^^muft have embezzled the Deficiency, or caufed it by their Negligence. This was the 
Confcqucnce of Opprcflions, for the Complaints of the People were only a Pretence tor him 
to make Exaflions from the Aumils*, and the Man, who, but a Month ago, refunded the 
Fruits of his Extortions, was frequently entrufted with the Managefhent of an cxtenfivc Ue* 

^ 'We may judge, from what is above recited, that neither the Aumils nor the People will ever 
pay their Rents regularly, but when compelled *, and without the Nabob is punftual in 
ing them, numbcrlefs Evafions will be made. This indeed is the Cafe, for he himfclf confeliea 
to me that inftead of Twenty Lacks, which ought to have been colleftcd on the new Year, he 
had received hardly 1 en. He faid it was much owing to the Drought, though I believe wc 
may impute the principal Caufes to be the Want of Vigour and Regularity on his Part in no 
obliging his Aumils to the Difcharge of their Duty, for at this early Period the Dearnefs caonot 
well be materially felt. At all Events I fear what has paflTcd cannot be retrieved for the Sealon, 
for the Colleftions once fuffered to elapfc without enforcing Payment, the Balances are rarely re- 
covered, and, if at all, with the greateft Difficulty. , 

To add to this unfortunate Circumftance, the Nabob has not yet been able to*procurc any 
Money from the Begum. 

Immediately on his Return from Fyzabad he ftated his Diftrefles to me, and bcjggcd of me to 
ufe my Endeavours to perfuade the Begum to affift him. 1 wifhed to hare declined complymg

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with his ExcelltnCyS Requeft, efpecialiy after he had indire£lly objeded to my having any Corre- 
fpondence with her ^ but being fenfibie of his NeceiTities, I confented, upon the Condition of his 
not expefti**g of •me to ufe violent Meafures^ I accordingly went toFyzabad, and explained •sicinOiij. 

jrticulaiJy in Writing to the Begum, how impoflible it was for the Nabob to conduct his Go- 
vernment without her Affiftance •, and likewife infinuated to her that (he could not complain of 
himi for granted her an additional Jaghyr of Four Lacks a Year for the Sums he had al- 
borrowed of her, and treated her with great Relpeft. I further infinuated to her, that 
the Treafiiics fhe pofiTclTed were the Treafures of the State, as (he had not fucceeded to them by 
any legal Right, and they had been hoarded up to provide againft an Emergency : That that 
Emergency was arrived ; and I recommended it to her to fpare his Excellency the Sum of Fifty 
Eacks as a Donation : If this did not pleafe her, to let the Treafure be divided according to 
ihc Laws of the Koran, or elfc grant him a Loan, and that I could engage for the Repayment 
ot it. 

After much Perfuafion the Begum agreed to pay the Nabob Twelve Lacks, and this (he de- 
clirtd was wholly to oblige me, and upon the Conditions of the Company’s being to fecure her 
the PofTtlTion of her Jaghyrs for Life; and that the Nabob (hould not interfere with her upon 
any Account. I excufed myfelf, becaufc of the Infignificancy of the Sum, but offered to comply 
wuh her Teims in calc of her granting Fifty Lacks. This I had Authority for from the Nabob, 
who, on defiring me to undertake the Negociation, repeatedly and carncftly expreffed his Dcfire 
not to ufe any Violence ; and in order to prove it, he faid he would fubmit to the Company’s being 
Mediators of all Differences between him and the Begum. But it was hard, when reduced to fuch 
Diftrels, that his Mother (hould ufelefsly keep up immenfe Treafures. 

On my Return his Excellency approved of my Condu 6 l, and defired of me to write to the Begum 
very fully, again explaining his Situation to her; that 1 had interfered merely to prevent any Differ- 
ences or Doubts fubfifting between them, which I thought the Part of a mutual Friend. 

* '('hat I had always cliffuaded the Nabob from violent Mcafures, and would continue my Endea- 
vours ; but the Point in C^eftion was a domcftic Matter, in which I could not infill on his Excel- 
lency’s following my Advice. 

1 he Begum, in her Anfwer, complained much of the Adminiftration of Affairs, and told me, in 
plain i ei ms, that what (he would do (hould be for the fake of the Englilh, and, as (or the Nabob, 

(he would not advance him a fingle Rupee upon his Word ; but fooncr throw her Jewels ancl 
Mancy into the River. On my preicnting the Letter to his Excellency, he again defired of me to 
go to Fyzabad, and as there were great Doubts entertained of the Eunuch employed between the 
Begum and me not having explained my Reprefentations fully to her, but concealed luch Part 
as did not conform to his Views ; the Nabob ordered Sellar Jung and Buffant Ally Cawn to go to 
Fyzabad alfo, and follow Murtehzch's Cawn’s and my Advice in making any additional Reprelcnta- 
tions which might be found neceffary. It is generally believed the Begum has Four Crores in her 
Poffeffion i but I fancy I may venture to fay has One Crore and Seventy Lacks. — Confidering 
this immenfe Sum, I hope, now we are all here, and when Circumfiances arc impartially ftated, that 
(he will yield to our Pcrliiafions.] 

Anoopgyr and Amrowgyr aft now more difrcfpeftfully than ever to the Nabob, In an In- 
ftance of feme Horfes for Captain Toone’s Troop palfing through their Diftrifts, I had procured 
the Nabob’s Dulluck. The Horfes were (lopped at many of the Chokeys, and the Man who 
had Charge of them was told imt^diately from Anoopgyr, “ That Twenty Duducks from the 
“ Nabob would be difregarded ; but One Slip of Paper from Nudjiff Cawn would fufficc.” On 
rty fending to Anoopgyr’s Vackecl to inform him of this Circumdance, he waited on me, and 
defired me nearer to apply to the Nabob, but to fend for him, that he might inform his Madcr, 
who would take Care that no Dependant of the Englilh (hould meet with impediments. Anoop- 
gyr tefufed to come to the Nabob upon fome frivolous Excufe; Amrowgyr did come. During 
his Stay, he paid me a Vifit, and defired me not to look upon him as upon the other Officers of 
the Nabob’.s Government, for he was no Mottefeddy, but a Soldier, and hoped that I would re- 
turn his Vifit ; that he confidered himfelf obliged to his Sword for every Thing he held, and 
repeatedly threw many Refleftions upon the Nabob, whom he pretended to dilVcgard, but faid 
he wiflied much for the Fricndfliip and Proteftion of the EngIKb. 1 heard him out, and then 
told him, I confidered Men only as they were attached to the Nabob Auffuf ul Dowla, who was 
the firm Ally of the Englifli, and that he muff expeft we (hould look to his Satisfaftion prior to 
every other Confidcration ; and furthermore, that I could not give him the Friendlhip and Proteftion 

*hc Lngliffi, In regard to returning his Vifit, I faid my Station excufed me from it ; befides, 

I did not know if the Nabob would like it. 

I informed ^the Nabob of all that paffeci, and obferved to him, that a Man who expreffed him- 
klt in this ’Style ought to have no Terms kept with him, and advifed his Excellency to fcizc 
him at once. He anlwcrcd, he had formed a better Plan of marching towards the Doab, and 
laking the Country out of the Poffeffion of the GoITaynes, and he thought, on his Approach, that 
they would run away. How this Enterprizc will end I cannot fay, for it is certain the Nabob’s 
Iroops have no Confidence in him, and the Fidelity of Myr Afzul's Corpfe now with the 
Goffayncs is much doubted, Anoopgyr and Amrowgyr have Ten thoufand Foot and Nine thou- 
and Horfc, Men of their own Call, in their Pay, vrbom they can depend on. They arc, I undcr- 
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Hand, daily CollcAing together Ammunition, entertaining new I roops, ufing their belt Endea, 
vours ta attach the Rana of Goad, the Rjjas of Bundlccund, and all the petty Rajas in 11,5 
Neighbourhood to their intereft. I think it probable though, that the Whole of them will look 
on, and be the Friends of the ftrongeft. In the late conquered Countries, the GoEayne^, demand 
very low Rents of any of the Zemindars, and try by all Means to attach them to their Caiifc 
Upon viewing the Conduct of the Goflaynes, I think there feems little Appearance of their run! 
ning away, and I am therefore the more anxious about the Affair of the Money, for without n-t. 
ting it the Nabob tells me, he adually cannot take the Field. The Confequence will be gi^n? 
Time to foreign Powers, whenever any lhall be able to do if, to join the Goflaynes. NotwitijitarK). 
ing the Nabob is lo well informed of the Condud of thefe Chiefs, he gave Amrowgyr a very 
honorable Drefs on his Departure, and delivered him ancihor for his Brother. The whole Sum 
he confented to pay at this Jundurc was Three Lacks of Rupees. He pretended this v. ,13 ^ot 
due from him, and in Ihort that the Nabob owes him and his Brother Twelve Lacks for Monies 
advanced to pay the Expences of the War, &c. 

Surut Sing is arrived at Darra Negur, and has taken upon him the Management of the Affairs 
of Rohiicund; but a very inconflderablc Sum is as yet realized. There are Parties upon the Spot 
Murtezah Cawn of Baraitch, and Lecafut Ally Cawn, arc iuppofed to be difafleded, and reaijJ 
to join the Nabob’s Enemies. Thefe Chiefs were before ordered to march to Ddhy, but on die 
Flight of Balheer Cawn, countermanded ; and as the Views the Nabob had in it was tlic Settle- 
ment of the Matter of the Vizarut, I fhall (agreeable to the Honblc. Board’s Orders) ufe my belt 
Endeavours to difluade him from fuffering any Troops to be fent to the King in the preltnt State 
of his own Affairs. As to his Excellency’s Journey to Delliy, he now tells me he lhall entirely 
drop all Thoughts of it. ^ 

My former Letters fpeak fully of the Difeipline of the Nabob’s Army, and it is now, if pofllble 
upon a Hill worfe Footing. A few Days ago, a Man belonging to the Nudjub Regiment quarrelled 
with a Sepoy, and their Difputc coming to Blows, the latter was killed. I'he whole Corps of Sc- ’ 
poys, to the Number of Eleven Battalions, and the Corps of the Nudjub, with the Cavalry on 
their Side, drew up one againft the other, and the Nabob, with the greateft Difficulty, prevented 
them from fighting. It was not by punilhing himfclf, the Offender, by a fair Trial, but by deli- 
vering him up to the Diferetion of the Sepoys, who, upon this Event, made a general Difchar^c 
of Artillery. ® 

The Day after this had happened, the Sepoys found out that One of their Commandants had fc- 
creted Five Thoufand Rupees, received at Mindy Gaut, to diftributc amongft the Heads of a Set 
of Mutineers, who had created a Diffurbance when the Army was encamped at that Place. They 
beat the Commandant. The Nabob interfered, and with much Intcrccffion, faved his Life, but 
at the fame Time he himfclf received many Ihfults from the Ranks. The next Day the Nabob 
wifhed to poflefs himfclf of the Artillery in the Charge of the Sepoys, and fent Two Companies 
as an Efcort to bring it. The whole Corps faw through the Defign, and returned his Excellency 
for Anfwer, « that they could take very good Care of it,” and would not fuffer a Gun to be 
moved : And in this Manner they conduft thcmfelves upon all Occafions, obeying the Nabob’s 
Orders or not, as they think proper. 

Another very ftriking Anecdote happened on our Arrival at I^ucknow, in a Battalion under a 
Frenchman, who having been on Command, had preferved (bme Kind of Difeipline. On his join- 
ing the Nabobs Army, Fifteen Sepoys behaving ill, he difmifleff them the Service. The other Se- 
poys on the Spot reproached thofe of the Frenchman’s Battalion for fubmitting to fuch an Indignity. 
That if any Thing of the Kind was once fuffered, they would hereafter be perpetually ill treated, 
and infifted upon their making it a common Caufe. They, in confequence, aflembled in the 
Night, fcvcrcly beat their black Officers, upon the Pretence of their giving the French Command- 
ant bad Advice, but never touched the Commandant himfclf. The Affair ended by the Nabob’s 
yielding the Point, for he rcinffated the Fifteen Sepoys. The French Commandant was one 
Soulier, who holds a Commiffion in the French Service. Shortly after this Event, he applied to 
me for a Paffport into Bengal, which I procured for him, as well as for many others. There are 
now very few Europeans in the Country, and thofe few are to fet off in Four or Five Days, flay- 
ing only to fettle their private Affairs, for as the Nabob has once difmiflcd them his Service, they 
have no other Means of gaining a Subfiftence. In regard to their paffing up the Country, I have 
had fomc flopped, though it is difficult, as they difguife thcmfelves in Muflellman Habits, and 
travel in covered Hackeries i but the Men of Confequence, by their Ability or Military Know- 
ledge, have all gone towards Bengal. 

I hope the Circumftances above flated, and the Contents of my former Letters, will explain fully 
K) the Honble. Board the Situation of the Nabob’s internal Government on the Commencement of 
this Scafon. ‘ 

In regard to foreign Affairs, Nudjif Cawn has finally concluded the Peace with the Rajepoots, 
who are put into Polfeffion of Camao j it was agreed at firft, that he Ihould keep Namoal, but * 
he afterwards gave it up, and has received Three Lacks of Rupees in ready Money, Jewels and 
Shawls, and Eight Lacks arc to be paid him in Eight equal monthly Kifts. The Armies of boijt 
Parties have ccafcd Hoflihties. o ^ j 

Runjeet Sing fucceed^ to Nwl Sii^, who though only in Faft the Guardian and Regent for th* 
true Raja of the Jauts, Kehry Sing, yet, being his Uncle, he alTumed an independant Authority s 
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he died at a Time that the AfFairs of the Jawi were in a moft diftrafted State i Runjeet Sing was 
for fome Time obeyed } but the Mother of Kehry Sing wiftiing to get more Authority into her own 
Hands, attached Reum Daad Cawn to her Caufc, and got him to introduce One thoufand Kohillas 
into Fort in order to feize Runjeet Sing } they were repulfed with the Lofs of Seven or Eight 
Men. — Cownher Dawnfaa was the Perfoh whom the Mother wanted to make Regent, and 
as hjs Party by the Afliftance of the Rohillas was as ftrong as Runjeet Sing’s, the latter apprehended 
the Confequcnccs, and therefore entered into a Correfpondence with Nodjif Cawn, and I fliould 
imagine that Dike will foon fall into his Hands, or clle a Peace will be made upon very advan- 
tageous Terms to him. It is alfo probable the Rohillas will not hold out long, as the Son of 
their Chief is in Confinement with Rungeet Sing, who threatens to make his Life anfwcr for any 
Attempts the Father may make contrary to his Views. 

There is now every Probability of Nudjif Cawn’s being foon relieved from the prefent War, but 
1 Ihould imagine his Country is in too diltraded a State, and his 'I'reafury too low to admit of his 
undertaking new Lnterprizes, otherways the Goflayncs have entertained a Correfpondence with 
him, and he has exprefled his Inclination to aflill them ; at all Events they ought not to have Time 
given them to ftrengthen their Confederacy, cfpccially as the Marattas have been invited to join it. — 

1 do not hear of any certain Meafures they have in confcquencc adopted, and from all Appearances 
there is little Probability of their coming before the Nabob (if he gets the Money) will have the Op- 
portunity, as I hope, to fettle the Doab. 

At the fame Time that Nudjif Cawn and the Nabob correfpond in the moft amicable Style, they 
ftill privately encourage the difaffefted Perfons in both Governments to take Refuge with them. 
Nudjif Cawn has applied to the Nabob for his Afliftance, as he complains heavily that the Con- 
fufion created in his Country by the War and the Drought will inevitably reduce him to great Dif- 
trefs, it not being pofliblc for him to collcfk any confiderable Rcvemies during the enfuing Scafon. 
Notwithftanding it is in every Refpeft theintereftof thefcTwo Princes to be upon amicable I’crms, 
they bear one another luch an inveterate Enmity, that they will hardly ever be able to depend upon 
each other’s Afluranccs : Elligc Cawn and Bafticcr Cawn foment the Divifions. The former has a 
confiderable Property the latter fa ved fome Matter before his Flight. He has united in ftrid Al- 
liance with Nuiljif Cawn, at whofc Inftance he ftopped at Agra, where he now is. 

The King remains in the fame diftrefled State, without Money or Ktfourccs, perplexed by the 
Intrigues of Abdcel Ahcet Cawn, and perpetually infulted. Sabiter Cawn, who had entered into 
Abdul Ahut Cawn’s Views, was obliged to leave Dclhy to defend the fmall Extent of Country 
remaining in his PoflTcflion againft the Sikes, who are now at Goflgivvia, to the Number of Five 
thoufand Horfe. The main Body is retired. The King has, at Abdul Ahut Cawn’s Inftigation, 
written to Timur Shaw a very long Letter, inviting him to come to his Afliftance, and propofing 
a double Marriage between their Children. By Intelligence only received this Day, it is faid, that 
a Part of Timur Shaw’s Army has aflually crofled the Attock. The Sikes, and Nafecr Cawn, a 
Prince who governs a Country laying between Lahore and Biflbrc, well defended by Hills, 
through which he muft pafs, will oppolc him, fo that I imagine before he enters Hindoftan he 
muft have many Difficulties to encounter. However, as to the Authenticity of this Intelligence I 
muft refer the Honble. Board to my future Addrefles. 

Upon (he whole. Fortune feems Angularly to have favored the Nabob ; for at the prefent Junc- 
ture a foreign Enemy might do him immenfe Mifchicf, and from probable Appearances there is 
none immediately able to hurt him.

My Reprefentations fince my Arrival this laft Time, have 
tended to prove to her Excellency, that the Nabob’s Situation was defperatc ) and (he might have 
determined on what ra(h Rcfoluiions (he pleafed in her own Mind, ftill it was now » Queftion, 
whether the Nabob Ihould feize his Right, or fuffer a Lack of Souls to perifh, and the Sovereignty 
of thefe Soubahs, now in the Fourth Generation, to be transferred to another Family ? I after- 
wards ufcdnUi’any mild Arguments. I alfo met Seller Jung, Myna Ally, and Murtchzch Cawn, 
and we confulted tc^ethcr j and after many Meftages to the Begum, and many Alternatives pro- 
pofed by both Parties, Thirty Lacks were confented to. I am lure I could have obtained Fflty, 
the Sum 1 alkcd, if Murtebzeh Cawn had not been impatient to return, and unguardedly mcn- 
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tioned, that the Nabob would be fatisfied with Thirty. When I prened him to adhcte to our firft 
Soueft hc feemcdtobe Begum’s Temper hurrying her into fomc v.o ent 

aS dilkraceful to the Natob’s Government, and as the ba.c Probab.luy 0 foic.ng her to Lx- 
tremitics was enough to determine me from afking ever fo Iniall a Sum, I at once gave up the 

^Thc Begum not only grants the Nabob this Sum. but gives up to him Twcnjfix 

for the Repayment of which (he had Security in Land. In lieu of this, Ihe allced of the Nabob 

never to inurfcrc with her again, upon any Pretence whatfoever ; and for her entire Satisfaftion, 

Ihe infilled on having the Company the Guarantees of a Treaty to be entered into her and 

the Nabob, and that I likcwife lliould execute another dircflly ^ 

oanv ; with which having complied, I have the Honour to indole Copies of both 1 rcatics, K“ , 


I now fubmit my Condud in this Ncgociation to the Confuleration of the Honourable Board. 

It is NccelTity alone which has obliged me toad the Part I liaye done, lor without ihe Company 
as Guarantees of the Treaty, the Begum would not have given a linglc Covvry. The Nabob 
wholly of himfelf alkcd me to intertere, contrary to my Inclination; and I t.ie relore hope the 
Honourable Board will approve of my Condud, efpecially as it w.is the only Means of realizing 
a conndcrable Sum at this Jundurc. Half of the Money procured from the Begum is to be paid 
to the Company ; which, with Five Lacks now receiving, making all together Twenty Lacks, 

is a conlidcrable Sum in the prefent State of the Nabob’s Allairs. . , • xt 

I have written Powers, and the T’eflimony of the Pcrlons concerned in this Negociation, of rny 
having had the Nabob’s Sandion ; However, I think it ncccllary to provide againll any future 
Doubts, and lhall therefore forward the Honourable Board a 1 rcaty on the Part of the Nabob 
with the Company, acceding to the Terms with the Begum, which the Miniller promiles to get 
executed with all Expedition. The Begum having at firlt inkrted the Word “ Heirs,” we had » 
very near broke off the Ncgociation; for 1 pofitively refufed, and told her Excellency, the Ci-rn- 
pany were in Alliance with the Nabob Aufllif ul Dowla alone, and during his Life knew of no 
Heirs, or any other Sovereign in this Country. ^

I Afoph\il Dowlah Bahadre engage and give this written Agreement, viz. 

1 have now taken from my Mother 30 Lacks of Rupees on Account of the prefent, and 26 
Lacks on Account of former Debts, in Specie, Goods, Jewels, Elephants, Camels, See. from the 
Patrimony of my Father, and have no further Claim on her. Having received this through the 
Englilh Chiefs, 1 renounce all further Demands on her. I alfo engage that I will never moled 
my Mother in the Enjoyment of the Jaghiers, Gungec, Culladarries, Gardens, or the Mints ol 
Oude, Fyzabad, &c. conferred on her by the late bleficd Nabob, but will leave her in the full 
Pofleflion of them, during her Life-time. — As long as m/ Mother lives, I will give her no Trouble 
on Account of them. — She fhall colled whatever appears to be due from the faid Jagliicrs, by her 
own People; I will not obftriid it. 

When my Mother goes on her Pilgrimage die is* at Liberty to leave the Jagheers, &c. under 
the Charge of whomfoever flic plcafcs. — It is entirely at her Option : I will not oppofe it. 

Whether ihe rcfidcs here or goes on her Pilgrimage, the Jagheers, &c. ftiall remain in her Pof- 
klTion ; and no Perlon fliall on any Occafion obftrud or moled her therein. T o whomfoever my 
Mother lhail give Charge of the Jagheirs, Sec. I will, on every Occalion, proted .and aflid him; 
and when flie goes on her Pilgrimage flic is at Liberty to take with her fuch of her Slaves, Women, 
and Goods, as ftie thinks proper : 1 will not moled her ; nor will I give any Trouble to Johur Ally 
Khawn, Bahadre Ally Khawn, Nuhaut Ally Khawn, Shegoon Ally Khawn, or to the Taveldarries, 
by any Demand on them. My Mother is at Liberty to ad as flie plcafcs therein ; fhc is the Mil* 
ircis. ^ tor the Obfervance of thefe Articles I give God and his Prophet, the Twelve Imaum?, 
the Fourteen Mauflboms, and the Englilh Chiefs are joined in this Engagement. Further I will 
not m future demand any Loan from my Mother. I have no Claim on her ; nor wilMjevcr deviate 
from this Engagement. Should I ad contrary thereto, it may be fuppofed that I am cdrangcd 

from the Englilh Chiefs and the Company. — I have accordingly givcu this as a Coulnama to re- 
main as a Voucher. e / o

The Board being defirous of receiving a particular State of the Nabob’s Accounts from Mr. 
Briftow ; 

'I he Secretary reports to them, that he has received a private Letter from Mr. Briftow, wherein 
he mentions the Difficulty he has met with in afeertaining the real Value of the Currency of 
OwJe as a Reafon tor his not having lent down any Accounts, and cxprtiring a Wifh that the 
Rupees of that Country Ihould be alfaycd by the proper Officers at the Frefidency. 

The Board are ol Opinion, that as there appears to be no fixed Rate of Batta lor the different 
Species of Rupees, which pafs Current in the Province of Owdc, or liavc been received in Pay- 
ment from the Nabob, the only Expedient by which it can be equitably adjudged will be to caule 
an Allay of all thofe different Species of Rupees, to eftablifh the I'yzabad Sicca as the Standard, 
and fix the Batta upon the rclL by the Ditt'cteiice in the Quantity of pure Silver between each 
Sort and the Fyzabad Sicca. 

Ordered, I hat the Affay Mafter affay the following Sorts of Rupees. Fyzabad Rupees, Two 
Sorts-, Old Bcnaies Rupees, Three Sorts i Old Vizury, Three Sorts; Janga Rupees, Old 
Delhi and New Delhi Rupees ; and to report the proportionate Qiiantity of pure Silver in each to 
the Board. 

Refolvcd, That the following Reply be fent to Mr, Briftow. 

To Mr. John Briftow, Rcfident at the Court of the Nabob of Owdc. 

Sir, * 

We have received your Letters of tlie nth, i6th, 20th, and 26th Offober. 

We think that the Circumftances of the Nabob’s Affairs, and the unfavourable Difpofition 
which his Mother the Begum fhewed towards him, made it neccflliry for you to coiVijily with his 
Requeft for affording your Afliftance to perfuade her to I'upply him with a Sum of M .ney, and 
we therefore approve jnd confirm your Guarantee of the Treaty which has been entered into be- 
tween them. 

W e alfo approve of the Arrangement which you have made, and recommended to the Nabob 
for procuring Grain for the Army. We do not think it neceftary to appoint a Commiffary from 
hence, but have authorized the Commanding Officer of the Brigade to name One when the Grain 
is brought to the Magazine; it ftiould be delivered over to the Charge of the Commanding Officer, 
and he will leave the Diftiibution of it to the Commiffary, who is to remain under his Com- 
mand. 

\Ve have ordered an Affay to be made of the Fyzabad Sicca Rupees, and of all the other 
Kinds of Rgpees, which have been received in Payment from the Nabob and his late Father, 
from which we propofe to fix the precife Rate of Batta upon each, by the Quantity of pure 
Silver that they may feverally be found to contain ; until this be afcertained, we defire you 
to leave Account of Receipts from the Nabob open for Adjuftment ; but, in the mean Time, 
you tranfmit us as exaift a State of the Nabob’s Accounts as poffible to the Period when 
you fhall receive this Letter, under the different Heads, of old Balances; Treaty of Benares; • 
tiigagemeiu for the Rohilla Conqueft; and Army Subfidy, — fpecifying the levcral Sorts of Ru- 
pecs which have been received from the Beginning on each Account. 

We wait with great Impatience for the Account which you have promifed to fend us of 
the Regulations propofed for re-cftabliffiing the State of the Nabob’s Affairs •, and as the Re- 
poru which we have already received from you are very alarming, we defire you will not 
ail tq take every Occafion to advife us of any Alterations which may happen.

1 ha*ve received your Letter bf the 24th inftanf, and in confcquence of it have given Orders to 
h Brigade to hold thcmrelves in Readincfs to march on a Minute^s Warning. My Inlhuaions 
* nicnt with regard to a Mutiny in the Nabob’s Troops, and what Steps I am empowered to 
V j Calc of that Kind. It therefore you fhould find it nccellary to make a Uequifition of 
'k '^T roops for the Proteftion of the Nabob’s Perfon, it muft be made in the Arongell and moil 
xolicit Terms both by him and you •, I fiiall then proceed to take every Step in my Power tor 
h s I’roicaion and Safety, but would with to avoid proceeding to P.xtrcnntics, if pofTihle. I lliail 
ait for further Intelligence from jfou, and if it is found ablolutely nccefiary, I will detach Two 
Battalions of Sepoys, with 'I’wo Six Pounders, and their own Guns, by forced Marches to Elmals 
C nvd I would not chufe to rilque this Detachment nearer, but will follow m\fdt with the rtil 
of the Brigade, with the greateft Expedition, leaving all the Baggage behind. 1 fiiould think it 
belter if ponible, to retard the Arrival of Mudtar ul Dowlah, as you are apprchenlive the Dil- 
turbances will commence on his Arrival.

We have lately had fome very favourable Showers of Rain, which have given an entire Change 
to the Appearance ot the Country. Grain is conliderably cheaper than it was i Wheat in particu- 
lar Ibid Seven Days ago at this Place at Sixteen and Seventeen Seers a Rupee, and now it Tells at 
Twenty-fix Seers. 1 have ftopped the Purchafe of Grain until I Iball fee how the Rubby Harveft 
turns out ; bur, I believe, from the belt Information I can colleft, that the late Rain is come in 
Ti ne to enfurc a tolerable Crop. 

§ (“ («) On my Return to Lucknow, I found the Nabob’s Army in greater Confuiion than ever. 

“ J he f ive Battalions who had been with the Goflaignes had left their Station, contrary to the rc- 
“ peated and pofitivc Orders both of the Nabob and Buftant their commandinap/ficer. They 
“ have afted thus on Pretence of not receiving their Arrears of Pay. The Nab^had lent them 
“ One Lack of Rupees in Part, which they retufed to take, infilled upon the Whole, and avosted

41 What with the Money procured from the Begum, and fomc fmall Sums colleaed from the Coun- 
n trv the Nabob has managed to fatisfy the Sepoys for the prefent, but when thefe Sums arc once

“ more fully convinced of this Circumftance, on being informed, that when 1 returned from !• vza- 
“ bad, I enquired particularly into the State of the probable Collcftions of the Lands affigned for 
“ the Payment of the Subfidy j and I found, out of a Revenue of Thirty Lacks a Year let apart 
“ for this Purpofc, only P'iftcen or Twenty Lacks at themoft could be realized. On rcprcfenting 
“ this Matter, his Excellency very readily confented to allign additional Lands proportionable to the 
“ Sums required ; but if fuch a Deficiency arifes on the bell Diftriifts, a much greater mull; ariie on 
“ the bad ones. 

If the Nabob docs thus on all Occafions, not only teftify his Inclinations, but in his Conduift 
^ proves his Sincerity in adhering to his Alliance with the Company, I hope I fhall be excufed by 
the Honble. Board, in having in One Inftance given my Opinion, and even taken the Confeqiu nces 
of their Difpleafijre upon myfelf, in recommending a Mcafure contrary to their politivc Com- 
mands : i he abfolutc Ncccffity of the Cafe, the Nabob’s very prelling and particular Requeft,

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” its being Indifpcnfably ncccflTary for bis Service and Safety, as well as the Peace of the Country 
will I hope cxcufe nu*. ' 

“ The chief keafbns his Excellency gives, are that his March at the prefent Junfture into Ho- 
“ hilcund and the Doabe is abfolutely ncceflary to fecurc him the Revenues of the enfuing Seafon • 
“ that it might be attended with the word Conlequences if the Brigade was to move below where it 
is now cantoned, being perfuaded it would prove an Encouragement to his rebellious and 
“ refradory Aiimils ; particularly to the Goflayncs, who at this very Time pay no Attention to 
“ his Order, fliew him all Manner of Difrelped, arc ftrengtheiiing themfclves on all Sides, and 
“ in Fad aic in an adual State of Rebellion. His being to march to thofe Parts of the Country 
“ renders the prefent Station of the Brigade of great Moment, tas the very Name of its being on 
“ the Spot awes his Subjects j and though it is not to pafs the Boundaries, it is ftill confidertd as a 
“ great Check to tluir Defigns. In the Courfe of my Convcriation with his Excellency on this 
“ Subjed, I intimaicd to him, that Lieutenant Colonel Cummings had informed mo, that iftly 
“ Biigaiie once had moved, nothing but an adual Mutiny could authorize his letuining, and tir t 
“ the R Jief would take up T wo Months. His Excellency hereupon obferved, that the Biio,i(i<“ 
“ coultl then be of no Service to him at Allahabad, as he wanted it as much to itftrain his mu j* 
“ nous T roops as his refradory Aumils. He further faid, many ill difpofed Perfons in his Court and 
“ Government might hkewile take this Opportunity of publilhing, tliat the going down of the 
“ Br:g.ide is ( .lufcd by a Breach between the Company and him, and that unlcfs it remains where 
“ !t is tliere i'- tiie greatcif Kcafon to believe he cannot keep his own Troops in any Order- in 
“ (hort, that they will not march or obey any Commands from him, unlcfs they are awed’ by 
“ the Company’s Forces, which ought to be as near the Parts of the Country he purpofes to 
“ maah to as poiTible. It this be not the Cafe, I (hould humbly conceive it would be better 
“ that he ihould continue in the Error, even fuppofing it one, as of the greater Confcquence— 

“ he coiifiders tlic Company’s Alliance the niore to their Honour and Advantage. Furthermore 
“ the Nabob obleivcs, that he was entitled' by the Letter of the Treaty to the Afidtance of a 
“ Brigade, and that he could never call for it upon a greater Emergency; that the Safety esf 
“ Ins llomimons and even iiis Life depended on it. *

Since my lad Letter, I have received fcveral from Mr. Briftow on the fame Subjed, by which 
It appears the Difaffedion amongft the Nabob’s Troops continues to gain Ground. He has ex* 
prefled a ftrong DTire to have the Brigade relieved at its prefent Station. This, however, I do 
not think mylclf at Liberty to agree to, as no difcrctional Power is left me. Nothing but the molt 
prcfllng Neceflity lhall make me deviate from the Orders I have received to march the 6th of No- 
venibcr. At any Hate I will proceed to Mahore, and mull then be direded in my future Mcafures 
by the Situation of the Nabob’s Affairs. I have exprcITed myfclf fo fully in my Letter to Mr. 

Briltow, that I apprehend moic here would be fuperfluous. The Enclofcd is a Copy of my Let-

bob’s Troops were permitted to Icize his Perfon or cut him off. The Orders of the Board arc, that 
he Troops mall move from hence the 6th of November. Thcfc Orders I lhall ftridlly adhere to, 
f not ’remaining longer-, but Ihould the Nabob’s Situation require my moving fooncr, I will take 
that on myfelf, as I am certain it is the Intention of the Honble. Board to afford him every Pro- 
teflion in their Power. They could not forclcc or fufpedl a Meeting of his Troops, not, at lead, 
fuch a one as he at prefent apprehends j if they had, they would, no Doubt, have given the Com- 
manding Officer of this Brigade Inftruftions on that Head. I (hall therefore aft agreeable to what 
I think the Spirit of their Orders and, confeious of the Reftitude of my Intentions, rely on their 
Tuftice for an Acquittal, fliould thev difapprovc of my moving the Troops before the Time fixed. 
This is a Step I (hall not, however, take, without an abfolute Requeft from the Nabob, as well 
as your Opinion of its NecelTity. 

I am convinced nothing could give the Honble. Board more Concern than an Attempt on the 
Nabob’s Life, or even a Difgracc on his Government, whilft under their Proteftion ; and 1 (hall 
take every Meafurc in my Power to prevent both. I confider the Honour of the Government, and 
of their Arms, deeply concerned in his Safety. I would therefore beg Leave to recommend to 
his Excellency’s, and your Confidcration, the following Plan. 

That the Brigade march from hence the Fir(t or Second of November, for Mohan, which is 
within Seven Cofs of Lucknow, and in my Route to Allahabad, that you give out publickly they 
are on their Way to Allahabad, and only to halt a Day at Mohan. By this Mcafure we (hall 
have Four or Five Days to confider on what is neceffary to be done ; the Nabob will get rid 
of his Fears, and be able, in Conjunftion with you, to fix on fome Plan to prevent Difturbanccs* 
If this can be effefted, the March of the Brigade will not be retarded. 

'1 his is what I much wi(h, as I am defirous of adhering as ftriftly as poffible to the Orders of 
the Honble. Board. I muff pbferve to you, that by the Plan of Relief laid down there will at 
leaft Two Months clapfe from the Time of my leaving Lucknow, to the 'I' bird Brigade’s Arrival 
there. It is neceffary the Nabob (hould be apprized of this j or if you think it will cncreafe his 
Apprehenfions, you may only inform Mukkturul Dowlah of it. 

( (a) “ From my own Obfervations when at Lucknow, and your Letters fince I received the Com- 
“ mand, I am convinced * Command I am convinced, the Nabob cannot be cafy, or even in 
“ Safety, till a Divifion of his Troops is effected. Whilft Seventeen Battalions, with a large and 
“ well mounted Artillery with them, continue in One Body (confeious of their own Strength) 
“ they will defpife his Orders, and though they may continue quiet for the prefent, will defer 
“ their Scheme no longer than till the Brigade has got Forty or Fifty Cofs below Lucknow, which, 
“ fuppofing I Ihould immediately return on receiving an Exprefs from you, would give them Time 
“ liifficicnt to execute any Plan they have formed, or even to form and execute what they have not 
« yet projefted. 

“ My March would be but flow, not exceeding Nine Cofs a Day at fartheft, as I could not, 
“ with any Degree of Propriety, leave the Artillery and Regiment behind me; arid returning 
“ with the Brigade, would break in fo far on the Plan of Relief laid down by the Board, that I 
“ apprehend the Cafe muft be very urgent indeed to meet with their Approbation. 

“ I repeat to you, that a Divifion of the Forces now at Lucknow muft be effefted, and I would

“ very important Meafurc. 

“ The Mode he particularly points out, is to beg the Favour of the Honble. Board to fur- 
“ nifh him with Englilh Officers to Six Batwlions of Sepoys, as well as for a Corps of Artil- 

“ lery and Cavalry in Proportion, which would at all Times be a fufficient Check on his other 

“ Troops, and ferve to ftrengthen his Government. He has not mentioned his Dcfirc for any 
“ p.irticular Arrangement of this Corps, which he fubmits entirely to the Confidcration of the 
“ Honble, Board, and engages to have the Pay regularly difeharged.

In this Matter, 
I think the Nabob’s immediate Objed oi^ht to be to reduce his Civil and M.litary Exptnees 
within his Revenue, and thus render thefe Exadions unneceflary. I know they arc frequent and 
pernicious in the highell Degree, for owing to them many rich Shroffs and Merchants have fc- 
creted their Property, and others have fled the Country fincc the Nabob’s Acceflion Bcfidcs this, 
it damps that Spirit of Enterprize fo ncceffary to Trade j the bad Effeds of which, mull, 1 conciive, 
be felt not only in this Country, but in the Company’s Provinces i as the advantageous Commerce 
formerly carried on cxills no longer, and hardly an Article of our Merchandize will icll ; and as 
no Nation can rife to any great Extent of Power or Wealth, without a foreign Trade, I imagine 
it for I) s Excellency’s Advantage, to give every Encouragement to Merchants. I hope by wife 
Regulations and Steadinefs, and Refolution in the Execution of them, that the Nabirb will be 
ultimately able to revive Trade j. and as Bengal requires nothing from this Country, but what it 
exports again to great Advantage, the Company’s Dominions will be thereby greatly bcnefiteil. 

4th. That the fame Departments fixed at the Prcicncc for the tranlading of the Bulinrls of the 
Time of the late Vizier, when he had the fingle Suba of Owd, arc now preferved for more than 
Double the Revenue, from whence numbcrlcR Inconveniences arife, the Officers having too much 
tinder their Management, and no regular Channel of Apffficaiion is open to Individuals.

When they faw the Front of the Brigade appear, they drew out their Guns, and formed 
their Line with a feeming Intention to Band on their Defence-, but on my fending for their 
Commandants, and affuring them of perfonal Safety, and all their Arrears, if they laid down 
their Arms quietly and difperfed, they did fo, though with feeming Rcludlancc. The Battalion which 
had crolTed, as it belongs to the fame Brigade with thofc that were reduced, I exped will come 
over this Evening, and accept of the fame Terms the others have got.

which I have regularly acquainted you. 

I Ycllcrday did myfelf the Honour to inform you of the Redudion of Five of the Nabob’s mu- 
tinous Battalions. This Morning the Sixth, which had Croffed the Ganges, returned and delivereil 
up their Arms and Accoutrements, and were difmifTcd after having received their Fay. 

^As thefe were by much the moft refractory and difobedient, and the other Eleven have given 
llrong Aflurances of their future good Behaviour and Obedience to the Nabob’s Commands, with 
which he feems to be fatisfied, I am in Hopes he may now proceed on his Expedition to Icttle 
the Affairs in the Doab, with fomc Degree of Safety. His Excellency, liowcvcr, ftill requires the 
Bri<^adc’8 being relieved at this Station in the moft ftrenuous Manner, and declares that its Kenioval 
would be attended with the worft Confequcnces to his Government. 1 have therefore, agreeable to 
your Inftruftions, wrote to Lieut. Colonel Parker, to proceed with the Divifion of the Third Bri- 
gade under his Command to this Place, and will endeavour to make the Relief as expeditious as

I am very forry to have incurred the Difpleafure of the Honble. Board, in not having advifed 
them of the Occurrences of which Lieut. Colonel Cummings had given particular Information 
in confcqucnce of my Applications to him. My not doing it, I hope, will meet with Indulgence, 
as I was forced to pay conftant Attendance on the Nabob j and I deferred writing, becaufc I ex- 
pcfled his final Determination, which he daily promifed me, and for a long Time put oft'-, and I 
, wifhed to avoid troubling the Honble. Board with uncertain Intelligence. I alfo ncglciftcd no 
Part of my Duty on the Spot, but advifed the Minifter even at Lucknow, according to my Letter 
of the 3d inftctnt, to recommend it to the Nabob to difmifs his uftlcfs and mutinous Troops, 
which Mcafure feems, by prefent Appearances, to have fucceeded beyond Expedation, as the 
Reft of the Army do now pay the greateft Attention to his Excellency’s Orders, Already the 
Complaints of the Violences the Troops ufed to commit, are greatly deercafed. The * profefs Obe- • sic inOrig. 
dience, and by the beft Intelligence I can obtain of their Dil'pofition, there leems to be litilc 
Doubt, that the Example made by the dilbanding Bufluni’s Corps has every good CfTcft we 
could wi(h. The Battalion which had croiTcd the River, voluntarily furrendcreti their Arms the 
Day before Ycfterday to the Nabob. 

§ (“ (a) Dirmiillon from his Excellency’s Service is a fcverc Punilhment. His Sepoys receive 

“ Nine Rupees per Month, befides their Coats, a Livelihood they can hardly acquire by Labour, 

” or obtain from any other Power. That there was no Command kept up 1 am not furprifed, be- 
“ caufe the Nabob aid not fupport the Officers who were ill-treated in attempting to enforce his 
“ Authority. The Commandants repnefented the Want of Subordination was principally owing to 
“ this Cauie, as many of them had been frequently beat, and confined by tlicir own Sepoys, 

“ and no Punifhment infli^led on them •, on the contrary, Prefents have been made to the Muti- 
“ neers. I likewife know of Inftances when the Officers appointed by the Nabob have been re- 
“ jfdled by the Sepoys, and he has in confequcnce placed Men of their own cluifing. In my 
“ humble Opinion, from his Excellency’s Dilpofition the Difciplinc of his Army will ever revert 
“ to this State, when he may be deprived of the Affiftance or the Brigade, and Native Officers

I have prepared a compleat Lift of the Nabob’s Army, with which I fliall trouble the Honble. 

Board as foon as I can tranfiate it. 

I am very happy to inform the Honble. Board, that the Apprehenfions of a Famine are now 
entirely at an End. I have therefore difeontinued the Purebafe ol Grain, and believe that the whole 
Sum will not amount to more than Twenty Thoufand Rupees but 1 cannot yet tell for certain. 

I have informed the Nabob, that the Honble. Board had been pleafcd to approve and confirm 
the Guarantee of the Treaty between him and the Begum, at which he exprefled his Satisfailion.

The Ten thoufand Foot, and Nine thoufand Horfe, I mentioned 
in my former Addrefles to have been entertained by the GolTamcs at the Nabob’s Charge, as well 
as the Seybundic of all the Aumils, are exclufive of the Numbers in the Statement. 

§ ( (a) “ The Nabob preferves no Regularity in the Difpofai of Military Offices, but they are 

« given indifcriminatcly to his Favourites, with little Regard to their Abilities in this Lme. Javo 
Lall, who now commands Seven Battalions of Sepoys, and the Artillery (which latter he o j- 
tained on the DifniilTjon of the Europeans) never before had any other Charge than tliar ol the

Ilis Excellency, confidering his ftrief Alii, 
ance with the Company, thought it inconfillent to have an Interview with the King, whiia Coflim 
Ally Cawn followed the Court. He therefore gave it as a Realon for his purpofing to mSrch to 
Etawa, anti alfo for countermanding Nyaz Ally Cawn, who he has directed to join him. His Pre. 
Icncc m that I’art of the Country will tend much more to eftablilh his Affairs, than the cfFcCiing of 
an Intel view with the King at Cole, whioh would be his Defign, as well as to lay Plans of pofTcliing 
himfdf ot Paitof Nudjif Cawn’s Country in that Neighbourhood. Abdul Ahut Cawn migi,t 
apparently agree in any Propofil of the Nabob’s, but it would be with a Defign of ingratiating 
Jiimlclf liito his Favour, in order to obtain the Man.igcment of his AflairSi He is artful and in- 
finuating, and an Interview witli the King, when this Man iJ to condudt it, will always be pro- 
dudivc of much Intrigue. 

The Nabob, by marching to Etawa, will fubfide the Jealoufy of Nudjif Cawn, with whom he 
may accommodate all Differences, and have the Opportunity of reltoring his Authority in the 
Doab ; whereas, though Nudjif Cawn may want Money, yet his Reputation, and the conftant 
War his Troops have been engaged in, will, when joined with the Rebels, give at leaft an Ecjua* 
lity, if not a Superiority, againll the Nabob. I believe that Nudjift' Cawn himfelf would be 
glad of the Opportunity to lettle his own Country, but Abdul Aliut Cawn has coiiftantly corref. 
ponded with the Nabob and Murtezzah Cawn, and I am apt to think he has increaled their Jealouly 
of Nudjif Cawn, by infinuating he entertained Defigns which have never once occurred to iiini. 

It is certain the granting Refuge to Elich Cawn and Baflieer Cawn, and his correfponding with 
the Goffemes, might have given fome Grounds. The Nabob hxs neverthelcls, on Ins Side, afled 
the fame Part in receiving many of Nudjif Cawn’s dilaffei.‘.ffd Servants. 

. In regard to Cofllin Ally Cawn, I imagine he will not be ot much Service to any Party, for 
by the bcfl Intelligence I can obtain he mull have very little Money left. It is true he has of- » 
fered his Majeffy Twenty Lacks in Jewels, which 1 rather confider a Boaft to ferve a temporary 
i’urpofe tlian what he will be able to fupply. I herewith enclofc Copies of Letters which have 
p.ifled between his Excellency and the King, relative to him. They ought to have been for- 
warded fome Days ago, but vverc negleded to be given me by tlie Nabob’s Moonfhy. I thought 
it unncceffary to trouble the I lonorable Board with Murtezza Cawn’s Corrcipondcnce, which is 
jurt in the fame Style. 

By ma’ching immediately to Etawa, the Nabob will awe the Gofleines, and in cafe Syndea 
has really fnrentions of joining them, he will at leaft fecure the Rents of the Lands on this Side the 
Jumma, The (loffeines wilh it to be believed that Syndea will invade the Country, and have 
even proceeded lb far as to have their Vackeel propofe to the Nabob to put him in Poflcfllon of the 
Diflrids of K ilpy, upon the Pretences of attaching him to his E,xcellcncy’s Intereft, and that he 
is entitled to them from the Three Maratta Chiefs, Jocojy, Holker, Byfagy, and the f’aid Syndea, 
having divided tlicm amongft themfclvcs on their Invafiun of Hindoftan. Admitting th.it the Na- 
bob was to equal his molt fanguine Expedations, and at prcfcnt obtain the peaceable Poffeffion of 
the Countries on the other Side the Jumna, the having extended his Dominions to that Diftance, 
will prove an Inducement in him to involve himfelf in Schemes of Conqueft, in which it is pro- 
bable, unlefs fupported by the Englilh, that he will fail of Sucrefs. The Honlde. Board will be 
better able to judge of this Matter, on recurring to Events fmee liis Excellency’s Succeflion ; for 
although the Example at Myndy Gaut had every Effcd that could be wifbed to fubjed his Troops, 
yet he himfelf negleds the Opportunity he now has of putting them under fome Kind of Difci- 
jdinc, which makes it that they have no Confidence in him, and the I’eople whom he will have to 
deal with well know it. It alfo happens to be his Excellency’s Misfortune, that, in Camp, there 
is not a Man.c,ipable of commanding the Army. BulTant Ally Cawn appears to be the fitteft 
Perfon, but by the Opinion of moft Military Gentlemen with whom I havt converfed, he can 
hardly have lufficient Experience for fuch a Truft. j|p 

The State of the Country on the other Side the Jumna, is as follows; — The Goffeines have 
made an Acquifition of what yielded the Mharattas Twenty-five Lacks of Rupees a Year, and 
taken Mo.u, an exceeding ftrong Fort, their Birth Place, and was poffefted by Ender Gyr, the 
Man wl -,0 adopted them as his Sons. They are laying in a Store of Provifions and Ammunition 
in It, and though they have offered to attend on the Nabob, yet their Condud is as independent 
as ever. They were much preffed by the Mh.irattas at the Beginning of the Campaign, but they 
have l.iiterly ilcfcaied icveral Parties. Anoopgyr is now at Moat, and Amrowgyr is gone towards 
Sii.ikabad, on the Fromiers of Nudjif Cawn’s Dominions, upon tlie Pretence of making the Set- 
tlement of that Country.

The above * Raja’s entertain an Enmity to one another, and are all equallyfolicitoin of ubt.iining 
the Nabob’s Countenance and Protedion : The Raima of Goad pofltfies thV fame Sentiment'; j he 
now holds a Country of about Seven Lacks of Rupees a Year } he had more Ibrmcriy as well as 
a large Sum of ready Money, both of which he has loft and fpent. 

The above Circumftances, together with the Fads I have flated in my former AddnlTcs, will I 
hope fully explain the Nabob’s Situation. The Miniftcr on mature Conlideration, is I believe 
fully convinced his Excellency would do better to fettle his Affairs by Negociation, than by him- 
fclf taking the Field againft an Enemy : This Rcafon has principally induced him to form the fol- 
lowing Plan : 

To place the Country, on the other Side the Jumna, in the Hands of the Ranna of Goad, or 
of one of the Bundle Cund Raja’.s, upon aLeafe for Life, of a fixed Rent per Annum, whatever 
Surpus may accrue to be his Emolument, and all Charges to reft with him ; The Nabob to take 
upon him the Guarantee of the Country againft a foreign Enemy. If upon the Whole the Rent 
pays the Expence of the Troops kept to defend it, it is all that can be wilhed, and 1 do not 
tiefpair fif this Plan be executed) of teeing it one Time or other fave his F.xcclltncy’s Countiy 
from being the Seat of War. The Determination regarding the propereft Perton, is to be defericd 
until the Nabob fliall reach Etawaj the only Propolal yet made is Twelve Lacks a Year by Go- 
maun Sing. 

With Nudjif Cawn, the Miniftcr purpofes to advife his Excellency to preferve a good Uiuler- 
uanding, which he may very eafily do. In refpeft to oilier Powers, there is appaicntly little to 
be apprehended from their Intentions. 

The Intelligence of an Invafion by Timur Shaw is premature, and it is unlikely the Sykes will 

not attack the Nabob.

Honble. Sir and Sirs, 

I wrote laft on the 2 ift, and am favoured with the Honble. Board’s Letter of the 2d inftant. 
Agreeable to the Diredions therein contained, I prefented to the Nabob Biiboo Begum’s Addrefs 
to the Governor General at the fatrie Time, for Fear of any OmifTion in my verbally explaining 
me board s Sentiments, I troubled him with a written Reprcl'entation, of which the tncloled is a 
Copy. As his Excellency did not requeft either this or the Letter to be left with him, I had no Oc- 
M non to excuic myfelf from it. He informs me, he has fully ani wered every Article of the Bc'^uni’s 
Complaints in a Letter to the Governor General, which renders it unneceffary for me to Itlate 
any of his Obfervations. 

In rclped to the particular Charge againft myfelf of having, in Conjundion with Mirza Ally, 
Settar Jung, and Murteza Cawn, threatened to Hop the NecclTaries of Life from bcin'>- broucht 
mto the Zinana, in my Addrefs of the 3d inflant I was particular on this Subjed, and I can 
further fafcly alfert, if any fuch Meflagc was carried to the Begum, that it was wholly without 
my Knowledge or Acquicfcence. I think it very probable (he might have been told this by her 
Eunuchs, in order to irritate her againft the Nabob. I knew the difficult Part I had to ad, and 
folded much as poffible all verbal Meftages, as Milinterpretations might be given to them. 
The only Menace I ever ufed was to threaten to fet oft'fioni Fyzabad, and leave the Nabob and 
Begum to fettle their Differences without the Mediation of the Company, for that it was unne- 
celfary for me to ftay, unlels my Reprelcntations were attended to. It is aftonilliing that the Be- 
f^m does not produce any of my Letters, which were numerous, and upon this Evidence the 
l-lonble. Board might at once acquit or condemn my Condud. 

In regard to the Begum’s Inhnuation of her having fent many Letters to the Governor General 
without receiving Anlwers, I am periuaded all that were tranfmitted to me, I regularly for-

I wrote to the Honble. Board of the 25th inftant, and have now to acknowledge their Letter of Mr. Briftow. 
the 8th inflant. 

I (liall pay ftrift Attention to the St.indard fixed by the Hr-nble. Board for the Adjufiment of 
the Batta, on all Sums received from the late Vizier and Nabob Auluf ul DowUh. 

I have the Plcafurc to inform tlic Honble. Board, that Mirzi Kcllylc, on his Return, brought 
a Koran from Nudjif Cawn, with a Treaty wrote on the firft Sheet of it, ot which the enclofcd 
is a Copy, N® i. This was intended as a Preliminary to other Articles to the following Pur- 
port. 

Article ift. Obedience to the King. 

2d. The Company to be Guarantees of any Engagements entered into. 

3d. The Niabut of the Vizarut Tope Canna and GolTul Conna to be given to Nudjif 
Cawn. 

4th. All the Nabob Aufup ul DowLh’s Negociations with the King to pafs through Nudjif 
Cawn. 

5th. As the late Vizier Rationed Two Battalions of Sepops with Nudjif Cawn, and prefented him 
Two more, when Rohilcund fiioukl be completely lubjeded. He, Nudjiff Cawn, requefictl 
Two Battalions to be Rationed conRantly near his own Perfon, and Two more at the Dotipore- 
bary dn the Banks of the Chumbut. 

6th. Explains the Probability of an Enemy invading the Country, and defeating NudjiR* Cawn. 

It was inferred from this by Murteza Cawn and myfelf, th.ii bad Confcqiicnccs would ultimately 
fall on the Nabob Aufuf ul Dowla, if he fuffered Nudjif Cawn to be ruined, and therefore it 
might be advifcable to enter into a defenfive Alliance. 

Myrza Hcllyle, though, gave verbally a more extenfive Explanation of it, viz. That the Na- 
bob Aufuful Dowlah ought to cede a Part of the Doab to Nudjif Cawn, in order to place him 
upon fo formidable a Footing, that he would not need any AfliRance. 

Art. 7. Nudjif Cawn was to afliR thcGoRaynes in conquering new Countries, which fliould be 
divided in equal Shares betwixt him and the Nabob Aufuf ul Dowlah. 

All thefe Articles having been prefented through the MiniRer in Writing, I was confulted in 
the Anfwcrs which were prepared ; and agreeable to the Nabob’s Commands I waited upon him to 
meet Myrza ^ellyle, to be prefent at delivering them. The RequcR relative to the Vizarut and 
the King were readily agreed to, upon Condition that Nudjif Cawn procured the Kelaat j the 
other Articles being of a very extraordinary Nature were rejedfed. Myrza Kellyle being told of 
it, Ropped the Nabob when he had read about Half the Fourth Anfwer, and begged wholly to 
withdraw his Requeft, as his Maftcr confldered the Nabob Aufuf ul Dowlah’s Fricndfliip the 
principal Objeft, and any other Treaty than that on the Koran was unncceflary. 

He afterwards recommended an Interview, and is returned to Nudjif Cawn upon Pretence of 
fettling it } though in .many Negotiations which may in confequcncc occur, I lhall literally adhere 
to the Line laid down to me by the Plonble.

In my Addrefs of the Z9th December lalt, I mentioned the Situation of Dike, which did aftually

Rungeit Sing found Means to furprize and defeat him, and he with Difficulty efcaped to 
Delhy with about 4,000 Men, having loft all his Camp Equipage, Arms, and Ammunition.

The Dcfign of this Writing is, that .at this Time, between me and my dearly beloved Friend 
and Brother the Nabob Aulof ul Dowlah Mahomed Jehyra Khan Bchadre Hurzebur Jung, the 
firmeft Fricndlhip, Harmony, and Alliance has taken Place. No Kind of Enmity flr Malevolence 
remains between us. I regard every Friend of his as my Friend, and every Enemy of hi.s as my 
Fnemy. I will pay no Attention to the Reprefentations of his Enemies, or Perfons who wilh to 
promote Difunion between us. I nioft finecrely wifh his Welfare. With whomfoever he enters 
into War or Peace, I will do likewife, and to his Enemy, though it fliould be my own Brother, 
or the Son of my Loins, I will not without his Approbation give Countenance. God and his 
Prophet, and die Holy Murteza Ally, on whom may the Favour of the .'Vlmighty reft, are Gua- 
rantees of tli's Fieaty: Should he aft contrary to the Terms of it, I will neverthclefs adhere 
ilriclly to it.

I have received your Letter of the 6th inftant and Draft cnclofcd in it, for Three Lacks^of Ru, 
pees, tor the Ufe of the Army in the enfuing Month of February ; You will oblige me by letting 
me know what Proportions I am to give to each Paymaftcr, 

The Aumils on whom I have T uncaws or Drafts granted me by the Nabob for the Payment of the 
Army Subfidy in general, complain of the Number of Tunkawdars, who by Force take from them 
the Money which ought to be given to me. I conlidcr it out of my Province to interfere with the 
Nabob’s internal Government, and therefore have looked folcly to him for enforcing the Payment.— 
After obtaining repeated Perw.innas, I find his Excellency's Ajithority fo little regarded, that I am 
likely in many Places to get only a Third Part of the Amount of the Tunkaws originally granted 
which has reduced me to the Ncceffity of obtaining new Tunkaws on the Aumils, whole Rent 
Roll is annualiy altogether more than double the Amount of the Subfidy, which muft prove to 
you the di(lra(flcd State of the Nabob’s Revenues. With great Difficulty I have [)l.iced fome of 
the Tuncaws on Inch a Footing, that I hope to fecurc the Receipts, though from Saud Beg Cawn 
the Aumil of I’ertaiigur, on whom 1 have a Demand of Six Lacks, I receive nothing but tixeufes 
and he reprUnits that unlcfs he is indulged with the Affiftance of Two Companies of Englifh Se- 
j)oy,s for a fliort TiiiiC, he ffiall he unable to fulfil his Payments, as the other Tuncawd.irs, who 
dilreg.ii J ilic Nabob’s Commands to withdraw their Claims, inftantly furround him, and exact the 
I'ayn.cnc of liim by Force; and that two Companies will fuffice to prevent them. He has One 
liatt.dion of the Nabob’s Sepoys Rationed with him, who it feems have conduced themfelves very 
improperly, and inflead of obeying his Orders in enforcing the Payments, create DiAurbances. I 
have had his Excellency’s Perwanna lately ifiiied to the Officers of this Corps, enjoining them in the 
moll pofitive Style todefift from fuch licentious Condudt, or he would difgrace them in the fame 
Manner as he did the Battalions at Mindy Ghaut, which I hope will have fome EffcR. The 
granting of any Detachments lor fuch Service, I know the Supreme Council are averfc to, unlefs 
F.mcigcncics render it ncccllary. This is a very particular Inftance, and 1 recommend to your Con- 
fidcrarion a C'ompliance with Saud Beg Cawn’s Reprefentation, as the only probable Means of 
Iccuring any Bart ot the Six Lacks, for I have in many Places long found the Nabob’s Orders of 
hardly any Confequence. This Diftrid is alfo well able to pay the Sum ; the Confufion that reigns 
in it, only happens from the above Circumftances. I fliould be very backward in rccommendtng 
fuch a Detachment, if I thought Six Larks at thisSeafonof theCollcdions was not of Confequence 
to the Company, for I meet with innumerable Difficulties in realizing even fmall Sums. 

The Inftance is peculiar, and may not occur again, as the Honble. Board have long fince inti- 
mated their Pleafurc to me to appoint Britifli Officers to his Excellency’s Troops, a Meafurc 
which I hope will fecure his Revenues, and the Peace of his Country. The Service may be com- 
plcatly eft'edted in the Courfc of a Month, and the Officers return with a Lack or a l>ack and a 
Halt of Rupees to fupply Part of your Demand for February. Saud Beg Cawn will furnilh 
Hackeries for the Treafure, the Nabob being bound to bear all the Expenccs to Camp. 

If you think it advifablc to comply with my llequeft, I will be obliged to you to order the Detach- 
ment away immediately to Putahgur. Should a Reference to the Honble. Board be neceffary, it 
is as well to drop the Affair entirely, as the Service is to be rendered now j a Month hence ic will 
not have the defired EfFedt.

The raifing of new Men will for a (hort Time produce a double F.xpence, and, I f-ar, die 
Nabob has not Arms furtkienc to give them. It is for this Reafon that 1 am defirous of the Of. 
ficers having fome few Batt.rlions already raifcd delivered over to them. 1 here may be a litd" 
Trouble at firft, but after a few Examples of the mofl mutitwus, 1 fliould hope the Corps would 
loon be brought into good Difcipline. To provide againft Accidents of not being able to arm 
the Men, his Excellency lias repeatedly defired me to folicic the Honble. Board to fupply 1,,^,^ 
with a few Thoufand Mulkets, with all the Expedition that may be convenient, being intended 
for the new Corps, as iie has himldf applied to tiie Governor General. I humbly beg to fubniit 
his Uequcll to the CunfiJcMtion of the 1 lonble. Board. 

In regard to the I'roops under Britifli Officeis, the Nabob cng.agcs to pay them regularly. 
The State of his f unds I have freely explained to tlie I lonble. Board. I know of no Ailiun- 
ments that lie can make but the Doab. I fiiall reprefent in a icfpc£lful Manner, but in very 
ilrong '] erms, to him the abfolute Necefiity he will be under of paying diis Corps regulaily, what- 
ever he may tio with the others. 

The Siige of Dike is continued with the fame doubtful Succefs. Myrza Hittib is Hill here fo. 
liciting tlic Nabob for AfTidancc, which lie refufes to give. He afierts to me, that when he pre- 
fcnied the 'Treaty on the Koran to Nudgit Cawn, in the Prcfcnce of a Number of I'erfons, he 
openly pretended to be fatisfied with it, but defired Mirza Hittile to keep it by him; when in pri- 
vate he fpokc to him about his Negotiations, he laid he confidcred the Treaty in no Refpert 
b.nding, excepting it h id the Guarantee of the Company to it, and lias repeatedly Iblicited me to 
obtiin it. I have always evaded a Compliance, by telling him tiie Englifh weie Ifill iitclined to 
preferve the general Peace of Hindoltan, and for this Realon 1 would on all OcCrtlions .idvile the 
Nal)ob Afuf ul Dowla to cultivate the befl: Undeiftanding with Nudjif Cawn. In making him 
this Allurance, I told him he muft at the fame Time confider I did not engage to effect ny par- 
ticular Point, Inch as Afiiftance, &c. I only promiled my Endeavour to petluade the Nabob 
Aliiph ul Dowla not to enter into any Paiterprize againft his Mailer. 

It feems that Sabiter Cawn has compromifed his Differences with the Sikes, agreed to take them 
into his Service, and that their Armies are united Five Col's from Gollguin ; their Lift 
will be againft Dclhy. Abdul Collim, Abdul Ahul Cawn’s Brother, is marched ci opp^^le 
with near Ten tboib'and Men, amongfl; whom are the Two Battalions which were foin eny raifej 
and difciplined by Englilli Officers. 

Shortly after Molla Reiim Daad Cawn had been entertained by the King, he marched out of 
Delhy, .md intercepted a Letter from Bulhun Cawn to the Sikes, ndvifing them to attack him. 
lie immcdiartly formed a Uclign to furprile Bulhun, which was lb fuccefsfully executed that tic 
loft his wl'.ole Camp Equipage, Ammunition, and every Thing he had on tlie Spot; and was 
himfell glad to fly for his Life with only Two Horfemcn, lirlt to Rotuch, and afterwards to a 
Place called Feiocknegun, where I underftand he now is. Bufluin Cawn had about Seven 
thoufand Men with him, and Nujif Cawn will, by this Defeat, lofc a confidcrablc Extent of 
Country. 

At the fame Time that his Majefty commends Moteu Rocum Daad Cawn, he is writing Skokas 
to Nuuiuf Cawn highly difapproving of this Affair, pretending that it was executed without his 
Knowledge. The King’s Views, I think, evidently appear to be * well with whichever Party lhall 
prove the llrongeft.

I addrtffed the Honble. Bo.ird on the ill inftant, fince when the Nabob has thought proper to 
put a B.ittalion ot new Sepoys, armed and cloathcd, under Captain Webber; and alfo wrote to 
Col()ncl SLibbcrt, rcqudung of him to dired the Gentlemen to repair to their Recruiting Stations: 
A 1 runllation of his Excellency’s Letter I herewith cnclufe. 

Colonel Stibbert had recommended the raifu.g of a large Body of the new Corps at Bclgram, 
in order to tram them to that Subordination which they might learn from the Exaftiple of our 
1 roops. I intimated it to the Nabob and his Minifter, who approved of the Mcalurc : but, from 
the Circumftanccs I mentioned in my lalt Addrefs of the private Sepoys being willing to fubmit 
to Britilli Officers, there is little Apprehenfion of any material Oppofition from the Body of'thc* 
People. I do not relate this with a View of recommending the Officers to receive any of the old 
atta 10ns ; uc 1 It Ihould take Place, I liope the Honble, Board will approve of the S.cp, 
principally for the Advantages of laving in the Expence by getting at once armed Troops-, anti as 
a ftcady and relolutc Condudt m Officers will amengft the moll mutinous Body of Men ukinvately 

bring 
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bvintr them into Subjedion under other Governments, I do not fee why the fame Effeds may not 
be expefled under this. 

The Honble. Board having directed the Men to be intirely new raifed, and the Nabob himfdf 
fectning more inclined to it than giving over his old Battalions, I have of Courfe forwarded, to 
the be(t*of my Abilities, this Plan in my Advice to his Excellency. However, I cannot pafs 
unnoticed the Cheerfulnefs with which the Men of Captain Webber’s Battalion To-day fubmitted 
to his Command. I (hould entertain the fame Hopes of any others that might be ; ut under Bri- 
ti(h Officers, cfpecially as it is my Intention to get near Three Months Arrears of Pay, now due to 
thefe Men, immediately difeharged. Such a btep at this particular Juncture, might attach them 
equally as much to the European Officers, as if they were intirely new railed.

Honourable Sir, and Sirs, 

I wrote laft on the i ith inftant. I have to acknowledge the Honble. Board’s Letter of the 26th 
ultimo. I hope to be very fhortly able to tranfmit a Statement of the Nabob’s Revenues. 

Mirza Hillilc Nufef Cawn’s Ambaflaclor continues to urge me very ftrongly to obtain the Com- 
pany’s Guarantee to a Treaty of Alliance between his Maflcr and the N.ibob Afoph ul Dowlah, 
which I have conftantly declined in Terms to avoid difgufting him as much as pcffible. He now 
openly avows his Matter’s Want of Confidence in the Nabob, on whom he lays no Sort of De- 
pendance in any Engagements he may enter into. 

The Minifter feems at prelcnt to think that it is good Policy to fupport Nudjif Cawn, in order 
to attach him to the Nabob’s intereft. The Reafon on which he grounds this Opinion is, that he is, 
by late Intelligence, likely to take Dike, as tlie Jauts have had fome Convoys of Provifions inter- 
cepted, and the Soldiers defert the Garnfon in great Numbers. As to the Imprdfion made on the 
fort by the Mine Nudjif Cawn was conduding, or by his Artillery, all Attempts by thefe Mc^ns 
have failed. By what I underftand, the Event is (till doubtful, but Appearances arc more favour- 
able to him than to the Jauts. 

In my Addrcls of the ift inftant, I informed the Honble. Board of the * Juncltion of Sabitcr * Sic in Orig. 
Cawn and the Sikes, and that Abdut Caflim, Abdut Aheti Cawn’s Brother, had marched to op- 
pofe them. The Event has been very fatal to the King ; the Account of the Battle which has 
happened, ij fo fully cxpreflTed in the enclofed Paper of Intelligence, N“ i, that I refer the 
Honble. Bbard to it for Particulars. I mull obferve, in regard to the Nabob, that prior to this 
Event, he had ordered Leitafut to march to Delhy, in Hopes of obtaining the Vizarat, and to 
comply with the King’s Solicitation, to lend him a Body of Trows. I did not know of this Step 
'^»til it had taken Place, otherways 1 could have perfuaded his Excellency againft it, .and advifed

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him to afTift Abdiit Coflcm, for he has now, by not co-operating heartily with the King, fuffered 
the word Confequences to enlue. I think, it not improbable that Sabutcr may be tempted to in. 
vade Rohilchund. His Fortune is defperate, and the Recovery of his loft Dominions an Objeft h( 
has iiiulI) at Heart; bcfides he feems to think that the Nabob has taken Part againft him, and 
therefore he fhall be juftified in commencing Hoftilities ; whei\fvcr he does it, probably a Num. 
ber of the Uohillas will join him. I before informed the Honble. Board, that in confequence of 
the Breach between Abdut Ahut Cawn and Sebiter Cawn, the latter was reconciled to Niijif 
Cawn. Now the Nabob is apprehenfive that in cafe Dike fhall be taken, Nujif Cawn will be 
able to attend to Enterprizes againft him, and perhaps join Sabiter Cawn. The fending of Littafut 
to Delhy is in fadt in Support of Adut Ahut Cawn’s Mealines, and therelorc dilgulling to Nujif 
Cawn. But there appears in the Nabob’s Conduft in this whole Affair, an Obfeurity which I can- 
not uiiderftand, and I fufpedf there was fome other Motive ihr it than the avowed one. There is 
a great Contradidlion 1 know in the Obfervations on it on both Side.s. Mirza Hillyle mentions it 
as°a Step highly detrimental to his Maftcr, as giving AlTiftancc to his declared Enemy, and that 
he folicited the Nabob to fend Lettafut to Dike, llis Excellency, on the contrary, fays, Nujif 
Cawn wrote him to let him go to Delhy, Whichever may be true,^ I ftiall not pretend to decide, 
but the Duplicity of their Condudt difeovers the great Jealoufy lubllfling between them, in which 
I (hall not interfere further than to prevent them from coming to Moftilities ; upon confideriiig the 
March of Lettifut, in my humble Opinion, it was in every Rclpcft an injudicious Step. 

The Reconciliation of Nujif Cawn with Sabiter Cawn, and the Probability there is of hisluc- 
ceeding ag.iinll Dike, alarm the Nabob, and he himfelf wilhes tiie Company would become Qua- 
rantecs of the Treaty betwixt them. The Minifter rcquefled of me to promife it, but I declared, 
feeing it was a Matter of that Importance, that I mult have Inllrudtions previoiifly from the 
Honble. Board. I further obferved, it was a molt delicate Point for the Company to be the 
Guarantee of a Treaty between Two of the greateft Princes in Hindofton ; it fliould not be hailily 
■ entered into before the Parties were firmly rcfolvcd on Conformity to it. Upon the Whole the ' 
Negociation is in fuch a Situation, that if the Honble. Bo.ird are lliil refolved in not interfering, I 
believe, from the prclenc State of Alfairs, that I can evade doing it without any great Detriment 


to the Nabob. 

I have the Pleafure to cnclofc a Paper of Intelligence relative to the Maraitas, N' 2, Ihe 
Chief JefTwent Row, whofe Troops plunder about Joynagur, is the fame Perfon who was united 
with the Raje Poors againft Nudjif Cawn. JefTwent Row pretends he has no Command over his 
Men ; but it is fulpeifted they have his fccrct Inftruftions to aft in this Manner, in order to exact 
Money. He himfelf is with Ilalbally Ram Bohra, the Rajpoot General. 

I cnclofc a Copy of a Letter I this Day wrote Colonel Stibbert on the Arrival of the Brigade 
or a Detachment at Putahgur, as Colonel Stibbert lhall judge neceflary. I hope the Rebels will 
loon be tlifpcrfed.

There arc in the Magazine at Patna and at Chuna about Two thoufand, but believes thofe 
are new Arms, and he thinks they ought to be referved for the Ufe of the Company's Troops, 
and in particular to fupply the Battalions which are piopofed to be raifed, in cate the Mc.tfurcs 
adopted by the Board of fending Three Battalions to the Aftiftance of Rajaba be carried into

There are in the Arfenal an immenfe Quantity of old Arms, that are, as he underftands, repair- ^ 
able in a very fhort Time, which, as they incumber the Magazine, ought to be difpofed of.

I objtA to any Application being received by the Board from the Nabob Afoph ul Dowla, 
that comes through any other Cliannel than that of their public Minifter to the Board, or through 
that of the Governor General. Befides, not knowing for what particular Purpofe the Arms are 
recjuired, I cannot judge of the Propriety of granting titem •, if the new Battalions are to be raifed 
in Addition to the prelent Eftablifhment of the Nabob of Owde, I fliall objeft to any Afliftance 
given by this Government, to lb injudicious and improvident a Plan. He is not able to pay even 
a fmall Part of liis prefent Force, and would not only augment his Diftrefles by the Increafc of his 
Forces, but involve the Company in the Confequcnccs of it. If it be the Nabob’s Intention to 
dilband a proportionate Number of his old Troops to make Room for the new, the fame Arms 
will be fufiicitnt. I (hall have no Objeftion to lend a Supply of Mulkcts to the Magazine at 
Patna, if the General recommends it, as they will be there ready for future Supplies, whenever 
they m.iy be wanted. 

I am of Opinion that the Elephants with Colonel Cummins ihould be immediately ordered back 
to Colonel Siibbert ; they can be eaficr fpared from the Divifion under Colonel Cummins, and he 
may be fupplied with Carriage Bullocks in their Stead, and may load a Part of his heavieft Bag- 
gage on Boats, as he will have the River near him in the whole Line of his March. In the mean 
Time Mr. Brifiow may be diredted to apply to the Nabob for fuch Elephants and Camels as he 
can fpare Ibr the Ufe of the Brigade, till it can be fupplied with thofe now with Colonel Cummins: 
Mr. Fowke may likewilc be ordered to apply to Raja Cheyt Sing for the fame Purpofe.

Mr. Barwell’s Objeflion is a very proper one, if his Opinion be well founded, that it is contrary 
both to the Letter and Spirit of the Company’s Orders, to liipply Arms to the Nabob. 

The Faift fhould be afeertained, and if it cxifts, no Arms fhould be given to the Nabob. 
However, I could not have imagined that an Order fo clear and peremptory would have been 
difobeyed, on the 23d November 1773, by the late Council, vvithout One diflenting Voice, when 
it was agreed to give Suja Dowla 2,000 Stand of new Arms ; or by the foie Authority of ^'jr. 
Haftings in the following Year, when he ordered Colonel Champion to give the Vizier Four Can- 
non of 1 8 Pounders, and the Stores belonging to them. 

For the Firft A£l, Mr. Haftings had, indeed, the unanimous Sandlion of the Council, and 
they formally acquainted the Court of Diredlors of it in their Letter of the 15th of March 1774; 
but for the gratuitous Tranfadlion of the Four 18 Pounders, and the Stores belonging to thcnij 
no Trace can be found on the Confultations, or that tlie Court of Diredlors were informed of it 
by any public Letter from this Prcfidency. 'The Propofition I made to the Board was, that the 
old Arms fhould be furniffied at a certain Price, the Expence of Tranfportation included, and 
this Government to be repaid in Elephants, by the Nabob. 


Paragraph of a Letter from Colonel Champion to Mr. Haftings, dated 17th May 1774. 

The Vizier applied to me lately for the Four Eighteen-pounders, Guns and Stores belonging to 
them, which you ordered up the Country for his Ufe. I accordingly dircdlcd Lieut. Colonel 
Muir to fend them up the River Gambeny to Brietty, under a Guard ; but left you have altered 
your Intentions with regard to them, I do not mean to deliver them over to the Vizier, without a 
fpecial Injundion from you for that Purpofe. 


Extrad of a Letter from the Governor to Colonel Champion, dated Fort William, the 

28th June. 

If the Four Eighteen-pounders fhould not be wanted for the Service carried on within the Line 
of your Command, and the Vizier fhould have Occafion for them in the Profecution of his other 
Operations, you may deliver them over to him.

2d. Whether Elephants lhall be demanded of the Nabob in Payment of the Arms ? 

3d. Whether he fhall be defired to decreafe the Eftablifhment of his Army to the Number of 
Men ftipulated to be kept up by the Treaty concluded with this Government the 29th Novem- 
ber 1768, viz. 35,000 Troops? ,

Governor General.— -I lad the Firft Propofition cxprefTcd an Application made in the reguisr 
Channel from the Nabob, it would have removed One Objedion which I made to it, as coming 
through the Commander in Chief. I now objed to the Propofition as it Hands, but fhall

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O' ieftion, by rtatihc another, which I thiftk will be more regular, and will eventually prove 
the fame, it the Propofition of the General be well grounded, namely, that 5,000 Stand ot Arms, 
ihe Number retjuired, be made a Part of the Surplus of Military Stores, to be fent by tlie next 
Sealon to Patna ; that in the mean Time Orders be fent to Mr. Brillow to apply to the Nabob 
for his Orders to the proper Officers to furnifh him with a Return of the Mufkeis belonging to 
the Nabob, and an Account of their Condition, to the End that, if it fliall appear upon this Re- 
turn that the Nabob has not a lufficient Number of Mufkets fit for his Service, to arm his new 
Corps they may be lupplied in Proportion to this Deficiency. 

To ’the Second Propofition I objeft, becaufc I apprehend it will be exceedingly difficult to af- 
certain the Value of the Elephants, which in that Country bear a very higli Price, but princi- 

llv becaufe the Nabob will himfclf objeft to the Inconvenience which he muft perfonally luffer 
bv being deprived of the Elephants, which I fuppofe arc principally, if not totally employed, in 
tranfporting his Baggage, unlcfs any Part of them (hould be ufed for his heavy Artillery, and 
thofc indeed he might very well fpare from fo ufclefs a Service. At the fame Time I muft in Can- 
dour acknowledge, that I do not fee any other Means by wh ch the Corirpany will receive the Value 
of the Mufkets which may be appropriated to the Nabob’s Ufc, as he is now indebted to the Com- 
pany in an Amount exceeding any probable Means in his Power todifeharge it. 

^ To the Third Propofition 1 entirely concur with the General in Opinion, that the Nabob ftioulJ 
be defired and ftrongly fblicited to reduce his prefent enormous Military Eftablilhment. Prom the 
Charafter given ot his 1 roops by Mr. Briftow, from the Weaknefs of his Authority, and the 
Means which have been ufed by the Nabob to confirm their Difatfcdlion to his Perfon, it appears to 
me very evident, that the only Advantage which he at prefent derives from his Army, cxclufivc 
of that Part of it which he has confented to put under the Command of our Officers, is the 
mete Credit of poffeffing a fuperior Military Force, and that by far the greater Part might be clif- 
banded, even with greater Security to his Pcrlbn and Government than the Continuance of fo 
dili^rdcrly and tumultuous a Body, which may be confidcrcd as an inteftine Enemy, and which 
will probably prove luch if ever he fhould be involved in a foreign War but however ncctffary 
furh a Meafurc may be, one previous Step is indifpenfably neceffary to it, and ought to be equally 
inlifted upon, when the Advice is given him to reduce his Army, namely, to fettle their Accounts 
and pay them as they arc difmifted. I believe every Member of this Board was alike ihocked at 
the bloody Relation of the late Maftacre of 2,000 of his Troops for having infiftcd on their Pay be- 
fore they contented to be difbanded r and this Example makes it the more ncceflary to guard 
againft the like Event hereafter, cfpecially if it fhould be produced in confcquencc of any Adt or 
IntcrjxJfition of this Government. In giving the Nabob the Advice to difband his Army, an Op- 
tion muft certainly be left to him. We can neither demand nor enforce it. I, for my own Part, 
have never confidcrcd the Treaty of November 1768 as binding, for many Reafons •, ift. becaufe 
it wa.s impoffible to prove the Breach of it } and. becaule, if 1 remember the Terms in which the 
C .mpany have taken Notice of this Tranfadlion in one of their general Letters, it amounts to a 
fliong Difapprobation of if, and 3d. becaufe the large Addition of Territory fince acquired by 
tl e Nabob Sujah ul Dowlah, ncccflarily required an Addition to his former Military Strength to 
protedf it ; and I remember he mentioned to me his Intention of raifing a Force for that Purpofe, 
and defired from me an Aftlirance, which 1 gave him, that it fhould not be imputed to him as a 
Breach of his former Engagements. 

Mr. Francis agrees to the Firft and Second Propofitions. 

To the Third: As long as the Brigade continues in his Service, I conceive that 35,000 Men, 
efpecially as they will be diiciplined and commanded by Englifh Officers, arc lufficient for tlic 
Defence of his Country, and as great a Force as he will probably be able to pay. 

Mr. Barwell. — I aflent to the Firft Propofition, as qualified by the Governor General. I difient 
totally to the Second. 1 acquiefee in the Third. 

Colonel Monfon. — I agree to the Firft Propofition. I have no Objedlion to the Second •, pro- 
vided the propofed Barter of Elephants for Arms be agreeable to the Nabob. To ilie Tliird : 1 
conceive 35,000 Men to be as many as the Nabob can afford to pay, fo long as he (hall continue 
the Brigade and the European Officers in his Service, and will be lufficient for the Protection of 
his Country. 

General Clavering.— The ObjeCIions that have been made to the furniffiing the Nabob wi:h 
Arms, as being both contrary to the Spirit and the Letter of the Company’s Orders, being re- 
moved by Mr. Barwell’s Acquiefcence to the Propofition, who was the Perfon that ftated the 
Objc'Clion,^lxit more particularly fo by the Approbation of the Honblc. Court of Directors them- 
fclvcs, in their Letter of the 3d November laft j 1 agree to the Propofition prccilely in the 
Form in which 1 made it, becaufe it will enable us to difpofe fo advantageoufly of fo many Arms 
which now only encumber the Arfcnal, and becaufe it will enable the Nabob to arm that Body ot 
Proops which he has put under the Command of Englifh Officers, which, without this Expedient, 
^ould be ufelefs to him. To the Second: Underftanding that the Nabob maintains a great 
Number of ufclefs Elephants, the Propofition of exchanging them with us for Arms, may be as 
ufcful to him as it will be to us, who are at prefent in great Want of Elephants. To the 1 hird : 
I perceive by the Account of the Number of Troops which Mr. Briftow tranfmitted to us, and 
which have been tranfmitted to the Court of Dirctftors. that the total Number ot his Troops

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confiftecl of 96,163, for which the Sum of Rupees 1,98,43,144- were appropriated for their Pay. 
menc. This Sum, great as it is, docs nor, however, comprehend Stores, Cloathing, Horfb 
Elephants, and every other contingent Expcnce attendant upon I'o large an Army, together with 
tlie Subfidy of 31,20,000 Rupees, which lie pays to the Company. I conceive therefore, that 
a Revenue of Three Crores is not more than adequate for the Payment of his Military Expcnces 
.and that if he docs not refolve to reduce them, he mull be either tempted to engage in Conquefts* 
in order to defray the Expcnces, or that the Troops will mutiny, or that he will fail in paying 
the Company’s Subfidy. Whichever of thefe (hould happen. Prudence requires that we IhoulJ 
intcrpole our good Offices, to obviate the EfFcdls which mu(V enlue from them. I think that 
35,000 Men, including the Corps commanded by Britilh Officers, will be fully fufficient for the 
Defence of his Teiritoi ics. 

Rcfolvcd, That 5,000 Stand of old ferviceable Arms be fitted up and fiipplied to the Nabib 
Afoph ul Dowla, and that this Refoliition be referred to tne Board of Ordnance to be complied 
with by them. 

Refolved, That the following Letter be written to Mr. Briftow. 

r> Mr. Sir, 

iiiitow. \Vc have duly confidered the Letters which you addreflld to us under Date the iff, 3d, loth, 

19th, and 2rft of March. 

' Siein Olig. We have ordered the CommilTary of Stores to refit * 5,000 Stand of good ferviceable Arms, which, in 
Compliance with the Nabob’s Uequeft, ffiall be lent up for his Ufe, to enable him to arm the Batta- 
lions which are to be commanded by European Officers. An Account of the Coft and Charge of thefe 
Arms lhall be at the fame Time tranlmittcd to you. As it would be moft convenient for the 
Service to obtain an Exchange of Elephants for them, we defire that you will propofe this 
Mode of Payment to the Nabob, and if he will aflent to it, you will receive Elephants equal to 
the Value of the Arms and the Expence of fending them up, of which you lhall be informed ;

§ (“ (a) Wc have already defired you to recommend to the Nabob the Rcdudlion of his prefent 

“ Military Ellablilhment. .Senfible of the Difficulties which mult continually cinbarrafs him, 

“ whilft he neglcdls to retrench the Charges of his Army, and convinced at the fame Time, that 
“ the Defence of his Dominions might be more effeflually fecured by a moderate Number of 
“ well-difciplined Troops, than by the tumultuous Rabble which he now keeps in Pay, we can- 
“ not too ftrenuoudy urge the Neceffity of his dilbanding the greateft Part of them. The Num- 
“ ber of Troops to which the late Vizier was reftrifted by his Treaty with this Government, con- 
“ eluded in November 1768, was 35,000 Men. We think that this Eftablilhmcnt, including 
« the Battalions commanded by Englilh Officers, will completely fufficc for all the Services of 
“ the Nabob as long as he lhall retain the Brigade within his Dominions, and that in the prefent 
“ State of his Refourccs he cannot find Means to pay a larger Force with Regularity, and at the 
“ fame Time punftually to difeharge the Subfidy. We therefore enjoin you to reprefent to the 
“ Nabob in the llrongeft Terms, that the Decreafe which we recommend will be a Means to 
“ recover his Finances, and to preferve a due Subordination and Difcipline in his Army. What-

a Salute to be fired whenever the News lhall be confirmed by Advices from Mr. Briftow, as well 
in Compliance with the Nabob’s Dcfirc to that EfFcd, which has been fignified to the Governor 
by the Nabob s Vakeel, as for the Furpofe ol proclaiming to the World the Participation of 
Intcrcft fubfilling between the Company and the Nabob of Owde. 

Agreed, That a Salute be ordered whenever the News fhall arrive from Mr. Briftow of th' 
Nabob’s having obtained the Vizerat. 

Agreed, That the following Letter be written to Colonel Stibbert.

Received the following Letters from Mr. Briftow. 


Honble. Sir, and Sirs, 

I addrefled the Honble. Board on the ad and 7th inftant ; lince which having received the fol- 
lowing Intelligence from Authority, which I have Reafon to give foroe Credit to, and it being pofi- 
tivcly afl'erted, that the Powers mentioned to have been delegated to the French Agent, have been 
fecn by the Perfon who communicated their Contents to my Author ; I have thought it my Duty 
to tranfmit the Account as I have received it to you. Gentlemen, as I could not but confider this 
as peculiarly incumbent upon me, at a Time when fo many Reports arc flying Abroad, of the 
French Nation having in Agitation fome Defigns of Confequence againft the Company’s PplTcirtons 
in India. 

About Six Months ago Two French Gentlemen were at Ghode, with Powers from Chevalier 
Law, and the Governor of the Mauritius, to fettle Treaties, and to enter into Alliances with the 
different Powers of Indoftan. They offered to engage to deliver any Quantity of Arms, Artillery, 
and Ammunition, that might be required, and to land a Body of Nine thoufand Men at the River 
Naffiporc, near Mafulipatam, and march to the Afliftance of any of the Powers who would ad- 
vance them Five Lacks of Rupees, and fettle a Fund for the Payment of this Force. The Two 
Gentlemen who were at Ghode are now with Nudjif Cawn : There is likei^ifeonc with the King 
at Delhy, and there are two more with the Marattas, all with the fame Powers. The Names of 
thofe with the King and Nudjif Cawn arc Vuage, Andover, and Doojardee. There are now a 
Party confiding of about Five hundred, (which is known by the Name of the Boniface’s Party, 
though Bonifice has been dead fome Time) in the Service of the Nizam •, this Party is to fecurc 
the landing, and to facilitate the March of thofe Troops coming from the Mauritius. At Ghode 
they did not meet with Encouragement. This Intelligence 1 had from a Perfon who pcrufcd the 
Powers. 

In my Addrefs of the 19th ultimo, I cnclofed the Honble. Board a Paper of Intelligence re- 
lative to the Sikes and Sabitcr Cawn, and their Succefs againft the King’s Battalions. The latter 
immediately after their Defeat retired to the Fort of Amyrnagur, where Sabitcr Cawn compelled 
them to furrender their Arms, Ammunition, and Stores. I'hcir Mulkets and Regin^cntals they 
were permitted to keep, and have marched towards Delhy, at which Place I underftand they arc 
arrived. The Sykes were very averfe to luflFcring the King’s Battalions to have Quarter given them, 
but Sabitcr Cawn infiftcd on it, expreffmg his Deteftation of the cruel Mcafurcs propofed by the 
Sykes. The King’s Affairs arc by this ill Succefs reduced to the lowcft Ebb { for, befidcs the flear 
Profpeift of lofing the fmall Extent of Country which he poflefled, he will have every Thing w 
/car from his dikontented Troops, who have now Six Months Arrears due to them, which his 
Majcfty has no apparent Means of being able to difeharge. The only Security he has left kt 
the Safety of his Perfon and the City is, the Prefence of Lettarafich with him, which may pW''*^ 
a Chock to the mutinous Spirit of the Troops, and prevent it from breaking out into any open 
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Aits of Violence. The Rage of the Soldiery is fuppofed to be chiefly tliredlcd againft Abdulabad 
Cawn, as to him they impute the ill provided State in which they were fent againlt the Enemy, 
and confequently confldcr him as the Author of their late Dil'grace. The withholding of their Pay 
they itkcwife fuppofc to be owing to the fame Perfon. The Sikes and Sabiter Cawn have already 
fent Agents into fomc of the King’s and Nudjif Cawn’s Diftrids adjacent to where the Body of their 
Army at prefent is. An Aumil on the Part of Sabiter Cawn’s and a Mutifuddc on that of the 
Sikes, ad jointly in each Diftrid 1 but the Shares to accrue to the fcvcral Parties have not been 
finally fettled between them. At one Time it was agreed to by the Parties that Sabiter Cawn’s 
Share (hould be Ten Sixteenths, and that of the Sikes the remaining Six. The latter, however, 
whofc Numbers are incrcafed within thefc few Days, now refufe to abide by that Divifmn, fo that 
the Matter remains undetermined j* and it appears not improbable may occafion fuch a Mifunder- 
llanding as may terminate in an abfolutc Rupture of the Two allied Powers. This Point, Abdu- 
lahcd Cawn is labouring with all his Might to bring about, and exerting every Artifice to excite 
and foment mutual Jealoufics to that End. It is faid that his Artifices have had their H.fFcd with 
the Sikes already. Of this People there may be now colleded together about 'Ecn thoufand, and 
more, it is reported, will join them (hortly •, — they arc all irregular Cavalry, but the belt mounted of 
any Troops in Hindoftan. Sabiter Cawn may have about Twenty thoufand Foot and Horfe, ill 
accoutred, worfe difciplincd, ill provided with Arms and Ammunition, and many Months in Ar- 
rears. The Defeat of the King’s Troops docs not appear to have been in any refpeft owing to 
their Want of Conduft or Courage, but to their being ill provided, and alfo overpowered by 
Numbers. The Body of the United Army of the Sikes and Sabiter Cawn is marching towards 
Surrunpore, a Part of the King’s Territories, Diftance about 'Eighteen Cofs from the Nabob 
Afoph ul Dowla’s Frontiers. Small Parties of them have even come on this Side. One in p.irti- 
ticular plundered a Village near Sutulgar, whereupon One of the Battalions, which Captain 
Hoggan is to command, and a Body of Horfe, were detached by Sumat Sing to defend that Part 
of the Country. I underhand the Enemy have fince withdrawn thefc Detachments, and I hope 
the Force under Captain Erfkine will put an effe^ual Stop to any further Attempts. Mulla 
Rum Raad Cawn has colleded near Twenty thoufand of his Countrymen, and is feizing Hanfey 
Haflar, a Diftrid belonging to Nudjif Cawn, to the South Weft of Dclhy. Bufhun Cawn being 
totally unable to hand his Ground, has joined Nujif Cawn. The Apprehenfions the King him- 
fclf entertains from his Situation, the Honble. Board will be apprized of from the enclofed Pa- 
pers; viz. 

N° j. Copy of Three of his Majefty’s Shokas to the Nabob and Maktan ul Dowla. 

2d. A Copy of a Shoke to the Rcfidcnt, with the Nabob Afup ul Dowla, as alfo a Letter 
from Abdulahcd Cawn to the fame. 

The Grant of the Vizarat upon the Terms fpecilied in one of the above Shokas was by no 
Means his Majefty's free Gift, but entirely owing to his dlftrclTcd Situation. He entertained great 
Hopes of Afliftance from the Nabob, which it appears his Excellency can hardly with Prudence 
and Safety to himfelf afford his Majefty. A confidcrable Part of his Troops having been re- 
formed, his Country being Hill in an unlettled State, and his Finances low, the Defence of his 
own Dominions muft indubitably be the firft Confideration ; and in Rohilcund, cxclufive of the 
Force under Captain Erfkine, he will fcarccly have Twelve thoufand Men to colled the Reve- 
nues and defend the Province. In regard to the Paifhcufh, it is to be hoped the Nabob will, for his 
own Honour, difeharge it whenever his Finances will admit of his fo doing j and as he declares he will, 

I have no Doubt of the Reality of his Intention. The Siege of Dyke continues, but promifes a 
fpeedy favdbrablc Ifluc to Nudjif Cawn j the befieged have little Hopes of Afliftance, and Grain 
is fo exceedingly dear, as to fell for Two Seers the Rupee. 

(“ (it) I have before mentioned to the Honble. Board the Want of Vigor the Nabob manifefted 
“ towards the Goflaines, of whofe Treachery his Excellency is at laft fully convinced to his Coft. 

“ Notwithftanding every Argument and Perfuafion urged to him both by the Minifter and myfelf, 

“ to guard againft thofe Chiefs, he was Hill fo infatuated by the Infinuations perpetually thrown 
“ out in their Favour, by their Partizans, that he refolved on rc-inftating them in the Pofleflion of 
“ the Country on the other Side the Jumma. Afoph Ghyr was accordingly detached, but having 
“ repeatedly invited the Marattas to invade the Country, a Body at laft advanced, inftead of oppof- 
“ ing which, he quietly gave up the PofTcflion of many Diftrifts, and a few Days ago fled with 
“ near Nine thoufand Men of the Sinafs, and other Hindoo Cafts. He is arrived by the lateft In- 
“ tclligencc at the Nuddee Harota, wkhin Twelve Cofs of Agra, and I underftand propoles to

life every Argument with his Excellency either to confine or difmifs him, as Affairs grow too fc- 
‘ rious to admit any longer of iwefolute and undeterminate Mcafures,”) §

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In order to give the Honble Board a true Idea of the Nature of the Maratta Government in thefc 
Countries, when they had Pollefllon, I muft trouble them with fome authentic Fafts which I have 
lately colledled, and which I till now had not an Opportunity of being fo fully informed of. 

When the Three Chiefs, Byfaque Pundit, Mahajea Sindea, and Tokqjy Holkur cffcflcd their 
Conqueft, it was wholly in the Name Paifhwa. The firft Name of thefc might be confidercd as 
more in a Civil than Military Capacity, and accordingly fixed Aumcels on the Part of the Pelhwa, 
of whom Rolou on the other Side of the River was otte. The Conquefts were only obtained in Part 
by Government, being divided into One hundred Shares, Thirty-feven and a Half were given up to 
Maliajcy Sindee and 'I'okojce Holiar as Jaghyars to reward their Services, and the remaining Sixty, 
two and a Half the Paifhwa kcpthimfcif. The Jaghires were not granted in One or Two Diftridts, 
but in different Parts as their Conquefts were made. WhateveV Divifions there may have lately 
happened in the internal Governments of the Maratta State, the Intereft feems to be one in thefc 
Countries ; as I find the Paifliwa, Mahage Sindea, and Tocojee Holcon all adl in Conjuflion here. 
Upon particular Enquiry I find they have lately advanced Troops into the Country, who are under 
the following Commanders. 

B.iboojee Holcan, a Relation of Tocojee Holcan, is arrived within Two Cofs to the North-wfft 
of Mote, Bolow Row’s Vakeel informs me with Fifteen thoufand Men, but I compute their real 
Numbers at about Eight thoufand. He has within a few Days been joined by Abajee Ringulla, a 
Chief whole Name I never heard before, who is juft come from Jainagun, and may have a fmall 
Body of between Two and I hrce thoufand Troops with him ; another Chief, Tiruinbier Ingra, with 
Twelve thoufand Men, is faid alfo to have joined 7'ocagee Halier. The Numbers of this Army 
are however I doubt not exaggerated by Half. Befidcs the above-named Cliicfs, there is Bolow 
Row, with about Four thoufand Horfc, encamped at a Place called Salons, within Twenty-five 
Cofs of this Camp, and a further Reinforcement is faid to be arrived at Chundua, Twenty-eight 
Cofs from Tanly, under Beylaagee Govind and Ruing Row. This Corps I underftand is compotid 
of Seven thoufand Matchlockmen, and Eight thoufand Afgan Horfe. I beg to inform the Ho- 
nourable Board, that this Intelligence is obtained though Myr Marftialle, whom I employed for 
this Purpofe, and who colleded it in Part from his Correfpontience witli the Maratta Chiefs, and 
partly from their Converfation with their Vakeels, who have doubtlcfs exaggerated the Power and 
Numbers of their Countrymen. Notwithftanding the Maratcas arc thus advancing their Troops, 
they profefs not to wifli for War, if Peace can be procured on honourable Terms. A Copy of a 
Letter from Bolow Row to Meer Marfalla, explaining their Intentions of Readinefs to fubmit 
to the Mediation of the Englifh, I herewith have the Honour to enclofe No. 3 . In confequence 
of the Advances made by Bolow Row, I have written to him requefting that he would be ex- 
plicit as to tlie Terms he had to propofe for Peace. At the fame Time I verbally obferved to his 
Vaked, that it was a moft extraordinary Method of Proceeding to keep advancing Troops into 
ihele Parts at a 'l ime when he pretended to be fuing for Peace. I place, for my own Part, little 
Dependance on their Profeftions, and therefore judged it expedient to advife the Miniftcr to guard 
againft the word, by having a fufficient Force to exad honourable Terms of Peace. The Plan in 
confequence to be recommended by the Miniftcr to the Nabob, is to ufe every Means whatever 
to obtain a Peace, but in the mean while to have Four Battalions of Sepoys, with Artillery in 
Proportion, in Readinels to crofs the River. As his Excellency has no Perfon in his own Army 
fit to take the Command of thefe I’roops, it is, further propofed to entruft them to Britilh 
Officers. This Corps is to be fupported by a Body of Cavalry, another Detachment under 
Mahboobs Ally Cawn of Four Battalions of Matchlockmen, being in Number about Four 
Thouland ; and One Thoufand Horfe are alfo to crofs, either to aft in Conjunftion with the Britilh 
Officers, or feparately, as may be judged neceflary. Having for fome Time paft been apprehen- 
fivc that the Nabob’s irrcfolute Conduft with the Goflames would be produftive of bad Confe- 
quences, I thought it my Duty to exert my Endeavours to fecure the Nabob fome ftcady Partizan. 

1 law none fo fit as the Rana of Ghode, a Prince of fome Ambition, and anxious of obtaining 
any Acquifitions whicli might extricate his Affairs from the low Ebb they have been reduced to 
by tlic Maintenance of an Army much larger than his Income could afford. He had been ori» 
ginnlly Ic.i into this Error by the late Vizier, who, on having conquered the Doab and lent the 
Gofiayiies on the other Side the Jumna, gave the Rana of Ghaud Two thoufand Stands of 
Molkcts, diredted him to raife a Body of 'I'roops, and granted him an Order for Three Lacks of 
Rupees, which has never been paid, 'fhe Rana entertained great Hopes, on the Nabob’s Arrival, 
of having the Expcnces he had been put to reimburfed him, but the Situation of the Nabob’s 
Affairs rendered this impodible. I received many Solicitations from the Rana, and, as he exprciTed 
a Defirc to have an Interview with the Nabob, I procured his Excellency’s Promife for the Safety 
of his Perfon.^ Upon this he came-, and a Negociation was commenced with him taeivc him up 
all the Nabobs Polleffions on the other Side the River j Half of the Revenues of which to be' 
enjoyed by him as a Compenlaiion for the great Expence he was put to by the late Vizier, aiul 
would incur by the Defence of this Frontier, as alfo as a Reward for his Attachment to the pre- 
fent Nabob; the other Half of the Revenues to be remitted to the Nabob; in Conlequencc "bf 
which his Excellency Ihould engage to guarantee the Poffeffion to the Rana ; the latter not t(» 
make War without the Nabob’s Confent. No Treaty was however concluded, becaufc the Rana 
being apprehenfive of the Marattas invading his Dominions, could not ftay above Two Days here. 

He 
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i4c left us on the Fifth inftant, and is arrived at Ghode, and exprefles his Rcadinefs to join the 
n bob whenever called upon. As a Peace has been concluded with the Englifh at Poona, I 
Sail ex«rt myfclf in meditating one with the Nabob. It is impoflible to fay what Terms the Ma- 
rattas may infift on, or whether they only intend to amufe the Nabob until they can collcft a large 
Body of Troops : I hope to be foon able to judge of their real Intentions, and if they are ill 
d^oofed I hurnbly conceive the Objeft principally to be aimed at will be to keep the Scat of War 
Liar as pofliblc from the internal Parts of the Nabob’s I'crritorics, which will prevent the Com- 
oanv’s bcin<r involved in Troubles, and fccure to his Excellency the Stability of his Refources. 
Bv cftabliflTin<y the Rana Ghode, even only in a Part of the conquered Country on the other 
Side the Jumna, various Advantagesf will accrue, which I have explained in my former Addrefles j 
particularly the drawing of his Excellency’s Views from further Conquefts, and the preventing 
his Territories on this Side the Jumna being haraffed and plundered. 

I fear the Nabob cannot expeft to receive any Thing from the Rana this Year, as the Rubbee 
Harveft is too far advanced. I hope to meet with the Approbation of the Honble. Board for my 
Conduft in this Bufinefs, cfpecially as my principal Objed: (hall be to mediate a Peace if it 

^In CVe^the^Nabob Ihould be compelled to continue the War, the March of Matboob will leave 
the Province of Korah without a fufficient Number of Troops to keep the Inhabitants in Subjec- 
tion That Country is filled with numberlcfs Forts, and the Zemindars are notorious for their 
refradory Spirit. The Nabob has difmifrcd lb large a Part of his Army, that he cannot conveni- 
cntly fpare at this Jundure a Detachment to go in the Room of Matboob’s. On this Account he has 
exprefied his Intentions to requeft of Colonel Stibbert, to order Two or Three Battalions to march 
and remain there until the Event Ihould be determined.

Council at Fort William. 

§ (“ (rt) Honble. Sir, and Sirs, 

“ I have received the Honble. Board’s Two Letters of the 19th ultimo, and did, in confcquence, 
“ inform the Vizier, that his Requeft of continuing the Brigade in its picfcnt Station, was confented 
“ to, at which he expieficd the higheft Satisfadion. 

“ 1 have the Plealure to inclofe the Dilpofition of the Britilb Officers, and To-day pfopofed to 
“ the Vizier die Plan of the Six Battalions to be raifed by Colonel Stibberr, agreeable to the Honble. 
“ Boaid’s Dirtdions. His Fxcellencyexprcired his Inclin.ition, that whatever were raifed fliouldbe 
“ included in the EllabliHimcnt made atEtawa, altogether Thirteen Battalions ; out of which Four 
“ Battalions, Captains Home and Ware’s Regiments, were dil'perfcd •, and of Lieutenant Maclary’s 
“ Battalion, there now hardly remains One hundred and fifty Men •, fo that there is only FiveBat- 
“ talions wanting to complete the Eltabliffimenr, and is the Number his Excellency wilhes to have 
“ raifed at prefent, being the Wliole that he can fupply Funds for. 

“ The Vizier having reduced his Army fo very confiderably, and further Dedudions being to 
“ take Place during the Rains, his principal Dcpendancc will rcR on the Troops commanded by 
“ the Britilb Officers. Thcfe Redudions having happened lb near the Commencement of the 
“ Rains, it is fortunate that no Enemy could, according to the common Courfc of Things, invade 
“ the Country with any Profpedof Succefs ; and, before tlie Conrlufion of the Rains, if Expedition 
“ is u'ecl, luch a Body of Troops may be railed, as will place the Vizier above the Apprchenfions of 
' “ foreign Fneinics, or the Intrigues of his difaffcdcd Subjtds. At the fame Time, fhould the Com- 
“ pany be engaged in a War in Bengal, the Brigade might be withdmwn with Safety to the Vizier, 
“ and without Hanger to the Company from his Defigns for, imagining him to be inclined, which I 
“ fincercly believe he is not at prefein, he could hardly be fo weak as to liften, in the then Situation 
“ of his Army, to any flattering Propolals that might be made him by the French. • The Line of 
“ the Comp.iny’s Connedion with the Vizier being judicioufly drawn, would not lead them into 
“ more extcnfive Engagements than is ablblutely neceflary for their own Security. The Vizier’s 
“ Territories being lo lingularly fituated as to be on many Quarters defended by Nature, he might, 
“ therefore, fpare the greater Part of his Forces tO refill the Attacks of a foreign Enemy, and there 
“ would Hill remain a very fufficient Number to fecure the Police of interior Parts of the Country, 
“ .and the Colledion of the Revenues. With the advantages of Situation, and a difeiplined Army, 
“ which would yield his Excellency fo evident a Superiorty, it is unlikely any of the Native Pow- 
“ ers would ever think of attacking him. The Company tuo, from their Influence in hisMilicatyt 
“ might induce him to confine his Views to the Countries he now poflcircs as to attempt to extend 
“ them beyond tliole Limits would involve him in War with numerous and formidable Enemies, 
“ and, if even luccefsful, be of Prejudice, by acquiring him too great an Empire to be permanent.

“ in proper Time, will, I hope, evidently appear; The Want of Mufkets is lb great, that I have 
i( even been unable to piocure them for the Body (niard. 

“ Until the piefcnt Jundfure the Vizier has been contending with great Difficulties, though I 
« would now flatter mylclf he has got over tlie worll Part: Excepting Maliboob, his dtfafteded 
“ Subjedds arc all dilplaced from Offices of '1 ruff, and the greater Part of an irregular licentious 
<( Army dirperfed. Lafl: Year we were cantoned here with l-lfty thoufand Tro; ps ; almoll daily 
“ Dtlluiban' fs lor Pay, or Difputes between the different Cart^ of tlie Army happened; and I 
“ recollect more than Twenty Infta'KCS of the whole Army being drawn out to Icttle the Matter 
“ by Combat, to the great Terror of the Inhabitants, With Dilfn iihy the Vbzicr was able to Icitlc

“ His I'.xcellency being now fully convinced of Mahboob’s Want of Fidelity, is relolved on

ii Maliboob has a Number of Troops; to oppole which the Vizier has none chat he could atprefeiit 
“ fpne without cxpofing his other Countries to much Confulion ; and to leave Maliboob in the

It is Ellcge Cawn’s firlt Objebt to regulate the Vizier’s Revenue, and I muft do him the Juf- 
tice to fay, that the fhort Time he has been in Office, he has been indefatigable, anti alriady 
fettled the greater Part of the Province ot Owd, and fixed on the Difliicts for the Afilgnmcnts 
ol the Army Subfidy. Corah and Allahabad, he has dilpofed of, and cdled for the lYoab and 
Rohilchund Accounts, in order to adjiift them as loon as poflibic. I'his Ad vity will 1 hope 
produce the moft falutary EfleCfs, as the prefent Jundurc being the Comment eniciu of the S. aibn 
for the Cultivation, the Aumils, by being thus early fixed in their Offices, have tlie Opportunity 
of advancing Tuckdvey, encouraging the Riots, and making their Agrecnuius, in ilkir leveral 
Dilhids, in letting under Farms, or tiilpofing of the Lands 111 fuch Manner as they may judge 
molt expedient. If tho’, fimilar to tlie late Minifters Condod, a Delay of Two or I'hice Months 
Ihouki occur in the Settlement of the Lands, the People throughout the Country would be dii- 
htartened, and inevitably a very heavy Balance accrue on the Revenue. I have troubled the 
Honble. Bo.md with this Detail, in the firlt Place to fhew the Propriety of Ellege Lawn’s Condud, 
and 111 the next, the elLiuial Service that would be rendered to the Vizier, Ity continuing Colonel 
Parker’s Detachment during the whole Rains in Corah, if requiied by the Vizier. 

(“ (a) Maliboob would be hereby compelled to difmifs his Troops ; a Body of Men of little

“ againd from Two Quarters, the One a foreign Enemy, the other the Jealoufy of the Vizier

‘ now in the Uoab, which were put under our Officers, and as it is much to be apfirehended that 
‘ Mahboob Ally Khan (lands difaffefted to his Government, I am therefore ftrongly to recommend 
‘ to you to be upon your guard ; and in cafe you Ihould have Advice of a JXindion being made 
‘ of a Force much fuperior to your Detachment and moving tawards Korah, you will be plealed 
‘ to crofs tlie Ganges at Cawnporc, and afterwards march and join the Brigade.’ '

‘ In my Letter of the 20th, I direded you, in cafe you fliould hear of Mahboob having crofled 
‘ the Jumna, and a Jundtion of a Force much fuperior to yours marching towards Korah, to

‘ Place are in good Order and tenable, I am now to deflre that in fuch Cafe you will retire to and 
‘ take Poll in thole Lines, immediately acquainting me thereof; and at the fame Time you will,

I am favoured with your Letters of the 15th and iKth inflant. 

In Anfwcr to the Orders of the Supreme Counril lor the Rec.dl ol the Petac'iment at Corah 
under Lieutenant Colonel Parker, I inclofc you a Letter from the Viz.er, letting foiih the Conle- 
quences that will probably enfiie therelrom. I have the Honour to Jorward you the Extras of 
a Letter I wrote the Board on this Siibjecl. 

I Iidvc propofed to the Vizier the raifing of the Six Battalions, agreeable to the Plan laid down 
by the Supreme Council ; but his I xcdlency now urgec that lie cannot conveniently Ipare the 
Funds for Six additional Battalions to the b (tablilhment he tanned at Htawa, whiih you will be 
informed ot from the enclofcd Difpofition of titc Oilicers. 'I'hc ifegiments under Captains Home 
.and Ware having deferred and been diperied, and I.icutenant M'L.ir>’s ikuralion being redua;! 
to about i'wo hundred Men, there will be wanting but.J[<'ive Battalions to complete the Kllabldb- 
ment; which Number, his Excellency is very happy tofaife under your Dirccfion ; though, piior 
to the Board’s Commands to me. Captain Ware had been ordered to reciuit Ins Regiment at 
Corah, and 1 had procured him Five Soubahdars and Twenty-five jemetdars ot the C’ompanv’s 
Supernumeraries, who. Captain Hardy has informed me, have let oil' from Patna. Captain Waie 
has, I believe, collcftcd about 400 Men at Cor.ih, and difpatched Lieutenants Blacker and Wellh 
to recruit at Alahabad, and fpeaks much in favour of the Men he gets. Lieutenant M Lary has 
been ordered to compleat his Battalion; Captain Home has, I believe, entcrtaincti one Tindall 
and Forty-eight Lafears, but no Recruits for Sepoys. However, Captains Home and Ware, and 
Lieutenant M‘Leary have been direffed to put themfelves under your Orders. I nuilf ublerre, 
that I have recommended to the Vizier to put all hib new Corps as nearly as piolfible upon the 
fame Eftablilliment as the Company’s. I'hat propolcd (and which I lltall forward to the llonoui- 
able Board for their Approbation) I have herewith the Honour to inclofe you.

1 have no Money by me on tise Spot to 
fend for the Recruiting of Captain Home’s Regiment, but I have ordered fome to be difpatched 
from the Doab, and when it arrives I flrall fend the neceflary Sums to Camp.

Tranflation of a Letter from his Excellency the Vizier .^foph iil Dowlah to Colonel Stibbert, com- 
manding the Army in the Province of Owdc, received zzd June 177C. 

As the Succefs of my Affairs depends on the Afliftance rendered me by the Englidi in the 
Time of Neceffity (which you my F’riend well know) I am much grieved at hearing from Mr. 
Briftow that the Two Battalions, with Colonel Parker, are recalled, perfuaded that die Confe- 
quence will be Confufion and Difturbance throughout the Province of Korah. You are not un- 
acquainted with Mahboob Ali Khan’s having entered into the molt folemn Engagement with 
Mirza Sadat Ali, and contrafted a Eriendfhip with the Mahrattas. ^By the Departure therefore of 
the Englifh Battalions (from Korah) the Field will once more become clear, when Mihboob Ali 
will embrace the firft Opportunity of raifing his Head, and oppofing my Authority. Another 
Naib having been lately appointed in his Room, he will in confequence form alarming Refolu- 
dons, and refill the new Naib when he (hall attempt to take PolTcinon of his Government ; be- 
fides, it is> t^cry probable that the Battalions being withdrawn, he will conclude that a Difference 
has happened betwixt the Englilh and me, and that they will no longer aflill or fuppoi t me. Should 
you therefore at fuch a Time as this recal your Battalions, 1 fhall be afraid that Mihboob 
Ali will feize the Occafion to throw off his Obedience to me. He has with him 5 or 6,000 
Florfc and Foot, for the Payment of whom he has appropriated a Revenue ot Sixteen or Seven- 
teen Lacks of Rupees, without having (at any Time) fent a Dam or Dirm to my Treafury, fo 
that bis Ingratitude and difhoneft Extravagance is certainly manifcll. It is on this Account 
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that I have removed him, and till the new Naib enters upon his Government, it will by no 
Means be prudent to rccal the Englilh Battalions. 

Colonel Parker is not in the fmalleft Danger, fince Mr. Clarke with his Battalion and Guns has 
been ordered to join him, in which Cafe the Colonel will be at the Head of I hrec Batta ons*and 
Twelve Guns, a Force fufficient to chaftiie twice Mihboob Alli’s Number. I thciefore requeft 
that Colonel P.irker be allowed to continue where he is during Five-and-twenty Days more, or as 
long as may be necelTary for fixing the lately appoimcxl Aumil in his Government, otherwife my 
Authority muft cunfidcrably luffer, and tiie other Sardars of Hindoftan conclude from his being 
recalled, that a Difference lubfids between the F.nglifh and me ; add to which, that the Goflain 
(Rajah Himut Behadur) and others, who only wait for an Opportunity to eftablifh themfelves in 
my Dominions, will not neglert to take Advantage of this. F.'xcepting the Englifli Brigade, I 
have no Troops whom I can lend to Korah for the Accomplifhmcnt ot this Bufinefs.

“ Invafion by any Force of his own, the Probabiliiy of fuch a Defign is at Icaft lb apparent, as 
“ to merit the Attention of this Board to the Means of guarding againft it.”) 

For this Pill pole I lubniit to their Confidcration, the Fxpcdiency of engaging the Nabob Nud- 
jiff C.iwn, in the Interefts of the Company, and of the Vizier, and of concerting with him a Plan 
lor our common Benefit and Safety. The firft Step of this Objcfl would be obvioufly the Con- 
firmation ot his Penfion, and the Payment of the Arrears which arc due of it, both as the Means 
ot fixing Ills Atuichment, and enabling him to make it ferviceable to the common Caufe. But I 
thi ik it would be improper to make turiher Advances on this Point until his Anfwcr lhall be 
received to the Fetter, which was written to him on the 13th June laft. As there is no Time to 
be loft, and as the Accomplifhment of any Alliance with Nudjiff.Cawn, which can be converted 
to Purpoles of lolid Utility, muft depend upon the previous Arrangement of many Points which 
can only be fettled in a perfonal Negociation with him ; I recommend fliac a Perfon be deputed 
for this Purpofe to Nudjiff Cawn, who may learn and report to the Board his Situation and Views, 
and iliofe of the other Powers in his Neighbourhood, and who may treat with him upon the Con- 
ditions of his Alliance, and the Mcalure to be adopted in confcquence of it. I do not think it 
necelfary or proper to appoint a public Commiftion for this Bufinefs,' but recommcncl Hhat it be 
privately eiitrulled to Ionic E.nglifh Gentleman in the Service of the Company, who may be pre- 
vioufly known to Nudjift Cawn, and with whom he may treat with Confidence. I will take the 
Liberty to remark, that I fliould have confidered it as falling within the ordinary Powers and Du- 
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tics of my Station, to have formed all the preparatory Lines of a Meafure of this Nature, by my 
own Authority, for the Sake of Secrecy ana Difpatch, and to have reported my Proceedings to 
the Board, with all the Materials which I had colletfled, when they were ripe for Execution j but 
in the prefent Conftitution of this Government, fuch a Power may be deemed improper. I there- 
fore only recommend the Meafure for the Approbation of the Board, and will name the Perfon whom 
I would wilh to propofe for the Service, when I know whether the Meafure itfclf lhall be ap-

I have the Pleafure to acknowledge the Honble. Board’s Letters of the 7th and loth inftant, 
and’ ftiall exert my Ende.avours with his Excellency to make Captain Martin’s Appointment ge- 
neral. 

Agreeable to the Diredions of the Honble. Board, I fliall regularly forward the Accounts of my 
Dilburfements as Paymafter. 

In Anfwer to the Honble. Board’s Qiieries, relative to the Mode of ifluing the Pay to the Vizier’s 
Troops under Englilh Officers, I beg to obllrve, that having been unable to piocuie ready Money 
Payments from theTreafury, I w.as obliged to accept Tuncaws for the Whole. The Tunc.iws arc 
granted to me, and it is particularly expreflai in tliem, that they are to be appropriated to the Purpofc 
of defraying the Expenccs of the Troops under Englifh Officers. The Scg-inwul for the Colledion 
of thefe Tuncaws is the fame as for thole of the Company. Huftcin Reza Cawn, whofe Naibs arc 
difpatchtd to the Parts of the Country on which I have them, and are appointed in his Excel- 
lency’s Behalf. They do not interfere in any Refped with the Colledion of the Revenues, or the 
Government of the Country. Their fo!e Duty is to prevent the Money received from being paid 
into any other Hands, until the Kift for the Army Tuncaws be difeharged in full ; it having been 
particularly ordered by his Excellency, tliat they lhall have the Preference before all others. In order 
to favc Trouble and Expence in remitting large Sums to the Vizir’s Tieafury, 1 purpofc always to 
give Drafts on the Aumils in Favour of my Duties, into whole I lands the Amount of the 
monthly Dilburfements is to be immediately paid. I'lic Vizir gets Credit in Oude Siccas, which 
are the Standard for the Payment of the Troops; and if it Ihould meet with the Approbation of 
Honble. Board, I would propofe the fame Mode for fettling the Batta, on the Payment of his 
Excellency’s Troops, as has been fettled for the Company’s. 

lam now preparing an Eftimatc of the Expence of the Vizir’s Army for the prefent Year, and 
I have al(b nearly completed an Allay of the various Species of Rupees which have palled thiougli 
my Hands. I could wilh the Honble. Board would indulge me with delaying to make any Ar- 
mngcinent in the Pay-Mafter’s Department, until they receive thefe Papers, as they may afford 
Lights ; and I hope they will be ready in Twelve Days at lurtheft. 
m rclpcdl to Britilh Officers not being employed in colleding the Revenues, I lhall inform the 
jztr of the Honble, Board’s Commands; but as it will be occafionally very necefl'ary to call on 
J c Officers to alfill and fupport the Aumils, I will, whenever fuch Occafions occur, recommend 
't to the Vizir to ilTue fuch Orders as ffiall not interfere with the Honble. Board’s Regulations. A 
crvicc is at prefent under his Exccllcnry’s Confideration for the levelling of all the Forts in the 
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t)oab and Corah Provinces, which are innumerable, and the Caufe of H great Reduiftion in the 
Kevenue, without being any Defence to the Inhabitants. They never fubmit to the Authority of 
Government, but by Compulfion, by whuh many Lives are loll. As tlie Defttuflion of thefe 
Port-, is a Matter ot Conlcquence to the Vizir, 1 do myfclf tlie Plcafure to cnclole the Copy of 
a Letter I wrote to Colonel Goddard on this Subjeft, at his Lxccllency’s Reqiiefl:.

“ to plunder the Town. The Vizier was obliged to comply with their Demands, and when lie 
“ wanted to dil'mifs them for their mutinous Behaviour, they refilled to give up their Arms, unlcls 
“ his Excellency would promife through me, not to ufe any Violence towards them. The Night 
“ of the Mutiny 1 was lent for at Ten o’Clock by the Vizier to be the Arbitrator between him and 
“ the Mutineers, which Office I, however unwillingly, took upon me, in order to prevent a DiHur- 
“ bance. At Fyzabad the I'roops have gone to great Extremities, and compelled the Begum to pay 
“ them a confiderable Sum of Money. The Particulars of this DiHurbance the Honble. Board will 
“ underHand fiom her Letters to me on this Subjed, Copies of which I have herewith the Honour 
“ to indole: No. 1. The Vizier the Night before lall received Intelligence that after the Mutimers 
“ difperfed, theBegurn had thought proper to put her own People into all the Offices in the Town, 
and difplaced his j that ffie had confined a Soubadar, and fome Sepoys who were Guards on the 
“ Store Idou'cs ; Icized the Gates ■, and publiffied to the World that ffie had bough: the Town 10.

, November 1776.) 

You were fo kind Tome Time ago as to fend Perwannahs for the Battalion and Artillery Men, for- 
bidding them to offer any Difturbance to me. Tliefe Perwannahs were delivered to them. They 
are, notwithllanding, beginning to be riotous, and the Two Battalions and Artillery Men h,ivc Iwoin 
in a Confederacy together with a Determination to feize upon the Amount of their Afllgnments. 

C'onfidcr what Concern thefc Men can have with me. They, without any Right raife Diftu. banccs, 

It is highly neceffary to confider of fome Expedient, for they will be troublelomc foon. 

Copy of a Letter from the fame to the fame, dated iith Shawaul fajd Nov. lyyf^h) 

I have before advifed you of the Difturbances which have been raifed by the Sepoys and Artil- 
lery Men through Subul Mahlec. They were affembled in a tumultuous Manner at my Door a 
Day, the Night, and the preceding Day, in a Manner exceeding Defeription. They broke open 
'I wo Doors, brought their Cannon within, and difrcgafdtd every Argument which was ufed to dif- 
fuade them from it. They were near coming into the Inner Apartment and firing their Cannon. 

Under fucli aNecefTity I paid them the Sum of 82,669 Rupees, partly from the Sum which I in- 
tended to apply to the Payment of your Kift, and partly from Money which I borrowed, which 
conipleats the Amount of the Afllgnments. They have received this Money to Day, being the 8th 
Shawaul, and are gone without the Town. They carried the Cutwaul with them for the Purpofe of 
^ Delivery to him their Mufkets, Cannon and Cartouch Boxes. The Sepoys abufccl all the Serdars • S’c in Orig. 
.and others, and made a Diflurbance to a Degree which cannot be deferibed. I nevtr before expe- 
rienced fuch difgraceful Treatment as on the prefent Occafion. The Sepoys and Artillery Men de- 
clared, when they received the Amount of the Afllgnments, that they had fold their Cannon, Mufkets 
to me in Return for that Money. The Cutwaul is gone with them to receive their Guns, but I 
have been informed that they refufe to deliver them up. Molafs Roy your Mutfeddy was prefent 
at my Door, when this Diflurbance happened. 1 had before written to my Brother Muvktar ul 
Dowla defiring that he would prevent the ftationing Sepoys round my Houfe ; but no one attended 
to me: But Affairs have fince arrived at this Crifis. The Sepoys have deferted from the Fort and 
Town, in which I have ftationecl Men of my own. Grant them Afllgnments on Afmaus Ally Khan, 
and let no one be admitted into the Fort, or the fame Kind of Diftuibance will recur j the Appre- 
fienfion of which induces me to requefl that you will fend Guards for the Proteflion of my Houfe. 

If 1 had been furniflied with Guards, the Difturbances would not have happened. I have written a 
very particular Account of what has paffed. Round the Fort of Fyzabad, there is a fine open Coun- 
try, but the Fortifications are in ruin, and there are many Avenues into the Fort. 1 write this for 
your Information. 

Mr. Briflow’s Anfwer to the Bhegum. 

t .am very much concerned to hear of the Difturbances of tl.e Sepoys and young Moguls, 
who were ftationed at Fyzabad. I have been informed by his Excellency the Nabob, that 
Juaker Ally Khan has placed the toujedar, who was ftationed in the fmall outer Apartment, in 
the Guard. I am affured that you have confiderately ordered this Meafure for the Security of the 
Property of the Nabob } which is, in fatft, as your own. His Excellency has deputed Hefl'ein 
Reza Khan, who has long borne the molt ftcady Attachment, and being devoted to the Service 
of you and, the Nabob, to fettle the .^flairs of Fyzabad, that he may dilpofc every Matter fo 
judicioufly as to prevent any of the Sepoys or Military from raTing Difturbances in future, and 
Icciire you againft any vexatious Treatment. The N.ibob is willing from his Heart to repay to 
you the Sum of 70,000 Rupees, which you have paid fiom your own Cafh to the Sepoys and 
young Moguls. Myrza Hollein Reza Khan has been deputed to fatisfy you on this Subject, I 
rcqucll that you will confitler me, both prefent and abfent, your undoubted WcU-wilher, and 
favour me with frequent Letters.

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Teftimony, being preferred againft the Vakeel, excepting the Accufation of Imaiin Bnxdi before 
lluded to ; that it is generally faid, Imaun Buxlh did, bcfides the above Accufation, ailedgc, that 
\e Vakeel had embezzled Monies given out by the Nabob at the Settlement of the Mutiny for 
Ufe of the Troops ; but as they never heard of fuch a Complaint having been preferred bv 
the Sepoys in the firft Inftance, nor fupported by their Teltimony in the Second, tliey are of 
Ooinion that the Confinement and fublcquent Execution of the Vakeel muft have been owing 
ntircly to the Refentment of Imaun Buxlh, excited by the Indignity offcrctl him by the Battalions, 
to which he fuppofed or pretended they had been inftigated by the Vakeel. An tr klitional Con- 
firmation of the Vakeel's Execution having been folely in confequence of Imaun Buxfli’s private 
Refentment, or his Excellency’s taking Part in the Caufe of his favourite, is, that in the very 
lone Converfation that pafled between the Viziei* and Mr. Briftow, in tlie Prefence of Meflrs. 

Chandler and Granr, on this Siibjedf, his Excellency did not in the lead dwell on the fuppofed 
Peculation of the Vakeel, nor ailedgc any kind of Proof of fucli having been committed, but on the 
contrary confefled the Execution to have been totally unjulliftable, and an Error which he could 
only excufe by folcmn Promifes that nothing of the fame Kind fliould again happen. Mr. Grant, 
who was prclent with Mr. Briftow at the Time the Conditions of the Compromife weie fettled, 
particularly remarks, that the Agreement as to the Period to which his Amnefty extended, was in 
exprefs Terms to the l ime of the Sepoys laying down their Arms, which they ftipulated Ihould 
not be until after they had received their Pay. Any Crime therefore in the Vaket!, admitting 
he might have been guilty of one in diftributing the Money, could not, in my Apprehcnfion, be 
judged an Offence againft the Nabob, but againft the Sepoys, who received their Arrears in a 
grofs Sum, and truft’ed to themfelvcs for an equitable Diftribution of it. 

^ The above. Honourable Sir, and Sirs, you may rely upon as a true State of Faffs, upon which 
I think it unneceflary to trouble you with any Comments of my own. I have already given my 
Opinion on the Charaffers and Conduff of thofe Men who feem to enjoy the greateft Sliare of 
his Excelh-ncy’s Confidence. Their Influence is without Controul, and, from the Oppofition which 
they invariably Ihcw to every Meafure the Minifters propofe for the Retrieval of the Nabob’s 
Affairs, his whole Civil Government is rendered a Scene of Anarchy and Confufion. This js a 
Subjeft I deem of the utinoft Importance, and highly deferving the Confideration of the Honour- 
able Board j but as it is my Intention to make this the Subjecf of a feparate Addrefs, which I 
mean to trouble them with in a few Days, I will not now enlarge upon it.

Further Extract from the fame Confultation, Page 562. 

Honble. Sir, and Sirs, 

Since my addrefling the Honble. Board, under Date the 28th ult. I have received a Letter Mr. MUlile- 
from Colonel Goddard, informing me of his having reached Minpore with the Troops under 
his Command. I'his being One of thofe Forts which he received Inttruffions from his Excellency 
to deftroy, as enabling the Zemindar to withhold the Revenues of a large Diltrifl, he fum- 
moned the Zemindar before him, and, acquainting him with his Orders as to the Demolition of 
the Fort, at the fame Time affured him, that if he conlcntcd willingly to this Meafure, he fliould 
meet with every Proteflion from Government he could expeft or wilh. I he Zemindar took his 
Leave feemingly acquicfcing, and declaring his Intention to fend his principal Man to the Colonel 
the next Morning, in order to the final Conclufion of the Matter. This Man came to the 
Colonel ; but reprefented that the Demolition of the Fortifications would be highly ruinous to the 
Zt-mindarree, and urged fuch plaufibic Arguments to fuppoft bis AfTcrtion, that the Colonel 
offered to leave them every neceffary Work of Defence, upon the Condition that fuch as exceeded 
this Defcription, and could .anfwcr only improper Purpofes, fhoukl be deftroyed. Thefe Terms, 
reafonable as they were, the Zemindar has not thought proper to comply with and, in confe- 
queoce thereof, the Batteries have been opened on the Place. The Enemy have made a Sally 
againft the Batteries, but were quickly repulfcd ; and the Colonel feems to entertain the llrongcft 
Expcflations of being very Ihortly in PoflcITion of the Place. He has Six Battalions of Sepoys 
with him j and the Colonel’s Intelligence makes the Zemindar’s Force to confift of about Eight 
thoufand Men. 

Ills Excellency fet out on his Hunting Partv towards Gorockpore the Day before Ycllerday, 
le<wing me to adjuft fomc ncceffiry Bulinels with his Miniftcr. 1 hope to be able by the 4tli of 
this Month to fet off with the Minifter to join the Vizier.

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Honblc Sir, and Sirs, 

Mr. Mid !U- I have the Satisfadion to acquaint the Honblc. Board, that the Fort of Miinpoory, againft which 
M^rch.' Colonel Goddard marched fome Days ago, fell into the Hands of the Nabob’s Troops riie yth 
indant, without any confiderablc Lofs ot Blood, either during the Siege or in the Storm. 

Lieutenant Foley of the Artillery received a dangerous Wound in the Brcaft in the Courfe of 
the Siege, but the Surgeon is in great Hopes it will not prove fatal. A confiderablc Number of 
the Enemy fell- in the Storm, and many more in thePurfuit, but the Rajah himfelf found Means to 
make his Elcape while the Sepoys were forcing their Way into the Citadel. Colonel Goddard ex- 
prefles the highell Satisfaction at the Conduft of the Vizier’s Troops during the Siege, and par- 
ticularly commends the Steadinefs and cool Refolution with which they conduced themfelves dur- 
ing the Storm. I hope the Succefs of his Excellency’s Arms hitherto will ftrike Terror into the 
remaining refradfory Zenrindars, and difipofe them to return to their Duty and Allegiance 
without the Application of Force. I fhall do myfelf the Plealure to addrefs the Honourable 
Board on the Subject of my Negotiations with the Minifters here, and fhall particularly explain 
the Caules of my Detention lo much beyond the Period I had originally fixed for joining his Ex- 
cellency in Gorruckpore.

Honblc. Sir, and Sirs, 

Mr. M'uiaie- I had the Plealure to addrefs the Honble. Board Yefterday, acquainting them of Colonel God- 
Mlch'"' dard’s Succefs againfi; the Fort of Mynporry. In my preceding A'ddrefs of the id inllant, I 
mentioned my having rtayed behind his Excellency the Vizier to adjuft fome Matters of Moment 
with the Minillers. I mult now trouble the Honourable Board with a particular Explanation of 
thole Matters, both as they are of the greateft Importance in themfelves, and in order to juftify 
my own Conduift, fhould I not be fortunate enough to bring them to the defired IfTue. Mr. 
Briflow formerly acquainted the Honblc. Board of his having obtained from the Vizier a Tuncaw 
on the Revenue of the Doab for Thirty Lacks of Rupees, on Account of the Expcnccs of the Vizier’S 
Army under Biitilb Officers, and another for Twenty-eight Lacks on Rohilchund ; Four Lacks 
of which were intended to be appropriated to the fame Fund, and the remaining Twenty-four to 
the Payment of the Honblc. Company’s Balance. As the Revenue of the Provinces on which 
thefe Tuncaws are granted, if properly managed, would be more than fufficient, after deducing 
every Charge of Colleclion, to anfwer the Amount of the Tuncaws j and the Aumils Zyne-ul-ab 
Dun Cawn in the Doab, and Raja Somit Sing in Rohilchund, after having been particularly 
queftioned as to their Willingnefs to charge themfelves with them, and repeatedly warned not to 
accept them, unlefs they were fatisfied of their Ability to difeharge them without Balance, not 
only accepted but even defired to have them upon their Diftrids. There was every Reafon to 
fuppofe that, under fuch Circumftanccs, little was to be apprehended from Balances in thefe (gar- 
ters •, but notwithftanding the above Precautions and voluntary Engagements, Zyne-ul-ab Dun 
Cawn began early to fail in his Payments, and Soorat Sing paid his Kids very tardily, and not 
without much prefling. The Balance now due from the Doaub is about Seven Lacks of Rupees, 
and from Rohilchund a Sum exceeding that Amount. 7 ’hefe Balances were nearly as heavy at the 
Time of my Arrival, at leaft they have not cncrealed in Proportion to the Interval clapfed. 

Mr. Briftow appears to have taken every Method with Zyne-ul-ab Dun Cawn which Prudence 
could fuggeft, to enforce his more pundtual Payments ; Firfl, by Admonitions to Wm, that his 
continuing to fail in his Agreement, mull; and fiiould be followed by his Dilmiffion from his Au- 
mildarry, and afterwards, by placing Sezanwuls over him and his Naibs. 1 repeated thefe Ad- 
monitions and continued the Sezanwuls over him > but every Expedient has hitherto proved inef- 
feiftual. His Conduct has certainly been very faulty and remifs in the Difeharge of his Office, 
yet, is he not entirely without fome plaufiblc Colour of Excufe, on Account of the unfetcled State 
of the Doaub, and the refractory Condudt of fome principal Zemindars, who have always with- 
held their Revenue, and refilled the Authority of the Aumils, by Means of their Fortifications. 
This being the Cafe, there is great Room to hope, that, when Colonel Goddard has concluded the 
Service he is now engaged in, fome Parc at leaft of thelc Balances may be recovered, and that r.o 
Obftruftions of this Kind will in future occur. I mention not this with any View to defend Zyne- 
ul-ab Dun Cawn •, for although I admit his FLxciil’es may in fome Meafurc be juft, I am clearly of 
Opinion his failure is more to be attributed to an unfaithful or weak Difeharge of the Duties of 
his Office, which, in cafe of the Continuance of the Tuncaw upon that Province, wou[d feem to 
render it very improper he fiiouid hold it another Year. As to dilhiilling him at this Time, 
the Vizier was very willing to conlVnt to the Meafurc, and to the Appointment of any ocher Man 
or Men who might be deemed proper and relponfiblc; bur, from every Information I can obtain, 
the Removal of Zyne-ul-ab Dun Cawn, at this Scafon, when the Harveft is juft ready to gather Jh, 
would be in the laft Degree dcftrudlive to Government, and the Lofs which would accrue in thft 
Revenue, from lending a new Aumii, be irredeemable. I have taken the Advice of the Minifters 
and every Perfon whom I tlioiight capable of giving me candid and unprejudiced Council oft 
this Subjed and, from their unanimous Voice, I have confented to the Continuance of Zyne-ul* 
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ab Dun Cawn, until thefc Collcdlions are realized, as far as it may be in his Power to realize 
them, ouly keeping as ftrift a Watch as pofliblc over him, to (Simulate him to his Duty, and to 
preverft his embezzling or appropriating to any other Purpofe the Monies he may colledt. The 
Minifters, at my Defirc, fent for him to this Place, that I might, if pofiible, obtain from him 
fome fatisfaclory Agreement or collateral Security for the Payment of his Balances. He is, in 
confequence of this Summons, juft arrived, and I (hall duly acquaint the Honblc. Board with 
what may be the Refult of my Negotiations with him. 

1 he fame Conduft which Mr. Briftow purfued with Zyne ul ab Dun Cawn, in confequence of the 
heavy Balance due from him, he was under the NccelTity of adopting with llaja Soonit Sing, 
with this Difference only, that in Confideration of the Raja’s being a very old Servant of the late 
Vizier’s, and the Duwanny of the Soubah being Hill in In'. PolTcdion in the Name ofhis Son-in- 
law, Raja Jaggomaur, he employed Admonitions much longer before he had Recourfeto the Mca- 
fure of placing a Sezanwul over him. Finding, however, thefc ineffcftual, and knowing that 
neither Troubles within the Provinces nor Dilturbances from without, nor yet art InfufHciency in 
the Rents could be pleaded 'in Excufe of his Failure, he was at lengtlt rcludtantly compelled to 
fend a Sezanwu). I (hould, however, have mentioned to the Honble. Board, that upon Soorut 
Sing’s alledging that he had Tuncaws upon him to a larger Amount than his nominal Jumma, 
(.for he will not admit that he ever confented to any eftablilhed one) and particularly fpccifying the 
Tuncaw in favour of Khoja Luttafut, amounting to about Five Lacks of Rupees, Mr. Briftow 
obtained from the Vizier an Order for the Refumption of the Jayaads Luttafut had obtained, 
with a pofitive Injunction to pay him, only after having folly fatisfied the Demand upon him, on 
Account the Englifh Tuncaw ; but notwithftanding this Order, and explicit InftruCtions from his 
F^xccllency to Captain Erlkine, to furnifti Soorut Sing with any Number of Troops he might ftand 
in need of, to aft againft Lettafut’s People, ftiould they prove refraftory and refufc peaceably to re- 
fign their Jaaydaards, he made ufe of the Perwannah, but luffered Littafut’s Agents to keep 
quiet Poffcffion of their Jaaydaards, and to receive their regular Kift.s, while he was every Day 
falling heavier in Bal.ince to the Englilh, in direft Contradiftion to a moft folemn Engagement 
which he entered into with Mr, Briftow, binding himfelf never to make any Excufc on Account of 
Payments toother Tuncawdars, but to give him the full Amount of his Tuncaw, agreeably to the 
Terms of his Kiftbundy, letting the Deficiency, if any Ihould arife, fall cxclufivcly on the other 
Tuncaws. Some Time after the Arrival of the Sizanwul in Rohilchund, and on his prefling the 
Raja for Payment of the Kills in Arrears, he renewed his Engagements with Mr. Briftow, under 
the moft folemn Affurance, that on Condition the Sczauwul was immediately recalled, he would 
in Twenty Days pay up his whole Balance to that Time, and in future Kill by Kill by the zoth 
of the Month enfuing the Kill. Mr. Briftow placing implicit Eaith in thefc frclh and folemn Af- 
fiirances of a Man of his Rank, Charafter, and Station, inftantly withdrew the Sizanwul. How 
far the Raja has on his Part adhered to his Engagement, will bell be evinced by the heavy Ba- 
lance now due from him. In this alarming Situation of Affairs, and when, fo far from difeovering 
an Intention to comply with his Engagements, he plainly declared that he neither could nor would 
pay the whole Amount of the Tuncaw, recurring again to the old Pretext, that he was over Tun- 
caw’d, although ftill continuing to allow Lettafut his Jaydaads, in direft Oppofition to the Vizier’s 
Orders j when, inftcad of endeavouring to get his Jumma Wafil Bakce fettled with Government, by 
which he might be exempted from every Demand on him beyond his afeertained Jumma, he evades 
coming to any Adjuftment by every Artifice and Fincffe in his Power, and will not even charge 
himlelt with any fpecific Jumma, under the Pretence that he is no Aumil, but has the Country in 
Amaury veffed in him on the Footing ofhis good Faith, to pay to Government whatever, he fhould 
receive, I thought it but a ncccffary Piece of Prudence to liften to the Overtures made by thofc 
now holding the Province under Soorut Sing, to t.ake the Country on the common farming Condi- 
tions, binding themfclves to a 1‘pecific Jumma confiderably more than has ever been accounted for 
to Government by Soorut Sing, Thefc People having, from the Time of the Conqueft of Rohil- 
chund by Shuja ul Dowla, been the real Holders of the Country, muft be thoroughly acquainted 
with its prefenc State and Capacity, and having been judged the proper People to be employed by 
Soorut Sing himfelf, none of thole Objeftions which might be urged againft putting in new and unex- 
perienced Men, at fo critical a Seafon, operate in this Cafe as they would in a Change in the Doaud. 
The Vizier himfelf, irritated by the obftinatc Backwardnefs he found in Soorut Sing to come to 
any determinate Settlement by which he might be able to afeertain what he might expeft to receive 
from this extenfivc Country, was not only willing, but apparently very defirous, that thefe new Over- 
tures lliould be liftened to, and empowered me, in Conjunftion with the Minifters, to conclude 
with their Propofals, unlefs Soorut Sing (hould alter his Mode of Conduft, and come to fome 
equitable Adjuftment. For my own Part, I muft own, I liftened to thefe Overtures, only in the 
Hope that Surut Sing, when he found others were in 'I'reaty for the Country, would fee the Ne- 
ceflity of a more determinate Conduft, and accede to rcafonable Terms ; and during the whole 
Negociation with the other People, I myfelf told and gave every collateral Intimation to Jagger- 
*iaut, that I (hould moft willingly liften to any rcafonable Terms he might propofe, even though 
Ids advantageous to Government than thofe already offered by the other People ; but unlefs he 
would come to fome final Settlement by which the Vizier’s Revenue might be fccured to him, and 
niy Demands fatisfied, the Country muft and would be taken from him. All thefc Endeavours 
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proving inefil-aual, I was at length compelled to urge the Miniders, who. as I before oblcrvcd, 
were empowered to ad decifively in this Matter, to clofc with the Offers of the new People ; and 
they were accordingly written to, to lend their Cabooleats. The Day preceding their Ai rivals 
gernaut came to me and offered to pay up the Balance of my 1 uncaw, to give fufHcient Security 
for the due Payment of his Kilts and to charge himfelf with an equitable Jumma. 'I’hefe Points 
were what I liad been for near a Month labouring to bring him to, and all I required fron) him ; 
but the Minillers reprefented to me that the Acceptance of thefe Conditions now, would expofe 
this Government to the Imputation of a Breach of Faith, and leave the new People at the Merev 
of Soorut Sing, who would refent, with every Species of Cruelty and Oppreflion, this Attempt 
to throvv off their Dependance upon his Authority. I was, indeed, too well convinced of this 
I'ruth, and I could think of no other Way of compofing Matters, than propofing a Part of Ko- 
hilchund to be aiveii to the new People, who fhould pay their Revenue, and fettle their Accounts 
at the Piefcncc, io as to liave nothing to apprehend from Soorut Sing’s Rcfentmcnt, and the Re- 
mainder of the Country to continue as before under the Rajah.

1 
now conlidcred the Matter a.s finally fettled, and new Cabooleats were accordingly entered into, 
never fuppoling it poffible that Jaggernaut, after the Terms he had voluntarily propofccl, and 
w hich, for his Satisfaction alone, were lillencd to, could think of dilputing any longer the Pay- 
ment of the Balance due upon my Tuncaw. In the l-'.vening, however, when I propoled to him 
the Mode of Adjullmcnt which appeared to me the molt equitable with regard to both Parties, 
which was to make the new People accountable for fuch a Proportion of the Balance of my Tun- 
caw, as the Balance due from the DillriCts they were to hold to the Time of their taking Pofieffion 
might amount to, the Remainder to be paid by Soorut Sing ; in future the Rajah only to be 
chargeable with a Divifion of the Kifis of my Tuncaw, proportionate to the Jumma of the 
Country left in his Hands I was allonillied to find he had, in the courfe of a few Hours, fo far 
deviated from the Nature of his own Propofals, that he would neither agree to one or the other, 
but evaded making himfelf anfwerable for any determinate Conditions, cither as to the Tuncaw, 
or his future Jumma. Under tlicle Circumitances, and after theBufinefs has been kept fo long in 
Sufpenfe, merely from Motives of Indulgence to Soorut Sing, I think I (hould have ill difeharged 
the Trull- repofed in me by the Monble. Board, and liave afted an unworthy Part towards the Vi- 
zier, who, in a great Meafiire, left the Dccifion to me, if I had not urged the Minifters immedi- 
|tcly and finally to clofc with the new People’s Offers, for the whole Country, to the Exclufion of 
Soorut Sing. This Step I have moft reluctantly and from nothing but Ncceffity, taken. I 
anxioully wdhed to have kept Soorut Sing in Poffeffion of the Country, as an old Servant of the 
late Vizier; and it is my VVilh, as it Ihallever be my Study, that fuch (hall be the People em- 
ployed by the prefent Nabob, At the fame Time the Interells of the Vizier, and the Honble. Com- 
pany, mud not be blindly facrideed to this OhjeCt, however dcfirable in itfelf. 

I have now furnilhed the Honourable Board with a fimple Recital of FaCIs, from whence they 
may impartially judge of my ConduCl; and I flatter myfelf their Decifion will be favourable, at 
lead to the Motives upon which I have aCled, having had no other View whatever but that of doing 
the bed I could for the Intered of the Vizier, and the Security of fo large a Part of the Honour- 
able Company’s Property. •

Ittaweer, &c. 

In the Mahals affigned for the Difchargc of the Tunkas of the Englilh Gentlemen, having 
taken a Bond from the Aumils of each Mahal for the full Revenue which it can afford, give 
ftrid: Injundlions that they deliver an Account Wavil Bakec in the Mofuflil, and comply with 
the Cullom of giving Security for their Appearance as well as for the Revenue, that the Colledions 
of the Government Money may be fatisfatlorily infured. 

Whatever Overplus, after the Amount of the Tunka has been difeharged, may remain in the 
Mahal, this they arc not to deliver on Account of the Tunka to the Englilh. 

Delay not the Dilcharge of the Tunka to the laft Kill of the Year, but let the firft Kills be 
appropriated to this Purpofe. After which referve the Remainder. In the mean Time let no 
other Demand be made on the Aumils. 

The Money being appointed to be paid by the Talookdars and Zemindars, let not the Officers 
of the Aumils interfere with their Influence collufively to prevent the Colledions being made at 
the proper Seafon. Let the complete Income be entered in one Account, and not (eparately. 
The Charges of the neceflary Officers employed for the Collcdion of the Government Money are

I have often mentioned the mutinous Spirit of the Nabob’s Troops, ever fince the Exnnqile 
made ot the 15 aii.ilions at Mindigaut, and it lately broke out in a more violent Manner tii.m n 
h.id done for ionic I'lnie. The Vizier before his Departure particuParly initrufted me alw.iys to 
withhold One Montli’;. Pay from the Troops under Britifh Officers. About 1 wo Months 
altogether tine to them, and there was a Report fpread by the Commandants .and Adjutants of the 
Battalions under l.ieutcnants Blacker and Mince, that I had received the full Sum, but tiiai 
had ictained Halt. One. Month was ordered to be ifliied on the 26th inflant, which theStpoys 
refufed to receive, and iluiing the whole Day fomc of them behaved and ipoke to their 
in the grolTell and moil unbecoming 'i'erms, I pofuively infiflcd on the Officers autieriiig 
Pi.inr, and the .Sepoys .at one Time agreed to receive One Month’s I’ay, upon Condition that t ie) 
were promiled another Month in Twenty J^ays.

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Days of the fijttfd Time, that I would engage to give tlierii another Month at the Expiration of 
thatPeribd: On having this Meflage explained to them, they pofitivcly refufed to receive any 
Part, liut infifted upon the Whole, fo that I was obliged to fend for the Commandants to my 
own Tents. I told them that their Officers had already explained to them, that it was a falfe 
Report my having received the full Arrears of their Pay. I had it not to give them, and they 
molt not expert to receive it. I reproached them with the unbecoming Behaviour of their Men ;• 
and alked them what Service they could do to themfclves, the Nabob, or the Company, by mak- 
ing a Dilburbancc} and furthermore, inftead of engaging to fix a Day for a further Payment, I 
pofuively protefted againft it. I aflured them at the fame Time, that they might expedt the 
Money whenever I received it myfclf. I defired them further to explain to the Sepoys, that the 
Vizier had enjoined them implicitly to obey thfc Orders of their Officers, but if they would not, 
it was a Dilgracc for them to command fuch Troops, and they would leave them ; the Confe- 
quences of which they ought to confider. They iidened very attentively, underftood all I faid, 
and returned to the Lines. 

In fo numerous a Body as Six Battalions of Sepoys, without any authorized Leader, it is hardly 
poffible to expedt Unanimity. All the Battalions, excepting thofc under Lieutenants Blacker and 
Mince, refufed to ftand out, as they faid, to forward the Defigns of a few prejudiced Mei^, and 
fo refolvcd on fubmitting, which of courfe brought the other Two to do the fame. The Com- 
mandants in about Two Hours again waited on me, and informed* of the Sepoys having confented * 
to obey in this and all other Points, 

I do not think wt were ever in any great Danger. Lieutenant Balfour’s Battalion, which is a 
new railed one, and encamped feparate from the others, offered to ftand by us ; and the Com- 
mandants of the Right and Left Hand Lines, faid they thought we might depend on their Men 
in cafe of its coming to Extremities. 

The Day after this Affair, the greater Part of the Black Officers in Lieutenant Blacker’s Bat- 
talion retuled to fubmit to his Command, upon the ridiculous Pretence that his Appearance did 
not pleafe them. I affcmblcd them at my Tent, and told them that they ffiould fubmit to him, 

6r have no other Officer, and immediately confented. I took this Opportunity of informing the 
Commandant and Adjutant that 1 knew they were Ringleaders in all Mutinies, and that it would 
be their Ruin. I wanted to have them difmiffed the Service on the Spot, but the Officers ob- 
jcdled to it, as they faid they could not fufficiently depend upon their Men, This was the laft weak 
Effort of their refractory Spirit, for now tliey obey all Orders. What makes me think Difeipline 
may be very cafily introduced is, that above the Number of Forty Sepoys in each Battalion, 
who were marked as Ringleaders by the Officers, have alked their Difcharge and gone off with

One Advantage both to him and to the Company, I recommend to ihc Confideration of the Honble. 
Board, that by the Vizier’s having Poffeffion of a ftrong Hold fo far advanced as Jancy, the fevered 
Check would be laid on the Attempts of the Marrattas againll theCompany s Frontiers, as a nutnerous 
and regular Army, under Britilh Officers, might, at a very (bort Notice, enter the very Heart of their 
Domimons. No Inconvenience will refult to the Vizier from his not having conckided any Thing 
definitively for a Month, becaufe the Marattas can keep the Fjeld for near that Period, and after- 
wards on the fetting in of the periodical Rains, they will be obliged to retire if attacked. They can- 
not Hand againft regular Troops at any Time ; and their only Mode of ccnqueimg is to lay wade 
the Country, and cut off all Supplies wliich they could not do at that 1 imc of Year, nor could 
they provide for ihemfelves. The Marattas have, at prefent, no Force equal to what the Vuk-r 
could bring into the Field, though, at an after Period, they may colka a very formidable 
one and acivance into the Doab, to the great Lofs of his Excellency s Revenue, arid, peihaps, 
ultimately the involving the Company in a War, by an Attack on the guarantee 1 rovinccs. The 
Country to be conquered will, I expeft, hardly pay the Expences of the Army ; it only mtended 
to keep this Country from ever being the Scat of War-, and when I fpeak of fuffering the Rana 
of Goad to hold the Diftrifts on the other Side the Jumna, in Faft, I only niean as a Barm from 
the Vizier, as all the Forts and ftrong Places (hould be garriloncd by his ExcHkney s Troops. 
Peace havmg been concluded with the Marattas at Poona, I feared to infift on what I conjjfturcd 
to be the Vizier’s Inclinations, left it (hould clafh with the good Underftandmg that had taken 
Place between them and the Engliffi, at the fame Time I could not relinquifh his Excefiency’s 
intcrefts; fo, for every Realbn, I thought it my Duty to wait the Inftiuftions of the Honble. 
Board, not knowing how far they might even approve of my Mediation. At all Events, 1 am fa- 
tisfied. that by the Difpofuion of the Troops, the Doab is fecured from any Danger at prelcnt, as, 
upon only Seven Days Notice,' Six Battalions of Sepoys can always be affembled in any I art ot 

fome Time ago forw.irdcd Letters from the Vizier to the Governor General, foliciting to be 
fupplied with Gentlemen for the undermentioned Stations : 

Tv/o^Officers under Lieut. Conncllan, who commands the Body Guard ; an Officer and AfTiftant 
to fuperintend the Arfenal. 

The Surgeons and Superintendant of the Arfenal are abfolutely ncccffary ; and I alfo fobmit 
to the Confideration of the Honourable Board, the Propriety of having the Body Guard wc.l ol-

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We are inclined to think, that the Terms on which fome of the principal Mutineers have 
been allowed to depart with their full Arrears of Pay, were too advantageous to them, and more 
likely to encourage others to behave in the fame rcfra£lory Manner, than to produce the g.,od 
Eliltft ’which you leem to expect from it. We rather think that in every fimilar Iiiftamc, the 
Ringleaders of the Sedition ought to be publickly punifhed with particular Severity ; for this Rca- 
fon we defire that you will advife the Nabob to caufe every Officer or Sepoy agaitifl, whom a 
Charge fliall appear, either of Mutiny or any other grofs Offence, to be brought to .■ publick and 
formal Trial before a Court Martial, and to abftain himfelf from every Kind of fummary Punilh- 
ment, but when reduced to it by the lafl Extremity. 

We have now in our Service many fupernumerary native Officers at Patna, who have been long 
accuftomed to the Englilh Service and Difcipline ; as we think they may be of great Ufc in re- 
forming the Nabob’s Troops, and introducing Subordination among them, we are willing to fparc 
them to fill up any Vacancies that may happen in his Battalions, Capt. liardy has been orriered 
by the Commander in Chief to fiirnifh you with a Lilt of tlicir Names, that you may apply to 
him for them, in cafe the Vizier (hould think proper to engage them. 

With refped to the Negociation you have entered into on Bchah of the Vizier with the Mar- 
rattas, we can give you no particular Inftruftions, as we are yet uii.U'.]uainted with the Objefts of 
Contention, and the Nature of the Tranfactions which have hiiherto puffed between them, but we 
advife on the Whole, to endeavour to accommodate Matters between them on the molt fecure and 
honourable Terms that you may be able to obtain for the Vizier, without engaging the Com- 
pany in any Guaranty, or rifking an Interruption of the Peace lately concluded at Poona.]

Letter from Mr. Briftow to the Begum, dated 3 Suffer, 17th Year King's Reign. 

Having negleded for a Length of Time to write you, but being ever defirous of reftifying my 
good Wifnes and Concern for your Welfare, I now enclofc to you a Statement of the Balance 
due, agreeable to the Coulnama, as acijulkd by the Nabob. The Articles of Bullotk Carriages, 
and Carts and Horfes, &c. are valued by your Mutfeddies in the Terd inclofed in your Letter at 
41,320 Rupees ; but by the Ellimate which has been fince made by the Appraifers, they are only 
valued at 13,934 Rupees, which Sum h.as been written to your Credit in the Waffil Bakey. The Dif- 
ference IS 28,396. Perhaps your Servants may have made a Mifiakc in the Valuation of the Articles, 
for it appeared to me when I faw the Bullock Carriages, that they had been charged at twice their 
Worth. The Balance due from you to complcat the Coulnama amounts, agreeable to the Account 
Current which I now cnclole you, to 948,966 Rupresj the Payment of which, according to this 
Adjuftment, will put an t.nd to all iJiljjine. 'I he Nabob has prornifed to pay this Money to the 
Company which makes me lo carnclt that you fliould fend it by Mcen Mahomed AfTen, the Naib 
of Mirza Ploffen Reza t awn, who holds the Office of Sczawul tor the Receipt of the Money on 
Account of the F.nglifh Brigade, and whom I have appointed to this particular Charge. I requeft 
that you will favour me with Letters. 

Anfwer of the Begum. 

After a long Silence, I have been favoured with your Letter, in which fome Accounts arc en- 
clofcd. The Cafe is as follows : Allow me Credit agreeably to my Account, and take Balance. 
Perhaps there may have been a Miflake in the Accounts whir h you have cnclofed in the Valuation 
of the^Bullocks, &c. which amounts to no more than 13,000 Rupees. The proper Value* is that 
at which I have eflimated them, in which there is no Miflake, and from which there fhall be no 
Dihcrcnce. Your Mutfeddies have much undervalued the Articles, and I cannot, this btins; this 
the Calc, anfwer the Balance. I now enclofc an Account in wliich it is clearly explained. Allow 
me Ct^it for this, and fend me a trufty Man, that I may deliver in his Prcfcnce other Art.clc?, 
at t' e Bazar Price, for the Payment of the Remainder. 

I have received a Letter from Mr. Haflings and the Council informing me, that tliey have 
written ot^the above Subjeft to you, and that the Articles wiiich 1 deliver lhall be valued at an 
equitable Price, and by no Means otherwife, of which I may rctl affured. I charged the Bioad 
Cloth &c. which I fent, at a proper Price, that there might be no Difpute. 1 know^iot when the

I have been honoured with your Letter of the loth inftant, and beg Leave to inform you, that 
agreeable to your Orders I have conveyed to Licu enant Colonel Parker your Sentiments of his 
Conduiit on the late Adlion between the Detachment which he lately commanded, and the Vizier’s 
Forots under the Command of Mohboobe Ally Khan. 

The Honourable Board are pleafed to remark, that although the Indruftion? I gave to Lieute- 
nant Colonel Parker did not cxprefsly authorize him to attack Mohboobe Ally Khan, yet they lo 
plainly pointed him out as an Enemy and a Rebel, that they do not know upon what Grounds 
I pdded that Judgment on him, which cannot be judified but by the Authority of the TN'abob 
himfelf ; and that if I had any fueh Authority from him, defire I wouM communicate it to them, as 
nothing yet appeared that can induce them to believe his Intentions to have I cen hodile. 

In Anfwcr hereto, I have, Gentlemen, to inform you, that I have already traiifinitted you the 
whole of the Nabob’s Corrcfpondcnce with me on the Subjeft of the Korah Detachment, except 
one Letter which I received fince the Engagement, and which I now do myfelf the Honour of en- 
clofing herewith. This lad Letter, and the one inclofcd with mine <4 the 13d uhimo, to which 
I beg Leave to refer, will clearly point out what were his Excellency’s Sentiments rel'peQing 
Mahboobe, whom he jiot only declares therein to luive been dilaffefted to his Government, and a 
Rebel, but that he had entered into a Treaty and League with his Enemies, which was not an 
Opinion newly adopted by him 5 there can alfo want no I’roofs, that he difobeyed the Nabob’s 
Orders in not attacking the Marattas wliom he was detached againd, afte." croffing the Jumna, 
was evident ; and that his Condudf was highly fufpected at the Time of the general Mutiny, will 
be feen by Mr. Bridow the llcrKleni’s Letters to me, (Copies of which I had the Honour to tranf- 
niit to the Honourable Board at that 'I’ime, with my two Addrefles of the 20th and 24th of May ) 
to which, as well as to his Excellency’s Letters aforelaid, 4 mud alfo beg to refer ; likewife to the 
RcTident’s LAters to me of the 221! of June, a Copy of which I tranlmitted with mine of the 
25th, wherein I mention his Deiedtion to have been proved beyond a Duubt ; that Idliza Khan (the 
Minidcr) had feen the Treaty (worn to on the Koran, which he had lint to Saa.luc Allee, pro- 
tclTing himfelf his Subjedf; and that faeutenant Law in his Way from Tarnagur, was prcHmr with 
Nuzzif Khan at Dcig, when he received a Letter from him olilriug to come oJ to him with 
all his Forces. 

From the above Circumdancc I flatter myfelf, it will appear I had every Reafon, and that it 
was an indifpcnfiblc Duty incumbent upon me, to caution Lieutenant Colonel Paikcr to be upon 
his Guard with his Detachment againd Maboobe Ally Khan and his Forces. I alfo Hatter mylelf 
tlut had I pointed him out as a Rebel, and an Enemy, which I am condemned for as having 
done, I diould have Rood judified in it, without having merited any Blame for the Attack, whicii 
the Honblc. Board have tliought proper to cenfure Colonel P.irkcr for making upon his Army con- 
trary to my Orders. But my Indrudlions to Colonel Parker n fpedfing Maboobe, lb far from dircdling 
him to treat him as an open Finerny, go no farther (as will be feen by the Extradls of my Letter to 
him already tranfmitted to the Board, and Extradfs and Letters which I now enclofe) than toreprefent 
him as a Perfon highly fufpeebed of being difaffedted to the Nabob’s Government, which his Con- 
dudl had fo highly manifeded, and to diredt him to take Pod with his Detachment, and adl upon 
the Delenfive diould he be attacked by him or by any other much fuperior Force, till 1 could 
give him the necdTary Afiidance and it is with no l.ttle Concern for me to find that the Council 
IJjQuld have given any other Interpretation to them, or that they diould, in the fmalkd Degree,

luve confidered them as warranting Colonel Parker on his Proceedings. In my Letter of the 
3 1 It May, I declare it as my Opinion that Maboobe will not crols the Jumna, in an Iiolliie 
Manner; and in all my fubfeqocnt Letters to Colonel Parker on this Subject, I have continued 
to give it as my fixed Sentiment that he would not at that Time be fo imprudent to breai; out 
into any open Adis of Rebellion, which mult inevitably end in his Ruin, v/hatevex Defigns he 
might harbour, and however he might continue in Difobcdicnce to the Orders of his Prince. 

It is unnecelTiry for me to repeat, h.iving more than once allured the Honble. Board, that I 
fliall pay the Itridtell Attention to their Orders in not dividing the Brigade hereafter on any Ac- 
count whatever, without having their previous Sandlion for lo doing, nor Ihould any Confidera- 
rion have induced me to have letu out the late Detachment to Korah, had I at that Tin.c been 
better acquainted with their Sentiments, and had 1 known they »woultl fo highly have dilapprnvfd 
of the Meal'ure. The Boartl may .ilfo be allured that I Iball not fulTcr the Forces under my Com- 
inand to be employed on any Service whatever, without a previous Requifuion from the Nabob in 
Writing, fpecifying the particular Service to be performed (which 1 have never yet deviated 
from) and that I lhall take p.irticuhir Care at all Times that it is of fuch a Nature as to be war- 
ranted by the general Tenor of my Inllrudlions. 

I fliall llkewilc take care to obltnvc inviolable the Orders I have received not to let the Troops, 
on any Account, pals beyond the Limits of the Guaranteed Provinces, as far as I am, and can 
m ,ke mylelf acquainted with thofe Limits ; but 1 know of no Rule there is to draw the Line by, 

c.xcept the original PofTclTions of the Nabob, which lie interfe^fed at different Parts with the 

adjoining Provinces, and have notliing to determine them but by the Extent of the feveral Zcmii;. 
u.'.riics. I certainly did know, when I lent out Colonel Parker’s Detachment, and ordered him to 
crols the Ganges at Mindegauc on his March to Korah, that the former was out of the preferibed 
Boundary, but as it was the moft convenient Part for the Troops to crols the River, the Boats 
being ready there for this Purpofc, as it is alfo the high Road from hence to Korah, and as the 

Detachment was only to pafs, in a peaceable Manner, from one Station to another, I did not 

conceive it was of any Coiifcqucnce. I fliall however, for the future, be more particular.

“ In confequence of the Information I gave the Honourable Board, I attended his Excellency to 
“ this Place, to obtain Payment of the Money due from the Begum, and a final Adjuftment of 
“ her Accounts. The Vizier claimed Nine Lacks Sixty-three thoufand Nine hundred and Sxty- 
“ fix Rupees ; but the Begum admitted only of Three Lacks Sixty-fix thoufand Six hundred and 
“ Seventy-fix Rupees, Seven Annas, and Nine Pies ; the Particulars of which arc explained in 
“ the cnclolcd Account (N° i.). Neither Party would at firfl; rclinquifli their Claim, and I ap- 
“ prehended a Settlement would not have been efleifed ; but his Excellency, after Two or Three 
“ Interviews with the Begum, Ihewed a great Inclination to come to an Adjuftment upon 
“ almoft any Terms ; and I, the Day before Ycltcrday, attended him to her Palace, when he

In my Addrefs of the 17th inflant, I informed the Board of the final Adjuftment, which with 
their Approbation v^as to take place with the Begum. Lieut. Grant has fince received One 
Lack of Rupees from her, and is promifed the Payment of another immediately. 

The Vizier’s real Rclources (if properly managed) are fo much fuperior to thofe of any foreign 
Power, that 1 entertain little Doubts of his withflanding any Attacks that might be made on him, 
notwithftanding the prelent reduced State of his Army gives an Openir,g which may never happen 
again, and if it were feized, might be produdivc of much Lofs and J'rouble to him, both in Ro- 
luicund and the Doab, The Forces now Rationed there arc inadequate to their I'efcnce, and the 
Rains alone, I believe, prevent his Excellency’s Enemies from invading thofe Provinces. To fomc 
ct Nudjif Cawn’s Troops Six, to others Eleven Months Arrears were due, only a f.nall Proportion 
of whirh he has been able to pay } as for the Three Months to come, he cannot poflibly exped 
any conliderable Collcdions. I humbly conceive it to be very poflible, that, rendered dcipcratc 
by DiftrelFs, he might be induced to undertake Operations againll tlie Vizier-, liis Troops, though 
mutinous, • laying at Dike, as they now are, without even the Profpeft of a Subfiftcncc, would, in 
all Likelihood, follow his Standard in Hopes of Piunricr. Their Situation cannot be well worfe 
than it is ; and it appears to me that it muft be indifl'erent to them, and to Nudjif Cawn himfclf, 
what Service they undertake, fo that it even only has the Shadow of Succels. Runjut Sing has 
been foliciting at Ouj'ine for Afllftanc^ and, it is faid, Moliajy S) ndea promiles him J’vvcnty-five 
thoufand Men, and that they are really marched with an Intention 10 come flraiglit to Dike. I 
remcmlier, on many former Occafions, the Jauts have propagated Reports of exjicrted Succours 
from the Marattas when they were never rca'ly meant to be lent. Such 1 conceive to be the pre- 
fent Caie. The Marattas rarely move without fomc Profpeft of Payment of their Troops. The 
Jjuts have abfolutely no Money for them-, and at this Seafon of the Year, for the Mir.ittas to 
march to ftieir Afliilance, in Hope,s of drawing their Subfiftencc from the Country, fuhich has 
been a long I ime the Scat of War) it is very improbable they will think of doing it. Thele 
Riaions, a'd the Divifions which I underftand lubfiA in the Adminiftiation at Poona, make me 
rather dikretlit the Repoits of Mchajy Sindca’s Succours. If, though, there be any Truth in his 
March, I think there muft be more intended than the avowed Caule of Alfiftance to the Jams, 
from whom he cann t cxpcfl any Advantages. adequate to the Expence of the Enterprize. 1 look 
upon it that this muft be a Cloak to his invading liie Vizier’s l erriiories, by which he miglit gain 
his I'.nds, and revenge the Difgracc thrown on the Arms of the Marattas by the Lofs of the Doab. 
I know they ill brook this-, and whatever Willingnefs they may profefs to conclude a Treaty of 
Amity with his Excellency, I believe they arc in this only awed by his Alliance with the 
Company. 

Admitting Nudj f Cawn to be free from Danger from other Qiiarters, there arc People about 
him perfonally inveterate againft the Vizier, whole Fortunes are delpcrate, and will lofc no Op- 
portunity of raifing his Jcaloufy. The GofTayne Bafheu Cawn, and all the Vizier’s Subjeifs who 
have left his Service in Dilguft, may be reckoned amongft this Number, and if he bedejirived of 
all Hopes of Provifion from this Quarter, I look upon it, Saudet Ally might, from his Rank 
and Abilities, become really formidable. lie is at prelent greatly diftrciTcd, and, I am convinced, 
would be happy to return. His Agent has repeatedly urged me to remit him Fifty thoufand 
Rupees to bear his Expences to the Company’s Territories. I have not yet been able to obt.tiij 
any honourable Terms for him from the Vizier •, but his remaining with Nujif Cawn, with whom 
nis only Objefk can be to interrupt the Peace of his Brother’s Government, is a Matter of tliat 
great Confequence, that I humbly fubmit it to the Confidcration of the Honble. Board. I am 
convinced, in my own Mind, that Nudjif Cawn would be glad to be at Variance with the Vizier, 
as ie has ^ven a very ftrong Proof of it in the late Ncgociation of the Niabut of the Vizarut. 
t IS Ambaflador Mirza Hellylc folicited for this Appointment in the moft urgent Manner, while 
we were at Etawa. The Vizier, for fomc Time, refuled it him, until the King’s Approbation was 
previouily obtained j but Mirza Hellyl^ot over this Difficulty, and received the Kelaat the Day 
lin Place. The Mutiny in the Army, a (hort Time after, broke out

Tranfiation of a Letter from the Vizier Alfoph ul Dowlah to Colonel Stibbert, commanding 
the Forces in the Province ofOude, received 24th June 1776. 

I Iiave lately learnt that Mihhool Alii Khan having been at the Head of certain unwarrant* 
able Mcafures, Colonel Parker, whofe Wifdom, Penetration, and Friendfhip for me is exceflive, 
beftowed on him due Chaftifement. This F.venc has afforded me infinite SatisfaAion, Colonel 
Parker having adlcd but agreeable to my Requeft and Inclination. It therefore becomes you, Sir, 
to recommend in a proper Manner, the Colonel and the whole Detachment to Mr. Hallings, 
whom you will alfo inform that this important Bufinefs was peri'ormed at my Dcfirc, and to my 
Satisfadion. I fhall likewife fend Commendations of that Gentleman, and of the Condudl of the 
Detachment to Mr. Haftings. 

At this Time, when fuch Difturbanccs have happened at Korah, when we have difmiffcd and 
put to Flight the Troops of Mihhool Alii Khan, Colonel Parker’s Continuance with the Two 
Battalions at Korah is neceffary, as well for the Safety and due Management of my Affairs, as 
for the Reputation of the illuftrious Englifti ; and till that Country be properly fettled, the recall- 
ing of Colonel Parker from Korah will in no wife be prudent or advifeable, or to the Credit 
cither of myfelf or the illuftrious Englilh Chiefs. It therefore becomes your Friendfliip that you 
write to Colonel Parker, direding him to remain at Korah ; and I alfo will write to this Purpofc 
to Mr. Haftings, taking (in the mean Time) all the good and bad upon my own Shoyldcrs.

A few Days mull clear up what the Event of all thefc M.itters will be, when I ffiall be able 
to determine with more Certainty what Steps will be moft proper to be taken in the prclcnt 
dangerous and critical Situation of the Nabob’s Affairs.

The peaceable Return of Ellijc Cawn, the Redudion of the mutinous Battalions, and the 
feeming Intention of Mahoob to remain true to his Mafter, by having begun to ad againft the 
MaratLs, have greatly difpellcd the Clouds which fo lately threatened Deftrudion to his k,x4 
cellency’s Affairs; and I hope, from all thefe favourable Circumftances, they will be again reftored 
to fome Kind of Order -, and that he will foon be able to defend himl'elf againft all Attacks that 
may be made upon his Government cither by foreign or domeftick Enemies. 


Camp, 31 May 1776. 

I cannot imagine Mahbood intends crofling the Jumna in a hoftilc Manner, as he muft be in- 
evitably ruined by plunging into open Rebellion ; but thould he be imprudent enough to do fo, I 
think your Detachment fufficient to fupport itCclf in the Fort of Ally Gur againft all his Force, 
(as you inform me it is fo ftrong and tenable) efpecially with the Reinforcement of the Guns of 
Lieutenant Blacker’s Battalion and the I lorfe that efcorted them, together with the Ammunition. 
You will therefore, if you hear of Mahboob’s croffing the Jumna with all his Troops, take Fof- 
feflion of that Fort, and defend it if attacked, till you receive further Orders from me. I will 
fend you 20,000 Rounds of Mufket Ammunition to Sarajepoor as you defire, under a Imall Guard 
of Sepoys, which, with what you have got already, will be quite fufficient ; but as to fending another 
Battalion to join you, it would be quite contrary to my Inftruftions, and what I cannot doj be- 
fides, when I confidcr the different Circumftances of the Reduiftion of almoft all the mutinous 
Battalions, and the Punifhment of nwny of the Ringleaders-, the peaceable Return of Elije 
Cawn ; the almoft certain Intelligence that Nipifh Cawn does not mean to aflift the Nabob’s 
rebellious and bifeontented Subjeds, and indeed if he did wifh to do fo, that the Difordcr in his 
own Affairs cffcftually prevents him ; add to all this, Maboob having offered to go to the Prefence 
unattended, with only Mr. Briftow’s AfTurance of Safety -, 1 fay, when I confider all thefe Cir- 
cumftances, I am convinced Maboob has no Intentions, after fo great a Change in the Nabob’s 
Favour, of openly declaring himfelf againft him; but, on the contrary, thinks of availing himfelf 
of the prefent Junflure to gain the Nabob’s Forgivenefs and Protedion of the Englifh ; befides I 
do not think it improbable that he has Hopes from Elijah Cawn’s being taken again into Favour, 
that the Favourites of his former Mafter may likewile be again employed with that Confidence 
which the late Miniftcr deprived them of. 

Camp, 3d June i^y 6 . 

I have been favoured with your Letter of the 31ft ult. and agree with you that the Conduft of 
Mahboob is very myftcrious ; but 1 cannot help ftill being of Opinion that he will never be fo 
imprudent a% openly to revolt when there is fo little Probability of his fuccccding* alter the re- 
markable Change that has fo lately happened in his Excellency’s Affairs. 

I have wrote you fully on this Subject in my former Letters, and alfo given Diredions how to 
proceed in cafe he Ihould come in an hoftilc Manner ; but fhould he have the Nabob’s Permiflion 
I? edme with a Thoufand or even Fifteen hundred Men, I cannot think there will be the fmallcft 
Danger to be apprehended j in fuch Cafe, I have only to recommend to you not to fuffer him or 
of his Troops to encamp near you.

The Agreement with the Nabob Walau Jau Behauder, recorded in the Proceedings of the lad 
Meeting, having been fairly engrofled on I'wo diftinft Papers, bearing the Seal and Signature of 
the Nabob and the Dewan, Syed AlTain Cawn Behauder and Mr. Richard joieph Sullivan at- 
tending, the fame is fealed and figned by them in the Prcfencc of the Board, and by the Gover- 
nor General and Council in their Prefence, and formally interchanged. 

The following Credentials are granted to Mr. Sulivan. 

To Richard Jofeph Sulivan Efquire. 

We, the Governor General and Council, in virtue of the Powers veiled in us, by the King and 
Parliament of Great Britain and by the Englilh Eaft India Company, to direfl and controul the 
political Affairs of all the Company’s Settlements in India, relying on your Fidelity, Prudence,: 

Integrity, and Circumfpedion, have deputed and appointed you to be the Reprclentativc and 
Minillcr of this Government, at the Court of the Nabob Walau Jau, for the Purpofe of main- 
taining the Faith of this Government in the Agreement which has been this Day concluded 
with the faid Nabob, and for the Reprefentation of fuch Matters as may at any l ime require 
your Interpofition in that Character, and in our Name, either with the Nabob, or with the Pre- 
fident and Council or Seleft Committee of Fort St. George. And we do hereby delegate to 
you full Powers and Authority to aft in that Capacity. 

Given, in Fort William, under our Hands, and the Seal of the Company, this 
Second Day of April, in the Year of our Lord One thoufand feven hundred 
and eighty-one.

Richard Jolcph Suliv.an, I h.ive read with Attention. I haveallogiven the fulldl ("onliderauon to the 
Repicfeniations whici) iliey have made to me in your Name. Tl>c Didrefils of the Carnatic I am not 
ignorant are very great, I have long been of Opinion that ftrong and Lifting Remedies were become 
aTifolutely necelfary for the Welfare and Security of your Govcrnnient, as well as for the Intcrefs 
and Reputation of the Company with whom you have had fo long and lo unfhaken an Alliance; 
but thefe Remedies can only be applied fo as to give them permanent Eft'edl by your own Pirmneli 
and Rcloliition. It hath now been a confiderable Length of Time fmee the Load of publiic and 
private Debt with which it hath been encumbered hath been burthenfome to the Carnatic. A twelve 
Years undifturbed Repofc was inadequate to its Relief. Inftead of Icflcning, your Debt ftill cn- 
creafed. Your Revenues likewife diminiflied, and in this Situation you were found, when Hydcr 
entered your Dominions. I do not mean to aggravate your Misfortunes. The Zeal of hricndfhip 
which aftuutes me towards you, would rather lead me to leek lor Ways to eftablilh your Happincls 
than unneceffarily to add to your Afilidion. In deliberating, however, on the Arrangements which 
it is at length incumbent on us to make for extricating your Government from its Difficulties, I have 
had three Points invariably before me. The Honour and Stability of yourfelf and your Family in the 
Soubaffiip of the Carnatic, the Interefts of the Company my Employers, and the Relief of your 
numerous Creditors, who have called upon me for Protedion, and for the Interpofition of thecon- 
trouling Authority of this Government. Imprcflcd with thefe .Sentiments, the Plan which I have 
determined on, will, I have every Rcafon to fuppofe, be produdivc of every public, and every pri- 
vate Advantage. I need not enumerate the Particulars of this Plan to you here. Your Minifters 
will fully inform you on the Subjed, and will further acquaint you with our Rcfolution to exert the 
whole Power and Authoiity of this Government towards the carrying of it into Excention. Ihc 
better to accomplifh this Purpofe, and that your Defirts might fully be complied with, I have 
fornud the vvl clc into an Agreement which I liavc ratified on the Part of the Company and which 
your Minifters have alfo executed on the Part of your Government.

Satisfied as I am that nothing befides a ftnccrc Regard for the Succefs of the Affairs of the 
Company and the Englilh Nation in this Country, has influenced me either to profefs a Dcfirc 
of being informed of, or exprefs an Opinion on our political Connedions in general 5 I receive 
with Acknowledgements the few Communications you have been pleafed to favour me with^ and, 
whilft I molt heartily wilh your Endeavours towards accommodating our Differences with the 
Marattas, and gaining the Nizam to our Intcrefts, every poflible Succefs, I cannot in Duty 
refrain from apprizing you, if a Peace Ihould no: be effeded, of the Misfortunes which, if I have 
any Forefight, feem to await our Interefts on the Malabar Coalt, fo foon as the Rains are over 
and the united Forces of the Poonah State lhall again take the Field. Brigadier General God- 
dard has declared his Inability with the Troops he has longer to ad offenfively. A Syllcm of mere 
Defence has, in confequence been refolved on, but which, as we cannot cope with our Enemy in 
the Field, can be of no longer Duration than the Time which will be unavoidably taken up by 
the Movements of their main Army from One Station to another. To evince tlie Goodnels of 
this Pofttion 1 need only call your Attention to what has been the Fate of many of the Polls in 
the Carnatic, as well as what would have been the Fate of thofe which remain to us, had not I 
been able to have taken and kept the Field. Viewing Matters on the Malabar Coaft in this Light, 
we muff naturally not only be apprehenfive for the Safety of our new Acquifitions, but for our 
more antient Poffcllions. 

Since the Vidory of the ift inftant, whereof I am affured by the Gentlemen here, that they 
forwarded to you Copy of my Relation, as I requefted they would, and likcwife have fent you 
from Time to Time the mofl material Parts of my Correfpondcnce with them, Hyder has not 
afforded me an Opportunity of a fecond Brufh. When encamped on the Red Hills near Pondi- 
cherry, he took up his Station at Valdorc, which induced me to hope that he meant to try the 
Iffuc of another Adion, but immediately * our Troops appeared moving towards him, heftruck his 
Encampment and went off, taking a Nothern Route. Wandewafh being at this Time clolely 
inverted by the Detachments under -Tippoo Sahibe, and the Son of Meet Sahib, and my Intelli- 
gence, as well as the Importance of the Objed itfelf, giving me Reafon to believe that Hyder 
might m?ke one great Effort againrt it, 1 refolved alfo to move with a View to its Safety and 
Relief. On an Occafion of this Kind, I could have wilhed to have moved in the direct Ro.i(l to 
Wandewaffi, but the State of my Provifions, and the inconceivable Number of Sick, obliged me 
to refolve on marching by the Way of Paringoly, where 1 could depofu them in Sccuiitv, if it 
flioukl have been ncceffary to have purfued my Intentions of going to Wandewafh, which 1 have 
the I'kafure to inform you the Enemy drew off from on the iStli inrtant in the .Morning, and kit the 
Ollkcr in Command at l.ibcrty to deltroy all the Preparations they had made for profecuung a 
Siege, which makes the Third Time in my Life that I have had the Honour to relieve that Gar- 
rifon. 

Its Safety being thus provided for, and the Detachment under Tippoo Sahib and Meer Sahib’s 
Son having marched towards Conjeveram, with an Intention to attack the Bengal Detachment, 
and Hyder by Report having himlclf moved towards Ginjce, I marched to the Mount, where I 
feiu Orders to Colonel Pearfe at Nellorc to advance to join me. He accordingly marched, and 
having taken the Route by the Sea Side as I recommended, and thereby got between the Lake 
of Pullicate and the Sea, he has flung Tippoo Sahib, Meer Sahib’s Son and Lalla, whole De- 
tachments had all affembled at Goomrapondy half Way on the high Road from hence to Nellorc, 
in order to prevent a Junftion, which however I trurt will be happily effected in Thice or Four 
Days. To favour it, I have already moved the Army One Day’s Match to the Northward of 
the Mount, and fliall if neceflary march quite to Pullicate, where 1 hope to hear of Colonel Pearfe’s 
fafe Arrival To-morrow Morning.

Had the Governor General been prefent, thefc Papers come, in the firft Inftance, officially under 
his Cognizance, as they relate to a Correfpondcnce with the Country Powers. 

In regard to the Neceflity which gave rife to fo unufual an Application to the Maratta State, 
Mr. Macpherlon begs Leave to inform the Board, that foon after his Arrival at Madras, my Lord 
Macartney, Sir Eyre Coote, the Nabob, and Sir Edward Hughes, communicated to him the de- 
plorable Situation of the Company’s Affairs in that Prefidcncy, as well as upon the Bombay Side 
of India. They further explained to him tljat the very Exiftcncc of the Company’s Affairs upon 
both Coafts demanded a Peace with the Marattas and that the Arms of the Bombay Government 
Ihould be immediately turned againfl Hyder Ally’s Malabar Dominions, fb as to draw at leafl I art 0 
his Forces from the Invafion of the Carnatick. Hyder Ally, notwithftanding our Vidlory of the 
ayth Auguft, had cut off our Army from the leall Supply of Money, Cattle, or Provifions, from 

the Carnatic. The Army and the Settlement depended entirely upon Bengal for their Supplies, 

and about the loth of laft Month there were only 23,000 Bags of Rice in Store at Madras, tboug 
the daily Conlumption of the Army was 700 Bags. The State of Affairs at Bombay was repre 
fented in Colours equally alarming. A public Debt of a Crorc and a Half of Rupees, no 
in that Government to raife or command Refources, their Troops difperfcd with no Prolpc ^ 
their being able to affemblc them or take the Field on the opening of the Campaign *, ye « 
amidfi: fuch Circumllanccs, that Prefidcncy appeared, from the Correfpondcnce of General ot 
dard with General Sir Eyre Coote, to be fo infatuated as to think of np Meafore to lighten t 
Diftrefs, and co-operate with the Carnatic, but by wild Propofitions of raifing Eight new a 
talions of Sepoys and pufhing the War through the Heart of the Maratta Dominions into 
Hyder. A Plan which had it been practicable in the firft Inftance, was declared by Sir 
to be the moft fummary Method of rifking the Company's Exiftence without the leaft C an 
of Succefs. Amidft ihefe Circumftanccs, the only Probability that appeared for extricating 
Company’s Affairs was to make the beft Effort poffible. to conclude a Peace with the ^ 
and to found the definitive Advances to that Peace, upon the Orders of the Company an 
Wifhes of the Englifh Government; and, in order to provide againft the Difgracc ^ 
neceffary ConcefTions, it was for the Dignity of the Company and the Nation to fhew 
Orders for immediate Peace upon any rcafonable Conditions were iffued in England, at an 
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when the Company and the Adminiftration heard only of the Succeffcs trf our Arms in the Ma- 
ratta Country, and had received the higheft offers of Advantage and Territory by the Vakeels of 
Rayonaut Row. 

Mr.* Maepherfon begs to inform the Board, that as he was charged with the Commands of the 
Court'of Diredors to this Government under date the , and as he knew fully the ardent 

Wilh of the Company, and of the State at large to conclude the Maratta War, and turn our 
Arms if pofllble againtt our European Enemies ; lo he had no Hefitation in yielding to the moft 
earneft Rcqiicit of my Lord Macartney and Sir Eyre Coote to I'ublcribe the Letter to the Ma- 
rattas, as well as that to the Bombay Government. He further knew that in ib doing he would 
fall in with the Wilhes of this Board, and particularly with the Dcfire of the Governor General 
who, in his public Correfpondcnce, and private and moft confidential Letters, had exprefled his 
continual Anxiety to terminate the War upon any Terms that' might be thought fafe or honourable 


to the Company. 

Mr. Maepherfon begs to add, that at the Time of his acceding to this Mcafure, he was fully 
aware of its being out of the common Line of the Company’s Syftcm of Corielpondence ; that 
he h.id no official Right, at that Time, to fign Diredions to the Government of Bombay ; that 
the Correfpondence with the Country Governments is elpecially vefted in '^he Governor General, 
and that the Ufe made of the Name of the King, and of the Authority of Parliament in the joint 
Letter to the Marattas, was unauthorifed by any official Orders. But alas ! the Crifis of the 
Company’s Fate, and of the Affairs of Great Britain upon the Coafts of India, called not for Ad- 
herence to Forms, but for the hcartieft Exertions or every good Servant ol the Company, and 
every zealous Subjed, to devote himfc-lf and his Situation, and call forth every Faculty of his 
Ability for the public Service. Ading from fuch Motives, and called upon by the Commander in 
Cdiief in the moft earneft Manner to join in the Application to the Marattas as the only Mealure 
from which he could have a Chance of laving the Carnatic, Mr. Maepherfon doubts not of the 
Approbation of the Board, nor has he a Difficulty in believing that the Company, ever ready to 
applaud zealous and difintcrefted Exertions for their Service, will fully approve the Part that he 
has aded in Concert with their other very diftinguifhed Servants upon this Occafion, He would 
not have entered upon fb long a Detail, but that he thinks it the Duty ot every Servant of the 
Company to juftify their beft intentioned and moft meritorious Proceedings when they are out of 
the common Line of the Service.

Mr. Haftings, the Governor General for the Affairs of the Englilh in India, has no doubt in- 
formed you of the Wilhes of the Company to eftablifh a Peace between them and your Govern- 
ment. The Steps which he is purluing to fettle this defirablc Bufinefs, cannot fail or being at- 
tended with Succefs, when fupported by the Orders juft arrived, not only from the Company, 
but from the King of Great Britain our juft .and moft iiluftrious Sovereign. 

Thefe Orders, iffued at a Time when the News had arrived in England of Conqueft by General 
Goddard, and when Vaquccls had brought Letters to the King and to the Company, from Ray-

onaut Row with great Offers, fpeak moft favourably the Juftice, the Wifdom, and the 
unalterable Determination of the Comp.iny, of the King, and of the whole Engliib Nation, to 
adhere to the Maxims they had long finte .adopted .and declared in their Inllrudlions to their 
Servants, of remaining fatisficd with their Pofi'effions in this Part of the World, without 
aiming at new Conquefts, but living in Peace and Amity with all the Powers of India. 

Such has^jcen the Indignation felt at the Infraction of thole wife and pacific Maxims : And not- 
vvhhftanding the Accounts of SuccelTcs gained by the Engliib Arms, and before any Knowledge of 
the Invafion of the Carnatic, lo peremptory have the late Orders been for an immediate Obedience to 
the former InftruCtions, that we. Sir Eyre Coote Commander in Chief of the King’s and Company’s 
Forces over all India, Sir Edward Hughes Commander in Chiet of His M.ijefty’s Fleets, Lord 
Macartney Governor of the Coaft of Coronnindcl, and One of His Majefty’s Privy Council, and 
Reprefentative of the Crown on divers Occalions in Europe and America, and John Maepherfon 
E'quire, Member of the Supreme Council of Bengal, appointed under the Authority of Parlia- 
ment, and juft arrived in tins Country from England, charged exprefsly with the laid Orders, 
write to you this joint Letter with a View to cany them into ELxecution. And we have further 
^equefted the Nabob Waulau Jau Bcliaudre, the autient Friend of our Nation, to write to you 
* his Information, 

The Orders are to fettle immediately a Peace, and eftablifti a Treaty of Friendlbip with your 
Government, which will be ratified by the King and Parliament of Great Britain, and which 
cannot be altered or infringed by any Sardars or Servants of the Company. 

As a Proof of our Refpect for, and Obedience to thefe Orders, and in the fullcft Confidence 
of a fuitable Return on your Part, we do not hefitate to fend at once to General Goddard, and to 
the Prefidency of Bombay, the Company’s Commands to cc.ile immediately all Hoftilities againft 
♦ you •, not doubting but that you will, at the fame Time, direft Hoftilities to ceafe againft us. 

We requeft that you will be plcafed to write without Delay to the Governor General and Coun- 
cil, the particular Stipulations of the Treaty of Peace and evtrlaftitjg Friendihip, which you will 
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dcfire to have eftabliflicd between us, under the Authority of the King, the Parliament, and the 
Company. 

And as wc know already, in general, what your wilhes are, and as we arc ordered and empowered 
to bring this Affair to a happy Conclufion, wc hereby pledge to you, in the moft: folemn iVfanner, 
our refpeclivc Honours, not only upon our own Parts, but upon the Part of the Governor General 
and Council, and in Behalf of the Company, and the King our Maftcr, and the Britifh Nation 
that every juft Satisfaflion fhall be given you in a finccre and irrevocable Treaty. ’ 

After thefc AlTurahces, you have before you the Alternative of Peace or War: The evil and 
fatal Conlcquences of War, if you fhould be bent upon it, will hereafter reft on you : If you join 
with us in pretering Peace, you will at the fame Time enjoy all the Advantages which our Fncnd- 
Ihip will be willing and able to afford you. 

May God grant you Wifdom to make a juft and proper Choice.

Gentlemen, 

We have the Honour to acquaint you, that a few Days fince John Maepherfon Efquirr, One of 
the Supreme Council of Bengal, arrived here from England, and communicated to us the Orders 
and Inftrudlions of the Court of Diredlors contained in their general Letter, together with the 
concurrent Syftem and Intention of the Adminillration relative to the War, in which wc arc en- 
gaged with the Maratta State. 

Being thus fully poflefled of the Lines of our Duty from the firft Authority, we have without 
a Moment’s Delay taken the proper Steps towards concluding a firm hricndlhip and lafting Peace 
with the Government of Poonah, and for the pcrfcdl Accomplilhment of lo dcfirable an Objeft, 
wc expeft that you will give not only your hearty Concurrence, but every poIBble Aflirtance and 
Co-operation. 

Thefc, Gentlemen, wc are authorized anti empowered to demand, and, from particular Confi, 
deration for you, wc think it ncceflary to add, that Ihoukl the leaft Difficulty or Delay arife from 
you in the Profecution of this Mcafurc, you alone muft ftand rcfponfiblc for any Failure to the 
Public and ill Confequenccs to yourfelves. 

It is our meaning that all Hoftilities do immediately ceafe on the Part of the Government of 
Bombay, in the fame Manner as Hoftilities ceafe on the Part of the Marattas. 

A Copy of what wc have written to them is inclofcd in this Letter, which will be forwarded to 
you through their Channel. You will as foon as poflible receive Inftrudions from Bengal of a 
fimilar Nature.

Sir, 

The late Difpatches from England contain fuch ftrong Expreflions of the Dcfirc and Diredions 
of the Company, and of Adminiftration, that Peace Ihould immediately be made ^witli all the 
Country Powers in India, leaving our Arms free to ad againft our European Enemies, that wc 
have not the leaft Doubt of your firmeft Determination to co-opcrjtc with fuch Views. Our Af- 
fairs in this Country were thought at Home at the Departure of the laft Ships, to be in a general 
State of Pfofperity, and of Tranquillity, except with the Marattas: Yet to procure Tranquillity with 
that Power was, even under fuch fuppofed Advantages, thpught highly expedient on Account of 
the Difficulties in which the Nation was involved cllewhcrc; but the Events in this Country, of 
which the Relation muft have fince reached England, will have no Doubt extended their Idea of 
Expediency into that of abfolute Necclfity, of which indeed we feel every Day the approaching 
Preflure. So many Enemies j fo few Refources ; this Coaft without Money or Provifions ; an 
Invader whom repeated Vidorics over him do not enable us to expel •, the Danger of your liberal 
Hand being flopped by the Impofllbility of fupporting us ; the Poffibility of an Union between 
our Indian and European Foes ; the Likelihood of a combined hoftilc Fleet in thefc Seas : Thefc 
are all Motives of which you do not want the Enumeration to induce you heartily to endeavour 
at a Peace, but without which wc fhould not perhaps have been inclined, without your previous 
Concurrence, to take any preparatory Step for enabling you to attain that End. But in the pre- 
fent Situation, wc thought no Moment fhould be loft in availing ourfclvcs of the favourable Dif*

Afliftance from you, both in Money and Provifions ; but we are much concerned to intorm you, 
thefe Aids are very inadequate to our Neceflitics. Since the Army arrived here from the South- 
ward on the 24th July, to the yih of September, we have furnilhed it from tins Garrilon 
with 22, ny Bags of Rice, befldes Doll, Grain, See. We continue to fupply them at prdent 
with 740 Bags per Day, and our whole Store of Rice now remaining is only 23,000 Bags. 

In our Trealury there yet remains about 300,000 of Pagodas, which however is not ii’'o''f than 
One Half of the Demands which immediately prefs upon us, and the indilpenlable Monthly 
Charges are One Lack of Pagodas. The Nabob contributes nothing •, no Sums whatever are 
received from the Country, nor can any .Arrangement, fuch as you mention in pur Replies 
to his Kequefts, were he ever fo zealous to help us, produce a Supply to afford us any 
confiderable Relief, as long as the Enemy is Mafter of the Country ; and we do not lee any 
Profpea, to be relied on, of his being foon driven out of it. Thus then you fee we have no- 
thing to fave us, but extraordinary Exertions on your Part in Money and Provifions, or a fpeedy 
Peace, which we fear can fcarce be expefted on very favourable 1 erms.

Notwithftatjding the Scafon is fo far advanced that we think Ships may be expofed to bad George. 
Weather in failing at prefent for Madras, we cannot obferve the Neceflitics of your Settlement 
fo urgent as they appear to be, without exerting every Effort in our Power to afford you a 
timely Supply of Provifions and Money ; we havetherefore'ordered the above Ships, as well as the 
Chapman, which lately arrived here, to be laden with all pofllble Expedition, and dil^patchcd to 
you immediately. We lhall likewife prepare Cargoes of Rice for the other Ships which may be 
expefted, and confign them back to you, together with fuch further Supplies of Grain as we may 
be able to procure Tonnage for, on any rcalohable Terms. We have no Doubt that Individuals 
will alfo be induced by the Profpeft of ready Sales, and a good Market, to carry large Quanti- 
ties on their own Account, and we hope by thefe united Means that your prefent Diftreff s will be 
effcdlually relieved. We intend further to take the carlicft Opportunities of remitting to you the 
Sum of Five Lacks of Rupees, either by Bills of Exchange, or in Bullion. The Urgeiny and 
Extent of the various Demands on our Treafury at this Time prefs fo hard upon us, that our 
Current Rcfourccs are by no Means adequate to the Liquidation of them, and the late rebellious 
Conduft of Raja Cheyt Sing (for the Particulars of which we refer you to the enclofcd Narrative 
of the Governor General’s Tranfaftions at Benares) has thrown that Country into luch Confufion, ,

Oeorge. Although Eight Days have now elapftd fince the Engagement between the Fleets, wc ate, as 

yet, unable to inform you of the Event. — A Boat which our Prcfidcnt dilpatched the i6th for 
Intelligence returned the Day before Yefterday without h.aving feen our Fleet j and by her his 
Lordfhip received a Letter from the privif.onal Chief of Cuddalore, of which wc encloie a 
Copy. Hefpeding the 22 French Ships mentioned in the Ixttcr, we can form no certain Opinion 
whether they confiftetl only of the Tranfports and fmall VclTels with Frigates for their ProteeT.ion 
or included any of the large Ships of War ; but by their taking with them their Boats fiom 
Pondicherry, and failing to the Southward beyond Cuddalore, wc conclude it to be their Inten- 
tion to land the Troops at Porto Novoi they confift we underftand of about 2,000. Sir Kyre 
Coote is Itill encamped near the Mounr, waiting for Intelligence from the Admiral ; on which 
muft, in a great Meafure, depend his future Plans. In the Interval he is ufing his Endeavours 
to throw a C^iantity of Provifions into Chinglejiut, in order to facilitate the Movement of the 
Army, and afPtft its future Operations. If Sir Edward Hughes be not in Purfuit of the French 
Fleet, wc think it probable that he is crufing to the Southward to meet our Tranfports from Bom- 
bay, and the Magnanime and Sultan with tlie June Fleet from England. Wc have not as yet 
received any Confirmation of the unfavourable News from the Tanjoie Country, nor can wc account 
for Colonel Braithwaite’s having been encamped at or near Manaccoes, or for his having fo fmall 
a Force with him, as would appear from the Number of Orficers mentioned in tise Intelligence 
Paper, who were almoft all of his Staff, or belonging to Lieutenant Sampfon’s Troop of Cavalry. 
From the prefent Alpeff of Affairs, we arc ftill more defir nis that a Detachment of your Forces 
fliould advance towards the Circars ; and we have (cnc Orders to our Keftdent a; Ganyam to 
prepare every Thing for their Accommodatio.o. § (“ (a) We need not obferve to you that your 
“ Affiftancc is now become more ncceff.iry to our Preiervation than ever.

You have been fully apprized of the Nature of the Agreement entered into by the Nabob for appro- From Fort St. 
priating what remains of the Revenue of his Country to the public Service. We expefted, from Mo- George, 
tives of Policy at lead, that he would have ftriftly adhered to that Agreement, but we are forty to fay 
that it has been already violated in every Inftance. It was our Intention to have proceeded with the 
greareft Delicacy and Tendernefs, and in that View our Prefident made it a Point of continuing 
the Nabob’s own Ameelders and Renters in their rcfpeiffivc Offices ; but he foon found that thefc 
Pi>ple, inftead of obeying his Orders refpecling the Revenue, were llill influenced by the Durbar, 
and that Remittances were lecretly made to the Aumeen ul Omrah, in Spite of all our Prefident’s 
Vigilance: Of this there are the fulled Proofs-, but this was not the only Attempt to defeat the 
Purpofes of the Agreement. Our Prefident found he could get no Information whatever from 
the Country. For ihcfe Three Months has he been fending Order after Order for the Accounts of 
Colledion made in the different Didridfs, but to no Purpole. Delays and Evafions are employed 
by the Amecldars, while the Money is cither embezzled or conveyed fecretly to the Durbar. 

Every part of the Country too affords fuch a Scene of Mifmanagemcnt and Oppreflion, as is 
fc.ircely to be paralleled. 

Under Circumdanccs fo difficult and perplexing, there feemed no other Courfe to take than that 
of purfuing the drift Line of the Agreement. It ippcared evident that no Benefit could be ex- 
pefted fo lo.ng as the Nabob’s Amecldars remained in Office, yet fo apprehenfive was Ameer ul 
Omrah of their being changed, that, upon mccr Rumour only that one App.ijee had given Pro- 
p((f,.ls to the Company for the Aumecldarfliip of Ncllorc, he had the Temerity to fend for him, 
and put him in Confinement, meaning probably by this Aft to deter others from m iking the like 
Offers ; and fo far, indeed, has it fuccccded, that we found we had no Method left of procuring 
People to rent the fcveral Didricds but that of advertifing publicly for them, under Promife of the 
Company’s Proteftion. 

When the Company are expending their lad Shilling in the Defence of the Carnatic, it will be 
niortitying to fhem to perceive fuch Difficulty in the Way of their Endeavours to obtain the little 
Relour. e now left in the Country. Whatever be their Sentiments on this Occafion, we flatter our- 
felves they will approve of the Part we have taken for their Service at fo critical a Junfturej and 
that it will be honoured likewilc by your Countenance and Support.

Among them are Numbers of Germans, the greater part of whom you will probably 
be able 10 engage in the Company’s Service, 

The cnlofed Paper, No. 5, is a Copy of the Parole which the French Officers have figned. 

We truft it is unneceflary to afl'urc you we do not thus burden you withoiU the mold eflenrial 
Reafons. The Weaknefs of our Garriibn renders it improper to keep any Number of Prifoners 
here, if it can poflibly be avoided j and the Scarcity of Provifions is an Argument that equally 
demands our Attention. 

'I'hc General Abbcftie, a Danifh Ship, arrived here the 20th inftant from Tranquebar ; and by

eneWed^m the Governor Gencr.ll and Council of Bengal having, in a Letter to us of the 26th December 

Letter from laft, announced your Appointment of Minilter to the Court of Poonah to ncgociatc a Peace with 
f'ort St. the Marattas, and fent us a Copy of your Inftruftions; we congratulate you on being nominated 

WwX.’ ** to fo honourable a Commiflion; and as the Welfare, and indeed the Prefervation of ti e Com* 

pany’s Intcrcfts on this Coaft, may eventually depend on your Succefs, we think it of' Importance 
that you fliould be fully acquainted with our Situation, and enabled to judge how far it Ihould 
influence you in acceding to the Demands of the Marratta. 

You mull: have heard before you left Calcutta that Hydcr Ally, tho* defeated in Three General Ac- 
tions with our Army under Sir Eyre Coote, retained Poflcflion of the greatcit Part of the Carnatic. 
It was with the utmoft Difficulty that we enabled the General to march to the Relief of Vellore; 
and, fincc his Return from that Expedition, the Army has from Neceflity remained inaClivc at 
the Mount. 

The Arrears due to the Troops already amount to many Lacks of Pagod.is ; and, wc have 
Realon to apprehend, they will rather cncreafc than diminifli. 

The Dirtrifts of the Carnatic afllgncd over to us, and unpoflefled by the Enemy, from the In- 
trigues and Artifices of People about the Durbar, have hitherto produced little or nothing. We 
have alio been, in Tome Mcafurc, difappointed of the Supplies of Tre.ilure we expefted from the 
Governor General and Council. Their Means of .affifting us a c not adequate to our Neccl- 
fitics ; and, if ail they intend to fend us this Seafon Ihould arrive fafe, which is now become very 
doubtful, it will not be fufficient to difeharge the Army Arrears, not to mci.tion the very confi- 
dcrable Arrears and Balances due to the other Branches of our Eftablilliment. 

If this was our Situation when wc had no Enemy to oppofe but Hydcr Ally, you will readily 
conceive how much our Danger muft be augmented by the Arrival of a French Fleet upon the Coalt, 
fuperior in Force to ours, with Tranfporis and 3,000 Troops, which are landed at Porto Novo. 
The French Fleet, confiding of 12 Sail of the Line with Frigates and Tranlports, making in all 
28 Sail, appeared near Prclie at the Beginning of laft Month, After taking and deftroying a 
great Number of our Grain Ships and Vcflels, coming from Bengal and the Northern Settlements, 
they, on the 15th ultimo failed p.ift thefc Roads, and, as loon as they had got to Leeward, our 
Fleet under Sir Edward Hughes, tho’ inferior by Three Ships of the Line, weighed Anchor and 
flood after them in Line of Battle. An Engagement accoidingly took Place the lyth, which 
the Enemy, by having the Advantage of the Wind, were enabled to bring Eight of their belt 
Ships upon Five of our’s ; and that unequal Combat was maintained by Sir Edward Hughe* 
with the mod determined Spirit, from 5 o’Clock until 25 Minutes paft 6, when the French hauled 
their Wind and ceafed Firing.— Sir Edward Hughes finding Two of his Ships, the Superbe and 
Exeter, very much difablcd was obliged to proceed to Trincomalee to refit them. He left|hat 
Place the 4th and arrived here the loih inftant.— One of the French Tranfports, the L’Aurifton, 
laden with Troops and military Stores, was taken before the Engagement. The, Remainder, with 
their Fleer, proceeded to Porto Novo, where wc learn from feme of our Scamep, who feized one 
of their Boats and cfcapcd to this Place, they have landed their Troops amounting to 3^°° 
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Men. Tippoo Saib, with a confidcrablc Part of Ilyder’.s Army, lately attacked and entirely de- 
feated our Army in the Tanjorc Country under the Command ot Colonel llraithwaiic, who with 
10 Oiicers fell into his Hands. He is ftill encamped near (l.c Field of Battle, and as we have no 
Force in that Country capable of making Head againft him, we think it probable he may attempt 
the Siege cither of Tanjore or Tritchinopoly in Conjundion with the French. Our Aimy uiuler 
Sir Eyre Coote you have already feen is unable to move for Want of the Means of carrying 
Provifions j befide, as we are in daily Experflation of a Reinforcement from England by the June 
Fleet, it would in all Events be prudent to wait its Anival belore we attack llyderand the 
French united. 

We have given you, Sir, in the foregoing Lines an unexaggerated Account of the State of the Com- 
pany’s Affairs on this Coaft. 'i'hc Abftratl is this. — The Enemy, before in I'ofFflion of the gieatcft 
Part of the Carnatic, is now joined by 3,000 French Troops i our Army not luiruicMily (trong to 
oppofe their combined Force cannot move to the Relief of wy Place they may attack our own 
Rclources arc exhaufted ; the cxperfled Supplies from Bengal far inadequate to our Wants *, and (as 
our Fleet is at prefent inferior to that of the Enemy) the Arrival even of thofe Supidics extremely 
precarious ; to which may be added, that fliould the Enemy preferve a Superiority at Sea, we (hall 
have Reafon to apprehend a Famine in this Settlement. 

Such is our critical Situation ; and theConclufion we draw from it, and wi(h to impicfs upon your 
Mind, is that Peace with the Marattas is abfolutely neceflary *, that no other Event can afford us a 
probable Flope of recovering our Pofleflions in the Carnatic, or keeping the few th.it (till rem.iin to 
us, and, in a Word, that without it we may (hortly be reduced to the laft Stage of Danger and Dif- 
trefs. 

We have judged it our indifpcnfible Duty to make this Declaration to the Governor General 
and Council of Bangal, and we make the fame to you, perfuaded that our Rcprcfcntation of the 
Company’s Affairs here will lead you to exert all your Powers to the utmoll Latitude of your 
Inllructions in order to conclude a Peace with the Marattas. We confider fuch a Meafure to be 
moll probably dccifive of the future Interefts of Great Britain in the Carnatic.

of your Attention in having fo fully and explicitly communicated your Sentiments refpeding the 
Overture made by Ehitlham Jung. Your rcafoning on the Subjeft entirely coincides with our Ideas, 
and wcfliall accordingly becareful to avoid going any Length with Ehitfham Jung, or making him 
any Profcflioiis, that if known to the Soubah would poffibly give him Umbrage, or prejudice 
your Negociation. As Ehitlham Jung may in confequence of our Prefideni’s Anhser to his Letter 
make an Application to you, his Lordlhip will take Occafion to write to him again, and to the 
Purport you have recommended.

My Lord, and Gentlemen, 

\Vc are very forty that at a Seafon of foch accumulated Difficulty and Danger, you Ihould 
have feen any Thing in the Nabob’s Condutfl of a Tendency to have imprelTcd you with fuch feri- 
ous Apprchenfions, or extorted from you fuch fcverc Keflciftions upon it. 

You are already in Polfeirion of our Sentiments upon the late Arrangement, concluded with him 
for the Allignment of his Revenues and entire Management of them to the Company. In the Name 
of your Prefident we have applauded the Zeal .and Ability, which diftated and brought to cffedl 
lo important a Meafure; and we have given the Nabob the Credit of unexampled Fidelity and 
Attachment in fo great a Sacrifice. We had entertained the Hopes that fuch an A 61 , which with 
the Revenue and 7 ts Adminillration, implicated every Right of Sovereignty, and the temporary 
Delegation of his whole P.itrimony to the Company, for the Prelcrvation of their rtiutual Alliance 
and common Interclls, had precluded every PolTibility of future Difference or Competition. It 
was not like a Line of Accommodation drawn between contiguous Authorities, which, even under 
the wifell and moll minutely cautious Provilions, mull be liable to fome Encroachments. It was 
the abfolutc Surrender of every Portion of participated Power and of independant Property on one 
Parr, to the entire and unreferved Poffclfion of the other. When you had contended for fo great 
an Acquifition with fo fortunate an Ilfoc, you mull allow us to exprefs our Regret, that you 
fliould have fuffered any Confideration even of Delicacy towards the Nabob, or Attention for thole 
Feelings which it might be n.uural for him to retain for the Interclls of the Carnatic which were 
lliil eventually his, to rellrain you from availing y'oiirfclf of it with an Effcdt as complete as the 
derperate Ncccirny which alone could warrant your having cxadlcd fuch a Conceflion inevitably 
dcm.inded. If the Revenues of the Carnatic could have been adminillcrcd by one Hand, while 
the Condiift of the War, which was neccffary to its Salvation, and which could not be lupported 
without the entire Appropriation of its Revenue to it was dircdled by another, there was no Ncccl- 
fity to combine them under one exclufive Authority. If this Combination was neccffary, it would 
unavoidably defeat us Purpole, if after it had been cffe6lcd in Form, its Subftance was dellroyed 
by a Participation of Authority permitted to cxill under any Mode of Connivance. We beg that 
your Lordlhip, &c. will not undcilland thefe Obfervations as intended to convey any Kind of Cen- 
fuie. Happy would it be for the national intcrefts and Reputation if the lame dilintcrcllfd and 
forbearing Spirit Ihould invariably diclate thc Condufl of their Affairs. In this free Difcullion ot 
a Point, upon which your explicit Reference of it feems to call upon us for our decided Opinion, 
and you cxprcis your Affurance of receiving our ample Support, we mean not to cbnvey Ccnlore 
but to imprcls Confidence. To Perfons whole Integrity we did not hold in the highcll Eltimatioii» 
we fliould not offer the Advice which we now give to you, which is that you do hold, and cxcrciw 
the entire and undivided Adminillration of the Revenues of the Carnatic, and of every Power, 
connected with it. In a Word, the whole Sovereignty if it lhall be neccffary to the cffc^l'^** 
Exercife ol fuch a Charge, not admitting die Interpoliiign of any Authority whatever, which 
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pollibly impede ik, until the Neccffity which has required the Sufpenfion of tli^ conPdtutioiul Con- 
iroul null ccafe, and it fliall revert of courfe to its original and regular Channel. 

In th^ Conclufion of your Letter upon this Subjcfk, you give us Hopes that you would adopt 
as your'ovvn the Condgd which we now recommend, by the Refolution exprefi’ed, of placing 
Perlons in the Management of the adlgncd Countries who were likely to be more under your Au- 
thority and ControuC and to take fuch other Meafurcs, confidently with the Spirit and Meaning oi 
the Nabob’s Agreement, as may give full Effcd to every Stipulation in Favour of the Company. 
It you continue the Nabob’s Agents, or fufFcr them to remain under whatever Dci'.on,in,.rif)n in 
the adual Charge or virtual Controul of the Revenue, they are, under ihe Sylkem winch you have 
lately eftablilhed, your Servants and you alone will be deemed rerponfible for all their Acls wliicli 
livill be tlie EtFed of the Influence of the former Sylkem itill fubfilling by your Fermillion oi' ir. 
While you purfue this Flan, your Inteicourfe wiih the Nabob may and ought to be n llrified 
to limple Acks and Expreffions of mutual Kindnefs. You may with i'ropriety decline to cntir 
into controverfial Explanations or Matters with which he has no prefent Concern, referring him 
to that Period at which he may require from you a Rcllitution of your Trufk, and a faithiul Re- 
port of tlic Manner in which you have difeharged it. All intermediate Afts are independaiitiy 
your own, and can only be made fubfervient to his Interclls, being independently yours. 

Although we have entered upon this Subject in confcquence of your Reference of it to us, yet we 
have an additional Incitement to urge it from theConfideiation of its immediate Relation to yourSiib- 
fiftcnce. However liberally we may be difpolcd to fupply you from the Refources of tiiefc Provinces, 
and whatever prelcnt Means we may poflefs for that Purpofe, we are nevertheh Is interdifted by 
Caulcs independent of us from fupplying them beyond the Periods which Nature has prclciibcd to 
our Communication. Out of Twelve Lacks of Rupees which we had configned to you in Treafure, 
we arc informed only of the Arrival of I’wo Lacks imported by the Rel’olution, and are unin- 
formed of the Fate of the Dartmouth and Yarmouth which carried Four more, and liis Majelly’s 
Ship the ACkive, on which we had laden the remaining Six Lacks, has been obliged, by Strels of 
Weather and her leaky Condition, to return and rcland it. 'I'his Sum, and as much more as we 
can add to it, wc defkine for. your Ufe, and hope to be able to fend it to you by tlte molk expeditious 
Conveyance } but the molk expeditious will take up the Time of Two Months at lead, befides 
the cafual Impediments of the Seafon, and be cxpolcd to the molk imminent Fiazaid of Interruption 
by the numerous Vclfels of our Enemy cruizing in its Way. After that Time, and until the Re- 
spproach of the Northern Monfoon, we lhall hope to be able to afford you furtlicr Allilkance by 
the Means of Bills, having already taken the proper Means for that ElfcCk. In the mean Time, 
it is with Pain we fee you reduced to depend upon your own Refources, and thofe, by your Re- 
prefentation of them, infufficient in the paft Application of them, to yield you even a partial 
Subfiftence. This Review of your Situation feems to reduce your future Exilkence to a Depend- 
ance on the Revenues of the Carnatic, and on the improved Mode which you have refolved to 
employ for obtaining the full Produce of it. Wc hope the Mode will anlwcr your Expe-fkations, 
and wc fliall be impatient to hear the Succefs of it.

They are, though fickly, a fine Body of Men, Four hundred and thirty 
cfftdlive Rank and File, and upwards of Three hundred in the Hofpital. As their Diforders are 
moftly fcorbutic, I hope their Health will foon be rc-cftablilhcd.

Hyder Ally’s Army, by the lateft Informati * was fituated about Twelve Miles to the South 
Eaft of Wandlcwaffi. It was believed in his Camp, that he meant to proceed to the Southward, 
and form a Jundion of his whole Force with the French. 

The Want of Money to pay off fuch Arrears of Pay due to the Army, as were indifpcnfibly 
neceffary for both Officers and Men to receive previous to my marching, has hindered me from 
making any Movement fince my Letter to you of the aid oltinrio. 1 hope my Difpatches of that 
Date were received. The Adivc Frigate not being yet arrived is Icvcrcly felt. , 

The monied Men of this Settlement have no Faith in Government Security. Remittance on 
England opened at 8 s. 6d. the Pagoda, payable in Three Years, the Two laft Years bearing 5 
per°Cent. Intereft per Annum, has only brought a few Thoufand Pagodas into the Treafury ; and 
the late Arrangements in the Revenue Department have not yet produced any Receipt of Collcaion. 
Permit me the Honour of affuring you that.

We beg Leave to offer in Reply to your Letter of the 9th February* that the deep Diftrefs Of ^ 
this Government, cannot but prove a full Juftification of our Conduct in withholding the Surat 
Revenues from the General, and a fufficient Evidence of the inevitable NeccITity of the Mealure. 

The late Acceffion of Territory, and our Situation with the Marattas, made it neceffary to augment 
our Army with Seven new Battalions, which cannot be fubfilfed without the Revenues •, and if 
we had continued the exclufive Appropriation defircd by the General, we (hould have been obliged 
to difeharge the Troops, for the Payment of which, and our other encreafed Expences, we had 
no other Fund but our Revenues fince the Difcontinuance of Remittances from Bengal, as par- 
ticularly dated to you in our Letter of the 17th Auguft 1780, which fpcaks fully to the Point 
in Queftion. Wc have further to obferve, that we have alfordcd large Afllftance to the Bengal 
Army, in Cafh and Aflignments on our Bond Debt, and that our Refolution did not extend to art 
abfolute Denial of all Supplies to the General, but only to the Repeal of a Refolution which 
veiled him with the abfolute and exclufive Difpofal of the largcft Part of our Revenues. Wc, 
alfo, left the Refource of raifing Money by Bills upon you entirely to him, by dil'continiiing all 
Drafts on Account of this Government, and have very lately, upon his mod preding Requed* 
fupplied him with a Lack of Rupees, with which he was in Hopes to fatisfy the Troops till Sup- 
plies arrived from you ; but if the Confcquences you apprehend Ihould happen, it will be a lefTcr 
Evil than the fame Confequcnccs to the Bombay Army, and we have not the Means to fupply 
both. 

We lhall obferve your Direflions for not drawing upon you. We have not from the Month 
of November, to this Time, paded any Bills upon your Government, except One Set of a Lack 
of Rupees in Favour of Mr. James SibbakI, which wc granted, as that Gentleman was entitled to 
particular Confideration, and had advanced Money at a l ime of great Exigency., However, not 
to counterafl your Endeavours for fettling an advantageous Exchange, we have agreed with Mr. 

Sibbald that the Rate is to be fettled by you, and wc hope you will put him, in that Refpeft, on 
the fame Footing as other Merchants with whom you may ncgociatc Bills, for this Prefidcncy.

Gentlemen, 

Colonel Humberftone .after taking the Company’s Troops at Callicut under his Command gave 
up his Scheme for attacking Cochin, and after making a fhort Incurfion into the Country, and 
fkirmidiing with a Party of the Enemy’s* was obliged by the Weather to recurn to Callicut, where 
he muft remain during the Monfoon without a Poffibility of receiving any Supplies, of which we 
arc forry to find the Troops arc in great Want, as well as very fickly. 

The San Carlos and Tranfports proceeded to join the Admiral, and the Ships we had fent to 
bring uptheCompany’s Troops returned empty to Bombay. To encrcafe the Misfortune, and in Ad- 
dition to the Lolfcs mentioned in our laft Letter, we are now concerned to acquaint you that our 
principal Cruizer the Revenge, with a Lack of Rupees, and other Supplies for Tellicherry, we have 
every Reafon to fear penihed in the late Gale, and that the Latenefs of the Seafun, and the State 
of our Finances make it utterly impoffible to fend further Supplies from Bombay, by which unfor- 
tunate Accident both the Garrifon at Tellicherry and the Troops at Calicut me expofed to the ut- 
moft Didrels. 

The Occafion of this Difpatch being too fudden to admit of our fending the nece/Tary Eflimates 
and Information properly digefted, rcipeding the intended Expedition againft Hyder Ally’s Pof- 
felTion,* we fhall fpeedily difpatch another Vcfiel to Madras wiih all neceffary Papers, both for you, 
Gentlemen, and the Sclcft Committee there, and Duplicates of the Difpatchcs from the Com- 
mittee of Secrefy. 

We have Intelligence that the Fleet for India under Sir Richard Bickerton, failed from Portf- 
mouth the 6th February, and had a good Outlet. 

We can only now repeat that it will be impoffible for us to fet on Foot the intended Expedition 
without a large and early Supply of Money, as well to pay off Arrears, as for the Equipment 
of the Armament j and Colonel Humbcrflon’s Detachment can only in a fmall Degree-fupply our 
Want of Europeans, as from their prelent Sicknefs and the common Effect of the Climate their 
Numbers muft be confidcrably reduced before the Scafon for Adion arrives.

Sir, 

Mr. Saunderi, rfier Military Paymafter of this Government^ communicated to our Prefident Two 
Days ago a Letter from Mr. Welch the Paymafter in Camp, demanding a frelh Supply of Calh 
in Addition to the 1,18,000 Pagodas ilTued when you were here a few Usys before. A State of the 
Cafli in our Treafury was immediately ordered to be made out, which appeared on Monday laftj 
as by the enclofcd Account, to be no more than 28,400 Pagodas. Our Prefident, who fo often 
had exerted his private Credit to fupply the Army's Wants, was not able to fuccecd on this pre- 
fent Occafton j and Mr. Tierney the Paymafter of the Bengal Detachment, who was applied to, 
gave little Hope that Money could be raifed in any way. It was not perhaps very fafe or prudent 
to- take much from a I'reafury fo reduced, and expofed continuall) to other Calls for public 
Exigencies. We, ncvcrthelefs, gave Orders for ifluing 20,000 Pagodas, agreeably to your 
Defire, leaving ilic Balance of 8,400 Pagodas in our Hands j who, without mentioning the De- 
mands for the Civil Flftablilhment, or for Fort St. George and Out-garrifons, are hereby called 
upon for the Expcnces which accrue from fupplying the I'roops under your Command with Pro- 
viQons and Means of Carriage, of which you will form at once a Judgment by an Infpedlion of 
the enclofcd Statement of Bullocks, Rice, and Calh furnifhedio the Army fince the ift January 
laft. We fhall continue our beft Endeavours in providing Funds, and we fhal) continue to apply 
thofc Funds towards the Support of the Troops j but we wifh you to be aware of our Difficulties, 
and of the Nature and Precarioufncfs of our Refources. It is a confiderable Time, about Two 
Months, fince we have had any Remittances from Bengal, on which however we chiefly depend. 
We cannot be certain of the Faculties of the Governor General and Council, though we rely on 
their Inclination to turnifh us with Sums adequate to the Neceffities or Calls for them *, and in 
the prelent Juncture of a hoftilc Fleet in thefe Seas, fuch Remittances may be intercepted. We 
have had Afliftance from the Circais, but little more is to be cxpedled from them for fome Time; 
and after furmounting many Obftaclcs that were laid in the Way of applying fome of the Revenue 
of the unconquered Provinces of the Carnatic to the Support of the War, new Efforts arc now 
making by his Highnefs the Nabob to interrupt and embarrafs the Public Service, as you will 
obferve in the inftance of Mellorc, by the enclofcd Extra^s ot Letters from the Amildar and Si- 
riftadar of that Diftri^t. A Condud fo detrimental to his Highnefs's own real Intereft, muft be 
founded on the lame ill-judged Motives and pernicious vVdvice which occafioned thofe Obftruc* 
tions to the Subfiftence and Progrefs of the Troops under your Command, which you fo often met 
with, and reprefented in your Letters to this Committee. We are attentive to the Difficulties 
which furround us, in order the more eafily to lurmount them ; but we think it right to (lace 
them exa^fy to you.

It leads me to propole to you, in the prefent circum- 
feribed State of your pecuniary Refourccs, to make a Trial, whether, by Means of the feparate and 
unlimited Credit I myfclf have upon the Government of Bengal, I cannot procure a (i^antity 
of Grain to be fet apart for the immediate Ufc of the Army. I am willing in every Step, 
which it m.sy occur to me as proper or neccITary to be taken for the Support of the public Ser- 
vice, to have your Concurrence. I have Reafon to imagine, that my Endeavours ia this Way 
might not be altogether without Succefs. It is fatisfadory for me to be informed^of the Pains 

• SleinOiig. you * taken to keep up the Stock of fparc Bullocks. You may eafily conceive then, that 

indifpenfably neccITary as thefe Animals are for the very Exidcnce of the Army and the 
Succefs of its Operations, it was not without the mod fenfible Regret that I read in your Letter 
of the 24th the Report which had been made you of the great Deficiency in the Number men- 
tioned in a Letter to the Agent, Mr. Rofs, to have been fent from Camp. Having in confe- 
quence called upon the Grain Keeper, Mr. Erfkinc, I received a Letter and Report, whereof I 
inclofc you Copies. Mr. Erfkinc’s Letter mud fpeak for itfclf : The Report (hews the aftual Defi- 
ciency in the Number of Bullocks fent from and returned to Camp, to be 732 ; and although 
the above Report docs not fpecity any Number of additional Bullocks received from Mr. Rols, 
the Agent, out of the (pare Ones under his Charge, dill it is polTible, from what you fay in your 
Letter on that Subjcil, that he may have lent fome. If fo be the Cafe, then will the Deficiency 
in the original Number lent from Camp be proportionably incrcated. I have examined Captain 
Pearfon, who commanded the Elcort from hence, and who is as adive and dijligent an Officer as 
any in the Service, whether, in the Courfe of his March, any Report had been made to him of 
Bullocks, or any Part of his Convoy, falling behind, he alfured me not ; and that his Rear and 
Flanking Guards were ail properly didributed for the Safety and Proteftion thereof, that thry 
neither faw nor heard of any Enemy in their Progrefs to the Mount, confequently it was impojii- 
blc that vy of the Convoy could have been captured. From ^11 thefe Circumdances it is mo 
rcafonably to be apprehended that the LoflTcs have been fudained betwixt the Mount and Ma(lr.n 
?nd that the Maidries and Bullock Drivers have taken Advantage of that Opportunity to fccrctc 
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and difpofc of the Bullocks j I would therefore recommend a ftrifl Search to be thade in the 
Town and Neighbourhood of Madras, that the Perpetrators of fuch a Villainy, and one that 
ilrikcs at the very Root of our Exiftcnce, tnay be brought to the moft exemplary Punifhment. 
The htavy Arrears due to the Bullock Drivers muft be a ftrong Incentive not only to their ftealing 
the Bullocks, but the Rice loaded on themi The Lofs fudained in this elTcncial Article you will 
obferve, by Mr. Erflcinc’s feparate Reportj is Carriage Bags 148. From Colonel Stuart’s Report 
of his having received no Injury from the Enemy, * is a Proof that this Quantity muft have been 
ftoicn. Thefe Accidents, mv Lord, and Gentlemen, at the fame Time they exhibit a ftriking 
Proof of the Infufficiency of the Mode now obferved in conducting the Grand Department of the 
Army, they unavoidably fubjeCt the Company to a prefent heavy Lofs, create a new and indefi- 
nite Expcncc, and difappoint or oSftruCt my Operatiorts. The Superiority of carrying on this 
Service under the Refponfibility of a Contract, needs no further Elucidation than Amply to 
remark on the Compenfations it ftipulates for all Failures, whereby an additional Security is de- 
rived to the Accomplifhmcnt thereof, whilft it would, in its Conlcqucnces, tend equally to 
facilitate and add Certainty to my Operations. I muft, rherefo.’-e, in Jufticc to both the 
Service and myfelf, give it as my Opinion, that the mode of Contract ought to be adopted; 
and that if a Man or Men of Subftance, Credit, Ability, and Execution, can be found 
10 undertake it on Terms which may appear reafonable, making due Confidcration and Al- 
lowance for our prefent Situation and Circumftances, Engagements (hould be immediately en- 
tered into with him or them accordingly. If I may depend upon my Information, you will 
I believe find on examining the Accounts of Purchafes and Charges of Bullocks fent from the 
Southern DiftriCts, (belonging to his Highnefs the Nabob) and from our own Circars, that their 
Coft far exceeds any Rate which has, to my Knowledge, been propofeJ under the Idea of a Con- 
tract. Any Attentions, my Lord, and Gentlemen, you' may be plealid to bellow on thefe Sub- 
jects, fo as to reduce the ObjeCts of them to Practice, wifi meet their Reward in the Credit which 
will arife to your Government, from having fo elre^ually aflifted the Operations of an Army on 
which fo much depends. 1 obferve what you fay of the favourable ProfpeCt we now have of an 
Accommodation with the Mahrattas. My own Advices from Bengal give me the moft fanguinc 
Hopes of its fpeedy Accompliftimcnt, and I truft moft earneftly, that nothing will intervene to 
impede it. By Intelligence laft Night from Hyder's Camp, which is Hill on the fame Ground as 
mentioned in my former Letters, I am informed that Three Days ago a Vackeel, by Name 
Kiftnah Row, had arrived from Poonah with Letters from the Miniftcr, Nanna Phurnarcus, to 
Hyder, importing the Ncceffity he was under, as well from the Urgency of Scindca as from a 
Want of Money, to countenance Terms of Negociation for Peace with the Englilh : That he had 
fent Kiftnah Row purpofely to give him that Information, and to further rcprcfcnt to him the 
large Sums which, agreeable to his original Engagements with the Court of Poonah, were ftill 
unpaid ; and that, if thefe were fpeedily made good, he would ufe his Influence to accommodate 
Matters for him in common with their own. What Anlwer Hyder has given I have not heard : 
However I think the Meflage, upon the Whole, conveys a Senfe rather favourable to our Interefts 
and Wilhes for Peace with the Mahratta State. A Report alfo prevails in Hyder’s Camp of our 
Troops on the Malabar Coaft having had further Succefs, and particularly againft a Detachment 
Hyder had fent from hence, which fuftcred exceedingly in an Engagement near to a Place for- 
merly a Dutch Fatlory, laying on the Sea Coaft, betwixt Tillichcrry and Callicut. Grain is ftill 
laid to be fcarce in his Camp, and at the dear Rate of Four Seers per Rupee, and that he has 
been obliged to draw a confiderabie Quantity from his grand Magazine at Arnee. It does not ap^ 
pear any Thing has yet been finally fettled between him and the French. In Anfwcr to your Letter 
with the Enciofures by Captain Bate, I enclofe Copy of what I wrote to General Duchdimin con- 
cerning him. I had, in confequcnce, given him my Permiflion to return to Madras, and he had 
embraced the Opportunity which then offered of accompanying the fmall Eicon under Serjeant 
Condon, and the returning Coolies, who, inftead of following my Orders of going away at Night, 
did not take their Departure until Ycftcrday Morning after Day-light; the Confcquencc of 
which has been, that, before they had proceeded Four Miles, they were attacked by about a Hun- 
dred of the Enemy’s Horfe, who wounded fcvcral of the Coolies, and difperled the reft. Captain 
Bate and the Serjeant, with the few Sepoys, are faid to have flood their Ground whilft their Am- 
munition lafted, but fo foon as it was expended the Horfe clofcd in upon them, and took them 
Prifoners, having previoufly wounded Captain Bate with a Spear. Immediately that this unfottu- 
nate Intelligence reached me, I ordered out a Party of Cavalry to endeavour to recover the Efcort, 
and being ignorant at that Time of the real Strength of the Enemy, I fent all’o a Battalion of 
Seapoys, without their Guns, to fupporc them. The Bulk of the Coolies having returned to 
Camp, I ordered a Mufter of them to be taken, whereby it was found that not above Thirty were 
milTing. I again difpatched them laft Night under an Efcort, and hope they will get fafe to 
^ c Imprudence in the Serjeant, in dircfl Deviation from my 

Tmn Orders, may prove the unhappy Caufe of depriving the Service in future of the 

Afliftancc of the Coolies to oring more Rice here, which is abfolutcly ncceffary ; and I beg you 
48 I D Means of fending it without Delay. I have the Plcafure to inform you that the 
/oth Regiment, together with the reft of the Detachment, under Command of Colonel Stewart, 
joined me on the 29th ultimo. Having received Intelligence on the a6th at Noon, that Hyder 
4 £* 7^3 had 
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had Intentions of fending a Detachment, under his Son Kurrin Saheb, to attack the Convoy, | 
detached a Bengal Regiment of Seapoys and a Carnatic Battalion, together with a Regiment ot 
Cavalry, and the Guns rcfpeftivcly attached to them, under Command of Major Blaine, who 
joined Colonel Stuart on the 271 h at Noon, at General Smith’s Choultry. About this Tiliie I n-. 
ceived further Intelligence of the Enemy having marched in greater Force to endeavour to cut off 
the Detachment and Convoy. I judged it therefore expedient that Evening to move the whole 
Army to cover Colonel Stuart’s Approach, leaving behind me all our Tents, heavy Baggage, .mj 
Followers, which were ordered into Chinglcput. 1 fent inftant Information of the Intelligence I 
had received to Colonel Stuart, with Orders for him to proceed, and that I Ihould advance to 
within about Eight Miles of his then Encampment, and tltere halt for his Arrival, which I accord- 
ingly did. Not finrliiig the Accounts of the Enemy’s Moiidns cither confirmed or repeated with 
any Degree of Credit, and Colonel Stuart having acquainted me that, in confequence of the Or- 
ders I had fent, he liad marched, and hoped to reach the Ground I was on early in the Morninir 
of the 28th ; I ordered the Army to march back to its prelenc Situation, went myfclf with 
a fmall Guard, and met Colonel Stuart, who for that Night halted on the Ground the Army 
had left. A pretty confidcrable Body of the Enemy’s Horfe fliewcd thcmfclvcs in the Rear oV 
Colonel Stu.art’s Det.ichmt nt on the 28th in the Morning ; but they immediately retired, upon 
a Couple of Shot being fired from the Rear Guard. On the 29th, Colonel Stuart joined me 
with the Detachment in Safety. The Money you mention to have fent by him, viz. One l.ack 
of Rupees has been delivered over to Mr. Welch, The yb’ih Regiment has fuflfered leverely by 
the Weather having, from its leaving St. Thome until joiniiig the Army, loft One Captain and 
Seventeen Rank and File by Death, and Three by Defertion or milling, Fifty-feven now fick, 
and only 356 fit for Duty. This falls greatly fliort of the Strength I promifed myfclf to have 
atided to my European Force by the Junflion of that Regiment •, and I much fear, as the 
Weather continues intenfely hot, that, Ihould I march from hence, I fliall not carry with me 
above 300 Men of the yStli, noewithftanding your powerful Exertions to accommodate it with 
Doolies. You will obferve by the N. B. at the Bottom of the Commiflary’s Report, that out of 
70 Doolies with prefl'ed Coolies lent from Madras, only Ten Doolies have been received in 
Camp, and 38 Coolies, who have refufed to accompany the Army, being totally unfit for Ser- 
vice. I wilh molt anxioully for Intelligence of the Admiral and the Fleet being again upon the 
Coaft, as I Ihould hope tlicrcby to have it in my Bower to move to the Southward, as a Supply 
of Brovifions might then be fent me by Sea *, without which I could not in the prefent Pofition 
of Hyder and the French, undertake fuch an Operation to its full Extent, at leaft with that 
Degree of Security fo ncccfiary to the Prefervation of our real Interefts. I enclofe Duplicate of a 
Letter, which I have received from Captain Cubbage, commanding at Vellore; wherein you 
will obferve he earncftly requefts a further Supply of Money to be lent, him, without which he 
feems to apprehend a total Defertion of his Sepoys, who are already leaving him in great Num- 
bers. The Necefllty and Importance of fending him fpeedy Relief is fo well known to you, that 
I am perfuaded you will not lofe a Moment in taking Meafures for that Burpofe. Having yet 
received no Anfwcrs to my Letters to the Officer in Command to the Southward, containing my 
Orders for recruiting and re-eftablllhing the Troops in that Quarter ; it is polfibic tliat, as your 
Orders for paying implicit Obedience thereto, may not alfo have reached him, he may pollpone 
the Execution of ihem. I could therefore wilb, in Order to obviate every BolTibility of Doubts 
^ . . or Delays on that Score in future, that the Authority you have thought proper again to • reft me 

• Sic m Ong. porces in the Carnatic, be republillied in General Orders and communicated in 

circular Letters to all the Officers in feparate Commands, in fuch Manner as you may deem 
will prove nioft efficacious. ,

er’s Department to be in general in bad Condition and at lead One thoufand, befides 
thofe already difinilTed, mull foon be exchanged. 'Bhcfe Circumftances ferve more and 
more to evince the Necelfity of adopting fuch a Plan for the Conduft of the Bullock 
Department as, from the Refponfibility it may 'impofe, fhall promifc Succefs in the 
Dilchargc of its Duties. I need hardly repeat how intirely every Operation of this Army 
depends thereon, and how much therefore the Cafe calls for your Icrious Confideration. 
The Quarter Mailer General has jull acquainted me that, by Caufe of the Deficiencies 
which have by thefe various Occurrences arofein our Carriage, we lhall not be able w 
carry for the Black Tioops by Five Days fo many Days Rice, as when we marchcj 
from the Mount. It has almoft efcaped me to inform you, that out of my very 
Stock of Cafli, I have fent Two thoufand Pagodas to the GarnTon of Carring^^F 
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The Paytnafter is paying One Month’s Pay to the Europeans, and Half a Month to 
the Black Troops ; — nothing to the Officers. After thefe Payments are completed there 
will remain 0 very fmall Balance in our 'I’unibrils, not lufficient to anfwcr even common

You will obferve by the Intelligence herewith enclofed, that there is a Pofllbility that the Enemy 
may foon be fuperior at Sea ; and it may prove of the greateft Importance that whatfoever Sup- 
plies you arc able to fend us (hould leave Calcutta as early as may be praflicable. 

Hyder Ally feems determined to continue the War, and we mull Hill look for Relief to the 
Execution of your Plan for attacking him on the Malabar Coaft.

We arc favoured with your Letter of the 31ft July, and with the various Papers which accom* 
pany that Difpatch. 

In our Letter of the a4th June laft, we declared our Apprehenfion that the Expedition which 
you then propofed, would never take Place, if you perfifted in thinking that the Preparations and 
Force which you Hated were neceflary to carry it into Effeil. 

In your Letter juH received, you inform us that an immediate Supply of 30 Lacks of Rupees 
mud be fent you to enable you to undertake the Expedition. 

While the Difficulties thus oppofed to any Co-operation from your Prefidency for the Relief of 
the Carnatic, appear almoft infurmountable from their reprefented Magnitude, you leave it only 
to us to lament, with encreafing Regret, the Opportunities which you have not availed yourfelves of 
for this Service { Opportunities, which, had they been feized with cither Zeal or Ability, might 
have been long fince improved to the happieft Effedl upon the general Situation of our Affairs, 
by the Expulfion of Hyder from the Carnatic. But we (hall not upon this Occafion permit ourl'elves 
to come forward with any unavailing Rcmonftrances. The alarming Profpeft of public Calamity 
which at prefent threatens the very ^Ixillcncc of the Britifli Poffeflions upon the Coaft of Coroman- 
del, impreffes us with Refleftions too ferious to admit the Warmth or Detail of Difapprobation. 
What you have neglcfted to do for the public Service you mull anfwcr to your Country. What 
is (till within your Power, we wi(h to excite from your public Zeal.

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If this is the adlual Situation of your Finances, after the immenfe Sums expended by this Go- 
vernment to acquire for you territorial Revenue, and after you may be faid to have ficflld for 
upwards of Two Years, in a State of Tranquility, your newly acquired Dominions, where won d 
the Column of your Debts extend if the Maratta War was to continue? It is fingular enough, 
yet it evidently appears from your own Records that the Expcnce of acquiring and maintaining 
territorial Pofleffiohs upon your Side of India furniflJes the mod folid Argument for relinquiihing 
ihofc Poireflions. 

From the annual cncreafing Expences of your Prefidency, the Company wilhed early to pof- 
fefs fome territorial Revenue to balance your Difburfements j with this View you enrercrl into the 
Maratta War. When your Succefles and your Misfortunes in that War came to one ami the 
fame Period in the fatal Surrender at Wargaun, the Interference of this Government recovered the 
Reputation of your Arms, and at Length placed you in the PoflclTion of your prefent territorial 
Revenue of between Forty and Fifty Lacks. 

Had your own Willies and the Views of this Government fucccedcd in cdablifhing that In- 
fluence in the Marratta State, which could alone have fecured you in the peaceable and (lerniancnt 
Pon'eflTiOn of a great territorial Revenue, we imagine that no Efforts of our native or foreign Flnc- 
mics could ever afterwards overturn the Foundation cf the Britifh Power in lodoftan ; a Power 
which would then from your and this Side of India have united its Chain, and which mufl have 
checked every Invafion of the Southern Prefidency. Such an Eftablifhment of Power might ever 
continue to fecure itfclf^ and prove fuperior to every Enemy, but the Milconduift of its own 
Adminidration. 

In the Purfuit of this great Objeft, there certainly have been Mifmanagements which the particular 
Authors have to account for; but that ciiminal Mircoiidiud which left the Carnaric open to the 
Enemy, by which it remained to us a Pffoefiion without Rcfoiircc, and to him a Barrier againd 
our Vengeance, gave the fevered Blow to the Meafuics which had been almod completed, to 
procure you a territorial Revenue. 

From the Moment that the Carnatic was invaded and in a M.inner pofrcfTcd by Hyder, all the 
Well-wifhers of the Company’s Profperity, either at Home or in India, united in the Optrion that 
an Attack Ihould be made upon Hyder’s Dominions from Bombay, at every R fk from our Dif- 
putes with the Marattas. 

Bu", fay you, while upon one Hand we run the Rifk of lofing our newly acquired Refoiirces, 
and fuffering a Maratta Invafion of our Edablifliments, you call upon us to carry our Arms into 
the Dominions of another powerful Enemy, as if wc had the Faculties of carrying on I'uch a War 
with Succefs. 

It is not, Gentlemen, the Option of advantageous Meafures, but of fuch as vary in Difficulty 
that is before us. It is not the future Embarrffments of your Rcfources, but the immediate and 
bed Application of thofe you actually poflefs, that fhould influence your Operations. While you 
date your own particular DidrefTes, you fhould only feel them, and aft under them, in the Relation 
that • a Part you bear to the Whole. Should our Tenure of all the Edablilhments of Fort St. • Sic ia Orig. 
George be reduced from Want of timely Co-operation on your Part to the Defence of Madras 
and the fatal llTue of a Siege, it would avail little to the Company or to Britain, that you had 
raifed Ten new Battalions of Sepoys to preferve Didrifts which the fird Inroads of an Enemy’s 
Cavalry could lay wade— Podeffions in which Invafion at once extinguilhes and demands the Value 
of their Produce, 

In March 1768, when Bombay had little Territory, and but a fmall Army, you were able to 
reduce Maqgalore, an Event which immediately drew Hyder from oppofing our Arms in the 
Heart of his Poflcllions to recover a Pod which he faw wpuld place us within Reach of his Ca- 
pital with every Support which we could derive from the Sea. When Calicut was taken he be- 
gan upon the fame Principle of Apprehenfion to treat immediately with Sir Eyre Coote ; but 
when he found out the Line you had adopted, and his Knowledge of your Councils is quick, 
his Apprehenfions vanilhed, and left him to attend to the Operations of his new Allies in his 
Favour. 

The Lofs of Trincomalay, and our little Succefe againd Hyder, have fuggeded the mod exten- 
five Plans to him and to his Allies. 

It is our Duty to place thefe important and mod critically fituated Concerns of the Company 
again before you. Wc cafinot expeft from you, that you Ihould aft with Means which you do 
not command, nor arc wc fo unreafonable as to expeft from your Arms a Co-operation that would 
annul itfclf. Wc arc, at the fame Time, perfuaded that we have not been unjud to you in our 
Confidcration of what you might have already effefted} and we mod ardently wifh to congratu- 
late yog foon upon what you may yet find it polfiblc to attempt. The very extraordinary Exertions 
ot this Government, and at a Riflt which we do not chufe to fpccify, for the Maintenance of the 
Company’s Intereds in all their Branches, are more than a JudifiCation to us for thefe earned 
‘VP''cfcntations. We imagine it requires but little Refleftion for any well informed Subjeft of the 
Britifii Government, to be convinced that the Lofs of the Carnatic would not long precede a fatal 
ouf Situation in every Prefidency in India, and that fuch a Catadrophe would produce 
an EfFcft upon the Parent State, that would at once affeft every Subjeft of liberal Sentiments, 
and convince the mod fclfilh of the Inutility, if not Folly, of their Puri'uits.

We 
have, within the preceding Sixteen Months, remitted ,for the Ufe of your Prcfidency, for the 
Support of the Bengal Detachment and in Stores, One Crorc Eighteen Lacks of Rupees, as 
enclofed Abftradt} and from the Commencement of the Maratta War, you have been fupplied 
upon fimilar Accounts by this Government, with Three Crore Nine Lacks of Rupees. 

We have only to add, that a Copy of this Difpatch is lent to, the Prelident and Seleft Committee 
of Fort St. George, who, after confulting with the Admiral and Commander in Chief upon the 
Subjtd, will probably fend you fomc detailed Plan of Co-operation.

Received the following Letter from the ailing Accountant General. 

Honble. Sir, and Gentlemen, 

1 have herewith the flonour to lay before you the annual Eftimate of the Receipts and Difburfe. 
ments of this Government, drawn out for the Current Year 1782-3, by which you will perceive 
there remains an unappropriated Balance of CR’ 63,42,521 14 ii, to anfwer for any polliblc 
Deficiency in the expefied Receipts, or Excefs of expefted Di(burfen)cnts, together witli any new 
Caufes of Expence which may not have been forefeen 

I cannot better recommend the fame to your Confidence, than by apprifing you that the Whole 
was drawn out by the Accountant General himftlf, previous to his lllncfs, faving the eftimated 
Amount of Supplies to tlie other Prefidcncks on the one Hand, and the cxpcftcd Receipts from 
tlic Otfice of Comptroller of the Salt Bufinefs on the other, as thefe laft Hand in the Eftimate 
now before you. It would therefore have been fent in fomc Time ago, but that the Balance of 
Cafh in the Hands of many of the Officers under this Government, on the 30th April, were then 
unafeertained, and even now I am under the Ncceffity of delivering it, without including the 
Balances for or againft the Company of the Paymafters to the Madras and Bombay Detachments, 
and of the Refident of Hyderabad, the Accounts of which have not yet been received. 

But as an Eftimate of this Nature would be of little Utility, if deferred till towards the Clofe 
of the Period for which it is formed, I apprehend the Omiffion of thofc Balances cannot be pro- 
ductive of any confidcrabic ill Confcqucncc, though it were to be wiffied that they could have 
been included. 

I beg Leave to remark, that the Supplies to the other Prefidencies have been eftimated by the 
Amount thereof in the Twelve Months, next preceding the Commencement of the prefent El- 
timate, except where the aftual Supplies of the prefent Year, fo far as it is advanced, have occa- 
fioncd a Deviation from that Rule. It may alfo not be improper to obferve, that the eftimated 
Amount of thofc Supplies, neither includes the Expence of the Detachments to Bombay or 
Madras, thefe being comprehended in the Amount of the General Expence of the Army, as 
computed by the Military Paymaftcr General, in which, however, they are pariicubrized. This 
Obfervation I have here thought the more ncccffary, in order to prevent Mifapprehenfion from 
the occafional Statements, which have been delivered from this Office of Supplies *to Fort Sr. 
George and Bombay, having included the Sums paid on Account of the Military Detachments to 
each of thofc Prefidencies rcfpcdlivciy. 

Having lately underftood that the Receipts from the Comptroller of Salt, were expefted to be 
confide ably greater than the Sum at which that Gentleman, with a cautious Diffidence, had elli- 
mated them Five Months ago, as will be found included in the Eftimate of expetfled Ucfources 
for the prelent Year, which accompanied my Addrefs to the Honourable Board of the 8th April 
lafti I thought it incumbent on me to apply to himfclf for Information, whether at this Time 
he had Reafon to expeft that his Payments in the Courfc of the prefent Year would admit of an 
Addition to the Sum then eftimated, and I have now the Plcafure to point out, that in confe- 
quenceof this Application, in Place of the 25 Lacks of Sicca Rupees eftimated at that Time, 
you will find he has now authorized me to infert a Sum of 35 Lacks of Sicca Rupees, or C'. R‘- 
40,60,000 0 0.

“ The Honble. the Governor General, Sir Eyre Cootc, and Mr. Maepherfon, indifpofed. 

” Read, the following Letter from the Secretary at Fort St. George. 

“ To Mr. P. Auriol, Secretary to the Honble. Governor. General and Council, &c. 

Fort William. 

“ As the Sclcft Committee may be prevented from addrefling the Governor Genera! and Coun* 
“ cil by this Poll, I am directed to acquaint you, for their Information, that this Settlement has 
“ experienced a new and fcverc Misfortune in confequence of a Gale of Wind, which came on 
“ Ycfttrday Morning, and blew with encreafing Violence until Midnight. Several large Veffcls, 
“ and among them the Earl of Hertford Indiaman, were driven a-(hore, others foundered at their 
“ Anchors, and all the fmall Craft, amounting to upwards of Ninety, were either funk or (trand- 
“ cd : The Quantity of Rice loft is at kail 30,000 Bags, which is equal to our whole remaining 
“ Stock, and the Lofs of the Tonnage is irreparable. The Squadron put to Sea early in the 
“ Day, and we were in Hopes it had cfcaped the Violence of the Storm, but this Afternoon the 
“ Adlive Frigate brought the difagrccable Intelligence that the Superb is difmafted, and is bcfidcs 
“ with Difficulty kept above Water. The Admiral had (liifted his Flag on Board the Sultan, 

and proceeds immediately to Bombay. The Active returns to him To-morrow, with fomc of 

his Officers who were left a-lhore, and the Seleft Committee intended to avail thcmfclves of 
“ that Opportunity to forward to him the Letter which the Governor General and Council have 

written to him. 

“ The Seledk Committee arc dffirous that the Governor General and Council (hould have the 
“ carlicft Notice of this Difafter, as the prefenc very alarming State of this Settlement may per- 
“ haps induce them to alter the Deftination of the Indiamcn that were intended to be dilpatched 
“ to Europe, and to fend them here immediately with Rice and other Provifions.

“ Fort St. George, (Signed) “ J. lludlcflow, Secretary.** 

1 6th October 1789. 

Ordered, That the Agent for Supplies be direded to difpatch the Country Craft, which he 
“ has engaged to carry Grain to Fort Sr. George, as foon as poffible. 

“ Rcfolved, That a Reward be offered to the Serangs on their fafe and fpeedy Arrival to Fort 
“ St. George pf Ten Pagodas each, if their Paffage docs not exceed Fourteen Days, or Five Pago- 
“ das, if it does not exceed Twenty Days, and a further Reward of Forty Rupees each upon their 
“ Return here in Time to receive a fecond Cargo this Seafon for Madras.’*) 

Agreed, that the following Letter be written to Fort St, George. 

My Lord, and Gentlemen, 

We have juft received Accounts of the violent Gale of Wind which you experienced on the 
15th ult. and of the dreadful Effefts which it had upon the Shipping in your Roads, and the 
Grain which was then afloat. We have in confequence ordered the Agent for Supplies to dil- 
patch all the Country Craft, engaged for your Service, as foon as they can poffibly be laden t 
and in order to encourage the Surangs to make the beft of their way to your Port, we have pro- 
mifed them fcverally a Reward of Five Pagodas, if they lhall arrive within at Days from the 
Date of their Difpatch, or to Pagodas if they fhall arrive within 14 Days, to be paid at Fort St. 
George, &c. further Reward of 40 R*. to be paid here, if they fliall return in Time to make a 
Second Trip this Seafon. 

Wc requeft that you will accordingly pay the Rewards which we have promifed to thofc who 
"lay perform the Voyage within the Time liniited. In order to prevent any of thcfc Vcflcls from

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flopping upon the Coaft in their Way down, we have written to the fcveral Subordinates . not to 
lliffer them to come to an Anchor at any of thofe Places. 

Tliere appearing to be a Deficiency of Three Pieces of Cloth in the Bales, which you configned 
to us by the Chefterfield, we cnlofc an Extraft of the Letter which wc have received front the 
Board of Trade on this Subjeft.

“ Nothing but the great Pixertions and Support afforded by this Government to our Opera- 
tions on the Coaft eiuring the prefent War, relieving our manifold Dillrefles, and, by the' Sup- 
plies granted, giving an Army the very Power of Adlion, eould have left us an Exiflence or Poll 
cl), " in that Quarter ; and I am moft truly fenfible of the great Line of Condufl your Supreme 
*’• “ Doaid have hitherto uniformly adopted, enabling us to parry the almoft unfurmountable Dilficul- 

“ ties 1 have had to encounter ; — feed, pay, and keep the Army together, &:c. fee. I have the 
‘‘ Confidence in both your Ability and Perfcverance, and we trull lhall, ere long, reap the 

iulMveward attendant on our faithful Services, by having it in our Power to reftorc the Blej]i’''gs 
ot 1 eace to the Countries we have the (luidancc and Protcdioii of, on Terms honourable and 
‘‘ permanent ; alTo lecure, by our fuccelsfnl KBorts, an advantageous Balance, ready to be thrown 
into the Scale of our Nation whenever the Subjedl, in liuropc, of a general Peace is agitated/') c 
As ihe principal Attacks of our natural and European and other Enemies are at prefent canied ^ 
Carnatic, wc rnuft there, in full Force, oppofe them ; keeping for a Time the Scene of 
A^ non in that Qiiarter where the Advantages have been already fuftained ; thereby alfo fecuring 
in 1 eacc our other invaluable Pofiefilons. I mean not though to fuggeft an Idea of confining our 
Uf)eracjon.s lolcly to defend the Carnatic, We mufl alfo as well digefied General fyftematic 
1 ans, enter the I nemy's Countries from the Malabar Side and other Parts; diftreffing them 
v\ i^ever they appear vulnerable. It is from the Succefs of our Anns alone we arc to lupporc 
oui Cunlcquencc in the Italf, and diftatc Peace and enjoy its attendant Blclfings. It becomes nc- 
^'llary lur me to remark, that 1 have repeatedly pointed out to the Bombay Government, the 
ece ity t lere was tor making a powerliil Diverfion in Hydcr Ally’s Countries on their Side of 
iiKiui in order to favour my Operations in the Carnatic, inftruftions went from me to Brigadier 
eneia jck dard to the fame Ehert; and the European Corps under Colonel Ilumberfton were 
n lO put umkT the Orders of the Bombay Prefidcncy, that the Force on that Side might be cm- 
eyed on One unit., rm Plan, contoriiuble to what leemed, from Situation and Circumftanccs on 
c ..pot. ^mo advLeabiG to attempt. A very formidable European Force, his Majelfy’s and the 
eompany s wiin Twenty-two Native Battalions are on the Malabar Coaft. My Orders and In- 
llruaions (Urn iorry to lay', liave not as yet been attended to, nor the Service pointed outagnina 
y <r ly s ominions undertaken. 1 heir Inadlion remains to be accounted for; — is nioic 
hf/alv . '^7 as the Cefiatiori of Arms between us and the Mahratcas 

g n lem an pportunity of undertaking the Service alluded to with almofl: certain 
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pcft of Succefs. It betomes abfolutcly neccflary therefore, that your Supreme Board (hould re* . 
Lat fuch further Orders and Inftruftions to the Bombay Government as will enforce their Obe* 
dicnce, making them refponfiblc in the fuHeft Extent of Poflibility, for cither Hefuation or Non- 
compliance. We have fufficient Force to effedt every Thing required, provided, it is direded 
withoilt Delay, to the grand proper Objedts. The convulfive Shock our Interclls in India have 
fuftained, has l^en great •, but I can venture to affirm the moft alarming Crifis is paft •, and that 
our Enemies will very (hortly in their Turn be fiirroundcd by inextricable Dangers and D;fficiiltie<. 

We have every Thing to hope from the fortunate Jundlion of the Reinforcement anived with Sir 
Richard Bickerton ; and I feel alfo the moft fcnfible Pleafurc in remarking that our Strength aiul 
Conlcquence in this Country is very materially benefited, by that Unanimity which hapjMly, at 
this moft critical Period, reigns in the controuling Supreme Council of India, Let us con- 
tinue but to adl with uniform and zealous Firmncfs, applying the Rclbtirces of Brn .al to thole 
Services which will immediately ftrike at and cnfiirc definitive Operations, and I think, without 
appearing too fanguine, we may prefage, as not tar diftant, both the Dinblution of tiic native 
Confederacy formed againll us, and the Defe.it and Hxpulfion from this Country of our Ivnopcan 
Enemies. The approaching Scafori is not favourable for fecuting a fpeedy Sea Conveyance of 
the requifite Supplies to the Coromandel Coaft ; and the Superiority of our Meet will, I hope, 
effcdtually cover their fafe Arrrival. 

§ (a) “ The immediate Wants of our Army on the Coaft, are comprized under the following 

** Heads : The moft cxtenfive Supply of Rice and Money equal to our Abilities •, Hoi ks to 
“ mount their Cavalry ; Drafts to complete the Native Bengal Corps •, Lufears for the Service of 
“ Artillery, and Gun Carriages to replace the Cafuahics to be expeded from tlieir prelent Field 
« Train, and for other Services ; not one Carriage, or Angle Piece of Timber is there in Store. 

“ 1 am clear it is unnccefiary for me to dwell on their Want of Rice and Mt ncy on the Coaft, 
as, no Doubt, your Arrangements have already taken Place, relative to thole pofitive Requi- 
“ fites of Exiftencc.” § 

I will therefore proceed in ftating the Circumftances that occur in regard to their other Want'. 
Horfes to mount their Cavalry j there is one of the higheft dreflTcd F.uropean Coips of light dif- 
inantled Cavalry arrived at Madras, and 500 veteran high-caft Native Troopers alfo there, 
inarching on Foot for Want of Horfes. I find by the general Returns, the Independent Corj’s of 
Cavalry on this Eftablifhment, amounts to efi'edive Florfes nearly 800 ; that Corps have had 
Orders fent them to proceed from Monghecr to the Prefidcncy j and I am told that Three-fourths 
of the Horfes are fit for any Service. From Information to be depended on, I calculate there are 
in Calcutta and its Environs, at a moderate Computation, 5,000 Horfes, under the Defeription of 
Saddle and Draught. A certain Proportion of thofe ablc-fized and proper aged Horfes could no 
Doubt be purchaled. I therefore recommend, that the Hoifes of the Regimcni, fit on Examina- 
tion for immediate Service, and an additional Number (if Carriage by Sea can be procured) 
Ihould be purchaled, and forwarded in December to Madras. Mr. Toucliet reports, that with 
making fome trifling Alterations in the upper Works of his Dhoncys, and fbnic Ibiall Deduclions 
from the Cargoes, a Number of Horfes may be conveyed on them to Madras with great F.afc. 
Every other Ship that is dilbatched might be obliged to take a certain Proportion. The Horfes 
embarking in December would not be above Twenty Days at moft on bond Ship-, and houpdi 
fome Cafuahies may be exptdfed, yet, on an Average, the Number loft by Accident will prob.tbly 
be inconliderable when compared to what would be inevitable if a Recruit of Horfes w.is lent by 
Land, or at any other Sealon of the Year by Sea. I alfo think there is a Chance of Iccui ing the 
Services of the Bengal Tioopers. Rather than be tlifchargcd, as moft of them arc MulTulmen, they 
would probably take the Light Infantry Service, and proceed to the Coaft by Sea. I'hey miglit 
be formed iato a Corps of Bengal Light Infantry, to be attached and ait with lli ; M.ijelly’s 
Regiment of* Cavalry, with Artillery and other Appointments fimilar to the Coaft Cav.ilry Ella- 
bliftiment : The Attempt, if made, I Ihould imagine would be attended with Succefs. Our 'mall 
Body of Cavalry on their Coaft, with the Artillery and Light Infintry have, in the Courie of 
the War, rendered moft cflential Service. A Brigade of Cavalry thus formed, would be a pro- 
bable Means of finilhing the Enemy in the Field the very firll Time they give us an Opportu- 
nity of meeting them. Had we been fortunate enough at any of our general Actions to have 
poirefled fuch a Corps, our indefatigable Eflbrts and brave Troops would have received their 
merited Reward ; the Adions would have been dccifivc. Every wilhed for Advantage taken of 
our Vidories, Hyder would long fince have been obliged to quit the Carnatic, and the French 
Forces confequently would not have been able to have got any Footing there. 

The Five Bengal Regiments of Scapoys on the Coaft, when they firft joined the Army, were 
reduced in number to nearly 500 Men each Corps j and are fince, by Cafuahics of Service lowered 
to about 300 ettedive Rank and File each Regiment. Their military Behaviour on all Occ.ifions, 
whilft under my Command, refleds the greateft Credit on them. The Native Troops of both 
Eftablilhments are ftimulatcd by Emulation, and a Dcfire of excelling one another and it is 
moft neccflary to keep up this their laudable Ardor, The Bengal Sepoys require being imme- 
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diatcly recruited, cither by Volunteers or Drafts and I (hould hope the Honour the Bengal 
Corps have acquired on the Coaft, when properly explained to the Troops in thefe Provinces, 
added to the Provifions made for them by Government here on their Return, would induce 
many of the firft mentioned Clafs to embark for the Purpofc of compleating them. 

The Artillery Service is very deficient in Lafears. On the Days of Aftion, when rapid’Move- 
ments have ever been attempted, for Want of a proper Proportion of Lafears we have been in- 
variably reduced to the NecelTity of breaking our regular Corps, and employing the Sepoys to drag 
on the Guns. A Recruit of One thoufand good I.afcars for the Coaft Service would at this Time 
be of the utmoft Confequence. As many Field Carriages, 12 and 6 Pounders as can be fpared are 
wanted at Madras. If there is not a fufficient Number in Store completed to anfwer this Demand, 
Timbers cut out and fent in rough, ready for finifiiing and putting together would be of eflen- 
tial Service. 'I' he Detail of Carriage for Provifions has bcerf fo badly and inadequately managed 
on the Coaft, that fome Means muft be adopted to remedy tliat Evil in future, or an Increale of 
Force and Eftabliftiment will be rather againft than for us. If we are to be confined to the Neigh- 
bourhood of Madras for Want of Carriage, and cruelly neceflitated to lay afidc every diftant En- 
terprize of Conlequcnce, we fliall, with the mott powerful Army that ever was in India, fall a Sa- 
crifice to our own Weight of Numbers, deprived of the Power of ading with Efficacy from tlic 
weak and inadequate Efforts of the Government of Fort St. George in regard to fupplying Car- 
riage. When I left the Coaft, the Exertions of Government afforded me only 8 Days Caniagc for 
Provifions for the fighting Men of the Army. To enable me to move at Sli, I was reduced to the 
following Expedient. The Officer who was my Military Store keeper in the Field, conftantly car- 
ried Two Days Rice for the Army on his Store Bullocks; One Day’s was tranfported on my Guns 
.ind Tumbrils ; and Five D.iy’s on the Soldiers Guns: Add to this, I had brought the necefiary 
Followers of the Army to cany 26 Days Rice for their own Conlumption, confequently the State- 
ment of Carriage flood thus ; a Fifth Part of the Rice conllimcd, was carried at a very heavy 
J^xpence by what has been ftyled the great Exertions of Government, and the remaining Four 
Fifths by the Army themlelves without a Rupee Expcnce to the Company. Totally deftitute of 
Magazines, and labouring under every Species of Difadvantage and Difficulty, we fliould, not- 
withftanding, have ended the laft Campaign moft advantageoufly, if his Majefty’s Squadron could 
have co-operated with us. During our late Expedition to the Southward, the French Forces at 
Cuddalore, covered by Hydcr Ally’s Army, would have been attacked. We were at their very 
Gates, and in all Probability would have fucceeded in our Enterprize, if our Provifions, Battering 
'Frain, and Stores had arrived, covered on the Sea Side. This our late March to Pondicherry has 
evinced, where our Army waited for our Rice Ships, &c. to the laft poffiblc Day without rifking 
our very Exiflence, and return. For on our Arrival at Chingleput the 15th September without a Halt, 
we brought with us only two Days Provifions. Such was then our humiliating Situation, obliged to 
draw off' from the Service, could we have remained but a few days longer to the Southward, the 
Extent of our Wifhes was within our Grafp. The Capture of the French and breaking th«r 
Confederacy with Hyder Ally, for the prefent, if not for ever, would for a Certainty have follow- 
ed, provided our Squadron could have co-operated with us. However, there is every Rcafon to hope, 
from the fortunate JunQion of fuch confidcrable Reinforcements, that the next Campaign, if we 
commence it in full co operative Force, will fccure us the rapid Pofleflion of what we have been the 
laft Seafon fo near attaining, and the Repoffeffion of the Port of Trincomaley fo indiipcnfibly ncccfla^ 
to cniure the Safety .of our Navy. Thefe fortunate Events arc certainly, in following Order, within 
our Reach, with the Probability of other Advantages, if our mutual Exertions and Rcfourccs are to 
the Extent of our Ability immediately employed in furthering the general Line of Service. The 
happy Completion of which will be of fuch material Confequence to the intereft of our King, our 
, Country Aliys * and ourlclvcs. c

Gentlemen, 

Since I had the Honour to addrefs you on the 1 5th inftant, I have received a Letter of which 
the accompanying is a Copy, from Major General Stuart : You will, on Perufal, find that it con- 
veys a Statement of our Situation on the Coaft truly alarming. Bcfofe I left Madras, I addrefled 
a Letter to the Selcft Committee, recommending, in the ftrongeft Terms, keeping collcifled and in 
full borce the Army on the Coaft j Hating * On that Army, the very Safety of our Exiftence in 
‘ India depended.* The Madras Government have, notwithftanding, contrary to my Ideas, de- 
tached and repar.itcd our undigefted Plans. Our European Force, and the Officer commanding 
there, in Difobcdience to my exprefs Orders, fubferibed to their faid Relblvcs, even at a Time 
when, from the Purport of the Letter now before you, every Danger is to be apprehended from 
the mutinous Behaviour of the Scapoy Corps. No Confidence, either in the Civil or Military 
&rvice, fceins to prevail there : All is Confufion and Diftruft. The Scene on the Coaft is fadly 
changed. Inde^ that Army, which in the higheft Military Style, though ill fed and long in Ar- 
rears, has, during a Campaign of near Two "i cars, fuftained Hardfhips and Difficulties of Service^ 
hardly to be paralleled, is become, in a few Weeks, dangerous even to our own State from the 
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jnoft alarming of Crimes, Mutiny. I fubmit this Subjeft to your mofl: mature Confuleration, 
being confident that your Refolutions will be uniformly pointed to thole Ends which will have the 
bell Chance of fccuring to us the full E'xcrtions of our own Arms, the natural Conkqucncc of 
which will, I truft, be Difappoincment and Diftnay to our numerous E'nemie^.

Having the Honour to command Mis MnjtflyV', Troops here in your Abfcncc, and knowing un- 
doubtedly, as commanding the Company’s T roops, vdiat I now addrels you upon, 1 ortic.'.illy 
acquaint you, that if feme immediate Kemcdy is not applied by Authority from the Supreme 
Board, fuch as to give me a Latitude to judge of what l^ro|)ortion of l^ice in Store here is to be 
applied for the Ufc of the Army, and an olKcial Report made to me of whar r. really in Store, 
and what is apparent from the Manilelf, as loaded on board Ships in tlic Ro.uls aivl duly anivmg; 
it will be impofliblc, as Things are now mahaged, to pievcnt the mod dilanreeable Conlequenccs 
which your Excellency, as a Soldier, knows to rdult from a mutinous Behaviour in the Black 
Troops, even though it fliould be qut;lltd. 

Your Excellency has been informed, that rather than confent to the Army’s being feparated, 
equal to the difbanding of them, I had engaged to reduce the daily Confumption from 500 to 350 
Bugs of Rice. After I had from NcccfTity propofed this Diminution, and had, contrary to my own 
private Feelings, made a Reduftion in the Followers of the Army, without being able to fuisfy them 
for their Arrears, or even for their Suftenanre in Rice, the Government again told me, that inflcad of 
If 50 they could only give me 250 Bags, and that I mull: be anfwerable for the Conlequenccs if any 
treater Part of the Army remains here, than could be kibfifted on that Qtiantity. E'orciceing the 
Confequenccs, I told them, that if they would let apart, under proper Management, 31,000 Bags of 
Rice, at the Rate of 250 Bags per Day,* I aniwer for keeping this Army for Four Months to 
Come, provided they gave me more as more arrived; but I told them that tiuy ought to give 
300 Pagodas the Garee inftcad of 150 or 200 for the T'wo Months to come; and that I would, 
from my own private Fortune, give Twenty Pagodas more for each Garee than was given by 
their Government. I told them alio, that 1 fliould write to a Friend of mine in the Supreme 
Board in Bengal to move in that Board to give a Premium of One or T'wo Rupees a Bag for l\ice, 
by Land or Sea, delivered at Pullicate or Madras, until the End of December. T c narrowed 
Delivery of Rice, which, in conlequencc of a Degree of Compulfion, I have been obliged to order 
refpeding the Native Corps and their Followers, has ibwn the Seeds of Difcontcnc fj d(ep 
among them, that an aftual Mutiny took place in the Second and Seventeenth Battali ;ns on being 
ordered to march to Ncllorc, and this Mutiny was quelled only by my PVefcnce an ( ng ilr m. 
They arc now gone on, taking under their Edcort many Followers of the Army, «an 1 t!;c rii|)cr- 
numerary Gun-Bullocks. The Five Bengal Regiments of Seapoys, were guilty of AlMs olWiuiiny 
that by Management has fubfidcd. I have in my Minute, which lhall be lent to you To morrow, 
ftated as gently as poflible the Danger impending over this Settlement by fuch ihi.cLe ings, in- 
creafed to* greateft Magnitude by Queftions from the Prefidenr, tending immediately to take olf 
the Batta and Allowances from this Army. My Anfwer has (topped the Evil i' r ihe prefent. 
They have adjourned the Committee, to which they call me in general very late at Nighr, telling 
me that they would take it under Confidcration, and give their Anfwer after the Rodney is dil- 
patched. I have, mean while, infifted that my Anfwer fhall make a Number in their Packet. I 
tell once for all to your Excellency, and defirc you will tell the Supreme Board of it in my Name, 
that in the Manner this Government is proceeding, with their mifplaccd (Economy of Money and 
Rice, which is furniflicd from Bengal, it will be impoffible for me to keep this Army in proper 
Subordination and Difciplinc, and much lefs to bring it forward into the Field at the Time when it 
may be moft wanted. 

This very Day, in Converfation, when I ftated the Subftance of my late Minute ‘ that when 
more Rice was to come more was to be delivered on a* count to the Army and that the 
Number I meant to maintain upon Half the ufual (^tiantity was exclnfive of the Detachment of 
Europeans now landed (having heard of above 6,000 Bags of Rice, being arrived within thefe 
Two Daysj ; I was anl'wered that no more than 250 Bags a Day would be given me, whatever was 
my Minute. Your Excellency lees how this will end, and I do not hold mylelf refponfible, if 
you do not apply a Remedy. I am fo full of this immediate Objtft which has fo much occupied 
my rhonghts in and out of Governmenr, that I have fcarcc had lime officially to write to your 
Excellency, that befidcs the Hanoverians and Recruits for the 73d and 78th formerly landed, 
there were difembarked Yefterday the 23d Regiment Light Dragoons, ♦ the toift Regiment both of 
tnern^m good Health, and not Ten per Cent, under the Eftabliflamcnc. Government has made a 
Ikquirition to me, which I have agreed to, that 250 Men be fent round to Bombay on the Royal 
going thither to repair, and this Detachment will be compofed of Two Companies of the 
io2d, together with the Remains of the 2d Battalion 42d Regiment, and of the 98th Fullarton’s; 
jnclc will embark To-morrqw to aft on the other Side of India under * Matthews. Upon the fame 
^cquifuion I have confented that Three Companies of the io2d under Lieutenant Colonel Jones pro- 
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ccecl in the Ships to Mafulipatam, and that the Bengal European Infantr)', with all their StalF, 
embark in the Ships for Bengal. The Lafears of Bengal, ufeful Men, attached to that Corps, to 
remain with Major Elliot in the Park of Bengal Artillery. This was fettled To-day in Committee, 
and truft it will meet with your Excellency’s Approbation, although I did not conform but upon 
Requifition. I’he Returns, together with every Thing in my Power to give your Excellency 
the fulled Information, will be forwarded To-morrow, but I judged that no Time Ihould be loft 
to acquaint the Supreme Board tlirough your Excellency, that fiom the Mode of Proceeding 
here, there is the greateft Apprchcnfion of Mutiny and Difaffeflion in this Army unlefs they arc 
• siclnOrig. plealcd to hden to my * partial Knowledge and ManagcmcnMn your Abfcnce.

Sir, 

We have this Moment been 


honoured by the Receipt of your Letters of the 15th and tyth in- 


dant. 

On reading your Fird Letter, wc immediately palTcd our Rcfolutions upon ir, for communicating 
to you tlie Mc.ifures which wc had already adopted for enforcing a powerful Attack upon Hydcr 
Ally’s Dominions, from the Malabar Coad, and for fupplying the Prefidency of Fort St. Geoige, 
with every Aid which they required from us, for the Subfidencc of their Army, and the Defence 
of ihc C.unaiic, which wc fliould not have delayed imparting to you till this Time, had we 
thought the State of your Health would have admitted of it. On theie Subjefts we diall have the 
Honour to write to you in a feparatc Letter, and we lofe not a Moment in exprefling our very great 
Alarm at the Information conveyed to us by your lad Letter, and its Inclofurc, from General 


Stuarr. 

We fee, with the utmod Concern, both from this and from a Letter which we have received 
from General Stuart, under Date 30th September, that a Difference of the mod dangerous Ten- 
deucy already fubfids between that Government and their Provincial Commander in Chief, and that 
One and both have fo cd'entially deviated from your particular and pofitive Recommendations for 
keeping the Army united, a Point which, under all Circumdanccs, appear to us of the mod nc- 
ced'ary Importance, if it was poffible, by any Means, to have fubfided the Men. 

The mutinous Condud of the Troops upon this Occafion, and the general DilTat'sfadion which 
feems to picvail among them, independant of the Effeds of the Enemy, to threaten the very 
Exiltcncc of the Prefidency at Fort St. George, and • alarm us with fuch dreadful Apprehenfions 
for the Safety of the Carnatic, that wc fee no poffible Means of Salvation to that Country, unlefs 
you (hall be able to return there, and to relume the immediate Command of the Army. Indeed 
wc arc fo fenfible of the powerful Influence which your Prcfcnce will have over the Troops from 
their entire Confitlence anti fincerc Attachment to your Perfon, that we take upon jus carnedly to 
cnticat you to proceed to Fort St. George as foon as poflible, for this Purpolc. 

\Vf arc confeious, that if the State of your Health can polfibly admit of your complying with 
this Kcqued, you will be as ready to attempt it as we arc anxious to recommend it, and thereby 
add, if poflible, to the eminent and didinguiflred Services which you have already rendered to 
your Sovereign, the Nation, and particularly the Eaft India Company.

The following Minute, and Papers accompanying, having been received from the Governor Ge- 
neral, they were circulated to the Members of the Board, who approving of the fame, they were 
accordingly fent Numbers by the Lively Packet. 

Governor General, 

I lay before the Board a Letter from Mr. Shore, the afting Prefident of the Committee of 
Revenue, addrefled to me, with the Comparative State of the Colledions of the Bengal Ye tis 
1187 and 1188, ending in April laft, and I defire that thelc may be lint a Number in the 
Packet now under Difpatch. 

My Motive for tranfmitting this Account is to obviate the fallacious Ccnclufions which are 
drawn from fimple Accounts of the adfual Colleftions with their B ilances. I have obferved that 
more Strefs is laid on the latter than on the former, and have fecn Allufions made to the Ba- 
lance, as to a total Lofs of lb much of the public Revenue. I have fecn Coinparifons made be- 
tween the Balance of One Year, and the Balance of another, for the Purpofe of criminating the 
Adminifiration under which the heavier Balance had occurred. 1 wifii it may be in my Power to 
demonfirate the Deception produced by this Mode of Rcafoning, whicli cannot be better eficifted 
than by a plain and brief View of the Subjed. 

It is impoflible to conceive any Syftcm of Revenue fo perfed as to infurc the entire Receipt of 
it at the Clofe of the Year. Balances ever mufl: and ever will happen j but they drop into the 
next Year’s Demands, of which they become a Part, are collcdcd with them, and thefe again be- 
come in like Manner deficient, and their Deficiency is carried forward to the fubfequent Year. 
But the Balance of each Year comprizes both the Deficiencies of the Current Collcdions, and 
what remains of the Balances of one, two, or it may be of many preceding Years •, of Courfe each 
Year contains Part of the Balance of the preceding Year with its own. Hence it follows, that 
no fair Comparifon can be made of the Balances of Two adjoining Years, for if the Jumma and 
Collections were equal in both, the Balance (as has been Ibewn) would be greater in the lalt. In 
EflcCt, the true State of the Revenue can only be formed on a View of the aCUial Receipts of 
One Year brought into Comparifon with thofe of another ; and fo far is the ordinary Pradicc 
of citimating the Revenue by the Balance, from Trurh, that it is the very reverfe, lin..e it w ill be 
found generally, if not invariably, the Fad, when no extraordinary Calamity has happened to 
create an unulual Failure in the Colledions, that the heavieft Balances have always appeared when 
the Colledions have been the greateft ; and, in cfFed, the former may be always taken as fore 
Indications of the latter, as will appear from plain Dedudion, even without a Reference to pofi- 
live Evidence, for in the ordinary Courfe the Balances will neceflarily bear a Proportion to the 
Jumma or efiablilhcd Rent i confequently the highefi; Jumma will have the greateft Balance. I 
do not know how I can make this Point clearer by rcaloning, but I have appealed to Fads, which 
will place it beyond all Poftibility of Doubt. I (hall illuftrate thelc Obfervations by an Example 
drawn from the Account now before us ;

Mr. Maepherfon. 

I rnoft finccrely congratulate the Company and the Governor General upon the Subjeft of die 
Minute which he has this Day* prefented to tlie Board, and which (hews an Eiicrcaic in the Reve- 
nues collefted laft Year, with a Decreafe in the Expences of Collcftion, whiLh, together nith the 
Reduction in the Prime Coft of the new Inveftment, ronllitute to the Company a real Acquifuion 
in their Rcfources of One million ten thouland nine hundred and forty eight Pounds, Eight 
Shillings and Sixpence Sterling. 

Every candid Reafoner mull: admit the Force of the Arguments which the Governor Genual ad- 
duces to prove that the Encreafe in nett Colhclions, and not the compar.uivc Balances of dilk'ient 
Years, forms the Criterion by which the Prol|)eiity of the Revenue (lioiild be ellimated ; but as iheie 
is no Subjeft of public Advantage which the Subcilty of Argument cannot place in an uniavoiirablc 
Liahr, and as even an Encreafe of Revenue may be impeached as proceeding from too rigid .1 Syllem 
of Colledlion, I will take the Liberty to folicit the Company’s Attention to what is unqueltionably, 
and indeed evidently very worthy of their Confidcration in the Fads contained in the Governor 
General’s Minute. 

The Company now fee for the firfl: Time, I believe, fince the Inftitution of this Government, the 
firft Officer of their Adminiftratioii laying before them, througli the Channel of this Board, a Mi- 
nute founded upon regular Calculation which Ihews that the Refources of thefe Provinces arc 
virtually cncreal'ed, and in Times of general Difficul y, to the Amount of a Million Sterling per 
Annum. 

Let the fevereft Scrutiny take PLace in examining tlie Calculation, and let even a partial Scrutiny 
rctluce the Sum to the Half or tlie d'hird of its Efiimatc. 

I'he Confideration, important to the Company and the i’ublic, is, that even fo reduceil an Efiimatc 
fliould (land in Teftimony of the Prolperity of thefe Provinces, and of the faithful Aiteinion of 
the Adminilfration, at a Crifis of univerfal Diftrels if not Milmanagemcnt in tiie other PulTcliions 
of the Company. 

I venture to call this great Encreafe of the Company’s Revenue the Fird Fruits of that Har- 
mony and Union upon public Principle, which have, for upwards of Twelve Months pad, ac- 
tuated the Conduct of the Board, and given full F.xertion to the Abilities of every Member of it, 
and particularly to the Zeal and Knowledge of the Governor General. 

For my own Part, I claim little Merit but that of afliding the good Intentions and Fixpeiience 
of my Colleagues. 1 owe them much in having received my Opinions, even when they m:ght 
differ from theirs, with not only Complaifance, but with Kindnefs •, and iicre I fliould not omit my 
very particular Obligations to the Member whom I found in Charge of this Government upon 
my Arrival, and with whom I aded for a confiderable Fimc before the Return of the Governor 
General to the Prefidency. To him I owe a clear View of our Revenues and Manutadurcs, with 
the moft candid and liberal Explan.ition of our political Situation at the Time. 

On a Review of what has been the material Relult of the internal Adminiftratioii of the laft 

Year, thefe Declarations of private Approbation, and which (land in lo near a Relation to the 

Company’s Property, are not, I hope, improper or mifplacetl. 

May the future Records of the Company exhibit moic frequent Inftanccs of them, and cfpe- 
ci.tlly in Times of general Danger, like the prelent. 

§ “ (a) As a Supplement to the Governor General’s Minute, and in further Teftimony of the Advan- 

“ tages which the Company derive from an united Adminiftration in their controuling Prclidency, 
“ under the Diredion of animated public Zeal and great Talents, i beg here to lubjoin an extraded 
“ Account, figned by the ading Accountant General, which (hews that the Elforts of this Go- 
“ vernment to (uppnrt the other Prefidcncies in Supplies of Money, Provilions, and Military 
“ Stores, have been fuch as inuft draw the Admiration of our Employers. 

“ Previous to my Arrival in India, thefe Efforts of Supply were great and well timed, cfpe- 

“ dally in the Carnatic ; but the very Encreafe of the Relburces which the Governor General has 

“ ftated in his Minute, and the Sevetity with which the late Rcfident and the (ublcquently ading 
“ Rcfident at Oude, were called upon to do their Duty to the Company, have been the Sources 
“ from which our Supplies, in Favour of the other Prefidcncies, have been cliiefty derived. 

“ The total Amount of thefe Supplies from the 30th September 1781, to the ill of November 
“ 1782, appears to be Current Rupees 2,35,70,007 2 2. 

“ It is to be remarked, that in order to complete thefe Supplies, the Company have not been 
'• fubjeded to extraordinary Drafts by Bills on Europe, nor to Loans in Addition to the Bonded 
“ Debt. 

“ The Abilities of this Government could not go farther in aiding the Prefidencics of Fort St. 
George and Bombay, buc by recommending a Plan of Co-operation againft their common

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“ Enemies, which was eatly * and forcibly prcflccl upon them, but which, though repeatedly 
“ urged, has not been hitherto carried into Execution. The Ilfuc of the War in the Carnatjc wiil

“ The Conftitutional Powers of this Government, as well as its pradical Exertions of Adlft. 
“ ance, could not be extended to further Operation, and fortunately the Mar..rta War, witli 
which it was cudomary to conned every Mifmanagcment in India, has been virtually doled

“ No Iloflility has been committed between the Marattas and the Company from that Period.

Copy of a Letter from John Maepherfon Efquire, to the Court of Diredors of the Ead India 

Company, dated in March 1783. 

The Honourable the Court of Diredors for managing the Affairs of the Ead India Compimy^. 

, , r,. Calcutta, aoth March 1783* 

Honourable Sirs, ^ ^ . 

In your Difpatches of the 13th of July lad, you have been pleafed to tranfmit, as a Number 
of your Packet, a Copy of the Third Report of the Selcd Committee of the Houfe of Commons 5 

7 which 
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which was entitled to inquire into the Petitions againfl the Supreme Court of Judicature in 
Bengal. 

TITat Report has been entirely confined to my Nomination to your Service, as a Member of 
your Superior Government in India-, I therefore fuppofe, that the Objeft of your lluno'i'Mblc 
Court, in tranfmitting it to your Governor General and Council, was, that I might liavc an Oppor- 
tunity of vindicating my Condudl ag.iinll any Charge contained in that Report? 

The profound and implicit Reverence which is due from every good Citizen to the Le,oinarure 
of his Country, extends, with me, to a Refpeft for the Proceedings of any Body who arc'^a Part 
of a great conftituent Branch of that Legiflature. I have, befides, aperfonal t.lfccm for many of 
the Members who conftituted the Selecb Committee ; — it would therefore be to me a Kfk of orent 
Delicacy, as well as Pain, to make any Remarks, even in my own Defence, upon the Pro^ed- 
ings of the Selcfl Committee j fuch Remarks could not be but exprctrive of Injury, and quedion 
the Candour as well as the Judice of Procccding.s, which have adopted for their lialis and 
Guidance, a fuppofed Copy of a Paper, unavowed and furreptitioufly obtained, in Violation of 
that Confidence which binds the Peace of private Society, and of that Decorum which, upon a 
more enlarged Scale, damps the Validity and conditutes the Faith of public Tranfaiflions. 

But I feel it my Duty to make to you an explicit Declaration. I make it upon Honour and, 
as I value your Efteem and your Service, I never executed any Commiffion for the Nabob of 
Arcot, prior to my being in your Service, that was not made fully known to your Governor ac 
Fort St. George, upon my entering there in your Service: Nor did lever prclent any Account 
of the Difcharge of luch a Commillion to the Nabob of Arcot, that had not the exprefs Approba- 
tion of your Governor, as can yet be fbewn under his Hand. Mr. Dupre was perhaps the ableit 
Servant that was ever employed by the Company, He was devoted to their Intereds 5 and ^ot 
the highed Credit from the Company, as the Defender of their Rights and Privileges againd the 
Claims of his Majedy’s Minidcr Plenipotentiary at the Durbar of the Nabob. Hc?vas your 
Governor at Fort St, George at the Time alluded toj and, from the D.iy of my Anival there ,is 
your Servant, to the Day of his Departure, I lived with him in the utmod Confidence. 1 was 
one of his Family ; and was confidentially employed by him in your mod important Concer s, 
and in writing your mod interedring Difpatches, His Friendlhip for me iaded with has i .fie, and 
his favourable Opinion and Widics that I fhould be promoted to your highed Office jpon the 
Coad, were not unknown to (ome of your Honourable Members in 1780, ^ 

My tidelity to the Company, and the exprcis Permiflion and Approbaiion which your Govern- 
ment had given me, for any Rcprelcntations that I h id prclcnicd to the Nabob, wrr fnllv known 
to your Governor and Council at Fore St. George in January 1776, when they proceeded lb ille- 
gally againd me. Their Knowledge of thefc Ciicumdances was the only Realbn I cotihi .ifit-n for 
their proceeding to condemn me, contrary to your Orders, without a Hearing; and without a 
Charge given me in Writing, or Time to make my Defence. In my Letier * to your 1 ionoin able » 
Court, upon the Subjed of fuch an Injury, 1 dated to you, t.'iat it was rn;c Oukr but tlie 
highelt Diforder in your Affairs, that you had to apprehend from a Government who ..dcd thus 
in Violation of Judicc, and in Defiance of your exprefs Regiibuioir;. Subieviiicnt Kveiits verilic-cl 
thde Ideas. The fame Governor and Council who, in January 177C were almod ini.inimoiis in 
depriving me of natural Judice and the Protedion of your Oiders, broke afterwaids into Two 
Parties i and, in the Revolution of Eight-.ind-forty Hours, fulpended each other aliernatdy in De 
fiance of your Regulations ; and upon exactly the lame illegal Principle whicn iltcy had ccncinrcd 
in adopting againd me. As Anarchy enfiied and, though your Records, your finif, and even 
the Courts of Law in England, were afterwards engroded with the Difputcs of the oppofitc Par- 
ties, my Name was not brought forward by cither Party. It could not for their Pinpole or to 
iny Difadvantage. ' ’ 

I cleclare further to your Honourable Court, and with the fame Solemnity, that I never, directly 
or indireaiy, uled any Art of improper or corrupt Influence to bias any Miniller, Under Minidcr 
ur Diredor, in bavour of the Nabob, and to the I’rcjudice of the Company’s Rights; inch Arts 
w?re not in my Power, nor are they congenial to my Dilpofition. Any Confidence with which I was ever 
honoured by the Nabob of Arcot, was invariably exerted to bind his Attachment to my Country and 
It l^son various Occafions been exerted for the particular Advantage of the F.ad India Company 
Jt has ever been my Opinion, that the great and real Intcred of the Company and of the Staic are 
1 e lame, and that the true Iiirerefls of the Company and the Nabob are, upon the I, .me Princi- 
pe, equally coiintdlcd. He is fupported and cxids by their Profpciiiy, and if the Dellrudtion of 
IS IntercRs is ever purfued, as an Advantage to the Company, or if an Invafion of the Company’s 
iglits IS ever confidered as advantageous to the State, the Error of fuch Opinions will ultimately 
ew itlclf by a general Misfortune.

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« that I would move the Cuuncil to punifli any Native Colleflor and Zemindar who had colledlcd 
“ the Revenue from the Ryots but who withheld it from the Company beyond the iifual Terms of 
Foment : for that fuch Crime, in the prefent Situation of Affairs, was the fame as to attempt to 
“ rob the public Treafury, and fhould be punilhed as fuch. I declared to him further, that while 
« I fat in Council I would not fign a Remidion of Revenue, or agree to cancel a Company’s Balance, 
« but on a Ground of actual Invafion, or a general Famine ; — for if the Farmer refufed to pay the 
« Money, he Ihould pafs his Bond to the Company for the Balance, and none but the Company 
could have a Right to cancel the Obligations of fuch Bonds. 

“ Thefe Declarations met the Approbation and the full Support of your Government, and pro- 
“ duced an Effeft which many of ^our Servants who arc in the Charges of the Revenue can atteff.

“ declared to them that, as far as my Voice would go. Party was abolifhed ; and 1 requefted from 
“ every Servant who was of known Ability and Experience in Office, a candid and confidential 
“ Account in Writing of the Manage.ment which might improve his particular Department, and 
“ tend to the general Profperity. 1 pledged my Word to the lacred Cuftody of their Opinions. 

« By this Means, in the Courfc of Three Weeks, 1 received Memorials of Confidence, and the

“ Grant of Malda, Mr. Petrie, and particularly Mr. Larkins, Mr. Murray your Commiffary Gc- 
“ ncral. Colonel Sir John Camming, Lieutenant Colonel Fullerton, Majors Popham and Bruce 
“ upon fubfequent Occafions, Mr. Mackenzie, Mr. Charles Pulling, Mr. Briftow, and Mr. 

Crofts, who always obligingly furnifhed me with every Calculation that I could afk, of your 
“ Receipts and Dilburfcmcnts, and the Comparative Statements of Revenue and Expenditure in 
“ different Years. 

“ I could name many more of your Servants, who Ihcwcd the moll chcarful Readinefs to give 
“ me every Knowledge of your Affairs. 

“ Upon difculTing thefe general Subjedls with Mr. Wheler, and taking a general View of Affairs 
“ in every Quarter of India, we addrefs to your Honourable Court thofe general Letters in the Sc- 
“ cret Department, which announced to you on the i6ch of Oftober and 29th of December 1781, 
“ the following Affuranccs. 

“ That this Government would endeavour at all Events to put a clofc to the Mahratta War. 

“ That they would endeavour to fecure and arrange the iniernal Peace of India, and a Syltem 
“ of Moderation and Juftice.

" Provifion, which was equally ncccffary to the internal Profperity of thclc Provinces, as it conllitutcd 
“ their Value to the Company, and to the parent State. 

“ That anjidlt Harmony in our Councils, rendered neceflary as well as dcfirable, we ffiould cn* 
“ dcavour to retrench every fuperfluous Expence, and attend to the moll regular Collcftion of your 
“ Revenues, with every Attention to the Cultivation of the Country and Happinefs of the 
“ Natives. 

“ That we Ihould labour, with every Exertion in our Power, to fupply the other Prcfidcncies 
with Money and Provifions, and llrivc, upon a regular Syllcm of Co-operation from all our 
Prcfidcncies, to repel our natural Enemies, fo as to forward the neceffary Objeft of a general 
“ Peace in Europe. 

“ Such were the Hopes which this Government gave to your Honourable Court in Oftober 
“ and December 1 781 i and to perform the great public Objefls of fuch Expcdlations, we pledged 
‘ ourfclvcs to the very utmoll of our Abilities, to the Company and to our Country. The Go- 
‘I vernor General had not then returned to the Prcfidcncy •, but from his confidential Correfpon- 
dence, we were empowered to plcdgC' his Name: Wc confidcred our Declaration which went to 
the above Obligations, though not in their formal Order, as an Engagement which we formally 
c.Ttcred into with our Employers. 

« "u ^ greateft Happinefs, and the greatett Honour, that could befal me in Life, 

that, in the Courle of Sixteen Months, an Adminiflration, of which I was a Member, Ihould 
have been able, in fo Ihort a Time, to have -performed to you fo much of what they promifed 
to attempt. • , 

“* \ Mahratta War was clofcd by a general Ceffation of Hoflilitics between you and 

inat State, as early as January 1782-. 

* [ r; U J 2dly. 
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“ adly. The internal Peace of India has been fccured by the Tre®^ of Pesce and Alliance 
with the Mahrattas, which was concluded on the i8th of May ijiit ugned by your Governor 
“ General and Council on the 6th of June, figned by the Pelhwa on the aoth of December fol- 
“ lowing, and finally exchanged and ratified on the 24th of February kft. 

“ You will plcafc to obferve, that the faid Treaty excludes France from any EftaUifhments in 
“ the Mahratta Country, or any Aid from their Chiefs, and includes and binds every Power of any 
Confequence in India, as either in Alliance with you or with the Pelhwa, without a Claim upon 
“ the Carnatic or Oude j and you may depend upon it, that nothing but the utmoft Mifmanagc. 
“ ment of your own Servants can ever break a Treaty founded upon fuch an equitable Arrange- 
“ menr, originating from an Experience of unprofitable War'on both Sides, and which is firmly 
“ fecured by the real Intereft of the Leaders of the Mahratta State. 

“ If you arc pleafed to refleft a Moment upon the Difficulties under which this Treaty was 
” negociated, the Offers that were made by France direftly from the Sovereign to the Minifters at 
P(»na ; the Intrigues, Abilities, and Refources of Mr. Buffy’s Agents there ; the Influence of 
“ Hyder } and what was a greater Bar than all to the Treaty, the general Cry from your own Ser- 
“ vants for a Peace with the Mahrattas upon any Conditions; you will applaud the Management 
with which it was commenced, the Patience and Firmnefs with which it was conduced, and the 
“ liberal as well as dignified Manner in which it was finally ratified. 

“ In the midft of a general War it fecures to you, in Tranquillity, the Revenues of thefe Pro- 
vinccs from Rohilcund to Cuttack ; and with thefe Revenues, under a prudent Dilburfcment and 
“ a proper Co-operation of your Forces, you may bid Defiance to the moft powerful States in 
“ Europe, in a Conteil for any of your PolTcffions. In India fuch Contefts muft eventually be 
“ determined by the greateft and moll permanent Power of Refourcc upon the Spot. 

** jdly. An inveftment has been provided upon a Plan which countcradls foreign Competitors in 
« your Trade at the Europe Markets, and which has very confidcrably reduced the prime Coll of 
“ the Goods. 

“ Formerly your Governor General and Council, fufficicntly occupied with general Affairs, 
and the Virulence of their own Difputes, could not attend to this moft important Subjed. At 
“ prefent, they have infpefled the different Propofals of Contractors, and have, after accepting the 
moft favourable for your Intereft, kept fcalcd Specimens of the Goods as a Check, and to afccr- 
“ tain at the Sales the faithful Performance of the Contractor’s Engagements ; for the Goods are 
“ not to be ntixed, and each Bale is to be marked with the Name of the Contractor. 

“ Unplcafant as fuch Interference moft have proved to your Board of Trade, they faw the 
“ Juftice as well as Neceflity of it ; they acquiefeed at length, with Chearfulnefs, in the Arran^ 
“ ment. It is worthy of your Juftice to avoid RetrofpcCl, and only to encourage the Sacrifice 
“ which thefe Servants who have ferved you fo long, and whole Allowances are I’canty, have made 
“ upon the prefent Occafion. 

“ 4thly. Amidft Harmony in our Councils, very confiderable Retrenchments have been made 
“ from tne cncreafing Scale of your Expenditures. Thefe Retrenchments were begun early in the 
“ preceding Year, bUt impeded by the Interruption of ill Health ; they were begun upon a Syftcm 
“ that was to carry them fully through the minuted Department in the Service ; they are vitally ne- 
ceflary to the Permancy of your Profperity in this Country. It Ihould be remembered, that the 
• “ Bafis upon which you rofc to Power, and have been able to (land the Shock of repeated Convul- 

“ fions, has been the Accuracy and Simplicity of mercantile Method, which makes every Tranfaftion 
“ in your Service, and every Expenditure a Matter of Record. The Proceedings of this Govern- 
“ ment have been laboured and very difficult in the Bufinefs of Retrenchment ; but when they arc 
“ extended to every Department in the Service, which will be in the Courfe of Three Months, I do 
“ not think I exceed when I ftatc that I hope they will amount to Six hundred thoufand Pounds. 
“ I Ihall tranfniit to your tlonourablc Court an cxadl official Account to the laft Rupee upon this 
“ Subjeft, with a Copy of the new Regulations that have been adopted to check every Depart- 
“ ment, to feparatc e(lablilhed from contingent Charges, and to check the Accounts of Agency 
“ Dilburfcmcnts, which were early reduced from Fifteen to Ten per Cent. The extraordinary 
“ contingent Expcnces of the Army, efpecially of the Detachments ferving on the Weft Side of 
“ India, and in tlic Carnatic, you will find confiderably reduced, as well as thofe of the Phoul- 
“ darry, and the new Law Offices, which were cancelled before your Orders arrived. 

“ To my fuperior Colleagues muft be due the chief Merit of fuch Reforms, for to them the 
“ Labour muft have been more irkfome. As far as my own Example would operate, in avoid- 
“ ing to trouble the public Finance with the Diftreffes of Dependants, or the Claims of -Favour 
“ and Recommendation, your Records will do me ample Juftice; On the Encreafe of the 
“ venue I Ixg Leave to refer to the Governor General’s Minute of the 13th December laft, and 
“ my Reply in the Revenue Department. 

Rev. Dept. “ That Minute (hews, from accurate Calculation and Figures, that your Refources have been 
ijthDec.itSi. «€ virtually encrcafcd in the preceding Year about 700,000 Pounds Sterling. It rhay not I’® 

“ out of the Way here to obferve, that by enforcing the exaft Statements of your moft abW 
“ Accountant General, an Error which had gradually arifen to the Amount of Forty-three Lac 
of Rupees in Account between the Company and the Vi?ier at Oude, is now in Train of 
“ zation, under the Management of your new Rcfidcnt at Oude, Mr. John Briftow,' whom yout 

^ Governor 
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« Governor General promoted to that Office agreeably to your Orders, whenever he found that 

«« the former Refidcnt negledcd his Duty. .re u f uo jr 

« rthly. On the Subject of the Supplies which have been Pent from hence from the Period of 
mv^ Arrival for the Support of the War in your other Prefidcncies, I have the Honour of tranf- 
•» mittina to you the accompanying official Account, figned by your Accountant General. From 
this Account you will plcale to t^ferve, that the Amount remitted, and adlually paid from the 
« ooth September 1781, to the ilt March 1785, is Two Crores and Fifty-eight Lacks, One 
« thoufand three hundred and fifty-fix Rupees, befidcs theTreafure and Stores that were fent fomc 
Days fince with Sir Eyre Cootc to the Coaft, am) Bills accepted by this Government, and un- 
« dcr Payment, making m all a Sujn little (h irt of Three Millions Sterling. 

« If you will take the Trouble to perufe attentively the Letters of this Government to Madras 
•« and Bombay, and General Goddard on the 26th December 1781, you will in thofc Letters be 
«« not more fatisfied with the Exertions which this Government have made in Supply, than with 
« the Plan of Co operation, which was fo early recommended to both thefe Prcfidencies, and in 
« which they were cautioned againft the Operations of our natural Enemies, which in the enfuing 
February burft on the Carnatic. 

« The Letter of this Government to the Prcfidcncy of Bombay, on the 14th of Oftober laff, 
“ had the moft fortunate Effefl upon the Operations of that Government, as you will perceive in 
“ General Mathews’s Letter of the 2d of December laft to Sir Eyre Cootc, entered upon your 
« Records : The following Paragraph is worth your Attention. 

The Letter of the 14th of October from the Supreme Council, and the Remittance of Fif- 
»• teen Lacks, will not leave this Government a Pretence for Delay, and will give what they defire 
for the Outfit of the Expedition.’ 

M You have fmcc heard of General Mathews’s SucCefs. I have been honoured with a IhorC 
Letter from him, dated at Bidenore, the 30th of January 1783, in which he fays, that with the 
**• Support of this Government (of which I had the Liberty to aflure him in a private Letter) he 
(hould hope 10 retrieve your Affairs on that Side of India. 

“ Having thus prefumed to lay before your Honourable Court fome Account of the Situation 
“ in which 1 found your Affairs, and of the Meafurcs which the Governor General and Council 
perfued to retrieve them, permit me to ftatc the particular Impreffion under which 1 viewed all 
** the Tranfa£lions in India at fuch a Crifis, It was my Belief that Great Britain, after the Oppo- 
♦* fition and Separation of America, and attacked by fo many powerful Enemies at Home and 
Abroad, could neither cxift in her Finances nor Liberties, if India was not faved, and our 
« Competitors here completely counteracted. 

** The Separation of America came on by Degrees, and Trade, which was our only Rcturrt 
“ from thence, opened her Courl'e through other Channels with Succcl’s. America yielded to Bri- 
“ tain no landed Revenue j and each Colony there had, like the Mother Country, anticipated, by 
“ Debt, the Revenues of many Years. India was fcarcely One Year’s Revenue in Debt. The Lo^ 
“ of fuch a Dominion, if it was to happen, would be fudden, would be total •, it would be irre- 
“ coverable by any Efforts from Homcj it would prove the inftant Lofs of Millions of Individu- 
“ als, and many Millions of the public Property ; it would at once annihilate thofe Funds which 
“ conflitute the Subfiftance of all the Creditors of the India Company at Home and Abroad i it 
“ would fall upon the other Funds of the State, with a Shock that would ftrike the remoteft Land- 
“ holder in Britain, and involve him ultimately in the fame Fate with thofe who lived upon the 
“ Intereff of the public Debts. But to complete the Mifery of fuch an univerial Cataurophe, 
our naturs^l Enemies, who were in Force and Alliance upon the Spot, would fucceed to the 
“ Remains of our Fortune ; from tliat Succeffion, they could maintain their future Tenure, and 
“ dictate to Britain the laft Terms of defpotic Superiority. 

“ No Perfon but One who had once feen the Carnatic in its Profperity, and who afterwards 
“ faw it in the Mifery in which I beheld it, could conceive the Reality of the general Scene of 
“ Diftrefs, which I have deferibed, as within the Poffibility of Human Events. There I faw Men 
“ who fiippofed themfclvcs, and who literally were worth princely Fortunes a few Years before; 
“ abfolutcly in Want of Bread. The whole Subftance of a great Colony, the Credit of a mighty 
“ Company and of Ally Princes, were extinguilhed by the Sword of Defolation. ‘ You may come 
“ on Shore,’ wrote Lord Macartney to me the Day I came to Anchor in the Roads, * but if the 
“ Gentlemen who arc Paflengers with you come along with you, they muft fleep in the Streets.’ 
“ And where was, at that Inftant, the Exiftence of tne India Company Only in the Revenues 
*' of Bengal j and in Bengal a Situation of Affairs iimilar to that which exifted in the Carnatic was 
“ to be greatly apprehended ; and had it aCIually taken Place, I leave it to your own Ideas to re- 
*‘ flcCl whether the general Cataftrophe which I have reprefented as poffible, was not to be dreaded 
“ as a certain Conftqucnce. France looked to fuch Reverfion in your Fortune, and when you fee 
her Armaments prepared upon a Scale of Force and Expence, which is the utmoft that her 
Faculties can fend againft India, you cannot be too fcnfibly awakened to the Dangers you have 
“ efcaped ( nor confidcr thofe Events as impoftlble which could alone rcitnburfc your natural Enc- 
•" mieS, or give them any Profpeft of future Advantage from fuch extraordinary Efforts.”) 

Such arc the Dangers to you and to the Public Interefts which proper Exertions in the Office I 
hold might be inftruoiental to ward off and prevent, or which Inability or Wickednefs in the fame 

2 Office 
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Office might precipitate upon the State. In the Period in which I held the Office and the Crifis of 
that Period, no Britifh Subjeft would poflefs a greater Field for averting public Evil or rendering 
public Service. 1 became a Member of your fuperior Adminifiration of India, at a Momegt when 
it was a Qiicftion whether India itfelf was not to be loft for ever, or greatly faved. For Four Months 
another Member of Government and I held the Adminiftration, and for more than Twelve Months 
your Adminiftration confifted only of Three Members, fo that I was the Third and deciding Voice 
between Colleagues who had but recently recovered from Habits of a moft deckled Oppofition. 

While I was difehatging the.Trufts of fuch a Situation, the Select Committee inveftigate my Ap. 
pointment and endeavour to condemn me, not for my Atfts in that Appointment but for my fup. 
pofed Conduft before I had any Appointment in your or in the public Service. 

I leave it then to your Candour to pronounce upon the Motives which have diftated this Addrefs. 
If you arc fatisfied that your Appointment of me to my prefent Office has been conducive to the 
Company’s Advantage and for the public Good, I fhall be completely happy, and enjoy the moft 
plcafing Satisfaction of having difeharged a Debt of Favour with Gratitude, and of having ful- 
filled a Duty of the higheft Confidence with fuccefsful Fidelity. 

The Feeling of my own Mind upon the Subjeft, is to me a real and permanent Reward. It is 
what no Power on Earth can rob me of. It is a Fortune more valuable than any which Peculation 
has amafted; and it is more honourable than all the Applaufe which affedted Patriotifm can obtain. 
It places me above the Cenfure of thofc who were indifferent to my Honour, and hoftile to my 
Intcrefts, while 1 was zcaloufly maintaining theirs, as they flood conneiftcd with the public Welfare, 
and the Honour of the State, or in other Words, while 1 was endeavouring to the very beft of my 
' Sic in Oiig. ;\bility, to fhew by adlual * Informances, what they were diredlcd toconfidcr, viz. * How the Britilh 
* Poffeffions in the Eaft Indies may be held with the greateft Security and Advantage to their 
‘ Country.’ 

If in the Courfc of their Confidcrations upon this important Subjedl the Seletft Committee had 
difeovered that the Perfon you had appointed to the Office of a Counfellor of this Government had 
been Guilty of grofs Ufury in his Tranfadions with the Natives of India, had availed himfelf of 
the Powers of your Service to debafe the public Coin, had perverted the fame Authority to dif- 
graceful and oppreffivc Monopolies in Commerce •, the Committee might have juftly reproached 
you with the Choice you had made. In me they blame my fuppofed, not my real Condud before 
I was in your Service. I wifh them to examine my adual Condud liiice I have been promoted by 
you to a Station of adual Service. I am confident they would then pafs a very different Opinioa 
upon your Proceedings on the Bufinefs of my Appointment. 

As to the Office itielf, it is your Gift, under the Approbation of my Sovereign. You may fi]^ 
it with greater Abilities, you cannot with a more devoted Zeal. Whether you have taken it away, 
or whenever you may take it away, or when I may afk your Leave to retire from it, you fhall 
Sic inOrig. receive it back without a Stain ; nor Ihall the * Motive ever point to it, as the Office of One who 
SicinOrig. opprcffcd, nor the Princes of India trace to it, but • the Councils of Peace and Juftice.

“ I. The ancient Forms of the Mogul Conftitution appear to have nearly expired with Alum- 
“ geer, and when the Company acquired the Poflefllon of the Dew inny, the Traces of them were 
“ only to*be found : It is not therefore furprifing that the En lilh fhould have adopted erroneous 
“ Ideas on this Subjed, and have confimed Abules which they found to exill 
“ this Refledion more apphcable than to the Subjed 1 mean now to difcufs — the Natuie of the 
“ Tenure called Jegheer. 

“ 2. I lliall Firlt explain what this Tenure was under the regular Conflitution of die Mogul 
“ Empire, in order to point out thole Abufes which have fubfequcntly prevailed in it, with coii- 
“ fiderable Detriment to the Fitsrelts of the Government. 

“ 3. A jaghcer is properly an Appendage to a Dignity called Munfub, which it is therefore 
“ nccclTary to explain. 

“ 4. In the Mogul Empire there arc no Hereditary Dignities ; the Rank of the Nobles was 
“ conferred, by fpccial Appointment from the Emperor, for Life only, and revocable at his 
“ Plcafure j and it was cftimatcd by the Number of Horle which they were fuppoled to 
“ command. This Command was denominated Monfub, and a Jaghcer was an Appcndai'^e to 
« it.”) 

5. The Mode of granting Munfubs and Jaghires was firft reduced to a regular Syflem in the 
Reign of Akbar, when the highell Munfub conferred was Ten ihoul'and, and the losvell: Ten, l)e- 
ing in all Sixty-fix, of which ihofe above Five thoufand were granted only to the Sons or the 
Emperor.

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6. The Perfon on whom a Munl'ub was conferred was ftylcd Mvinfobdar, He was raifed to 
this Dignicy either by the iinmcdl.ite Selection ot the Emperor himfelf, or from the Recommen*' 
dation of the Nazims of Bengal, Kabul, and the Decan, w.,o, by reafon of the fuperior Injport- 
ance oi their Charge, and the D.Hancc of their Governments from the Court, were allowed the 
Privilege ol recommending for Preferment thole Perfons whole Power and Abilities they required 
for the Support of iheir Adminiflr.ition. 

7. The I'orms attending the Appointment of a Munfubdar are detailed in the Appendix. It 
is only here necefl’ary to icmaik, that the Emperor’s Plealure fignificd by his Signature, was 
equally efTential for the Appointment ot a Munfubdar, or for encreafing his Rank (Note A, 
and Appentlix, N“ i and 2.) 

8. The Number of I loilc which conftituted the Bank of the'Munfub was merely- nominal, and 

the perfonal Pay of the Munfubdar;,*, though regulated by it, was dillinft from that which 
he received for the cffcfiive Morfc, which he was obliged or allowed M maintain. The former 
commenced from the Date of the Ceriificnte of his .Appuintmenr, tiic latter from the Date on 
which his 1 lories were muflered (Note R.) ^ 

- 9. The Pay for both was iffued Ibmciimcs in Money, and oftencr by the AfTign.ment of Land 
in Jaghetr ; in either Calc, the prcicribed official forms were extremely minute, and mufl: ferupu- 
louOy oblcrved. In the Company’s Provinces there are no Aflignments in Money, and the pre- 
lent Difeu/fion relates only to thofe in Land, called jagliecr. (Note C.) 

10. All Munfubtiars were obliged to attend the Emperor whenever called upon ; fometimes 
they were bound to Ipetific Service. The Dignity of Munfub was equally conferied upon the 
civd and military Officers of the State, who were fuppofed to be qualified for the Duties ot bodi 
Stations.* The jaghcers were granted for the Purpofe of enabling the Munlubdars to appear 
with a fuitable Retinue in the Prcfencc of their Sovereign ; or to enable them to difeharge the 
Duties of the Station afiigned to them. They were ail either adually cmph yrcl, or ready for 
Service when called upon. (Appendix, No. 3.) 

11. Jagluvis were of Two Kinds, unconditional and conditional. 

12. The former was conferred upon the Munfubdars for their own Maintenance and that of 
their Retinue, and the effedive 'I'loops attached to their Munfubs; and, as the Dignity itlclf was 
granted for Life, lo were the Funds afiigned for it. (Note D.) 

13. It is not be underftood by an unconditional Jaghecr, that the Munfubdar was exemet 
from the Performance of any .Service. All that i.s meant by this Term is, that the retaining the 
Munfub and tlic Troops attached to it, did not depend upon his holding any particular Office. 

14. A conditional Jaghecr was granted to the principal Servants of the Crown, in virtue of 
their Office.s, fuch as the Vizier, the Buckfhees, the Nazims, and their principal Officers. The 
Grant generally fpeeified the Name of the Employment, and the Number of Troops to be main, 
taint'd for the Exercife of it ; and the Jaghcerdar was to remain in Pofleffion of the Land affigned 
in Japheer, under this Form, as long as he held the Office. The Aflignmcnt had no Relation to 
the Muiifubiaat, or perfonal Rank of the Jaghcerdar; being exclufively allotted for the Support 
of the Troops attached to his official Capacity, Upon the Removal of thefe Officers, their 
Lands were ulually transferred to their Succeflbrs. (Appendix, 4 and 5.) 

15- Jaghcers could only be conferred with the Royal Sanftion; but, when the Power of the 
Emperor declineil, the Nazims of the diffant Subahs, who were originally allowed only to re- 
commend Munfubs, ufurped the Privilege of granting Jagheers both conditional and uncondi- 
tional.-— This Ait was fo avowedly derogatory to the Authority of the Emperor that an Evafion 
was pradifed to conceal it. 

16. The Siinnud for the Jaghecr was prepared by the Dewan of the Subah, in whicif the Lands, 
affigned were fltu.ited ; and atieftcd by his Seal and the Signature of the Nizam. His Authority 
for ifl'uing this Grant v/as a Pcrwaiinah from the Vizier, in confequcnce of his Majefty's previous 
Sandion ; and hence this Grant has obtained the Name of Sunnud Maltabck, or Grant, in Confor- 
mity to the Order from the Prefence, under the Seal of the Vizier. 

17. 1 he Sunnud is the Foundation of all the Rights and Privileges annexed to a Jaghecr ; and 
it is therefore ncceflary to confider it with Attention. 

18. All J.ngliecree Sunnuds confifl of Two Parts-, — the Body, which is properly the Grant; 
and, the Endorlemcnt. The former is general ; Rating that an Aflignment of a certain fpeeified 
Amount has been granted to Inch a Perfon from a certain Date and refers to the Endorfement 
for the Particulars, which arc fully detailed there. The Particulars which require Notice are the 
following : 

ifl:. The Rank of Munfubdar; and the Pay annexed thereto. 

zd. The Number of clftdivc Horle allowctl him; and the Pay thereof. 

3d. The Amount of the Aflignmcnt in Dams, or in Rupees, on a proportionate Valuation 
thereof. 

4th. The Number of Months for which the Aflignmcnt was granted.' • 


* Note. Hence they weic called Sahch Seyfo Calm, Mailers of the Pen and Sword. 
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19. Firft.— The Rank of this Munfubdars j and Pay annexed thereto. 

It has been already obferved, that the Rank of a Munfubdar was conftitiited by the Number 
of HoiTc which he was fuppofed to command 5 but, in each Rank, there were Three Degrees, 
according to which his Pay was regulated. Thus, it did not follow, that every Munluhdar of the 
Rank of i,Ooo, received equal Pay. This depended upon the Degree of that Rank in which he 
flood i and that Degree again upon the Number of effeftive Horfe which he was allowed. If 
the Number of them was equal to the Amount of his Munfub, he was of the Firll Degree; if 
lefs than that Number, and more than H.ilf, of the Second Degree ; and, if lefs than Half, of 
the Third. Thefe Diftinftions applied only to Munfubs of, and under, the Rank of l ive thou- 
fand. According to thefe Diftimflions, the Pay of a Munfubdar of One thoufand, if, of the Firft 
Degree, would be 20,00,000 of Daa ms ; if, of the Second, 19,00,000; and it, of the Third, of 
18 00,000 only. A Table of the Pay of the Munfobdars, for their perfonal Rank, is infertrd in 
the Appendix ; which will point out that, annexed to each Rank, and its 'Three Degrees. It may 
alfo be verified by a Reference to the Grant to F’akruddecn Hofleim. The R mk of his Mualub 
is fpecified at Two thoufand, and the efiedive Horfe allowed him 500. By the Rules laid down 
he is in the Third Degree, of the Rank of 2,000, and his Pay is regulated accordingly, viz. 

Amount afligned by the Table for the Pay of a Munfubdar in the Third Degree, of the Rank 
of 2,000 Daams — — — — 34,00,000 

Add 500 effeftive Horfe at 8, 000 Daams for each per Annum — 40,00,000

20. Secondly. The Number of effedive Horfe allowed him* 

This was entirely unconneded with the Number which fixed the Rank of Munfub, although it 
afcertained the Degree of it, and on this Account,' on the Revifion of Jagheeree Sunnuds, is par- 
ticularly worthy ot Attention. The Prices afligned for each Horfeman was at the Rate of 8, coo 
ibaams for Twelve Months; but the aSual Sums received by the jaghcerdars bore but a very 
fmall Proportion to thcle Allowances which were little more than nominal ; and hence it was that 
the Munfuhdars were not obliged to mufter above a certain Proportion of their effedive I'roops, 
beyond which, the Number was nominal only. (Appendix No. 7 and 8*) 

21. Thirdly. The Amount of the Afllgnment in Daams. 

The Daams was an imaginary Coin, at the Rate of Forty to a Rupee > but in paying the Troops, 
this imaginary Com was valued according to the Number of Months for which jhe Aflignmcnt 
was granted, and was in fad much below the general computed Rate. 

22. Fourthly, the Number of Months for which the Aflignmcnt was ifliied. 

This is a very material Point, as the Value of the Jaghecr or Afllgnment greatly depended 
upon it. The Munfubdars and their effedive Troops never received above Eight or Nine Months 
Pay, often only 'Three ; about Five Months was the Medium. This will appear from a Comparifon 
of the Daams, granted in the Sunnuds, and their Valuation in Rupees. A 'Table is annexed for the 
Purpofe of exhibiting the adual Value of a Lac of Daams, by a Rule of Proportion, lormed on 
the Number of Months for which the Aflignmcnt was drawn out. This Calculation was made 
by the Dewan, as the Perwannah of the Vizier only fpecified generally the Amount of the Daams, 
according to tlje cftablilhcd Rates of the Empire, and the Number of Months for which the Al- 
fignment was granted. (Appendix, No’. 9 and 10.) 

23. From the preceding Explanation, § (“ (a) a Jaghire may be defined to be an Afllgnment In 
“ Land or Money for the Support of a certain Dignity, and for the Troops annexed thereto: 
“ That it was cither conditional or unconditional ; the former implied, that it was granted lor the 
“ Expcnccs of a particular Office or Station ; the latter, that it was independent of any Office or 
“ Station, being appropriated for * for the Maintenance of a Dignity, a fuitable Number of At- 
“ tendants, and the cffcdlive Troops annexed to it; that in the latter Cafe it was granted for Life, 
“ or until the Emperor fliould picafe to refume the Dignity, or diminilh it ; in the former Cafe it 
“ exifted whilft the PoITeflbr continued in Office only, and upon his Removal or Difmifllon, de- 
“ volved, cither in Whole or in Part, upon his Succeflbr.”) 

The Services required from the Jaghcerdars were either fpecific, or they were bound to the Per- 
formance of whatever Duties might be afligned to them, and to attend in Perfon with their cffeidive 
Troops whenever required. 

The adual Value of a Jaghecr depended, firft upon the Degree of the Rank of the Munfubdar, 
•nd fecondly, upon the Number of Months for which the Afllgnment was granted. Thefe Confi- 
deratlons will fuggeft the Rules to be obferved in the Revifion of the Sunnuds; but it is firft nc* 
ccllfty to explain the Reftridions by which a Munfubdar in Pofleflion of a Jaghecr was prevented 
receiving more than he was entitled to.

20. d he following Inll.inre in Pioof of the Striclnefs with which the Government exacted the 
“ '{'(uitccr is fo remarkable, that I Iball infert it at Length from a Book of good Authority. 

‘‘ Bickanday Khan, and enher Munfubdais, having obtained an Afllgnment for their Pay in i!ie 
Pergunnah Berance, they laid Claim to the Poflellion of the whole Diftrid, as the Amount of 
the Rents oi‘ it in Idaams correfpoiuled cxadly with that fpecified in the Vizier’s AUignmenc. 
The idcw.in leiufed his Allcnr, and infirted upon their receiving their Pay in Money which corn^ 

“ {lelled the Munfubdars to accept the Allignments according to the eltabliflied Rules, which left 
‘‘ them no i^)rtion of the Toufecr. F^y this Adjuftment the Government was faved from a ladi of

27. If therefore n Ivcvifion of the Sunnuds fhould take Place, the following Points mufl; be at- 
atended to : h'lrll, the Authenticity of the Perwannah from the Vizier : Secondly, tlic Number of 
Months Pay granted in the Afllgnment j and laftly, the Difference between this Sum and the adual 
Produce of the Lands. 

§ (“ (/») 28. Under the Mogul Government there was a certain MehalorJurifdidion,‘confifting of riic!i. 

Lands as were fee apart for being gi anted in Jaghecr, under the Denomination of Paibakee. d'lic 
other Lands in the Subah were called Khalfa Mokerrery, or fixed Exchequer Lands j thefe were 
fbppol'cd to be mod prodiidive, and wcie granted in Jagheer. 

“ 29. Under this Jurifdidion Jagheers, when refumed or efeheated, fell ; and here the Thoiifeer 
“ or Ifxcels was brought to the Credit of the State, as well as the Amount of Arrears, or Anticipa- 
“ lions lor broken Periods, as already ex[)lained: The Produce of the Three laft Articles was 
called the vSharc of the Exchequer, and under this Term the Jagheerdars were compelled to ac- 
count for it. Appendix, No, 12, or 13, 14. 

“ 30. Such were the ancient and regular Forms of the Mogul Conftitution regarding the Dig- 
nity called Munfub, and its Appendage Jaghcer ; — and from thefe it will appear that a Jaghcerdar 
“ had not originally or conlUtutionally any Property in the Lands.”) § 

31. In Bengal there are few Jagheers, and of no confiderable Amount; but in Beyhar thry 
cxilt to the annual Value of near Four Lacs of Rupees, according to the Eltimatc upon which 
they were made over to the Jagheerdars. Four-Fifths of thefe Grants were obtained during the 
Anarchy of the Reign of Shah AulunVs immediate Predeceffor, and at the Commencement of 
his Acceirion, when he invaded Beyhar. 

32. Under luch Circumdances we are not to expedl much Attention to the Foi»ms or to the 
Spirit of the Conftitution ; and on examining feveral of thefe Grants, it appears that molt of them 
contain nothing more than a fimple Affignment of Daams, without any Specification of the Rank 
of the Munlubdar, the Number of llorle he was bound to entertain, or Months for which he re- 
ceived Fay ; or whether the Grant was conditional or unconditional, nor the cuftomary Engage- 
ment to pay into the Khalla, the J'"xccls or Amount relulting from anticipated Rents, or Aireais 
of a broken Sealon. Of taght Grants which have been reviled, only Two fpecity any Services to 
be p^rioimed. By a Comparilon, however, of the Number of Daams affigned, with the Amount 
of the Revenue Lands deliveicd over to the Jagheerdar, moft of the Aflignments will appear to 
be for Four or Five Months, as in Bengal and elfewhere; and from the Evidence of the oldeit 
and mod inrelligcnt Olficers, it appears, that until the End of Behadur Shah’s Reign, the regu- 
lar FonUs were oblervcd, and the Accounts of the Munfubdars examined with the ulual Seventy. 
From ih.cfe Circumdances it is concluded, that the Lands in Beyhar affigned by the Jauhecrce 
(Hranr, were held under the lame Tenure as in other Parts of the Empire. (Appendix, No. i 5 » 

33. It is alfo probable, that many of the Grants in Beyhar were fraudulently or furreptitioully 
obtained. 

34. In deciding the Quedion regarding the Refumption of Jagheers in Beyhar, (on Accoui^ 0. 
Intorrnality and Collufioa in procuring them) or of the Excefs appropriated by the Jagheerdar^^,

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beyond the AfTignmcnt in the Grant, many Circumftanccs require Conficleration. I fhall ftate fuch 
as occur to me. 

Firft. It is to be remarked, that the Sunnuds in Beyhar have undergone thefe Revifions by 
Mahomed Reza Cawn in 1766, by Mr. Vanfutart in 1771, and by Mr. Bulby in 1783, and have 
been (.onfirmeil each Time. 

Secondly. That under the Sanction of thefe Confirmations, the J.igheerdars have enjoyed the 
Rents of the Lands made over to tiiem in perfet^t Security, without being compelled to account ior 
.any Overplus which they niay receive beyond the Amount of the AfTignmcn!, or to perform any 
Services. 

'riiirdly. That the Perfons who licld thefe Lands have not any other Means of Subfiflcnce, and 
if they were eefumed, would be driven to Poverty aiul Dillrel^. 

36. Thefe Confiderations may indeed be (Tiortened, and the Whole reduced to this Quefllon j 
IIovv far the Faith of Government may be conf:d< red pledged to the Pollcfiois under the Ada 
dcftribcd ; and admitting it not to be .abfolutcly jrlcdgcd, will l^olicy and Humanity warrant a 
Uecilion that muR reduce many of its Subjeds to Dillrefs. 

37. It may, on the other 1 land, be contended, that no Fraud ought to receive a Sandion from 
the Inability of the Government to deted it •, that a J.igheerdar, who benefits by the Indulgence 
of Government, ought not to avail himfclf of that Indulgence lor a greater F.molument th.ui he 
is entitled to by it to receive, and that he cannot have any Claim to an Immunity, merely bccaule 
the Government lias, from Ignorance, fufpended tlie Exercile of its own Rights, in rcclaimiiur its 
juft Dues, 

38. Between the oppofitc ConfiJerations I ftiall not at prefent offer my Opinion. It may be 
further oblcived, that many Peribns now enjoying jagheers have lucceeded to them by virtue of 
Inheritance, in dired Violation of the Conftitution of the Empire. Such has been the Lenity or 
Want of Information of the Briiifh Government in India. 

39. 'I'he I lonble. the Court of Direiilors, from Motives of Humanity, have fuggtfted the Idea 
of attempting to convert the Jagheer into permanent Property, by conftituting them Zemindarics. 

I have f)me Doubts myfcif of the Poflibility of effeding this, and am of Opinion that Objec- 
tions would be made by the jaghcerdars upon a general Principle, which appears univerlally to go- 
vern the ^ati vis of this Country, that of an Attention to temporary adual Advant.igcs, in Op- 
pofition to permanent remote Benefits. But there is another, and ftronger Objection, that the 
Lands held as Jaglucrs are adually at prefent Portions of Zemindaries, to the Proprietors of 
whiJi the Jaghcerdars pay a Stipulation under the Name of Malikan.a. This Term means the 
Right of Propi icturfliip. Plierc can be little Doubt that the Zemindars would not be filent in 
claiming their Property, upon .my Attempt on the Part of the Government to nllign it over in 
Perpetuity to others, paiticularly thole who retain their Lands, and pay the Rents thereof to the 
Ja heerdais. 1 his is the Cafe, as I am informed, with many Zemindars, and a*curious Proof of 
the Inverfion of Right and Property. It may however be immediately declared, that no Pcrlon 
fli.ill be allowed to proceed to the PofTcinon of a Jagheer, by Riglit of Inheritance, and that all 
Jagheers upon the Dem fc of the PofTciror ftiall revert to Government. This Declaration is indif- 
penlably neicfiary to annihilate that Idea which appears to be entertained that Jagheers arc heredi- 
table permaiunc Property. 

40. If the Government fhould atft in Conformity to this Declaration, the Rents of all the Jacr. 

hceis in Bcyiiar will in d ime revert to the Company. I ° 

41. A Divilion on the previous Qiieftion muft alfo determine how far an Inveftig.ation fliall 
take Place fhto the adual Produce of the Lands, with a View to the Refumption of the Towfeer, 
or Extcls. lo this the Objections ftated will not apply with the fame Force as to a total Re- 
lumption. 

42. But at ;ill Events I deem irhiglily expedient that the moft accurate Account fiiould be pro- 
ailed of the prelent Stare at the Jagheers in Beyhar, and ot the Pofleflbrs thereof, and for this 
Purpofe Orders have been iflued. With this Account before them, the Board may be enabled to 
carry into Execution any Orders that the Court of Diredors may think proper to ilTuc refpeft- 

Jagheers, in cafe the Qutftion which I have ftated fliould remain over for their De- 
cilun. 

43* Account has been compiled from authentic Records, and good Information, The 
Pioufs of what is here aflerted will be found in the Appendix, which contains a Variety of Infor- 
mation ol a Detail too minute to be inferred in this Account without Interruption of the Connec- 
^on of K, 1 cannot conclude without pointing out for the Notice of the Governor General in 
Council, the great Aftiftance which I have derived from Mr. Barlow in the Difcuflion of this

Note A. The Emperor’s Pleafutc being previoufly fignificd, one of the Four Bukfliies at the 
Prcfencc, (who were dignified with tlic Appellation of Buklhcan Auzzaam, or the Grand Buk- 
Ihics) prefented a Petition to His Majtfty in Behalf of the Perfon to be promoted, fpecifying his 
Name with that of his Family ; and fetting forth his Requeft to be enrolled among the Number of 
the royal Servants. 

A Sowal, or Petition of a fimilar Nature, was prefented to the Throne, for incrcafing the Me- 
ratib or Rank of a Munfubdar, whether in confequence of the Emperor’s Orders, or the Re- 
commendation of tlie Nazims of the Soubahs mentioned in the Minute. 

1 he Sowal, or Petition, having received the Approbation of His Majcfty, was referred to the 
Duftcr of one of the Four Bukihecs, where it received the Atteftation or official Marks of the 
Mutluddies, called I uidcck. It was then prefented a Second Time to the Emperor, who fignified 
his final Approbation by fuperferibing the Word Bedchund, or Let them grant it. This Super- 
Icription was fometimes written by the Buxfhees, upon receiving the royal Order for that Purpofe. 

The Petition being depofited in the Dufter, a Ycad dalht, or Certificate, was iflued •, Ijjccifying, 
that on fuch a Date, fuch a Perfon was elevated to a Munfub of fo many Thoufands in the Rifla- 
lah, or of luch a Bukfhee. The above Forms conftituted a Munfubdar. 

Note B. Defeription of the Horfemen attached to a Munfubdar were taken in Writing, and the 
Horfes were marked with hot Irons, by an Officer appointed for that Purpofe, called the Daro- 
gah Daag ruflieehah ; who affed under the Orders of the granted Buxihees at the Prcfencc. 

Note C. In order to obtain the neceflary Vouchers for granting an Affignment for the Pay of 
the Munfubdar and his Tabcen, or Troops, an Officer called the Darogah Arz Mokcrer, pre- 
fented a Sowaul, or Petition, to the Emperor •, reprefenting, that fuch a Perfon having been ap* 
pointed to a M^nlub of fo many Thoufand; and Tuldcck, or original attefted Sow?ul, or 
the Bukfhee, with the Ycaddaft, or Certificate, having been depofited in the Duftcr, 
rlis Majefty s further Orders refpefting fuch Munfubdar were requiredt 

^ Letter Soad, or Mark of Approbation, on the Top of the 

Sowaul Mokerres-refeed, fignifying that fuch Sowaul, containing the Particulars relating to the 

Munfub, had been prefented a fccond Time to His Majefty, and returned with the Signature of 
Approbation. ' 

If the Emperor direfted that the Munfubdar fliould be paid in Money, no other Forms were 
requifite, except the cuftomary Orders of the Treafury. 

It the Emperor fignificd his Pleafure the Munfubdar fhould receive his Pay by an 
on Land, fwhich was denominated a Jagheer,) the Bukfhee notified His Majefty’s Pleafure to* 
the Vizicr j who accordingly iflued an Order to the Dewan Tun, to prepare the neceflary Gr^w* 
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Upon the Receipt of this Order, the Dewan Tun drew out a Sewaul or Petition, which was 
tranimitted under an Envelope to the Emperor, who fuperferibed it with the Letter Soad, or Mark 
of Approbation. It was then brought to the Vizier, who figncd on the Back of it the Letter 
Aim, and returned it to the Dewan Tun, who added the Letter Mcemi after which, it received 
the official Marks of the Mutfuddies of One of the Lour Buxfliccs ; and was depofued in tiie 
Duftcr. 

The Dewan Tun then drew up another Sowaul or Petition, in which all the Particulars relating 
to the Allignmcnt were detailed. If the Amount of it was under Ninety thoufand Daams, the 
Vizier h.id Authority to lupcrfcribe the Sowaul with tlie Words ‘ Tuiikhaw Deluind,’ (let them grant 
the Affi^nment) ; if it amounted toOne Lack of Daams, the Vizier prefented the Sowaul to the 
Emperor, who fuperferibed it with the Letter Soad, under which, the Vizier wrote the Order 
abvementioned •, laltly, it received the official Marks of the Dewan Tun and his Officers, and was 
depofued in the Duftcr. 

In Conformity to the abpve Papers, a Perwannah was drawn our, under the Seal of the Vizier, 
direfted to the Dewan of the Soubah in wliich the Land to be affigned was fituated, fpecifying 
the Rank of the Munfub, the Cavalry attached to it,' and the Number of Months for which the 
Aflignmcnt was granted ; and diieding him, after putting the Munfubdar in Folle/lion, to tranl- 
mit an Account of all the Particulars relating to the L.and, to the royal Prel'cnee. 

When an Aflignmcnt was granted to the Dewan, the Vizier’s Perwannah was addrelTid to the 
Nazims, as appears from a Sunnud of Yytefa.im Khan now before me. In all other C.Jes, it ap- 
pears to have been dueled to the Dewan ; and when the Offices of Nazim and Dewan were for a 
fhort Time united in tne Perfon of Serfr.!uz Khan, the Vizier’s Pei wannah for Jagheer Affign- 
ments, were addrclTcd to him under the Titles annexed to his latter Capacity ; and in the Mota- 
buck, or provincial Sunnud, ilfiied in Conformity to the fame Perwannah, he alfo appears in the 
Charader of Nazim, 

'i he Dewan, ujon receiving the Perwannah of the Vizier, preicnted a Sowaul or Petition to 
the Nazim of the Soubah, reciting the Particulars of the Aflignment with the Nazim, fiipcrlcribed 
with the Words ‘Sunnud be Dchend,’ (let them grant a Sunnud)} purfuant to this Older, the 
Officers of the Duftcr drew out an Account of Jumma, or Aflclfment of the Land on which the 
Affignment was to be granted, as fixed by Torull Mull, tlie Dewan of Akber } and a Muchulka, 
or Engagcmcnr, was taken from the Jaghcerdar, which the Dewan fuperferibed with the Words 
‘ be niizzcr deranfua’ (it has been (cen ), wherein he bound himfclf to treat the Ryots with Kind- 
nefs, and not to colled from them more than the cllabliflicil Dewanny Ducs} and alfo to pay into 
the public Trealury whatever might be realized from the Lands above the Amount of the 
Afltflmtnt. 

'I'lic Dewan then drew out a Sunnud (which was called Sunnud Motabuck or a Sunnud in Con- 
formity to the Perwannah from the Prefence under the Seal of the Vizier), direded to the Chow- 
dries, Canongoes, and Cultivators of the Dillrid: in which the Land granted in Jaghcer was fitu* 
ated, acquainting them that a Punkah or Afllgnmcnr for fo many Daams having been granted to 
fuch a Miinlubdar, they were to account witli him regularly for the ellabliflied Dewanny Ducs. 

It IS alio enjoined the Jcghccidar to treat the Ryots with Lenity, and not to exad from them any 
1 hing beyond the cuftomary Rents. At the End of the Mutton or Body of the Sunnud, after the 
Date, the N.izini inferibed the Biz, or Mark of Approbation, and at the Top the Dewan affixed 
his Seal} on the B.tck of the Sunnud was inlertcd the Pcrw.innah of the Vizier, the Sowaul, or 
Petition of the Dewan of the Soubah to the Nazim, and all the Particulars of the Aflignment, 
with its Progrjis through ilic various Offices of the State, from that of the Vizier down to the 
loweft Department of the Duller of the Dewan of the Soubah. The Original was then delivered to 
the Jaghcerdcr, who, after depofiting a Copy of it in the Dewanny Office, under his own Seal or 
that of his Vakeel, proceeded to take PofTcinonof the Land.

Upon further Enquiry, I find additional Realoi., 
tor ^beiiv- of this Opinion, particularly the Fluctuation of the intrinfic Value of the Com. To 
eXDhin This in one Inftance : the Rupees which pafs under the general Denomination ol Oud 
Siccas, comprehending Fyzab.id, Bangalore, Lucknow, Mocktiar, and Hawley Rupees are cad, 
of them coined at various Mints; over which, the Government keeping no ttrict Check, the 
Standard is not adhered to, and the Rupees tUin Out of different Values, according to the dificicnt 
Mints, althotmh they arc itill fuppofed by the Government to pals at One common Rate, io ob- 
tain Affays of Coins ib fluduating and numerous, would be next to an Imponibility, with regard to 
the Sums received and paid by me to the Army; and I therefore, at the Time, conceived the 
Commanding Officer from his Station, the Cuftom of the Service, and his Rcfidencc on the Spot, 
the lieft and only Authority that I had for regulating the Batta. 

I did for fomc Time fend down to the Honourable Board the Account of the grofs Sums re- 
ceived by me ; but this Mode, not dating the Balance within fome Lacks, I imagined, t!.;u 
puttino the Brigade Batta would come the neareft to it. At the lame 1 ime, tor Sums not adually 
dilbuikd, no final Adjudment has taken place with the Vizier, that an Opening may be lelt to 
Sic io ont. charpe him with the Dificrcncc of Batta, ffioiild any • rife on Sums fenc down to the I'refulency. 

That it will, I am almod certain, from the Abulirs in the Mints, and 1 hope the Honour.tbk 
Board will not deem me claimable for Dcficicnccs.

“ was again refarmed to a Third Perfon for a further Emolument; fo that it dands altogether 
“ the Manacrers at 30,000 Rupcees a Year, befides the Support of his Workmen, and other nc- 
‘‘ cefiaiy Exjjenccs of every Kind ; where, by the bed Intelligence I could ever collet, it will not 
“ yield above 24 or 25,000 Rupees a Year. I have heard that general Complaints arc made by 
« the Inhabitants of the Lofs fudained by Mal-Praflices in the Mint, and that already Rupees of 
“ the 14th and i5ch Years are the greated Part bought up and coined into the Current Siccas 
“ with a Gain to the Proprietor. By this Circumdance alone, the Honble. Board rtiay determine 
“ the bad Confequences of the prefent Management in the Coinage, ami what is worfe, I lee no 
“ Probalfility of any Stop being put to it; for on his Excellency’s coming into Cantoneincms, 
“ and Ihortly after Ellize Cawn’s Arrival, I reprefented the Cafe as particularly affeding his 
“ Money Tranf.idions with the Company, fince he received this Species of Rupee in Payment of 
“ his Revenue, without having the Deficiency in the intrinfic Value made up to him ; that the 
“ Company would not agree to this for their Monies, it being dipulatcci in the Treaty, that they 
“ were to be paid for their Tranfadions at the Standard then in being ; that fliould it hereafter he 
dcbalcd, his Excellency was to make up the Deficiency; and I therefore hoped he would not be 
oficndctl at being charged with the Difference. He anlwcrcd in general ferms," That he had 
- entrullcd the Management of the Mint to a Man in whom he placed great Confidence, and v.h') 
“ was capable of the Office.” 1 tried to convince his Excellency to the contrary, but all to no 
Purpole ; and notwithftanding I repeatedly urged him on this Point, I could obtain norealSat'l- 
“ fadion, and I found my Reprefentations lo ill received, that I was forced to drop them. I on 
« it very unwillingly, becaufe Ellize Cawn had folicited me in the ftrongeft Terms to me 04 
“ Influence with the Vizier, to redify the Mifmanagemeiit of the Mint, being fully lenfibie 0 
« the Dciriiiicnt whicli would accrue from it; but the Manager being a Man fo much favourci, 
“ he hardly dared openly to fpeak againfl him. The only Point we were able to cfTed w.as nr 
« an Order to BoWanny Sing to coin the Rupees at the old Standard ; and fo lar from cu.om^ 
“ his Authority and Infiuencr, the Vizier has fince farmed to him all the Mints throughout 0 
“ whole Dominions. Notwitlilfanding the Order, Bowanny Sing ftill continues to debaw 
“ Com. In Corah parcicuUuly the Abufes are the greateft. That Mint is refarmed at a f* 
exorbitant Rate, ami has already produced Lead Money, the fame in Proportion in a* ot 
“ Parts of the Coiintiy. . — • ht an<l

*» tijre, have prevented from. being accomplilhed j and I am further to obferve from his lavi'h Dif- 
pofnion, that it is impofliblc I Ihould ever be able to obuin them : I therefore fee no Way of 
realizing hi* Debt to the Company, but by procuring from him fpecific Funds, for rhe Payment 
M of it, which be (hall be bound not to appropriate to any other Purpofe. To evince the Truth 
« of this, it is impoflible to afeertain with Precifion, the Expences of the Privy Purfe ; and in 
« order that they fliould not be knpwn, he has appointed Two Perfons, I Juflein Reza Cawn and his 
t*‘ favourite Bowanny Sing, befides the public Treafurer, to receive the Produce of his Revenue'. 

Excepting the fixed and unavoidable Expences of his Houfhold, not any Thing is paid into the

I am forry a Dropfy contraded by Elije Cawn is likely to prove fatal to him. He has hitherto 
been attended folely by his own Phyficians, who adhere to no one Mode of treating him, but 
change their Preferiptions almod daily. I have repeatedly req')e(tcd him to conlult Meffrs, 
Chandler and Harwood, which he has declined, and it is the Opinioii of thefe Gentlemen, that 
he, from all the Symptoms of the Difcafc, cannot hold it out above Six or Seven Weeks. ’ This 
Miniftcr has, during his (hurt Adminillration, rendered the Vizier great Services, and I am 
forry to obferve,^ that I Ice no Man about the Court likely to do fo much Credit to tlie Station.

We are fcnfible of the Difficulty you muft have experienced in afeertaining the Value. of fo 
many different Coins, as have been received in Payment from the Vixier, but we cannot think of 
leaving fuch large Accounts for Months unadjufted. We have already dircdlcd that the Owde 
Sicca Rupee, fuch as it was when the Treaty was concluded, or in other Words, fuch as it was 
in the laft Year of the late Vizier’s Life, fhoiild be the Standard of all Payments received on 
Behalf of the Company, and that every other Coin Ibould only be received as Bullion, and cflimated 
accordingly to its intrinfic Value in Owd Siccas. In order to regulate this Matter irl future, and 
to prevent any Lofs by the Exchange, we recommend that you employ a creditable and intelfi. 
gent Shraff, with proper Affiflants under him, if you think them ncccflary, to afeertain the real 
Amount of each Payment. 

It muil be the Duty of this Shroff to cx.imine and appreciate all the Rupees as they are re- 
ceived from the Vizier, and to determine the Batta on each Species, according to the Proportion 
of tluir intrinfic Value with that of Owd Siccas. He is to affix his Seal to the Bags in which they 
are contaimd, and deliver an Account in Writing of the Amount of each different Specie, with 
their Value annexed in Owd Siccas. From thefe Accounts, the Accounts Df the Company muft 
be formed and regulated. The Payments to the Army muft be made exaJlly after the fame 
Rule. Each Difpatch to the Paymaftcr muft be accompanied by a Lift or Account of the different 
Species and their Value in Owde Siccas, extraiftcd from the Accounts of the Shroff; and that we 
may have fomc Check upon the Perfon employed in the Shroffage of the Money, we dirett that 
you tranfmit to us from Time to l ime Samples of all the Rupees, with his Valuation annexed; 
that we may caufe them to be affiyed and compared by our Affay Mailer. 

The Mode above recommended will ferve to prevent any Confufion in the Accounts with the 
Vizier for the future; and the fame Rule muff be obferved in fixing the Batia on the different 
Species of Rupees, which may now remain uniffued in the Hands of the Paymaffer of the 
Brigade.

In order to prevent any Lofs to the Army from their Pay being iffued in the Species of Rupees 
hereafter received in Payment from the Nabob, as well as to obviate Confufion in the Accounts 
with him ; we have dirccfed the Rcfident at the Nabob’s Court to appoint a proper Shroff to af- 
eertain and fix the Batta on each Coin received from the Vizier, to reduce it into Owd Siccas, to 
affix his Seal on the Bags in which the Sums are contained, and to deliver them with an Account 
of the different Species, and their Amount in Owd Sicr.i.s. Extrafts from thefe Accounts will 
be tranlmitted with each Sum of Money difpatched to the Paymaftcr ; and we direft that you 
take Care to publifh in Orders, in every Month, a Lift of the Shroff’s Valuation of the feveral 
Species of Rupees as they are received from the Rcfident j with Notice that they f]iall be iffued 
again in Payment to the Troops at the fame Valuation. 

This Regulation will not affeiff the Payments already made to the Army ; but we direff that the 
above Rule be obferved in fixing the Batta on the different Species of Rupees which may now re- 
main uniffued in the Hands of the Paymaftcr.

(“ (tf) Honble. Sir, and Sirs, 

“ The great Ufefulnefs of Ellije Cawn to the Vizier 1 have already mentioned, and as AfFairs may Mr. Brirtow. 
“ take a Turn in conlequence of his Dcceafe, I (hall trouble ihf Honble. Board with :hc Charac- 
“ ters of the Perfons who compofc the Vizier’s Court. 

“ In my Addrefs of the 12th February I mentioned Muireza Cawn, Jado Loll, Souba Sing, 

“ Nawar Sing, anti Holafs, as Favourites ; of whom Murteza Cawn was aftiifllrlatcd, Jatio Loll 
“ difgraced. Three other Men have fince rofc into Favour, namely. Topper Chund, the Treafurer; 

Jumtnarin Bukfh, the Commandant of the Artillery, and the greater Part of the i'roops not 
under Britifli Officers ; and Cairn Cawn, his Excellency’s Elephant Driver. 

“ Thofe whom I before defined to the Honble. Board, under the Denomination of Tellings 
Rajahs, have Jagheirs of Thirty thoufand Rupees a Year c.ich ; are Farmers of large Diftrifis, 
and reap great Emoluments from occafional Gratuities. Excepting Bowanny Sing, they arc not 
particularly diftinguiftied one above another, but this Man enjoys, in a great Degree, tiie Confi- 
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denceof his Mafter; and I have already explained to the Honble, Board that the Irregularities in 
the Coinage have principally proceeded from his Mifmanagement. He is, to the beft of my 
Judgement, poffefted of no natural Abilities to make up for the Want of Education, nor any 
One Recommendation whatever, but merely the Vizier’s Favour ; and 1 am forry to fay that the 
general Conduct of all thefe Rajahs, and this Man in particular, is exceedingly oppreffive and 
grievous to the People. 

“ Immarin Bukffi is a vain light infignificant Chara^fer, of the fame Education and Abilities as 
the Telinga Rajahs, and whofe real Pretenfions to his prefent Station are much the fame as theirs. 
Cairn Cawn has obtained his Favour from the Accident of being conftantly under the Vizier’s 
Eye. He is a Man whom I believe his Excellency confults upon many Occafions, and by whom 
he is much guided. Tipper Chund has been a long Time about the Court, is an artful intriguing 
Man, not wholly deftitute of Abilities, and avowedly ill-difpofed towards the Englilh : In every 
Mcafure where he has been concerned, I have always met with Oppofition from him. 

“ The Vizier’s Turn fur Diffipation takes up fo much of his Time, that it is impolTible he Ihould 
attend to the Adnuniftration of his Affairs ; and therefore, without a capable Man in the Station 
of Naib, I fee no Profpedt of their ever being fettled on a permanent Footing. Suppofing it to be 
vacant, there would be no one authorized to take upon him the Controul of Accounts, or to 
inipeift into the general State of Affairs, but every Perfbn who would have Influence with the Vi- 
zier would ufc it to ferve his own Purpofes. I faw a great deal of this on our Return from Etawa, 
f<ir if Ellijc^Cawn, or Tome Man equally capable had not been placed in Office, the Order and 
Regulaiity which were by him preferved would never have exifted. The Duties of Naib, under 
tne vvifcft and nioft methodical Prince, rcquiie great Capacity, and mull even then be executed 
with Difficulty ; but under a Prince Inch as the prefent, I hardly fee it poffible for any one to 
dilchargc the Truft with Credit to himfelf. 

“ The Vizier’s Unfteadinefs is produtftive of contradiflory Orders. The Views of his Fa- 
vourites clalh with the Minifter’s Mcafurcs, and overfet all his Endeavours toeftablifli CEconomy 
and Regularity ; if he ihould attempt to overfet them in the Opinion of the Vizier and fail. 
Ruin would fall on his own Head. Ellije Cawn was fo fcnfible of this, that far from oppofing 
them, he was forced to forward their interefts in order to cftablilh his own Authority. I am fur- 
ther forry to obferve, that though the Vizier’s Attachments arc not lafting, yet they are exceed- 
ingly ftrong for the Time, and he thinks he can never be too liberal in beftowing Favours on 
the Perfons to whom he is fo attached. 

‘‘ In order to keep the Vizier ftcady in his Alliance, and to fecure the Payment of their Af- 
fignments, I conceive the Naib ought to be a Man well difpofed towards the Englifti. Though 
the Vizier is fcnfible how much the Peace of his Government depends upon us, yet I find him 
frequently mifled by the Infinuations of particular People, who raife his Jcaloufy of the Com- 
pany’s Intentions, and, notwithftanding Reprefentations which I am almolt daily obliged to make 
him, I am not able to prevent the Officers of his Government throwing great Interruptions in

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“ the Colledions of my Alignments. The Vizier has made it a Condition, that thofe on Account 
“ the Company, and the Payment of his own Army under Britifh Officers, ftiall be difeharged prior 
“ to any others ; he neverthelcfs often grants Tuncaws on the Places .where mine are ; and, when 
“ I reprefent that this is departing from a Promife engaged to in the moft public Manner, which 
“ can only dtfgracc his Government, as it muft make all Perfons lofe their Confidence in his 
“ public Faith, he pretends he is unguardedly led into thofe Meafures. 

“ The Truth is, that he lavilhes fo much Money away in unneceflary'and ufelefs Expences, 
“ that unlefs he alters his Mode of Condua, he will always be diftrefled. I have, for my Parr, 
“ ftated to him in the ftrongell Terms, that the Difcharge of all Arrears to the Company, and the 
** regular Payment of the Army under Britilh Officers, are Points that the Honble, Board cannot, 
“ on any Account, dilpcnfc with. He always acquiefees in the Juftnefs of what I- fay V but drove 
“ to it by his Extravagancies, he ftill winks at thefe Attempts to encroach upon Qiy Tuncaws.- 
“ The Appointment of an Officer to the Niabut, in the proper Choice of whom the Compa. 
“ ny’s Interells are lb nearly concerned, being a I’oint of the utmoft Confeq,uencc,, I conceived it 
“ to be my Duty to obtain the carlicrt Intelligence of his Excellency’s Intentions •, and feeing Ellijc 
“ Cawn’s Deceafe inevitable, I pfefled the Vizier, for feme Days pall, to come to feme Rciblution 
“ on this Point, which I was never able to bring him to before this Morning. He bad Two Perfons 
“ in View, Surut Sing, the prefent Aumil at Rohilchund, and Tipper Chund. The latter 1 ftrongly 
** objedled to, for the Reafons I have above given, a$ I am; convinced that he would not execute 
** the Office with Credit to himfclf or the Vizier, and that he would exert his utmoll Abilities to dif- 
** guft the Englilh. He is bcfidcs this a very unpopular Man, and unaccuftomed to this Branch 
“ of Buftnefs. Soorut Sing appeared to me the fitteft of the Two, having been » long Time 
** Duan to Suja Duwla, and being well informed of the general State of the Country, a Man of 
plain Senfe, but great Application ; and the Aumils and People about the Durbar knowing his 
Talent in the Revenue Branch, he would have a Weight with them, which the other could not. 

** For thefe Reafons, and that he has always Ihewn an Attachment to the Englilh, I ever recom- 
mended him to the Vizier, and hope that my Conduifl in fo doing will bo approved of by the 
** Honble. Board. 

The Vizier, upon confidering the Charafters of all the Perfons about the Court, looks upon 
** him as the propereft, and is determined to appoint him, if he appoints any Body } but he told me 
To-day, that he thought he could execute the Office of Naib himfclf. This Opinion I judged 
to have proceeded from the Infinuations of lome of the People about him, who, concluding they 
could not obtain the Office for themlclves, imagined they Ihould have the greater Latitude to 
“ range in, if it was left vacant. 

“ I candidly informed his Excellency, that this was the Way to occafion him much Lofs, and 
“ create endlefs Confufion in his Government, as he had too many other Occupations to attend to 
“ the Minutiae of lb extenfive a Department as-that of the Revenue. After much Argument he 
agreed with me, but has deferred the Appointment until he lhall have fixed on feme Perfon to 
“ go in Soorut Sing’s Room to Rohilchund, as like wife another Perfon to fill the Office of Dewan. 

“ His Excellency conceiving it incompatible that the Naibut andDewanny Ihould be united in One 
” Family, the latter Office being now held by Soorut Sing’s Son in Law. 

” Whatever further Refolutions the Vizier may form on this Head, 1 lhall be furc to give the 
** Honble. Board early Information of.

Mr. Biiiiow. Honourable Sir, and Sirs, 

I wrote lad on the 36th ultimo, and am favoured with the Honourable Board’s Letters of the 
7th and 12th Augull j the Dircdlions contained in which I lhall be furc to comply with. 

The Vizier has not yet appointed a SuccclTor to the Naibut. It was offered to Soorut Sing, 
who declined it, as the Dewanny has been a long Time in his Family, and he preferred holding 
that Office to any other his Excellency could grant him, however lucrative and honourable.— 
Whenever the Vizier lhall fix on any Perfon, I hope it will be fomebody well affcdled to the 
Company if not, I lhall confider it my Duty to reprefent to him the Difadvantages which will 
accrue from chufing a Man who might interrupt that good Underftanding which at prefent fub- 
lifts between the I'wo Governments.

Letter frorti Mr. Middlefoi>to the Governor General, dated the 26th June 1777. 

To the Honble. Warren Haftings Pfquire, Governor General, See. Members of the Supreme 

Coiincil at Fort William. 

Honble. Sir, and Sirs, 

I have now, in Obedience to your Orders of the 1 ith of May, the Pjeafure to forward you the 
Nabob’s Account Current with the Company, to the End of May laft •, his Account Current 
with the Army under Britifh Officers, to the End of February laft ; Wauffil Bankccs on Kift- 
bundee of the Tuncaws granted in Favour of the Company, the Rohillas, and the above-men- 
tioned Army, to the End of Jait; Jumna Wauffil Bankees of the fame; Tuncaws to the fame 
Period in the Form required by the Honourable Board ; aS alfo Accounts Cafli in the Hands of 
the Refident for April and May. My Ca(h Account for April, as well as Account Current to 
that Period, have been delayed to this Time merely from the Hopes I entertained of being able to * Sic ih Orl^i 
tranfmit the Army Account with them longer this *. Such however was the Intricacy of the 
Military Accounts, in confequence of the State of Arrears the Troops were delivered over to 
the Britiffi Officers, in the total Want of Funds at firft, and the flow and inadequate realitincr of 
thefc Funds when they were affigned, and afterwards Confufion created by the Mutinies; thc°few 
Affiftants • they were for that Employment, and the Want of having been furni/hed with Regula- * Sic in Ori*; 
tions prevailing in the other Paymaftcr’s Offices that 1 have been utterly unable to colleft thefe 
Accounts before into any regular Form and Corrednefs, then only to the Month of February laft. 

A regular Office having been eftabliflied from that Time under the Deputy Paymaftcr General, the 
preparing of the Accounts to a very late Period will be attended with little Trouble, and I there- 
fore hope to tranfmit the Honble. Board the Military Accounts to the fame Period to which I have 
drawn out the others in a few Days. The Balance of the Company’s Account Current amounts 
to 26,64,697 3 2. That of the Tuncaws unreccived to only about a Lack of Rupees more. As 
there arc Four Months of the Year remaining, during which the Nabob’s Debts will increafe by 
2,60,000 Rupees a Month, or 10,40,000, it follows that ftiould every Rupee remaining due on 
Tuncaws be received, the Aflets would ftill be inefficient to the Liquidation of the Nabob’s Debt 
to the Company by above Nine Lacks of Rupees. Sorry I am however to be obliged to obferve 
thatfo far from there being a Probability of the Balances on the Tuncaws being nearly realized, I 
have little Expedation of realizing Ten Lacks of Rupees more upon that Account. The Seafon of 
the Collcdions may now be looked on as over, and what further Monies may be received will be 
chiefly raifed by Loans on the Credit of next Year’s Collcdions. On the Account Current of 
Military Receipts and Dilburfcments there appears a Balance of 21,^9,138 6 i. Thi» Account 
I" believe I may venture to offer to the Honble. Board as cofred, unlefs Ionic very trifling Sums may 
be due which the Officers may have negledcd to draw for, and the Deputy Paymafters to charge, in 
Confequenoe of the Monies having been at firft when the Funds came in, irt no Degree proportionate 
to the Expenses advanced them on Account. Such Difference however muft be exceedingly trifling 
if any, and fhall be immediately rectified if they * cxift. This Account having been only drawn out * Sic in Ori« 
to the End of February laft, it is ncceflafy to obferve that full Twenty Lacks of Rupees have 
been received fince that Time, and as the Military Expcnces for March, April, May and June can 
fcarccly exceed Fourteen Lacks of Rupees at 3,50,000 ^ Month, it will follow that this Balance moft 
now be reduced to about Fifteen l.acks of Rupees. It appears from the Waffil Bankec of the Mi- 
litary Tuncaws that the Balance remaining to be received on thefe Tuncaws is Rupees 20,78,034 6 2. 

Eftimating the Difburfements of the remaining two Months, at 3,50,000 f' Month, Rupees 
7,00,000, the Amount thereof added to the before- mentioned Balance due to the Troops will make 
tile Sum of 22,00,000, or about a Lack ind a Half of Rupees more than the Amount remaining 
due on the Tuncaws, were this to be realized, but there is a litriC Reafon toexpeft that thefe Monies, 
any more than the Company’s, will be nearly realized. The Profpeft of fuch large Balances accruing 
on both the Company’s and Military Funds^ the abfolutc Ncccfldty of providing for the Difburle^ 

Brigade, and the almoft equal Ncceffity of providing for thofc of the Troops Under 
Uruilh Officers, important as I conceive the Honble. Board would confidcr their being kept on a 
regular Footing to the Company’s interefts, were the Rcafons which induced me to forbear lending 
own the Company’s Cafh m Hand, till I could prefent juft Statements to the Board of the Sums 
' eiy to be realized on the Company's and Military Tuncaws, and obtained their Orders in Confe- 
iTr Propriety of remitting the Money or detaining it for the Ufe of the Brigade, and

“ to the prefent Period, and have been fuch as neither my Predeceflbrs or myfelf could peflibly 
“ remedy j nor can indeed any Remedy be applied in future, but by the Adoption of a new Syf- 
“ tern. It is my Duty to reprefent what thele Evils are, and to propofe what appears to me the 
“ only cfFedual Remedy, that the Honble. Board may take the Matter into their Icrious Confidera-

“ gard to what may be their juft Demand, or the Mode in which they levy it ; hence jt has, within 
“ my Knowledge, frequently happened, that the Troops which have been llatloned with an Au- 
“ mil for his Proteflion and Affillancc, have put him in Confinement, and not luffered him or his 
“ Officers to meddle with the Colleftions, until he has fatisfied their exorbitant Demands. Thefe 
“ united Caufes have occafioncd the Balances which have fallen fo lieavy on the Company’s and

I (« («) To the Honble. Warren HalHngs Efqpire, Governor General, &c. Members of the 

Supreme Council at Fort William. 

“ Honble. Sir, and Sirs, 

« I am now to acknowledge the Receipt of the Honble. Board’s Letter of the 26th of May* 
“ with a Tranllation of an Addrefs from the Governor General to the Vizier, the Original 
whereof was forwarded to me by the Pcrfian Tranflator. 

“ The SubjcA of this Addrefs affording me a favourable Opportunity of pointing out to the 
Vizier the many Evils which* notwithltanding the Removal eff Imauin Buxh, ftill cxift in his 
“ Government, and the Meafures which appeared to me neceffary to a Reform, I thought it highly 
expedient to embrace fuch an Occafion 5 and that 1 might omit nothing which could tend to con-* 
“ vince his Excellency of the Dangers to which he was expofing himfclf, by fo injudicious a Seleftion 
“ of Men to fill the Offices of his State, and imprefs the more ftrongly on his Mind the Neccffity 
of an immediate Reform, I had previoufly prepared a Reprefcntaiion in Writing, which, after 
** delivering the Governor General’s Letter, and enlarging a little upon the Grounds of it, I prefented 
« to him i and have now the Pleafure to enclofe the Honble. Board a Tranflation of it for their 
“ Information : I have the moft fanguine Hopes that the Governor General’s Letter, enforced 
“ by my perlbnal Reprclentations, will be produdtive of falutary Effcdls ; and I lhall be happy to 
“ find my Conduft in this Inftance meets with the Approbation of the Honble. Board. The Nabob 
” exprcilcd on this Occafion the fulleft Confidence in the Honour and Integrity of his Minifter, 
“ Huftein Reza Cawn, affuring me that he had committed the entire Government of his Houlbold 
“ and Country into his Hands, and that he would in no Inftance fuffer any other Authority to be 
“ brought in Competition with his. So ftrong, however, is his Attachment to his Favourites, and fb 
“ powerful is their Afcendancy over him, that 1 do notexpcfl the Minifter will venture, of his own 
“ Accord, tQmake any Ipirited Efforts to deftroy the pernicious Influence they at prefent have irt 
“ the Country * it will neverthekfs occur to the Honble. Board, upon a Review of the Charaders and 
“ Difpofitions of the Men wlio now comprize his Excellency’s Favourites, Men of mean Extraction, 
“ railed from the moft menial Occupations, and totally void of Education and every Requifite to 
“ qualify them for Men of Bufinefs, that fuch a Step is indifpenfable * neceffary to a Reform in the 
Adminiftration of this Government. It is indeed true that the Removal of Iniaum Buxh from his 
“ Excellency’s Prefence has entirely put a Stop to ihofe Cabals and Machinations which were 
** perpetually forming againft the Minifter, and left him perfectly at Reft as to his perfonai Secu- 
“ rity : But to give his Adminiftration its full Effed, and to eftablilh his Authority throughout the 
“ Country, the Reft of the Favourites Ihould be deprived of the Share they hold in the Civil Go*. 
“ vernment of the Country, and if poflible of their Military Commands j— from the former they 
derive an Influence which the Miniitry cannot effcdually controul, and the latter muft even make 
it their Intereft tooppofe any Attempts at a Reduiftion of Expcncc in the Department where it is 
moft required. As his Ei^tccllcncy promiled to give me his Sentiments at large on all thefe Points 
at a future Interview, I (hall again renew the Subjeft in my Correfpondcnce with the Honble. 
Board.”) 

The former it is faid hai 
made Overtures of Peace through the Mediation of Lltttaufut Alice Cawn t but the Conditions 
which Zabitta Cawn demands, are not likely to be accepMd. They confiftof the Three followinf; 
Heads : Firft. the Country of Merket, 6 cc. formerly taken from him by the King, (hall be re. 
ftored to him : Secondly, the Diftrift of Saurumpore nOw in his Pofleffion, to be confirmed to 
him upon his paying an annual Tribute to his Majefty : And Laftly, the Office of Meen Bux. 
hey Gecre. See. from which he was difmiflcd on his Retreae from the Prewnce^ to be reftored to him. 
Upon theie Conditions, and no other, declares* himlelf ready to' return to his Doty and Allegiance' 
and to contribute every Thing in his Power to the Relief w hb Majefty's Diftrefles. It is how! 
ever impoflible Nujif Cawn can aflent to Terms difadvantageous to himfelf and fo diflionourable 
to his Mailers nor would indeed his Troops allow hiin to do.it, as he has all along fed them witb 
the Hopes of large Compenfations upon the Defeat of 2 abitta Cawn ; and has had Addrei^ enough 
to make thefe Promifes fupply the Want of Ready Money ; inducing them thereby to overlook 
the Confideration of their txing Eight, Ten, and Tome even Twelve Months in Arrears.

I am now with Concern to inform the Honble. Board, that the Apprehenfions I enterulned «td 
fully exprefled m my Addrefs of the a6th June, of a Failure in the Funds afligned for the Pay- 
ment ot the Nateb's Troops under Britilh Officers, have been but too ferioufiy verified. 

The TfooTO in general have continued Three Months, and from a total CefTatlon of the Col- 
IcAions for thefe Two Months pail, a few of them arc even now on the Eve of Tour Months, in 
Arrcais. Thefe Trwps having from the Date of the new Eftabliihment become a Company's 
Brigade, I deemed it my indijjpenfible Duty, under the CIrcUmilance of the Vizier's Funds 
failing, to pay them in Auguft from the Honble. Company’s Caih a Sum, which, with the Mi- 
litary Cafh in Hand, Ihall be equal to One Monih^s Subiiftence ; although without your Ipccial 
Orders, 4 by no Means thought myfclf authorifed to pay up their Arrears. The many probable, 
I might add certain evil Confcqucnces to be apprehended from fuifering a further Protradlion of 
the Pay of fo large and important a Body of the Company’s Troops, juft formed into fuch, and 
therefore more likely to be alarmed for the ultimate Security of their Pay, than Men ufed to and 
well acquainted with the Certainty of their being fully paid up fooner or later in oor Service, 
would not admit of my waiting the Honble. Board’s Inftruaions on this Head, and I troil the 
Urgency of the Occaiion, which alone could have induced me to take fuch a Step without their 
exprels "'ilj Jolure me their Approbation. The fame Necelfity obliged me to advance 

* Subfiftcnce a few Days before I received your laft Commands. 1 beg Leave in 
this Place par^ularly to offer to your Notice, that the Two Sums advanced to this Brigade from 
the Honble. Company s Calh in Auguft and September, amount only to 3.31,835 Rupees, a 
Sum by no Means adequate to the Payment of the Troops, comprehending the Three Supernu- 
merary Battalions which Colonel Goddard has not yet diimifled, owing to the Want of Funds to 
pay up their Arrcar^ but barely equal to the Subiiftence of that ^ift of the Troops adluallf 
be^me the "Onoie. Company’s, agreeably to the new Eftabliihment, for the above Two Months.

Your 
Inftruaions direa me to furnifh the Troops in the Field with a Supply of CaflilSfficient for their 
orfinary Pay, and to retain .n my- Hrtds a Month’s Pay in AdvaneV for the otw Brigade. Thus 
eftima«ng the Expence of the Thifd Afgadc at 1,60.000 Rupees, and of the new ooelt 3,00,000,

Should the Honble. Board difapprove of my having made the awve Difburlements from their 
Calh to the new Brigade, as Monies will be coming in from the Collections of the new Year in 
kfs than a Month, I iliall be able, ihould Aich be your Plcafurr, to replace the Amount in the 
Honbie. Company’s Treafury, by appropriating fuch Monies to that Purpofe previous to the Dif- 
charge of the Arrears which maybe due to the new Brigade, to the Period of its being transferred to 
the Honble. Company’s Service. Should you, on the contrary, judge it expedient to pay up 
their Arrears, and to provide for tite Troops in the Field out of the firit Receipts, 1 think I may 
venture to affure you, that, in the Space of One Month, I lhall be able to pay up T wo Months 
of their Arrears, and, in another fucceeding Month, to liquidate the Whole, leaving a Sum re- 
maining in Calh fully equal to the Current Expences of both the Brigades for the Month enfuing, 
and, probably, an Overplus to fend down to the Prefidency ; after which I lhall leave little Doubt 
of not only fealizing the full Amount of Army Subfidy, and Subfiftance for the new Brigade, 
butjjlkorreduciiig the Balance of Account Current due from hii Excellency as fall as can be 
I confidcring the very heavy Amount of that Balance, and the Immcnfity of the Ag- 
smand on his Excellency, which, by his own Mirman.igemcnt and Extravagance, has 
umursted to a Sum exceeding the Half of his Nett Revenue. 

1 am forry the Honble. Board Ihould have 16 Jull an Occafion to exprefs their AHonidiment at 
the enormous Sum of Balance due to the OlHccrs, Paymallers, and others. I beg Leave however 
loobrerve,'that, by much the greater Part of this Sum was on account of Pay and Allowance 
to the Officers and Troops, the February Current Expences not having been really liquidated till 
May or June, as the Army had been all along full Three Months, and often more, in Arrears ; 
and this will account to the Honble. Board, in a great Meafure, fur the extraordinary large 
Amount (landing at the Credit of Mr. 0 ‘Oonnetl, a very great Part of which was, in fa£l, owing 
to the Army } but which the Dilburfements being fully charged, could only appear as a Balance 
in Favour of the Paymaller, who could nor, in an Account apparent only to the 28th February, 
be debited for Sums received in March, April, or May. I'he remaining Sums which appear 
in the Account I laid before the Honourable Board to be due from the Nabob, arife from the 
Purchafe of Horfes for the Two Regiments of Cavalry alone, amounting to above Nine Lacks of 
Rupees, and Sums advanced immediately to the Troops by the late Paymaller, and the Deputy 
Paymaller. 

I am preparing, and lhall in a few Days tranfmit you exat^ and particular Accounts Current, ex- 
plaining the Origin and Progrefs of each Perfon’s Debt, when it will appear to the Honble. Board 
that the Monies were not lent to the Nabob himfelf, but as I underdand without Exception cither bor- 
rowed from Merchants of others to fupply or immediately advanced by the late Paymaller to the 
Troops when clamorous for their Pay, at the legal Intercd of 12 Cent. ^ Annum. You may 
red alTured 1 Iliall driAly obferve your Prohibition againd making any further Payments in Dif- 
chargt of thefe Debts without your fpecial Orders for that Purpofe. 

I have only • informed the Nabob of your having been pleafed to comply with his Application for * 
Officers to Three Battalions of Sepoys to be employed m afliding the Relident in the ColieAioiA 
of the Honble. Company’s Tuncaws, and with the Limitation you have thought proper to preferibe 
to their Services ; and lhall be happy if before that Period a more advifablc and equally certain 
Mode can be adopted for the Security of thefe Demands. 

As foon as I,lhall be able finally to fettle with all the Aumils on whofc DidriAs I have obtained 
Alfignments, as well as to afeertain accurately the fevcral Demands on the Nabob, and make a Dif- 
tribution of the AOignniencs accordingly, (Works which 1 have been for fome Time labouring at), I 
lhall not fail to tranfmit you a particular Account of the afllgned Lands, fpccifyin^the Services to 
which the Revenue of each Didrifl is appropriated, and its cllimated Amount. In the mean Time, 1 
have the Pleafure to acquaint you that I have received Engagements from Almaflallee Cawn, to die 
Amount of Rupees 47,65,416, which, from his well known Charadler and Condu6l, there is no 
doubt will be punftually performed. A Copy of his Khidbunded 1 have the Pleafure to inclofe for 
the Infpeflion of the Honble. Board. 

I have not yet been able to fettle Matters with the Aumil of Rohilcund, the Neceflity of the 
Colltflions having hitherto prevented hij attending me, but the Company’s Alfignments upon his 
Kevenuc not exceeding 28 Lafks of Rupees, i have no Doubt of realizing, as the Amount of 
ms Colleflions will much more than.anjwer this Demand*, and the Force 1 (hall now have at my 
vail will enable tjac to claim and exaft a Prcfcrenc^;(n Payment of the Honble. Company’s De- 
mands, which for War^t of fuch, Support I qou|^ not infure jail Year. 1 mention thefetwo Aumils 
particularly, bec^ufc their Reyenues arc very conGdcrablc, and adigned principally to me. I have, 
owever, pbt^ned other Alfignments upon different Aumils to nearly the Atnounc of what I have 
e tiimted the D«man^i^>oo the Vizier for the qnljifpg.Vcar, a Lift w which I have the Pleafure to 
n'k K» a^*"**^ Jnfp^ioh. Dfliil howeyef. I cap cxafl Accounts of the Balance due to the 
abobs Army to 'the Period of its being transferred to the Company’s Service, I cannot with any 
• of Amount the Vizier wilFhavc to pay. For my own Judification, 

having furnilhed the Honble. Board with the AccOpnQ of the Army fince February lad, I 
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trouble them with Copies of my Letter to Mr. Oliver* and liis Reply on that Subjeft. The CoU 
Icflions for the old Year being now finally clofcd, a Rcvifion of the Credits given from Time to 
Time to the Aumils, and an accurate Adjuflmcnt of Accounts with them is become highly necelLry. 
This laft occafioncd the Delay which has occurred in tranfmitting my V 7 aufil Baukee lor Auguft, and 
obliged me to poftpone fending it for a Day or two longer. The Vizier’s Account Current with the 
Honble. Company to the 3 i(t Auguff you will receive inclofcd. Uelpedling the Reafons of the Mu. 
tiny in Rohilchund, not having received any public Account of the Particulars, either from Colo- 
nel (Joddard or Captain Stewart, it is not in my Power to fpeak to this Point with any Degree of 
Ceitainty or Accuracy ; but as far as I have been able to learn from general Reports it arofe ainongir, 
anil w.is confined to a few of the Nabob’s Old Sepoys, who’ had been recruited into the New 
liaitulions.

“ The many flriking Inconveniences which refult to the Vizir’s Government, from the Want 
“ of his Authority being firmly ellablifhcd throughout the Doab, and the ImpofTibility of intro- 
“ ducing perfedf Order and Subordination in a Country filled with Zeminiiars, who confukr 
“ thcmlelvcs in a great Meafurc independent, while the Means of Oppofiiion arc continued in 
“ their Hands, induce me to recommend to tlie lerious Confuleration of the Honourable Boaid, 
“ the Renewal ot tlic Service Colonel Goddard was laft Year employed on, under fuch Limita- 
“ tions and Rcftiidlions as they may think expedient. 

“ 'J'hele Countries, from the Decline of the Mogul Empire to the Period of their being an- 
“ nexed to the VizieTs Dominions, have been a Theatre of continual Wars. During that Interval, 
“ they were not only fubjedl on all Sides to the Incurfions of rapacious Invaders, but to the 
“ Ravages of their own numerous Rulers, who were perpetually at Variance, and continujlly 
“ cxerciling every Species of Cruelty and Opprcllion upon the Adherents of cach’other. In this 
“ State of Anarchy and Confufion every Man of Property or Note in the Country thought it 
ncccflary to'^redt fome Kind of Defence for the Security of his Family and Effedts againfl the 
“ Attacks of his Neighbours •, and, in Proportion as he became formidable to them, he adopted 
“ Principles of Independency, which have been tranfmitted from Father to Son until the Idea 
“ ot Subjedtion to any Superior has been alnioft totally loft. Hence it has happened, that the 
“ Province of Corah and the Doab abound in innumerable Forts, which, although not capable 
“ of ftanding a regular Siege, were yet a fufficient Defence againft the Attacks of a fugitive 
“ Banditti, which entered the Country with no other View but to plunder and deftroy, and aie 
" now, as Experience daily evince', formidable enough to rclift the Authority of the Aumecl. 

“ l ire late Vizier, convinced of the ImpofTibility of cftablifhing any regular Government in 
“ thclc Countries, while lo many Bars to his Authority were fuffered to exift, razed fevcral of thofc 
“ Forts in the Korali Province; and, I am intornied, was determined to have, done the lame in 
“ the Doab. But the Roliilha Campaign, which immediately fucccedcd his Conqueft of that 
“ Country, obliged him to fufpend his Intention. 

“ I agree with the Honourable Beiard, that it would be extremely impolitick to deftroy the Defen* 

« ces of a Country, admitting them really to be futh ; but, guarded as thefe Provinces arc by the

“ Boundaries, which might be done, and at no very heavy Expcnce, by crcding a few llron^ Mud 
“ Forts in proper Situations upon the Banks of the Jumna, and garrifoning titem with fmall 
“ Parties of regular Troops ; by which Means, an Enemy from the Quarter it would icem his 
“ Excellency has moft to dread it, might be awed, and perhaps fucctfsfully oppofcd, in any

I am forry to acquaint the Honble. Board that I have had Occafion to take upon me the Cha- 
racter of Mediator in fettling a Mifunderftanding between the Nabob and his Minifter HulTur Reza 
Cawn. 

The Story is fimply this : His Excellency, about Ten Days ago, pretending to be greatly in Dif- 
trefs for Money, applied to his Minifter for a confiderable Sum, which he commanded him to pay 
immediately. The Minifter very truly reprefented to his Excellency that the Colledions had been 
for fome Time clofed, confequently that no Money was coming in from his Diftrifts, that he had 
not the Means within himfclf of immediately fupplying his Wants, nor could he procure the Sum 
on Credit. This by no Means fatisfied the Nabob. He infilled on the Minifter’s immediately com- 
plying with his Requifition, and abfolutely prohilfitcd his Re-admiftlon into his Preicnee until he 
had lent him the Money. The Miniften acquiefeed in this Profeription, but by a Mcflcnger requeft- 
cd his Excejlcncy would fuffer Hydcr Beg Cawn to wait upon him with a Statement of his Affairs, 
from a Review of which he would be convinced that no Part of his Revenue had been fecrctcd, 
or unaccounted for, confequently that the Duties of his Office in this Particular had been faith- 
lully mfeharged, but that his Excellency’s Expcnces at the Rate he had been going on for thefe 
1 wo Years paft, and Hill perfifted in, lb much exceeded his Income, that it would be impo/Tiblc 
to provide Funds for them. The Anfwcr to this Mcflagc was brought to Huflun Reza Cawn by 
nc of the Nabob’s Orderlies while I happened to be with him, and was couched in the following 
erms: That having invefted him with an cxclulivc Authority and Controul over all his Affairs, 
-would accept of no Excufe for his not complying immediately with his Demands ; that he 
ould not give himfclf the Trouble to look at any Accounts, nor fuffer cither him or Hydcr Beg 

3 Cawn 
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Cawn to appear before him until his prefent Wants were accommodated, and adequate Funds pro. 
vided for his future Charges. I advifed the Miniftcr to be very explicit in his Reply) to inform hit 
Excellency that although he had given him the nominal Dircilion of his Affairs, he hid abfo- 
lutely and repeatedly forbad him to meddle with his own private F.xpcnces, or the Emoluments of 
particular Perlbns who had the Management of them ; that having made the ncceffary Redu(51ions in 
every Department under his Controul, it refted with his Excellency only to perform the relf, 
concluding with repeating his Defire that Hydcr Beg Cawn might be permitted to wait upon him 
with the Accounts, and receive his Commands upon thofe Branches of enormous Expence which Iiis 
Excellency had thought proper to referve under his own immediate Direction. The Anfwer return- 
ed was to the former Purport, but in yet more perrmptory,Terms j and feeing the fatal Conic- 
quences which mull rcfult to titis Government from a Mifunderdanding between the Nabob and his 
firft Minifter, which was daily growing more ferious, I thought it my Duty to interpofe my good 
Offices to ctfcdl a Reconciliation, without however advifing the Minilicr to gratify the Nabob in an 
unreafonablc Demand, which, had it been complied with, he would have been too apt tocllabliffi as a 
Precedent for the Rule of his future Condo^f. J laving tliercforc defired llydcr Beg Cawn to meet 
me at the Durbar with tlic ncceffary Statements and Accounts, for the Nabob’s Infpedfion, I 
waited upon his b xcellcncy, and lelpcftfully repreicnted to him the Confufion and EmbarrafTnunt 
to which his Alfaiis would be liable if he continued to deny the firlt Officers of his Government 
accefs to his Perfon ; oblerving, that if they had been guilty of any Ciimcs which proved tlicin 
unworthy of the I’ruil he had been pleafed to repofe in them, immediate Difmiffton from their 
Offices would be their proper Reward, and in that Cafe, fo far from countenancing them myfelf, or 
importuning him in their Behalf, I would willingly become a Party in affifting him to convidt them 
and bring them to condign Punifhmcnt ■, but that while he was pleafed to continue them in the no- 
minal Diredlion of his Affairs, his own Intereft and the Honour of his Government rendered it 
ncceffary he Ihould (hew every public Mark of his Confidence, and be as tender of their Honour as 
his own. 

He acknowledged that my Obfervations were juff, and repeatedly affured me that he had no 
Caufc of Complaint either againft Huffun Reza Cawn or Hydcr Beg, but that he wanted Money 
and muff have it. 

§ (“ (a) I carneffly entreated him to perufc with Attention a Statement of his Affairs, to mark the 

“ enormous Sum which had been laff Year expended in Jaghyrs, Penfions, and Houfehold Charges, 

“ and from that he would be convinced of the Impollibility of Huffein Reza Cawn, or any other 
“ Minifters, providing Funds for all the Exigencies of his Government. 

“ After much Pcrfuafion, he confented to Hydcr Beg Cawn’s being called in, and a confider- 
^ »* able Time was employed in reading and explaining the Accounts*, but I am forty to fay, to very 
“ little Effect : For although His Excellency appeared clearly convinced of the Neceffity of a 
Reform, and carneffly recommended one ; yet would he not on any Account permit it to extend 
“ to the Jaghyrs or Emoluments of his Favourites, or indeed to any of thofe Sources of Expence 
“ where there was the moff Room for it. He diftinguifhed by Name thole Perlbns who were to 
retain Poffcffion of their Jaghyrs and Immunities, and the Difburfements which the Minifters were 
“ not to interfere with. In this partial Diftinflion were included the Jaghyrs and Rofs-aulahs of 
all hisOrderlies and other Favourites, without Exception, and all his civil Difbuifements under the 
“ ]3enomination of Doab Charges : So that, in f'afl, he left nothing for the Minifters to do ) as every 
“ Reduiffion which could poffibly be made in the Departments immediately under their Controul, had 
“ already taken Place t and the heavy Jaghyrs, excepting thofe to the Begum, the late Vizicr’s 
“ Family, the Son of Mocktar ul Dowla, and a few old Dependants, which he knew could not with 
Propriety be taken away, his Excellency had particularly ftipulatcd for.”) * § 

A confidcrable Saving will however arifc from the Dilmiffion of many of his Excellency’s 
undifdpiined I'roops, which .ire now of no other Ufe but to affiff the Aumils in the Colleftions ; 
and Sebundy Servants, which are maintained at One-third of the Expence, will anfwer the Pur- 
pofe much better, as they will be more obedient to Orders. As 1 mean however to tranfmit the 
Flonble. Board exaft Statements of the Nabob’s Army, and the Sebundy Effabliffiment, as foon 
as the neceffary Arrangements have taken place, I will defer any Thing I m.iy have particularly 
to offer on thofe Subjeds to a future Period, confining myfelf at Prefent to the Matter which in- 
duced me now to trouble them. 

Hydcr Beg Cawn having gone through the Accounts, and received the Nabob's Direflions 
upon every Article, was difmiffcd with publick Marks of his Excellency’s Approbation. I con- 
cluded, that the Mifunderffantiing which had brought me there was entirely removed. In this 
however I was deceived, for the next Day, to iny great Surprize, I heard the Nabob had again 
refufed to receive Huffen Reza without the Money, and that the latter had, in confcquchcc, pro- 
pofed to refign his Office. Upon this Intelligence I imniediatcly waited on his Excellency, and 
expreffed my Surprize, but in Terms in no Kefpeft offenfive, that he (hould, after tlie Afforances 
he had given me, continue to deny his Minifter accefs to him. I obferved, the World in gcn^ 
ral would naturally conclude from fuch ftrong Marks of his Refentment, that the Minifter muft

1782. 

1 beg Leave to addrefs you again concerning the Women in the Khord Mehull. Their Be- 
haviour laft Night was fo furious that there feemed the greateft Probability of their proceeding 
to the utmoft Extremities; and, that they would either throw thcm^elvcs from the Walls, or 
force the Doors of the Zenanah. I have made every Enquiry concerning the Caufe of their 
Complaint ; and find, from Litaifit Ally Cawn, that they are in a ftarving Condition ; having fold 
all their Clothes and Ncccifarics, and now have not wherewithal to fupport Natu^ ; and as my 
Inftrudions are quite filent on this Head, ihould be glad to know how to proceed, in caie they 
were to force the Doors of the Zenanah ; as, I fufped it will happen, fhould no Subfiftence be 
very quickly fcnc to them.

I was very forry to learn from your Letter of the 18th ultimo, that Hyder Beg Khan was at that 
Time in fo dangerous a .State of Health. 

It being very defirable in the Event of his Death, that the Vizier Ihould ufc great Circum- 
fpeition in his Sclcilion of a Perfon to fill the important Station held by Hyder Beg Khan, it is 
to be hoped that he will not precipitately nominate a Succefibr. , Indeed it would be very agree- 
able to the Board, that Lord Cornwallis Ihould have an. Opportunity of delivering his Sentiments 
to bis Excellency on the Occafion, before the Vacancy (fuppofing it to happen) was fuppiied. 

This Confideration has induced me to write the enclolcd Letter to the Vizier, to whom however 
you will not deliver it, excepting in the Event of Hyder Baig's Death, and of your having Realon 
to apprehend an Intention in his Excellency of nominating a Succcflbr to this important Office, 
without previoufly communicating on the Subjedl with Lord Cornwallis.

My Lord, 

Par. id. I have the Satisfaftion to inform your Lordihip, that Hyder Beg Khawn is much 
recovered from his lllnefs, fince I had laft the Honour of writing on the Subjeftj but I am forry 
to be under the Neceflity of adding, that the Payment of the Company’s Money docs not feem 
to be advanced by it. I have not been able to obtain a fingle Rupee fince the 60,000 men- 
tioned in my Letter of the z8th ultimo, and it docs not appear that I am any nearer realizing the 
0,19,000 Rupees ftill due to the End of March, than I was Six Weeks ago. I was then promifed 
it in the Courfe of Two or Three Days, and I have ever fince received almofi daily AiTurances 
from the Miniftcr that it Ihould be paid me, fometimes in the Courfe of Two Days, fometimes 
of One, and fometimes in a few Hours. Thcfe AiTurances arc conveyed in Terms at once fo 
expreflive of Shame for ptft Failures, and of Confidence of prcfenc Performance, as could fcarce 
fail of feeding the Hopes of any Perfon, how often foever be may have been difappointed. Your 
Lordihip will accordingly perceive by my Letter, that though never confident, I have from Time 
to Time allowed myfclf to hope for the Realization of the Money. This Difpofition however 
1 beg Leave to obferve, has not induced the fmallelt Degree of Supinenefs in me. I have conti- 
nued to ufc every Means compatible with my Inltrudlions to prevail on the Miniftcr to perform his 
Promifes. I have now to lament their Failure ; and I alfo think it my Duty to delay no longer 
confcITmg the great Apprehenfion I am under that, without fome very ftrong Interference on the 
Part of Government, there is very little Probability of the Miniftcr’s enabling me to make fuch 
Remittances now, and for many Months to come, to the Military Stations, as to prevent the Troops 
being alarmingly in Arrears. 

ad. Hyder Beg Khawn is fo much in the Habit of Procrafti nation, and of giving the faireft 
ProfcITions and Promifes in lieu of Performance, that 1 greatly fear a common Letter from your 
Lordihip or Mr. Stuart would not be fufficient, and that nothing but the Menace of fome very 
ftrong Mcafurc, conveyed in Terms fulficiently forcible to convince him that nothing is menaced 
but what is meant, il Circumftanccs require it, to be performed, can have the defired Effedl. 

3d. In Judice however to the Miniftcr, I think it my Duty to add, ih.u Effeds (confifting of 
Jewels, &c.) belonging to the Vizier, to the eftimated Value of Seven Lacks of Rupees, have 
tor fome Weeks pad, been fent about to the different Bankers for the Purpole of raifmg Money

The Fund expeded to arife from thefe Valuables, the Miniftcr has repeatedly informed me of 
his firm Determination to dedicate folely to the Liquidation of the Balance due to the Company. 
But unprodudive as it hath hitherto been, there appears very little Likelihood of tlw Company’s 
deriving any great Benefit from it, and in the mean while he l»8.s been more fortunate in regard 
to other Rcfourccs, which have been appropriated to Purpofes that lio not feem to me to be 
near fo prcITing as the Claims of the Company. During the Time that I have been able, by every 
Exertion in my Power, to obtain from him no more than One Lack and Five thoufand Rupees 
(45,000 on the ajth and a6th of April, and 60,000 on the a5th and a6th of May) he has given 
his Excellency, at different Times, the Sumi of Three Lacks and Twenty-five thoufand.

“ Reza Khawn’s Nuib, holtlen by liis late I'athci ; that this was the Plan he was determined to 
adopt, and he could not think of lillening to any other. I replied, that it was by no Means my 
** Willi to cliTpute the Propriety of the propoled Arrangement; that I would write to your 
“ Lordlhip any Thing on the Subjeft his Excellency migtit dellre; but that my Objeiil was 
to rcprcfcni that whatever Syftcm fhould be adopted (whether the Appointment of a new l-’er. 

“ fon in Hyder Beg’s Room, or the Continuance of what rc'iiiaiiied ot the old Adminiflration), 
it fhould be protclTedly a temporary Syfteia only ; and 1 addetl, tnat though his Excellency 
“ might agree in coni'equence of my Recommendation to wait till the Sentiments of our Govcin- 
“ ment fhould be known, yet I did not wifli him to affign that to the World as his Motive 
“ for the Delay ; it being lufhcicnt for him to give out fimply that he deferred a permanent 
** Arrangement until he fhould have had Time to weigh well a Matter of fuch Importance. 

“ 3 d. 1 found that the Nawaub had fully made up his Mind on the SubjcA, and that he would 
“ have been much better plcafed to give the official Khellauis immediately, and to fettle the whole 
“ Bufinefs permanently without any Reference; and it leems not improbable, that if I had 
“ ncgleitcd to make him a very early Vifit, he wouUi have been precipitate enough (as I feared, 
“ from my Knowledge of his Temper, might be the Cafe) to commit himlelf beyond the Power 
“ of retracting without Difcredir. After a good deal of Converfation, however, in which I found 
" it no cafy Tafk to keep his Excellency from flying from the Qucllion, he confented, with- 
“ apparent good Humour, to my Propolal: But he defired me to obtain an Anfwer as foon as 
« poffible, and to inform your I.ordfhip mofl fully, that the Arrangement he had mentioned was 
“ the only One which could be adopted, and which could merit the Confidence of your Lordlhip, 
“ as well as of himfelf ; and he told me that were any other propofed to him, he would prefer 
“ rclinquifhing his Country to confenting to it. 

“ 4 th. Having now given your Lordlhip the Subftance of the Vizier’s Converfations, it may 
“ perhaps be thought incumbent on me to fay fomething regarding the Arrangement he has 
“ propoled. 

“ fth. To the Charaiffer of HufTein Reza Cawn your Lordlhip is no Stranger; mild, polite, 
« and humane in his Manners and Condud, of a pleafing Addrefs, rcfpcaablc Character, and good 
“ Senfe ; he is generally liked, though, I believe, he has neveryct been thought a Man of Bufincls. 
“ Indeed his Ignorance of Letters appears to be an infuperable Obltacle to his adling as an efficient 
“ Minittcr in Revenue Matters, or in fuch other Bufinefs as requires an accurate Invcftigation of 
“ Papers. It muft, however, beobferved, that though he docs not read, yet he fpeaks the Perfun 
“ Language, and is fofficiently Mailer of it to iindcrlland it when read to him. Perhaps the Excrtife 
ot a Degree of Patronage in thcRevcnuc Department, the interfering with his Excellency in Matters 
«• wherein the Intercflsof Foreign States arc concerned, the giving him Advice for the Regulation of 
“ his Expcnces, of his Caprices, and of his ill Humours, might be not difadvantageoufly entruflcd to 
“ HulTcn Reza Khawn. But to have any Influence over the Nawaub in fuch Matters, he muft be 
“ known to pofTcfs the full Support of our Government ; for hitherto he has been as frequently and 
(bating that he has not been difgraccd or difhonoured) merely as much outraged by the Vizier’a 
“ Caprice, as any other of his Excellency’s Dependants in more humble Stations. Suppofing how- 
“ ever, that he could be prevailed upon, by the Confcioufncfs of the Support of our Government, 
** to Hand forth on fuch Occafions with Spirit, and that the Nawaub hfe made equally fenlible ot his 
“ having fuch Support, I know no Perfon more likely to perfuadehim to do what is right, and to 
“ avoid what is wrong, tha;i Huflein Reza Cawn. 

“ 6 th. In regard to Rajah Tickait Roy, he has been for many Years the principal Perfon em- 
“ ployed under Hyder Beg Khawn in the Revenue Department ; ail the Papers havepafltd through 
“ his Hands, and he is underllood to have had the full Confidence of ilic laic Minifter, with whom 
“ therefore, I conceive he mull fhare in no inconfiderablc Degree, the Merits and Demerits of that 
** Part of his Adminiflration. Your Lordflaip knows that Rajah Tickait Roy was left in Chargeot 
« the Revenue Department, when Hyder Khawn went down to Calcutta. But I have great Doubts 
“ whether there be a lufficieiit Degree of Rcfpciftability attached to the Rajah’s Charader to command 
“ that Deference from the Aumils, &c. which may be thought in lome Degree neceflary in a 
“ Country where perfonal Confideratio^ have no little Weight to enforce due Subordination, and 
prompt Obedience to the Orders of ubvernment. Poflibly, however, this Surmife of mine may 
“ be unfounded, or a more elevated Station, or rather a more confirmed Authority, might call forth 
“ thofe Qualities which may not have appeared in an inferior Situation. 

” 7 th. 1 ought to have added to the above Account of my Converfation with th* Vizier, that 
notwithllanding his Excellency’s Promife to defer the final Arrangcmcnr, 1 thought it highly 
proper to apprile Huflein Reza Khawn of what had pafled, to the End that he might 
“ duced to difeourage any Overtures which the Nawaub might inconfiderately make, for coming 
«» to a permanent Settlement. I fent to him therefore very early this Morning, before he wen 
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« to the Uurbar, and informed him of the Whole; and I have the SatisfaJlioh to find, that his 
« Sentiments on the Siihjedt (eem to agree mofl: pcrfed'tly with mine; and that without bqng 
fuse of the Support of our Government, to fccurc him againlt the EfFcfts of his Excellency’s 
« Caprices, and to give Weight to the Advice he might find it neceflary to otTcr him, he pro- 
“ feffes that he would by no Means accept of the Trull from his Excellency. I call it ‘ accept- 
ing a Truft,* becaufe though the Nawaub only mentioned Huflein Ueza Khawn’s continuing 
“ in the Office he has long fince nominally holdcn, yet it was evident he meant me to under Ibnd 
“ that an additional Degree of Influence and Rcipoiilibility was intended to be given him. 

“ 8th. Some Apprehenfions having b.cn for levcral Weeks pad entertained of the Event 
“ which has now occurred, I had frequently duiing that Period turned my Thoughts to the 
“ Confidcration of what Arrangement it might be mod for the mutual Inrerclt of the Vizier and 
“ the Company to adopt ; but I acknowledge that 1 had never been able to make up my Mind 
“ on the Subjeft. 

« 9th. There are Two Perfons who, from the Circumdance of Hydcr Beg Kliawn’s having 
“ been Aippofed to dread them as his Rivals, might be confidcred as likely to become Competi* 

“ tors for the vacant Office. Thcfe are Almauls Ally Khawn and Rajah Juggumaut, of whom 
“ therefore it may be thought proper for me to fay fomething on this Occafion. It is necefiaiy 
“ however for me to premile that a drift Adherence to your Lordihip’s pofitive and repeated 
“ Indruftions to avoid as well the Appearance as the Reality of a Wilh to interfere in the in- 
“ ternal Government of his Excellency’s Country, has deprived * of fuch Opportunities of get* " sle Orig. 
“ ting acquainted with the real Charaftcr of People of this Oafs, as mud have been formerly cn- 
“ joyed by Gentlemen now in C.tlcutta, who were in Station her* at a Time when the Nature of 
“ our Conneftion with the Vizier rendered it the Duty of the Rcfidcnt to fupcrititcnd, and in a 
great Mealure to controul, the whole Adminillration. 

“ loth. Rajah Juggurnaut was the Son»in-law of the late Rajah Soorub Sing, who was Der* 

“ vaur under the Nawaub Sujah Dowlah; the Duties ot that Office were alfo executed by Rajah 
“ Juggurnaut himfelf for a long Time in the prefenc Nawaiib’s Time ; and during a confiderable 
“ Part of that Period, his Power over the Aumils was exceedingly extenfive, and he received a 
“ Rudbom (or Commiffion) on the Kevenues ot Two per Cent. At Length however, as the Influ- 
ence of Hydcr Beg Khaun incrc.\ied, the Office of Dewan became merely nominal, till in the End 
“ he was deprived entirely of it. I have mylelf never fccn Juggernaut, tor he has for about thcle 
“ Five Years been confined under a Guard to liis Houle, on Account, or at lead under Pretence 
“ of fomc outdanding Balances incurred during the Time he was Parmer of Rohilcund, in which 
Place he had fucccedcd his Paclier-in-law Soorut Sing, who had holdcn it fur the Two Years 
“ preceding his Death, in Amauny (that is as accountable for the Colleftionsj, and had, it is fup- 
“ pofed, been given the Appointment by Hydcr Beg Khawn, merely for the Purpofe of getting 
“ him out of the Way. 

“ iith. In regard to Almaufs Ally Khawn, your Lordibip is, I am fore, fo well acquainted with 
“ his Charaftcr, that it can only be neceflary for me to add, that in my late Kxciiifion to Agra, in 
“ which the greated Part of my Route lay through bis Didrifts, I found the Country in general in 
“ a fine State of Cultivation, For its Police, I fear there is no great Room for Commcndatiort, 

“ Almauls is equally ignorant of Letters, as Ruflein Reza, though the Extent of his Memory, and 
“ his intimate Knowledge of the Revenues are fuch, as to counter-balance this Difadvantage. '^Te- 
“ thcr his Charaftcr as a Minidcr would equal his Abilities as a Farmer, may, perhaps, be reafon- 
“ ably doubted. My Ideas indeed, of the Qiialifications needfary for a Succedbr to Hydcr Beg 
“ Khawn, a^rc fo totally foreign from every 'J hing I have feen of any Perfon I am acquainted with 
“ here, that I Ihoiild have no Hope of being able to fill the Office to my own Satisfaftion, had I 
“ the Choice from among the Whole of the Inhabitants of his Excellency’s Territories, for in no 
“ One ot thefii, do I believe, are to be found united, an intimate Knowledge of the Revenues of 
“ the Country, Diligence in Bulinefs, Moderation in his Defircs of accumulating We.lih, an Am- 
“ bition to rellorc the Country to Order, if not by the Introduftion of acoirqilcte Syllem, at lealt 
“ by the enforcing of a general Adherence to the Principles of Jullice, and by tiic .'\bol tioii of 
“ th.at lavdefs Opprelfion and lydeniatic Plunder, which but too generally prevail, a Knowlidge of 
“ the Means to revive Maniifaftures and Commerce, with a Relolution to purlue them through 
“ every Dii'hculiy ; and, in a Word, a Wilh and Determination (with Knowledge and .'\biliiies equal 
“ to the Undertaking) to render the Country permanently llourilhing, without being lor the Pur- 
“ pofes of private Emolumenr, or for the Gratification of his bxccllcncy’s Caprices, diverted 
“ by the T’en ptation of railing occafional Supplies of Money, either by ainii. ipating the Revenues 
“ by borrowing at an exorbitant Intcrcll, or by any fuch ninious Methods. 

“ tath. Were it fonunately in my Power to point out a Man with tliefe (^lalincations, I flioiild 
“ not hi-fitate a Moment; but clefpairing as I do, of any fuch being to be found among the Natives 
“ of Oude, I lee nothing but the Choice of F.vils; and I nm far from having fullicient Confidence 
“ of the Succc!s ot any Expedient 1 could devife for continuing the prefent Syllem, to julhfy my 
* taking the Liberty of recommending ro your Lordfhip, unlels it fhould appear proper to you on 
“ other Accounts, an Oppofition to his Excellency’s Plan, which leems to me to be, upon the 
Whole, as liable to as few Objeftions as any other tliat I can think of. A Change of byftem, 
by which the Company’s Servants fliould be entrullcd with the dfcftual Adminillration (for I 

conceive 
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“ conceive a partial Change would probably be attended with more Evil than Good) and charged 
“ with Refponfibility, I conceive to be totally out of the (^icllion. 

“ 13th. From the Tenor of the Nawaub’s Converfation ot Yeftcrday, I am led to hopeapd be* 
“ lievc, that he has no Intention of doing any Thing to the Prejudice of Hydcr Beg Khawn’s Family, 
“ although he might plead but too many Precedents for feizing on the Property of fuch Perfons as 
“ die in the Service of the Prince. I have, however, thought it beft, by Way of Precaution, to 
“ dcfirc Ilullim Reza Khawn to give me the earlit'll Notice if any Fhing of the Kind (hould hap. 
“ pen, that I may conrider how far it may be proper for me to interfere in the Matter. Hyder Beg 
“ Khawn has left Eight Sons, the Two eldcft of whom, Ackbar Ally and HulTim Aliy, arc by his 
“ Wife, and the remaining Six by other Women. 1 Je has left ^fo Four Nephews (Sons of his eldcft 
“ Brother Noor Reg), the eldert is Serfrauz Beg, then Auzim Beg, Muckdoom Bucklh, and 
Rujib Beg.

At this Time by the Decree of the Almighty, from which no One is exempt, the Nawauh 
Anicel ul Dowla Behauder has departed this mortal World to the World of Eternity, and left the 
Hearts of the Survivors impreffed with the moft lively Senfe of Sorrow.' Although Men of enlight- 
ened Minds who arc verfed in the Secrets of Wifdom and Forefight, and have made Refearches into 
the Sylteni of Creation, well know that this tottering and feeble Habitation, this ancient illufive 
Dcfart, which for a few Days is the Refidcnce of Man, does not conffitutc the perpetual Dwelling of 
his Soul } yet fince the late Nawaub employed his whole T'mc Night and Day in manifeffing his 
Services and Zeal for his Excellency’s and the Company’s Sircar, from his conciliating Condudl 
afforded me the greateft Pleafure, and with refpedt to his Management of his Excellency’s Affairs 
the utmoll Confidence and Content, this Event has afforded me incxpreffible Sorrow. His Excel- 
lency out of his Kindnefs has been pleafed to manifeft his Favour and has committed the Manage- 
ment of the Affairs of the Sircar as before to my Charge. At the firff, by the Favour of the Com. 
pany, the Station of Naib was conferred upon me, and that of my Naib on the late Nawaub;

During his Life, 
the late Nawaub conduced all Affairs by the Hand of the Rajah. Now that the Nawaub has de- 
parted this World, it is my Intention to inveft him as before with the Management of the Affairs of 
the S\rcar, and to conduft them all through his Hands. His Excellency, who from his Hcarwlnd 
Soul was fatisfied and pleafed with the Services of the late Nawaub looking upon his Children as his 
own, propofes, out of the Excefs of his Kindnefs to patronize and educate them, and I alfo from 
my I leart devote myfelf to their Proteftion and Education, and to the Care of the Jate Nawaub’s 
Relations and Dependants. By the Favour of God, to the utmoft of my Ability I will in no wife 
be deficient herein, and will confider the Nawaub’s Children and Dependants in a higher Light 
than my own. Further Particulars will be made known to you by the Letters of Mr. Ives. I 
hope Irom your Indulgence to be ever kept in Remembrance.

Wc fubmit them to your Determination j and we 
flatter ourfclves you will not only find in them the Information required, but alfo that Spirit of 
Moderation in Debate which is Incoming our Charadlers, and necefl'ary in the Execution of the 
Truft repofed in us.

26. As the Difburfcments ot the Sums alloued to the Nabob for the Maintenance of bis 
Houlehold and Family, and Support of his Dignity, will pafs through the Hands ot the Minifter 
who (hall be Icleded by you, conformable to our preceding Orders ; we exped that you will ic- 
iiuiic liKh Mmillcr to deliver annually to your Board a regular and exad Account of the Appli- 
cation of the (eieral Sums paid by the Company to the Nabob. This you will ftridly examine, 
and we truft that you will not I'uffer any Part of the Nabob’s Stipend to be appropriated to the 
Minillcr's own tJR% or wafted among the unncccflary Dependents of the Court, but that the 
whole Amount be applied to the Purpofe for which it was affigncd by us. 

1 he Committee arc folly fcnfible of the Expediency, remarked by the Honourable Court cf 
Diredors, of holding out the Authority ot the Country Government to the European Powers, in 
all Cafes wherein their intcrefts may interfere with thofe of the Company ; but we humbly con- 
ceive that, when they arc acquainted with all tlicCircumftances which the Opportunity of preicnt 
and loacal Information have offered to our Notice, they will judge with us, that it is neither 
neceftarv for that Purpofe nor advifeable for other Rcafons to delegate an extraordinary permanent 
Authority to any fingle Minifter of the Nabob; fince any Man of what Rank .ocver may be 
occalionally commilTioned to treat on the commercial Concerns of the European Nations l«tled 
inthefe Provinces, according to the Cuftom which has been invariably oblerved in (uch Calcs 
with all the European Companies, the Englifh alone, within ihcle 15 Years, excepted.

Ills Youth and Inexperience render him, although unexceptionable in other Refpefts, inade- 
quate to the real Purpofes of his Appointment; but his Father hath all the Abilities, Perfevc- 
verance, and Temper, requifitc for Inch Ends in a Degree perhaps exceeding any Man in Ben- 
cral. '1 hcl'e Talents have heretofore made him obnoxious to Government itlelf, and therefore it 
miolit be thought iiniafe to trull him with an Authority fo near the Nabob, whom he might 
inipire with his'^own Ambition, .md alTid with the Means of carrying it to the mod dangerous 
lixtremes.

For the Reafons which have been fo properly and powerfully urged by the Prcfident, I entirely 
approve of the Choice he has made in the Pcrion of Rajah Goordafs, as a Man the mod eligible 
to luperintend the Affairs of the Nabob’s Houfehold, and at the fame Time to complete the Re- 
lormation which the Company have thought neceffary to be made in the Government of this 
Country. Young and inexperienced himfcif, without that Temper of Mind which denotes Am- 
bition, no Apprchcnfions need be entertained of his making an improper Ufe of the Authority 
with which he is inveded : Yet, direded by the Counfcl of his Father, whofe Abilities and In- 
veteracy to tlie late Naib Soubah are well known, he not only mud be deemed capable of dif- 
charging all the Fundions of his Office with Applaufe, but mud appear particularly calculated 
to anlwcr thofc Ends the Honble. Company have in View, by Ithc total Suppreffion of that In- 
fluence which has hitherto been placed in the Ferfon of Mahomed Reza Cawn, and this without 
any Danger that Schemes of Ambition will be formed, without a PoITibility of executing them, 
feeing that the Fower from which his Confequence is only refleded, will be fo circumfcribcd, and 
wholly unable to fecure him, on the lead Breach of Confidence, from the jud Refentmentof thofc 
to whom he is indebted for the Degree of Confideration he holds.

We crave the Patience of the Committee to perufe thofe Tedimonies, faith u y 
colleded from the public Records of our Government, on which we ground this Opinion. 

Extrads from Sept * Confultations 1762. 

The Prcfident having had Information that Nundcomar was affifting in carrying on 
pondcncc between the Sha Zada and the Government of Pondicherry, defircs that MonicK 
dree may be called before the Board, and interrogated thereon.

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The Board being now met to confider and determine on the Subjecfl and Proof of this Accufa- 3oihscpf. 
tion ag%inft Nundcomar, read the fcvcral Proceedings thereon fince the Commencement of the 
Enquiry, whereby it appears to be clearly proved, by the Teftimony of feveral Witnefl'es, corro- 
borating* the Declaration of Gorechutu Batcharge, that he, the faid Gorechunt, was not in Cal- 
cutta at the Time Nundcomar alleclges in his l 3 cf'ence to have given him the Letter from Mr. 

Law. 

Nundcomar being therefore called in, and acquainted therewith, was afked if he had any Thing 
clfc to plead in his Defence, but is found to be able to urge nothing material. 

The Queftion being put, whether /rom the Fadls (fated, and the Evidence and Depofitions 
taken before this Board, Nundcomar is guilty of the Charge laid againft him, or not ? 

The Board arc unanimoully of Opinion that he is guilty ; but agreed to defer palTing a Sentence 
upon him until they are able to form a Judgement on the Subject of the other Enquiry relative 
to tlic intercepted Letters, 

The Board having taken into Confideration the Whole of the Proceedings in the Enquiry Vh OiUber, 
regarding the intercepted Letters, are of Opinion, as there are no dired Proofs of the Charge 
appear in the Courfe of the Evidence, that they had better defer coming to any final Dccifion 
upon the Matter. — But as it fully appears, from the Subjeft and Subftance of this linquiry, that 
Nund Comar is a Man every Way capable and inclined to create Difturbanecs in the Country, 
prejudicial to the Company’s Intcreft, the Board are of Opinion that he ought not to be trufted 
with his Liberty. 

Agreed therefore that he be kept in his own Houfe under fo Uriel a Guard as to prevent his 
writing or receiving Letters. 

N. B. Thcfc Proceedings commencing 27th April 1761 and ending nth April 17C2, and con- 
tinued again from 31ft July 176a, to the Date of the laft Extraft, contain Charges againft Nund- 
comar of forging the intercepted Letters with an Intent to ruin Ramchum, and of being inftru- 
mental in conveying Letters from the Shahzada to the French Governor General at Pondicliery. 

He (Nundcomar J was alfo convided in the Courfe of thofc Proceedings of carrying on a treache- 
rous Corrcfpondence with the Burdwan Rajah and other rebellious Zemindars, who were in Arms 
againft Meer Coftlm, as appears by the Words of Mr. Vanfittart’s Minute recorded the 31ft July 
1762, ‘ For the Enmity which Nundcomar had long bore againft Ramchurn was well known, and 
‘ had been aggravated juft before by Ramchurn’s intercepting, by my Order, that treacherous 
‘ Letter which Nundcomar had written to the Burdwan Raja, and of which he was fully convided 
‘ before the Board, the 13th January 1761.’ 

But as thofc Confultations are voluminous, and as they arc at the fame Time open for further 
Reference and Infpedion if ncceflary, we have contented ourfelves with extrading the foregoing 
Opinion of Nundcomar’s general Charadcr, and indeed feck for Prt'ofs of it where we will, for a 
SuccelTion of Years, we find him uniformly delineated to be a Man intriguing and untruftworthy. 


Extrad from the Company’s General Letter to their Prefident and Council, dated 2 2d February 

1764. 

Par. 37. From the whole of your Proceedings with refped to Nundcomar, there feems to be 
no Doubt of his endeavouring by forging and falfe Accufations to ruin Ramchurn •, tliat he has 
been guilty of carrying on a Corrcfpondence with the Country Powers, hurtful to the Company’s 
Intereft, and inftrumental in conveying Letters between the Shahzada and the French Governor Ge- 
neral of Pondipherry. In (liort it appears he is of that wicked and turbulent Dirpofition that no 
Harmony can fubfift in Society where he has the Opportunity of interfering. We therefore niofl 
readily concur with you that Nundcomar is a Perfon imprbper to betrufted with his Liberty in our 
Settlements, and capable of doing Mifchief if he is permitted to go out of the Province either to 
the Northward or towards the Decan •, we (hall therefore depend upon your keeping fuch a Watch 
oyer all his Aftions as may be the Means of preventing his difturbing the Quiet of the Public or 
injuring Individuals for the future. 


Extraft from Meer AlhrutF’s Narrative recorded in Confultation the i ith October 1764. 

As the Major (Major Carnac) continued prelTuig me very earneftly, 1 acquainted him with every 
Thing that had come to my Knowledge to the following Purport. 

One Day Hajec Abdoola who fought for Meer CofTim in Patna Fort, and is now with the Army 

Rajah Nundcomar’s Service, Informed me that Rajah Nundcomar had been fpeaking to him 
about making an Agreement with Meer CoITim, whereby he (Nundcomar) would engage con- 
ftantly to fend him faithful Accounts of all the Tranfaftions of the Englifti Army, on Condition 
that he would appoint him to the Dewanny of the Province of Bengal, &c. Moreover, he had fe{ 
his Seal to a Blank Paper and given it to a Perfon to carry it to Meer CofTim, and write thereon 
whatever Engagements might be ncceflary for his Satisfaflion and deliver it to him. I told Hajec 
Abdoola I was not a Hircarra, that 1 fliould reprefent this Matter to the Nabob •, that Moorlydur 
has the Office of Hircarra, and that he (hould inform him of thefe Particulars, that he might rc- 
prefent them to his Excellency. Accordingly Hajec Abdoola acquainted Moorlydur with the Af- 
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fair, whereupon he fent fottfe of his. Hircai+ahs to apprehend the People who were carrying the 
Paper under l^^ndcolfpai^s Seal;, bui: as Niiil'dcomar*s 1 ^ple went away the Ciy before, the Hir- 
carrah’s could not caWh''thenl.

I have had the Pleafune to receive your Letter by the Hands of Dundyall Miflar. A Treaty is now 
fent you from, hence, under the Care of the faid Miffar. 1 who am fincercly your Well-wifher, and 
look upon your Profperity as my own, write you out of Fricndfhip, that your itvolting from your

You (hould not 
place any Confidence in their Writings or Agreements : Dundyaul Miflfar acquainted me tolly with 
the Mefiagc you fent by him, and I have fent you by his Mouth the Particulars of my Anfwcr and 
Advice agreeably to my Friendihip for you. Moreover he has feen with his own Eyes, he will inf(,rm 
you of every Ihing. You fhould aft conformable thereto} and believe me^to be your Wdl. 
wilher. 

Copy of a Letter to the Honblc. Prefident from Mr. Vanfittart, recorded on Confultation i6th 

March 1765. 

Agreeably to your Orders, I now lay before you what Information I have received relative to 
Nundcomar’s freafonablc Correfpondence with the Enemy. On my Arrival at Patna, in my 
Way to Camp, Mecr AfhrufF being introduced to me by Mr. Billers, complained much of the 
Hardihips he had fofferW on Account of his Accufation againft Nundcomar, and begged that I 
would ufe my Endeavours to difeover the Truth, that he might be freed from the Imputation of 
Falfehood, and his Bufincfs freed from the Obftruftions by which it had been long totally pot a 
Stop to. I immediately afked him by what Means he had got Nundcomar’s Letter into his Hands. 
He faid, that on the News of Bulwant Sing’s having paid a Vifit to Sujah ul Dowla, and offered 
his Service to him, he wrote to Ramchutn Pundit, his Gomaftah at Banaras, expreffing his Sur- 
prize at this his Conduft, ^nd defiring to know the Rcafon of it. His Gomaftah, in Anfwer, 
lent him Nundcomar’s Letter, which was given him by a Moonfhy of Bulwant Sing’s, and wrote 
him, that was the Rcafon. In Proof of his Aftertion, I made him give me a Copy of his Letter 

• Sic in Oiic. to Ramchund Pundit, and Ramchund’s original Anfwer, which, together with their Tranfaftions *, 

1 have here endofed N* 1 and z. I then enquired what could be his Rcafon for never having 
Ihewn Nuncomar’s Letter to General Carnac. He intimated, that looking upon him to be preju- 
diced in Nundcomar’s Favour, he did not chufc to ibew it him alone, but faid he told him he had 
further Proofs againft Nundcomar, which he would produce in Prcfcncc of Mcflrs. Batfon and 
Billers ; but the General would not confcnc to any Examination in Concert with thofe Gentlemen. 
Indeed, it is difficult to conceive any other Reafon for Mecr Afhruff’s not having produced the 
Letter, than that which he affigns, as I am well affured it was in his Hands, Doftor Fullarton 
having (old me that he had himfelf feen it, and aftually had it in his Poflcffion at the Time when 
Mecr Aihruff was (trongly prefied tofign tlie Paper, teftifying Nundcomar’s Innocence. When I 
let out for Benares, I carried Nundcomar’s original Letter with me, and the firft’Opportunity I 

• Sic ill oiifc'. had of feeing Bulwant Sing, I produced it to him, and nfadc Enquiry of him concerning the ’Au- 

thority of it. His Evidence on that Subjeft you will fee fully from the cnclofed Paper, N" 3. 
From tile Manner Mcer AfhrufF has cxprcfTed himfelf, in his Narrative, one would imagine Bul- 
want Sing h?d only told him that there was a Perfon who betrayed our Secrets, without mentioning 
his Name; but upon my making Enquiry of Mecr AfhrufF concerning this Matter, he faid, that 
•alter much Solicitation from Shawbazbeg and himfelf, Bulwant Sing plainly informed them that 
Nundcomar was the Man. This Account is confirmed by Doftor Fullarton tn the cnclolcd Letter, 
N° 4. 'I'hc Letter of Bulwant Sing, which Doftor Fullarton fpeaks of, I have not, at prefent, 
by me •, but I remember it contains no more than what Dr. Fullarton mentions, referring nirn for 
Particulars to Meer AQarufF and Shawbazbeg.' N* 5. is a Trandation of Part of a Paper, which I 
am informed, was in the Hands of Mr. Batfon's Moonfhy, at Patna, before the Nabob Meer 
Jaffier let out from thence for Calcutta. It was copied by Cummur ul Dccn, Sir Robert Flet- 
cher’s Moonihy, who fays that he before faw a Copy of the fame Paper in the Hands of Byaram 
Chowdree. Some further Account of this Paper may, perhaps, be obtained from Mr. Batfon s 
JMoonfhy and Byaram Chowdree. Anonymous as it now appears, I fhould not think it

What is become of the Agieemcnt 
he made with the Nabob Mcer Mahomed JaPier Cawn and the Englifli Gentlemen ? It is requi- 
fite you make full Enquiry into thefc Matters from the Raja or his People, and inform me thereof j 
for this Affair furprifes me geatly : Acquaint me without Dclayr 

From Ramchund Pundit to Mecr Alhruff. 

.1 have had the Honour to receive your Letter, wherein you write that Rajah BuKvafit Sing 
entered into an Agreement with the Nabob Mcer Mahomed Jaflier Cawn and the I nglilh Gena 
tlcmen to aft entirely in Conjunftion with thenr-, — What can be the Rcalun that, in Contiadiftioil 
thereto, he is now coming with Suja Dowla, and is ready for Warj that I flioiiid make Enquiry 
into this Matter, and inform you thereof, Sir ? Rajah Nundcomar has written to Kajaii Biil- 
want Sing, that thefe Gentlemen arc not firm to their y\grecmeiits ; and this is the Real'on of his 
having joined with Suja ul Dowla, This Letter the R.ja has delivered to me.

Bulwant Sing's Evidence in the Prefcnce of Mr. Marriott and Mr. Vanfittarf. 

The 24th of February 1765. Raja Bulwant Sing being on a Vifit to Mr. Marriott at Benares, I 
took out of my Pocket, in the Preience of Meflrs. Marriott, T'.iyior, and Poleer, and fcveral of 
the Rajah’s own People, the original Letter which Mcer Alhruff aci ufed Nundcomar of having 
written to the Rajah, and prefented it to the Rajah, and .at the Time fiid to him, ‘ Mr, Marriott 
* and I are defirous of knowing whether, when Suja-ul- Dowla was preparing to invade the Bengal 
‘ Dominions, you received this Letter from Nundcomar, or not.’ After reading the Letter, he 
replied, ‘ It would be a Dilhonour to me to Ipcak a Falfchood, and I'pcaking the Truth may be 
attended with ill Conl’equences to me •, but’ (fays he, addrefling himfelf to Mr. Marriott) ‘ 1 will 
inform you by and by.* Accordingly about Half an Hour afterwards he told Mr. Marriott fecretly 
he had received it. Mr. Marriott alked him if he had written any Anlwer to ir j he laid that he had ; 
that he would look tor it among his Papers, and if he could find it would fend it him. Imme- 
diately after 1 feated myfclf dole to the Raja, and afked him again fccictly whether he had re- 
ceived the Letter, or not he told me that he had. I afleed him how Mcer Aflirulf had got it 
into his Hands* — he told me that he lent it him. I then laid you mull remember ‘ That .at that 
‘ Time there was a Negociation on Foot between you and the Englilh.’ Mcer Alhruff informcil 
me that on thc News of y6ur having paid a Vifit to Suja Dowla, and offered him your Service, he 
wrote to his Gomaflah exprefling his Surprife at your Conduft, and deliring to know the Rcafon 
of it; and that his Gomallah in Anfwer encloled him Nundcomar’s Letter, and told him that 
Letter was the Rcalon pray is this Matter of Eaft or not? He .''.nfwcrcd you arc acquainted 
with all the Particulars already ; what Occaflon is there for me to mention them to you ? I re- 
peated my QuelVion,— ‘ But is what Mcer Alhruff told me Matter of Fact, or not ?* 1 le faid it is lb 
entirely. I then alked him if he had received any more of fuch Sort of Letters from Nundcomar ; 
he told me that he had received Two or Three, but that Supt Dowla hail icccivetl Fifty. I alked 
him if he had fecn any of thole Letters which were written to Suja-ul- Dowla ; he laid that he had 
not; but that being with Suja-ul-Dowla he very well knew that he did receive them. I dclired 
that he would let me have ihofe other Two or Three L.e(ters that were writu-n to himfelf ; he told 
me that he would look for them among his Papers, and deliver them to Mr. Marriott.

In a Day or two we are in Hopes of completing futh a State of the prefent CollciSions and Di- 
vifions ot the Revenues as may enable us to propofe to you the Diaribution you dtreft i but as it 
has been propofed to place one Branch in the Hands of Nundcomar, we think it neceffary before this 
be fixed, CO L'quamt you that Mr. G. Vanfutart jult arrived from the Army, has cominiinicatcd to 
ns fome very corroborative Proofs of the treacherous Corrctpondcnce imputc'd to Nunacomsr iit 
April 1764, which may perhaps induce you to alter the intended Partition of Bufinels. The Fads as 
attefted, mud for the preftiu deltroy all Confidence between us and Nundcomar, and if fully proved 
mull expofe him to the llverclt Rcfentmcnt of our Government.

Wc went foon after to the Kella, and explained the Iinpropiiety of fuch a Meafure to the Na- 
bob, who was fo calily convinced, and lb readily acquicfcetl in receiving the (iovernment only 
from the Company, that we fiippofc it a Mealure put into his hleacl by fome ill Advifers. If 
Sunnuds from the King Ihould ever appear necclfary, we explained to the Nabob that they 
were to be obtained through the Board’s Application alone, lie leemed pcifciflly happy with 
what had been done for him, anti fully content to rell himlelf upon the Board’s Advice and Pro- 
teftion.

pcrl’uading the Nabob to remove Nundcomar, and fend him to Calcutta. 

If the Nabob had the Dependance he ought to have on the Englilh, he would not in lb 
waim a Manner be proteding a Man wc muft cllcem an Enemy to us, nor put his own Honour 
and the Honour of at leaft a fufpefted Traitor to us, on a Footing. How fhamcful mu(l it appear 
that he lliall hclicate to parr with fuch a Man, or propofe himfclf to accompany him to Calcutta; 
fuch a Step, on his Part, would be placing Nundcomar in the higheft Point of View. Its put- 
ting his Aiiacliment to Nundcomar apd us too much on the Level; and his Prefence in Calcutta on 
fuch an Occafion, would fo overawe the Witnefles, that the Truth could fcarcely be got 
from them ; nor could fuch a Proceeding but give a very low Impreflion of him through the 
Kingdom, and throw the Affairs every where into Confufipn ; and we c}t>t)bt not will, in every 
Relpcdi:, leem as improper to you as it now does to us to admit of it. 

After all, fuppofing that Nundcomar rtiould * ever be cleared of that ; the Influence it is manifeft 
he has over the Nabob, the conftant Endeavours he has ufed to fecure his own Power, and thwart 
the Plan the B lard would have purfued, the Kcfentment he entertains himfelf abd inltills into the 
Nabob againlt Mahomed Reza Cawn, not to mention tivc very great Abufes tliere appears to be 
in the Management of the Colledions, ferve only to confirm our Opinion, and that of the Boards 
how extremely dangerous and improper it is that fuch a Perfon fliould continue longer to be the 
Chief Advilcr and Diredor of this young and unexperienced Prince. 

All thefe Extracts ferve to place in the llrongcft Point of View the dangerous Cbarader and in- 
triguing Dilpolition of Nundcomar, as well as his uniform pifiiffcdion to the Company. Ihey 
exhibit him accufed of Prafticcs tending materialy to prejudice the Company’s Affairs; and thclf 
commiticti not only when he was out of Place and Employ, but alfo when a Concurrence of 
fortuitous Circumllances had elevated him to the highelt Pinacle of Greatnefs that could be 
enjoyed by a Subjeft in the!e Provinces. In the former Situation, wc find him endeavouring by 
Forgery and falfe AccuCations to ruin Individuals; guilty of carrying on Correfpondcnce hurtful 
to the Company’s intereft; and inffrumencal in conveying Letters between the Sbawzadt and the 
l^rench Governor General of I’ondicbcrry. F"or all thefe Mildemeanors, our then Adminiftraiioa 
unanimoully adjudged Nundcomar deferving of perpetual Reltraint, and the Honourable the Court 
of Diredtors confirmed the Sentence, In the latter Situation, at a Time when Mutiny and De- 
fertion had fpread ihcir Infcdlion throughout our Army,, and when a moll formidable Invafion 
impetided Bengal and threatened the very Exillence of the Company, we again obferve Nundco- 
mar not only counteradfing the Views of the Company’s Government to draw off Raja Bulwanc 
Sing from his Alliance, which mult have greatly weakened the Strength of Sujah Dowlah, by 
advifing the Rajah againft the Meafure, and declaring the Englifh an iinllcady People not to be 
trulfeci, but allb labouring under a very llrong Sulpicion of being engaged in inviting and ex* 
citing Sujah Dowla to commence the War, and in carrying on a Correfpondence witiutlic E’ugitivc 
Mcer CuUim. I'he Board, in conlequenecmf the criminal Idght in which they viewed chefe Iran- 
lactions, dircdled Nundcomar to be lent a Piilbner from Moorlhedabad to Calcutta in March 17 ^ 5 > 
.m l aduallv fummoned Evidences from that Place and Pataa, in order to his being brought to a 
Prial. 1 ‘his Trial not having taken place, we coniider as an additional and corroborate Pre- 
iuiuption (;f his Guilt, for noiwiihtlanding the Adminiltracion which fucceeded the one that re- 
moved Nundcomar, was compofed of Members who were well inclined to him, and difpofed io 
coniroveit every Act and Meafure of their Predcceffors, yet even -under this Prejudice they did 
not prefnme to acquit Nundcomar; but they thought proper to confine him to his Houle, and 
entirely extludc him from any Share in the Adminilfration *, a Decifion which could only arilc 
from an imprcfl’cd Conviiftion of Nundcomar’s Guilt had they brought him to Prial. Befides thefe 
Circumltances ot the highelt criminal Nature againft a State, it is well known in the Nego- 
ciations the Prclidenc and Council had to tranfdft with the Nabob Meer Jatfier in 17641 
Artifice was employed and every Difficulty llarted by Nundcomar that could tend to retard the 
Progreis of thefe Negociations, and to obftruit their being terminated for the Company’s A(> 
vantage. A (iinilar Condud is again adopted by him at the Time of the Acceflion of Niiim ^ * 
Dowla ; wliere wc find he drives to thwart the Views and oppofe the Influence of the Company in 
the Nabob’s Counfcls; Circumftance.s ftrongly complained of by the Deputation at the City m 
tlu'ir many Letters to the Board above quoted. It may be argued, that in thefe Inftanccs he ma** 
nifelts his Zeal for the Inccrcft of his immediate Matters ; but furcly it was no Proof of his Re- 
gard or Attachment to the Company ; and the latter (^lalities are direfted to be confidc^d 
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eflTcntial Rcquifites in our prefent Choice. A Man thus poffellcd of Talents for Intrigue, and a 
Pronenefs to exercife them on all Occafions, even to tJ)c Prejudice of the Company’s Affairs, wc 
can never eftcem a proper ';Pcrfon . to be chofen Dewan of the HouQiold, and Manager of the 
Fin^hces of a minor Nabob, efgeiyally at a Tiipe when the Situation of our rcrntoiics, both 
with rerpcct to the Dcf gns of the French and thofc the Marattas, render the; iiivefling iucli a 
Man with the faipfefl; Power, or the moft, diftant Opportunity of doing Mifchief, equally dan- 
eerous and impolitic. It can n^ver lyc think be a Maxim either in Prudence or in rolicy to re- 
peat a Trial of the Services of a Man wliofc bad Principles are fo very notorious, and wl.o has 
been already proved to have repeatedly exerted them to the Injury of our State ; and a.s it is n ;c 
refufed that the Son of Nundcomar is to aft under the Jnllruftion and Influent e of the f'aiher, 
wc hope wc fliall be juftified in withholding from him oiir Suffrages, knowing th.it he has ncitlicr 
Abilities nor the Rcfolution to dare to contradift his Father’s Will. 

Mahomed Reza Cawn’s Power and Influence in the Country have been on the Det line ever 
fince the Eflabliflimcnt of our Council of Revenue and SupervKbrs in rhe Diltrifts; and with 
his Difmiflion from all his Oflices, we apprehend they have totally expired. Hut admitiing that 
any Relifts of them do ftill remain, and that the prefent Appointment would be attended with 
the defirable Purpofc of effcftually eradicating them; wc think it would be purchafing this Objeft 
at too great an Expence, were wc thereby to expofe the Affairs of our Employers to the Rifle of 
being involved in frefh Troubles by the Machinations of Nundcomar; more efpeciafiy if we can 
fix that Choice upon any other Perfon who is equally, from every Motive and Confiileration, tlic 
Enemy of Mahomed Reza Cawn ; whofe Characler is fair and iinbleiniflicd, and whole Loyalty 
and Attachment to the Company have been repeatedly proved .ind never ful'pcfti d. 

Wc beg Leave to conclude this Minute with declaring, that we differ from the Sentiments of 
the Prefident on this Point with Pain and Reluftance, fcnfible of the good Effefts wliicli mufl 
ever rcfult from Unanimity in the Conduct of the Company’s Affairs; but when our Senie of 
the Duty and Fidelity we owe to our Employers ; of the exprels Letter of their paft Orders which 
we have quoted ; and our Ideas of thofe now before us, which direft that we be guided in our 
Choice by a Regard to the public Good, and the Safety and Intcrdl of the Company ; when 
Confiderations, wc fay of this Nature, influence us to that contrary Way of thinking, wc flatter 
ourfclves we lhall bejuflified in diflenting.

The Prefident delivers in the following Minute. 

The Prefident feels a Reluftance to dwell any longer on a Subjeft which has divided the Tht fv n- 
Opinions of the Committee, and already engaged too much of their Attention ; but he thinks it 
incumbent upon him to fay fomething in Reply to the Objeftions which have been made to his 
Propofition, becaufc he apprehends that a very different Conclufion may be fairly dr.iwn from the 
Arguments which have been urged againll it. His own Inclination will induce him to confine 
himfclf within the fame Bounds of Candour and Moderation, which the Gentlemen who differ from 
him in Opinion have fo properly chofen, and which ought to be invariably adhered to whcie the 
End fought by all is the public Good ; and the only Difagrecmcnt is on the Mode of obtaining 
it. 

The Prefident has already declared, that he meant by the Appointment of Raja Goordafs, that 
this Government fhould avail itfclf of the Abilities and Influence of. Rajah Nundcomar for the 
Purpofes affigned. But it was his declared Intention to exclude him from any formal I'rufl- in 
the Nabob’s Scrvice.s, in order to guard againfl any Attempts which might be apprehended from 
his Intrigues ; thus, leaving the Government at Liberty to recall him whenever he (hall be fufpeckd 
of applying the Opportunities afforded him to ill Purpofes, without giving Umbrage the Na- 
bob, or leaving him a Pretence to fcrcen him from our Authority. 

The Prefident docs not take upon him to vindicate the moral Charafter of Nyrldcomar; his 
Sentiments of this Man’s former Political Conduft arc not unknown to the Coj/tt of Direftors, 
who, he is perfuaded, will be more inclined to attribute his prefent Countenanw^f him to Motives 
of Zeal, and Fidelity to the Service, in Repugnance perhaps to his own Incl/fations, than to any 
Predileftion in hi» Favour. He is very well acquainted witli moft of the ^fts alluded to in the 
Minutes of the Majority, having been a principal Inftrumcnt in dctefting^thcm ; ncvcithcicfs he 
thinks it but Juftice to make a Diifinftion between the Violation oFa Tnift, and an Okence 
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^ Efquires. 
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committed againd our Govcrrlmcnt, by a Man who owed it no Allegiance, nor was indebted to it 
for Protcftion ; but, on the contrary, was the adUtal Servant and Minifter of a iVIadcr, whol'v: 
Interert: naturally fuggefttd that Kind of Policy whirh fougbr, by Foreign Aids and the Diminu- 
tion ot the Power of the Com’^any, to raifehis own Confequence, and to rc-edahh(h his Auth litv : 
lie has never been charged with any Inftance of Infidelity to the Nabob Meer JatHer, the cohfLnt 
^J’enor of whofc Politics, from bis Fird Acceflion to the Nizamut till his Death, corrclponclcd ia 
all Points fo exactly with the Artifices which were detcdlcd in his Miniflcr, that they may be as 
fairly ..Icribed to the One as to the other. Their immediate Objedf was beyond C^chion the 
Aggrandize ment of the former, though the latter had ultimately an equal Intcied in their Siiccels. 
The Opinion which the Nabob himlelf entertained of thefc Services, and of tlie Pidelity oi Nund- 
comar, evidently appeared in the didinguilhed Marks which lie coiuinued to llicvv liim oi Ids 
Favour and Confidence to tiic luted Hour ot his Life. 

His Condiift in the lucceeding Admmidration appears not only to have been dilated by the 
fame Principles, bur, if we may be allowed to I'peak favourably of any McmIuk s whicli oppolVd 
the Views of our own Government and aimed at the Support of an adverfe Iniered, luiely it was 
not only not culpable, but even praife- worthy. He endeavoured (as appears by the Lxtracis 
before us) to give Conlcqucncc to his Muder, and to pave the Way to his Independance, by oh- 
raining a Fi! maun from the King for his Appointment to the Soubahfldp; and he oppofed the 
Promotion ot Mahomed Reza Cawn, becaulc he looked upon it as a Supercedion ot the Righrs 
and Authority of the Nabob. He is now an abiblute Dependant of the Company, on whole 
Favour he mud red all his Hopes of future Advancement. 

But whatever may have been the Condud of Rajah Nundcomnr in a different Station, and * ia 
former Occafions, the Prcfident cannot form any Idea of any Danger to wddeh the Compmy’s 
Intereds can be expofed by his Influence with his Son, in the Odice which is now propolcd for 
him. No Situation of our AfFaiis could enable the Nabob, or any Pci lbn conneded with him, 
to avail himlelf, by any immediate or fudden Ad, of the (lender Means which he has left to infringe 
our Power, or inlarge his own. He has neither a Military Force, Aurhoi icy in the Country, 
Foreign Connexions, nor a Treafury. A Defign of fuch a Nature, if ever pradicable, can only 
take Lfled by a long Train of concerted Events, and mud be the uninterrupted Work of Years. 
But as^ has been rejeatedly remarked, the Father having no Trud or Authority, nor the Son 
Abilities equal to fo gieac an Undertaking; the flighted Sufpicion will be fufficient to remove the 
former, and Irudracc every Hope of the Kind for ever. 

With Rcfptd to any other Perfon who may be nominated for this Charge, the Prefidcnt de- 
dares, that he has fixed his Choice upon Rajah Goordafs, from the thorough Convidion that no 
other will be found equally qualified to anfwer the particular Purpofes of that Appointment. 

To conclude, at a different Scafon, and under other Circumdances, the Prehdent would ac- 
quiefee in the .Arguments which have been urged againll his Recommendation. He lh(>u!d be very 
lorry to fee Nundcomar become the Minider of a rival Power, bccaufc ot his Abilities. He 
thinks they may be molt ufefully employed in the Service of our Government.

Mr. Harris, in Reply to Mr. Harwell’s Propofil, begs Leave to obferve, that me 1 tMprjtt or it 
appears already to have claimed the Attention of the Committee’s Minute, tliat his Intention :s t; oiy 
l ludable, but as the Gentlemen- have proceeded to determined Refolutions on Record, and hav- 
ing no Objeftion to the propofeJ Appointment, he has given his Rcafons for his Appioval 
Minute, which he purpolcs delivering in, in the Courle of this Meeting. 

Mr. Harwell replies to it in the Affirmative, and allb Mr. Lane. 

Mr. Aldcrfey agrees in Sentiments with Mr. Harris. 

"J'hc Majority is of Opinion that fiich a Reference ffiould not be made. 

Mr. Harwell begs Leave to remark on this Difference of Sentiment, that as the M.ij'irity is ol

Mr. Barwcll'would h.ave been glad there had been an Option in this Cafe, becaufe it is poffible 
the Board might have preferred one Man to another. He does not doubt that Men of equal 
Capacity, and whole Attachment to the Company has never been broughc in Qiicilinn, arc to be 
found in the Lxtent of fo large a Kingdom, and among I'uch a Number of able Men ; that he 
thinks the Objedions againft Rajah Goordafs and Nundcomar to be of fo weighty and fcriovis a 
Nature as to have obliged iiitn not to have given his Suffrage for the Appointment. But as the 
Board have determined that Mr. Harwell ffiall not have the Choice of another, and confine it to 
his acquicicing to the Rrcfideiu’s Propofal, or diffenting from it, he flatteis himfclf Goordafs will 
anfwcr the Exj^edations of the Public. His Reliance is in the Governor’s Penetration and Judge-* 
nient, and therefore he does not make any particular Diffcnt to the Appointment of this M.m, 
though in his prefent Predicament he thinks him ineligible, being fixed by the Company to Cal- 
cutta, and ordered to have no Trufl or Confidence repofed in him by our Government. 

I he feveral Members now enter their Minutes on the Subjeft of GoordaR’s Appointment, re- 
ferred by the Committee of Circuit as follows : 

Mr. Goodwin’s Minute. — I have given the clofert Attention to the different Arguments con- 
tained in the Committee Proceedings for and .ng.ainlt the Appointmenr of 11 ;ja (jo )iii.ils to the 
Oifice of Dc wan to the Nabob’s Houfehold, under the Influmce and Infiru'tion oi Nniulcomar 
his Rather, and having maturely weighed the fame, I mull: eoncur wi,h Mr. Mi.i.'.leion in the 
Eligibility ot the Governor’s Propofition. I deem it is unncecffiry to oiler .tny Arguments of my 
own in furtlicr Support of the Meafure, as the Rcafons already let foith in tlic Monble. I'u fi- 
dent’s Minute appear to me fo full and ftrong, not but that as he himl'clf obfirves under otlier 
Circumftance?, the Arguments which have been urged by the other Gentlemen of ilic Committee, 
and which no Doubt are apparently very forcible, would bias me againll it. However, with re- 
Iped to Nundcomar, I ffiall obferve (I think it not improper here to remark, that fiom tiic 
Charadter of»this Man, I chofe to decline feeing him when he paid me a Vifit immediately 
after Mahomed Reza Cawn’s Difgrace this Circumftance 1 mention to ffiew, that ffiouKi I 
happen unfortunately to err in my Judgment, I can be adtiiated in the prefent Cafe only through 
Zeal and f idelity to my Honourable Mailers) that his prefent Situation is widely different to what 
It was when he oppofed ilie Company’s political Views. He was then independent of ourGovenl- 
menr, and a Subjcdl as well as Prime Minilter to the Suubah of the Country. Whereas, being 
now become an entire Dependant of the Company’s, he may be faid to (land in the fame Point of 
View with them as with Ins former Maftcr ; nor is it more rcafonable to fuppofe, efpecially as the 
Company and Nabob have but one common Interell, that he would be equally laithfiil to them. 
I will not pretend to lay through Attachment, as I apprehend there never was a Man ill liiR 
Country prompted thereto merely through this Principle, at lead, the Inltances arc but rare ; but 
lor his own as well as* Son’s Sake.

Ti e Pren. Havincr attentively perufed and confidered the Prefidcnt's Minure, propofing Rajah Goordafs 
dtnf,. for the Office of Dewan to the Nabob’s Houfchold, under the Influence and Inftrudion of his 
Father Maha Raja Nundcomar, together with the Objedions offered by iome of the Members of 
the Co>i’mi«ce igainftfuch an Appointment; I am of Opinion, that although the latter carry 
great Force with them, and that Nundcomar, univcrfally allowed to be a Man not only of Ability, 
but of Intrigue, would, from the Sufpicions entertained of his Charadler, be an unfit Per Ion to

Extraft of a Letter from the Court of Diredors to the Governor General and Council at Fort 

William, dated 3d March 1775. 

(“ (a) Par. 39. W'e have examined the feparatc Confultations of ourPrefident and Council refpeft- 
“ ing Mahomed Reza Khan, and embrace the prefent Opportunity of teltifying our Approbation of 
« their Condudl during the whole of that enquiry.”) § And although the particular Informations 
tranfmitted us againft Mahomed Reza Khan, and thofe general and alarming Accounts of Opprcl'-, 
fions with which the Records of our Prefidency of Fort William abounded, muft have rendered it 
our indifpcnfible Duty to have his Adminiftration ferutinized ; we are, nevcrthclcfs, well pleafed on 
finding him able to exculpate himfelf from all Charges brought againft him to the Satisfadion of 
our Servants, notwithftanding they on the Spot had deemed them fo well founded as to entertain 
no Doubt of fixing on him Fafts fufficient to juftify our Cenfurc, and to warrant liis Dil'miftlon 
from public Employment. 

40. Thcfe being the Sentiments of our Prefident and Council relative to Mahomed Reza Khan’s 
general Condud, we cannot but notice alfo that their Ideas, refpedting the Arrears due from him to 
the Circar, were nearly fimilar to our own, as appears by their Letter of the loch December 1772, 
wherein they inform us that they had great Reafon to believe on a Sciutiny into Mahomed Reza 
Khan’s Dacca Accounts, a Balance would appear againft him of upwards of 17 Lacks of 
Rupees. 

41. If our Governor and Council at Fort William had Reafon to be of Opinion that the Refult 
of an Enquiry would iffue as abovementioned j we cannot but conclude there muft have been fuch 
public and general Appearances of Mal-adminiftration as warranted the particular Information 
communicated to us, and rendered it abfolutely neceflary for us to ufe the mod fpeedy and effeftual 
Means in our Power for delivering the Natives from apparent Tyranny and Oppreftion, and for re- 
covering to the Nabob or to the Company, the Amount of all Monies fuppolcd to have been em- 
bezzled or mifapplied by Mahomed Reza Khan, or outftanding in his Hands on Account of the 
Revenues. 

42. It was on thefe Grounds we diredled an Enquiry to be made, and though it has not been 
proved that Mahomed Reza Khan was intention.illy oppreflivc in colledling Grain, or that he reaped 
pecuniary Advantages from that Article in the Time of the Famine, yet, to thofe Perfons who fuf- 
tered by his Mcafures, the Interference of him and his Agents, was at Times a real Grievance and a 
fuIHcicnt Ground lor their Complain: ; ignorant as they muft have been of the Diredions of the 
Governor and Council to M. R. Khan to ufe his utmoft Endeavours to procure Grain for the Ufe 
of the City of Moorlhcchibad, and for the Suftfiftcnce of the Troops. 

43. In regard to the Dacca Revenue, we have already declared that the different Reports of our 
Governor and Council, from 'I'iinc to Time, have been unfatisfadory to us, and wc are far from 
being convinced by the Materials now before us, that Mahomed Reza Khan is not indebted to 
the Circar in a very confulerablc Sum, or that he ought not to be compelled to fulfil the Engage- 
ment entered into for the Chucklah of Dacca. The general Words under the Hand-writing of 
Mcer Jafficr, fuppoling both the Papers authentic, are of little Importance, and can never be con- 
ftrued to annul the poiiuvc Agreement which appears under the Seal of Mahomed Reza Khan j and 
as to his Plea of having executed that Inftrument by Compulfion, merely to gain l ime and to fave 
his Life, ic wants every nccclfary Pi oof to render it effcdual. 

44. Under ihefe Circumllances, and becaufe wc find the Nabob Meer Jaffier, at the Time of his 
Death, indebted to the Company in the Sum of Rupees 16,69,758, we cannot deem ourfelves war- 
ranted to cancel the Obligation in Qiieftion •, but in Confider.ition of the Inconvenicncies whick 
Mahomed Reza K!ian may luive experienced during the Time of his Examination, we direct p/lat 
you fufpend our Ckiim for the Arrear of the Dacca Revenue. 

45. After declaring ouifclvcs thus favourably on the Cafe of Mahomed Reza Khan, wch/'^conly 
to add, that as wc wifli him to remain under no other Obligations to us than thole of Gr;>ritude, we 
therefore can have no Objeflion to his total Enlargement. 

46. The Condiftl of Nundcooinar in the Part he has t.sken againft Mahmud ptza Khan, ap- 
pears to us fo very inconfiftcnt and unworthy, that wc feel a Repugnance to the Continuance of his 
Son in the high Office of Roy Royan of the Province-, and as the Acquittal of Mahomed Reza

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Khan warrants us again to employ him, we direct, that, if he can with Propriety accept of that 
Office under the Regulations and Reffrictions cllablifhcd by our Prefident and Council, and with 
the Salary granted to Rajah Goordafs for executing the fame, he be forthwith appointed thereto, 
and receive a proper Khellaut, and fucb otlier Marks of Diftinftion as are ufually conferred on Na* 
tives on like Occafions. We mean not by this Appointment to reftore Mahmud Reza Khan to 
any improper Degree of Power, but merely to teftity our Satisfadion on finding his former Con- 
duct has been fo much better than we expeded. 

47. And in regard to Rajah Goordafs, though we cannot confent to his remaining Roy Royan of 
the Province, yet in Confideration of the favourable Charafter we have received of him, we have 
no Objedion to his being appointed to any Office of lefs Infportance if you ffiall be of Opinion 
that his Behaviour has entitled him to fuch a Mark of our Indulgence. 

48. It is alio with Pleafure we confirm the Appointment of Kully-an Sing, Rajali Shitabroy’s 
Son, as Naib of Patna, and we hope the future Condud of Kully-an Sing and his Afiiftants 
will juftify our Confirmation of his laid Appointment.

“ your Prcfidency, have furniffied us with a clearer State of the Revenues of the Bengal Pro- 
“ vince than had been hitherto fent us } and we are glad to give this Teftimony to tl>c Ability 
“ and Affiduity of Mr. Charles Croftes, who has fo well exerted liimfcif in this Department.”) 

65. On inTpeding the fcveral Books that contain the Tranfadions of that Part of our Revenues, 
the fcveral Accounts Item to be arranged with great Propriety and Pcrfpicuity, in the general 
State thereof, fet forth in the Muxadavad Journal and Ledger, ending April 1772, received per 
P. Wales ; which are accompanied by the feparate Accounts received from thi Supravifors, 
* Sic in Orig. which Hate with great Precifion the feveral Charges, wc therefore with Pleafure exprefs, * cannot 
withhold our Approbation of the Punftuality of Mr. Croftes in forwarding thefe laft to us j as wc 
arc lenfible the Adjuftments of thefe muft have been attended with confidcrable Trouble ; and as 
they are the firft Accounts of the Kind that we have received from any of the DiftriAs.

From Moodajee Boofla, received ad June 1780. 

Your agreeable Epiftlc, (every Letter of wlrich was filled with F.iendfhip, and every Line of Moodafer 
which informed me compleatly of your favourable Defigns) by which you acquaint me, that 
Bcncram Pundit explains fully to you all the Particulars contained in the Letter of my Miniller '*** 

Dewagur Pundit ; and that you have been long anxious for that Pixplanation ; and that when' 
you had attentively reflect'd, and confidcred on the Contents of tlie Letters, you converfed in 
private with Bencram Pundit on the Subjcifk of them j and that I Jliould learn all the Par- 
ticulars from his Letters, and from yours to my Miniller j arrived in a happy Hour, and gave 
me incxprefllble Pleafure. 

At the End of your Letter, you write a few Lines with your own Hand, that your final Re- 
folutton in your Affairs is delayed till you can receive my Oj)inion and Advice : This has ex- 
ceeded every Thing which yc-u had written before. I have learnt all the Particulars of your 
private Conference from the Letter of Benerani Pundit. God be praifed that after Two Years 
I Hill receive from you I'uth Letters, as no FViends, however intimate and pure their Conncdlion, 
ever before wrote. You arc truly in every Inftance a complcat Friend, and write fuch Anfvvers 
and Kelblutions as are becoming your Fricndfliip. Had a Kareta to the Purport of the prcl’ent 
Letter been received while the Miniller was Hill at Poonah, many Things might have been donej 
at prefcnt, that in Confcquence of tlie Meafures of the Nabob Nizam Ally Cawn Behadre, Armies 
arc marching from all Qiiarters towards the Englilh Territories, and that General Goddard is en- 
gaged in open War wiiii Scindeah, and that the Execution of all thefe Matters is ilelayed till a 
proper Sealon i and as the Rains are now approaching, we can wait to fee what Anfwer will be 
returned from the Minifters at Poonah to the Advice which I have written to them, and which I 
will inform you of as loon .as receivul. 

As all my Defires tend to keep the Friendflfip with you, and as you are diffinguinied from 
among all the Fnglilh for prudent Counlcls and Knowledge in all Matters, Prudence, and Forefighr, 

Attention to I'rcatics, ftrict Fricndfliip, and complcat Knowledge of the Rights of old Connec- 
tions, for declining all Intcrcourfe with oppreffive and tyrannical Chiefs, and for attending in alt 
Cafes to the Voice of julhec and Right, by the Blcffing of God all Afl'airs will be fettled. All 
ihclc Particulars arc mentioned more fully in the Letters from my Miniftcr to you anti to Bcnaram 
Pundit, from which you will learn them fully. I am hopeful that you will favour me with Letters 
containing the State of your Health. 

From Dew.igur Pundit, received and June. 

Your gracious Letter ("which, notwiihffanding the apparent Sliortnefs and conCife Manner 
of it, in Ideality contained the belt and moll lolid Advice, ami the greateft Knowledge of aff 
Matters, and ExprclTions of the firmed Fricndfliip and AfivClion for the Rajah my Mailer, ant^of 
Favour to me, with other Remarks incumbent on your Fricndfliip), informing me that Bcucram 
Pundit being arrived in Calcutta, had Ihewn you my Letters, and had fully explained all tf<c Con- 
tents to you*, tliat you had had a private Convcifation with tlie faid Pundit, of whick 1 Ihoukl 
learn all the Particulars from his Letters ; that I may be well alfured that you ha'*^ ff* firm a 
Lependance on the Fiicndlhip of this ^larter, that in cvciy Matter wlicre the Iii*ireff or Views 
t'f this Country are concerned, you will be guided by our Advice, notwithf^di'^o your own 
Befigns fliculd be thus delayed arrived in an happy Hou*", and gave me great ^^sfatffion.

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Duty; and the Letter of Bcneram Pundit, which was doubtlefs written agreeable to your Di- 
tcdtions, has made me acquainted with all your Defigns and Intentions. ^ 

Agreeable to the former Cuftoms of Bengal, and the prefent firm State of our Friendfliip, not- 
withltanding the hoftilc Dcfigns of all Quarters, which not only prevent an Intcrcourfe and Cor- 
refpondence liy Letters and MefTages, but have interrupted and deftroyed the Peace and Friend- 
fhip which hnd lublifted for many Years with the People of Dccan, and have occafioned many 
corifiderablc Difficulties which would take up much Time to enumerate, and which may eafily be 
learnt by you, I have continually written in (uch a Manner by the Diredions ol^ the Rajah my 
Madcr, both in wluc I wrote after the Arrival of Colonel (ioddard at Hofhungabad, and of Mr. 
Wathcrflon at Naigporc ; and afterwards it was thought advifcable and proper that I fliould go to 
Poonah, and undertake fecrct and open Negociation with the Minilters of Poonah, on fcvcral 
Matteis relating to the Englifli, and in wiiting about the Situation of all Affairs however incon- 
fidcrable, in advifing you to obferve the Rules of Peace, and to remain fiedfaft to your Trea- 
ties ; like tlie Branches of a large River, of which one runs towards Calcutta, and the other to 
Surat; that i.i to lay, that I have written in this Manner to both Sides; and this not for my own 
Advantage, but Ibiely from my Fricndfhip to the Fnglilh (Jcntlemcn, to procure the Eafe of the 
People, and the final Stop to all Difputes and Mifunderftandings ; and a peaceable Reft to all the 
Countries, Towns, and Villages, in fuch a Manner as no other Perlon can ever have writren. 
But as no explicit Anfwer was received from any Quarter, on which a Treaty might have been 
founded through the Mediation and Guarantee of the Rajah my Mafter ; being rcmcdilefs, I took 
Leave of the Minifters of Poonah and returned to Naigpore ; and, in confeqiience of the Meafures 
of the Nab(;b Niz.im ul Dowlah Behadre, who before wrote to all Qiiartcrs to demand Troops of 
them, 1 inft.ifuly began affcmbling the Troops and raifing new Forces on the Ghaut Lakenwara 
on the Banks of the River Ganges in Decan, and remained employed in that Bufinefs for near 
* ijic in Oi !;;j. Three Months ; but my Friendftiip and good Wilhes * lead me to write the Situaiion of all Affairs 
in a full Manner to the Bencram Pundit in a Hindoftanny Letter, and to direft him to return from 
Benares to Calcutta, and explain all the Particulars to you, and procure a fpeedy Anfwer to them; 
thinking, that till that Time the Troops would remain inaftive, and preparing their Stores, Sec, 
But when, from the great Diftance, your Anfwer was late before it arrived ; and as the Poonah 
Minifters from their Forefight into thefc Affairs, entered into a League with Hyder Naig and 
Scindeah, and Holcar had met the Engliffi Army in Guzerat; upon the repeated Calls of the 
Nabob Nizam ul Dowlah, and the Meflages of Pundit Piirdhaun, it became neceffary to march 
the Army from Lakenwara towards Siimelpore, which is 300 Cofs, and even more, diftantfrom it; 
and at tliis I’ime Rajah Khundajee Boola has undoubtedly reached Sumepore, and even paffed 
beyond it. Accordingly, immediately upon receiving your Kareca and Letter, and learning the 
Contents of what you wrote in your own Hand-writing, and of the Letters of Bencram Pundit 
to which you referred me, I wrote to the Minifters of Poonah whatever I thought proper and ad- 
vifeable towards the confirming and ftreng^hening their friendly Intentions. Now that General 
Goddard and Scindeah are in the Neighbourhood of each other with their Forces, and arc on, the 
F.ve of flollilities, we muft wait to fee what Overtures will come from that Qiiarter, after they 
fhall learn the P'vcnts in that Diftrift, upon which their whole Attention is engroffed. I vvill write 
then to you without the leaft Referve or Omifiion. Before any Letteis writren in your own Hand 
was received here, the Ae^ivity and Diligence which I fhewed in bringing abour thefe Matters, it 
is nccdkl’s to mention, and would be only vain boafting ; but now that I have received this explicit 
Letter, in which from your Confidence and Faith in me, you refer the Settlement of all Matters 
entirely to this Qciarter ; how is it pofliblc that I can be guilty of the fmallcft Negligence in them ? 
On the contrary, I will exert myfelf in them as far as my Strength and Life will go, and even far- 
ther. Had this Poftfeript in your Hand given me this Degree of Strength and Satisfaftion before, 
every Thing would certainly have been fettled. At prefent alib, by the Bleffing of God, who nfiilts 
and befriends all who pay a ftrick Regard to Truth, Faith, and Engagements, every Thing \Nill 
end well.

&ef» is increafed to fo great a Degree, I am hopeful that you will frequently favour me with 
Leuers containing the State of your Quarters, and the Nature of your Dcligns, and confio.cr me 
as one whofe Hopes arc in your Favour.

As in the prelent Scarcity of good Men, you admit of no Equal, either in Cour.ige, Spirit, 
Refolution, and Magnanimity, or in your Knowledge of Mankind, or in Prudence and Forefighf, 
or in the faithful Obfervance of Trpaties and Engagements, or in the Attention to the Rights ot 
Friendlhip, or in Skill in difeovering what is right or wrong, confuier,'ible or iriconfulerable in 
the Affairs of Governmenr^ or in the keeping ftrift to the Rules of Care and Caution, and ot Juf*-

« The Governor General.— The Members of the Board have been furnilhed with (mpies of the 
« Letters which have been written by Moodajec Boolla and his Dewan, to Bcnarcm Pundit their 
« Vakeel or Minifterat this Government, containing in a very long Detail the Motives and View . 

of the Government of Berar. Thefe I think improper to be entered on our Records, bur 1 rc- 
« commend them to the Attention of the Board, in their Confideration of the Conduct w ich 
“ we are to obicrve towards that Government. From tl^p Declarations made in thele I.cttcri, 
** and from other Advices, it appears, that urged by the Demands of the Adminiftration at Poo- 
“ nah, and the Menaces of the Nabob Nizam al Mulck, the Rajah hath levied a conli icMblc 
“ Force, laid to confift of 50,000 Horfe, oftenfibly defigned to co-operate with the Peilhwa, 
by invading Bengal and the Dominions of our Ally the Nabob of Oudcj that one Diyifion ot 
“ 30,000 Horfe, commanded by Chimnajee Boolla, the Rajah’s Second Son, has been accor- 
“ dingly difpatchcd to our Frontier by the Road of Cuttack, and has been fonie Time fince ar- 
« rived in the Neighbourhood of that City, where it is propofed that he lliall canton during the 
“ Rainy Seafon. The Rajah and his Dewan both profefs the molt fteady Attachment to the 
“ Company, and a Refolution to preferve the Peace and good Underftanding which have fubfifted 
“ between that Government and the Englilh fince the Period in which the latter firft obtained a 
“ Share in the political Concerns of thele Provinces. Thefe Profclfions have been repeated in all 
“ their Letttl's, and fan£lificd by the moft folemn Atteftations. Flowcver fufpicious luch vo- 
“ luntary Protettations may generally appear, there can be no valid Reafon for rcfuling a certain 
“ Degree of Credit to them on the prefent Occafion, as they are perfeiftly confiftent with whac 
“ we know to be the Interell of the Boolla Family, and with the Conduitt which it has invariably 
“ obferved towards the Government of Bengal, from the Accettion of Jannoojee to the prefent 
“ Time. Its natural Enemies arc the Chiefs whofe Dominions border immediately upon the 
“ Diftrids of Berar, and lie in many Places intermixed with them ■, that is to fay, the Pcfhwa, 
" Nizam Ally Cawn, and Mahdajee Scindia. The Company cannot be regarded in the fame 
“ Light, becaufe the Line of Country which joins their PoHclTions to Berar is fo wild and un- 
cultivated that no Caufe of Competition can arifc refpetfing it -, and the Territories of each, in 
“ thefe Parts, yield little Advantage to the Proprietors. The Claim of the Bcr^ Government to 
theChout of thefe Provinces, is fo antiquated, that l hough it might be revived as a Pretekt, 
it could never operate as an Inducem«nt to invade them, on any other Principles than ihofe

“ Kcfources of Berar arc inadequate, and the Expofure of its own internal Pofleflions to the 
“ Ambition and Rapacity of its Neighbours.

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“ The Habits of a long Intercourfe of Friendftiip, and the Benefits which arc routuaily anj 
“ equally derived by both Govcrnmcius from a Continuance of the fome Degree of Union, may 
liKewil'c be *afrumed as Arguments of the favourable Difpofi^ion yf that Government towaKis 
this, even under the prcfcnt Appearances ; yet the contrary, notwithlUnding the lirong^irounds 
“ which appear for this Concluiion, may be the Cafe, and even with the beft Intentions the Stc|K 
“ through which the Berar Government, in the Accommodation of an ofknfjblc Plan to iu own 
” fccrct Willies, may be inlcufibly led, may terminate in lloftilitjes againlt us, 

“ From the Whole of this Review, it appears to be the proper Policy of this Governir.cnt to 
conlider and treat that of Berar in the Charafler which it profclfes, but to guard againll the Pol. 
“ fibility of its becoming hoflile to us. I'his Policy at the lame Time foriunatcly coinciiia witli 
“ the prefent Views of that Governmenr, and may be made promote them. The Kajali and Lis 
“ Minifter have from the Beginning cxprelicd tlic flrongeft Dcfireto become the Mediators of Pm u- 
“ between us and the Marattas ; and this Dcfire is more Itrenuoufly urged in their lall, than in any 
“ of their former Letters, which may be accounted for on good Grounds i for it is certainly tlnir In- 
“ tcreft to be the Inftruments of bringing the War to a I'crmination, by Means which muft enhance 
“ their Confcquence and relieve them from certain Difficulties and Expence. The Rajah informs m 
“ that he has written to the Peifhwa, and offered his Intcrctffion to accommodate Matters with u^, 
confiding in the AlTorances given him by this Government of its Willingnefs to agree to Peace 
“ through his Mediation, and to his Guarantee for the Maintenance of it, and Has propofed that his 
“ Dewan (hall come to Balafore or Benares, with Credentials and lull Powers from the Pcilliwa to 
“ negotiate and conclude a Treaty of Peace.— Let us avail outfclves of this favourable Difpofition. 
“ ■ — Let his Mediation be accepted, and his Dewan invited to come for that Purpolc to Calcutta. 
“ I am firmly of Opinion that Peace can only be accomplifhed by this or fonie other Mode that fhall 
“ put the Negotiations for it within the Reach and imme iiate Controul of this Government. 
“ The Seat of War is not the Soil adapted by Nature for the Growth of Peace } yet, while 
every Means are employed to promote this End, we muff not flacken in thole which may give 
“ us an Advantage in the War, if our Hopes of a I'pcedy Termination of it fliould be fruftrated. 
“ On the contrary, this Seafon and thefc Hopes require a redoubled Ei^crtion on our Part in the 
“ Profecution of the War, as a ncceflary Concurrence with the Mealures which we may take for the 
“ Conclufion of it. For this Reafon, I recommend that the Orders lately palled for the Redudion 
“ of Captain Popham’s Detachment be fufpended ; that the Sepoys of tlic Detachment be imme- 
“ diately Formed into Three regular Battalions, and added to the Detachment allotted 10 Major 
“ Camac. Let it be given in Inftrudfions to Major Camac, if he fhall find it practicable to march 
“ this Detachment, in Conjunftion with the Forces which the Rannee by his Treaty will be obliged 
“ in fuch a Cafe to furnifh, diredlly to Oogein, the Capital of the Territory dependant upon Ma- 
“ dajec Scindia. This cannot fail ta divert him from the War in Guzzerat, and by bringing it 
home to his own interefts, which have hitherto been wholly exempt from it, induce him to be 
“ an equal Solicitor for Peace, to which at this Time he appears to be the only Impediment. In 
“ Effcti, all the Advices confirm the Information contained in the Berar Letters of the Oppofitionof 
Scindia's Wiflies to thofc of the Miniftcr in this particular Inftance. I'he only Obllacle to this 
“ Dcfign is, the Force which the Maratta Government adually pofrefres in Culpee and Bundleciirid. 
“ A dilcrctionary Power fhould be given to Major Camac to remove this by any Means, either by 
“ Negotiation or Force, which he (hall judge necclfary, and which fliall not be likely to detain 
him from his main Objeef. From all the Intelligence which has been lately received from that 
** Quarter, this appears to be no difficult Work, as the Maratta Power in that Country is not m 
itfelf very confiderable, and thofe who poflefs it are diraffeded to the Government on which they 
depend. The Purpofe of undertaking this Expedition and its Motives may be ccvmtnunicated to 
•* Moodajee Boofla. He cannot difapprove it; nor is it likely to give fuch Offence to the Minifler 
of Poona, whofe Jealoufy of Mhadajee Scindia is well known, as to excite in his Mind any new 
“ Objedion to Pacification. 

By the propofed Plan of Operations the Subfidy which we have hitherto received from the 
** Ranna of Oohud will ceafe; all that we can require of hifu will be to join our Forces with the 
Quota of his Troops (lipulated by the Treaty. It will therefore become necclfary to provide a 
“ Military Fund for the Payment of this Detachment. I propofe to the Board, as the Seafon is now 
approaching in which our Demand upon Raja Cheit Sing, for the Payment of his annual Con- 
“ tribution towards the Expcnces of the War, fhould be made, we do immediately inftriidour Rcfi- 
dent at Benares to apply to him for the Sum of Five Lacks of Rupees -, which Sum I propofe fhall 
“ be Appropriated folely to the Payment of Major Camac’s Detachment. If the Board agree to 
“ this Plan, it will be neceflary to make fome Alterations in our late Orders, and thefe I ffiall reduce

“ the Rains. 1 he Truthis, that General Goddard’s Army, or the major Part of it, is adlually in Can- 
“ tonments at Surat, and we hear that he himfelf is at Bombay. Laft Year he did not take tlMfPidd 
“ until December, perhaps he might now move a Month fooner ; but we are fatisBed as well by his 
“ own Letters as by every Information we have been able to obtain^ that it is impofllble for him to 
“ aft before November. That the Rains would be no Impediment to our Infantry incumbered with 
“ Baggage, Ti nts. Stores, Ammunition, and a Train of Artillery, but that it would be a great one to 
“ a Body ol M.iratta Cavalry, feems to us a moft extraordinary Propofition. Hitherto it has been 
“ contradiflcd by F.xperience, and we find no Arguments advanced to fupport it. If one ol the Ob-

“ The .' econd Objed is faiil to l>c ‘ to make Madajee Scindi.i, the principal Agent of the War

“ we ought now to confider Scindia as our principal Opponent, it docs not follow that this Expe-

“ nion, we are much more likely to fuder by it than he i'. If every nuterial Purpofc of it is to be 
“ elFcded within the Rains, what can they be but to make a hady Incurfion into hisCouinry, xoplun- 
“ (let it, and to leave it. If General Goddard were in Motion at the fame Time, we fee a Puflibiluy, 
“ in Speculation at lead, that Scindia might be didraidcd lietwccn them, and prevented from turning 
“ his whole Force, or the principal Part of it, to the Defence of his Dominions. As this is not the 
“ Calf, Major Camac mull ad. without the Support of a Divcifion on the other Side, againlt what- 
“ ever F'orce Scindia may think fit to bring againll him. They who arc unacquainted with die 
“ Geography of India, can know nothing even of the Didance from our Frontier to Eugene, the 
“ Capital of Malva, much lei's of the DilBcultics that arc likely to attend Inch a March. TheDif- 
“ tance however is evidently fo great, that in calc of a Check, we fee no Likelihood of Icciiring a 
“ Retreat ; but if, whether with or without an immediate Repiilfe, the Retreat of the I)et.ichment 
“ diould be cut od', we know what the Conleqiiencc mud be : Another Body of I'roops will be 
“ called for, and the Necefllty of fending them infidcdon, to fupport the fird Mcafure, or to dilengage 
“ us from the EfFeids of it. No Man can fay to what Didicfs and Difficulties a Scries of fuch Steps 
may finally lead us. It may happenth.it, while we are dripping Bengal of the Force whic h ought 
“ to be referved for its Defence, while we arc fending our bed i'roops and our bed Officers on 
“ thefc didanc Expeditions, thefe Provincc.s may be inv.ided from different Quarters, and our Eila- 
“ blilhment h.izardcd where it ought to be our principal Care to render it fecure. In our Opinion, 

“ nothing clfontial to the intered of the Company and of the Nation in India can be lod as long as 
“ Bengal is f.ifc; but if this Country fhould once be in Danger, or if by the Lois or vVadcofiti 
“ Relborces, it fhould no longer be able to fupport itfclf, and to return a regular Tribute to Great 
“ Britain, no Conqtied or Acquifitions in any other Part of India will ever compenfate in the 
” fmallcd Degree for the Didrefs to which Bengal may be reduced, and for the CorMequcnccs that

“ as it appears to us, with no better Profpedl of Succefs i of fuch Succefs at lead as would be 
“ likely to make any further Efforts unneceffary. 

“ The Governor General talks of Friends who may be difeoufaged, and who perhaps may be 
“ induced to become Parties againd us. Wc wiffi that the Names of thofe Friends had been men- 
“ tioned. We do not know that this Government has a finglc Friend or Ally in India, in the 
“ true Senfe of Fricndlliip and Alliance, which I'lippofes the Power of giving Aflidance and a Dif* 
podtion to give it. 

“ The Condition to which we have reduced the Vizier’s Country makes that Connexion rather 
“ a Burthen than Advantage to this State. We have now to defend the extended Frontier of a 
« ruined Country which at prefeiu barely pays the Troops that defend iii and which, according 
“ to all Appearat^f, will not do even that much longer. As for the Vizier himfelf, he is a Cy- 
“ pher, and has no Choice.

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** The Rana of Gohud is too inconfiderablc to be mentioned t and if he were more powerful 
** than he is, it is plain enough that either his original Purpofe is anfwered, or, that he has other 
It Rcafons for being weary of the Prefence of our Army. Though the Board have not heard from 
“ Captain Popham, we conjeAurc, from what the Governor General has let fall, that the Rana 
“ intends to difmifs Captain Popham ; and that he will not require Major Camac to come into 

“ his Country. ... 

“ On the other Hand, we fee the principal Powers of India either armed, or ready to arm 
« a^ainft us. The Marattas have united, as we forel'aw they would do, in the common Defence 
“ o? their Country. — Hyder Ally, their natural Enemy, has concluded an Alliance with them 1 
“ thef ffeds of which, though hitherto fulpcnded, are not averted. We know by many Proofs 
“ what his Difpofition is toward.s us ^nd we ought to conclude, finceit is a Cale againd which we 
“ ought to be provided, that he means to aft againft us at the firft favourable Moment ; that is, 
« when our Arms may have lufFcred another Check, or when our Strength and Kcfources may be 
“ exhaufted by a Continuance of the prefent War. 

“ It is true, our Endeavours have hitherto fucceeded in preventing the Nizam from taking an 
“ open Part with our Enemies : It depends on the Gentlemen at Madras, whether the Concellion 
“ we have thought proper to make him fhall take Kffeft or not j if it fhoulJ, we have ftill no po- 
“■ fitivc Security that he will be contented with it, or that his other Claims upon the Company 
“ will not furniih him with a Pretence for joining our Enemies wlicncver he fees an Opportunity 
“ of doing it to Advantage. His Difpofition towards us, and the Confidence he repofes in his 
« own Strength, may be plainly collcfted from his Declarations to Mr. Holland. 

“ The Rajah of Berar feems lately, if not originally, to have adopted that Sort of Policy which 
“ leaves it open to him to be guided by Events, and to purfue any Courle he thinks proper. Wc 
“ have no Security that it will be favourable to this Government. He profefles to wilh for an Ac.* 
“ commpdation between us and the Paifiiwa; he offers his Mediation, and, apparently to fupport 
“ his Offer, he fends a confiderable Army to the Frontier of thefc Provinces. The Strength of 
“ this Army is unknown to the Board various Reports Rate it from 20 to 30,000 Ilorfc ; againft 
“ their future Operations we ought to be as carefully provided, as if wc had no Dependance on 
“ their Friendlhip. VVe ought to treat them as Friends, but wc ought to be prepared againft them 
“ as Enemies. 

“ In this Situation wc can never admit that the Refources of this Government, exhaufted as 
“ they arc, and withheld from it by its internal Imbecility, arc yet equal to every probable Coa- 
“ tingency of the prefent War, On the contrary, we think that the prefent War, in whatever 
“ Manner it may be condufted, is liable to Contingencies to which all our Kcfources, if they 
“ were yet unimpaired, would not be equal, and that in our prefent Circumftanccs we have no 
“ Choice. 

“ We deny that this War has hitherto been condufted on a confident Plan, or any Plan at all ; of 
“ which wc need not give a more decifive and ftriking Proof, than that the Expedition under Colo- 
“ ncl Goddard did not co-operate with that from Bombay againft Poona ; that the Authority for- 
“ mcrly given to the Prefidency of Bombay over that Army, was withdrawn in favour of another 
“ Mc-ilure, of which they had no Information ; and that General Goddard’s final March to 
“ Surat was merely Matter of Accident, and abfolutely contrary to the Governor General’s 
“ Wilhcs and Intentions. On the 4th March 1779, he declared, ‘ He wifficd equally with Mr. 

‘ Francis for the Return of the Detachment to Berar, and equally dreaded to hear of its proceed- 
‘ ing to the other 

“ But if the Reverie were true, and if the W.ir had really been condufted on a confiflent Plan, 

“ we deny that it has been v.iried by defultory Votes of Counfcl on every Meafurc required for 
“ its Prolecution. We do not know or believe that there is a fingle Inftance of any Queftion 
“ concerning the War, being carried againft the Opinion of the Governor General, except that 
“ now immediately before us, and even this we prefume was not in Contemplation with the 
“ Governor a Month ago, when the Refolution was taken for recalling and reducing Captain Pop- 
“ ham’s Detachment witli common Confent, and, as wc thought, with the Governor’s entire Sa- 
“ tisfaftion. 

“ It is not denied, ‘ That feeble Mcafurcs and Advances for Peace may give Strength and 
‘ Prefumption to our Adverfarics, and difcouragc our Friends, or that the Principles of Fntcr- 
‘ prize and Inaftion arc not to be combined in the fame general Meafure.’ But wc do not admit 
“ that ihcfe general Propofiduns are applicable to our Situation. Our Opinion ic, that.wc arc in 
“ no Cond'.uon to continue the War on .any Term.s, which fufrpofe the Continuance of the pre- 
“ fciit Expcnci , or even with a confiderable Diminution of it. Whether our Kcfources be ex- 
“ haullcd, or whether they be withheld from us, it is equally true, that theie is no Money in our 
“ Treafury. Wc hope that in fuch critical Circumftanccs, it will not be propofed to take the 
“ Depolit out of the New Fort. We know not how near we are to the Extremity for which it 

was provided. But even fuppofing our immedhate Wants were rcHkved by that little Supply, 

“ let us conlider where it would leave us. J^ftc^dt^chargi«g the inftant Demands upon theTrca- 
“ lury, our former Statements Ihcw, what a very inconfiderablc Portion of it would remain in our 

Hands, while the Credit and Advantage of poflTclTmg fuch a Referve in Specie againft an extra.- 
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“ ordinary Emergency would be loft. In cfieft we fliould publickly avow, that the Diftrcf* 
“ againft which the Depofic was rcfcrvcd had a(ftually fallen upon us. , 

“ We never meant to propofc feeble Meafurcs, which nece^arily defeat themfclves ; nor yet do 
“ we approve of vigorous Meafurcs in the Senlc in which Vigour has been hitherto undcrftood, 
“ becaufc we are convinced that this Government is unable to fupport thetb and that if they could 
“ be fupported a fliort Time longer, they would not bring us nearer to our Object. Before the 
“ Commencement of the War, we forefaw and foretold the principal Confequences that would 
“ attend it j we now judge of it by its Effefts, which we hope will be confidcral, though every 
“ other Sort of Argument fhould continue to be difregarded., We have feen the Event of Two 
“ Years Military Operations, and of a SuccelTion of iinterprizes, which, in Point of Effort and 

Expcncc, were as vigorous as any Thing we could now undertake. The Expedition to Poona 
“ cnacd in a Difgracc, which, but for the Gencrofity or Forbearance of the Marattas, might 
“ have left Bombay dcfencclefs. We know not the Expcncc of this Mcafure, but we believe 
“ the Company will find it enormous. 

“ The March of the Army under Colonel Leflie had all the Appearances of an adlive and 
“ vigorous Relolution, and had produced as much Succefs as could rcalbnably be expedfed. ft 
" has conquered an open Country, which at feme future Day, and if ever the promifed Collec. 
“ tions from it (hould be made, is to return Thirty Lacks a Year to the Comp.iny. Againft this 
“ Acquifition the permanent Expence of an increafe of Kftabliflimcnt to regulate and defend it 
“ inuft be placed, and the Value of the Remainder compared with the Charge of the Expedition; 
“ the Company will then know at what Price they have acquired a new Territory on the Mala- 
“ bar Coaft. At the End of February laft, the Sums remitted to this Detachment alone amounted 
“ to alnioft Seventy-fix Lacks of Current Rupees ; and we arc convinced that we ate much 
“ within Bounds in computing that a Crore of Rupees will not clear it to the End of Oc- 
“ tober. 

“ The March of a Detachment from the Coaft, and of another from Bonib.iy, to ftrengthen 
“ General Goddard, has yet produced no Effed that we know of, but to raife their Pay to a Level 
“ with that of the Bengal Troops, which, of itfclf, is no flight Inconvenience. 

“ The Detachment under Major Camac which was ordered about the Beginning of laft Year 
“ to join Colonel Goddard, after coding the Company Current Rupees 4*36,793, returned with. 

out Effect. 

“ Many Advantages were promifed from the Treaty with theRana of Gohud ; particularly that 
“ of dividing the Strength and Attention of the Marattas -If it has really produced that or any 
“ other Effcit that delerves the Name of an Advantage, or that can be placed in Comparifon with 
“ the Expcnce of this Mcafure, we wi(b to fee it ftated. 

“ Wc arc informed by the Commiffary General, that the Total Expence of Captain Popham’s 

Detachment to the End of April laft, amounted to C' R' 5,55,953 > prefent

“ With thefe difeouraging Experiments in our View, we are called upon to embark in another 
“ Enterprize for the avowed Purpofeof fupporting that of General Goddard j yet the Governor’s 
“ Expeftations of Succefs from this new Fiilort, cannot be greater than thofe which he profeffed to 
“ entertain of the former. Even after the Delay in Bundlecund, he always confidercd Colonel 
“ Leftie’s Detachment as capable of accom diftiing the End of its Formation, and profeffed the 
“ ftrongeft Convidon, that, under a proper Condud, the Effeds would ftill anfwer his moft 
“ fanguiiie Hopes. 

“ It is true that the Part which this Government has hitherto borne in the War,*belongs to the 
“ Governor, and that we have no Share in the Refponfibility attending it but it is equally true, 
“ that in the future Meafurcs of this Government wc muft take our Part. We cannot transfer 
“ the Refponfibility, though wc in ght relinquilh the Powers incident to our Station. In many 
“ Cafes, we may find ourlelvcs compelled not to interrupt the Operation of Ads already refolveJ 
“ on againft our Opinion, cfpccially when the Government, or its Reprefentatives, arc once en- 
“ gaged in the Execution of them. In fuch Circumftances we have no Choice. But a Defence 
“ ot this Sort will not apply to new Meafures or new Plans, which cannot be rcfolvcd on without 
“ our Confent. For thefe and their Confcqucnces, wc muft, of Neceflity, be anfwerablc jointly 
" with the Governor, therefore cannot diveft ourfelves of the Right of judging of both. If on 

the prefent Occafion we arc miftaken in our Judgement, it will not add to the Load with 
“ which the Governor General m.ay be charged : We rather think he derives a vifible Advan- 
“ tage from the Part wc are forced to t.ike in this C^eftion. There is no Difficulty in difplayii'g 
“ the poftible Benefits which might have rcfultcd from a Mcafure untried, while the Burthen of 
“ proving that fuch Benefits were unattainable, together with the ideal Lofs of them, will be 
“ thrown upon the oppofitc Party. 

“ Wc have as little Faith as the Governor can have in the Sufficiency of officird Argument 
*• to overcome decided Opinions. What wc have faid is meant to (land for our Vindication at 
“ Home. Wc heartily wilb it might have more Weight than we fear it will have in this Place. 
“ Wc wilh to co-operate heartily and ilncerely with the Governor General in effeding a Peace on 
“ rcafon.ablc Terms. Means of Negociation arc in his Power which are not witJun ours, d 
“ accomplilh a Peace ourfelves againft his Inclination wc know to be i.mpofliblc. Till very 
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« our Hopes nearly amounted to Conviftion, that we were all agreed on this Point, and that the 
« Scafons of the Rams m which Hoftilities muft ccafc on both Sides, would have been emoloved 
« in efFcaing a Pacification. , On this Principle, we confented to the Propofition for accepiL the 
Mediation of Moodajee Boolla. We wilh to know if any and what Steps have been taken in 
« confcqucnce. As this Mcafurc has no Conneaion with the propofed Expedition, we hope it 
“ will not be deferted. Without making improper Advances to the Marattai, other Means mi<W,t 
“ be taken to the fame End ; but we are pcrfedly fenfible that none can fucceed in which tlw Go 
“ vernor General will not take an adive Part. It, after all, a formal Peace is not to be obtained 
“ we do not think it follows that an olFcnfive War muft neceflarily be continued A cenera 
« Outline of the Plan we allude to has been fuggefted to the Governor General. We do not 
“ advifeablc to enter into it in this Place, but we arc ready to fubmit our TIiourIus to 

“ him on the Subject whenever he thinks propen ^

(« (a) The Governor General lays before the Board the following Minute. 

“ Governor General— Two Minutes have been lately delivered by Meffrs. Francis and Whcler, 
“ bearing their joint Signatures in Anfwer to Propofitions made by me to the Board. 

“ It is not my Intention to follow thefe Minutes through every Alfcrtion of Fads, and every 
“ Dedudion of Argument. I fhall only reply to fuch Points as have a Relation to my preient 
“ Purpofc, which is Rill to infiR on the NcccITity of carrying the War into the Diftrids ap- 
“ pertaining to Madajee Scindia j and to this I entreat the Board to give me their Attention. E-'c- 
“ cept the Article of Expcnce, I can fcarcely colled the Objedions that are made to it. It 
“ was never my Intention to employ Major Camac in an Invafion of Bundelcund, nor fuffer, if 
“ it were attempted on the Ground of his InRrudions, fuch a Wafte of the Time required for 
“ the FirR and effcntial Objed of his Operations. 

“ The Ends propofed by this Expedition are Two immediate-, Firft, to divide the Maratta 
“ Strength, and divert it from Cicne'ral Goddard j Second, to make the principal Agent of the 
“ War, the principal Suffeier by it and One ultimately. Peace. To this it is objeded that ‘ the 
‘ manifcR Advanuge of having Two Armies ading in Concert, and dividing the Attention of the 
* Enemy between them, would be loft if they were not both in the Field at the fame Time.’ This 
“ is by no Means a fair Conclufion, bccaufe it fupbofes the Enemy to keep the Field, and oiir 
“ principal Army to be inadivc — Tbc Reverfe is the nioft probable — And my Purpole will he 
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“ equally anfwcred, whether both remain in (garters, and Major Camac be fuftercd to profecuto 
“ the Plan afligned him without Oppofition, or whether the whole Force of the Enemy be di- 
“ reeled againlt him, and General Goddard left at Liberty to aft in the Profccution of his. The 
“ rainy Seafon is no Impediment to our Troops, but a great One to the Maratta, which confifl: 
“ only of Cavalry i and if the Mcafure which I have propofed be even now agreed to, I (hould 
“ hope to bound it with that Seafon, or to cfFeft every material Purpofc within the Rains. 

« The Defign of the propofed Inftruftions to Major Camac has been mifunderftood, and the 
“ intended Senfe of it inverted. It is not meant * to give Major Camac a Latitude to carry the 
“ Company’s Arms wherever he thinks proper,* but to order him to carry the Company’s Arms 
“ to a prelcribed Scene of Aftion, .unlcfs he thinks it improper. 

“ The Objeftion made to the Expcnce is a material one j but a vigorous Exertion cannot be 
“ made without Expence, nor can the War be either concluded honourably, or profccuted fuccefs- 
“ fully, without fiich an Exertion. Feeble Meafures and Advances for Peace will but add to the 
•* Strength and Prefumption of our Advcrfarics, difeourage our Friends, and perhaps induce 
“ them to become Parties againff us. 

“ The Refourccs of this Government exhauficd as they are, and withheld from it by its internal 
“ Imbecility, are yet equal to every probable Contingency of the prefent War, if it is condufted 011 
“ a conliftent Plan, and that not varied by dcfultory Votes of Council on every Meafurc required 
“ for its Profccution. I muft here take Notice that the Expence of Captain Popham's Detach- 
“ ment has been greatly over-rated. It is averted that the Expence of a Detachment of only 
“ 2,000 Drafts under Captain Popham, has been fwelled to more than 91,000 Rupees per Month, 
“ and in another Place this Sum is Rated as a fixed Amount. The Truth is, that the Expence 
“ of this Detachment has exceeded its due Bounds, yet not in the Degree imputed to it, which 
“ would indeed be enormous. The Detachment, bcfidcs the 2,000 Drafts, (they are in Faft 2,400) 
“ confifts of Artillery and Cavalry : The monthly Expcnce of the Whole was on a Medium about 
“ 82,000 Rupees ; of this Sum the 

“ Cavalry alone produces — •— 12,811; and the 

“ Artillery — — — 8,300 


“ Making both together — 21,111; and this Sum dedufted from 

“ the Total leaves 61,000 Rupees for the Drafts, including the Stafi'and Contingencies of Four 
“ Battalions into which they were formed, though their Number was equal only to Three. The 
“ Part which this Government has hitherto borne in the War is mine, and has been made exclu- 
“ fively mine ; the other Members having repeatedly difclaimed their Share in the Refponfibility 
“ attending it. It is hard, that while they load me with the Weight of fuch a Charge, they 
“ fliould bind my Hands, and deny me the Means of fupporting it. 

“ If Mr. Francis (I am compelled to fpcak thus plainly) thinks that he can better or more 
“ effeftually conduft the War to the Termination which we both profefs to aim at, and that he can 
“ in Honour deprive me of the Right which I claim to diftatc the Means of accomplilbing it, let 
“ him avowedly take the Lead ; but if I am to be charged with the Confequences of it, or if the 
“ Right which 1 claim be juftly mine, let him allow me to poflefs and excrcifc it. It is impoffiblc 
'! to combine the Principles of Enterprize and Inaftion in the fame general Meafure, and as im- 
“ podible for his Sentiments and mine to be brought into Agreement on the Subjeft of the Ma- 
“ ratta War. 1 have in vain laboured to accommodate them by a ftiidied Attention to his Opi- 
“ nions in every Mcafure which I have ventured to propofc in the Courfe of the laft Fifteen 
“ Months, and have reftrained myfclf from urging 6thcrs, which, however proper and neceflary 
“ for the Occafion, cxclufively confidered, were inconfillcnt with the aftual State and Temper of 
“ this Government. 

“ 1 now revert to my Propofition, and requeft the Board to re-confidcr their Objeftions to the 
“ Inftruftions which I have propofed to be given to Major Camac. 1 have not the Prefumption 
“ to expeft that they will be influenced by any Reafonings which I have ufed, having had too 
“ much Experience ofthelnfufRcicncy ofoflicial Argument to overcome a decided, and much Icfs a 
“ confederate Oppofttion. But as the Expcnce which will attend the Meafure which I have re- 
“ commended is the only formal Objeftion made to it, I hope I may be allowed to remove it by 
offering to exonerate the Company from it, and to take it upon myfclf. That this Propofition 
“ may not be mifunderftood, and that I may not bind myfelf by Engagcmenta which may exceed 
“ my Power to fulfil them, I will explain myfclf.

Litut. Welch has fince made hiir.fclt Mailer of Two inferior Forts, called /Vrzeii Ghur and 
Linder Ghur; The former has a Didrift of One Lack of Rupees, lying round and dependant 
uponic: '1'lK‘y are both built upon Hills, and dcfencible with a very Imall Force ag, unit any 
Number of Marrattas. They are within d'hrec Cols of each other, and about Six from Pariiiro; 
and they were conftrufted, as Report fays, by the Marrattas, to ferve as a Check upon the En- 
croachment of the Portuguele, who have a Settlement called Dumaan, on the Sea Coad, at the 
Diftance of Four or Five Miles from them. 


Thcfe Acquifitions liave put the Englifli in entire Pofil ffion of the Sea Coad from Cambait 
to Demaan, comprehending a Traft of near 150 Miles. Baffein only remains to complete the Con- 
qued of the whole to the North of Bombay. I mentioned in my lafl Ixtcer Obdacles that had 
prevented my undertaking that Enterprize on which I had fixed my Mind, and that mull ftill 
delay its Execution for fomc Months i at the Expiration of which, as every previous neceflary 
Preparation will be made, the Talk of reducing BafFein will be eafy and expeditious. The Fall 
of this Place may, I conceive, complete youi Views of territorial Acquifition on this Side of In- 
dia, and make the Company Maders of a Trad of Country capable in their Flands of becoming 
an incxhaullible Source of Power and Wealth, from the Commercial Advantages and Capability 
of Improvement in Trade and Manufaftures it poflefTes, and which, from its convenient Situation, 
may be m. inrained and defended at a fmall Expence of Men and Treafurc. 

By polFeliing BafFein, which appears effentially requifite to the Profperity and Safety of this Settle- 
ment, the Ghauts and Pafles in its Neighbourhood leading into the Decan, mud be at all Times com- 
manded by us ; and the Terror this would excite in the Government of Poonah, from their Vi- 
cinity to that Capital, would create (more than any other Conqued or Advantage we could gain) 
a ferioiis Inclination in the Marattas to accommodate the prefent DifFcrence, and upon Terms of 
Honour and Benefit to the Company. This, notwithdanding the pall Succefs of our Arms, and 
the Difappointmenc all their Efforts to interrupt their Progrefs have hitherto met with, they will 
not at prefent confent to. At any Rate they would never agree to cede Ballain us •, without 
which, I repeat my Opinion, the Company’s Aflairs on this Side of India cannot be confidered 
as placed upon a firm and flourilhing Bafis. From this powerful Confideration, I do not think it 
political or expedient to make any Overtures to the Poonah Government for Peace ; which would 
not be produdivc of the wiflied for Effed, till Baffein is fccured, and our Army has PoffcITioa 
* Sk in Org. uf the Ghaiits, ready to fall upon the Capital of the Empire, we (hall ^ be in a Condition to infift 
upon fiuh ferms as may be judged fully confident with our Honour and intered, and adequate to

the heavy Kxpences wc lhall have incurred in profecuting the War, 

Affairs cannot arrive at this State till next Ofbober, long before which I hope to receive a pat- 
ticular Relation of your Sentiments, and the Inftrudlions you may deem it proper to give, 
conlequence of a thorough Knowledge of Circumftances and of the Situation of Affairs at the 
Coiiclufion of the Campaign. Convinced upon the mod fare and folid Grounds, that a Pacifica- 
tion cannot be brought about during the Rains, I fliall venture to give you my Ideas at large oj 
tlie Mode by which it appears to me the War ought to be prolecuted next Scafon, and the 
wliich, from a Survey of the Political State of the Maratta Nation promife to contribute to its 


Succefs. 

In the Negotiation opened with Scindia in March laft, Particulars of which have been laid * 
fore you, the chief Objeft of his Concern feemed to be, and I am perfuaded was, the Difpo'®* ° 
Ragoba ; that Point once fettled, he affected to declare the remaining Subjed of Conteft 
the Englifh and Maratta Nations, would be without Difficulty adjufted. It muff not be “’'^P 
from this Affertion of Scindia’s, that admitting the Obftacle of Ragoba removed, a Peace cou ^ 
have been concluded, bccaufe it is evident from the Hopes he muft at that Time have encertainc 
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either of his Arms proving fuperiof to ours in the Field, or of being able to draw over to his 
Intcreft our new Ally Futty Sirig, which would have gone near effcdually to deilroy the Fruits of 
all our Labours in Guzerat i that he would never have been induced then to liften to Terms 
which even at this Period of bad Succefs and Difappointment in all his Projects, there is not any 
Keafon to believe would be accepted. 

My principal Motive for mentioning the above Circumftance is, to point out the important 
Litrht in which Ragoba is and ever muft be confidered by the Marattas, and how material the 
Polfcflion of his Perfon muft prove to promote the Views and Intcrefts of the Company, and 
bring about a happy Conclufion of the prefent War. 

Here, I do not in any Shape, niearf to recommend the abfolute or even conditional Rc-eftablifh- 
mriit of Ragoba, in the Government of Poona •, what I contend for, is the manif'eft and ftriking 
Advantaucs we nn;ft infallibly derive from his Prefence with us ; and this Pofition I found upon 
the following Realons : That the juft and fair Cl.iims Ragoba poftefTes to rhe principal Diredlion 
ot tl'.e Adminillration, will ever make the prefent Party apprchenfive of his Intention to aflert 
i!„oii ; and that the certain Confrqucnce of his .Siiccds, in Spite of the molt fecurc or folcmn En- 
iraoements in force might to * enter into, would ultimately prove their Ruin and Deftruiftion. It 
is the lame of all the principal Chiefs of the State, who have been more or lefs inftrumcntal in 
ledu.'ing him to hi,s prefent abjed Condition, during a Space of Six Years. 

This Argument, wliile it evinces the Imprudence and bad Policy of attempting to force a Ruler 
upon the Maratta Leaders, whole Caufe none of them are inclined, or, if inclined, arc however 
afraid to efpoule, points out all at once the Utility and even Necelhty of retaining in our Hands 
a Man who muft ever be a I'error to them, and whole Forbearance they would wifli to purchafe 
at any Expence from that Power, whole Strength they muft be lure, if e^certed in his Favour, 
would prove fo dangerous to their Intcrefts and Safety. lam therefore clearly of Opinion tliat 
the fame Line of Conduct hitherto adopted refpeding Ragoba fliould continue to be purfued, 
that is, no formal or exprefs Engagements (hoiild be entered into with him ; but we llaoidd leave 
ourfclvcs at Liberty to purfuc lucli Plan regarding his Difpofal, as Circumftances might hereafter 
render eligible and convenient. His Pretcniions to Sovereignty lliould be in no Degree fopported, 
and we Ihoulcl continue to afford him a lafe and certain Afylum in the Company’s Dominions 
whenever the War ftiall terminate. His Intcrefts, at leaft as far as they relate to perfonal Safety 
and a Provifion for himfelf and Family, ought to be attended to, and included in the general 
Plan of Peace. 

This Line of Conduft refpefting Ragoba being .adopted, the next Objcil: is, the Mode of prn- 
fecuting the War, which, as it is a Mcafurc at prefent of confrdcrable Neccflity, the more heartily 
and vigoroufly it is entered into, the fooner we may expeft it will be brought to a Pcriotl. 

I have already hinted the Manner in which I propole to commence the Military Operation.s by 
taking Baffein, and poffefling mylelf of the neighbouring Paffes that lead into the Dccan. Here 
it is probable the Fears and Anxieties of the Minifter may bring the War to an immediate Con- 
tliifitin. Should they not, the Point next to be confidcrcd is whether you would chufc to purfuc 
it upon an ofi'enfive Plan, and penetrate into the Decan, and feize upon the Capital, or confine 
your Operallbr.s to the Defence of the Territories lying between the Gains and the Sea Sliore, 
comprel, ending Guzerat, and all the Trait along the Shore from Cambay to Bombay. 

The Determination of this Point will however depend a good deal upon Circumftances. If 
Sindia coniinucs at Ugein till the Clofe of the Rains, which I now conceive will be the Cafe, a 
powerhd iJiverfion might be made in that Quarter to prevent his palling to the Southward of the 
NerbudJah to Riccour Nanah Furneffes, and I would venture to pronounce, as far as human Pro- 
bability and Reafon may prefumc, that without Sindia’s Aid the Minifter would be immediately 
compelled to Term.s, and enter into any Engagements that might be required of him. This is no 
chimerical Idea, for befides Sindia and Holkar, there .remain only Two Chiefs of Confequenre in 
tlu; State, Nanah and Hurry Punt Fakierj and I tlo not believe that any Foreign Power will draw 
upon himfelf the future Enmity of the Englilh by openly declaring his Party, and marching to 
their Alliftance. 

In the Event of fuch powerful Diverfion being made to the Northward, Sindia will find too much 
P niploymcnt at Home to have Lcifure^to raife any Difturbance in Guzurat, and indeed the Sca- 
poy Force, which may very well be fpared in that Province, afting with the Troops of Futty 
which it may not perhaps be convenient to carry with me to the Southward, will prove 
Kiflicient lor its Scuirity and Defence againft a very large Body of the Enemy, Ihould any confi- 
iierable Army (which in the Plan above mentioned appears fcarcely prafticablc) be ordcied to 
enter it. 


What I have above mentioned comprehends almoft every Thing that occurs to me both with 
relpeft to the prefent political State of Affairs, and the Advantages we may cxixrft to derive 
horn it in the Courfc of the future Operations of the War. 'I'he four leading Men now in the 
Empire, and indeed in whofe Hands all Power is placed, arc Nana, Hurry Punt, Scindia, and 
Holkar. Thcfe, notwithftanding the Caufes of Difputc that may be fuppoled to exift from the 
lorrner conceiving that no ufcful or meritorious Service has been performed by the laft, and Scin- 
^ a again arrogating a Merit derived him by the others, and claiming Rewards to which he will 
not confent, will, I am perfuaded, be found cordially to unite in Oppofition to the Englifli.

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As the Rains are now but little advanced, I truft I fliall receive a full and particular Reply 
to iliis Letter, long before their Conclufion, that is late in Aiiguft, or early in September j arid I 
caincRly intreat you will tranftnit it me as expeditioufly as poffible, that I may be csmplttciy 
Matter of your Objed and Inclination before the opening of the Campaign, and aft accord- 
ingly. 

I have the Honour to acknowledge your Letter of the 20th April. My laft Letter will fully have 
replied to what you are plealed to direct rcfpcctiiig Ragoba, and you will perceive 1 have, peitnit 
me to fay contrary to my own Inclination and Opinion, tliought it neceflaiy to comply with your 
pofitive Inrtrudions for withdrawing Ragoba’s Allowance in its fullett Extent, and without any 
Limitation. • 

1 .im truly forry at the Diredions you have been plcafed to give refpefting the Regiment of 
Cavalry, whole ufeful, and even neceflary. Service I have experienced on many Occalions durin.r 
rlic late Campaign, both in proteding the Farcies that were lent out to forage near tire Camp, anii 
in beeping olf the Findarnes and otlier fmall Bodies of the Enemies Horic who approached it, 
I'.nvirons, as well as covering and defending the Baggage on the Line ol March. On all thcle Set- 
vices, ami whenever I found it neceflary to employ them, they have behaved with Cicdic to tlioai- 
lelvcs, and Satisfadion to me. 

'I'he Siiccels againtt Gunrees Peont was entirely their own. The Battalion that accompanied thcai 
could not poflibly have reached his Camp before the Alarm mutt have been given, and the Enemy 
have elcapcd unhurt to molett and harrafs the Country by future Depredations. From all iheio 
Circiimttances, and the Inconveniencies that might attend the dilmifling of a Corps at tliis 
Dillance from Home, that has ferved with Credit from the Commencement of the Expedition, 
by the Damp it might throw upon the Ardour of the Relt of the Troops, added to the unfa- 
vourable Confequences it might be of regarding the Enemy, who, from repeated Proofs, I now 
entertain a high Opinion of their Skill and Dilcipline, 1 Iiavc deferred the Execution of your 
Orders refpedting the Regiment until I can receive your further Itittrudions, in which I flatter 
inylelf you will approve, and authorize its Continuance in the Service. 

I fliall not fail to obferve the Rule you have laid down for my Diredion, with regard to detach- 
ing any Part of your Forces for the Defence of the Country ceded to Putty Sing, indcpcndaiit 
of the General Plan of the Campaign. My Rcafon for not fixing a Subfidy for the Expence ot 
the Troops left in Ahmedabad, was that I confidcrcd this Meafurc as coming under that Predi- 
cament ; and that in the Infancy of a War, before the Affedion and Difpofitions of Men had been 
properly put to the Tett, I thought it a Point of political Convenience and Expediency to guard 
as much as polfible againtt every unfavourable Confcquencc that might arife from any Change of 
Sentiment or I’arty. 

I fliall, as far as polTible, comply with your Willies refpeding the Fort St. George Detachment. 
The Reinforcements that have at this Time joined me from that Prcfidcncy, confifts only of One- 
Company of European Artillery, Seven of infantry, and One Battalion of Scapoys.

Read the following Letter from Brigadier General Goddard. 

To the Honble. Warren Haftings Efquire, Governor General, and Supreme Council. 

Gentlemen, • 

I had the Honour to tranfmit you an Addrefs the 14th inftant, which went by Sea under 
Charge of Mr. Raitt, and will I hope have arrived fafe before this can reach you. I am i'olicitoiis 
about your receiving that Dilpatch, becaufe accompanying it I have forwarded all tlie Returns 
and Paymafter’s Accounts of Dilburfements to the End of March, with other Papers for your In- 
fpeftion. 

I have nothing material to communicate to you of the Situation of Affairs here, as they remain 
nearly in the fame State as when I wrote you from Bombay. If the Chiefs at Poona have re- 
newed their Demands upon, or made any late Propofals to the Bombay Government, it is unknown 
to me; and for myfelf, I have had no Correfpondence with them fince my Arrival. According 
to the Refolutions I informed you I had thought it proper to adopt, I lhail wait your Inllrudions 
before I enter upon any Meafures whatever. I am in the mean Time endeavouring to obtain the 
beft Intelligence of what is tranfading around me, and confulting the Means moll proper to be 
ufed in Prolecution of the Plan you may determine upon, whenever I can receive your Orders. 

By confirmed Advices from Poona, the Diffentions lubfifting amongft the I.caders open a Field 
for fuccclsful Intrigue ; exclufivc of any Ufc that might be made of fupporting Ragoba‘s Pre- 
tenfions, the afferting which would it is probable, from paft Experience, be the Means of uniting 
Parties, rather than arming them againff each other ; and indeed, in his prefent Situation, might 
be altogether impolitic. Although the Confinement of Siccaram, who was always fufpeded of 
Partiality to the Intercfts of Ragoba, might give Rcafon to believe that Nannah Furneffe had 
removed -every Objedl of Sufpicion, and ftrengthened his Power beyond the Dread of any future Op- 
pofition ; this Appearance of Security is in Reality moll deceitful, for his whole Depentlance is placed 
upon the Support of Scindia ; and this Chief, befides his known Reputation for Cunning and Du- 
plicity, has exhibited a recent and manifeft Proof of the Arts by which he means to maintain Ids 
own Influence in the Government, in the Part he took and flill takes regarding Ragonot Row, 
whom he preferved from Nanna’s Refentmcnt after the unfortunate Ilfue of the l<!xpedition from 
Bombay had left him expofed to the Malice of his Enemies, and whom he at this Time retains 
in his own Hands, to hold out in terrorem, (hould he find the Party to which he is at prefent en- 
gaged aflume an Independence dangerous to his own ambitious Views. p 

Ragonaut Row was fent from Poonah under the Charge of fome of St iiulia’s Troops, and by 
the halt Intelligence was within a few Miles of Bcriiamporc, in the Neiglibourhood of which it is 
laid he is to refide during the Rains. It is difficult to reconcile the Conduil of Scinuia on this 
Occafion, upon any other Grounds than what I have above fuppofed. His Prolcffions to Ragoba 
have been moft fair and flattering, and he has even gone lb far as to give him Flopes of befriend- 
ing his Caufe. This however it is plain he means nothing lefs than doing, and while lie even 
lun’ers them to exill, his only Motive is politically to check the dangerous Prefumption of an Ad- 
niinillration at prefent fubjefl to his Controul, but when Circumllances might fo far lavour at a 
future Period as to fet his Power at Defiance. 

With thefe Principles of Difunion fubfilling among the Mahrattas, a more promifing Occafion 
than the prefent cannot offer itfclf for interfering in their Affairs ; and though a Plan of Contjuell' 
lo extenfivc as the Icttling their Government, or dilpoling of the chief Authority in it, might nor, 
alter the Opportunity lately loft, be confidcred as political or confiftcnt with the Company’s Iiitcrdks ; 
I am aflitred that the Appearance of Hoftilitics on our Side will obtain a Compliance Irom them of 
any Demands you may think it neceffary to make, either of Territory or Money, to reimburfe the 
Expcnccs of your Armies upon the Claim eftablifhed by the Treaty of the Bombay Government witli 
Ragonaut Row, or upon any other you mdy choole to found on their former Breach of Faith, and 
the hoftilc Condudl of their Subjects on my March.

It IS ntccllaiy that I now fay fomething of the Province of Guzzerat, whole favourable Situ- ■ 
ation, no Id's than Fertility and Kxtent, points it out as a molt valuable and tempting ‘Acquifi- 
tion to the Company on this Side of India. It is unncccflary to trouble you with an Account of 
its Revenues and Riches, as thefe mull be well known to you. What I mean to explain is the 
Kale with which a Conquell might be now made of it, and the obvious Advantages will (hike 
you thcmlclves. 

Futty Sing Guikwar, who at prefent poirdTes the greateft Part of the Province, and (hares it with 
the Marattas, although fupported by their Power, has yet but a very weak and declining Autho- 
rity, added to the Claim of Seniority, by which an Elder Brother ftill living diminillies the 
Force of his ulurped Title ; another Brother, Govind Row, who holds Ahmedabad, and its De- 
pendencies, has always been at Variance with him, and is at this Time by no Means well inclined 
to his fiuerefts. This has been fccretly intimated to me fince my Arrival. I am allb well aware 
of the Ufe that might be made of the Nawab of Cambay, and many of the principal Men of the 
Province have bcfides communicated their Difeontents, and Readinefs to join the Forces of the 
Englilh againft Futty Sing. To thcfe Advances my Replies, although tending to remove every 
Belief of Hoftilitics being intended againft Guzzerat, were calculated to give Encouragement in 
the Event of our Troops marching into it. 

From the Circumftanccsjuft mentioned, and other Obfervations I have been able to make, I am 
perfuaded that the Appearance of Arms without any actual Exertion of their Force, would be 
fiifficicnt to bring this Province into the Subjedion of the Company, but Ihould it be found other- 
wife, it is fo fituated for the Convenience of Supplies and Communication by Water, that it might 
with Eafe, be wrefted from the prefent Pofleflbr, and maintained againft him, though the whole 
Force of the Mharatta Empire was joined to his Support. 

I beg to acquaint you that I have received no Letter from your Board of a later Date than the 
5th February, which leads me to apprehend they may have been intercepted on the Road.

Of three of your Letters, containing the Whole of your Defigns and the Situation of your 
Quarters one on your Apprehenfions from the Reception of a French Vakeel, in the Territories of 
Pundit Purdhaun, and your having no Confidence in his Aftions and rhofe of the Rulers of 
Poonah ; on your Defirc in confcquence of fending an Army with a Chief in your Confidence for 
the Proteftion of Bombay, and that a Perfon fliould be dilpatched ro fupply the Army with Pro- 
vifions, and other Ncceffaries, who, condufting them to Molliungabad, might dilmifs them in Safety 
from my Territories ; and the Third, written after the Death of Mr. Flliotr, on yoqr having co n- 
mitted to Bcneram Pundit every thing that had been entrulled to the Decealcd ; his fetting off 
with Ramkaunt with my Anfwers, his Arrival at Culcutta, and your being made acquainted with 
the Contents of all my Letters on thefe Subjefts, were received. 

What 1 underftand by your Letters, although they feem to contain much, is in few Words, 
that you confuier my Defigns as inconfidcrable, and do not approve of my Views: I have there- 
fore laid afidc my Intentions for fome Time, and dropped the Profccution of them ; but I am 
ncverthelcfs ready at all Times to perform the Duties of our ancient Fricndlhip and Conneftion j 
and from the open and fiiendly Intcrcourfe between me and Colonel Goddard, I am prompted to 
aflift him with my Advice and Counfel. By the Blefilng of God, when it lhali be neceffary, 1 will 
advifein the beft Manner. But you have faid in mod of your Letters, that every one thinks his 
own Opinion the beft. Thus Colonel Goddard, contrary to my Advice, marched towards Surat ; 
and the Chiefs of Bombay, without Caution and Circumfpeftion, and without your PermilTion, 
inarched into the Territories of Poonah to the Support of Ragonaut Row ; but their Prt^jefts did 
not fuccccd, and Ragonaut Row put himfclf under the Proteftion of Sindeah ; and the Chiefs of 
Bombay, having for their own Safety made a new Engagement in the Room of the Treaty of 
Colonel Upton, returned to their own Territories. The Englifh of Bombiy in this Quirrel and 
open Hoftilitics, in which they were worfted, were guilty of many Breaches of Faith towards the 
Miniftcis of Poonah,. and did not regard the Treaties, which all Rulers of States pay thegreatcll 
Attention to, and, without any Confideration for their Honour and Dignity, afted contrary to 
Prudence and to your Direftions, as you informed mein a great Number of Letters, and as 
Colonel Goddard alfo wrote to me. 

From my Knowledge of the State of Affairs, and from the Exercife of our Friendfliip, which has 
been kept up for upwards of a Year by a mutual Communication of the Situation of Things, and of 
the moll inconfiderable as well as important Matters, I difeover three Things in your l^ctters and 
thofe of Colonel Goddard : One, that the Bombay Chief fupported Ragonaut Row without any 
Authority from you ; the other, that you have dropped your great Defigns, but are rcfolved to 
keep up our former Fricndlhip ; and the Third, what you mention in ail your Letters, that every 
one thinks his Opinion the beft. The F’irft is F’aft, that whatever the Chief of Bombay has done 
has been contrary to your Advice, who are alone able to advilc ; and the Second, that in every 
Situation you will maintain our Friendfliip, is alfo to be depended on; and the Third, that every 
one thinks his own Opinion the beft, is a common Proverb; but it is not however the Notion of 
wile Men, who never have any Conneftions with powerful States, except thole of Peace and Friend- 
fliip. This you mutt have written in your Difpleafure, upon hearing of the Bombay Chief having 
afted fo imprudently ; but you cannot conceive it to hold good in every Inftance. 

Thefecond Article, which is worthy to be followed, you fhould maintain ; but that Fiicndiliip 
which is kept up and openly (hewn by Letters only, and which, when wanted, does not exert itl. b, 
fo lar from being of any Advantage, may bring the greateft li)ctritncnt. My Maxim, on the con- 
trary, is this, that with whomfoever I enter into Alliancf, although there fliould be innumerable 
Diladvantagcs in it, 1 never turn myfclf afide from ir. My advantageous Conneftion svith Pun- 
dit Purdhaun, and the friendly Conneftion of Letters with you, which you commenced ujiwards of 
a Year fince, arc equally firm.

The Arrival of Colonel Goddard wiih his whole Army. Stores, Artillery, &c. on the Borders ot 
my Territories, his remaining there two Months, the Intcrcourfc of the Prefents between u^, niy 
fending, when neceflary, Provifions, and every Thing which be dcfired, that Mr. Weatherllotic, 
who came here with few Attendants, departed with the Money for his Bills on Benares with Oxen, 
and every Article which he deft red of me ; that two Gentlemen of your Confidence, who were with 
Mr. Elliott, Ihould rem.iin here two Months; All this you cannot confidcr as fmall Matters-, for 
although I perceived the Danger of expofing myfclf to the Rcfcntment of the People of Decan, 
who are Mafters of large Armies, powcrfufRefources, Treafures, Forts, and ftrong Places, noi- 
withllanding what my Apprehenftons from them might be, |, from the Duty of Fricndlhip to- 
wards you, relolved to take upon me the woril of their Kcfentmcnt, in conformity to the Pro- 
verb, which fays. You mull not with your open Eyes throw yourfclf into a Whirlpool i but Qrould 
you find yourlelf in one. You muft not give yourfclf up to your Apprehenfions. 

Reflcft maturely upon what 1 wtitc j for from what can arife my expofing myfclf to Deftruflion, 
by not obeying the Summons, and not performing what might be expefted from my ancient Con- 
nexion with Pund t Purdhaun and the Nabob Nizam ul Dowlah, except from my Fricndlhip for 
you, although there are no immediate Advantages to be drawn from it ? 

At prefent, that I have received a Karetah from you, in which, like a Honey Bee which con- 
tains both Sweetnefs and a Sting, you drop your great Defigns, but rcfolvc to prcfcive the Duties 
of our Fricndlhip, and finilh by faying, that every one thinks his own Opinion the beft. In con- 
Icqiicnce of my Apprehenfions, I laid afidc the Sting, and adopted the Sweetnefs, and accordingly 
dilpatched Dewagur Pundit to Poonah, and fent this Meffagc by him to the Minifters of Pooiiali; 
“ I am a Branch of the illullrious Family of the Raje ; you are the Rulers of all Matters bc- 
“ longing to it. If you chufc to keep up Fricndlhip and Connexion with me, I will continue at- 
“ tached to you ; but I have not need of the Afliftance of the Raje, for from of old I have been 
“ clofcly conneXed with the Soubahs of Bengal, and with ont who has the fupreme DireXion over 
“ all the Countries, and who, from his Wifdom and fuperior Prudence, is faithful to his Word. 
“ and ftriil to his Engagements. That Peace may be firmly cftablilhed between us by Treaiy, 
“ you muft entertain no Thought of War, fince none of thofe Advantages which are to be ac- 
” quired by Peace can be found in Dillenfions and Hoftilitics.” 

Dewagur Pundit, after his Arrival at Poonah, had many Conferences in free and unbiased 
Terms, cither by Fear or Partiality with the Englilh Gentlemen, and for three Mo.nths was em- 
ployed in oppofing, both openly and in private, the Demands of the Miniflcrs in fucli a we" ■- 
fleXed Manner, that if you had a Perfon there to have feen and heard 1 he would certainly hau- 
written it to you, and you could not have difbelievcd it. Nanna Purnaveefe, who is the Jlnti 
Minifter, is pofleffed of fuperior Wifdom and Prudence, is well advifed of ftriX Truth, and in his 
Attention to his Treaties, like a Leaf which trembles at the leall Wind, he has dreaded the 
fmallcft Innovation in them from the Time of Ballajce Bifhennaut till the 7 'reaty of Colonel I Ipron, 
and from that '1 ime till the Formation of the new Treaty, which was made with the - jinbay 
Chiefs by Pundit Purdhaun through the Means of Sindeah after the breaking out of the War, and 
the Arrival of Ragonaut Row. He made Dewagur Pundit acquainted with all the former Tranl- 
aXions and the prefent Staty of Affairs, and fhewed him all t(ie Treaties which had been made, and 
dcfired him tu fee on what Side the Breach of Faith was, and which Part was guilty of InfraXions ; 
and yet, (aid he, they declare that they ifick to their Engagements. Dewagur Pundit, after dil- 
covering the Situation of Affairs, wrote repeated Letters to Colonel Goddard, advifing him to be 
cautious and prudent in his Proceedings, and to keep in View the Conditions of the Treaty, which 
he muft know to be an hundred Times better than War and Hoftilitics and wrote alfo in the fame 
Terms to you, and dilpatched thofe Letters, together with Kharetahs from me from Naigporc to 
Calcutta. You will doubtid’s have underftood all thefc Particulars, which were diXared by the 
finccreft Friendfhip ; but 1 have been for this long Time to the prefent Inftant in ExpcXation of 
your Anfwer to them. 

Repeated Letters are received from'Coloncl Goddard by Pundit Purdhaun and Dewagur Pundit 
at Poonah ; the firft to acquaint them, that as he had many fecrei Things to communicate, they 
fliould lend a confidential Perfon to him, to whom he might impart every Circumftance, and etde 
with him the Terms of the Treaty. Nunna Purnaveefe, in compliance with this, difpatchcd, with the 
Advice of Dewagur Pundir, a Perfon in his Confidence, to Surat. He was not yet arrived tlurc 
when a fecund Letter was received from the Colonel, that as it would be a long Time before the 
Arrival of the Agent, he was therefore determined to come in Perfon with all Expedition by ihe 
Dauk to the Neighbourhood of Poonah, and have a perfonal Conference: That he had been ap- 
pointed to the foie Management of the Negociations with Pundit Purdhaun, and that his foie Delire 
was to fettle to mutual SatisfaXion the Terms, that fo all Difputes and Differences might be ended, 
and the Treaty faithfully obferved by both Parties : That they fhould be affored that there vs as ro 
other Rcafon for his keeping with him Ragonaut Row, who had come of himfclf to Poonah, than 
to preferve the Treaty and Friendfhip fubfifting with Pundit Purdhaun, and to prevent the Dj- 
puics from proceeding further, Nanna Purnavefee in Anfwer to this wrote himfclf, and made 
Dewagur Pundit write, that nothing could be more advifcable, that his Houfe was the Colonels, 
and that he fhould come without Delay, as they were anxioully expeXing him 5 that they ha 

creXed for his Reception a Tent and Pavilion Without the Town. 

, , About 
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About this Time Letters were received from Colonel Goddard, that he did not aflent to the 
Treaty made by the Bombay Chief, but that both Sides muft conform themfclves to the Treaty 
executed by Colonel Upton : Karctahs likewifc for me and Letters for Dewagur Pundit were 
received at the fame Time from you, as alfo for Pundit Purdhaun and Nanna Purnaveefe, that you 
had no Inclination for War, but were refolved to maintain the Treaty of Colonel Upton ; that 
you could not aflent to the new Engagements entered into by the Bombay Chief, or agree to any 
Thin<’ by which the Honour and Dignity of the Government might be impaired. 

When Dewagur Pundit had, agreeable to that,reprcfentcd every Thing that was to be expelled 
from his Friendfliip, Nanna Purnaveefe brought Out the Treaty of Colonel Upton, and laid to 
him, '* See what a Number of Conditions of this Treaty even have not been complied with •, and 
« in the Inftance of Ragonaut Row they have infringed every Treaty by giving him a Place of 

Refuge with them, which is forbidden by numberlefs Articles. In giving up Jeifporc and 
“ Sallcttc, &c. Mahals belonging to Gogeraut, what Numbers of Excufes have they not made. 

“ But without mentioning the Enmity and Relentment which they have conceived againlt us for 
« fending back their Army in Safrty to Bombay,* they have again received Ragonaut Row, and 
“ are bufily employed in preparing for War: Tell me now on which Side the greateft Atten- 
“ tion to Treaty is flicwn.” Dewagur Pundit having made a Copy of many of the Articles of 
Colonel Upton’s Treaty, fent it with Letters direfted for your Quarter to Naigporc, which were 
dilpatt'.ied by the Way of Cuttack with Karetahs from me, containing cautious and prudent Re- 
lolutions, diftated by Forelight and long Refledkion, and by my Friendfliip and Atfedion, by 
which the good Adminillration of Affairs and the Security ot the People arc cllablilhcd, and in 
which no Duty of my Friendfliip was forgot ; Doubtlcls, after their Arrival, all their Contents 
were made known to you. This is the 4th Month lince niy difpatching thole Letters, but as yet 1 
have received no Anfwer to them, but in conformity to that the Negociaiions might be fee on 
Foor. 

Upon the Arrival of the confidential Perfons from Pundit Purdhaun at Surat, and their having a 
Meeting with Colonel Goddard, he laid afide his former Intention of going to Poonah, and lent 
back one of the Agents of Pundit Purdhaun to Poonah with this Melfagc, that they mult pay 
for the Expences of his Quarter one Year’s Kilt for the Mahals of Gojeraut, which they gave the 
Year after the F'ormation of Colonel Upton’s Treaty, and of which at prefenr, fince the making 
the new Treaty, there appears to be one Year’s Kilt due by the Accounts j and that they mult 
reflore ail Ragonaut Row’s Money or Effects which may be in their Pofleflion, and allot him a Place 
for his Habitation, and difeharge the Pay due to his Followers, together with many other Articles 
wMc'i would be too *p-olix to be written. Nanna Purnaveefe, upon hearing all tlicic Particulars, •SicinOHg. 
faid to Dewagur Pundit, “ Do you hear what Melfagc they have fent? You may recollcdt what 
*' hey bctorc ufed to write, and how they have lincc adled.” 

As from the Time of the Death of Narain Row, for the Space of 4 Years, the Nabob Nizam 
tjl i.-!ah has been from his Heart attacned to Pundit Purdhaun, and agrees with him in every 
Rclolution both for War and Peace i and as the Miniltcrs of Poonah conlult the Nabob in every 
Matter, even of thefmallelt Moment, and will fupport him with all their Power, they have there- 
fore written to him every thing that has taken place with Ctilonel Goddard, and the Conferences 
of Dewagur Pundit j and the Nabob has wrote in Anlwcr, that Mr. Hollond was arrived from 
Mddras for the Purpofe of negociating with him-, but that in the Affair of Shinkakull Kajc- 
bundry and the Dependency of Arcott, which by the Treaty belongs to him, what that Gentleman 
fays is contrary to the Treaty : That he had faid to Mr. Holland, and wrote to Madras whatever 
was proper to be (aid in Anfwer, and would wait the Event of the Negotiation j and that he fent 
I'ttcrs to Calcutta, that they ought to conform to the Conditions of the Treaty with Pundit 
Purdhaun, and with him, and not infringe them in the lead, but that he did not expcift to receive 
alatiblaftory Anlwcr: That whicheverWay thefe Matters may end, they ought to be ready for cither 
Peace or War : That this mull be done by colicfling Troops and preparing Quantities of all Kinds 
r'f Stores: That as the Englilh are fituatcd on three Sides ot them, they alfo Ihould oppofe the 
Enghlh on the three Sides, and gain over Hyder Naig to their Afliftance: That in the Tranfac- 
tions with the three Quarters, (whatever migitt be expefted from the Englilh whether War or 
Peac'.' they ought to proceed in this Manner to chufc out one Perfon from I'cvcral, cither Pundit 
Purdhaun or himfclf, or the Bhofilas, to whom they might commit the Negociations for Peace 
with the Enghlh on the three Sides, and not remain obitinate in their Demands, as by f fo being ^-sic inOrig. 
Peace would be delayed : That fuch was his Advice, and the only one he could give > but that 
they were the Mailers to follow it or not. 

Upon the Arrival of thole Letters to the Poonah Minifters, of which Tenor there were alfo 
Letters for me and Dewagur Pundit, Nanna Purnavefee faid to the Pundit, that he knew of no 
better Advice, and that he had been thinking of the fame himlelf, and was employed in nego- 
ciating a drift Alliance with Hyder Naig, and in raifing Troops and collcfling military Stores ; 
that it was likewife neceflary for him (Dewagur Pundit) to raife Troops and defend the third 
Side-, for that as he was fo clofely conoefted with him, whenever their Power, or that of the 
Nabob Nizam ui Dowlah, Ihould be in Danger, bis Country and Power would not be lafe from 
the Attacks of the Enghlh, Dewagur Pundit replied to him. That the Branches of the illul- 
taous Family of the R^e, who were fupported under the Shadow of the Mufnud of the Rajc of 

Pundit 
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Pundit Purdhaun, had no other Employment but to aflift him with all their Power ; That in 
conformity to the Refolution before- mentioned, he would colleft Troops and take Charge of toe 
Side lie (poke of, and would employ himfclf in Negotiations with the Englifh Gentlemen «grce. 
able to the Treaty. Nanna Purnavclce anfwcrcd. If Nc^ociations can be carried on through you 
• agreeable to the Treaty, and be brought to a Determination, it is well i but let it not be in fuch a 
Manner, that while the Englifh are putting you o(F with Hxcufes and Delays, they Ihould be 
railing Troops, and of a Cudden break out of Hoftilities whilft l am off my Guard and not fuf. 
petting it. You mult therefore employ yourlclf bufily at Home in thefe Matters, and fettle in 
whatever Manner the Circumftance lhall require. 

As your Anfwcrs have been late in coming, and the Conferences with Colonel Goddard arc at a 
(land, Dewagur Pundit not thinking advilable to carry thefe Matters any further without your 
' Permiffion, after he had procured his Dilmiflion, came by long Journeys to Naigpore, and reprt- 
lented to me all the Particulars above written. 

I have in the meanwhile received frequent Letters from the Nabob Nizam Ally and Pundit 
Purdhaun to get ready my Troops, and march them out. Accordingly my Son jemhajee Bhofila 
the DuHara encamped} and after having got together Stores for the Cavalry and other Ncceflaries, 
was Cent towards Andcry with Counfellers of known Wifdom and Experience, that remaining fomc 
Time at the Ghaut of Andcry he may collcft the Troops of the Defs Sirdars, from moft of whom 
Vakicis ha\e come offering their Services, till Anfwcrs to my Letters (hall arrive from Calcutta and 
from Colonel Goddard. 

As in this our Intcrcourfc of Friendfhip you have written Letters of equal Length with tbofc 
of the News-writers, and as Our Connexion and Alliance is well known to Pundit Peifhwa and 
the Nabob, and all the Dccan People and it is a Saying with them, that the Englifh and Bhofila 
are as one-, from the arriving of Colonel Goddard at Holhungabad, and his remaining there two 
Months; from my Advice from the Conferences of Dewagur Pundit at Poonah, and his fending 
frequent Letters with my Opinion on the belt Terms to be fettled upon by the Minifters with the 
Pmglilh, .ind advifing them to Peace ; and as our Friendihip cannot be carried any further, and the 
Connexion between the Family of the Raji and Pundit Purdhaun and the Nabob, which is able to 
laft from Generation to Generation, cannot be dropped } I am therefore delirous, that through my 
Mediation Peace may be eftabliflied with you by Pundit Pcilhwa and the Nabob at any Rate, and 
by you with thefe two Chiefs; and that on the fettling the Negociacions, a Treaty may be made be- 
tween you on fuch folid Grounds as to admit of no Breach of Promife, but may fecurc for ever 
the Peace and Security of your Subjeds. Whenever the Ncgociations on the Part of the two 
Chiefs lliall be tranfaded through me, I have no Doubt of fucceeding in making Peace between 
you. Having maturely refleded and refolved in your Mind my Communications to you, which 
have been greater and more unreferved than what is thought necelTary in Friendihip, and which I 
made for your information, you Will without Doubt adopt whatever is moft likely to promote 
Friendihip, and to preferve the Treaties ex ifting, without my pointing it out to you.; and for fuch 
Condud, a Reward is to be expeded from God. 

I accordingly requeft you would write to me explicitly agreeable to my former Letters, in which 
1 enclofcd you Papers rerpeding the Treaty of Colonel Upton, whether the Ncgociations are 
drawing to a Conclufion, and whether the Conditions with the Nabob can be fettled, that in con- 
formity to that Peace may be made with Pundit Purdhaun and the Nabob ; and that you will 
write to Colonel Goddard whatever you think advifable in this Matter, that be may apply himfelf, 
with my friendly Aftiftance, to the Eftablifhment of Peace, and not go in the leaft afide from the 
Tenor of the Treaty, of which none but the Wife are able to judge. You muft refled maturely 
on what I have here written, which is the Didates of my Heart; for what Purpofe I have written it, 
not for my own Advantage, but fimply from my Friendihip. 1 have no Doubt but this will gain 
me your Good-will, and that you will not forget thefe Proofs of my Friendihip, but remove my 
Anxiety by favouring me with an Anfwcr. In Ihort, as long as Ragonaut Row fhall remain with 
the Englifh, no Conclufion or Repofe from thofe Difpatches and Mifunderltandings can take 
place, but his Stay will be an endlcfs Source of Quarrels and Breaches of Treaty; on the con- 
trary, the delivering him up to Pundit Purdhaun is extremely advifable, and will be the Means 
of preferving the Treaty, a-:d of keeping the Rights of all Sides entire. But one Word to the 
Wife is fufficient.

To Moodajce Boofl^, written 12th Odlobcr 1780, 

I have received your Letter, &c. &c. all of which I fully underftand and have imprinted on my 
Mind. You inform me that you have aflumed my Name as your own : Nothing could be more 
gratifying to my Wilhes, to my Credit, or to my Friendlhip. From this I lhall let a Value upon 
K as upon the higheft Title of Honour, and lhali confider not only our Union as complete, but 
that of our two States as conne^ed by Principles of everlafting Durance. There are Inftants in 
which the Minds of Men are irradiated by the Diviije Influence, and when the Secrets of Futu- * 
rity are imperfedlly difplayed to your Perception j God knows whether it is from fuch an Infpira- 
tion that I exult in the Hopes that the Chronicles of thefe Nations will tranfmit to the remoteft 
Pofterity our Names together, recorded in the fame Page, and conneAed with Events not lefs illuf- 
triousin your Atchievements, than important to the intereftsof Mankind. If fuch ihould prove 
the Confequcnce of our Connexion, remember with how conflant and unremitted a Pcrfcvcrance I 
have labored to improve and perfed it during the Courfe of feven Years fince it firft began, nor 
have your Inclinations or Adiions been wanting to promote the fame End. 

At your repeated Inflance I confented to enter into an earlier Accommodation of Peace with the 
Pcifliwa, and rejoiced at the Offer of your Guarantee for the faithful and effcftual Maintenance of 
it ; and I have been long waiting in anxious Expeflation of a Meeting with your Dewan Dewagur 
Pundit, whom you had intimated your Defign of deputing to me with Credentials and full Powers, 
both from yourfclf and the Pcifhwa, to negociate and conclude'it. But in the Correfpondence 
which has pafTed between us, fo much Time haselapfcd, that the Seafon for Atftion is already com- 
menced, and the Operations of War may be drawn into indefinite Lengths, and produce fuch Va- 
riations in the State of each Party, as may defeat the Purpofes of Ncgociation ; and befides this, a 
new Scene has opened which requires a new Train of Meafures and a different Principle of Action. 

You will doubtlefs have heard of the fudden Irruption which the Nabob Hyder Ally Cawn has 
made in the Carnatic, and of the Confequcnce with which it has been immediately attended, 
through the Want of Exerfidn' and Failure of Preparation to oppofc it. At the fame Time we 
learn from undoubted Authority, that in confequcnce of an Alliance long fince concluded between 
him and the King of France, a large Armament of Ships of War and Land Forces have been 
difpatched from the Parts of France to join him, and are at this Time either arrived or are daily 
expeded. The Objefts of this Alliance are to profecutc his Defigns, in the Execution of which 
he has been fo long engaged on the Mahratta State and thofe of the French on the Carnatic. 

It is equally the Intereftof this Government, of the Pcifhwa, of his Friends and Adherents, and 
of all Hindoftan and Decan, to oppofc Attempts of fo dangerous a Tendency. The Difference* 
between the Peifliwa and the Company have prevailed againft my Inclination from the Beginning, 
of this yoii are a Witnefs, and of the early Defire wliich 1 manifefted to accommodate them. 
Their Continuance can produce . no pofTiblc Good to cither Party, and mull be attended with much 
Evil to Doth ; The Laws of Nature and the Principles of true Policy require that they fhould be 
upon Terms of mutual Friendfhip, fince they want nothing from each other but Peace j and united 
may didate Peace to all Nations in India. . 

On thefe Grotinds, and to prevent further Delays, I have precluded the formal and tedious Pro- 
cefs of Negtsciaiion •, and in conjundion with the Counfcllors of this Government, have at once 
formcd'jnd executed a Treaty which will require only your Guarantee and the final Ratification of 
the Pcifhwa to conclude it ; the Terms are nearly the fame you yourlelf propofed, and they are fuch 
as it is the Intcrcfl of the Pcifhwa to accept, if Pe.acc and the Safety of his State be the real Objeds of 
his Minifters. I fend it toyouenclofcd with this, and with it two Counterparts intended for the Ratifi- 
cation of the Pcifliwa : To each of thefe Papers I hope you will add vour Sanefion in ihc Forms and 
Manner propofed, and forward them all with the Leitcrl accompanying them to the Peilhwa and Nan- 
na Furnccre, to whom they are direded. This is enough for the prefent, the Plan of Operations I in- 
tend fhortly to write you in another Lcttci'-, and if you continue in the Intention of deputing your 
Dewan Dewagur Pundit to this Quarter, than which nothing can be more agreeable to my Wifli, 
every Thing which will hot admit of a Difculfion by Letter, may be adjutted to our mutual and 
conipIet,e Saiisfadion. ' , . 

{“ (4) P. S. Regarding the Expences of the Cuttack Army, Beneram will write you the 
Particulars. I.t jy.neccflary you fliould fend immediate Orders to Cham- 
na BaboO to . ad in Conjundion with our Troops whenever and 
in any Manner we may find it expedient to call upon him. If this 
“ cannot be done, he ijiuft be ordered to withdraw his Troops to Naugpoor, 

•“ as their Situation foclofc to our Borders cannot but have an unfavourable 
“ Appearance in the Eyes of People who are not acquainted with the 
“ teal Motives for their being flationed there, or with the Friendi'hip which 
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“ form you of the Plan of Operations it is intended to purfue, and the Part

§ {a) I have received your fuccefllve Letters, dated the 17th, 19th, aad, 24th, and a9thof 

** Ramfaun, and the ift, 7th, 21ft, and 23d Shaival, and the 22d of Zekaida. Firfl, Two 
“ Letters arrived to the following Purport : That the Nabob Amaud ul Dowlah had told you, 
“ that he was defirous of concluding a Treaty of Peace and Alliance with the Chiefs of Poona, 
under the Guarantee of the Maha Rajah, but that he could not aflTent to the Conditions pro- 
pofed by us v that he had forbid my coming to Calcutta, and had told you, that you were at Li- 
“ berry either to flay or go i that you had accordingly prepared for the Departure. After that, 
another Letter was received, in which you wrote, that the Nabob having held a Council, told 
“ you that he was rclblved to make a Peace ; and having caHed you into the Council held a 
“ Confultation with you on all Matters, and afterwards faid to you in private, that as the Maha 
“ Rajah had from his great Friendflup written to him Letters, containing all his private Secrets, 
which were more facred to him than his own Life, it was therefore incumbent on him to exert 
“ himfelf for the Completion of Peace, and that he had accordingly prepared a Treaty with 
“ Pundit Purdhaun, under the Guarantee of the Maha Rajah, which he was difpatching together 
“ with Karetahs from himfelf. Three Karetahs and Letters accordingly arrived, and were fully 
** underflood. Wc learnt from them, that Money had been fent to Rajah Chimnajee Bahadrc 
“ with many other Particulars. 

“ As we firfl received Letters from you acquainting us of the Treaty and Conditions not being ap. 
proved of, and exprcITive of your Defire to go to Benares, conformably to them wc wrote to the Na- 
bob Nizam Ally Khan, to Poonah, &c. Ten Days afterwards other Letters were received. In them 
♦* you wrote that the Nabob Amaud ul Dowla,from his great Favor, Ihewed you much Attention, 
“ and told you that he was fettling a Peace with Pundit Pucdhaun under the Guarantee of the 
“ Maha Rajah ; that he would reflorc Bafleen and the Guicowar and Gojeraut Provinces, and the 

“ Talooks of Kullean, but that they mull unite with him for an Invaflon into the Country of 

“ Hyder Naig, and for his Redudion. All this wc perfcdly underflood, and you befidcs wrote 
“ that in two or four Days the Treaty will be prepared and difpatched. Accordingly four 
‘‘ Days after wc received the Treaty with three Letters. This Treaty was written on one Side 
“ in Englifli, and on the other Side in Perfian, and on one of the three Treaties there was a Seal, 

“ the other two were Copies without Seals. After them arrived three more Copies of the fame 
“ Treaty, and three Karetahs addreflfed to this Quarter, to Pundit Purdhaun and to Sindca. The 
“ Contents of this Treaty we learnt from the Perfian Side of it, and were fully comprehended by 
“ us. The Anfwcrs to every one of the Articles have been written accordingly to the Nabob 

“ Amaud ul Dowlah. Where Peace is really and flncerely wiflied for, it is proper ^o write every 

" Article without Obfeurity. Had this Treaty been plain, fincere, and without Doubts in all its 
“ Parts, 1 Ihoukl then have inftantly fet off for Poonah, where I fliould have explained and fatis- 
“ fied them on every Point. Firfl, the Opportunity was fuflered to cfcape, namely, when I went to 
“ Poonah, and wrote myfelf to General Goddard and received his Anfwcrs : Had at that Time an 
“ Interview taken place between the General and Nana Purnaveefe, all Mifunderftandings would 
“ have been cleared up, and,;by this Time Hyder Naig would have been fo entirely ruined, 

“ that neither his Name, nor any Trace of his having exifled, would have remained, and 
“ Pundit Purdhaun and the Nabob would have become one Soul in two Bodies. That Oppor- 
tunity was lofl •, and as Matters were referred to the Dccifion of Arms, Pundit Purdhaun 
“ readily confenting to his own Difadvantages, entered into Alliance with Hyder Naig on this 
“ Agreement, that they (hould carry Ruin and Defolation into the Country of the Englifli. 

“ And the Nabob Nizam ul Dowlah wrote to Pundit Purdhaun, and having with him fettled 
“ a Plan, brought us into this Diftrefs againfl our Inclination and Wilhes. Had I not agreed 
“ to this, I fliould have been blamed for the Misfortunes of the Ranjee, and I, who am a well- 
“ wiflier and a faithful Servant of the Ranjee, fliould have fuflered every Reproach and Accufation. 

“ As General Goddard had arrived at Hafliungabad, and Mr. Wcatherftone had come to Naig- 
“ pore, and they had been fupplied from this Quarter with Bullocks for their Artillery, and all 
other Duties of Friendfliip had been performed, this was made ulc of as an Argument for 
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blaminK and accufing us j and Pundit Pordhaun openly affirmed to me, that We had a clofe 
« Alliance and Friendffiip with the Englifh Gentlemen i and at the fame Time, Monficur 
. rh.valier the French Chief having efcaped from Calcutta, and come to Cuttack in Hopes of 
!c pJn«ftion. and Mr. Elliott, who was coming to this Quarter, having arrived at Cuttack, re- 
he might be delivered up j notwithftanding, that in political Affairs it is very blameable 
** forfake a Perfon who has claimed Refuge with you, yet, in confcquence of our Friendlhip, 

** delivered him up j and, although all the Inhabitants of this Country were difpleafed and 
** Ki'med me vet 1 confidcred folely my Friendffiip, and, by this, 1 had become obnoxious and 
“ ? ? i ’having no Remedy, I found it abfolutely ncceffary for me to affent to the Plan •, and, 

“ 0? that, to raife., 0.000 aew Horfcrocn. It is now fourteen Month, that we 

I”..? labLored undtr inexprelTitile Diftreft, and been loaded with an Expence of Crotes of 
n nees for the Pay of thefe Troops; but without endangering the Friendffiip and Alliance 
“ f thrEneliffi Gentlemen, I was defirous to negotiate a Reconciliation at anv Rate between 
u m and Pundit Purdhaun, in fuch a Manner as to enfure the Perpetuity of the anticnt Al- 
“ of fhU Quarter with both Sides. During thefe fourteen Months, I have therefore continu- 

*! 'iMnformcd of all Matters, and have chearfully fubmitted to all Difficulties and Diftreffes, but 
4 having been loft, a Treaty is at laft received, even in that, the 

“ r Illrns of RaeonLt Row arc expreffed in a doubtful and ambiguous Manner ; bcfides which, 
« Affairs of Gwalior, Futty Sing, Guicawar, and the Ranna of Gohud, there is great 

« D om fnr Difoutes. The Particulars of all thefe Points are treated at large in the Perfian 
! K Md aK“g x-d soa tedious » bo ropostod hero. There is . Diftsneo of 500 Cofs bo- 
44 *us and a confiderable Time in fending Letters and receiving the Anfwers is loft. From 
41 nnhickv ’Events and Circumftanccs, I have been compelled to fend an Army under the Com- 
« mand of Rajah Chimnajee Behadre •, but how long am I to labour under the Difficulties and Dil- 
44 IHm-s for the Pay of the Soldiers, which is immenfe? Though two or three Lacks ot Rupees 
4. have been received, of what Affiftance can that be, or how docs that relieve us from the 
44 Weioht of the Arrears ? Wc have entered into Engagements with Pundit Purdhaun, and the 
4. Nabob Nizam ul Dowlah, but that has not tended to the diminiffiing our Difficultly, nor can 
44 fhev be removed till Pundit Purdhaun and the Engliffi Gentlemen arc reconciled. The Maha 
44 Raiah has accordingly exerted and employed his utmoft Abilities for this Purpoly and lys written 
.4 mvou on the Subiedl j but the Event has not turned out as he wiffied or hoped for-, and now that 
«« the Treaty is arrived, even in that there is great Room for Alterations. We are without Refource and 
.4 Rf-medv God knows and is Witnefs whether I am the Friend or the Enemy of the Engliffi ; but 
4* the Earth is hard and the Heavens arc far removed. The Nabob Amaud ul Dowlah is pru- 
44 dent and forefccing, and all the Difficulties of evyy Meafure are well known to hini ; at any 
44 Rate he will not blame me. I am without the fmallcft Refource, and can fee no Remedy. Had 
<4 the Encliffi Army under General Goddard never arrived at Hoffiangabad, what was then done 
.4 would not have given Umbrage to the Decan People, and wc ffiould not have been cornpellcd 
44 to fend an Army to Cuttack, and to fubmit to luch a Weight of Expcnce, but wc ffiould have 
♦4 been free and at Liberty in all Points, nor would any Difficulty have conne upon us. From a 
44 Period of Twenty Years our Friendffiip has byn daily encreafing, but from the Plan detey 
*4 mined on by the Nabob Nizam ul Dowlah, which has occafioned all thefe Diftreffes, I am fal- 
« iTn into great Embarraffment. Had Peace been concluded between Pundit Paudhaun and the 
44 Fnfiliffi. I was in Hopes that from the Friendffiip of the Nabob I might have requefted lome 
« ftnall Affiftance, on which Subjed I accordingly wrote before, and the Nabob has kindly granted 
« uT three Lacks of Rupees. I alfo hoped that Pundit Paudhaun would ikcwilc have given 
“ foine Share and that the Nabob Nizam ul Dowlah would have contributed his Share, while wc 
» ourfelvcs would have repaid the Reft out of the Country of HydcrNaig; but on the contrary 
“ this Profpeft has not been realized, and the Negociationi arc extended to an iinfurcfcen Length. 

The Will of God is fuperior to every Thing. As yet, what Advantage has accrued to this Quar- 
« ter from the Name which the Maha Rajah has adopted, and from all the Pains and Exertions 
« which 1 have taken during the laft 14 Months, and from the many Lettei s 1 have written, m 
“ which I continually ftyle myfclf the firm Friend, the Friend, th(^ Friend . Fourteen Months 
have now elapfed fince wc raifed 30,000 Horfemen. If there were only paid 390 Rupees, what 
a larcc Sum it would make but the Allowances eftabliffied in this Country are 4 or 500 Rupees 
“ for each Horfeman, and fome have even more thap that; befides which, there arc large Allow- 
« anecstothe jemedars and other Officers. Confidcr then well how great the Expcnce of the 
“ Whole muft be. Having folly underftood this Matter, you muft explain it to the Nabob; for 
“ 14 Months wc have fupported ourfelvcs, and how much longer muft we wait in Expcftation ? ) 

It is incumbent on me to do any Thing that may promife a Relief from thefe Diftreffes; and if 
1 am negligent and dilatory in executing it, the whole State will be brought into Danger. I have 
never been guilty of the fmallcft Negleft, and yet I am, without Rcafon, blamed and acculed: 
And I have continually written all Particulars. But the Will of God is fuperior to every Thing. 
The Nabob muft read with Attention every Syllable of the Perfian Letter which I have written to 
him, and muft write back his Intentions. At this Time it is not advilable to fend the 
Cantonments, and ftill more imprudent to recall it, as nothing but Loffes can be expected trom 
afting contrary to the Plan which was determined on. Something muft therctore 
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Should the Nabob think me inexcofable for writing in one Manner and afling in another, Diftrefi 
for Money is my Excufe ) and for that I have no Remedy ; Bot if i was efcaped from this Whirl* 
pool, and was able to keep myfclf alive, my .Ible Attention and Endeavours would certainly be 
employed in cultivating the Frienddtip of the Nabob, which 1 hope never to lofej or ihoula the 
Nabob, forgetting this, give me the Name of Enemy, it is my Misfortune; nor can I remedy it, 
but ftill I will • give up my Fricndfliip for him. The Expences of the Army have rendered me 
without Rcfource. War and Hoftilitics arc going on in two or three ^fFcrent Qyarters 5 from 
one of ihefc it is neceflary to be free; and at the lame Time, Faith and Truth are to be obferved. 
All thefc Particulars you muft fully explain. Like the common Story of the Villager : “ If I 


« mention it, my Mother dies; if I conceal ir, my Father will eat an unclean Dog.” Both Cs 
are difficult. In the fame Kind of Dilemma, which I did not'forefee, am 1 fallen ; and this

the 

Nabob, who is unequalled in Wifdom, muft refleft upon with Juftice. I write from the Diflatcs 
of my Friendlbip; and ftiould the Nabob conceive different Ideas of what I write, I am ren^edi- 
lefs. Had the Treaty been written without Ambiguity, there would have been no Occafion for 
all this. But it never can be aflented to, that Ragonaut Row fhould remain in full Liberty to aft 
as he pleafes; for this Reafon, that Madho Row Peiffiwa, at the Time of his Death, putting 
the Hand of Maha Rajah Janoojec Boofela into the Hand of his Biother Narain Row, made 
them fwear eternal Friendftiip, and that they would, by all the Means in their Power, prevent 
the Conneftion Irom being broken; and Maha Rajah Janoojec Boofila procured the Relcafc of 
Ragonaut Row, who was at that Time in Confinement. The treacherous Conduft which Rago- 
naut Row afcei wards obferved towards Narain Row, who has a thoufand Rights vefted in him- 
felf, is very well known. After the Murder of Narain Row, the .Maha Rajah entered into new 
Engagements, that though he could not aft in any hoftile Way againft Ragonaut Row, yet he 
would never fuft'er him to be at Liberty to aft as he fhould picafe. This therefore never 
can, nor ever will be agreed to; and as it was not poffiblc to be Security for luch an Article, the 
Treaty has therefore not been fent to Poonah, but has, with the Letters, been carefully kept here, 
and lhall be difpatched on the Receipt of your Anfwer. How can Pundit Pu'rdhaun at this Time 
aft inimically againft Hyder Naig? If he Ihoold, no one in the whole World would ever again 
confide in him; but in>the Family of the Pcilhwa there is no Want of Faith, that they fhould 
break their hngagements with a Perfon who folicited their Fricndlhip; befides, at this Time 
Hyder Naig ha?, in confequcnce of his Conneftion with the Peiffiwa, exerted ali his Abilities. 
They muft wait :ill Hyder is guilty of fome Infringement of his Engagements, which at prefent 
he faithfully oblerves. The Opportunity of this Attack, which I informed you of in the Month 
of Cautic, upwards of fourteen Months ago, and which you recolleft, or have l.ctters refoefting 
it, was fuffered to cfcape. If the Plan had been executed agreeable to my Information, by this 
Time no Mark of Hyder would have remained. But at prdent, that to maintain their Friend- 
fliip he has exerted hinilclf in this Manner, how can they aft with Enmity againft him. All this 
has proceeded from the War, and no Advantage has been derived from it. The Chief of Bom- 
bay gave rife to thefe Hoftilitics and Enmity, and has brought Things to this Pafs. No Fault is 
laid on the Nabob. The Nabob was compelled to protect the Honor and Reputation of the 
Englilh; and had he not attended to that, it would have given Occafion to unlucky Events. All 
the prefent Circumftanccs are owing folely to bis Wifh to maintain his Honor. If all thefc Mifun- 
derftandings can be removed through the Mediation of the Nabob Nizam ul Dowla, orSindea, it 
makes no Difference. 1 am certain that the Nabob Amaud ul Dowla will now not write me any 
Letter; for this Reafon, bccaofe Rajah Chamnajee is on the Borders of Bengal, and perhaps fome 
Damage has been done by him, which has given the Nabob fome Difplealure. Let the Nabob 
think what he pleafes, 1 am Hill his finccrc Friend ; but Misfortunes have no Remedy.

’ God knows what Diftrefles we have fuffered, and how great have been the Expences of 25,000 
Men, which we have railed within thefc fourteen Months. I am now without Remedy, and am 
in.Ernbarr'alTment from tWo Quaftcfs, On one Side there are Treaties and Engagements ; and 
on the o:her, a long and cftablilhicd Conneftion of Fricndlhip. I know not what to do. The 
Nabob is wile, and is well convinced of the Variations and Ficklencfs of Times and Circum- 
ftanccs.

You write in yoor Letters of the 22d and joth Ramzaim, regarding a Negociation taking 
’ place for Peace, the Confcrericcs with the Council, and that after much Difplcafurc the Governor 
tod approved and come into a faVburablc Difpofuion to make a Treaty, to abide by the Engage- 
ments entered into by Colonel Upton, to withdraw entirely from Guzcrat, the Dependencies of 
Surat, Cokim, anti the other Places which have lately been taken poffcffion of, and until a Treaty 
can be eff'efted to flop all Operations. All this is extremely right and laudable, and tends to per- 
petual Advantages. The Anfwer which you gave in the Conference with the Council and to the 
Governor was. extremely proper, A hundred and a hundred Praifes. The Willies of my Heart 
to eftabliffi Troth and Sincerity, and what tends to evince my Dclirc of promoting the Welfare 
of the Engltfti, have been ftrongly demonftrated, and will continue to be lb in your Meafures and 
A ' Obfetvation?,

Obfcrvatiotis which were equally wife and prudent. True it is, that Experience is the Touch- 
ftone which dilcovereth the Value of a Man. All is very proper, provided that the Treaty fioni 
that Quarter is concluded with Candor and Truth, and with regard to former Treaties ; and that 
the l^es which have been taken poflclTion of be given up, great and fmdl •, that Favor be not 
(hewn to Uagonaut Row, and that he be delivered up to Row Pundit Pordhaun. I have the 
fullcfl- Confidence that the Governor, without further Stickling or Deb..te regarding any of thde 
Articles, will pay a Regard to the future} and confulting true WifJom, will lend a Treaty 
concluded with a fincerc Difpofition, fo that 1 may have no Doubts or Difficulties in fpeaking or 
writing to the Pundit Purdhaun and his Minifters ; that 1 may take a determinate Part in en- 
forcing their Acquicfccnce } and that I may difpofc the Nabob Nizam ul Dowla and Sindea, with 
Unahimity both in Terms and in Meaning, to join in promoting thefe Meafures. But it is above 
all Things ncceflary that Letters fhould be fent to me, addrefled to the Nabob Nizam ul Dowla, 
and alfo to SinJea Pundit Purdhaun and Ballajcc Row Jenardicn; And it is highly rcquifite that 
the Satisfaftion of Nizam ul Dowla, and the fettling of his juft Pretenfions, ihould be cfTcdled 
through the Channel of this Court; fo that by the Affiftance of the Nabob and Sindea I may 
take Meafures to lay a proper Foundation for a Treaty with Pundit Purdhaun. It muft not de- 
pend entirely on the Ncgociations of Mr. John Hollond } for if that Gentleman is employed, it 
will not be in our Power here to make fore of the Affiftance of the above-mentioned Nabob; hi 
will be drawn another Way, and this will be a Means of interrupting the whole Buflnefs. As 
that Gentleman will write in one Style to Calcutta, and I in another hence, a Diftcrcncc will arifi 
which will occafion Doubts and Sufpicions. It is particularly ncceflary to be careful to prevent 
this } for the Nabob is the firft and moft diftinguilhcd of the Chiefs of the Decan ; and he is 
in fomc Mcafure fatisfied with the Englifh Gentlemen on the Reftoration of Murtezzanagur. It 
is therefore very advifable that he Ihould be conciliated by Civilities and Profeffions, and the 
Settlement of his juft Pretenfions, and thereby brought over to co-operate in promoting the dc-* 
fired Objefts. 

“ (tf) “ You write that the Governor, after exprefling many Doubts and Objeiftions about 
“ fupplying the Kxpcnces of the Troops which arrived at Cuttack, and after you had fatisfied 
him, faid, “ The Gentlemen of the Council will not agree; for my own Pan I approve of it i 
for the prefent I will give thus much Money; but the Troops at this Place arc going to Ma- 
dras ; let near 3ogo Horfc of the Troops which are at Cuttack accompany them, fo that thejf 
« may arrive in Safety at the Place of their Deflination ; but let nothing be faid of the Chout of 
Bengal, for this would draw great Difcreciit on me with the Council and the Englilh ; and 
“ where Advantages of Crorcs and Lacks are in Contemplation, it is improper to look to fuch 
inconfiderablc Objedls ; fome Compenfation will be found for it.” § 

The Cafe is this ; In all the Corrcfpondencc which has pafled during two Years, not a Word 
has (lipped from my Pen that has had the leaft Relation to Avarice or Self-intereft. But I anf 
embarrafled on account of the Troops which arc arrived at Cuttack, from my Friendihip ro both 
Sides, namely, the Pundit Purdhaun and the Englilh. They are prevented from ravaging any 
of the Englilla Territories, from a Regard to the latter-, and they are prevented from returning, 
from a Regard to the Plan which has been laid down by the Pundit Purdhaun. 1 am perplexed 
betwixt a Regard to my Faith and a Regard to my Friendihip. I had no other Motive in what I 
wrote. But two pofitivc Conditions arc propofcd by the Governor before he will agree ; the ort6 
is, to relinquilh the Chout of Bengal out of Friendihip to the Englilh ; the fccond is, to fend 
3000 Horfe along with the Officer who has bcci* detached to Madras. The Cafe is this: Thd 
Exertions which were made by the late Rajah to obtain the Chout, the Labours he went through, 
and the Valour he difplayed, arc as apparent as the Sun. In theft: Wars, Worlds were overturn-* 
ed. Multitudes were trampled under the Feet of Horfes, the Treafures and Goods of MerchafitS, 
Bankers, and Inhabitants of that Country were plundered and deftroyed ; and two-and-iwcrtry of 
the moft diftinguilhed Chiefs of this Country, together with many of their Companions and 
Friends, from the Treachery of the Souba of Bengal, fell in the Service of their Mafter; till at 
length our hereditary Right and Property of the Chout was fully cftablilhed and confirmed. A!* 
though from an Union with the Englilh the greateft Advantages can be obtaind, yet how cab w 6 
relinquilh thefe Rights and Inheritances, which commemorate the Firhc of our AnCeftors, 
without forfeiting at the fame Time our Dignity and Rank as Princes f In ^he fame Mamlicr iri 
the Governor fays, Difcredit would be drawn on him with the Council, fo would this dra\V upori 
us the Contempt of all our Neighbours. 

What, therefore, is written regarding the Rclinquilhmertt of the Cl^out df Benf^al, is no' v^ays 
proper. It is advifable that our Name Ihould be preferved in that Souba'. But except this, and 
mention any other Difficulties that may occur, fo that they may be obviated. In preftirving thA* 
Name of our Chout, great Advantages will be derived to the Englilh'. Evefy 6m: tvilf be afraid to 
invade their Country ; this will be a great Advantage. If Troops were to 06 fent along with the 
Officer of the Englilh, Intelligence thereof would doubtlefs be carried tO the Peifhwa and Ni^am 
ul Dowla, and they will fay with Certainty, that Boofila and the Englifh haVe in their hfearti 
been fccrctly united, and now it is difeovered ; He is in fad, therefore, one of the Englifh, and

Reafon is confounded in difcufllng this Suggedion : At a Time when Hyder Naig is in every 
Refpeft in Alliance with the Pciflivva, and has aldded with his Soul and Life to repel the Eng- 
lidi, for us to unite our Troops with thofe of the Enemy and extirpate him, would not this fij 
the Stamp of Infamy upon us for ever? Would any Prince, for Generations to come, ever after 
affid or unite with the Peilhwa? Be yourfclf the Judge, and fiy whether fuch a Condudl would 
become a Prince or not ? Why then do you mention it ? Why do you write it ? The Calc is as fol- 
lows : At fird there was the utmod Enmity betwixt Hydcr Naig and the Pundit Purdhaun, and there 
was the fulled Intention of fending Troops into Hydcr Naig’s Country. And after the Conclulion 
of the War with Bombay, and the Capture of Ragonaut Row, it was firmly refolved to fend Troops 
into that Quarter; and a Reliance was placed in the Treaty which was entered into by the Gen. 
tlemcn of Bombay before the War. But when Ragonaut Row again went to them, and General 
Goddard was ready to commence Hodilitics ; when no Regard was paid to the friendly Propofals 
made by us, and the Pundit Peilhwa ; when they defided from coming to Potjna agreeable to their 
Promife, and a categorical Anfwer was given to the Deputies from Poona ; the Miniders of Poona 
then confultcd among thcmfcivcs, and having advifed with ihe Nabob Nizam ul Dowla, they 
confidcred that as Enemies were appearing on both Sides, and it would be difficult to cope with 
both, what was to be done. Peace mud be made with one of them; and War mud be carried 
•SicinOrig. on with the other. They wifhed above all Things in • the Hearts to make Peace with the Kngliih 
Gentlemen, and to unite with them to punilh Hyder Naig. But thefe Gentlemen had plu^^nly 
refufed to enter into any Terms of Reconciliation ; it was therefore advifable to accommodate Mat- 
ters with Hyder Naig. Although he had been long an Enemy, what elfe could be clone ? Having 
nothing die left for it, they were compelled to enter into an Union with Hydcr. But as the 
innate Difpofition of that Prince is compofed of Ingratitude and Infidelity, and he can never ceafe 
to err, it is certain that he will violate the Treaty, and yield a Pretence that will render it ad- 
vifable for us, in Conjunftion with the Englifii, to take Vengeance without incurring the Im- 
putation of a Breach of Treaty : We mud therefore w.iit for an Opportunity when he fhall 
commit fome Fault ; (and doubticfs he will commit one;) but the Time and Opportunity are dill 
to come. After the Treaty formed with Sincerity and Candour arrives from your Quarter, 1 will 
fee out for Poona to conclude thefe important Matters, and will accomplifli e^y Thing as 
wifhed for: I will unite Scindca with me, and I will fatisfy the Nabob Nizam ul Dowla; and as 
the utmod Difgud fubfids in the Hearts of the Miniders and Nizam ul Dowla againd’ Hydcr 
Naig, yet for the Sake of Appearances, as fome Pretence is necefTary, we will conlult together 
and find out fome Accufation againd him : We mud fix all our Thoughts on this : But fome 
little Delay is nccefiary to effcifl all thefe Objcdls. This you will underftand, and be not impa- 
tient, Things which at fird can cafily and fpeedily be accomplifhed, from the Viciffitude of 
Affairs may afterwards be difficult. At prefent, the Edablillimcnt of Peace betwen the Englifh 
Gentlemen, the Pundit Purdhaun, and the Nabob Nizam ul Dowla, is highly expedient. And 
as 1 formerly wrote, the Lofs which each Party fuflained from keeping up their Armies, may be 
indemnified from fome Operations carried on by them in Conjundtion. This is certainly true. 
In former Times it might have been done immediately. If now a Delay of fome Days mud take 
clace, it docs not fignify. What comes dowly, comes well. The Root and Exidcnce of Hydcr 
J^aig will in Progrefs of Time be extirpated. To conclude: Formerly a long Correfpondcnce 
of this Kind took place with Lord Clive, which arofe from a cordial Fricndfhip on both Sides. 
After that no Corrcipondence was kept up, till knowing the didinguifhed Charader of the pre- 
fent Governor, and finding that he was capable of comprehending all thefe Objedks, an Inter- 
courfc and confidential Communication has been cdablifhed. God, who feeth the Infidc of all 
Hearts, is a Witnefs whether this proceeds from interedednefs, or from the fincerell Friendfliip.

Poftlcript: To the Letter which you wrote to Bowanny Pundit to this Effed, that if Pundit Purd- 
baun*(hould not be fatisfied with the Treaty, on account of the News of Hydcr Naig, it is pro- 
per that you Ihould cultivate the Fricndfliip of the Englifh, bcciiufe many Advantages may anfe 
from it, and the Governor reckons you his firm Friend : I hope that all thefe Advantages, agree- 
ably to my Inclinations, will be brought about. This is the Anfwcr: 'I'hat after the Arrival of 
the true and undiflembled Treaty from Calcutta to this Effeiff, to forfake Ragonaut Row, and to 
deliver him to Pundit Purdhaun, and to rcftorc all the Places in Cokun and Gujeraut and the 
Talooks of Hind } I will go to Poona and will get it confirmed in Perfon, and will get a I'reaty 
on the Part of the Peilhwa-, and Whatever is in my Heart I will get cHabliflied in the Treaty : 
But if the Peilhwa docs not agree in this equitable I reaty, and peremptorily refufes it, I will 
then write to you agreeable to your Letter, whatever is proper to be written. To keep an Army 
much .Money is requifitcj but I (hall in noRefpcdl be negleclful in preferving Friend Ihip with the 
Englilh } and withdrawing from all others, will adhere firmly to them.

Book endorfed, “ Plan of Governor General, Mr. Barwell, and Mr. Francis, relative to t.he 
“ Syftein to be adopted in letting or difpofing of the Lands in Bengal.” 

Fbrt William, 22d Jan. 1776. 

I. The Company I believe had conceived an' early but erroneous Opinion, that bv the Con- 
ftitution of the Mogul Empire, the governing Power was Proprietor of the Soil •, confequently, 
that in the Management of their Territorial Acquifitions, they ought not to content thcmfclves 
with a fixed Tribute, as Government, fince they had a Right to engrofs the entire Produce as Land- 
lord. On this Principle, which, if true, would not in Prudence have warranted the Pradfice deduced 
from it, it has never yet been thought nccefiary to limit the annual Demand on the Country to 
any fixed Sum once for all. The general Tendency of the Company’s Inftruftions, and of courfe 
the profefled Objedb of every Settlement here fince our Acquifition of the Dewanny, has been to 
raife the grcatell polTible Revenue from the Country. The leading Members of each differOne 
Adminiftration, in conformity to the Views and Expedlations of their Superiors, feem to have 
refted their chief Merit with the Company on their Succefs in the Purfuit of this Objedl, but to 
have limited their Views to the probable Period of their refpedlive Continuance in Office. A 
temporary Syftcm provides for immediate Exigencies only. It was not confidered, nor was It a 
Confidcration likely to be regarded by a fludluating Government, that fwclling the Rent Roll, if 
not diredfed by a perfedk Knowledge of the Rcfources, and a due Attention to the Circumftances 
of the Country, muft be followed by a general Strain in the Collcdlions ; That fuch a Strain 
muft be attended by a future Diminution of Revenue, was too obvious not to be forefeen 5 but 
the Effedl fuccccdcd the Caufc much fooner than was expedfed. Every (Government endeavoured 
to make good its Promife to the Company j but having engaged for more than they could per- 
form, they diftrclTcd and racked the People without accomplilhing their Purpole. The Truth 
is, that a nominal Incrcafc in the Jumma has ufually, if not conftantly, been attended by a real 

Note, The inheritable (Quality of the Lands is alone fufficient to prove that they are the Property of the Zemin- 
dars. The Right of the Sovereign is founded on Conqueft, by /which he fucceeds to the State of the conquered 
Prince. When the Moguls conquered Bengal, there is no mention in any Hifiorical Account that they dif- 
poflelled the Zemindars oftheirLands; though it is frequently related that where they came in to the Conqueror, 
and fubmitted to his Government, they were received with Marks of Honour, and that Means were ufed 
to gain and fecure their Attachment. 

Only two Motives could have induced the Conqueror to fuch an A6l of Violence as changing the Property 
of the Lands ; Favour or Money : In the firft Cafe his Followers and the Companions of his Vidlory would 
have been mod likely to obtain Pofleflion of the Lands, fome Traces of whofe Defeendants would be found at 
prefent. If Money had been his Objefl, the Muflulmen Hidorians would have made Mention of the Sums fo 
acquired, as they carefully and pompoufly mention the Value of all Acquifitions made by their Kings or Ge- 
nerals. It is true the Forms of their Royal Sunnuds, or Grants to the Zemindars, fuppofe them to hold of the 
oovereign in capite ; but this I confider as a Kind of Feudal FiiSion, of which the Sovereign in fail never pre- 
tended to avail himfelf, as coridituting a Right to refume or transfer the PolTeffion, When he grants Jaguiers 
or Lands for Religious Purpofes, his ()rder is addrefled to the Zemindars, Chowdarries, and I'alookdars: The 

and continues to be deemed a Part of the Zemindary; the Sovereign only grants the Rents of it. The 
'■jrantee or Jaguhdar never calls it his Zemindary or Talookdary. 

Ill addition to thefe Proofs, it is material to obferve, that the late Adminiftration, who difpoflefled moft of the 
Zemindars of the Management of the Lands, conftantly deferibe them as the Hereditary Proprietors ; and upon 
this Pfinciple.allowed them cPenlion or Tythe of the grofs Produce for their Support. 

Decrcafo 
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Dccreafc ’m the Collcdions. By exadling from the Landholder a greater Return than it is pof^ 
fible for him to pay, he is furniftied with Pretences for paving Ids than he ought j or fuppofmg 
the nominal Revenue to be realized for a few Years, yet if it exceeds that Proportion of the Pro- 
duce which Government fhouid demand from the Land, the Excels can only be made good by 
invading the Sources of future Revenue. I am convinced it will be found that for fomc Years 
paft, the Government of this Country has been living upon its Capital ; that is, they have an- 
nually taken a Portion of the cxiftiog Wealth which ought to have been rel'erved for future 
Produdlion. 

2. Whether it be owing to exceflivc Impofitions, or to any unequal Diftribution, or to an in. 
judicious Mode of Coliedion, or to the united Operation of thefe Caufes, it is notorious that the 
Country is impovcrilhcd, and in a great Degree depopulated 5 yet with every auxiliary Expedient 
that could be devifed, or with every Exertion of Rigour that could be enforced by Government 
there is not a fingle'Year in which the actual Colledions have not fallen confiderably Ihort of the 
Settlement. In thofe Diftrids where they have been tolerably kept up, we may oblerve a con- 
ftant Oftentation of extraordinary Merit on the Part of the Collcdors, to which they could have 
no Pretence, if the Service they are employed in were not really attended with extraordinary Dif. 
Bculties: In every other Country the Collcdion of a Land Tax is one of the liinpleft and cafieft 
Operations of Government. 

3. From the conftant Failure in the eftimated Produce of the Lands, it is apparent that there 
mull: be fomc grofs Fallacy in the Syftem hitherto purfued, fince it is not even calculated to an- 
fwer a temporary Purpofe. The permanent Welfare of the People, the moderate but lading 
Advantages, which the governing Power might continue to derive from that Source, and the future 
Security of the Acquifition itfclf, though often inculcated by the Court of Diredors, do not feem* 
at leaft for fome Years paft, to have been the dired Objed of the Policy of this Governmentt 
nor was it poffiblc they fhould be fo, when inftant Profit, without regard to immediate or dillant 
Confequcnces, was the general Principle of Adion. If any Ccjnclufion may be drawn from Fads 
to Principles, the Company’s Servants nruft be fuppofed to have confidcred Bengal as an Edatc 
CO which the Company had no good Title, which they had no Hopes of poflefling long, and which 
it was their intcreft to exhauft and make the moft of while they had it in tluir Power. I fpeak of 
public Meafurcs only : On what other Principle can we underftand the Committee of Circuit to 
have proceeded? From the Year 1768 to 1771 the Letters from Bengal were filled with the mod 
urgent and alarming Reprefentations of the Decay of Trade and Circulation, the Depopulation 
produced by the Famine, and the general Decline of the Country j yet in the Year 1772 the 
Committee made a Settlement for the Dewanny Lands, which promifed a higher Revenue, upon 
the Whole, than they had ever paid in any Period of the Government. The Balances have in- 
creafed in a much higher Proportion than the promifed Improvement. Peribnal Cenfurc is not 
my Objeft. I mean to expofc falfe Principles, both of Policy and (Economy, in order to dilcover 
and eftablifh true ones- 

4. The Period at which a new Settlement muft be made, is approaching. Seeing, as I do, the 
general Decline of the Country in its Population, Trade, Manufafturcs, and Cultivation, I cannot 
content myfelf with propofing a temporary Plan for the Service of a Year or two, or barely ac- 
commodated to the Duration of the prefent Adminiftration. It is our Duty, perhaps more than 
that of any of our Prcdcccffors, to look forward to a remoter Period •, to eftablifli fomc general and 
permanent Syftem of Policy for the internal Government of the Country, and not to aim at pur- 
chafing immediate Advantages, inconfiftent with the Permanency of our Dominion, or at the 
Hazard of rendering it hereafter an ufclcfs or burihenfomc /kquifition to the Mother Country, 
Such a Syftem will equally provide for the immediate Relief and future Profperity ofnhe Natives j 
they have a Claim to our Care and Protection which true Sclf-Wildom will not rejeCt. 

5. It does not appear to me, that the firft CJueftion refpeCting this great acquired Dominion, 
which ought to have preceded all others, has yet been determined, viz. On what political Prin- 

ciplc it may be held by Great Britain (whether through the Medium of the India Company, or 
“ otherwife) with the greateft poftible Advantage, and bell Security of Continuance ?" Right# 
FaCl, and Form, are fo manifeftly at Variance, and arc ftill fo ftrangcly confounded in almoft every 
Operation of Government, that it is now a Doubt whether the Subahdar, in whofe Nanic fomc 
Branches of the Executive Power are ftill adminiftered, reprefents the Sovereign of the Provinces, 
or even whether any Sovereign Power has an Exiftence in the Country. The Company’s Right, 
as Dewan, to collcCl the Revenues, and to infill on the Payment of Duties, (from which they tell 
us they cannot recede,) is founded on a Grant from the Emperor. They coin Money in his Name, 
while they make War or Peace in their own. At the fame Time wc have a Supreme Court of 
Judicature refidentat Calcutta, whofe Writs run through every Part of the three Frovinvcs in his 
Majefty’s Name, indifcriminately addrefled to Britilh Subjefls, who are bound by their Allegiance, 
pr to the Natives, over whom no Right of Sovereignty on the Part of the King of Great Britain 
has yet been claimed or declared. 

6. While thefe Contradictions are permitted to fublift, the aClual Government of the Provinces 
muft continue to be an arbitrary Succeftion of ACls of Power, without Right, flowing from dif- 
ferent Sources, and excluding every Idea of Unity, Regularity, or Syftem. It would be ablord 
to projpOfe a Plan for the internal Settlement of the Country, without taking it for granted, in the 
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firft In/lwce, that 'ere long it will be determined, whether the Natives of Bengal are to acknow- 
ledge one Sovereign, and be fubjcdl to one Government, or whether they are to be lel't m their j'le- 
fent State, .divided between their native Prince, claiming the Rights of Subalular, whole Govern- 
nient the Company tell us, “they arc engaged by folemn Stipulation to hipport.” The Km- 
peror, whole Rights as Lord Paramount, inherent in the Conftitution of the F.mpire, have Uen for 
a Number of Years acknowledged by the Company; the I'refidency of Fort William, who hold 
the Sword by Agreement with the Nabob, as they do the Piirle by Grant from ti c Kntperor ; and 
laftly, a Court of Judicature exercifing an unlimited Juriidnif ion through the Provinces i i tlic 
Name of the King of Great Britain. The Decifion of this great Qiiellioii mult originate at 
Home. I do not prefume to offer an Opinion on a Subjctfl fo n.uch above me. 

7 . For the Purpofe of forming an internal Settlement, it is fullicient to luppofe, that I'le undi- 
vided Sovereignty (hall be affumecl and declared by 1 1 is ;Vl.iie(ly, whether diredly and to all In- 
tents, or with a Referve of the adual Government to the Company ; and th,.r, at all Lvents 
Bengal is to be held as a Province of Great Britain. This I confider as a fundamenta! Piinciple, 
without which no Meafurcs taken here can be regular, lyltematical, or I'ccurc. 'J'he Sovereignty 
once declared, the fubfequent Quellion, viz. “ In what Manner it may be moft expedient to exer- 
“ cife it for the permanent Benefit of the governing Power,” will be relieved of a great Patt of 
the Difficulty which now attends it. The Determination of it rrcjtiiiing local Knowledge and Ob- 
lervation, Ihould therefore originate on this Side. In offering my Opinion on this feeond Qiic-llion, 
I am ading llridly in my Station, though, perhaps, with a Degree of Judgment and Ability very 
unequal to the Occalion. 

li. If this great territorial Dominion had been but newly acquired, or if it were dill open to the 
governing Power to adopt a new Syftem of Meafurcs without Reference to Me.almes already taken, 
iny Opinion would be comprized in a very narrowCompals. Conforming totiH Smqdicity ofE.i(lern 
Manners, and to the fummary and fimplc Principles of Afiatic Policy, 1 Ihould not hefuatc to affirm, 
that the internal Atlminiftranon fhould be committed to one or more confiderablc Moormen; iliac 
Moormen chiefly (liould "be employed in the Offices of Government ; that the Cultivation of the 
Soillliould be left with the Gentoos, whofe Property it is, and the Revenue fixed for ever; that 
the Zemindars or principal Landholders fhould be anfwerablc for the internal Peace and good 
Order of their rclpedivc Diftrids ; that the Weight of the fixed Rents Ihould be heaviefl towards 
the Centre, and lighten gradually as they approached the Extremities of the Provinces ; that the 
ICilf-lndia Company in their mercantile Capacity Ihould go to Maikct for tlieir Invcliment witli 
no other Influence or Advantage than that which the luperior Weight of their Furle would natu- 
rally give them ; that the governing Power Ihould (land Paramount, and hold the Sword over the 
Ktll, watching the Adminiftration of every fubordinatc Department, contented with a grofs but 
inoderate Tribute, proportioned to their neceflary Expcnce, and guarding the Country from beiner 
luined in Detail by Europeans. On thefe Terms the Natives flioiild be left undiflurbed in the 
lull Enjoyment of their own Laws, Cuftoms, Prejudices, and Religion. On thife Tern s they 
would as readily fubmit to our Dominion as to any other, nor could it ever be loll but by foreign 
Coiiqucfl. 

9. The Moderation of the Tribute impofed by all the Mahometan Conquerors, and the Simpli- 

city of their Method of collcfting it, accounts lor thr furprifing facility with which they retained 
i'ofllflion of their Conqoells. The form of their Governnicnt was dcipotic ; but in faft it was not 

oppreffive to the Maks of the conquered People. In general they introduced no Change but in 

the Army, and m the Name of the Sovereign. With rcCpiifl to the Coikdion of the Revenues, 
the Syllem of the prefent Government is upon Principle diredly tlie Reverie of what it ought to 
be, and, 1 believe, fuch as never was adopted by another Government Inllead cf lc.iv:ng the Ma- 
nagement to tlie natural Proprietors of tlie Lands, and demanding from them a fixed Portion of 
the Produce, we take the Management upon ourfelves, and pay them a i ribuic ; Government 
Hands in the Plate of the Zemindar, and allows him a IVnlion. 

10. Before thelc Provinces arc reduced too low to bear the* Operation of any vigorous Meafure, 

it will deferve to be cotifulered, Whether a great acquired Dominion < an I e ret imed on any other 
Principle, particularly il lituated at an immenlc Dillante from ti e Scat of Fmpre? And al- 
lhough It may be doubted, whether, in the nreftnt Circumftances of the Country, tlie Govern- 
ment of It can be completely eftablilhed, even by the Power of I'arliament, on thb fimplc Prin- 
ciple it cannot be ufcicis to keep the Model in View, and endeavour to approach to it, as near as v,c 
ate .able, in forming a new Scttlem.cnt for the prefent, until a definitive Airanocment (hall be de- 
termined at Home, or until Tome Perlbn equal to the I rull (hall be invcllcd with Power to rc- 
Itorc the ancient Conftitution of the Country, or to give it a new one. 

11. It cannot be difpuied that Bengal was in a much more flourifliing State during the lull 

Century than it ever has bcen^ndcr the Englifh Elbblifhment. In forming Confidciations theic- 
orctor a future Settlement, if the Profptrity of the Country be the Medium t.'mough which we 
''J h to make the Pofleffion of it btnelicial, we nioufd endeavour to trace the nncicni IMicy cf its 
’overnment, and the Methods formerly tiled in collect ng the Revenues ; to dilcover whether the 
•ime Principles have been adhered to, or how, or at what Tiptc Alterations have taken place ; and 
'^■‘Uthtr luch Alterations have been difadvantage/jusor beneficial to the Country.

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12. The following State of Fa<fls is colleftcd from the Records of the Khalia, and •from th 
Information of fomc of the oldcft Servants in the Revenue Offices, fupported by authentic Docu. 
ments. By comparing them with the prcfcnt State and Management of the Revenue, we may 
enabled to afeertain and cllablilh fome fafe and fimple Inllitutions for a new Syftem of Admimf, 
tration. Bengal was fobdued to the Government of the prefent Mogul Family In the Reign of 
Akbar, about 1 573. 'I’he Principle on which he fecured his Conqueft was, to conciliate the IMindj 
of the native Hindoos, and to unite them as much as poilible to his Ferfon and Government 
Some he employed in the higheft Offices of the State} with others, he connected bimfelf and hi] 
Familj by Marriage (a). 

To this I'olicy the Natives aferibe the good Order of Akbar’s Government, and the Regard 
fliewn, in the fubfequenc Settlement of the Revenues, to the Right of the Zemindars, the ancient 
Proprietors of the Soil. 

1 3. Raja 7 'orrel Mull, (called by Colonel Dow, JoJer Mull,) a famous Financier, formed the 
Jummabundy, or Eftablifhmcnt of Rent, for all Flindoftan, and was employed for this Purpole 
during two or three Years in Bengal. It appears that the Principle of his Settlement was, to 
leave the Lands to their Proprietors, and to cftablifti a moderate permanent Jumma, or Quit 

Vide Appendix, Rcnr, to be paid by each of them to Government. The Revenue payable from the whole Sou- 
bah appears by the Aycn Akbcrry (or Conllitutions of the Empire under Akbar) to have been 
Rupeei, Crorc, forty- nine Lacks, fixty-one thoufand four hundred and eighty-two Rupees, fifteen 

• 149.61,482 15 zAnnoes, and two Picc} which, as it appears from the Records of the Khalfa, differs but little 
N'’ 2. from the Jumma under Shujah Cawn’s Government in lyaif (^). The Amount of this Affeffnxnt 
is almoft a Crore of Rupees Icfs than the fame Lands were rated at in the late Settlement for the 
Year ending in April 1775, and proves that it was not the Policy of tlie Mogul Government to 
engrofs the Produce of the L.ands as Proprietors, but that they left a fufficient Proportion to 
the Zemindars to render their Eflates valuable to them, after paying the fixed Land Tax to 
the Sovereign, and to enable them to perform the fcvcral Duties annexed to their Rank and 
Station. 

14. A Roll, or Record, was formed of this Jumma, which in Pcrfian is called from whencr 

the Settlement of Toorell Mull is called the Tumor Jumma, or Rent of the Roll ; and Aisfd, or 
original Jumma, with Reference to all fubfequent Alterations and Additions. 

15. A Tukfum, or Divifion Account of the whole Subah, was formed at the fame Time, (hewing the 
condiment Parts of each Zemindarry, loch as Pergunnahs, Villages, &c. with the Proportion of the 
general Quit Rent payable by each. The Hereditary Office of the Canongocs was eftablilhed to 
keep the Accounts of the Tumor and Tukfum, The Authority of thefe Records is Hill known and 
refpeded. In all Sales and Transfers of Proj crty among the Zemindars, the new Sunnuds 
are taken out on the Tumar Jumma. The Jaquires of the Royal Officers, or Munfubdars, were 
always granted as Portions ot this Jumma. The Refum, or Fees of the Canongoes, are dill cal- 
culated from thence } and the Tukfum is referred to, even at the prefent Time, to decide Claims 
or Difputcs regarding the Limits of landed Property. The fevcral Royal Officers appointed for 
the Government of the Country and Colledion of the Revenue, will appear in the annexed 

N* 3. Paper. 

16. The Mode of Colledion is well afeerrained. The Zemindars paid the Rents thcmfelves, 
for the mod Part, at the Treafury. When Collcdors were fent on the Part of Government, it 
was not to difpodefs them of the Management of their Lands, or to difeover thc^Amount of their 
Profits as Proprietors, with a View of bringing thofc Profits to the Credit of Government. When 
luch Officers were fenr, it was in confequcnce of fomc Fault in the Zemindar, or Failure in his 
Kents, to levy the Dues of Government by Didrcls, or temporary Attachment of the Lands. 
Hence they were called Sezawuh, literally Vunijhers. 

17. It is not afeertained whether the Zemindars were required by Government to give Pettits, 
or Leafes, to the Ryots when the C^uit Kent was eltabhflied, or whether they gave them of their 
own Accord ; but it is a Fad, that in all the Pottahs which the Ryots either hold or take out to 
this Day, the fird Thing fpecified is the A-w^l, or original Ground Rent, tonfidcred as their Pro- 
portion of the antient Tukfum, or Divifion of the Tumar Jumma', and upon this all other Taxes 
and Impofitions are calculated, as will be feen in the Tranllation of fomc Ryots Accounts an- 

1S»4. nexed. Thefe Taxes, when permanent, arc called when occafional, Muthote. Few of 
the Pottahs Ipecify any Term of Lcafe. The Ryot claims a Right of Occupancy in the Ground 
he tills, and cannot, by the Cudom ot the Country, be dilpoffeded while he pays his Proportion 
of the general Rent. 

1 8. On thele fimple Principles the fird Settlement appears to have been made 5 and the Records of 
the Khalia fliew, that no material Deviation from them took place, as long as the Emperors 
ferved their Authority in Bengal, or till the Conclufion of Sujah C-awn’s Government, about the 
Year 173c} or 1740. This Oblervation is proved by the Account, N* 2, which is a TranlUtion

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of the Abflraft of an authenticated Account of the Tumar Jumma for the Bengal Year 1135, or 
1728 in Shujah Cawn’a Time, on which the Colleftions were then maJc. The Sum Total of this 
Rent Roll is one Crore, forty-two Lacks, forty-Hve thoufand five humJied and fixiy-iwo Rupees, 
and is rather lefs than the Jumma cftablifhed under Akbar(tf). 

IQ. It is reafonablc to fuppofe that the Soubahdar did, at particular Times, and dunn::; Con- 
voirmns of the Government, extort more Money from the Zemindars than their clhblilhed (^it 
Rents: But this was either a temporary Aft of Violence, or occafional Sums were obtained by 
Way of Nuzzerannat or Free Gift,.and not by an inercafe of the Jumma-, to preUrve which, at 
itsantient Rate, was long con fide red by every Zemindar as the molt facred Parc ot his rcnurc. 
Even at this Day the Principle of preferving the Jumnta invariable fubfifis, thoUj>h the Utility 
of it to the Zemindar has been deftroyed by fubfequent Changes. 

20. Sirferaus Cawn, the Son and SuccefTor of Suja Cawn, was foon rut ofi' by Aliverdy Cawn, 
whofe Government is confidered as an Ufurpation from the Empire, and is the fiift Period when 
confiderable Infringements appear to have been made on the antient EftabliQimcnts. The Wealth 
of the Zemindars in his Time may be judged of by their having aflafted him, during his Wars 
with the Mahrattas, with Free Gifts to the Amount of a Crore and a Half of Rupees {b)-, and 
there are Peopfc now living who remember the Zemindars coming to the Poonah with the State 

of Omrahs. ‘ . , -r 

21. The Inftitution of this AITembly, or Feftival, called the Poonab, feems to me to be mifun- 
derftood. It was not a mere Colleftion of Farmers called together to pay the.r Balances, or to 
fettle their Rent for the enfuing Year. In this Refpeft little or no Alteration was ever made; 
tnd, fuppofing their Rents to have been already in Arrcar, it would have been more prudent to 
collcft the Balances on the Spot, than to put the Farmers to the extraordinary Expence of a 
Journey to the Capital. The Attendance at the Poonab was rather an annual Homage which 
the Rajahs and Zemindars were obliged to pay in Perfon to the Prince at Muxadavad; as, on the 
other Hand, the-Kellaat was an annual Invcftiture or Confirmation of their refpeftive Rights. It 
was a Mark of Honour at lead, the giving or withholding of which was then an Inllrunu-nt of real 
Reward or Punifhnent in the Hand of the Prince. It would not be fo at prefent, becaufe the Ze- 
mindars are for the mod Part reduced too low to be influenced by Motives of 1 lonour or Difgracc. 
On the Whole, the Ceremony of the Poonah had much more the Appearance of a liege Lord and 
his Vaflals, than of a Landlord and his Tenants. 

22. In Aliverdy Cawn’s Time, and during that of his Siicceflbr, Seraja ul Dowlah, tlie fird 
confiderable Aboabs^ or permanent Taxes, were added to the Jumni.a, thereby fwclling the Rent 
Roll, and incrcafing the Ground Rents-, for as thefe were aflefled on the Zemindars, they collefted 
them again from their Tenants, and ul'ually levied more on that Pretence. By thefe Means every 
occafional Pax became permanent and univerfal, and a Caufe of Grievances much greater than 
any Benefit (he Government derived from them. 

23. The Account, N® points out the State of the Jumma of that Part of Bengal now called 
the Dewanny Lands, didinguifhing fird the Awful, or original Quit Rent, as it Itood in oujah 
Cawn’s Time, with the Appropriations of it -, lecondly, the fcveral Aboabs, or Additions made to 
it by Aliverdy Cawn and Serajah ul Dowlah -, thirdly, the Article of Kifl'yer, or Profit, for which 
the Country is partly indebted to Aliverdy Cawn, but chiefly to Coflim Ally. This anfes from 
the Difference between the antient Jumma, and collefting on the Hu/labood, or aftual Valuation of 
the Didrift. , 

24. Coflim Ally’s Government is univerfally allowed by the Natives to be the Period when 
the antient Edablifhments, and the Rights and Property of the Zemindars, were fitd fliaken, and 
ill a great Degree overthrown. He is cdccmcd an able Accountant, and to have confiderable 
Knowledge in the Detail of the Colleftions. But it required no great Extent of Information to 
know, that more Money might be drawn from the Country, for a few Years at lead, by collefting 
the whole Produce by his own Officers, than by continuing to receive the edablifhed Rents from 
the Zemindars. His Principle is laid to have been, that whatever the Ryots paid diould be the 
Propel ry of Government, thereby totally excluding the Zemindars -, Ins Officers afted accordingly. 
Their Fear of him was fo great, both from his Skill in Accounts, and the Rigour of his Govern- 
ment, that his Orders were ponftually obeyed fo that, partly from the direft Produce of the Lands, 
and partly by Fines and Confifeations, it is believed that, for two Years, he drew almod double the 
ani~u -.1 Revenue from the Country. His fhort Adminidration may rather be deemed a regular

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Pillage than a Syrtem of Government (^). He ruined almoftall the wealthy Families in thcCotwtrv 
inadacreil great Numbers, particularly Tuch as had any Talent or Reputation in Bufincfs; and, to 
conclude the Scene, carried off an immenfe I reafure with him when driven out of the Country. 

25. The Interval between the ExpuUion of Coffim Ally and our Acquifuion of the Dewannv 
was very fliorr. It may not be improper to conlidcr the State of the Country at that Period, and 
the Difadvantiges which unavoidably followed from its palfing under a foreign Governmert. 

26. It nmlt be evident from the preceding State of Fafts, that, when the Dewanny was ceded 
to the Company, the Country was already in a very reduced Condition. A quick SuccefTion of 
Wars and Revolutions, a foreign Influence prevailing both in Matters of Government and Com- 
merce, the Drain of large Sums of M mey carried away by Individuals, or by the Company for 
the Supply ot their other Settlements, had undoubtedly contributed to impovcrifli Bengal. 
antient Lllablifliments were overthrown, great Numbers of the Zemindars were difpoifcffcd and 
reduced to H( ggary, and the greater Part of the wealthy Families and People of Reputation and 
Ability in RufincTs cut offer brought to ruin. In fuch a State of Poverty and Decay, the wifeft in- 
lernal Fibljhfiiments and molt lenient Mealures (eemed nccelfary to prevent the approaching Ruin 
of the Country, cfpecially as all its commercial Relburces were in future likely to be cut off. In^ 
Head oi Iriiporcs of Treafurc from Kiirope, a 'J'ribute was actually required from hence. Large 
Sums in Specie were lent out. The Wealth formerly enjoyed by the Natives, and diffufed by an 
equal and conitanc Circulation through the Country, was engroffed by Foreigners, who either ex- 
ported it dircdly, or by lupplying the other European Fadorics, made it unncccffary even for 
them to import Bullion for providing their Inveltments. 

27. The Acquifiticn of the Dewanny was attended with another ruinous Confequence to the 
Country. In order that the Kaft India Company might avail themftlves of their encrcafcd Re- 
venues, it was nectflary their Inveftmcnt fhould be enlarged at once from 20 or 30 to 60 and 70 
Lacks of Rupees annually. This could not be fuddcnly done without a Monopoly of the Manu- 
laClures, nor a Monopply fupported but by numerous Servants and Agents armed with Authority, 
which caufetl great Oppreffion of the Manuladurers, and has been felt, with other Caufes, both in 
the Quality and Price of every Article to the prefent I'ime. By this Monopoly the Indian 

♦SicinOng. ^ iviarkcts (Merchants) were excluded from (haiing in the Produce ot Bengal, and driven to clla- 
t Vide Ap. bliila Manutadures at Home, of Articlesf which they formerly received from hence; confequently 
pendix, N'^6. Bengal was deprived of its Returns both from the Indian and European Markets, and its Re- 
Ibunes cut off on every Side. 

28. In this declining State of the Country it is felf-evident that even the moderate 
Revenue, which was before collefled with Eafc, and left ample Sources for the Main- 
ten \ncc of tlic Landholders, muft become a Rack-Rent and a grievous Oppreffion to the 
d'enants, and could not be realized without additional Taxes, Schemes, and Expedients, and the 
Ulc of rigorous Methods. Yet it was equally apparent that the Ufe of fuch Means could not fail 
to depopulate the Country, diminifli the Quantity of L.ands in Cultivation, and annually accu- 
mulate the Burthen on the remaining Tenants, and on fuch Lands as might be continued in Til- 
lage, till at length all pcrlonal Wealth being drained out of the Pockets of the People, a rapid 
ar.d fenfiMc Decline, the Forerunner of a general Scop or Bankruptcy, would be felt in every 
Parr. An Apprelunfion of ihefe Coniequcnces, however obvious, docs not appear to have in- 
11 cnced the Meafurcs of any Adminiltration lince the Colledion of the Revenues was obtained 
loi the Company. Their Servants, who made the Acquifuion, were thcmfelves dazzled by its 
Importance, . nd thought they could not reprefent it in too advantageous Terms. Tlie lucceeding 
Admin)ilr.ition forefaw the Lofs of iheir own Credit if they fuffered the Objeft to wafte under 
their Care. The la(t and mod unjuftifiable Meafurcs of all, was that which propofed a Plan 10 
increalV the Revenue while the Country was perilliing, and which the Projedors of it mull have 
left to be extcmed by the [)relent Adminillration. 

29 When the Company took poffeffion of the Dewanny, iheir Servants were unacquainted with 
the Conihtution of the Country, the Mode of collecling the Rents, or what had been the Amount 
of the farmer Kevenur. In making the firit Setricment they feem to have had no Rule in view, 
but proviJing tor the Demands of Government at any Rate, and collefting as great Surplus as 
poliible. At ilic ian^e ( irne, or very foon after, the Neceffitics of the Company at Home pro- 
du cd conrtant (Jrdt is to increafe the Invcitment almott to the Amount of the Revenue ot the 
Dev/anny Lands, and much beyond the Produce of the Manufafturcs. 

30. d’hat Puiod of Delirium, during which it was aflerted by fomc, and believed by many, 
that the KtTouicts of Bengal were inexhaullible, will long be remembered in England. It is not 
w onderful that the Kcprelentatives ot the Company (liould endeavour to,a£b up to the Promifesof 
(I.eiT Prcdecclfurs, and to the Prcjudjccs of the r Employers, and to aim at Increafe of Revenue*, 
wii cli they faw was the only Meric confidcrcd at Home. Bcfidcs that, it is in the Nature of Ihort-

Difficulties they entail on their Succeifors. ® 

31* For the Jufticc of thefe Obfervations, 1 appeal to the annexed Rent Roll, N* e 
on which the Settlement for the Dewanny Lands for 1766 was formed j that is, immediately on 
the Clolc of a civil and foreign War, and when Coflim Ally had ftript the Provinces of all the 
Wealth he had been able to colleft, and carried it away with him. This Settlement appears to be 
nearly an Aggregate of the original AajfiU and all the fubfequent Taxes, with a great Part of the 
Article of Kiffeyet or ProBt, brought on by Aliverdy Cawn and Coflim Ally Colledtions. It docs 
not amount to the entire Aggregate of all thefe Articles, .bccaulc feveral Diftridls had fallen Ihort 
in their Huftabood, or adlual Produce, fince thofc Colleflions were made; yet whenever the 
Neceflity of the Cafe required Abatements, or when Deficiencies happened from the Poverty of 
the Country, Increafes were lought for to make up for them wherever Property was fuppofed to 
txift. Upon an Average, the Revenue collcfled for the firft Years of the Dewanny, exceeds 
what was evrr brought to credit in Aliverdy Cawn’s l ime, when the Country was in a’flourifli- 
ing Condition. 

32. The Mode of collefting the Rents from 1766 to 17(59, is of itfelf a ftrong prtfumptivc 
Proof of the general Keduaion of the Country. As the greater Part of the Zemindars were 
ruined, and difpoflefled of the Management of their Lands, and there were few People of Rank 
and Family left, or of thofc who had formerly held high hinployments, fuch as there were looked 
for large Profits, which the Country could not afford them and pay the Rents alfo. People of lower 
Rank were therefore of Neccffitv employed as Aumils^ or Collcftors on the Part of Government • 
thefe People executed a ContraA for a ftipulatcd Sum for the Diltrid to which they were appointed’ 
and in efR-ft may be confidered as Farmers of the Revenue. They then proceeded from the Sud 
der, or Scat of Government, to the Dillrifts, to fettle with the Zemindars and Tenants for the 
Revenue they had engaged to pay. If the Rents already eftablifhed afforded a fufficient Produce 
they had the lels Occafion to lay on Aioal> or Muthote ; if not, they were compelled to have Re- 
couric to ihcfc Expedients. As the Country became poorer, and the Lands Id's cultivated Taxes 
of courfc were multiplied to make good the Agreement with Governmenr, until the Ryots find 
mg the Demands made upon them annually accummu taring, fought various Expedients for pro- 
curing or extorting Abatements in the Aw/ti, or original Rent. A timid People have no De- 
fence againfl Oppreflion but Fraud. It is now the UVage in feveral Diftrifts, for the Ryot to 
extort Abatements at the Beginning of the Year, and the Farmer to levy a Muthote in lieu of it 
when the Harveff 11 upon the Ground. 

33. During the fiift Years of the Dewanny, while upon the Whole there was Produce ro anfwcr 
the accumulated Demands of Government, the Kcvcnue, though not entire, came in bv fomc 
Means or other. As one Place failed, Affets were found in another. Contractors, on the Search 
jbr Employment, hunted out every cafual Improvement of the Lands, for which, if the Incum- 
^nt was unwilling to pay an Increafe to Government, they were ready to take the Trouble from 
him. In many Inllanws the State of the Lands has been mifreprefented for the mere Purpofe of 
Employment and Poffeflion, and Increales offered on Paper for Lands where in fadt there sterc Z 
Affets to pay them ; yet the Natives did not fuffer fo univerfally in the Beginning of our Govern- 
ment as they have done finc^ becaule many of them enjoyed Offices, the Emoluments of which they 
Ipcnt in the Diftrifts, and thereby gave Bread to others. The Revenues were allb fupported front 
eternal Sources, luch as Loans from the Shroffs to the Zemindars, and the Ahah Zredary or 
hnes in ^e Criminal Courts, which have been fince abolilhed. The above Loans, contrail to 

Government, were fwept into the Treafury, and have never been repaid.

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jcfts. From thcfc Materials it was propofed to form a general Plan for the future Government of 
the Country. Suppofing this to have been the Objeft of the Meafure, and that proper Pcrl’ons 
could have been found to carry it into Ettccution, th'c Advantages that might have been obtain, 
ed from it are obvious. It was chiefly committed to young Men, with Powers, whether 
granted or alTumcd, much greater than were neceflTary for the Purpofe of obtaining Information. 
Every View of this Kind however was laid afide when the Council of Revenue went up to the 
City immediately after the Conclufion of the Famine j and although that dreadful Calamity, io 
addition to the other Diflrefles of the Country, had fwept away near One-third of the Inhabitants, 
and the Poverty of the Natives was roanifeh in every Part except Calcutta, the profeft Objeftof 
that Board was to procure an Increafe of the Revenue, by djfcovcring the latent Advantages ftrll 
enjoyed by the Zemindars, and reducing the Allowances to the native Officers; that is, by tak- 
ing away fo much more of the Bread of People already reduced to palpable Miiery. The Infor- 
mation derived from the Refearches of the Supervifors was applied to this Purpofe only. In fomc 
Refptdls their Accounts contributed to promote it, as the Supervifors in general aimed at procur- 
ing accurate IJuJlahoods, (Valuations of the whole Rents,) which of courfe included the Profits of 
the Zemindars, Farmers, Talookdars, &c. A Knowledge of the Produce was in general followed 
by an Effort to fwcep the Whole of it into the Treafury, with little or no Conflderation of the par- 
icular State of each Diftrid, or whether the Trade and Imports of it were likely to furnilh perma- 
nent Refources for fuch Remittances, 

35. Mr. Middleton’s Letter, quoted in the Appendix, the Proceedings of the Board of Revenue 
at Moorlhcdabad, and the Settlement of 1178, the only one made by that Board, prove beyond 
Difpute that they afted on the Principles I have aferibed to them. An Increafe was made of 
pear eleven Lacks * of Rupees in the Dewanny Lands, although a Balance had remained of 
eighteen l.acksf on the former Settlement, and the Country was but julf emerged from the Mi- 
feries of the Famine. This Settlement however was colledcd with a Degree of Rigor and Exaft. 
nefs, which called loudly, but in vain, for Mercy and Relaxation in the lubfcquent AflcITments. 

36. The profeft Objedt of the Committee of Circuit, whofe Settlement fucceeded in 1179, was 
ftill Increafe of Revenue. It is a Angular Fa£l, and well worth Obfervation, that it was the 
Mifery of the Country, and the general Diftrcfs of all Ranks of People, which enabled them to 
eftablifti an increafed and inercafing Revenue for five Years ; / mean upon Paper, The State of 
the Country was then fuch, and there were fo many People in defperate Circumftances, and out 
of all Employment, ready to fign any Engagements for mere prefent Bread, that it is no Wonder, 
when the Rents were put up to public Audion, if nominal inercafes were obtained, and the Lands 
bid up beyond their real Value, for. the foie Purpofe of keeping or obtaining the Poffcffion of 
them. Had this Settlement been collcfted with all the Severity which the Cultom of the Coun- 
try and the Agreements of the Farmers allowed, of Ncceffity would Jiavc driven the Farmers to 
have fallen upon the Ryots with fuch Rigor and Diftrefs, that a general Bankruptcy and univer- 
fal Depopulation of the Diftridls.muft have been the immediate Conrcquen,ce. 

37. 1 prefume the Remiflions and Balances . from the Provinces fince April tyya, do not 
amount to lefs than a Crore of Rupees ; and it may be faid that Balances not exadled, or a mo- 
derate Rent demanded in the firft inftance, are eventually an equal Relief: to the Landholders. 
But in Effcft the Difference is very great both to the Country and to Government. It would have 
been happy for the Country, and no .Lofs to Government, if the Settlement bad riot been made 
for a greater Sum than has been actually collcflcd ; (tboui;h I do not lay that even this is not 
more than the Country can fupport.) The Landholder, whether Zemindar or Farmer, woukl 
then have forefeen the Probability of making good his Epgagemems and keeping his Farm. To 
excite Induftry there muft be a Profpcdk of Succefs. But if a Balanccmuft at.any llate be incurred, 
it becomes indifferent to the Landholder to what Amount he is indebted to Government, or 
rather it is his Intereft to incur a large Balance than a fmali one. He collcifts as much as he can from 
the Ryot, and pays as little as he can to Government. At the worft he can but.lofe his Farm, ift 
which he has no permanent Intereft, and which, when he has had it a Year or two, is no longer 
worth keeping. In the meantime the high Rent he ftands engaged, for furniflics him with Pre- 
tences for opprefling the Ryots, and for protefting againft any Interpofuion of Government in their 
Favour. The Defertion of the Ryots, the Lofs of Cultivation, and general Depopulation of the 
Country, flow direftly from this Source. On the ocher Hand, the immediate Confequcnces to 
Government, from Taxes without Produce, are obvious : New Burthens laid ton the Subjedt, an 
additional Expcnceof Collcclion, but ho additional Receipts in the Treafury, and probably a real 
eftabliffied Expence proportioned to an eftimated Revenue.

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38. From the preceding State of Fafis, colle^ed from the Records, it appears, that the Company 
have levied higher Rents from this Country, whilft labouring under the greateft Diladvantages, 
than at ever paid to the Emperors in its moft flourifhing Condition, when tite principal Part of the 
Revenues were fpept wkhin the Provinces, and the Remainder went no farther tlian Delhi. 

39. I think it equally apparent, that under our Adminiftration, the Defireof Increafe, inva- 
riably and inflexibly purfued, is the Ruin of the Country, and ere long will be found the worft 
Economy. .Secondly, That the Mode of levying the Rents has been defedive, chiefly for Want 
pf.a fixed Jgmroa, or Quit Rent, for each Zemindary, which has rendered the Lands of no Value 
from tbeif precarious Tenure, 4 hd taken away the only Incitement to improve them. The ailual 
Employment of Farmers and CowratSlors, while Penfions are given to the Zemindars, has been a 
farther Caofc of Oppreffion to the Ryots, and of courfc of Depopulation, by increafing the Num- 
,ber of Rerfoos to be fupported by the farm, and throwing the Profits, if any, into the Hands of 
Strangers, chiefly refidcnt at the Capital, inftcad of leaving them to circulate through the Zc- 
miifdars to their Tenants. 

40 . 1 hirdly, The Country having been greatly impovcriflicd, and much lefs Land cultivated than 
heretofore, Taxes are of courfc multiplied on what remains in a State of Tillage, which muft en- 
hance the Price of all Articles produced, , as well Ncceflaries of Life as raw Materials for Manu- 
fadore. There is no other Way of accounting for a Fad which contradids the common Prin- 
ciples by which the Price of Things, or the Proportion between Money and the Things it repre- 
Icnis, is uiually determined. It is notorious that Manufadures and all other Articles arc much 
*arcr now than when the Country abounded in Specie. In the ordinary Courfe of Things the 
Reverfe ought to be true ; in Bengal it is not true, becaufc the heavy Exadions of Government 
cotppei the Farmer to raife the Price of his Produce, and the Manufadurer of his Labor, and 
tktir Sundard regulates the Expence of every other Rank of Life. 

41. Fourthly, The Lands and their Rents being open to the PropoLls of every Adventurer, 
and .all Improvements made in them eagerly hunted after, cither for the Purpofe of immediate 
^Increafe. or to fopply fpme Deficiency, it became the intcreft, and, as I am well alTurcd, hss 
„bccn the iqvanabie Pradice of the Zemipdars to depopulate their Lands, and to Icffen the Value 
of, them. to Govetnment; fince every Improvement not only fubjeded them to a preient incrcalcd 
,Dcmaod» but allb to have, their Jumma, or eftablilhcd Rent, railed. 

42. Fifthly, The Zemindars being thus made the Enemies of Government, have in general 
been removed fr^ the Management of their Lands) but they have retained an Infilucncc over 
the Tehants, partly, by being their hereditary Matters, and partly from the Expedation which 
the l^t^ entertain of falling again under their Authority. This Influence they employ to cm- 
barrats. Governinent, by making private Colledions for ihemlclves, raifing Complaints againtt 
the Farmere, and putting their Ryots to .flight during the Scafon of the Colledions. 

A 3 * Si)(tbly, The umeCaufe which makes the Zemindars Enemies to Government while out 
oT Employment and A)bfitting on their Penfions, has made them rapacious and unthrifty Farmers 
.when they have been admitted to a ttmporary Management of their Eftates : Yet the Fault is not 
in tbm, but in Govwmcnt, which, by adopting falfc Principles of Policy, forces its Subieds 
.m ad u^n falfe Principles . of Economy. It is unreaibnable to exped that they or any other 
Farmers Ihould hazard the immediate Lofs and Expence, from which alone a great future Return 
can be derived, without a permanent Intcreft and Security, and in the Face of an arbitrary Taxa- 
tion too likely to increafe with the Improvement of the Eftatc. ' 

^. Seventhly, The Lands, being on the Whole afletted at the utmoft of their Produce in the 
moft favourable Seafons, (though in fome Places particular Perfons may have been favoured with 
beneficial LCafes,) and all iheexifting Wealth drawn out of the Pockets of the People, it follows 
that Government muft depend for its Income on the precarious Events of Scafon, Sale of Har- 
vefts, and good Management in the Farmers and Collcdors. The Ryot having nothing, and ne- 
ver expeding to gain any, thing, cultivates the Soil from mere Ncccflity, and no more of it than 
will fupply a bare Subfiftence for himfelf and his Family.

**^47! The Ext-afts annexed to this Paper (N' 8 ) will Ihew that this is the profeft Principle of the 
late Adminittration, though they afted in direft Contradidlion to it ; I mean Meffrs. Middleton, 
Van Sittart, Daercs, and B trwell. The Governor General himfelf propoles to form a new Set- 
tlemcnt on a Medium of the laft three Years aftual Colleftions ; and (to accounting for the ex- 
traordinary Difference betwixt the Neit Receipts and the Settlement made by the Committee of 
Circuit) fays, that the Company are not to judge of their Revenues by a Comparifon of the Col- 
ledtions with the Settlement, but by a Comparifon of the aatial ColledlionS with thofc of former 
Years. This, I conceive, is a diredt Acknowledgment of the ImpolTibility of realizing the Com- 
mittee’s Settlement, and of the Nccelfity of reducing the whole Jumma of the Provinces. Both 
the Governor and Mr. Barwcll attribute the deftred Improvements not taking place, to a Cir- 
“ cumllance which,” they fay, ♦* could not be forefetn, viz. The Farmers having engaged for a 

“ higher Revenue than the Dillriffs could afford.” r. 1 r 

48. In providing a Relief to the Country, I do not fpeak of a temporary Remiuion left open 
to an arbitrary Increafe of Demands on future Improvcmements. The Jumma once fixed, mult 
be a Matter of Public Record : It mult be permanent and unalterable j and the People muft, if 
poflible, be convinced that it is fo. This Condition muft be fixed to the Lands them.fclycs, in- 
dependent of any Conlideraiion of who may be the immediate or future Proprietors. If there 
be any hidden Wealth Itill exifting, it will thm be brought forth and employed in improving the 
Land i becaulc the Proprietor will be fatisficd he is laboring for himlelf. 

49. rhe t^xecution of a Plan formed on thefc Principles will now undoubtedly be attended 
with Difficulties but thele, whatever they are, muft be faced and overcome. In my Opinion, 
the Alternative i^ Ruin. 

50. The following is the Plan on which I would recommend it to this Government to proceed: 

The whole Demand upon the Country, to commence from April 1777, (hould be founded on an 
F.lliinaic of the permanent i'erviccs which Government muft indifpcniably provide for, under the 
great Heads of Civil and Military Eftablilhments and Invcftment, with an Allowance of a tea- 
lonablc Rclerve for Contingencies. I know nor for what juft or ufefiil Purpolc any Government 
can demand more from its Siibjefts-, for unlefs Kxpences are created for the exprefs Purpofc of 
ablorbing the Surplus, it muft lie dead in the Treafury, or be embezzled. If there be not Vi- 
gour and Rcfolucion enough to adhere fo an Eftablifhmcnt tormrd on fuch an no Plan 

of Reformation can fucceed. The Fauh of Government may be pledged to the Landholders, 
but Neceffity will oblige them to break if. The Eftimate(N* with the Explanation annexed 
to it will, I prelunie, be thought lufficienily liberal. For the fame Services in Europe, it would 
be thought enormous. To this 1 would proportion the whole Demand upon the Provinces, and 
fix it for ever *, including the newly-acquired Revenue of Gbazipore. But the Habits of this 
Government, in carrying the real Expente of the Company beyond all Bounds of Eftimation, arc 
fo inveterate, that it might rtill be dangerous not to leave a confiderable Latitude for the una- 
voidable Continuance of their Operation. The unappropriated Surplus which appears on the 
Face of the Ellimate, clears all Difficulties, and obviates ail Objedions. 

51. In diftributmg the AlTcirmcnf, let every polTible Relief be given to the Dewanny Lands, 
which, by their diltant Situation from the .'•eat of Government, and the prefent great Poveny of 
the Inhabitants, require it inoft. Let particular Regard be had to the diftant Provinces, and to 
thofc which have few Refourccs from Commerce and Manufaftures, In our prefent Circumftances 
we have no fafer Rule to dired us than the adoal Receipt of the three laft Years*, becaufe they 
btft ffiew the adual State of the Lands: Poffibly the Medium of thefe Receipts (with fome Re- 
lief where they have been too (cvercly colleded) may not be an oppreflivc Rent when aflelTcdon 
ihc Zemindars ihcmfclves i and an End is put 10 the intermediate Profits of the Farmers and 

Securities*. ... r j 

5X 1 do not doubt that there will be confiderable Inequalities in an AflelTment formed upon 
this Principle*, but, fuppofing the Sum Total unalterably fixed, 1 do not think this an Inconve- 
nience to be regarded. It is not regarded in England *, neither is it to be remedied but ^ 
flrid Execution of a Mcafure which I would never recommend : I mean a Hujiahoed, or adua 
Meafurement and Valuation of the whole Produce. Since we already know what the Country

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will pay, a can only ferve to alarm the Zemindars and Ryots. Many Agents muft be 

lent lato the Country to obtain fuch an Account, and Government muft depend entirely on their 
Skill and Integrity for its being accurate. A Huftabocd ought to be an adlual Valuation of all 
the Rents drawn rrom the Lands t but, by the Failure of fome Tenants, the entire Amount of 
k is feldom colleded. If accurate, therefore, it is too much to draw from the Diftriifts. Hi- 
therto, where a Difcovery of the whole poflible Produce has been made, it has only fcrvcd to 
awaken the Cupidity of Government, and to lead them into Errors in fettling the Rents. The 
Revenue afiually paid for three Years paft will be fufficient for forming the general AflelTment of 
the Provinces. The particular AIIeiTment of each Dittrid, and Diftribution of the general Re- 
million, which the prefent Plan propofes, makes Part of the Detail, and will require the AfTiR- 
ance and local Information of the Gentlemen on the Spot. 

53. When the grofs Sum to be levied from the Country is determined, as well fur the Reve- 
nue as all Charges incident to it, each Zemindary Ihould be alTelled its Proportion according to 
the Rule in the firll At tide -, and let that Sum be declared the Quit Rent of thofe particular 
Lands in Perpetai$y. This Diftribution Ihould be called the Tumar Jumma^ a Term fandihed 
among the Natives from the Idea of Security, which they had long been accuftomed to annex 
to it. There is no Cafe of Neceflity, no Emergency whatfoever, which, in my Opinion, Ihould 
induce Government to increafe the Jumma. Temporary Diftreftes may be provided for by 
temporary Contributions, which a ftouriftiing Country does not feel. If thefe are once added to 
the Jumma according to modern Praftice, they become perpetual, and drive the Proprietor, who 
fees no Limit or Period to the Impofitions on bis Lands, to Frauds, Indolence, or Defpair. 

54. A new Tamar, or Roll, with a ^ukfemjummat or a Divilion Account of the Country, 
Ihould be formed, (hewing what Proportion of the general AftelTment is paid by each conftitueot 
Part of the Zemindarry, luch as Pergunnahs, Tuppahs, Villages, &c.-— This Record Ihould be 
carefully preferved in the Khalfa, and tranferibed into Engiift. The head Cutcherry of each 
DiftriA * Ihould have an authenticated Copy of Its particular Tukfeem, which all Perfons Ihould 
be at Liberty to confult. 

It is not meant by thefe Regulations to prevent the Zemindar from drawing a larger Rent 
from any conllituent Parts of his Zemindarry than its Proportion of the AflelTmcnt, and render- 
ing it of more Value to himfclf, if he improves the Land it contains v this would be abfurd, and 
defeat the Intention of the prefent Plan : It is only meant to fix the Quit Rent of Govern- 
ment for every Portion of Land in all future Sales or Transfers of Property, without which, 
neither the adlual Proprietor, nor the Purchafer, can form a determinate Judgment of its 
Value. 

55. The Quit Rent of each Zemindarry being fixed, the Zemindar muft be informed, that the 
due Difchargc of his Rent is the Tenure by whtch he holds his Lands, with every poOible Af- 
furance that no further Demands will be made upon him. If be incurs a Balance, a Part of his 
Zemindarry Ihould be invariably fold to make it good t and when the Quit Rent is fixed, there 
can be no Doubt of Purchafers. This Ihould be made an exprefs Condition in the Cabaoleat. 
In the Cafe of Sales, a Preference Ihould be given to the next Heir. If the Sale produces more 
than the Debt, the Proprietor fliould have Credit for the Difference. This Method will pre- 
clude the Nccefllty of ufingthe rigorous Means hithecto in Pra£ticc,and often incffeftually applied 
fuch as Threats, Imprifonment, and Stripes. A more eafy and more effedlual Remedy is in the 
Power of Government. In the prefent deprefled and difeouraged State of the Zemindars, it is 
probable that^feveral of them may incur the Penalty of lofing their Lands. In fome it will arife 
from Incapacity » in others, from Doub» of the Government j and in many, from downright 
Obftinacy and wilful Attachment to their Prejudices or Propenfity to Fraud, in which they have 
been bred. The Government muft b^in by fetting an Example of good Faith to its Subjefls. 
In fuch Inftances as thofe above-mentioned, a Transfer of landed Property to monied People, 
who are able to make Improvements, will be equally advantageous to Government and to the 
Country, But whoever knows the Vajuc fct by the Zemindars of Bengal on thtir inherited Pro- 
^rty, and the Difputes which they maintain for Years with the utmoft Acrimony and Perfcverance 
for the fmalleft Portion of their Lands, even on its prefent racked and diferedited Tenure, 
will be convinced, that when they fee this Regulation put in Force againft them, without Delay or 
Indulgence, they will be rouzed from their prefent fopioc and hopekfs State, to exCrt every En- 
deavour for the Prefervation and Improvement of their Eftates, now rendered of real Value 
to them. 

56. As many of the Zemindars will at firft.be incapable of managing their Land thcmfelvc', 
they ftiould be obliged to retain a Dewan^ (or Steward,);of fufficient Ability and good Charafter, 
who Ihould be entrufted with the Management of the Lands, and be anfwerable for the Rent due 
w Oovernm^t, without whole Appro^tion he ought not to be difmilled, during four or five 

Settlement. The Dtwan will Hand in the Place of a Security, with 
t IS Difference, that, as he will have the Management himfelf, he Ihould be accountable to his 


♦ I call aDillridt the Portion of Landi under etch Supervifor.** 
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Let the fpeclal Purpofe of their Appointment be, to fee this Plan executed and adhered to in 
all its PartN ; and as the Succefs of it, in its Infancy, will in a great Meafure depend on tbeir 
AITiduity, Integrity, and the Support they give to all the People employed, they uugnt to be 
placed above Temptation. They Ihould have an honourable Means of acquiring a Reward pro- 
portioned to the great Truft repofed in them. For this Purpofe, 1 think they (huuld be allowed 
a Salary for their Fxpences, and a CommilTion on the nett Amount of their Culledions, payable 
with the ocher b.xpenccs of Colle^ion, by the Diftrid. I will not pretend to fay what their 
avowed Emoluments ought to be ; but I am fure that no Government will be ferved honellly 
which docs not reward its Servants liberally. 

66. The Divifions of the Country may be nearly the fame as in the former CoPeflorlhips, 
except that Dacca is too large, contains a great many fmail Zemindarries, and ought to make 
three Divifions at lead. It is moft probable that when the Zemindars are thoroughly ed^blilhed, 
and Pottahs given to the Ryots, it will be unneceflTary to keep the Supiervifors in the Diftridls. 
The Zemindars will gladly pay their Rents at the Khalfa. Some Gentlemen, on the Plan of the 
old Fougedars, may be fixed at convenient Stations, merely to preferve the Peace and Subjedfion 
of the Country *, and this would be more clTentially neceflary in cafe of a War. 

67. The Superintendance of the Dewanny Adawlut will make an important Branch of the 
Supervifor’s Bulinefs, in which he (hould bic' attended and afllfted by the Foujedarry Officers, 
who are, or ought to be, Men of Learning in the Mahomedan Law. The Servants allowed at 
prefent for the Dewanny Adawluts arc, as I am informed, mere Clerks; and as they can be of 
no Affiftance to him in forming proper Decifions, the greateft Part of them may be (truck off. 

68. The Edablilhment of Servants in each Diftrifl need be very fmall, as all the voluminous 
Part of the Bulinefs, forming HuRaboods, and collecting MofulTil Papers, will now be unnecef- 
fary j and the Accounts required will only be a State of each Zemindar's Payments, and the 
Arrears due from him ; and a Jumm Khurch^ or Account of Receipts and Difburlemenis, to be 
fent to the Treafury. The Supervifor Ihould have Authority ; and it Ihould be declared his 
fpccial Duty, to prevent all Attempts of Monopoly, or Under-influence in Trade, whether by 
the Company's Agents or others. It Ihould be ftrongly recommended to him to proted and 
encourage Merchants, by feeing Arid Juftice done to them, anil that no vexatious Impediments 
are thrown into their Way, 

69. Preparatory to this Scheme, an Order ought to be fent to all the Provincial Councils, to 
procure, ilt, An exad Regifler of all the landed Property in the Country, digefled under the 
general Heads of Zemindarries and Talookdarries ; with the Pergunnahs contained in each of 
them, ad, A Table of the three laft Years Receipts. 3d, The Charadcr of the Zemindar, 
and the State of his Family, with any other Particulars which they may think ncceffary to affift 
Government in the Formation of a new Settlement, Copies of thefc Accounts will of courfc be 
delivered to the refpedive Supervifors. 

70. The Committee’s Settlement, I believe, does not now exift intirc in any Part of the Pro- 
vinces. GtcM Remiffions have been made ; yet heavy Balances are ftill due on this Settlement, 
By relinquilhing the latter, fome Debtors will efcape, who have no Claims to Indulgence, and 
who ought to be preffed with Severity. But upon the Whole, I deem it for the Inccrefl of 
the Company that all Balances which cannot be colleded by a certain Period Ihould be re- 
mitted. Ihc Intention of Government in this Refpe6f Ihould be kept fccret, till the Moment 
when the public Declaration of it lhall be made. The Country cannot recover under the Ex* 
adlion of heavy Balances, notwithftanding any Profpeft of future Relief. By opening a frclh 
Account we fhall give Heart to the People ; and though in particular Inftances’the Govern- 
ment may lofc what it would be juAifled in exacting, it ffiould be remembered, that the Country 
has already paid much more upon the Whole than Aiould have been demanded from it. 

71. With refpedb to the Revenues which Government ffiould raife from the Manufafturc 
of Salt and Opium, I declare my Opinion, that it ought to be by Way of Duty only. The 
ancient Government were content with fuch a Duty. The ObjeA of the InAitution of the pre* 
ftnt Government, and of all the Company’s InArudions to us, is to deAroy Monopolies. All 
their Orders on this Subjedb fincc the Year 1766 Aiew, that Salt in particular was meant to be 
left as free and unburdened as pofllble; that their principal ObjeA was the Eafe and Conveni- 
ence of the Natives ; and the Duty was ordered to be fo regulated, as not to produce a Revenue 
exceeding/*. iao,ooo per Annum. 

7a. ITic Idea of monopolizing this neceffary of Life, whether for the Advantage of Govern- 
ment or of Individuals, has been at all Times invariably reprobated by the Company. It i* 
particularly oblcrvable, that in their Letter of the 20th November 1767, they fay, they had 
rather that tvm the Duties Aiould be diminilhed, than that the Price to the Confumer ffiould ever, 
exceed 140 Sicca Rupees per 100 Maunds. 

^ It is notorious that the OpprcAions pra6Iifed under Colour of the prefent Contrafts, have con- 
tributed greatly to the Depopulation of the Salt DiAri6Is. The Conlequences of fuch Depopu- 
luion are not conAned to the Lofs of lb much Salt. The Cultivation of the Lands in thefc 
DiftridU is performed by the fame Hands which work the Salt ; and when the Molungee is driven 
to Delertion, the State proportionably feels the Lofs, not only in its Manufafture, but in 
Agriculture. 
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y^.Pa the Subject of Opium we have yet received no Inftrudkions. The Monopoly of this Ai*- 
ticlc^il highly prejudicial to the foreign Trade of Bengal, nor have we a Rigiit to reckon the whole 
Revenue ariling from it as clearly gained to the Company, fince it is beyond all Doubt clut the 
landed Revenue fufFers confidcrably by Government engrolling the Produce of the I antis : In 
Proportion as the Monopoly operates, the Rents of the Lands nnift diminilh. To recover 
the Province of Bahar from its prefent State of univerfal Poverty and Depopulation, I fee no Me- 
thod fo eafy and certain as throwing open the Opium I'rade, and miking lomc Alteration in the 
prefent op preffive Method of provicting the Company’s Salt Prtre; On thr other Hand, my Kfti- 
mate of Services to be provided for, Ihews that Government does not want this kt-lonrcc, and 
that a’Duty of 30 Sicca Rupees per too Maunds on Salt, and of 30 Sicca Rupees per Maund m 
Opium, which the Trade will eafily bear, will produce as much as Government has am Oc .fion 
to demand from thefe Articles.

Years, give a totally new Face to the Country. 

74. If the Subject of the Inland Trade of Bengal Ihnuld at any Time hereafter come again 
under the Confideration of the Legiflature, the Queftion whether the Rcdnd ons now impolcdon His 
Majefty’s European Subjeds, not employed in the Colkthons or in Offices cj Authcrisy^ arc nccUl.iry 
to be continued, will I think deferve their ferious Attention. At a Time when the Compmy’s 
Servants claimed Exemptions from the Duties paid by the Natives, when the Operation or the 
Dufluck manifeftly tended to engroffing the whole Trade of the Country, or while one of the bad 
Effeds of fuch Claims was to involve us in fuch Difputos with the Country ijovernmcnt, the 
Prohibitions now impofed by Law would have been higlily neceflary. At prefent 1 apprehend 
they ccafe to be fo, becaufe all Diftindions of that Kind arc laid aiide, and, courts paribus^ the -.a- 
tive mull always have a great natural Advantage over the European m conJudmg any Branch of 
the Inland Trade. In general, Prohibitions or Reftridions aie d flrudivc to Commerce. In 
this particular Cafe they arc not only Icfs ncceflary than heretofore, but perhaps do not intircly pro- 
duce their intcndad EITed.

Lift of Manufaflures formetly exported from Bengal to Bombay, Surat, the Coaft of Malabar, &c. 
now either made there, or brought from other Places. 

Raw Silk. — From tlic incrcafed Price of this Article in Bengal, and all the principal Affort- 
nicnts being taken for the Company’s Inveflmcnt, they have been induced to fend to China for it, 
and employ China Raw Silk in moft of their Manufailures, though not fo well fuited to them 
as Bengal. 

Choppa and Moomee Sarics, being incrcafed in their Price from 70 and 80 Rupees a Gorge, 
to 1 15 and 120, and the Manufafture being debafed 15 or 20 per Cent, will not now anfwer, and 
they have fubfiiiutcd a Manufadlure of their own, called Laby Sarry^ for them. 

Romals, Siftermany, and Bandannas, now made at Surat. — A Variety of the Sarry Kind, of 
which the Confumption was formerly very confiderablc, arc totally loft ; and many of thefe Goods 
are manufarfturcd on the other Side of India to great Perferftion. 

Mookta and Mugga Sarries are now manufadlured on the other Side of India as cheap and as 
good as thofe formerly exported from hence. — Very large Quantities of thofe Goods were annu- 
ally exported. 

Dooreahs, Mulmuls, Hummums, Baftaes, Gurras, and other white Goods, arc now manufac- 
tured at Baroche, and in many Parts of the Guzzerat Kingdom, fuperior in Quality to what arc 
now produced in Bengal, but dear. — As thofe Manufadlurcs improve, they bid fair to fupply both 
Gulphs with fucli Goods as have hitherto been only produced at Dacca. 

Cuttanecs, Mulhroos, and Elatches, once made a confiderablc Branch of Commerce to Madras, 
Malabar, and Bombay.— Very few at prefent are exported, owing to their being advanced 40 0:50 
per Cent, in Price, anti become of an inferior Quality. Thofe Goods arc now made about Surat, 
Baroche’, &c. with great Succefs. 

The Piece Goods Trade of Bengal has been ruined by the Batlnefs of the Manufacture and extra- 
vagant Price-, and it is very probable that, in white Goods, the other Side of India may make 
great Strides, as Cotton comes into the Hands of their Manufadfurers 100 per Cent, cheaper than 
in Bengal. Many more Articles njight be mentioned which were formerly exported from Bengali 
but now difeontinued.

ExtraJl of a Letter from Mr. Bccher to the Prefident, dated 24th May 1769. 

It muft give Pain to an Englifhman to have reafon to think, that, fince the Acceflion of the 
Company to the Dewannee, the Condition of the People of this Country has been worfe than it 
was before and yet I am afraid the Faft is undoubted, and I believe has proceeded from the fol- 
lowing Caofes: The Mode of providing the Company’s inveftnaenti the Exportation of Spec* 
inftead of importing large Sums annually the Stridlnefs that has been obferved in the Colleftions; 
the Endeavours of all concerned to gain Credit by an Encrcafe of Revenue during the Time 0 
their being in Station, without fufficiently attending to what future Confequcnccs might be 
cxpedled from fuch a Mealurc j the Errors that fubfift in the Manner of making the Collcfl*®^?| 
particularly by the Employment of Aumils : Thefe appear to me the principal Caufes why mis 
fine Country, which flounlhed under the moft defpotic and arbitrary Government, is verging 
towards its Ruin, while the Englilh have really fo great a Share in the Adminiftration. , 

Qn the Subjeft of the Company’s inveftment, I have been explicit to you in my Letter of • 
7th Inftant.

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The Inconveniencies aridng from Wane of Specie have been fo fully explai.ied by the Com- 
mittee and yourfcif, in your Letters to the Court of Diredors, that there is no Occalion for mv 
adding to what has been wrote on that Subjedt. ^ 

The Strianefs with which the Collcaions have been kept up, and the deftruaivc Method of 
employing Aumils, I fliall now give my Sentiments on as fully as I am able, and then proceed to 
point out the Remedies that appear to me neceflary and praaicablc in the prefent Simation of 
Affairs. 

In Allivcrdy Cawn’s Time the Amount of the Revenues paid into the Treafury was much lels 
than what comes in at prefent j but then the Zemindars, Shroffs, Merchants, &c. were rich, and 
would at any Time, when an Emergency required it, fupply the Nabob with a large Sum • 
which they frequently did, particularly when he was at War with the Mahratias ; the Culfom 
then was to fettle a Malgazany with the different Zemindars on moderate Terms. The Nabob 
abided by his Agreement. The Zemindars had a natural Intereft in their Dillrias, and ^avc 
proper Encouragement to their Rciates; when neceffary, would wait for their Rents, and borrow 
Money lo pay their own Mulguzarry punaually. There were in all the Dilfridfs, Shroffs ready to ' 
lend Money to the Zemindars when required, and even to the Rciates, which enabled many to cul- 
tivate their Giounds, which otherwife they could not have done. This Mode of Colleiffion and a 
free Trade, which was carried on in fuch a Manner, that the Balance proved greatly in its favour 
made this Country flourilh even under an arbitrary Government, and at a Time when a large 
Traft of it was tor Years together annually invaded by the Mahrattas, who hutned .md ddhoyed 
all they could come ar, the poor Inhabitants flying forSheltcrto the principal C iilcs, European Fac- 
tories, &c. The iwcllmg of the Rivers at the Approach of the Rains alw.us obliged the Mah- 
rattas to retire, and the Inhabitants were again fecure till January ; they having Ejicouranemcnt fee 
immediately to work, and endeavoured to get their Crops in and fent to Market before "the Time 
returned for the apprehended Invafion ; inlomuch, that even under lut h Circumliances the Country 
was in a flourilbing State, and the Zrmiiidars, &c. able to pay the Nabob his Rcquifition, (Ac- 
count his extraordinary Expence in keeping fo large an Army tooppofc tlie Mahrattas,) the enor- 
mous Sum of one Crorc at one Time, and fifty Lacks at another, belidcs paying the Muloozarrv 
I mention this only with a View of fhewing what this fine Country is capable of unde^ proper 
Managenicnt. * * 

When the Eng lifh received the Grant of the Dewannee their firft Confidemtion feems to have 
been their railing as large Sums from the Country as could be colleffed, to anfwer the prcfllng 
Demands from Home, and to defray the large Expences here, the Zemindars not being able or 
willing to pay the Sums required. Aumils have been lent into moll of the Diltridts. The 
Aumils on their Appointment agree with the Miniltcrs to pay a fixed Sum for the Diftridts they 
are to go to ; and the Man that has offered molf, has generally been preferred. What a deftruc- 
tivc Sylfcm is this for the ptior Inhabitants ! The Aumils have no Conneaion or natural Intereft 
in the Welfare of the Country where they make the Colkaions; nor have they any Certainty of 
holding their Places beyond the Year; the bell Recommendation they can have, is to pay up their 
Kiftbundics pundually, to which Purpofe they fail not to rack the Country wkre they make the 
Cclkmons, whenever they find they cannot otherwife pay their Kills, and fecure a handfomc Sum 
for thcmlclvcs. Uncertain m their Office, and without Opportunity of .acquiring Money after their 
Difmiflion, t an it be doubted that the future Welfare of the Country is not an Obiedf with them ? 
nor 13 It to be expefted in human Nature. Thcfe Aumils alfo have no Check on them during the 
Time of their Employment ; they appoint thofc that Ad under them j fo that durincr the Time of 
the Year’s Cofledion their Power is abfolute. There is no fixed Huftabood by which they 
are to colled ; nor any Likelihood of Complaint, till the poor Relate is really drove to Nc 
celTity by having more demanded of him than he can poffibly pay. Much tbefc poor Wretches 
will bear rather than quit their Habitations to come here to complain ; efpecially when it is conli 
dered, that it mull always be attended with Lofsof Time, Rifle of obtaining Kedrels and a Cer 
tainty of being very ill tiled, Ihould the Aumil’s Influence be fufficient to prevent the’ poor Man’s 
obtaining Juftice, or even Accefs to thofc able to grant it to him. On this deftrudivc* Plan and 
wall a continual Demand for more Revenue, have the Colledions been made ever lince the Encliffi 
have been in Poffeflion of the Dewannee. Many other ErroVs might be taken notice of but I 
am afraid of tiring your Patience ; and I hope what I have reprefented will convince vou’of the 
Is eccfDty of Alterations in the Plan of collccling the Revenues, as well as that of providing the 
Company s Inveftment. ^ o 

You will obferve. Sir, the Bundibuft, fettled every Seafon, has exceeded the Colledions by 
many Lacks, and that, of what remained as a Balance, very little has been recovered ; fo that in 
reality the Settlement is merely chimerical. I would refer it to your Confidcration, whether it would 
rot be better to fettle the Bundibuft at a lower Rate, equal to what has been paid into the Trea- 
lury in any one Seafon fince we have been in poffeflion of the Dewannee; Such a Settlement 
would, I apprehend, enable us to make an Abatement for the Relief of the Inhabitants in fomc 
" A..' *• at the fame Time, by proper Checks and con-

thin .K* if of Opinion, the Company would receive a larger real Income from this Country 
ttian they have hitherto done, .at the fame Time that the Country jvould floprilh.

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Extrafts of Letters from Meffrs. Middleton, Vanfittart, Dacres, and Barwell, , 

5th February Mr. Middleton. — It is too melancholy a Truth, that the whole Country fuflered a very 
‘ 775 - dreadful Depopulation in the Time of the Famine; and that the prefent Thinnefs of the Inlu- 
bitants manifeft very clearly that the Effeftsof that Calamity (till remain. 

Had the proper Meafures been purfoed after that Event, probably the Efieds of it might by 
this Time have been felt in a much lefs confiderable Degree; but to a much Regard having been 
then, and thereafter, paid to the realizing as confiderable a prefent Revenue as polTible, th^'e Ef. 
feds have of courfc continued aggravating. 

When a very confiderable Portion, foppofed even a Third of the whole Inhabitants, had 
perilhed, the remaining Two-thirds were obliged to pay for the 1, anils now left without Cultiva- 
tors. The Country has languifhed ever finer, and the Evil continues enhancing cveiy Day. 

The Settlement made of the Rajclhahie Province was unavoidably arbitrary, they were oblioej 
to have rccourfc to the Settlements of fornicr Years, and did not take into Conlideration, bm 
thofe Settlements were merely nominal. 

The firft Remedy, without the Adoption of which all other Meafures wiH be fiuiiEf,, is j 
univerfal RemilFon of feme confiderable Portion of the Revenue throughout the Provirxes ; ruc!i 
Remiflion Ihould have been made immediately on the Famine; its not taking place then, has 
made it more and more neceflary every Day; and the longer it is dilayed the more ruinous the 
Confequences mull be to this Country and its Revenue. 

I would alfo recommend the leaving the Lands, whenever it can pofilbly be done with Security 
to Government, in the Zemindar’s Hands, in preference to indifferent Izadars; although the 
latter may bid more for the Farms. 

loth Feb. Mr. Dacres,— To grant a Remifflon in the Rents, is a Meafure which I have to recommend to 
177 S' remedy the general Decline of the Revenue. 

Mahomed. I bclicve the Amount of the Settlement exceeds tlie Ability of the Diftrifl, and if the Farmer 
was not a rcfponfible Man, would, I apprehend, fall greatly in Arrears ;ihe common Diftrefi'es at- 
tendant on the Famine arc again to be quoted as the Caiilc of its Decay. 

Wuddea. Of that I am neccITuated to give a ftill more unfavourable Account than of any yet mentioned: 

The apparent Decline of the Revenue (in general) is to be attributed to many Caufes; the firll and 
moft material is the Havock which the Famine made among the Inhabitants, and which was con- 
fcqucntly attended with a Dccreafc in the Cultivation : The Lands have been taken in farm at a 
Rent exceeding their Ability ; the Farmers to fulfil their Engagements have realized from the 
Hulbandman a larger Rent than he has been able toalford; under this ILirdfliip, toforfakchis 
Profeffion and his Country has been the eafieft and fpecdicit Means of Relief. 

To remedy thefe Evils, and to reftore the Country to a flouriffiing State, there is but one ef- 
ftdlual Method; grant the Riotts a total Remifflon of the Taxes which have been accumulating 
on their Payments for thefe laft fifteen or twenty Years pad, let a Settlement be there made with 

the Zemindars, fixing the Rent to Perpetuity, and truft to a Sale of their Property as a Security 

for their Payments. 

20th January Mr. Geo. Vanfittart. — I attribute the Colleflions falling fliort of the Settlement, to the Settle- 

1775- ment’s having in fomc Places been over-rated, and in almolt every Place fixed as high as could be 

afforded in a favourable Sealon, fo that every extraordinary Accident unavoidably occafioned Dc- 
d unions or Balances. 

This I rcg.ird as the general Caufe throughout the Bengal Province ; I apprehend there is no 
immediate Remedy, no Poffibility of realizing the Settlement, unlcfs by reducing *it to the adual 
Value of the Lands. 

The five Years Settlement of Burdwan could not have been realized, even if the Seafons had 
been conftantly favourable. 

1 he Settlement of Midnapoor, although the Increafe has been very heavy, may I think be 
realized if the Seafons be favourable, but every extraordinary Accident muff occafion Defit lencici. 

Ihe Bcerbhoom Settlement was over-rated, and could not have been realized in the moft 
favourable Seafons. 

The Bilhunpoor Settlement was alfo over-rated, but not very much; the Farmers relinquiftied 
at the Beginning of this Year. 

Paccheat was as much over-rated as Bcerbhoom. 

No one I believe will alTert that Bengal is in as flouriffiing a State at prefent as in the Year 
* 757 » when firft we acquired an Influence; its Decline arifes from the Decay of Commerce, the 
Arcum of Specie, and the Lofs of Inhabitants. 

The Redudlion of the Riots Rents to the Standard of what they paid twenty Years ago, anJ 
the letting out the Country on fixed and eafy Lcafes for Life, would probably be very ulclul* 
Confultation, fpcaking of the Over- valuation of Patchcat and Biflinpoor, obferves, that this has 

24th Nov. been an extenfivc Evil; and he flatters himfclf that the Error of pall Times, grounded on a IJefirc 

1775. to obtain the bigbeft pojfible Revenue, will not be perfevered in the prefent, fince we have the Expeii- 

ence of others to regulate us. And to prevent our falling into the fame Miftakes he fays, thatia 
aliQoff all the Diviflons in Bengal, the Lands were ovcr-valucd and many of the Renters ruinra.

REMARKS on the ESTIMATE. 


Services to be provided for. 

I. ^rmf 'I’hls Sum is the Amount of General Clavering*s Eftirnatc entered on the Confult- 
ations of the 13th March 1775, which provides for the whole Pay and Allowances of the Army 
at prefent kept up, with every cftablilhed contingent Expcnce ^ and fuppofes one Brigade to be 
conftantly maintained on the War Eftablilhmcnt. 

In Addition to the ample Provifion made for the eftablilhed P.ty and Allowances of the Army 
I allow Rupees 26,65,000 for Military Stores, and all extraordinary unforefeen Expences. Pronl 
the whole Charge for the Army I fhould have a Right to dedud the Pay of one Brigade, borne 
by the Nabob of Owde, amounting to Rupees 31,20,000 per Annum, and the annual Saving of 
the fixed Pay and Allowances of Officers lately appointed to his Service, amounting to Current 
Rupees 1,08,131. There is no Likelihood that cither they or the Brigade will be withdrawn from 
thence for many Years. The Saving on thefe Articles, which ought (o remain in the Treafury 
and be a Relburce againft Emergencies, is very great, and ftridty 1 might take Credit for it} but 
I mean to make the Eftimate fo liberal, as to obviate all Cavils or Objedions, The Eftimat'e for 
* 775 * formed by the Accomptant General, allows but eighty-two Lacks for the fame Services for 
which the prefent Eftimate allows 94,29,264. This Sum ought greatly to exceed the real Ex- 
pence. If it is not equal to it, the Overcharge muft be attributed to fuch grofs and extravagant 
Abufe as no Government ought to fubmit to, 

2. Fortifications. The exad Sum limited by the Company for this Service and ail Repairs, 

reckoning the Current Rupee at two Shillings. ’ 

3. Invefiment, This Sum fuppofes the Provifion of Cargoes for fix Ships, at fourteen 

Lacks and a Half of Current Rupees per Ship, and of five Lacks eighty thoiifand Rupees for all 
Expences of Fadories and other commercial Charges. N. B. The Company’s general Allowances 
of Houfe-rent and Salaries to the different Ranks of their Servants (except thole of the Members 
of the Board of Trade) arc provided for under the Head of the General Dep,irtmenf. The Ac- 
comptant’s Eftimate propofed but eighty Lacks of Current Rupees for the Invcftment. The 
Company will judge whether the Suili of 92,80,000, now allowed for all Charges on this Head, 
would not, if fairly applied, produce them as great an Inveftment as it would be prudent to de- 
mand, or reafonable to exped, confiftcntly with the Welfare of the Company, on which theper* 
niancnt Duration of this great Tfibute muft depend. ^ 

4. Marine. This Sum is the Average of the efti mated Expcncc of the Marine for the enfuing 
ten Years. It is formed by the Marine Paymafter, and is very liberal. 

5. Remittances to the other PrefidencUs. The Extradion of twenty Lacks of Rupees per An- 
num, added to the Sums conftantly fent to Europe, is a Drain on thefe Provinre.s, which they are 
by no Means able to bear. The Allowance therefore on this Head muft, in my Opinion, be 
reduced. 

6. Civil EJlabliJhment. The tbree Sums which compofe the Total for this Service arc taken from 
the adual Expence, eftimated by the pfoper Officers in each Department. The real Charge in 
the Revenue Department will foon be reduced confiderably below the Sum allowed for ir. Jug- 
gutfeet’s Penfion of i, a 1,800 Current Rupees will be paid olf in April 1777 5 therefore ftridly 
ought not to be a Charge in my Eftimate. Attcram O’Dowla is very old, and Roah ul dicn Huf- 
fein Cawn very infirm. Their Pcnflons therefore, amounting to Current Rupees 1,56,888, may 
be expeded to fall in a few Years. This Ihews a Certainty of incrcafing Rcfourccs, and is lb 
much in favour of the prefent Eftimate. 

7. Lord Clive's faghire. The Amount of this Article will be a Saving at the End of the Term 
for which it is granted, and increafe the available Surplus in the Treafury. 

Refources. 

Territorial Revenue. The Amount in each Article is the Average of the three laft Years 
net Receipts into the Khalla, (ending in April 177 5 ») Including the Government Cuftoms and 
Salt Duties} which laft will of courfc increafe when the Trade (hall be laid open. From the local I 
dedud a general Remiffion of ten per Cent, as a Relief to the People j and on this I reft the faving of 
the Country, T he Diftributiorr will depend on the refpedivc'Circumftanccs of each Diftrid. I he 
great Surplus ftill remaining, leaves no Pretence for nor granting it. The Salary of the Roy Royan 
and Officers of the Khalfa, togetlicr with the Expences Of the feveral Revenue Officers at the Prefi* 
dcncy, arc charged and provided for under the Head of the Revenue Department, in the Civil

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Eftablifljmcnt. The net Receipts into the Khalfa, on which this Eftimate is founded, are exclu- 
fivc of the Haynoentof Charges of Col left ions in the Diftrifts, Salaries to the Provincial Councils, 
^c. -As thefe Charges will be rather diminillied by the prclcnt Plan, 1 conceive the Amount of 
tJic Eftablilhment now exilting will be an ample Provifion for them. This of courfc, when re- 
gulated, mull be added to the AlTeffment on each Dillrift, as it is at prefent. 

2. ‘tribute from Raja Cheit/ing. The Allowance of One and a Half per Cent, being madefof 
the Expcncc of Remittance, the Remainder will come net into the Ticalliry. 

j. Duties on Opium. I calculate the whole Quantity of Opium on which Duties are to be 
collcded at no more than jooo Chells of two Maunds each, at the Rate of 30 Rupees per 
Maund. The prefent Contractors have engaged to deliver 3980 Chelts, and when the Trade is 
laid open, it is probable the Produce will increale. 

4. Calcutta Cuftoms. A Medium of the three lad Years net Receipts, all Charges de- 
ducted. 

5. Bills on Europe. This is the Sum to which the Court of Dircflors have limited this Pre- 
lidcncy for the two laft Years. 

6. Cargoes from Europe. This is rather Icfs than the ufual Amount of the Annual Produce. 
The Demand for r’t.ropean Commodities, particularly coarfe Cloth, is likely to incrcafe. 

7. Mint Duties. The fame Sum for which Credit is taken by the Accountants General in 
their Ellimatc. 

8. Certif cates. This is calculated at the Rate of 5,000 Sterling for each Ship. 

With Regard to the unappropriated Surplus, amounting to Current Rupees 37,99,043,15, I 
need only obferve, th.iC it promiks 10 be an increafing Fund, and that of itlell it condirutes 
as great a Rrfource againlt unforeken Emergencies, as any State need or ought to referve tor 
that Purpofe. Far from endeavouring to increale this Fund, I conceive that when one Year’s 
clear Amount of it diall be realized 10 the I realury, a proportionate Rcirifilon Ihouhl in future 
be made in the Coilciflions, otherwife the accumulating Surplus would by Degrees ablorb all the 
circulating Specie of the Country.

Since, however, 
it feems to be the Senfe of the Majority of the Board, that an immediate Abolition of the Mo- 
nopoly of Opium might not be expedient for the Company’s Intereft, it remains only to confidcr 
and fix upon the lead exceptionable Mode of conducing it for another Year.

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2. I a»rce with the Governor General, that the whole Produce ought to be appropriated to the 
Compiny’s Ufpj with an Exception only of the fpecitic Quantity ufually allowed to the Erencli 
and Dutch, which, I prefumc, it is not meant to take away from them. 

2. But I can by no Means admit the Propriety of placing the Members of the Council of 
Patiia in the Situation of Contraffors which would be the Cafe, if the Provifion of all the Ojfium 
produced in Behar was committed to them, “ by their making Advances to the Ryots and CuU 
« tivators, by receiving it from them, and manufaduring it in the Manner now done by the 
« Contrador.” 

4. A Monopoly being an Ad of Power, and in its Nature oppreffive, the greater the Degree 
of Authority vefted in the Perfon b^ whom it is adually exercilcd, the more opprellivc it mull of 
courfe be. The Provincial Councils are the Keprefentatives of the Supreme Council; and in 
Effed conftitutc the Government of their refpedive Provinces. As fucli, they poflefs a Power 
and Influence, which Ihould be exerted only for the Protedion and Controul of otheis; if once 
they were engaged in a Contrad for providing any Article produced in the Country under their 
Government, they might be tempted to employ the Power ariling from their Public Stations in 
lopporting their Intcrell as Contradors. 

S' (“ (^) ^ doubt that they might provide the Opium on cheaper Terms than any 

“ private Contradors could do ; but as 1 am convinced that fuch Terms can only be made good 
“ at the Expence of the Ryot and the Farmer, I Ihould think it iinadvifable to engage on very 
“ low Terms with any Coiurador-, and particularly with Peribns who have the Power in their 
“ Hands to indemnify themldves at any Rate; and from whom the Ryots and Fanners would in 
“ fad have no Appeal.”) § 

6. It is propofed that the Revenue Council of Patna fliall make Advances to the Ryots and 
Cultivators of die Poppy, and afterwards manufadure the Opium, as the prel'cnt Contrador docs. 

I conceive this is a mercantile Procefs; as it docs not I'eem to diflcr from the common Method 
of providing the Company’s inveftment at their fubordinate Fadories. 

As fuch, there may be a Doubt about the Propriety of committing the Management of the 
Concern to a Revenue Council. 

7. The Detail into which it would lead the Provincial Council, appears to me of a Nature 
little conlbnanc to their Appointment as Collcdors. Their Timfc .and Attention would certainly 
be divided ; and too little left for a conllant Obfervation of the Progrels of the Manufadure, and 
the requifitc Care for its Improvement; they would therefore be obliged to delegate their Charge 
to others, probably to their private Servants, who would endeavour to convert it to their own 
immediate Advantage, rcgardlefs of every other Confidcration. 

8. The Power to be lodged in the Cuftom-Mafter feems exccfllve, and the Puniflament 
for fmuggling too fevere ; the Lofs of the Goods ihould be fufBcient ; bur by tlie Propofal, 

Seizure, Confifeation, and perfonal Punifliment are all to be inflided by the fame Man, who is 
to have Half the Seizure for his Trouble ; and neverthelefs may, for ought that appears, be the 
greatcll Smuggler in the Country. 

9. The Price of Sale will be advanced by the Improvement of the Quality ; on the other 
Hand, the Incrcafc of the Quantity will tend to lower it. The Redudion of the Charges would 
undoubtedly, on the Governor’s Plan, increafe the CommiiTion ; but perhaps it fliould be con- 
iidcred, whether the Parties concerned might not diredly gain more by fwclling the Charges than 
by an Increafe of Commifllon in confctjucncc of reducing them. This is a general not a perfonal 
Confidcration. 

10. As for the Appointment of an Agent, to have the whole Management of the Bufinefs 
and Care of the Monopoly, I think it liable to many of the foregoing Objedions ; and allo that it 
is too great a Truft to be repofed in any Individual. Befides receiving the Company’s Commil- 
fion, he would probably deal for himfelf, and find Means to turn the Monopoly in a great Mea- 
fure to his own Account. 

11. (“ {b) Upon the Whole, I am of Opinion, that if it be not thought advifablc to lay the Trade 
” open, the bell Method, both for the Company and the Country, will be to contrad with fome 
“ native Merchants of known Credit and Charadcr, upon fuch fair Terras as may enable them 

“ to make a reafonablc Profit, without fqueezing the Farmers or Ryots, who cultivate the Lands.”) k 
T he Provincial Council will then be a Check upon the Contrador; and if the prefent Salaries of 
the Provincial Councils be thought inadequate to their Stations, a Proportion of the Company’s 
Profits by the Contrad may be fet apart, and divided equally amongll them. I am iatisfied of 
the Infufficicncy of the prelcnt Salaries, and I believe there is no other Fund out of which they 
can receive an Augmentation fo properly as the Opium Contrad. 

12. As it is notorious that the Quality has been debafed for fome Years pad, I would recom- 
mend, that fome fkilful Perfon be appointed at Patna to examine the Opium before it be packed, 
and fuperintend the Packing, and to give a Certificate of the Quality and Condition of it when 
received from the Contrador.

firft Wint to be confidered is, the Manner in which that End (hall be cffetflcd, with the utmoft 
oiTjble Advantage to Government, being at the fame Time beneficial to the Country ; for no 
Plan that has not thele two grand Confidcrations for its Objeft can be digiblc.—I (hall proceed to 
confider the different Methods by which it is poffibie to make Opium a Source of produaivc 
Revenue. 


• Three Methods occur: 


Firft, An Increafe of the Rents of the Opium Lands : 

Secondly, Laying the Trade open to all Purchafers, and Cxafting a heavy Duty on its Expor- 

**^La(ilyt ' a* M onopoly of it at firft Hand from the Ryotts, as at prefent, or under a Company, as 
propofed’in Plan No* fent to the Company in our Difpatches of the Secret Department, • 

^ The firft Mode feems to be conformable to the Sentiments and Wifhes of the Court of Diredors, 
who thoiif'ht proper to difapprovc. of the prefent Contraift, though formed, I believe, upon the 
fame Prinaples and Terms precilely as the former Contraff. 

The honourable Court has obferved, in their Letter of thef “ That they would pre- t 

“ fer to the Advantages of the Contraft an Increafe of Rents from the Zemindars,’* So liberal an 
Opinion, and which met my own Ideas fully, till I examined the Subjed, and received authentic 
Information regarding it. The State of Bahar, the Country where by far the greater Part of the 
Opium is produced, was not fully attended to by the Company. Their Wilhcs were founded 
upon an erroneous Idea, that Bahar confilh of a few large Zemindaries, like the greater Part of 
Bengal, and that the Zemindars had entered into Engagements for the Revenue of tlic Country : 
But this is fo far from being the State of Bahar, as 1 am informed, upon minute Inquiry, that 
there arc very few Zemindaries of confidcrablc Extent in it : By much the greater Part of that Pro- 
vince confids of fmall Milkiats, or little Eftates, the Property of an irnmenie Number of Putiydan,

or joint Proprietors of fingle Villages, as well as of entire Purgunnahs. I iindcrftand that the 
various Perf ms poITcircd of Zemindary Rights in Bahar cannot amount to lefs than fifty thoufand, 
and it is within the Diftrids fo appropriated, rather than in the confidcrablc Zemindaries, that 
Opium is cultivated. Tjje whole Country is farmed out for a Series of Years, partly to its native 
Zemindars, and partly to Renters; therefore, fuppofing the Mode fuggefted by the Court of Di- 
redors pradicable, it could not be immediately carried into EfTcd, without the Affcnt of the Ze- 
mindars and Renters to an Alteration on the Terms of their Leafes; it is not likely that thefe 


would agree to fuch a Meafure; becaufe they could only be induced to it by the Hope of Gain, 
which it holds out no Profped of : For, to obtain a Revenue from the Opium Lands equal to the 
mean Profit arifing to Government for the laft five Years, from the prefent Mode of conduding 
the Bulincfs, it would be necelTary to increafe the Rents of thefe Lands at leaft fourfold. Thc 
Lands of the Country are not cultivated by the Zemindar or Farmer, but by the common Ryots, 
who have a certain Property in thc Crop, which is paid for either in Money or Kind, agreeably to 
the Rate of the Pottah, or Leafe, and Ul'ages of each Purgunnah; and thefe Rates and Ufages 
are well tinderftood by the Ryots; they arc jealous of their cftablilhcd Rights, and fufpicious of 
every Innovation. It is from thc Ryots that the Revenue is realized, whether it be collcded by a 
Zemindar or Renter ; the latter could only be induced to give an Increafe for the Opium Lands 
from a Certainty that the Ryots would agree to it: The Averfion of the Ryots to Innovations 
would, 1 underrtand, prove an infupcrablc Obftaclc to that Mode of increafing thc Revenue ; but 
fuppofing that this (hould not be the Cafe, it is not from Speculation, but a Certainty of Advantage, 
that the l (ufbandman in any Country cultivates thc Soil ; but what Profpeifl could the Ryot have 
of ever difpofing of his Opium for a Sum that Ihould enable him to pay a Zemindar or Renter fo 
confidcrablc an Increafe on his Pottah, and indemnify him alfo for his Labour ? To do this, he muft 


fell it for many Times more than it was ever fold for in his Country, which he could not enter- 
tain the mo(t diftant Hope of; bcfidcs, the Rents are colleiiicd from thc Ryots Monthly, and not 
when thc Produce is brought to Market; fo that by this Mode a Ryot would be utterly undone 
before a fingle Ounce of Opium would be produced ; and thus, having nothing but Diftrefs 
before him from cultivating the Poppy, he would give it up altogether, and turn his Indullry to the 
railing of more profitable Articles, the Opium Trade would be in thc Courfc of Time totally 
annihilated. 


It is alfo proper to remark that a confidcrablc Part of thc Opium is produced in the Jaghires an^ 
other Lands which pay no Rene to Government ; fo that were thc Plan pradicable within thc 
Company’s Lands, it would after all be but partially beneficial to them. 

Let us now confider the fecond Propofition, namely, “ that of laying thc Trade open to all 
“ Purchafers, and levying a Duty upon the Exportation of Opium equal to the prcicnt Profit 
“ arifing upon it.” 

This Mode has not Indeed fo many Objedions againft it as thc former, ncvcrthelefs there arc 
fome very weighty ones. 

It is a received Maxim in P'inance, that thc more you increafe the Duty upon a Commodity, the 
more you add to the Temptation to ftnuggle. Hence it has been lately rcfolvcd in England to 

change 
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thange the Mode of colicfling the Duty upon fomc Artitles of Confomptlon ; and inflead cf 
levying it upon the Importer, it is now collefled on the Conlumer. In this Country the Pi adicc of 
Smuggling is much more cafily carried on than at Home-, nor could the Kvil of fmogglira 
Opium be correfted by a Tax on the Conlumer, for it is an Article of Exportation, and the Cun. 
fumers are the Malays and C hinefe. 

If the Trade was to be thrown open, every Adventurer would be preparing it in a dilTcreni 
Manner-, and if he did not adulterate it himlclf, he would be liable to be impolcd upon by every 
Man Iroiii whom he purchalcd it; a Knowledge of the (Totality of the Opium, clpccially in n'j 
crude State, is to be acquired only by Experience. Thus whtre the Quality would be vaiiou*;, and 
liable to every Species of Debalcmcnt, the Commodity would of courle lo!e its deputation at fn- 
reign Markets, which would Icllen the Demand for it ; the Qiianiity exponed would be of (ouiic 
diminifned, and ultimately caufe a Dccrcafe in the Amount of the Duty or Revenue arifing on it. 

§ (“ («) n .ivin[5 fully examined tfie two former Modes, the la(t is 10 be exidained, viz. a Mono- 

‘‘ poly of the tirll Pure hale of the Opium from the Ryots, as is now praftil'ed. I entertain mv 
Share of the general Prejudices which prevail at Home againlt every Sydem that bears the Ap. 
pearanceof Monopoly : Much has been faid againd the Monopoly of the Opium; nor does the 
“ immediate apparent Gain upon it as a M(’nopoly appear of. Magnitude enough as an Inducc- 
“ ment topeilill in it; but the Value of the Cornmt-dity to thele Provinces is a dllTcrent Con^ 
fjdcration ; and I very much believe that it never was, and never can be lecured to this Coun- 
try, on any Footing but that of a Monopoly of fome Kind or other, fuch arc the Difpo- 
“ fitions and Habits of the Natives, and the pecu iar Cultoms of the Country. 

It is a Miftakc to imagine that Monopolies uerc not pradlifcd under the old Country Govern- 
menis: They always did exiff in various Degrees. Jt is well known, iliac the Salt ColU- 
rics of Bengal were aftually farmed out to a few fubftantial Merchants, wiu), on agreeing for the 
“ Rents, and to pay a cerfain Duty at the Cullom Iloufes, had the entire Salt I radc in their own 
Hands ; and the whole Opium and Salt-pctrc of Bahar was held for many Years by a Merchant 
‘‘ named Fcker ul Toojaar, who had the cxclufivc Privilege of fupplving the difl\ieju P.uropean 
‘‘ Companies with thofe Articles for which he paid an annual Pefl^cufli, or Rent, to Govtinment. 
** Monopolies were of the eailiefl Date in this Country, and a principal Means of raifing the 
Revenue, long before it came into the Company’s Poiredlon. It wa.s u[)on the Principle of 
Monopolies that foreign Companies were firft admitted in thefe Provinces, and proteded m 
“ particular Branches of Trade. The farming of the Revenue fo particular Zeiiiindars and 
Renters was a Part of this Syffem; and I fear that it will be found in the Rnc^, that it is only 
“ by fome Species of Monopoly that the Opium can be made any certain Source of produflive 
Revenue. If this Dodrine is admitted and followed, Government muft referve to ihcmlelvcs 
the firft Purchafe of the Opium from the Ryots, and then manufadurc ir, on the P^outing of a 
Contrad or Agency, in its own I lancls.

An Opinion has prevailed, that the Cultivation of the Poppy is oppreffive to the Ryot, who 
would rather cultivate any other Article. 1 have endeavoured to alceitain the Truth of this 
Opinion, and I find it is ill founded. F.vcry Ryot is glad to grow Opium, bcMule a Degree 
of Protedion is derived from it againll undue and unauthorized F.xadiuns but loo freq ienily 
made on them in the Rents of their other Lands, It is the Interell of the Opium Coniradoror 
Agent to lupport the Ryot, and reprefent their Grievances, which mult excre the Jealouly of 
the Colledors of Revenue. The Ryot who cultivates Opium does not apply himlclf to that 
Article alone; perhaps for one Bcgah, or third of an Acre of Ojhiim, he lows ren with other 
Articles. Originally, indeed, it was the peculiar Occupation of a particular Call of People 
‘‘ called Qcfiries; but fo beneficial has it been found of late, that even Rajepoots and Bramins 
now apply ihemfelves to it, which may be confidered as the principal Caufe of the great Incrcale 
“ of the Quantity. The whole Quantity of Land fown with the Poppy is, after all, but inconli- 
‘‘ dcrable. For the lall four Years it has not exceeded forty thoufand Begahs, the Rent of 
“ which varies from four to ten Rupees a Begah, according to the Quality of the Soil, to w'liith

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‘‘ were paid. The whole Purgunnah is computed to contain 30,000 Iquare Begahs of Land, very 
« litti* of which is uncultivated. The Revenue paid to Government for the fame F’eriod has been 
« about 34,000 Rupees at a Medium ; and it will appear from this Statement, that the Ryots 
« receive, for the Article of Opium alone, a Sum of Money equal almoft to the whole Revenue 
« ot the Purgunnah. 

“ If the Board are of Opinion the Company ought to referve the Cultivation of the Poppy, and 
“ ihe preparing the Opium, in their own Hands, for the Purpofe of realizing a public Revenue, 
“ there arc but two Modes of conducing the Bufinefs — an Agency, or a Contrail j whichever Mode 
« is adopted, it ought to continue jander our Management for more than one Year. This is 
«« cflcntially neceflary, in order to give the Managers Weight and Confequence in the Country, 
« and to lecure the Confidence of the Ryots, on which the Succefs of the Bufinefs depends. If a 
« Contrad is preferred, it ought to be for a Term of not Icfs than four Years ; for as the Compe- 
*< titiun to obtain it will probably caufe the Propofitions to be very low, it would not be worth 

while for any Man of Subrtance, or a Company of Merchants, to undertake it for a fingle 
« Year.”) ^ 

An Agency, if ably conduced, and with fcrupulous Juftice to the Ryots, would for various 
Redons be eligible •, and cfpecially as it might only be c.irricd on till we hear the final Opinion of 
the Company ; flill it would, to whomfoever granted, be (fated to be a Grant of Favour and Pa- 
tronage, and create Dil'content among thofe whofe Allowances are reduced. 

I therefore move the Board, That a public Advertifement be ilTued, offering the Opium Con- 
trad to the Perfon who (hall propofe Terms the mod advantageous for the Company, in fealed 
Propol'als. The Contrad fhould be granted for four Years, fubjed to the Revocation of the Com- 
pany, if difapproved of by them. 

'I'hc Advertifement fhould be publifhed immediately, with the particular Conditions of the late 
Contrad ; and the 15th of Auguft next fixed as the lafl Day for receiving fealed Propofals for the 
new Contrad. 

1 he Court of Diredors may poffibly approve of the Plan fuggefted to them, of an Opium Com- 
pany, for paying a certain annual Amount of Cafli into the Hands of the Supra Cargoes in China, 
without exporting the Specie of thefe Provinces. It will therefore be abfolutely neceflary, to leave 
an optional Claufc in any new Opium Contrad, for the Operation of fuch a Plan, in cafe the Com- 
pany may approve of it, and be able to obtain an Emporium to the Eaftward. 

This is to give Notice, that as the prefent Contrad with the Honourable Company for the Pro- 
vifion of Opium in the Provinces of Bengal and Bahar will expire on the 3 ill Auguft next, the 
Honourable the Governor General and Council will receive fealed Propofals, to be delivered to 
the Secretary to the Revenue Department on or before the 15th Auguft next, for a new Contrad 
which will be granted to the Perfon or Perfons who fhall offer Terms the moft advantageous for 
the Company, for all the Opium Manufadure in the Provinces.

Par. 40. (“ (a) The Contraff concluded with Meflrs. Young and Keatly for the Provifion of 
the Opium in Bengal and Bahar expiring on the 31ft of this Month, we took early Steps for 
“ obtaining fuch Information as might enable us to adopt fuch Meafures for the future Provifion 
“ of that Article as might prove equally advantageous to Government and the Cultivators of the 
“ Poppy. 

41. “ With this View, fo early as April 1788, we ftated fondry Queftions to the feveral Col- 
“ le^ors, and alfo to the Refident at Benares, whole Replies, together with the Opinions of the 
“ Board of Revenue on the Sobjedf, are recorded on the Proceedincs referred to in the Margin. 

43. “ Before we proceeded to the Difcufllon of the two Syftems of Provifion by Agency or Con- 
“ trad, we thought it neceflary to conllder a third Queftion j viz. Whether it would be expedients 
“ rclinquilh the Provifion of the Opium alto^ther, and to thro'V open the Trade in that Article. 

43. “ Although we cannot, upon general Principles, but difapprove of all Monopolies, elpr- 
“ cially when in the Hands of Government* many Confiderations induced us to reject the Abo- 
“ lition of the Monopoly in queftion. Of thefc the following arc the principal : 

I ft, “ Were the Trade to be laid open, Wc are of Opinion that the Qiialicy of the Opium 
would foon be fo much debafed as to deftroy the Reputation of the Commodity in the Eallcrn 
Markets, and thereby leflcn the Demand for it, which might ultimately affed the Cultivation 
“ of it in Bengal and Bahar, to the Detriment of the Revenues. 

ad, “ The Relinquilhment of the Monopoly would occafion an immediate Pefaicction in 
“ your Rcfourccs, equal to the Amount of the Profits now derived from it, nor could this Lofs 
“ be made up by any other Means. But a very fmall Part of it could be recovered by impoling 
“ an Increafe of Renton the Poppy Lands without opprefting the Cultivators, who would in con- 
“ fcqucnce rclinquilh the Cultivation altogether , and the late Arrangements made in the Cuftoms 
“ render the impofing any Duties on the Exportation of it Icfs pradicablc than heretofore. 

3d, “ The Opium now ferves as a Remittance to China, to anfwer the Bills drawn on 
“ Canton for the Provifion of your inveftment, were the Trade to be laid open, it is probable 
“ that this Refource might in fomc Meafure fail,, and occafion the Exportation of large Sums in 
“ Silver from this Country, already too much drained of its circulating Specie. 

4^, ** Thefc Confiderations may in a Courfe of Time have lefs Weight , but in the prefent State 
“ of your Affairs, they appeared to us of fulficient Importance to induce us to give up all 
“ Thoughts of relinquilhing the Monopoly, more cfpccially as we had little Doubt but that, 
by encreafing the Price to be paid to the Cultivators, abolilhing the Ceffes impofed upon them 
“ by former Contraftors, and defining the Rights of the Ryots, and limiting ihc Authority of 
** the Contraftor, the Cultivation of the Poppy would be rendered equally advantagiTous to the 
“ Ryots as any other Article of Produce. 

45. “ The next Queftion to be determined regarding the Opium, was the Mode in which it 
" fliould in future be provided, whether by Contrafl or Agency. After duly confidering the 
feveral Papers and Information before us, we determined in favour of the former; our Rea*

24. The Opium Ryots were by the Terms of the late Contraft left fo much in the Power of the 

ContraAor, that it has been chiefly owing to the Moderation and Forbearance of Mr. Heatly, 
who held that Contradl, that they have not for fotne Time pad fuflered great Vexation and 
Diftrefs. > 

25. A Regard for the true Intcrefts of the Company no lefs than the irrefiftiblc Claims of Hu- 
manity, rendered it neceflary to give thefe poor People the Proteftion of the Laws .-'gaind per- 
fonal Violence, and to enable them to make an equitable Bargain with the Contradlor for the Pro- 
duce of their Labours. 

26. I think it probable that the Relief which has been given to the Ryots may occafion fomc 
Increafe of Price on the Offers that will be made by the Candidates for the Contracts ; but I am 
perfuaded that the Lofs upon that Head will be more than compenfated to the Company by the 
Encouragement which will be given to the Ryots, to extend the Cultivation of the Poppy, and by 
the Mcal'ures which have been adopted being calculated to promote the general Profperity of the 
Diftri£ls in which it is produced. 

27. I thought that upon the Whole it would be more beneficial for the Company, that the 
Benares Opium ftiould alfo be provided 1 n future by Contraft •, and it is accordingly offered to the 
faireft Bidder on the prefenc Occafion, under nearly the fame Conditions, for fecuring good Treat- 
ment to the Ryots, as thofe that are preferibed for Bahar and Bengal.

EXTRACT of Bengal General Confultations, 3d March 1783. 

§ (“ (^) The Governor General lays before the Board the following Papers, which he has re- 

“ ceived from Captain Thornhill, who is juft returned from China, concerning the Capture of 
“ the Betfey, with her Cargo of Opium, at Rhio.”) 

To the Honourable Warren Haftings, Efq. 

Honourable Sir, ■ 

Some Days after the Departure of Captain Thomas Foreft from this Port, I arrived from Que- 
tah, found here Deputies from Rajah Hadgie, King of Rhio, to Captain F^rreft, with full Powers 
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to conclude a Treaty offenfive aqd dcfenfive with the Englifli. In his Abfcncc they applied to me 
for Advice how they ought to proceed, and in Confidence informed me, that Rajah Hadgie had 
concluded a Treaty with the King of that Diftrift of the Leltbes called Gua *, that he was endea- 
vouring to detach from his Alliance with the Dutch the King of the Diftrift called Bony which 
• furrounds Meafler, and had Hopes with •the Appearance of the Englilh would greatly facilitate- 
that the Sultans of Malrarram and Ballam Goang, on Java, which • Palimbang and Raya were all j|^ 
waiting ; and as the Wadjou Government were always maintaining a piratical War, they had the 
whole Ifland of Leltbes, and greateft Part of Java \ Malacca was his Concern, and he required for 
faid Attempt but little AlTiltancc : I hey inform me, as News, that they are with Certainty in- 
formed, that the Sultans of the Molicce lllands have attacked the Dutch under the Sultan of 
Lidcro-, that by two l^rows from Mandar, they hear that the People of Ceram have furprized and 
taken the Fort of Amboyna, that had brought too Pecul of Cloves to Bally, of which 32 Pecul 
have come to Rbio: That the Dutch have had no Velfel from Europe fince the Beginning of the 
War. That Iron is 33 Sp. D* per Pecul. One fnftance of their Diftrefsj — and if we take the 
ufual Decrements of Life among Europeans in Batavia, they can have very few Europc.ans re- 
maining, which with Certainty we may conclude from the following Circumftances ; viz. the 
Store Ship to Malacca had only ten European Officers included ; the People- of Bally have taken 
plundered, and burnt one of their Ships fitted for War; and ’cis reported that the Natives oii 
Board two Ships laying in Batavia Roads had murdered the Dutch, and failed for Bencoolcn; chat 
there was only five Ships in Batavia Ro.ids in September lad ; that from interior Information, he 
is allured, Invalids and Civilians inclufivc, there is not above too Europeans in Malacca, and of 
them the Mercantile are in the Englilh Intcreft ; that their 600 new-railed Malays he confiders as 
his own, though paid by the Dutch ; and the Chinefe he knows won’t fight.— -This contains the 
Subllapce of their Information : I advifed them, as they had miffed Captain Forefi, to fend an 
Ambaffador to Bengal to conclude the Treaty there, and perfonally lolicit Afliftance, fuch as the 
Englilh could fpare, or the Service demand — in mean time to leave no Stone unturned to confo- 
lidate all the Javans, ail the Buggehes, and his Weftern Confederates, to be ready to attack at 
once 5 which, by dillrading the Attention of the Dutch, would facilitate their Schemes. 

l o point out the Difference ’twixt the independent Sovereigns coqneftcd only with Englilh 
Traders, and the Puppets to which the Dutch leave the Name of Kings; to (limulate their Ava- 
rice by a Cumparifon of the Prices which they now receive, with thofe the Englilh daily give ; to 
give the dired Lie to the Affection of the Dutch, that the Englilh Company have no Dollars, and 
aie unequal to the Purchafe of the Whole of their Produce, as you know that 40,000 Pcculs Tin 
and Pepper have been carried from Rhie by Traders, which they dignify with the Name of Pirates, 
in one Year one * ; to lliew them, as the Dutch are now incapable to fulfil their Contrads, thefc 
Contrads virtually ceafe to be in Force, and from the Failure on the Part of the Dutch the Ra- 
jahs are, confillcnt with Juftice, at Liberty to renew them or not; that fhould they incline, as 
independent Sovereigns, to give a Preference to the Englilh, I could venture to affure them, 
that the Englilh would willingly accept thefe Contrads, and give in much more equitable Terms 
than they at piefent had; and would not only take their Yearly Produce after the War, but like- 
wile fuch Surplus as might remain in their Hands at the End of this prefent War; that in their 
Connedions with the Englilh, 1 could affure them from Authority, that they would not change 
their Tyrants, but would find the Protedion of a Father, they giving an Eqqivalent, in the 
Exadtnefs of fulfilling their Contrads, as the Bafts of the feparate Trade propofed to be efta- 
bliflied, they well knowing that in all fuch Connedions the Advantages muff be reciprocal, other- 
wilc they will not be lading : They faid, the Truth of what 1 advanced was notorioofly known to 
all, and accordingly would appear, fhould even a fmall Force come from the Englilh, and even 
without Force, in the prefent weak State of the Dutch, they were fufiiciently Itrong to relieve 
themfclves, could they only be affured of the Protedion of the Englilh when the prefent War 
ccafes — they returned to Rhio in a few Days, and I have not yet learnt whether they have or 
mean to fend a Man to Bengal. 

Should thefe People apply, and our Means enable us to aflift them, whoever commands mull 
bring with him a Stock of Patience to bear with the tedious Confultation, and their outre Modes 
of executing their Refolves; and mull exped very little Courage, but their Numbers, their 
Knowledge of tlic Scenes of Adion, their many and quick-failing Prows, their adual Addrefs 
in a defultory War, the Plenty which Nature has given them, and their prompt Obedience to their 
Rajahs, would greatly facilitate any offenfive Plan, and would procure quick Intelligence, cafy 
Conveyance, and certain Supplies of Provifions. 

Among the People who purpofc to engage in this Bufinefs, there arc two Motives for Adion, 
tending to yic fame End. The People immediately under the Dutch arc aduated by a Spirit of 
Revenge, a Remembrance of recent Injuries, and the Hopes of an enlarged Trade, and Delivery 
from Oppreffion ; their Endeavours are therefore to be depended on, as both tlicir own Paffions Snd 
the Orders of their Rajahs coincide. The People under Rajah Hadjce, who arc only under the 
Dutch when at Sea, and who frequently fuffer from their Guards Coftas, have by thefe Depredations, 
and the Memory of tlje Malacca War, a ftrong Dillike to the Dutch ; and from the liberal Connec- 
tions and Trade of the Englilh, a Prediledion in their Favour. For their King, he has engaged his 
Pride and Honour in a fruitlcfs Demand of the Reftitution of the Bcifey, C. Giddes, in which Ne- 
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imlnkin *e Dotch hwe tmtti him with great Haughtine6, and fome Sligliln : But an Attempt 
foincroduce 600 Baggcs into Malacca, and a Difeovcry of fomc improper OonneftionS he Vvaa 
formineaifi Malacca, preveflted hl$ Attempt for thfc pre&nt, and occafioiwd a mutual Diftruft, fo that 
he willnnd it difficult to regaift his Situation*, ahd I hive Reafon to think that he would declare • 
aeainft the Dutch, were he affured of the Englilh Protettion. . ^ ^ ^ . 

^Thefe two Divifions likewilc ftand in a difierent Relation to the Englilh in their own Opinion, 
thoueh no real DiftinAbn fobfifts-, thofe under the Dutch, whatever OpprelTions they may lliftain, 
have only to lament, while Rhb, Salengore, and Trangano are cOnlldered by the Ealtern People 
and themfelves as belonging to the Englilh -, and ’tis only from their Ignorance that they have 
not endeavoured to place themfelves in a nearer Relation *, of courfe, any Accident happening to 
them would be confiderCd as a Slur on the Englilh, and fomc Eclat to the Dutch. 

On the Whole it is my Opinion, that the Appearance of any Force would put the Dutch in a 
cencral Confternation, and all the Natives in Motion but with two Ships of the Line, a 4oGun 
Ship, one Frigate, and one VclTclof 20 Guns, the Dutch have nothing to make even an Attempt 
to moleft. Imprudent — it is true they have four Ships, fitted with from 40 to 56 Guns, and 18 
Pounders on their lower Decks, but they are not One- third manned, and have no Officers and they 
have no Force (Batavia excepted) able to meet 500 Sepoys, 100 European Artillery included, in 
the Field ; from which I conclude the Force fpecified equal to the Kcdudlion of every Settlement 
the Dutch have, Batavia excepted : The Tranfports (hould be armed, for the Sake of Appearance 
and our firft Attempt on Malacca. But fliould our dillreffing Situation on the Coaft difable os 
from fending any Force which could adl: openly, yet a Couple of good -lading Frigates to cut off 
the Malacca'Supplics, and of courle the French fiom ihencc, to bum or fink all their Guards Col- 
tas, which would loofc the Hands of the Natives, make Communication fafe and eafy, throW 
Trade open, and give them a Tafte of its Emoluments, with liindry other Advantages. Half a 
Million Dutch Property went to China in Junks lall Year. If any Letters of Marque are granted, 
they ought to be more confined than the Death and Glory’s as, if we mean to life the Natives as 
Friends, to attack and feize their Property, on whatever Pretext, is furely impolitic. 

The French Fleet arrived in November in Achcen in a miferable Plight, ten Ships of the Line, 
and 4 fmallcr Vcficls -, they have in general left Half their Complements, which arc poor, fup- 
plicd with half-flarved Rclaecfcs. They had no Malts— no Piovifions— almoft without Cloaths— ; 
every Captain, Officer, and Man, diflat'isfied with the Admiral, who has never paid W’ages nor 
Prize Money fince he came to the Command j 5 arc fent to the Mauritius in Irons, for Miibeha- 
viourin the lall Aflion with Admiral Hughes-, and in general they have no Officers. 

January 20th. Havejull heard that the Dutch Fleet, confiding of two Ships, and one Grab 
Ketch, from Batavia, with the Malacca Store Ship, one Snow, two Sloops Guarda Codas, and two 
Java Snows as Tranlports, are gone to Rhio.

(“ (tf) Sir, 

“ In my lad, by the St. Cruz, I acquainted you that we had got the Ship Betfcy into the River 
Rhio, where I imagined (be was very lafe from any Attempts of an Enemy (this being a Neutral 
Port) -, but I am truly forry to acquaint you now, that it has proved otherwile, owing entirely to 
the treacherous Behaviour of the Mallays towards us. 

“ On the Morning of the fird of March four Veficls made their Appearance in the Offing, and 
came into the Roads the lame Day -, they proved to be a Dutch Ship of forty Guns, a Trench 
Ship of eighteen Guns, and a Dutch Snow and Sloop, armed Veffeis of ten Guns each. On 
the Morning of the Second, I found the French Ship was warping into the River-, I immediately 
moved the Betfcy further up, clofe to the Mallay Fort (where they have a Boom acrols the 
River), and fent to the King repeatedly for Leave to pafs, and carry the Ship up to Town ; but 
he put us off from 1 ime to Time with cvaftve Anfwers, and at lad told us pofitivcly we could 
not pafs : This was what 1 never knew rcfuled to an Englilh Ship before. I had alfo propofed to 
Rajah Ally (the Perfon who bought the three hundred Chefts) to land a Quantity of the Opium 
into his Godowns to lighten the Ship, in order to carry her up the River with more Eafe ; this 
he had confented to, and promifitd to fend his Prows for it in the Night j but this the King 
thought proper likewife to prevent. By this Time, being the Afternoon of the Second, the 
French Ship had got into the River, and almoft within Gunfhot of us -, and finding that the 
Snow and Sloop alfo were coming in, I went alhore myfelf to the King, who was at his Fort, 
and acquainted him of this Circumftance; at the fame Time told him, that as he would not let us 
pafs the Boom, 1 intended to go alongfide of the French Ship, and engage her, (this we could 
cafily have done, being then juft High Water,) but I thought we could not expc6t to do from 
all the three. His Anfwer was, that 1 muft by no Means do fo, for if I did, he would look 
upon me as the AggrefiTor in his Port, and turn his Guns upon me accordingly } and at the

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« fame Time aflbred me he would do the fame by the French and Dutch, fhould they fire firft, 
“ This, indeed, both him and many of the principal People of the Place had told me before, and 
that they would by no Means fuller theShip to be taken in their Port. All this I thought appeared 
“ very reafonablei had they only been as good as their Words. They had by this Time got all 
‘‘ their Guns in the Fort loaded and ready, and not lefs than fifteen hundred armed Men in it, 
** befides about fifteen Prows with two great Guns each. All theie Preparations and Aflurances 
** led me to believe that they were in earnell. I had then no Remedy left, but to moor the Ship to 
** the belt Advantage where Ihc was, (which I did acrols the River, within a Stones Throw 
« of their Fort,) and truft to their promifed Aflillance, which 1 think they had in their Power 

“ to give us very elFcftually. , a. • 

« In this Situation we continued until the Morning of the • 4 th, by which Time the Ship, Snc.;, 
“ and Sloop were moored in a Line abreaft of us, withi-n Gunfliot (I mean their Gunlhot, the 
“ French Ships being nine and twelve Pounders, and the Snow and Sloop was fupplied with two 
** eighteen Pounders each j and Men alio from the Dutch Ship, which continued in the Roads), 
“ They beino' thus prepared, the French Ship began to fire, which we immediately returned, and 
“ continued fouror five Broadfidcs. But finding that none ot our Shot reached them, being mollly 
« four Pounders, whilfl: theirs cither llriick our Ship, or went over her (though they luckily did 
“ not kill any of our People, and finding that the Mallays did not offer to fire a Gun, or give 
« us the lead AfTiftance, as they had promifed, I ordered our firing to ceafe,) it being ot no 
“ Ufe, at the Diftance they had chofc to engage us-, and called the Officers, &c. upon Deck, 
“ and aflced their Ojiinioii, which coincided with my own, and was, that we had it not in our 
“ Power to injure the bnemy. The Ship was moored with four Anchors down, and could not 
“ be moved in the Face of their Fire j indeed, had there been no Enemy, it would have been 
“ difficult, it being then Low Water, and the River lb narrow that two of our Anchors were 
high and dry in the Mud, one on each Side of the River. Wc thought it therefere expedient 
“ to llrikc cur Colours, to lave the Lives of the I’eople, many ot which mull have been loft 
“ had we pcrfifled, without a Probability of the Lots of a Man on their Side-, and it was evi- 
“ dent that we mull give up the Ship at lall to fo fuperior a Force ; and ic would have been 
but a poor Confolation, after throwing away the Lives ot a Number of People to no 
Purpole, to have had the Vanity ot faying we fouglit them fo long ; in ffiort, to have held 
“ out longer at fuch a Di fad vantage, I prelume by the thinking Part of Mankind would have 
“ been deemed next to Madnefs. The Behaviour of the Officers, Europeans, and People in 
“ general, was fuch, that I have great Re. Ion to believe (had there been a Profpea, even a very 
diftant one, of Suet els) they would have done tlicir Duty to the very laft, before they would 
“ have given her up: AH thclc Circumftances ccnfideicd, the fuperior Eorce againft u«, and the 
“ perfidious Behaviour of tlie Mallays towards us, &c. will, I hope, indiue my Honourable Eni- 
“ ployers, and yourfelf, not to ccniure my Conduct fur givmg up the Ship; and you may reft 
“ allured it would not have been the Cafe, had there been a Probabi ity of laving her. And it I 
may prelume to give my Opinion, with i!uc Submillion to ihcir and your luperior Judgment, 
“ 1 think the Honourable Company may, with the grcarell Propriety, demand Keflitution of the 
“ Port of Rhio for all the Damages fuft ined by the Lofs of the Ship Bttley and Cargo, for they 
“ undoubtedly had it in their Power to have laved her, from the following Circumftances, which we

Par. 53. Having by our Letter of the 23d Dec' 1778, Paragraph 86 to 88, condemned the 
Contract entered tiuo with Mr. Mackenzie for the Provifion of Opium, we cannot but be fur- 
prizcd at your having concluded a new Contrad for four Years relative to that Article with Mr. 
Stephen Sulivan, without leaving the Terms of it to the Dctifion of the Court of Diredlors. We 
do not mean to convey any Cenfure on Mr. Sulivan refpeding this Tranfadion, but we cannot 
withhold our Dilplealure from the Governor General and Council at fyeh an Inftance of Contempt 
of our Authority. Neither can we approve of your having abolilhed the Office of Infpeaor, 
and at the fame I irnc ordering all the Opium to be omligned to the Vendue Mailer, allowing 
him a Commiffion thereon, when, in our Opinion, it lliould have been fcni to the Board of Re- 
venue, or to the Board of Commerce. 

54. It would have been much more agreeable to us to have feen that the Monopoly of this 
Trade had been entirely abolilhed, leaving the Article of Opium as open as any other Produce 
of the Country. We think that the Cultivator Ihould receive every Advantage from the Produce 
Rent^ Eanc.Si which would be a moft pleafing Inducement to him to confen't to an Increafe of his

Gentlemen, 

1. lam induced by Motives of public Duty to lay before you, at this critical Period, my Opi- 
nion upon the certain Means that this Government now poflefs, for the Relief of the Company’s 
Affairs in China, where, it is well known to every Perfon of common Intelligence in this Settle- 
ment, their Diftrefles muft by this Time be very urgent ; and I hope the Freedom and Con- 
fidence of my Addrefs will meet with your favourable Confideration, as being founded entirely 
upon the Experience and Knowledge 1 have acquired frotn fome Years Trial and much Invcfti- 
gation. 

2. In confequcnce of the Commutation Tax, which pafled into a Law laft Year, the Court of 
Direflors immediately began to carry their great Plan of Trade into Execution ; and for that Pur- 
pqfc, it is well known, have difpatched this Scafon eighteen or twenty chartered Ships to China, 
in Hopes of being able to bring back a fufficient Quantity of Teas for their Home Confumption! 
without being again under the Neceffity of fupplying their Wants by the Aid of Foreign Compa- 
nies or Adventurers, In this great and uncommon Attempt, they appear to have refted their 
foie Dependence for extra Refources entirely upon this Government, as I do not hear that one 
Dollar in Specie has been put on board any of their Ships. 

3. This extenfive Objeft, fo important to the Company and to the Revenue of the Mother 
Country, fo beneficial to our own Commerce, and fo ruinous to that of our Competitors, is well 
known to be a favourite Projeft of the prefent Minifter, whofc Reputation muft inevitably be 
greatly affeded by its Succefs or Failure •, for if the Supplies of Tea by the Company’s Ships 
Ihould fail, the Commutation Tax will then moft certainly be execrated throughout the Nation; 
and Mr. Pitt’s Plan, although founded in the founded Policy and Wildom,.bc perhaps the very 
Means of removing him from his prefent exalted Station. 

4. I prefumc therefore to declare, that if another Scafon is permitted to elapfe without a fub- 
ftancial and certain Remittance being made to China before the. Months of June or July next, the 
Company’s Credit will not only fuffer irreparably, but their Supplies of Tea may even be entirely 
flopped, for the Hong Merchants of Canton will not long continue to truft a Company whole 
Debts to them are already I'o confiderable, and which they fee Year by Year accumulate in a rcmi- 
lar, rapid, and alarming Manner, fo different from all former Experience. It is therefore by this 
Government alone, and at this particular Crifis, that our Credit can be preferved in China any 
longer; which, however, I do not Icruplc to fay, can neither with Effcft or any Certainty be done 
by the Mode now adopted in your Publication, by Authority, in the Prints of the loih In- 
ftant ; but, on the contrary, this Meafurc, if carried into Execution, will indubitably counter- 
aft the bed and moft certain Means of Supply that Bengal alone is able to furnilh, not fur 
one Year only, but for the whole Term of our cxifting Power in this Country.

I beg Leave to lay before your Honourable Board the following Reprefentation and Remarks 
on Mr. M'lntofh’s Letter refpefting the feeding of the Army Cattle. 

On the Suppofuion that another Year of Scarcity, fuch as the laft, Ihould again occur, it re- 
quires no Argument to prove that Mr. M'Intofh cannot feed the Cattle for the fame Money he 
can do now that the Scarcity no longer exifts, and the Food of Cattle is become, and daily is be- 
coming, more and more cheap. His Statement, therefore, that according to the prefent Efta- 
blilhment his Offer holds out a Saving to the Company of more than 60,000 Rupees per Anttum, 
is not ftriflly true, and tends to miflead the Board.— Whether Mr. M‘InioIh means that additional 
Driters and Food, when on Service, with Pads, Ropes, &c. are included in his Offer, or means 
they Ihould be made incidental Charges, is not clearly exprefled > neither docs the Propofal fpecify 
the Quantity nor Quality of Food to be given, if any Checks or Controul of Commanding Of- 
ficers on ihcfc Heads, or as the real Numbers to be kept up, is intended. But however he may

mean on thefe Points, the Difference between 4. 10, the prefent Rate of Feeding, when Grain

is at a Medium Price, and his Propofal of 3. 10, on 3,000 Head of Cattle, amounts only to 
Rupees 36,000, inftead of 60,000, as he ftates : For it would be unfair to ttate the prefent lifta- 
blilhment to coil the Company, on an Average, that which a Year of Famine has made it amount 
10. But his erroneous Statement tends further to deceive the Board ) for at the prclcnt Price of 
the Food of Cattle, the Agent thinks he may fafely affirm, they are in many Places at this

Time fed under the Rate of 4. 10, and by the prefent Regulations of the Agency, the Price or 
Feeding falls with the Price of Food, and this the Agent is of Ncceffity bound ftnftly to obferve. 
So that if the Price of Gram continues to fall, as there is every Rcafon to expert, the Charge to 
the Company of feeding their Cattle, with Drivers, and all the other Articles, will from this Time 
be as low as Mr. M‘lntolh’s Offer j and his boafted Saving, therefore, on the prefent Eftablifhment, 
will very foon fink to nothing. It cjinnot be the Intention of Government to deceive thcmfcbes 
by fuppofing it in any Man’s Power to keep their Cattle in proper and fciviceable Condition m 
Times of extreme Scarcity on the fame low Terms as in Times ot great Plenty. Whoever iindfi- 
takes to do fo in fuch Times, muft either fail in his Contrail, or ruin the Cattle by illicit Prailic”, 
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fuch Mgtviog improper Food, or fljort Allowancc.s or defraud the Company by charging non- 
eflFcAtvc* Cattle and Driversj fo that Mr. M‘lntofii‘s Offer amouncs in Faft to no more than 
ihjs That he is willing to contraft to feed the Cattle, in cheap Tinie.s, as low as the prcfeiit 
Agent is bound to do it, and will venture to contraft to perform, in dear Times, what no M n can 
bcrform. The Rate of Agency was calculated from Medium Pi ices •, and the Spirit and Intention 
of it is, throughout, that the Cattle, being the Company’s Property, fliould be always, and at a 
Certainty, maintained in healthy and ferviceable Condition, let the Price of Grain nfc or ful, con- 
fiftent with Juflice to the' Company, and a fair Advantage to a refponlible Si-rv.tnr. Sure it can 
never be the Intentions of Government to put that Servant in a Situation liable to Ruin, by binding 
him to perform what may become impoflible for him to perform; which would infallibly be the 
Cafe of a Contraft taken out at a low Rate, and fuccccded by Scafons of real Scirtity With 
refpeA to the Security offered by Mr. M‘Intofh, I beg to obferve, tliat the prefent Agent, being a 
Company’s Servant, is always under Security, and is befides liable to Difmiflion from the Service for 
Mifeonduft or Breach of Truft, and thus is liable to a much heavier Penalty than any pecuniary 
Mulft, and under ftrongcr Security for his good Behaviour j befides, any Security Mr. M‘Intofh 
can give can never avail th^Company, becaufc the Points to be fecured, general and indetermi- 
iiatc. It will ever be next to impoffible to improve fpccific Charges lb as to recover at Law, Should 
the Cattle at any Time hereafter be found in a State unfit for Service, he has it always in his 
Power to fay, the Service has been hard ; the Cattle have grown old ; the Seafon has been incle- 
ment, and they have been fed as well as the low Price allowed me would afford ; fo that the Secu- 
rity offered by Mr. M‘Intolh, in Faft, gives him no Title to a Preference over a Company’s Servant 
already in Poffcflion of the Office, and without the fmalleft Complaint againft him: Should this 
Mode of Application (uncalled for by Government) be admitted into Precedent, no Servant of the 
Company can think himlclf fafe in his Office; any Perfon who is out of Kmployment, or junior 
Servant, may ftep forward, and fay, I will make Gunpowder cheaper th.in this Man, I will make 
Salt cheaper than that Man, and 1 will make Cloth cheaper than another ; the ill Blood that imiit 
ncceffarily enfue, would produce Effeftsof the mofimifehievous and fatal Kind, and put an Lndtoall 
Harmony and Confidence in theScrvicc. Mr.M'lnttifli confcffestheVidualling Branch of myOfficc 
to be done on fuch low Terms, tliat he cannot undertake to do it for lei's, and he fays true ; I can 
produce Inflances, where the Batta drawn, with Commilfion upon it, does not amount to the Ex- 
pence ; and I mull beg Leave to advance this as a Keafon, why the two Branches of Feeding and 
ViAualling fhould not be feparated, tlie Duty being performed by the fame Alfillants, the Ex- 
pence is thereby divided, which would otherwife fall too heavy on either. The late Redudfion in 
the Number of the Cattle having decreafed the Agent’s Commilfion one Fourth, without leffcning 
his Expence in the fmalleft Degree, is another Reafon againft further Redudlions upon his Office *, 
on the W hole, whenever the Price of the Food of Cattle fliall enable Mr. M‘Intoffi to maintain 
them in proper ferviceable Condition at the Rate he offers, it will be ftill more in the Power of the 
Agent to do fo, becaufe he has European and other Affiftants adling for him in both Branches ; 
and when, from the high Price of Grain, it will not be in the Agent’s Power to keep the Ch,!rge 
of Feeding below or at the Rate of the prefent Agency, it mull be equally out of the Power of any 
other Perfon to do fb by fair and honourable Means. 

A Circumftance I muft beg may attradl the Attention of the Honourable Board is, that at the 
Moment of my entering upon my Office, and ever fince, it having been a Time of Scaicity, almolt 
of Famine, it would be unfair to calculate the Company’s average Expcnce by fuch a Year j and it 
would be unjuft to deprive me of the Opportunity of making appear the advantageous Footing the 
Agency Hands upon, at the Moment an Appearance of Plenty aiiords a Profped of do ng fo ; the 
Injullice muft appear ftill greater, if it is conficlcrcd I have had innumerable Difficulties to llruggle 
with, owing to many ncccffary Regulations lately fubmitted by me tu the Board being unprovulcd 
for, and owing to fuch a general Scarcity of Money, that tliougli employed as an Agent difburling 
the Company’s Money, I am at this Moment in Advance confidcrably more than a Lack of Ru- 
pees. I therefore truft the prefent Offer will not appear to hold out any fuch Advant.igc or 
Saving as to entitle Mr. M'Intofh to difpoffcfs a Company’s Servant of his Office, even it the 
Board fhould determine to make any Alteration in the Mode of conduding the Bufincfs, but 
which I truft they will fee no Caufe immediately to do; as I have Reafon to hope it may flionly 
appear, that the Agency, upon its prefent Footing, has been under the Confidcration, and has re- 
ceived the Approbation of the Honourable Court of Diredors. 

Prefuming that a Matter of fo much Importance as the permanent good Stare of the Army 
Cattle will not be decided upon by the Honourable Board, without all due Information from ihoic 
bell qualified to give it, I (hall beg to refer the Board to Colonel Pcaric, Commandant of the 
Artillery, and Lieutenant Colonel Duff, who has bad the Command ever fince my Appoint- 
tnent, and to the Commanding Officers at the different Stations, requefting them to certify, 
whether the Allowances to the Cattle have been more than barely fufficient, whether they have 
wen duly diftributed,- whether the Bufincfs of both Branches of Feeding and Vidu.illing has 
heen properly conduced, and whether the Cattle arc not at prefent in general good Condi- 
tion; and 1 humbly beg Leave to accompany this Reprefentation with the P-ipers and Copies of

Complaints being made from fcvcral Stations of the Army, that the Company’s Cattle are in bad 
Condition ■, and as I may confequently be blamed for the Caufes of it, 1 beg Leave to alTure, that I 
have condantly directed thole Perfons in Charge of them to give their full Allowance of Food, as 1 
never wilhed to reap any Kind of Advantage from that Part of my Agency. 1 am well aware that 
Black People are not to be depended upon; and as I cannot poffibly have European Agents at 
every Station, I mull requeft that you will do me the Favour to diredlfome Perfon to be a Check 
upon my People with you, that Jullice might be done to the Cattle. 

The Beelly Cattle of the Eftablilhment form a very confidcrablc Part of the Carriage Bullocks, 
and being entirely under the Charge of People who are not accountable to the Agent, 1 have every 
Keafon to think that they are defrauded of great Part of their Allowances of Food, and that they 
are much overloaded t the Weight (lipulated for a Bullock to carry being only 160 Pounds, and 
1 am informed, chat their Burthen of Water is not lefs than 3001b.— This 1 mull believe, from 
the wretched Condition in which they are condantly returned to me ; and I particularly intreat 
that fuch Orders may be given refpe^ling them, as will, if poffible, prevent thefe Abufes, which 
are certainly prafliled.

In Anfwer to which, I have to alTure 
you, that no Complaint has gone from me of the bad Condition of the Cattle at this Station, fut' 
thcr than the Remark nyde upon the Returns, which you arc by no Means accoqnfable for.— A 
few of the Bullocks arc fo old as to be quite worn out, and can never be dc for any Service, thofc under 
the Standard: Upon my taking the Command here, I enquired particularly how fuch Cattle came 
to be produced at MuIUt, and liad a very fatisfadlory Account from the Contradlor’s Agent, that 
they were left here by dillcrent Detachments, and originally came from the Troops who had been 
employed in the Decan. Your Sircan tell me, thjll they have pofitivc Orders to give the Bullocks 
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the full Allowance, and they alTure me it is given to them. It is true they do not look pampered ; 

but if they had double the (^antity of Grain it would be the fame, for the Seafon is very levere, and 

the Cattle lay out on the hard Ground in the cutting Wind, with Want of BuflTey (which is not* •SicloOrig. 

be got) makes them appear in a worfe Condition than they really are ; in the Rains I allowed them 

to go about 12 Cofs off to graze •, at prefeni I believe they get fome cut Straw. 

The Burthen of a Beefty Bullock was always the fame as it is now •, and fince I have been in 
the Service* it has been a general Ren\ark, that they were the fatteft and beft Cattle, owing to the 
Attachment of the Man to the Bead that was his conftant Companion, who took care he fliould 
always have his full and proper Allowance. 

It is the Cuftom of the Army in large Camps or Cantonments, for a good Non-commiffioned Of- 
ficer of Artillery to be appointed Bullock Scr)cant, who is to fee the C.ittlc get the Quantity of 
Grain, &c, } and at proper Times this Perfon is placed there by the Commanding Officer as a 
Check upon the Coniraftor. 

I will, with great Pleafurc, comply with your Requeft in appointing a Perfon to infpeft the 
Conduct of your Sircars ; it would be neceffary that you (liould give a Serjeant fo employed 10 or 
12 Rupees per Month.

I have received your public Letter of the 27^b lUtin'io. 

Ccnlidtring how well the Bufinefs of your Contrad is conduced at this Station, the Preclufion 
of all Con. plaints from thr Commanding Officer, and that no Reprefentation has ever been made 
to me, during my Service in this Qiiartcr, of Deficiencies or Impofitions of any Kind in feeding 
or loading the Cattle, nothing furcly could ever be more inapplicable to the real State of the Cafe, 
both in .Subltance and Expreffion, than the Tenor of your Addrefs to me, 

Befides the Indecorum of Informations being received through any other Channel than that of 
the Commanding Officer, your Informer of the bad Condition of the Cattle here has, I can alfure 
you, Sir, moft egregioufly impofed upon you. 

At the Expiration of every Month, a ftrid Survey is taken by the Officers of Artillery of the 
Drauoht and Carriage Cattle, whofc Safety and Reputation depend on their good Condition, and 
an Artillery Serjeant is always appointed to inipedt their Feeding. 

With refpedt to thofc called Beclly, they are under the Care of fevcral Quarter Mailers, than 
whom there arc no Gentlemen in the Army have fairer Charafters, and more incapable of fordid 
Attions or of Inattention to this, as well as every other Part of their Duty. In a Climate fultry as 
this, the Work of the Beclly Bullocks moft of courfe prove laborious j but that they are never iin- 
neccllarily employed, or unufually burtliencd, is, I am, perluaded, a Milreport. To be fatisfied, 
however, I have ifi'ued a public Order for an extraordinary Survey to be taken of the Beclly Cattle, 
and of the Size as well as Weight of their Bukhals, which all over the Country are, I believe, of 
• Sic InOrig. fimilar Dimenfions, being the I lidcs of two Oxen, one pleafed • (placed) on each Side of the Beclly 
Bullock i and the common Oxen ot this Country, the Skins of which are ufed for this Purpofe.do 
not often diUtr in Size. 

Did 1 not, Sir, conclude your l.etter as merely circularly, I Ihould have been reduced to the N>- 
ccffiiy, in conlequencc of loliciung the Commander in Chir-f for a public b.nquiiy into the Condudt 
of the Officers who were dircdlcil to fiiperintend the Cattle attached to my Command ; but as I 
cannot conceive any Retlcdiion intended, where no Caufc has been given for it, I fliall clofc the 
Subjed, with an AlTorance, that no Cauihm will be wanting on my Part for the Care of your 
Catilci and not from Civility alone to the Contrador, but becaufc my own Reputation, as well as 
my own Security, and that of the whole Detachment, in a gieat Mealure depgid upon their 
Strength and Capacity for Service.

As I make it a Point 
to lee and examine particularly into the State of the Draught Cattle, they have not luffered lo much 
as you may have heard •, that ail Blaik Agents you can employ will, in a greater or lefs I>grrc, 
defraud the Cattle, is a Truth too well known to be doubted, nor will all the Inftrudions you can 
give, or the Punilhments I can hold out to them, prevent it. I ordered a Serjeant from the Ar- 
tillery to attend daily to fee the Grain weighed, but to little Purpofe ; the Black Agent here ha*! the 
Means of corrupting, eitl^er by Money or Liquor, and 1 believe none of the .Serjeants have ever 
been able to withftand the Temptation. The Elephant Contrador’s Sircar has been following the 
fame Pradices, though in a lefter Degree, which obliged me to order the different Qu.irter Mai* 
ters to fee that the Elephants had their daily Allowance of Food-, and I have lately dirtded tae 
Commanding Officer of Artillery to have a particular Eye to the feeding the Draught and Car lage 
Bullocks: But ftill y"ur Agent, Minizes, finds Means to elude the Orders-, indeed of all the 
Ko°ues I have met with in his Way, I believe him the greateft : I have ordered my Secretary to 
wrUe to Mr. Lawtre to remove him immediately from this Place j and 1 am clearly of Opinion J'C 
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ought not to be entrufled by you in any I'hing relating to the feeding, or Purchafc of Grain. 
There arc two Sfjecies of Pulfe, the Produce of this Part of the Country, the one called Chonnat k, 
the o*thcr Moati the Price of the former 14 Seer per Rupee, the latter 43 Seers ; and were they 
equal in Price, I Ihould prefer Moat ; The Moat Harvelf is in November, and th.it of Chonnack. 
in April, which accounts for t 4 »c DifTcrcnce of Price at prclent. On account of this great Dif- 
ference I gave Diredions to feed the Cattle with Moat; but Minizes, the Black Agent, pleading 
that there was a Quantity of Chonnack on Hand, the Older does not take place before the firlt 
Inftant. The Cattle wilj be fed at one-third the Expence to the Company, without, 1 believe, in 
any Helped afieding your Intcrclf.

Allow 
me. Sirs, to obferve, that the different Enfoluments of Offices in all States, from the higheft Sala- 
ries to the lowed, do not take their Rife from the Number of Hours, or Degree of Labour fpent 
at the Defk, but from the high Importance of thofe Offices, and the Kefponfibility of the Charac- 
ters filling them : I therefore beg the Honourable Board will be pleafed to confider of what De- 
gree of Importance to the State is the Bufinefs of the Agency, and with what Degree of Repu- 
tation docs it appear it has been conducted. I obferve Mr. M‘Intodi appears to lay great Strefs, 
and repeats in every Letter, his Offer of Security to perform his Contrad, in the Idea that the 
Board cannot poffibly rejed his Offer under that Circumdance ; but, I trud, the Honourable 
Board will difcriminatc between a Cafe of Security given not to embezzle Monies cntruded,orto per- 
form any fpccific Ad, and a Security to perform generally what I have Ihcwn may become impof- 
fiblc to perform.

“ On rny Perufal of the Regulations for the Agent, it v/as obvious to me that one Driver to 
“ fix Bullocks was infufficient; but I refrained from noticing it to the i oard, until the Matter 
fiiould be reprefented to me by the proper Officers. Had my Opinion indeed been fkd, 
“ before ’he Board entered into the new Engagement, I fhould have given them Inch Information 
“ as might have prevented them from falling into this Miftake, and alfo have pointed out to them 
“ fbme other Omiffions. 

“ By the late Contraft, as well as by thofe preceding it, there were allowed to every 1 2 Bullocks, 
“ one Sirdar, and fix Drivers, and I am convinced from my own Experience that Icis will not 
fuffice to manage Draft Bullocks, whether employed or not, fince if unemployed they mult be 
“ conllanily praitifed, which they cannot be without a proper Number of Drivers. The Nuin- 
“ her of Drivers allotted may, as Colonel Duff lays, anfwer for Carriage Bulloiks, but there

Sir, 

I have been honoured with your Commands of the 27th Inllant, communicated by M.jor 
Roberts. 

1 have had Occafion repeatedly to perufe, and attentively to confidcr, the Minute of Council, in 
their Board of Infpeflion, of the 4th March 1784, which conilitute the Agency for lupplying and 
Iccding the Bullocks, and cannot dilcover that any Diftindlion is made, or intended, between this and 
die other Station; nor indeed, by the Letter of thefc Minutes, that any Latitude, in point of Tinu’, 
is given for providing the lull Complement of Drivers allowed on March. 1 have had Occafion in 
reprefent to the Agent the Difficulties in which he might be involved from this Caufc; the Injury " ' 
the one Hand which the public Service might fuller, and of which the Odium miglit fall upon liimi 
from the Impoffibility likely to attend any Attempts to complete the Drivers on the very Day nt 
March ; and the Lofies he might fuftain on the other, by the Retrenchment of fuch Expences as he 
might ncccflarily incur, by entertaining them for any Length of Time in Preparation ; and I belic'*-’ 
that the Agent has made fomc Reprefentatioas on this Subjeft to Government, but do not know that 
any Alteration has yet been made in confequence. 

In the Event of a general Movement of the Troops at this Station, an additional Number of 
three hundred and thirty-three Drivers would be required; as this Number could not polTihiy he 
lupplied on the Day of March, 1 Ihould conceive it ncccflary to begin to collcft and entertain iheni, 
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Preparttion, front the firft Notice I received of fuch intended Movement; but as I do not con- 
fider myfelf as competent to decide how far this Idea is confiftcnt with the Spirit of the Regulations, 
and as It is certainly contrary to the Letter of them, I thought it ncctlLry to addrcls you in ilie 
Time of my Letter of the 24th, in conicquencc of the Brigade, after Orders of the 2 3d. H ,d I 
entertained the extra Drivers, in conicquencc of my own Ideas of the Ncccfiity ariling from ih^fe 
Orders, I might have expofed the Agent to a very confiderablc Lofs. Had you confirmed this 
Idea by giving me a particular Order to colleft and entertain them, it muft have been clearly my 
Duty to obey, and no Retrenchment could have been incurred. Had 1 abided by the Letter of 
the Regulations, and taken no Step in the Matter until the adual Day of March, much Jrlconve-> 
nience, and much Detriment lb th» Service, might have arifen. l]his at Icalt was the Light in 
which ! faw it, and the Motive of my Application to you on the Subjeft. 

It is with extreme Diffidence that 1 attempt giving my Opinion, or advancing any thing which can 
bear the Appearance of offering an Opinion on point of Service. In obedience to your Commands, 
however, it becomes my Duty to obferve, that, to the beft of my Judgment and Information, one 
Driver is very unequal to the proper Care of fix Bullocks, even in a Sratc of certain Inaiffion, and 
when his Duties arc confined to feeding and tending them. Under the late Cont'adl, one Driver 
was in all Cafes allowed to twO. I have .had many Converfations on the Subjcdl, during the laft 
three Years, with the different Artillery Officers in command at Putty Ghur and here, and with 
other Gentlemen who have been employed on Service, and have invariably received it as theirOpi- 
nion, that although this Proportion of one Driver to two Bullocks might be greater than what was ab- 
folutely ncceffary merely for feeding and tending them, yet it was indifpenfably neceffaryon Service f 
and that there was great Propriety in keeping the Number conftantly complete, as it was of very great 
Importance that the Drivers (hould have a certain Degree of Addrefs and Alertnefs, which Experi- 
ence alone can give, in the different Branches of Service on which they and the Bullocks are em- 
ployed. It IS an obvious Confideration too, tliat Men employed only for the Day, on the parti- 
cular Occafioii, cannot be depended upon in any Seivice of Danger or Fatigue, as they want ill 
the Induccmciu that may incite Perfeverance, or animate to Refolution and Exertion, where they 
have at Stake a Piece of certain Subfiftence. Thefe Confidcrations, however, 1 only prefume to 
hint at : It is more my immediate Province to obferve, that from the Enquiries 1 made in confe- 
qucncc of the After-Orders of the 23d, I had every Rcafon to apprehend very confiderablc Diffi- 
culty in fupplying the extra Drixers. How far this Difficulty may have been conncftcd with the 
prefent depopulated State of this Part of the Country, from the late Scarcity, or with tl.e firft 
Urgency of the numerous private Demands for extra Servants, or to what Degree it might have 
found to cxift, I cannot clearly determine. I do not wifli to raile ideal Difficulties; and whenever 
it becomes neceffary, I lhall fpare no Exertion to remove fuch as may aftually exift. All that I 
can at prefent fay with Prccifion is, that only one Driver is entertained for fix Bollocks, agreeable 
to the Regulations contained in the Minutes of Council of the 4th of March 1784; and that I do 
not, from my late Experience, think it certain that 1 fhould be able, by any poffible Exertions, to 
complete the Complement at a fliort Notice,

I have read the Letter from the Government of Fort St. George, (dated the 9th July, and re- 
ceived laft Night,) informing us, that they have no Doubt whatever of being able to fupply 
Wants of the Army in Draft and. Carriage Bullocks, and fuggefting to us the Expediency of re- 
lieving the Company from the very great Expence of fending Cattle from hence. 

I rejoice to find that the Exertions of the Madras Government in this Refpeit have been fo fuc- 
cefsfu). I was all along fatisfied, indeed, that they would accomplilh whatever was to be accom- 
^'cinO/ig by Zeal and Ability} but the Objeft, in the prefent Cafe, was * if fuch infinite 

nitude, and the Exigency (meafuring it by the Tenor of Lieutenant Colonel Oldham’s Letter, or 
the 26tli May, which would fecni to have been a very fair Criterion at the Jundurc in qucltion) 
was apparently, at Icaft, fo preffing, that we (hould (in my Opinion) have ill difeharged our public 
Duty, had any Confidcration, fhort of an abfolutc Certainty that the Carnatic alTorded t e 
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Means of eflFcAually refitting the Army, induced us, in the firft Inftance, to remain fupinc, or 
iubfeouently to relax in our Efforts to promote the Succefs of its future Operations. It ’did 
notVfcape us, that there was a Poflibility of our Supplies not being required} but if wanted at 
all, we were fure that they would prove of the urmuli: Utility. Whatever the bvent, thrrefire, 
might be, we judged (and I think judged properly) that it would not be wife to forego the im- 
portant Advantages which were likely to refult from an early Anticipation of Lord Cornwallis’s 
Wifhes, merely through an Apprehcnfion leaft the Expence arifing from the Mealure Ihould 
ultimately appear to have been ufclefsly incurred. For my own Part, I confcl's that I made the 
more light of this Expence, becaufe I confidercd that, whatever it might amount to, the Money 
would remain in the Country, rfhich, in the prefent State of the circulating Specie of Bengal, 

(drained as it has been through fucceflive Periods,) will be admitted, 1 think, to be an Objeift 
of no little Importance. And allowing even that fiich Articles of Supply as wt* imd from hence 
to the other Prefidencies were equally procurable at thefe Prefidencies, Bill it is exceedingly de- 
firable, in a financial as well as commercial View, that they (hould be drawn from thefe Provin cs, 

(as far as fuited the Public Service,) rather than be purchafed clfewherc with the Money, which 
we can fpare fo ill. 

It ought to be obferved, that although the Letter of the Madras Governmenr, under Date 
the 17th Ultimo, did certainly inform us (as they ftatc in the one now before us) that they had 
great Hopes of being able to procure the full Number of Bullocks lequired by Lord Cornwallis 
for the enfuing Campaign } and that the Whole, provided the Country remained undiflurbed, 
would be collcdlcd in the Neighbourhood of Amboor on or before the 15th of Augull} yet 
as this Letter was very foon followed by the Copy of one from Lord Cornwallis to Sir Charles 
Oakelcy, (dated June 14th,) intimating the Probability which there was of the Enemy’s palling 
through Barramaul into the Carnatic, it was (ofcourfe) very far from furniihing us with any lufficien't 
Ground for defifting from our Preparations. — Befides, wc had at this Time not only m.idc con- 
fidcrablc Progrefs in the Bufincfs, but had alfo communicated to Lord Cornwallis (by Letter 
of the 13th June) the Refolution we had come*, of fending him Bullocks, a Knowledge •SicinOrig. 
of which would probably raife Expetffations which it might not be altogether proper ro 
difjppoint. 

But although the propofed Supply appears now to be lefs neceflary in the Article of Draft 
C.ittlc than it did when we determined to furnilh it, we have ncverthclefs the S.atisfadion to 
obferve, that all theothcr Articles will be neither unfeafonable nor ufelcfs. Grain, Spirits, Guns, 

Gun Carriages, Tumbrils, Clothing, and Shoes, arc fpecific Wants or Requifitions, which wc 
have anticipated •, and fome of which wc Ihould not have been able to have fupplicd in due Time, 
had wc nqt ordered them to be prepared as foon as we did. 

As to the Queftion, therefore, fubmitted to us by the Madras Government, Whether it would 
not be proper to relieve the Company from the heavy Expence of fending Cattle from hence to 
Fort Sr. George ? the Anfwcr is, That doubtlcfsly it will be very proper to do fo as far as 
Circumftances will admit. — But befides that an enlire Stop cannot (for the Reafon fuggefted 
above) prudently be put to our Preparations till we receive an Anlwer from Lord Cornwallis 
to our Letter of the 13th of June, it will be feen by the annexed Memorandum delivered 
to me this Morning by Colonel Murray, that we have already contraaed Engagements to the 
Amount of near * the original cllimated Expcnceof the Equipment, Freight for •siclnOrip 

about one thoufand two hundred Bullocks being procured, and the greater Part of the Silpplies 
required to complete the Tonnage being purchalcd. Under thefe Circumftances, all I can rccorl^i 
mend is, that.wc defift immediately from taking up any additional Freight, and that wc fdnd fof 
the prefent no more Bullocks or Supplies to Madras than what our Engagements, or the Caution 
proper to be obferved on account of the Information which wc have conveyed to Lord Cornwallis' 
may render neceflary. ’ * 

It is probable many Days will not clapfe before we. hear from his Lordlhip*, we fliall then be 
enabled to determine how far we may reduce or relinquilh Our intended Supply of Bullocks, 
without the Hazard of breaking or of difconccrting any Mcalurcs which his Lordlhip may poflibly 
have formed in confequence of the Communication of our Intentions.— In the mean time wc 
may continue to difpatch the Vcflels which have been aiftually taken up as fall as they can be 
laden. Wc may fend alfo on thefe VelTcls as much of the Rice required by the Madras Govern- 

mcnt as they can conveniently take.— The Manner of tranfporting the Remainder may be coii- 
lidcrcd hereafter. • = 1 

It is dcfirable, I think, that the Indiamen (hould be as much at Liberty as pofllble to convey 
in ue Scafon to the Malabar Coaft fuch Supplies, whether of Bullocks, Stores, or Provifions, as 
may be neceflary towards the Re-equipment of General Abercromby’s Army for the enfuing 
ampaign. It wilt mbft probably indeled have occurred to the Government of Fort Sr. George, 
mat, Ihould not Lord Cornwallis ftand in Need of the Bullocks that they will receive from hence.

“ I. Obferving by the Returns of the Elephants and Bullocks for the Service of the Armv 
for the Month of September laft, that nineteen Elephants, and one hundred and eighty-four 
Bullocks, are reported deficient of the Eftablifliment for the Station of Cawnpore, I take the 
1 .iberty of noticing the Circumftance to your Lordihip, as deferving your Attention. 

“ 2. Any Penalty, which might be recoverable from a Contradlor for Failure in the* Perform- 
ance of Agreement, cither with refpeft to Numbers or Condition of the Cattle for the Service 
of the Troops, or through their not being kept at their proper Stations, would be a flen- 
der Confolation for Difappointment in the Movements of any Part of the Army through any 
fuch Failure. ° ' 


“ 3. 1 he Deficiency of the efiablilhed Number of Bullocks, if thofe detached to the Car- 
“ natic be confidered as Part of the ordinary Eftablifliment, is not confiderable, as your Lordihip 
“ will perceive from the accompanying comparative Statement of the Eftabliflimcnts with the 
“ Number muftcred for Auguft, which is the laft Month for which all the Returns, exccptiix^ 
« one, have reached this Office •, but though the Deficiency of the Eftablifliment of Bullocks 
» is not great upon the Whole, your Lordihip will obferve, that, according to the prefert 
“ Eftablifliment and Returns, there are confiderable Deficiencies at the Frontier Stations of 
Cawnpore and Futty Ghur, where the Complements for Service ought to be moft carefully 
“ kept up ; and a Surplus, at any other Station, will not make Amends for Deficiencies where

“ I have received your Letters, dated the 12th and i6th Inft. with the Copies of Mr. Cock- 
“ burn’. Letters inclofcd in the latter, 

“ The Account of the Money that you have ordered to be fent to Vellore is very fatisfaftory, 
“ and will enable me to fulfil my Engagements to our Allies. 

“ I lhall not enter into a Detail of the Defects in the general Principles of the Bullock Contract, 
“ but only mention that one of the moft ftriking is, that it never has, cither in Peace or War, and 
“ in my Opinion it is impoffible in War, been performed by the Contractors themlcJvc?, but by 
“ Milteries, who I have found have always been the Proprietors of the Bullocks; and by that 
“ Means, without the Confent or Knowledge of Government, and without being bound to a direCt 
“ Refponfibility to the Public for the Performance of tlieir Engagement, thole Maflrics are the 
“ real Contractors, whillt the nominal Contractor. , in faCt, only aCt in the Capacity of Agents. 

“ But in pointing out the DefeCts of the Syltem, it was by no Means my Intention to caft any 
“ Reflection upon the Character of the Gentlemen who bold the ContraCl and I think it in par- 
“ ticular a Jullice due to Mr. Cockburn to declare, that 1 entertain lo high an Opinion of his Zeal

Extraft of Public Letter from Bengal dated 12th Aiiguft 1791. 

Par. 40. It is with the greateft Concern that we find ourfelves under the Necellity of laying 
before you a Tranfaiflion (connected with the Subject of the China Remittance), in the Courfe of 
which there appeared the greateft Probability of a very confidrrable Lois accruing to the Com- 
pany but wc truft it is now effectually averted, or, at lead, confiderably diminillied by the 
Mcafures we have adopted at the Recommendation and by the Advice in every Inftance of your 
Advocate General, whofc Zeal to fecure you from Lofs on this Occalion deferves every Tribute 
of Applaufe from us, and will, we are convinced, equally fecure to him the Approbation of 
your Honourable Court. 

41. On the 24th June laft, while we were affembled in Council, we were waited on by the Ad- 
vocate General, who informed us that he had received a Vifit from a Friend of Captain Thonus 
Stephenlbn, the Commander of a Country Veffel, who had arrived ftom Bombay two Days pre- 
ceding. — The Intention of that Vifit being to take the Advice of Mr. Davies, in what Manner 
Captain Stephenfoo (hould act in confcquencc of Intelligence received by him that certain Pro- 
pofals were laid before us in December laft for four Lacks of Rupees, of the China Remittance, 
by Mr. Thomas Cotton, in the Name of Captain Stephenfon, which were wholly unauthoriled 
by the latter, and made without his Knowledge. A Subject of this Natine, which might in its 
Confequences involve the Company’s Property to'fo great an Extent, required the fulU It Elucida- 
tion in the firft Inftance; and we therefore rcquellcd that the Advocate General would fend for 
Captain Stephenfon, and return with him to the Hoard in the Courfe of the Morning. 

42. The Advocate General having returned accordingly, Mr. Thomas Cotton’s original Pro* 
pofals were Ihewn to Captain Stephenfon, who, in our Prelence, confirmed his former Declaration 
as communicated by Mr. Davies, and having at our Dcfire committed the Subftance of it to 
Writing, profeffed his Readinefs to verify the fame on Oath. 

43. It became neceffary to act with inftant Dccilion in a Cafe where the Appearances of a 
fraudulent Intention were but too * ftrongly marked, and the Advocate General was accordingly 
inftructed by us to take fuch immediate Mcafures as ftiould be beft calculated to fecure the Com- 
pany from Lofs, as well as to punilh Mr. Cotton, ftiould it appear that his Ufc of a pretended 
Authority from Captain Stephenfon, and the Execution of a Security in his Name, were wiili the 
View of defrauding the Company of the Amount advanced on the Account of the China Re- 
mittance. 

44. By a Letter from the Company’s Attorney of the 29th June, Wc were informed that in 
confequcnce of Inftructions from the Advocate General to him, a Warrant had been obtained on 
certain Affidavits, the moft material of which was that of Captain Stephenfon, from one of the 
Judges of the Supreme Court to apprehend Mr. Cotton, on a Charge of i-rocuring Muiiey 
under falfe Pretences. The fame Letter contained .nlfo the further Infoimation, that Mr. Cotton 
had found Means to effect his Efcape, and had taken Refuge at the Danifli Settlement ot Sc- 
rampore. 

45. As Mr. Cotton could only be confidcred in the Light of a Public OnVndcr, whom it 
could be the real Intereft of no State to protect from Juftice, and whole Surrender in the prcfcrt 
Inftance, and under the peculiar Circumftahccs of Relation which thcfe Commeieial Settlements 
bear to each other, might be expecicd perhaps as much from Motives of Policy as from the 
more enliglitcncd and liberal^ Suggeftions of general Juftice, we did not hefitate to make a Re* 
quifition of die Danilh Chief and Council of Frcderickfaagur for the Delivery of Mr. Cotton’s 
Perlbn. A Copy of our Letter to them upon this Occafion will be tranfmiited a Number in the 
Packer. 

46. In order to give a greater Degree of Weight to our Requifiiion, we deputed on this 
Service Meffieurs John Lewis, Chaurct,and Colin Shakefpear, both holding limploymtnts under 

ourSccrctaiy, and furniflicd them with particular Inftrudtions, which arc record on our Proceed- 
ings of the I ft Ultimo. %

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47. Although our Application to the Chief and Council of Fredcrickfnagur was finally fuc- 
ccfsful, more Time and Solicitation were required in producing that I'.ftccl, than we had Rciifun 
to apprehend would be neccflary ; but as all the Circumflances attending their Deputation 
are tylly fc.t forth in the Report delivered in by the Gentlemen deputed, (to whole Ability and 
Perfcvcrance it is but Jofticc to obferve we in a great Degree attribute tht ir Succefb,) we lhall 
be content with referring you to the Perufal of it for fuller Information on the Subjed. It at- 
tends you for this Purpolc a Number in the Packet, with a Copy of our Proceedings, including 
the Correfpondcnce that pafled between us and the Chief and Council. 

48. Mr. Cotton, on his being brought to the Prefidcncy, was committed to the new Jail, 
where he muft neceflarily continue till the enfuing St-llions, unlefs (as we underlland Olfence 
is bailable) he fliould have it in Ids Power to procure luch Sccuiity as will be fatis/dclory to the 
Supreme Court. — To an Application which he thought proper lately to prclcr to us on the Sub- 
jeft, we anfwcrcd, that no Objcdlion would be made on our Part to' his being liberated on Bail, 
provided the Court were fatisried of its Sufficiency. 

4^. The Letter addrefleil to us by Mr. Cotton on this Occafion, enclofed feveral Affidavits 
Iworn by himlelf and Mcflrs, Mair, Cock, and Shephard, the two former conriedted vvrh him, 
occalionally at lealt, in Bufinels, though (until the late 'I ranfaction threw more l.ight on the 
Nature of their Connexion) it was not generally underftoed that Cotton, Mair, aiid Cock was an 
eftablilhed Firm, — the latter a Clerk employed in his Office or Compting-houfe. 

50. Meflfs. Mair and Cock, it is to be obferved, were, together with Mr. Collie a Surgeon in 
your Service, the Securities propolcd by Mr. Cotton and accepted by us, (the Credit of the Parties 
at that Time being unimpcachcd,) for the Remittance of four Lacks of Rupees to be made by 
Mr. Cotton as Agent for Mr. Stephenlon} and the princi pal Objeft intended by thefe Affidavits 
was, to imprefs a Belief (an Attempt already made by Meffis. Mair and Cock, in a Letter ad- 

drelTed to us on the 27th, and recorded on the 29th June) that Mr. Stephenfon was fully ap- Conf z<;th 
prized in the Month of February laft, of the Ufe wh ch Mr. Cotton had made of his Name in - 1 “"®- 
the preceding Month of December, when afling for him under a Power of Attorney, of which, 
though they could not pretend to aflert the Validity, thev profeflTed themfclves able to prove that 
it had undergone the Approbation of Mr. Jackfon, the Company’s Attorney. 

51. Mr. Jackfon, in Anfwcr to a Reference which was neceflarily made to him on the Subjeff, ,, 
and is recorded on the Pioceedings of the 6th Ultimo, not only declares that he had exprelTed no July ‘ 
futfh Approbation as is imputed to him, but that he informed Mr. Cotton himfclf, (after lending to ^ ^ 
him for the Power, at the Requeft of another Gentleman, fomc Days after the Engagements had 
been executed and tranfmitted to Government,) that there was not in that Power (which however he 

had not before feen) any Claule authorizing Mr. Cotton to execute Deeds or Bonds, or take up Mo- 
ney for Captain Stephenlon. 1 he alleged Knowledge of Captain Stephenfon imported to him cafu- 
ally two Months after the Tr.'inladion, and not pretended to have been co.Timunicated even then by 
the Paity, whofc peculiar Duty it was to have made fitch Communication, even had tliis Power 
been as regular as they were infufficient in Point ot legal Competency, does not, we are Ibriy to ob- 
lerve, operate fo much to the Exculpation of Mr. Cotton, as to cncrcafe in luch a Degree rhe 
apparent Ambiguity of his Conduct, as nothing but a legal Invcflig.-iiion can lully briii'r to 
Light. 

52. In this Stage of the Tranfadion it became our Duty to adopt fuch Meafures as fliould be 
belt calculated to Icciirc the Company from the Lots in which the Coiidud of Mr. Cotton liemcd 
likely to involve them. A Provilion had been made by him, it now appeared, of a Ouantity of 
Opium and Chintz, for the Furpofe of eft'eding the Remittance, which he undcitoiak in the 
Name of Mr, Stephenlon, though by * for the greater Part of both thefe Articles fo provided . 
had been mortgaged to different Perlbns, for the Purpofe of immediate Relief from the compli- 
cated Embarraflments in which Mr. Cotton had involved liinilclf and his commercial Con- 
nexions.

Davidffin, Attorney to Mr. Collie, to the Company’s Attorney, who was authorized by us to re- 
ceive the Property, if tendered, attends you a Number in the Packet. 

54. The various Points ot legal Reference which now occurred in the Courfe of this Tranf- 
adtion, aiicl the different Rciblutions we came to, attending clofcly on every Occafion to the Opi- 
nion of the Advocate General, arc continued throughout almoft every Confuliation by us in the 
courlc ot the Month of July ; but for your more particular Satisfaflion, and that we 'may brin<T 
this intricate Subjeft more clofcly and conncdledly before you, we lhall forward Extrafls from 
e lro«cdings ot the Dates annexed, as Numbers in the Packet.

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Property,) under the Charge of Captain Stephenfon, in whofc Name the Remittance had been 
originally obtained. 

56. With a View, however, toafeertainthe Quality of the Opium, we requefted four Gentlemen, 
who were confidercd as competent Judges, to report upon it. They infpefted it, and declares its/^a- 
lity to be perfectly good. Another Q^ertion then arofc, Whether it would be more advantageous to 
dilpofe of the Opium in Calcutta, or difpofe of it to the Eaftward ? And three of the fame Gen- 
tlemen (being the only mercantile Men of the Number who had reported on the Quality of the 
Opium) were requefted to confider and report on this Queftion likewife. Their Report, which 
is recorded on the 15th July, was in Favor of felling the Opium in Calcutta; but the State- 
ment they delivered in proceeding on Grounds which we deemed to be rather erroneous, and ad- 
ditional Confidcration occurring to us which had not influenced their Opinion, we determined, on 
mature Deliberation, to lend the Opium to be difpolcd of at Macao in China. 

57. The Objedtions fublequently made by Mr. Collie through his Attorney to the John, the 
VclTcl originally offered by himfclf— -the Requeft preferred to us that we would forward the Opium 
to the Eaftward, (ftill propoled to go under the Charge of Captain Stephenfon,) or a Company’s 
Pilot Schooner with a Party of Sepoys for its Protedlion— our Refufal of that Requeft — the Re, 
fumption by Mr. Collie of his former Opinion refpefting the John, which he then declared unfit 
— our Acceptance of the Tender of another Vtflel, the Phenix, in confequence of the declared 
Unfitnefs of the John — our Motives for preferring the Phenix to the John for the Purpofeof con- 
veying the Opium, as well as for abiding by Mr. Collie’s firft Nomination of Mr. Stephenfon, 
(Mr. Collie having now altered his Choice, and propoled Captain Counlcl to have Charge of the 
Opium,) — the Perlcvcrancc of Mr. Collie in the Requeft he had made, and his confequent At- 
tendance upon us at our Dcfire in Council, are all recorded in the Proceedings of July, which we 
have referred to in the Margin. 

58. Our principal Motive for calling Mr. Collie before us was, that we might be enabled to 
dilcover from him, in Perfon, how far his own Sentiments had been delivered in the Corref- 
pondtnee which had pafled, and in what Degree he had been made an inftrument by others. 
A final Dccifion, alfo, became every Day more neceflary on this Subjed, left the proper Scafon 
fliould clapfc for cffVding the Voyage to China ; and upon this Confidcration it was, that we made 
■ the f’ropofition to Mr. Collie, of either confcniing to the Mode of difpofingof the Opium in the 
Manner we had recommended, or of redeeming the Mortgage himfclf immediately. He declared 
himfelf unable to cflfeft the latter ; and we therefore finally determined on difpatching the Opium 
to Macao, by the Phenix, under the Charge of Captain Stephenfon as Supercargo. 

59. We will not lay too great a Strefson Mr. Collie’s apparent Acquielccnce when before the 
Council ; but we are perfuaded that the Meafure we have adopted would at all Events have 
become neceflary, as wc were not bound to confider Mr. Collie’s Accommodation, committed as 
he was, further than as it was not in Oppofition to the Interefts of the Company, which it was in- 
cumbent upon us to attend to in the firft Inftance. 

Mr. Collie not having it in his Power to redeem the Mortgage, or to efFca the Remittance 
for which he was Security by any other Means, ought in Rcafon, wc apprehend, to have been 
well fatisfied with the Profpeft of being exonerated by the Company’s Interference from at 
leaft a very great Part of the Rifquc he had incurred, and ought not, even on a Principle of 
Confiftency, to have adhered fo tcnacioully to his refumed Opinion in Favor of the John, on the 
Plea, that the Employment of the Phenix on this Service was likely to be attended with great- 
er Expence, whilft luch Excels of Expcncc was amply and undeniably compenfated by greater Secu- 
rity in every Point of View. 

60. Our Refolutionsof the 29th July having been communicated to Mr. Collie, requiring him 
among other Things, to difpofe by Sale of the John, and to pay the Amount th*cn arifing into 
the Company’s Treafury, he on the 30th fent to us a Letter, a Copy of which, and of the Refolu- 
tions pafled upon it, attends you a Number in the Packet. As the Remarks by which thefc Rtfo- 
lutions are introduced contain a brief Recital of the whole Tranfaflion relative to the Difpofal of the 
Opium, and as their ObjeA is fully to confute the Aflertion advanced by Mr. Collie, that we had 
difregarded every Reprclentation and overruled every Propofition he had made, wc truft an atten- 
tive Pcrufal of them will have that Efitft. 

61. It is to be obferved, that we had from the Beginning required that he fliould be at the 
Charge of the infurance of the Opium from his private Funds. This Demand, though wc believe 
it by no Means unreafonable, he had evaded ; and he had even propofed to us that we Ihould 
diminifli the Security already in our Hands, by rclinquilhing the Pledges we had in our Pofleflion 
of three Shares in the Calcutta Infurance Company, and receiving his Ample Bond for the Amount, 
to enable him to pay for the Infurance of the Opium. Adhering however to our firft Opinion, that 
Mr. Collie could not in Reafon cxpcfl that wc ftiould not only indemnify the Mortgages at the 
Company’s Rifquc, but fubjeft them alfo to the Charge of Infurance, wc peremptorily required 
that he Ihouki efleii the latter at his own Expcnce ; but this was refufed, and the Infurance has 
therefore of Nccclfity been ultimately made by the Company for and on Account of Mt* 
Collie.

7c.‘Wc muftnow beg Leave to call your Attention to a Letter from Bombay, dated igtli of 
December 1790, (but not received here before March, and recorded on the 24th of thit Month,) 
as well as to us Enclofure, being the Copy of a Letter from the Infpc^lor oi the Market there, 
complaining that the Supplies of Grain exported from hence for the Purpofe of relieving the 
diftrcBcd of the Company’s Subjci^ts under that Prcfidency, had, from the ftrong Temptation 
of fuperior Profits, been diverted into other Channels than thole to which they were diredled. 

76. It was rather an unTortunate Circumftance, as the Event has proved, that this Letter did riot 
reach us at the proper Period, wheif the Abufc complained of might perhaps have been prevented 
by Regulations we (hould have framed to that EtFedl. | 

^yy.^The Change of the Monfoon had now however rendered ariy fuch Regulation fuperflilousj 
No Ship could at that Seafon, at which the Bombay Letters arrived, reach any Port on the Ma- 
labar Coaft except Bombay t but fince that Period we have regularly tranfmitted, every Fortnight, 
to Bombay, a Lift of Vcflels taking their Departure from hence with Confignments of Rice for 
that Port, whence the Bombay Government have had Grounds before them for forming a Judg- 
ment of the Quantity of Rice that might be expeded to arrive, and have been able to adopt fuch 
Mralurcs as to them may have appeared beft adapted for effcdually fecuring at the proper Seafon, 
the Exportation from Bombay to Surat. 

78. A Subjedl of fo much Importance as the Failure, from whatever Caufe, of the Deliveries 

of the Rice contraded for, naturally engaged a good deal of our Attention j and on referring to ConT. 4th 
the Proceedings noticed in the Margin, you will obferve that, in confequence of a Minute from 
Mr- Stuart, it was confidered generally by us, as it had a Relation not only to the cxifting Con- 
trads for the Supply of Bombay and the Malabar Coafts, but of Fort St. George alfo. 

79. Of the Contrad-s which are the Subjed of the abftrad .Statement recorded on that Date, 
thofc of Mr. A.Mair, for the Supply, under two diftind Engagements, of 1,25,000 Bags to 
B^jinbay, (Engagements which fhoi Id have been completed on the loth of May laft,) the Perform- 
ance,” even at this advanced Period, was fo incomplete, that Mr. Main had only in the Month of 
March preceding claimed bis fccond Advance, in conicqucnce of his having produced Bills of 
1 adin.i, to afeertain that Half the Amount of the Rice contraded for had been (hipped in the 
River Houlcy. 

80. Confiderations of Candour to Mr. Mair rendered it neceflary that we (hould ftatc, th.it on 
fevrral Occafions he repeated his Complaints refpeding the advanced Price of Freight, which he 
oblcrved, and no Doubt with Truth, confidcrably reduced thofc Advantages on which he has 
calculated at the Period when he aiade his Propofals of Contrad ; and he even feemed to confi- 
der our granting a Contrad, lubfeqiiently entered into with any Perfon but himlelf, as an Ad at 
leaft injurious 10 him. 

81. 'J'he Anfwcr to his Re.afonings on the firft Point (for the latter, we hope, *001 be thought *Sic!nDfIg. 
to require any) is, we prefume, fufticiently obvious. The Profits of all Contrads in general, and 
particularly where great Supplies of any Commodity are to be conveyed by Sea from Places where 

the Quantity of Tonnage is limited, and by no Means proportioned to the occafioiial Demands, 
mult even be precarious j though fubfequent and unforefeen Events may prove favorable to the 
Contrador’s Views of Profit, as well as the Reverie. In the prefent Inftance two great public 
Calamities, a continual and increafing Scarcity on the Malabar Coaft, and the War with Tippoo 
Sulian, which was to be fupported by Trcalurcs, by I'roops, and by Military Stores, to be con- 
veyed from hence by Sea, had (unfortunately, no Doubt, tor the Contrador) lb enhanced the Price 
of Freight, as to produce, indeed, the EfFed complained of by him j but by no Means tojullify 
the ftighiert Deviation from the Terms of his Engagements. 

8 a. Subfequent Events (as will evidently appear in the Courfc of our Narrative) feem to prove 
but too clearly that the hypothetical Cafe which we ftated on this Occafion to the Advocate Ge- 
neral refpeding the Punithment that might be legally inftided on Contradors^ who, influenced by Corf. 4ih 
the Temptation of the advanced Profits arifing from the encreafed Demand of Rice on the Ma- May. 
lahar Coaft, thoiild mifappropriatc the Confignments of this Article made on account of the Com- 
pany, had, we arc concerned to obferve, been realized in Pradicc. 

83. I he very great apparent Deficiency of Deliveries, fuggefted to us the Nccefllty of the moft 
vigilant Attention to this important Subjed both here and at Bombay j and the Government there 
was direded in confequence to tranfmit to us an immediate Account of all Deliveries of Rice, 
made either under the cxifting, or lately-elapfed Contrads, as well as in future to tranfmit Advices 
regularly, both by Sea and Land, of every Contrad delivering, as foon after luch Delivery as Cii- 
cumftanccs could admit. 

84. With a View to obviate the Confcqucnccs of the Pradiccs alluded to in the 79th Paragraph, 

we determined, in forwarding to Bombay an attefted Regillcr of the Bills of Lading produced hcie, Conf. 4tti 
to intitlc the Contrador to his I'ccond Advances, with Injunclions to the Government not to fuffer May. 
the Rice mentioned in thofc Bills of Lading to be landed and delivered to any but the Company’s 
Agents i and further authorieing them to detain the Ship till the Rice tliould be delivered, if the 
Condud of the Mafters of luch V’eHels tliould afford Rcafons for fufpeding it to be his Intention 

1 to 
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to fail away with his Cargo to any other Port not within the Company’s Jurifdidion. This hft 
Regulation was adopted at the Sui>gcllion of the Advocate General. 

85. Previous to this Receipt of any Anfwcr to thole Inlltuflions to Bombay, or ^regard to our 
Duty has made it incumbent upon us to call on the Securities of Mr. Ma:r, under his di(fcrrnc 
Contras i appriftng them, that as no Vouchers of any Deliveries had yet been received from 
Bombay, they would be required, in the Event of the Failure, which was now become but too 
probable, to make good his Deficiencies, together with the Penalty incurred upon them of 20 per 
Cent. 

An Anfwer to the above Notice from the above Securities of Mr. Mair, for his more confiJer- 
able Contraa of 75,000 Bags, is recorded in our Proceedings of the ill July. This Letter, with 
obr Refolutions upon it, attend you. Numbers in the Packet. ^By the latter you will obferve, th.it 
the Period for completing Mr. Mair’s Eng.rgemcnts by his Securities is extended fiom the loth 
May to the End of the prelent Ye.ir j and though we could not confent to relieve the Securities 
from any Part of their Kefponfibility, even fliould it appear that Mr. Alexander Aclamfon, Mr. 
Mair’s private Agent, had aflually mrfappropriated the Contradt Rice configned to him exprebly 
on account the Governor in Council at Bombay, we thought proper to comply with their Ri . 
quell on this Siibjedl ; and have accordingly deiired that Government to call on Mr. Adatnlon to 
make good the full Amount of thtfe Conlignments on account of Mr. Mail’s Contradt. 

Further F.xtradl of the fame Letter. 

87. An Opinion of the Advocate General, which in Subllance imports that Mr. Adamfon hav- 
ing “ aflually appropriated to his private Ufe the Cargoes of fcvcral Ships configned to him as 
“ above expreffed, is become rcfponfible for the Whole to Government,” w.is lublequently trail- 
mitted to Bombay, with a Recommendation to that Government to be guided by the Advocate 
General’s Opinion, in aflilling the Securities for Mr. Mair’s Contradl in recovering their Riglus 
from Mr. Adamfon. 

88. It was in confequence of a Letter received from Bombay on the 6th July, which is recorded 
in our Proceedings of the 6th, that the Reference above-mentioned was made to the Advocate 
General. It now appeared by a Statement accompanying that Letter, th.it not a fingle Bag of 
Rice had, on the 31ft May, been delivered at Bombay on account Mr. Mair’s Contradl} though 
Mr. Adamfon, his private Agent and Confignee, on account the Compmy, had not only fhoi ght 
proper to appropriate to his own Ule the Cargoes of four Ships, and Part of that of a fifth, but 
jullified his Condudl in this Inllance, by the Neccllity he alleged, in Letters addrefi'ed to the 
Government of Bombay, (Copies of which you will find in the Proceedings of the annexed 
Date,) of indemnifying himfclf in the firll Indancc for the large Advances he had made on the 
Credit and for the Supply of thefe very Configiiments, as well as for the Infurance of the Ships 
configned to him. 

89. Our Proceedings of the Dates annexed contain a Continuation of this Subjedl fo far as it 
relates to the Contradl for the Delivery of the 75,000 Bags ; by which you will obferve, that, ad- 
hering to the fundamental Principle of the abloliiic Kefponfibility of the Securities for the full 
Quantity of Rice not adtually delivered at Bombay, or on the Malabar Coall, as the Terms of the 
Contradl fliould fpecify, we have conl'cnted, ill, That the Rice which may be lielivcrcd under 
the Confignmeius made by Mr. Mair, (hall be divided proportionably between the two Contacts 
for 75,000 and 50,000 Bags •, and 2dly, That a farther Advance fliall be made to the Scrunucs 
for the former Contradl of 3 Rupees per Bag (the Contradl Price being 6. 1 1. 6.) on fuch Qyun- 
tities as may remain to be delivered •, Bills of Lading being exhibited to alccrtain that the rc- 
fpedtivc Cargoes have been aclnally fliippcd •, though this Advance is, on no At cotint, to exceed 
the total Amount, which w'oiild finally have been doe to the Contradlor on the Completion of his 
Engagements. 

90. We trull that your Honble. Court will agree with us in Opinion, that the latter Concef- 
fion, though apparently favorable to the Securities, is not greater than under the exilHng Cir- 
cumltanccs the Intcrell of the Company demanded*, and that the Security with which it is ac- 
companied, fully jullified it on the Principles of the foundcll Prudence, at a Moment like the 
prefent, when the very Exiflcnce of jour Armies on the M.ilabar Coall may tlepcnd on timely, 
regular, and ample Supplies of Grain. 

91. The Securities on their Part have llipulatcd, that for every Cargo Ihipped they will deliver 
Bills of Lading into our Secretary’s Oflke in 1 ripplecatc, configning luch Cargo to the Governor m 
Council of Bombay dircdt, to be exchanged for the Secretary’s Receipt for them, accompanying 
the laid Bills of Lading by a Policy of Infurance made on account of the Honble. Company, 
that IhouldLofs happen, the Recovery may be in their Hands. We have only fur her to remark, 
that no material Step has been taken throughout the above Negociation without Recourfe being 
had to the Opinion of the Advocate General. 

92. No final Settlement has yet taken place between us and the Securities on account of the 
fmaller Contraft for 50,000 Bags *, and they, therefore, are ftill liable to all the Confequentes ot 
their Engagements. They have not addrelfed us conjointly, but we have received from two ot 
them, Propofals of a fimilar I’cnor, which arc recorded in the Proceedings referred to in the 
Margin ; and which you will obicrve we were under the NccclTity of rejefting, not only ft°^ 
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the Propofers having mifonderftood the Terms on whicli we had treated with the Sccuriiies fui' the 
larger Contraft, but bccaufc the Propofah were founded on the erroneous Principle of an equal 
Rcrponfibility l whereas in all Calcs of Securities the Parties becoming bound, engage themfelvcs 
jointly and feparately. 

03. Mr. William Hickey, the third Security for this Contraft, and an Attorney for the Supreme 
Court, has allb addrefled usj nor, however, for the Purpole of making Propolals of etlefting 
Mr. Mair’s Engagements, but to rcquell Indulgence, as he is neither, on account of his Want 
of Means or the Habits of his Profellion, at all calculated to extricate himlelf from the Difli- 
culty in which he has incautjoufly involved himfclf, in the Mode attempted by Men engaged in 
Commercial Habits and Purfuits. Mr. Hickey having been fucccfsful in Icquellrating a Part 
of Mr. Mair’s Property, he entertains Hopes that be may be enabled to realize, from it an Amount 
fufficient to fatisfy the Demands againil him. With rcfpcfl to this Gentleman, our Intention is 
to wait the Anfwcr of a Letter, which, on the 20th of lalt Month, we addrefled to the Panics who 
are aflbeiated with him as Securities under thcContiadf.

loj. Notwithflanding lo fignal a Failure, and the fatal Effeils which, in a Period of War like June, 
the prefent, might have followed the Dilappointmrnt in the Delivery of a Public Store of Inch a 
Nature; and comparing the Terms of Mr. Mair’s Contrail (which, however, contained no Devia- 
tion from the ufual Form) with his Execution of it, arid the Amount of Deliveries ailually made Conf. J9th 
on this Account with that of the Iffues ofCafh or Paper, which, till the final Completion of the 
Contrail, arc Hill rewined in the Hands of Government; it was dilcovcred that no Penalty could 
be legally demanded from the Contrailor, or his Securities, bccaule, as the Quantity of Rice deli- 
vered was fully equivalent, if it did not rather exceed the Amount of Advances ailually made, 
the Company had fuftained no real Lofs. The Parties have been exonerated accordingly from all 
further Demands upon them.

CONTRACTS. 

(“ {a) Par. 144. We need not fcarccly obferve to your Honourable Court, after the Detail we 
have entered into in the former Part of this Addrcls on the Subjeilof certain Contrailors, under 
the Heads of Canton, Fort St. George, and Bombay, that the Subjcil of Contrails in general, 
and Contrails which arc from their Nature conncilcd with Military Operations in particular, 
have, from late Occurrences, commanded our Attention with more than common Force. The 
Subjcil indeed is of the highcll Importance in all its Branches to the Propenfity of the Company ; 
but the Confiqucnce to be apprehended from an unexpeilcd Failure at the mod diftant Pe- 
riod, in Contratls intended for the Supply of Armies, were they to take place in their pofTible, 
and by no Means improbable p.xtcnt, may be fatal to the Security of us Dominion in India.

Mr. Ma r engaged, on the 24th September tall, to deliver at Bombav hy 
the loth May following, one hundred and twenty-live thoufmd Bags (i2/;,oco) of Rice ; but 
altliongh It was clefigntil by this Supply to gu.ard againll the Horrors ol a P’liuiine, with whicii 
that Settlement was threatened, vet we fin ', that of a Supply, thc'feafonablc Arrival of which 
appeared to be fo effential to us Relief, and might alio hav<- proved of the lalt Importance to the 
Army ferving under General Abercrombie, no gie.iier a (^lantiiy than fourteen thoui'and two 
liundred (14,200) Bags hatl been ckdivered on tlie Cth of June. 

If the Contrail entered into by the fame Perfon 0:1 the iith of Fcbru.sry 1790, to deliver at 
Madras by the ill of May following, was not concituled under the fame critical Circumflanccs, 
its exail Performance was nevcrthelcis of confidciable Moment. Yet on the 1 iih of June lall 
it remained uncompleted in the Amount of (7171) Icven thouiandone hundred and feveiity-onc 
Bags-, and, aficr all, the Rice dtlvercd was of lo bad a (duality, that the Madras Government 
hai^e judged it necelTary to recommend that the next Supply to be lent from hence be purchaled 
on the Company’s Account, when they lhall be lure (they remark) ot its proving good. 

The Oblcrvadon made by Lord Cornwallis, in his Letter of the ill July lall to Sir Charles 
Oakeley, concerning the Madras Bullock Contrail, places the dangerous 'i endcncy of this Syllcm, 
in whatever relates to the Supply or Operations of an Army engaged in ailual Service, m lo, 
Rrong a Point of View, that the Board think tlicy need only refer to it, and to the Occurrences 
which induced it to ctlablifli incontrovertibly, that however the Cafe may be in England, it is 
not advifablc, in this Country at leall, to provide by Contrail any of thole Articles, on the 
prompt and faithful Supply ot which either the Succefs of our Arms, or the Relief, under parti- 
cular Exigencies, of any of our Settlements, depend''. 

It would be an invidious, and is not perhaps a ncceflary Tafk, to ferutinize minutely tlie 
Foundations of mercantile Credit in tl.is and the other Prefitlencies of India, But although it 
were etherwife, the Board would not be competent to the Inquiry. They are apprized, indrcd, 
that in a general View, the State of tliis Credit can be deemed neither flourillimg nor lecurc; 
lince, with the Exception of a lew well-cllablilhed and relponlible Moufes of Bulinefs, the com- 
mercial Eirms in this Pait ot the World aie notoiioclly compofed of Perfons poflelling more Fn- 
terprizc than Property, But this is a E.;£l calier to be conceived and bclievc>l than to be proved; 
for however numerous this doubtful Dellription of Merchants may be, they arc not, in point of 
•SicmOiig. Appearance, pofitively dillinguilhablc Irom the •unequivocal Clafl'es. They engage in extenfivc 
Concerns, they mutually dei'ciui on each other, and they Ibmetimes even lecin to be clofely con- 
neiflcd with Houles of the lirll Repute; all which is abundantly dcmonllrated by the Papers be- 
fore the Board. It is plain, th.it although certain Indications and ConfiJerations (of which t'lC 
prodigious Amount of their various and complicated E.ngagemcnts to Government is not the leall 
forcible) may bring the real Credit of fuch Men into private Sufpicion, yet it cannot be openly 
or oHicially ciucllioned.

^ (“ (a) Read a Letter, as follows, from the Agent of Supplies. 

Gentlemen, 

“ Having been ordered to lade as many of Mr. Touchet’s Veffels with Rice, for the Prefidcncy 
** of Fort St. George, as could be ready to fail by the 25th Ultimo, I accordingly completed the 

Loading of 20, with 14,432 Bags of Riccj and they proceeded down the River as low as Fulta, -i''h,^|,\ 7 aKh. 
** where they have fince been detained by the very ftrong Southerly Winds which have prevailed ' 
for fome Time paft. 

As the Southerly Monfoon, though remarkably early, appears now to be thoroughly fet in, 

** and as it is the general Opinion of the Seafaring People, that their Veffels are incapable of efil d- 
ing a Paflage againft it, I think it my Duty to report to the Board, that they are yet advanced 
** no farther than Fulta, (whence however Mr. Touchet affurcs me that he thinks they may pro- 
** cced in the enfuing Springs, if the Weather is at all moderate,) and that by the Accounts 
“ which I have received, fome of them have been damaged by the extraordinary Violence of the 
“ Wind and Rapidity of the Stream.

“ Gentlemen, 

I have been honoured by the official Receipt of Copies of the 41ft, 42d, 43d, and 44th, 
“ Paragraphs of the General Letter from the Court of Direftors, dated lath July 1781, con- 
“ cerning my late Agency. 

“ I cannot help being ftruck with the deepeft Concern, at finding that I have been rhe Inftrument 
“ of an Appointment which Hands annulled by the Honourable the Court of Direflors with fuch 
** fcverc Epithets of Difapprobation j and I beg Leave to cxprel'i my Acknowledgments to you, 
“ for affording me a further Opportunity of endeavouring to remove their Objcdlions, which ap- 
** pear to have been obvioufly taken up from the Premifes then before them, unoppoled by fuffi* 
“ cient Explanations or Teftimonies of its good Effcft, which, 1 trulf, the prcicnt Experience 
of it will jurtify. The Commiffion was ondoubtcdly very high, before your Honourable Board 
thought fit to reduce it*, and the Honourable Court of Direftors pafs their Judgment upon it 
“ in its original Sate. They were naturally ftruck with the Sum, becaule it is certain that the 
“ Grofs, &c. undiminiflicd Amount of any Comniffion, fixed at a f'pecific Kate, is ftriking to 
“ the Obfervacion, while the Drawbacks upon it, and the InllaiK' s of its Utility, arc various 
“ and imperceptible, until pofuivcly pointed our ainl defined. This is the chief Objedl of the 
“ prefent Letter, 

“ At the Time when the Appointment was made, ir was hoped and expeded that the moft 
material Duties of it, being the Supply of the Prcfidency of Fort St. George, would be 
“ of ftiort Duration, and of no very confiderablc Extent. I nrufl declare, for my own Parr, that 
" this was my Opinion of it. The Rate of Commiilion had many I'rccedcnts, both of old and

“ for his i rouble in the firft Seafbn j which, while my own Commiflion would bear it, I con- 
“ fidcred as jullly allowable out of it. For the prefent Seafon, I agreed to pay him Commiffion 
“ upon Inch Tonnage only as be could procure under a certain Price: This 1 have thought it nc*

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The Caufe of this Increilfe is not wholly to be afcribcd to the Dcftruftion committed by the French 
Fleet in the Bay, that having been very trivial, although at the Time alarming j but it is owina 
to the Competition of private Merchants, who feeing that the public Supplies have ccafed to be 
fenr, and knowing that the Exigencies which they tended to relieve muft be fatisfied, conclmle that 
the Wants at Madras will be the more urgent from this Caufe, and that Grain will bear a Value in . 
Proportion to them. 

For the Sake of the diftrefled Natives at Madras, I llncercly hope that this Rage for preflinw a 
beneficial Trade will glut the Market with Grain, but 1 really apprehend that it will produce ‘no 
fuch Confcquencc. The Merchants^ though not in one Combination, are in one Predicatnenr, 
and will naturally afle the Profit they expeft. Rice is an indifpenfabic Commodity, and mult 
be had at any Rate. If Government fix the Price to prevent Extortion, they mult have an 
equitable Regard to the Advantage of the Owner, who (as I have obferved before) has paid 
high for his Concern. 

If the Board had thought proper to accept of my Offer for a Contrad), and concluded it 
with me accordingly for any Length of Time, I muft have thrown mylcif upon the Indul- 
gence of Government, as the only Means of laving me and my Securities from the ruinous 
Efiedts of perlevcring in it, for the Price of Freight role fo fuddenly, and fo high, that it 
would have been impolfiblc for me, by any Exertions of my own, to have fulfilled my En- 
gagements i I am the more grateful, therefore, that the Board did not accept any Offer in 
this Light. 

I believe it has ever been an invariable Rule for all Contradls made in India to contain Stipula- 
tions for Advances of Money previous to the Performance of Services, which, confiderino' the 
necelfitous State of many Contradlors, and the high Intereft of Money, is a molt material Objedl 
for them to fccure : Indeed, without it, their Terms muft be proportionably higher, the Contradtor 
might juftify a Failure in his Engagements if nccelTary, by the Want of his^’ legular Advances, 
which are fcldom paid to the Day; and, being thus exempted from the Penalty of the Contradt 
by the firft Breach of it laying in the Company, would polfibly continue to execute it no longer 
than wliile it proved advantageous to him; Difappointmeius would enfue, and the Scivice 
be conficlerably injured, before a fielli Contradf could be formed ; befidcs, in a Bofinefs which is 
liable to great Fluauation, the Contrador in his Propofals, to fccure himlclf from Contingencies 
mult include large original Profit upon the adual; a Cirrumftancc that might in any Event prove 
diradv.nntagcous to the Company on the one Hand, by Difappointments, as above fuppofed, in cafe 
tlie Price lliould increafe, and on the other, by an enormous fuperfluous Expence, in cafe it Ihoutd 
fall. 1 mean not to apply this Obfervation in any Inftance to the Company’s Orders; 1 mention' 
it fimply as it occurs on my own Cafe ; for although I Ihould have confidcred myfclf bound iit.

Pretenfions, but I have feen many Ferfons, fince my Refidcncc in India, with lefs official Truft, 
Icfs arduous Attention to their Duty, and lower ftanding in the Service, than myfelt, derive greater 
Fortunes from their Stations in it than the utmoft which I can fay I am pofTcfTcd of.

The Honourable the Governor General abicnt on a Vifit to the Northern Provinces, 
Lieutenant General Sir Eyre Coote abfenc on Service at Fort St. George. 

Read the following Letter and Inclofure from Mr. Auriol : 

The Honourable the Governor General and Council, Fort William. 

Gentlemen, 

Impelled by a Dcfire to alleviate any Mifreprefentations home to my Difadvantage, and to prove 
myfelf worthy of the Countenance and Support of my Employers, in whole Service I have wrorked 
with inceffant AflSduityand approved Diligence, during the Space of near twelve Years, having 
been all that Time in the laborious Office of the Secretary, in which, by an uncommon Application 
to the Duties of my progreffive Stations through it, I have loft my Health, and greatly impaired my 
Conftitution \ I hope I (hall ftand excufed for intruding upon you with this Atidrefs. 

Whilft I was at Fort St. George, a (hort Time ago, I was informed that fome Perfons, mortified at 
their own declining ProfpeAs, and jealous of the more promifing Afpcfls of others, had thrown out 
invidious Remarks upon the Extent of my Agency for the Supply of that Prefidcncy with Provi- 
fions, &c.in its prefent Diftrefs, and on the Amount of the CommilDon which had been granted to 
me by the Board for this Service. At firft I paid little Attention to fuch a Report, concaving it to 
proceed merely from Envy, the natural Confequence of Difappointment, which would foon die away 
and be forgotten ; but the unhappy Reverfe of Fortune at Madras has been fo fevercly experienced bv 
all Ranks of People there, and the only Source of prefent Relief (viewed by many with Jealoufy and 
Defire) being conftantly before their Eyes, it is not furprifing that the Remarks at fir(f propagated 
Ihould fpread and become more general) I underftand even that they have been pointedly taken 
notice of and reprefented in private Letters to Europe. 

As it would ill become me to attempt to vindicate the AAs of Government, unlefs^called upon 
for that Purpofe, I (hall avoid that Prefumption, and obferve only, that the general' Rule of the 
Service, long fince eftablUhed, was adverted to in fixing the Rate of Agency on the Dilburfements 
of my Office, and made the Standard of that Allowance*, but I think it incumbent on me to endea- 
vour to overfet the malicious Allegations of difeontented Men, which tend to my Prejudice, by at- 
tempting to prove, that the Service executed by the Agent has been performed on eafier and better 
Terms to the Company than at any former Period j and this I truft 1 fhall be able lodo by appealin<r 
to notorious and well-authenticated FaAs, which ftand open to Reference without any fpeculative 
Reafoning on the Subjeft. 

S (“ {a) It is well known that the Stores and other Necefiaries required by the different Prefiden- 
« cies from Bengal, were formerly provided and fent from the Buxey’s Office; but Complaints 
“ were too frequently received of the Badnefs of their Quality, efpecially from the illmd of St. 
“ Helena. No fuch Complaints, I truft, will be made againft the Articles furnifhed by me, as I 
« have taken particular Care to procure the beft, and at the moft favourable Markets -, yet by com- 
« paring the Invoices fent by me to St. Helena, and thofc difpatchcd in former Years, it will be 
♦* found that the Rate of Charges on the latter, though the Amount be fmall, exceed mine very

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It is well known that when the NccelHtics of the Prefidency of Fort St. George firft required the 
Afllftance of this Government, aContrafl'was madfvWfirWrr JOhTt FergulTon, to fend them 8c),cr,o 
Bags of Rice; Perceiving, after the Completion of this Engagement, that they would haviOicafton 
for a much larger Quantity, I gave in Propofals to contrad for fupplying. them, on the fame 
Terms, though the Price of Freight was then aifually incrcafcd, and I forefaw a Profped ot ftin 
greater Difficulty in procuring it: My Propofals' however werfc not accepted, bccaufe the Governor 
General did me the Honour to fay that, being a Perfon in whom he could truft for faithful Ac- 
counts, and a proper Attention to the Public Intcrcft, he preferred 'giving mi the Bufinefs to per- 
form as an Agent. To this 1 readily gave my Confent, as it freed me from all Rifque of Lois or Fai- 
lure, which 1 imagined might, and as the Event has proved would, have been the Confcquencc of a 
Contrad, the Freight to Madras on a Bag of Rice having fince incrcafcd from 2^ Rupres to 5 Ru- 
pecs, and many Owners now refufing to let their Ships even at that Rate.— The Board were ac- 
cordingly plcafed to appoint me Agent for Supplies to the other Prcfidencics, and affigned me the 
ufual Commiflion of 15 per Cent, for my Trouble, as well as to defray the Charges of my Office, 
fuch as Clerks, Agents, Sircars, &c. I'hc Members of the Board' at the fame Time" jft'rfonally 
declared to me, that this Poll was intended as a Reward for tiiy Ibrig and laborious Services, which 
hitherto had been wholly unprofitable to me, as my Income fell greatly fliort of my neceflary Ex- 
pcnccs in the former Part of this Period -, and when 1 attained the Place of Secretary the Board 
had thought proper to reduce the Salary annexed to that Office from 2,500 Rupe* per Menfcm 
to t,8oo Rupees, a Sum barely fufficient to maintain me in it with Credit. I received ilie iineodcd 
Rccompcncc with Gratitude, and in confcquencc thought myfelf bound to ufe every Exertion on 
my Part to relieve the Wants of the Settlement of Fort Sr. George, by fending them the moft 
ample and timely Supplies of all Kinds of Provifions for which they had indented, I took Pains 
to procure and tranfport them as cheap as poffiblc; I gave lefs in general for Freight than was paid 
by Individuals, and to this Day I have never exceeded the Price of 4 Sicca Rupees per Bflg, al- 
though private Merchants were, at the fame Time, charged as high as 4{, and have now adhia'Iy 
agreed to give 5 Rupees ; I had, moreover, the Pleafure, while 1 was at Madras, to hear great 
Commendations palTcd on the Articles I had provided, in refped to Quality, and 1 have obtained 
the moft fatisfadfory Evidence of this Fadf, as well as of the Saving upon them to the Company, in 
the inclofed Reports from Mr. Brodie, the Garrifon Storekeeper there, which 1 beg leave to olFcr 
for your Pcrufal. 

I might make a Merit of having been conftantly in Advance for the Company large Sums of 
Money, owing to the Delays of Payment at the Treafury, as I could never liquidate the Drafts af- 
ligned me till a long Time after they became doc. At prefent, notwithltanding the Order you 
have given for granting the Demands for Supplies to Madras a Preference to all other Iffues from 
the Treafury, except the Pay of the Army, 1 have received only 50,000 Rupees in Part of your 
Draft for 400,000, dated the ift Inftant; yet to avoid any prefent Delay in loading and fending 
away the Europe Ships which have beeft fent round to this Place for Grain, I have continued to 
raife Money on the Credit of having the above Draft in my Pofleflion, though with great Difficulty, 
the Amount of the Balance already owing to mo being fo confidcrable that my own Credit^ as well 
as that of my Agents, have been (trained to the utmoft Pitch to advance it. 1 he preffing Exigency 
of the Service made it continually necefiiiry for me to raife Money by every Means in my Power, 
to prevent the Detention of Vcflcls on Demurrage, and to favc the Seafons for difpatchinp them to 
Madras, which might have been miffed, and additional Charges incurred, had I waited the rardy 
Payment of my Orders on the Treafury, 1 have been obliged to pay a Premium of to per Cent, 
per Annum on all the Sums which I borrowed, and my Claim on the Company for the fame, 
which is but equitable, would be very confidcrable •, but on the Idea that the Amount of my 
Commiffion, even with this Drawback, is ftill ample, and the Company’s Finances too' low at 
prefent to make this a proper Crifis for preferring Demands upon them, I have declined troubling 
you on that Head; and I beg Leave to allure you, that I (hail always be ready to do my utmoft for 
the Promotion of the Public Good, both by cuntiibuting all my Means and Abilities, as far as they 
may go, towards that defirablc End. 

Many arc the Advantages which accrue to the Company from the Employment of an Agent •, 
the cxtcnfive Dealings which he is obliged to have, give him the firft Choice of alt the Ariicles 
brought to Market, and he not only commands a Preference, but' is generally able to purehafe 
Grain from 8 to 10 per Cent, cheaper than private Merchants} he has the lame Advantage in cn- 
gaging Preight, as he has generally the firft Oftrrs, and the Rate agreed to by him is uluaily re- 
garded in forming the Standard to be paid by Individuals} who,- however, are fcldom able to ob- 
tain it on 1 erms equally low, yet they find their Account in giving what they do } and the Amount 
of this Article is generally regulated by the certain Profit which the Merchants or Owners of Vtf- 
fels, except on the Dilpolal of their Cargoes, with a Dedudiion for the Rifque of the Seas, or In- 
lurance. While 1 was at Madras, the Government there were under the Neceffity of purchafing 
Rice at about 8 Rupees per Bag, for whiththey drew Bills upon Bengal, on a difadvantageous Ex- 
change } and the Rice furnifhcd them by Means of the Aseni at the lame Tin.e Hood the Com- 
pany only in 6 Rupees per Bag, or thereabouts j but being Obliged to iffue Rice inlleatf of Money 
for the Pay of the Sepoys, at a fixed Valuation, calculated on the Proportion which their cftabliflied 
4 Allowances 
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AlJowanccs bear the common Price of that Article, this Difference is to be accounteJ for, yet 
t*hcy will always be compelled to follow the fame Mode of fiilhliing their Engagements with the 
Native Troops, unicfs this Government is able to furnifh them with ample Supplies, and private 
Merchants will confcqucntly benefit by their Ncccflitics. 

1 lhall quit this Subjeft with remarking, that Government derives a further Advantage, by lend- 
ing Grain to Madras in lieu of Money ; as the former not only makes good tlic Charges ot Tr.inf- 
portation, but produces a Remittance, which, if it yields no Profit, at lead is fcldom fob;cct to Lois, 
and comes into immediate Ufcj, whereas the fending of bullion deprives this Country of lo much 
of its Current Specie, is fubjed to the Charge of Freight, to Lofs on Coinage, and cite Proccls of 
this Operation requiring fomc Months on a large Sum, it is all that Time before it comes into 
Circulation. 

However, as the Price of Freight to Madras is now become very cxorbiianr, and the Amount of 
Commiflion upon that Article confequcntly incrcafcd, I defire not to bunhen the Public with addi- 
tional Expcncc on that Account, or to derive any Advantage from their Neccffitics which the moll 
fcrupulous might juftly find Fault with ; I am therefore willing to fobmit my Agency to any Regu- 
lacion which the Board may think rcalbnabie and proper to make in this Refpefti cblcrving only, that 
great Part of my Advances for the Company arife upon the Article of Freight, as the Chiefs of 
jujeram, and other Settlements on theCuaff, have made large Drafts upon me for Money advanced 
on account of Country Vcflels engaged by them to convey Cargoes of Rice from Calcutta to Fort 
St. George, at the proper Seafon.

Read the following Letter from the Secretary of the Board of Ordnance. 

To the Hon. the Governor General, &c. Board of Infpeflion. 

Gentlemen, 

The Board of Ordnance having taken into Confidcration your Secretary’s Addrefs to them of 
the 23d of May, requefting their Opinion refpetfling the Elegibility of entering into new Engatrc- 
ments for fupplying Carriages, 1 am direfted to acquaint you, that they think the former Mode 
of Contract for that Article difadvantageous to the Service ; and they therefore beg Leave to re- 
commend to your Confidcration the following Plan for furnifhing fuch Ordnance Carriages as may 
be wanted in future. 

ift, That the Contraftor for fupplying the Company with Teak Timber, be direfled annually, 
at the proper Scafon of the Year, to furnifh rough Pieces of the bed Teak, free from all Shakes^ 
and, if poflible, from Knots, to be cut out at Pigue, nearly in the Form and Dimenfions of the 
different Parts of Ordnance Carriages, according to Patterns to be given him. The Annual 
Quantity of each Kind to be fixed, and to be delivered at Fort William at certain ftipulatcd Rates 
for Carriages and Mortar Beds of each Nature.

The following Minute was received from Mr. Stuart on the 13th Inft. and communicated to Pol. Dept, 
the other Members of the Board. Wednefday,

Mr. Stuart. 

It being certain from the Tenor of Lieut. Col. Oldham’s Letter of a&h May to the Madras Go- 
vernraent^ that Lord CornwallU has been under the Neceflity of relinquifliingi for the prefent, the 

[ 21 L ] Siege 
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Siege of Seringapatam { and it being no lefs evident that his Lordihip, in order to be able fo re- 
fume that Enterprize at a proper Seafon, muft be fupplied with good Draught Bullocks, dW Want 
or bad State of which would appear to have been one of the principal Caufes of its late StJl'pcnliun ; 
it is become ncceflary for this Government to confider to what Extent it can furnilh this important 
Dtjideratum in Military Operations ; and whether what we may have the Power of doing in this 
Ketpe^ can be done in doe Time. 

“We do not poffefs the Means of gfeertaining with any Exaflnefs the probable Period of Lord 
Cornwallis’s fecond Movement from Bangalore towards Seringapatam but I think it very lik^u 
that neither the State of the Weather and Country, nor of his Lordlhip’s general Equipment, will 
admit of his advancing from thence before the ift of O-'lober. 

Afluming this to be the Day on which the Army is to move forward from Bangalore, it 
will follow that Supplies of whatever Kind going from hence (hould, if defigned to facilitate s^ 
Movement thence, arrive at Madras, if poflible, by the ifl: September, fince a Month is not, per- 
haps, too long a Time to allow for the Diftance between this lall Place and Bangalore. 

Whatever Supplies we fend with the View of facilitating the Movement of the Army from Ban- 
galore, muft, of Necefllty, proceed by Sea; and the Veftels employed m tranfporting them ou^ht 
if poflible, to be clear of the Pilot by the lOth or i5ch Auguft; Suiipiics difpatchcd at a U-.cr 
Period will, no doubt, be eventually iifcful ; but to anfwer the Objeft immediately propcfal, 
they ought, 1 conclude, to reach Madras by the Time I have mentiomd (ift September). 

There are, of courfe, fcvcral Articles of uleful Supply which we pon'cl's the Means of procurimr 
and furnifhing as well as Bullocks ; but I lhall confine rnyfclf at prtlent to thefe, bccaufe it not only 
appears to me that they will be among the foremoft of Lord Cornwallis’s Wants, hut, becaul'c to 
render his Lordihip effeiftual Afliftance in this Relpcft, we cannot take our Mcal'urcs tor that Pur- 
pofe a Moment too early. 

I am willing to think that it is in our Power to liipply his Lordfliip with two thoufand good 
Bullocks in fofficient Time to be of the moft eflential l^rviie in the firft Operations of ihr 'naxt 
Campaign. To accomplilh this important Object however, it will be ntcelfary that weeurne im- 
mediately to the following Refolutions : 

ift, That Two-thirds of the Army Bullocks now at the fcveral Military Stations d Futtali 
Ghur, Cawnpore, Chunar, Dinapore, and Berhampore, be embarked on Board of Boats to be 
hired at the refpedive Stations for the Purpofc, and lent to the Prcfidency without Delay. 

ad. That the above Q^iota of Bullocks to be furnidied by each Station lliall confift, if poflible, 
entirely of Draught Cattle, or otherwilc of the beft Carriage Cattle. 

;}(], That the Contradlor be direfted to purchafe at the Prcfidency and its Vicinity 500 (five 
hundred) good Draft Bullocks, to be infpeded and examined by the Commandant of Artillciy. 
Thefe Bullocks muft be ready to be embarked on Board of Ship by the ift of Auguft. 

4th, That in the Event of the Contradlors not being able to procure this Number of Bullocks 
in due Time, the Deficiency be fupplied, if pradicable, from the Complement of Bullocks attached 
to the Prcfidency Station. 

(N. B. The Ellablilhmentat the Prcfidency confifts of 147 Draft and 70 Carriage Bullocks.) 

5th, That the Contraiflor be required to replace the Cattle propofed to be drawn h am the Icveral 
Military Stations with all poftlble Expedition; and that the Board, the more cft'edlually to enable 
him to fupply thefe Deficiencies, as well as to procure fuch additional Bullocks (whether Draft or 
Carriage) as Government may occafionally require during the War, do ifl'ue I’uch Orders to tlie 
Collcflors of Purnca and Tirhoot, as lhall, on due Confidcration, appear to them bell calculated to 
anfwer this important End. 

ThcNumberof Draft andCarriage Bullocks atthe Military Stations above enumerated, amounted, 
according to the laft Returns received by the Contradlor, to 2i63, the Two-thirds of which will be 
about i.‘,oo, which, with the 500 propoled to be purchafed here, (or taken from the Prefider.cy 
Eftabliftimcnt,) will make the two thoufand required. To render this Supply however the more 
certain, it may not be amifs to difpatch from hence, if poflible, two or three hundred Bullocks 
above the Number ftated, by way of providing for Cafusltics, 

My Rcafons for limiting the Supply to two thoufand Bullocks arc, firft, that we fliocild find it 
difficult, if not impoffible, to procure a greater Number of good Cattle (with the ncccHaiy Dtivers) 
within the given Time; and, fecondly, that we fliould hardly be able to obtain f reight for more 
between this and the ift of Auguft. 

Two thoufand Bullocks may appear an inconfidcrable Supply ; but as we cannot poftbly pro- 
vide Cattle to anfwer the Wants of every Dcpariment of the Army, we muft confine our l x- 
ertions to the Equipment of the moft important Branch of ir, which is unquellionably the Ordnance. 
Two thouland good Bullocks, however, properly trained, (and we may rcafonably txpcift 
thofe in queftion will not be of any other Defeription,) will be equal to the Draught ot boff. 
twenty to thirty Eighteen Pounders and a large Pioportion of Stores. It is in the Knowledge ot 
the Board, that Lord Cornwallis reckoned very much in the Beginning of the Year upon tiie 
Bengal Bullocks, for the Tranfportation of his Battering Train : And we have alfo very ^ 
learned from an authentic private Qiiarter, that his Lordlhip’s Expcdlations in this Refpeft haa 
been completely anfwercd by the Service derived from the Bullocks which went from hc'’<^‘^' 

There 
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' There may appear, at the firft Glance, fomething very hazardous in the Meafore of ftripping 
the*Fronticr Military Stations of their Cattle to fo confiderablc an Extent as propofed : But the Board 
will feel no Difficulty on this Sdore, fince their political Views muft at once fatisfy them both of 
the preffing Ncccffity which there is for Braining every Nerve in fupport of Lord Cornwallis, 
and of the great Improbability which there is of any thing occurring todifturb the Tranquillity of 
this Side of India before the Bullocks in qucllion can be replaced, 

I am hopeful that the Bullocks propofed to be drawn from the molt diftant Stations may, with 
due Exertions, (and I ’have no Doubt of fuch being made,) be (olletffed together at Calcutta by 
the firft of Auguft at fartheft. The Seafon of the Year will be favourable to the quick Progrefs 
of the Boats. 

As no Time, however, ought to be loft, I propofc that the Commanding Officer of the 
Troops be requefted to difpatch, without Delay, to the feveral Commanding Officers at the Sta- 
tions before enunicratcd, fuch Inrtrudions as may be nccclfary to the Ipeedy Execution of the 
Arrangement which I have fuggefted above. 

§ (“ (4) I'he Contractor mutt be required to provide for the Reception and feeding of thofc 

« Bullocks while they may remain at the Prefidcncy— he mult alfo be initruded to provide Gram, 
“ &c. for their Uleon the Paflage to Madras— he fliquld charge his aflual Dilburfements on this 
“ Score upon Honor,) § for Government cannot realonably expect fuch extra Services from him 
at tite fixed Contraft Rates. 

Colonel Murray, to whole zealous Exertions, during the l ift Embarkation to the Coaft, the 
Board have borne Teftimony, ftiould be rcquelted to engage immediately, on the bell Terms that 
may be procurable, the nccclTary Freight for the Tranfportation of from 2000 to 2300 Bullocks. 
The Vcficls employed for this Purpofe may alfo carry round to Madras fuch oti.cr Articles of 
Supply as may hereafter occur to be uleful or ncccffary ; among thefe might be the Cloathing 
of the Bengal Artillery and Sepoys, which, if it could be lerved out in Time, would no 
Doubt be very acceptable to thole Eroops. 

^ The Supplies which 1 have hitherto been confulering, are fuch as it appears to me ought to be 
dirpatched from hence as early as pofliblc in Auguft. 1 here are other Supplies which it will be 
likewifc nereftary for us in all Probability to lurnifli, though not perhaps fo immediately ; and 
the proper Means of providing which will no Doubt engage the early Attention of the Board. 

^IheArrny mull nccell’arily draw its Supplies of Provilions for immediate Confumption from 
the Magazines in the Carnatic, but it will m a great Degree reft with us to replenilh thofe Maga- 
zines. To enable ourfclvcs to do this in due Seafon, the looncr we make Provilion for anfwer- 
ing the Calls wc may realonably expeCl, the better. The Articles of Supply moll likely to be 
wanted ftiould be laid in as foon as poflible, and the Indiamcn may be employed in conveying 
them to Madras, or to the Malabar Coaft, according as Circumllances may render moll ex- 
pedient. 

ij Occafion we ftiall find it indifpenfably ncceftary to depart from one of thofc fyftematic 

Principles which ought, I allow, to regulate the public Expenditure in every public Cafe •, nothing 
mdeed but the moll prclling Exigency ought at any Time to induce even flight or temporary 
Rclaxaticm from the Rules which have been ufed to guide us in this Department of Government. 
It mull be fo evident, however, that there is not in the prefent Conjunaure a Poffibility of our 
calculating with any Piecifion, what, where, and when Supplies will be required from hence • and 
it mull in confcquencc be fo manifeft that Contrafts for fuch uncertain Supplies cannot be cn- 
icrcd into without great Hazard to the public Service ; that I have not a Doubt of the moft liberal 
Allowance being made for any Irregularities in the Mode of providing Supplies, • while cxifting 
Emergency, and our Zeal to promote that Service, may lead us into. ^ * 

I wilh wc had Reafon to hope that there may be no Ncccffity for fuch extraordinary Exertions 

I everything were prepared as propofed, and that 

it l^uld then be ^ccrtaincd that no Supplies of the Kind were wanted, what would be the Lofs 
or Detriment to Government wmpared to the Advantages which may poffibly rcfult from the 
propofed Anticipation of Lord Cornwallis’s probable Demands upon us ? 

Propofals fubmitted in this Minute ftiould be approved of by the Board.

Sir, Fort William, 10th June 1791. 

The Danifli Ship Minerva arrived this Morning, and brought me jour Favor of the 30th Ult. 
together with the Difpatches of your Government to this, under Date the 
and 3tft Ult. 

The Pleafore which was afforded us by the Accounts of the 'Action of the 15th May was con- 
fiderably allayed by the Nature of Colonel Oldham’s Communication of your Board under Date 
the 26th May. 

We (hall probably addrefs you publicly on this Occafion in the Courfe of a Day or two. la 
the mean time I have the Satisfadion to alTurc you, that you can form no Wilh under the 
Situation of Affairs prclcntcd by Colonel Oldham’s Letter, which will not be met with all the 
Cordiality and Exertion on the Part of myfclf and Colleagues that the fervent Zeal for the public 
Welfare can infpire. 

You will Ice by the enck fed Extrafl of a Letter which I have wrote * to Lord Cornwallis in the 
early Part of May, that I was not without fome Apprehenfions of his being obliged, by the ad- 
SicinOrig. vnnred State of the Seafon, to poftpone the Siege of Seri ngapatam till* Conclulion of the South 
Well Monfoon } and that under an Impreffion of the Poflilnlity of fuch an Event 1 had luggellcd 
to his Lordfhip the Means which I thought this Government pofTclfed of facilitating his future 
Operations. 

Should your Knowledge of the Situation of Lord Cornwallis, at the Time you may receive this, 
lead you to believe that the Exertions of this Government, in any of the Points enumerated 
in the accompanying Exrraft, would beufcful, it cannot be neceffary for me to allure you, thar, 
in order to call them forth in the utmoft pollibic Extent, your Board has only to lignily your 
Wilkes to us. 

It does not appear probable to us that any Supplies of Ordnance, or Ordnance Stores, will 
be required from hence, but that the Wants of the Army will be principally confined to Bullocks 
and to Provifions. You will of courfe have the Guodnefs to apprilc us duly on this Ilcacf, 
in regard to which, as well as to the Pointy (i. e. Madras or Tellicficn y,) whether our Supplies 
fhould be forwarded. Lord Cornwallis’s Communications to your Government will doubtkisly 
enable you to form an accuiate Judgment.

” Although I am aware that nothing lefs than the mofi: irrefifliblc Rcalbns would turn you from 
“ the Purpi-fe which you had of proceeding dircflly to the Siege of Scringapatatn, yet as I l.ink 
“ it pofi'tble you may have found it ablolutely expedient to pollpone that Undeiiak'.ng t.,1 il.e 
Conclufion of the rainy Seafon, I fubmit it to your Lorddiip’s Confideration, wli^tln.r, 1,. tins 
Event, wc might not be able to yield you from hence fuch timely and elfential Aluluince as 
(hould enable you to recommence your Operations with an Advantage that it may not be 
prafticable for you to draw from any other Quarter. We fiiould have Abundance of Time 
before us (luppofing us to begin by the Middle or End of June! for preparing whatever Sup- 
plies of Rite, Doll, Gram, Ghee, Salt Meat, Bifeuit, Liquors, &c, you might require, ail of 
which could be (hipped for Tcllicherry, cither on the Indiamen of the approaching Sealon, or 
on Veflels freighted for the Purpofc, early enough to reach the Malabar Coaft by the End of 
September, which is about the Period, I reckon, when your fccond Campaign would com- 
mence. Wc might alfo fend fome good Carriage Bullocks, the Want of which 1 undcrilaiid 
has made it very difficult for General Abcrcromby to fupply himfclf from his Magazines btlow 
the Ghauts, inconfiderablc as his Diftance from, and undifturbed as his Communication with 
them has been. If fuch Exertion^ Ikould happen to be nccefl'ary, your Lordfliip, I truft, "ill 
find the Zeal of your Friends here nothing relaxed j but that, prompted as well by perional 
Regard for your Lordffiip, as by Solicitude for the public Good, we are as ardent as ever in our 
Defire to promote, by the moft Ifrenuous Efforts, the Attainment of a fpeedy Peace, no 
lefs honourable to your Lordfhip than advantageous 'to the Company and glorious to the 
Nation.”

Having Rcafon to believe that Lord Cornwallis has been under the Ncccfllry of relinquilhin? 
for the prefent, the Siege of Seringapatam, and it feeming certain that his Lordihip, in order m 
be able to rcfiinic that Lnterprize at a [iropcr Scafon, muft be fupplied, for the Service of his Bat- 
tering Train, with good Uraught Bullocks, (the Want or bad State of which would appear to 
have been one of the primipal Caufes of its Siifpenfion,) we have refolvcd to fend to Madras as 
foon as polTible, a Number of approved Cattle, with the View and in the Hope of their arrivine 
at Bengalore bv the firlf ot Ocflober, the I’eriod at which we fuppofe it to be likely that the Army 
will move a fecond Time from thence towards the Enemy’s Capital. - ^ 

As Loid Cornwallis, whenever he may advance to Seringapatam, will doubtlefsly rely much 
on Supplies from the Malabar Coaft, wc are fati^fied that you will be prepared, as far as may be 
poflible, to meet his Wilhcs in this Reipeiff. If you fliould think it in our Power to aflift you 
in providing for fuch an f. vent, or if it Hr old appear to you, or to General Abcrcromby, that 
we policfs the Means of facihtaiing in any Rel'i.eCt the Movement of your Army, (when the Sca- 
fon niall admit of its recommencing its Operations,) you may be -afliircd that it is only ncccflary 
for yon to point out to us wherein wc can contribute to the Advancement of either of thefe im- 
portant Objccls in order to receive from us every Aid that the moll ftrenuous Efforts of this 
Government can alford. 

Befuics fuch Articles of Supply as may be hereafter ufcful when Lord Cornwallis (hall have 
advanced to Seringapatam, there are probably others that General Abercromby may (land more 
immediately in need of, to be enabled to take the Field in due Scafon. On receiving Intima- 
tion of any Wants of this Kind, (whether of Bullocks, Military Stores, or Provifions,) you may 
be allured that we fltall lofe no Time in fupplying them to the grcatefl Extent in our Power, and 
as far as the State of the Seafon and the Means of I'ranfportation may enable us. *

Honble. Sir. 

It being certain from the Tenor of Lieutenant Colonel Oldham’s Letter of the 26th of May 
to your Government, that Lord Cornwallis has been under the NccelTity of relinquifhing for the 
prclcnt the Siege of Seringapatam ; and it being no Icfs evident that his Lordfliip, in order to be 
able to relume that Enterprile at a proper Sealbn, mull be fupplied with good Draught Bullocks, 
the Want or bad State (;f which would appear to have been one of the principal Caufes of its 
late Sulpenfion ; we have taken Meafures for furnifliing this important Supply to as great an Ex- 
tent as vve have the Means of providing it in due Time to be of Service, and as tlie Tonnage 
procurable in this River will allow of Conveyance for it. 

But we apprehend very much, that in both Inffanccs we (hall be flraightcned fo far that, al- 
though the Number ot Cattle we may be able to fend will be of conltdcrablc Ulc to the Army, 
it will be inadequate to the Wants of it. 

This Ciicumltance (which we have thought it proper to flare, left you Ihould be led from our 
general Afliirances to exped greater Supplies from hence than it may be in our Power to furnilh) 
will of courfe iuggell to you the Ncreinty of your making every poflible Exertion, independently 
of this Government, for the Furpofe of rendering the Supplies of every Kind as complete and as 
ample as may be neceflary. 

Wc do not poflcls the Means of afeertaining with any Exadnefs the probable Period of Lord 
Cornwallis s iecond Movement from Bangalore towards Seringapatam ; but we think it very likely, 
that neither the State of the Weather and Counny, nor of his' Lordlhip’s general Equipment, 
will aumit or his advancing from thence before the ifl of Odfoberj and in the Meafures wc take 
here for the Supply of the Troops, wc fhali afTonie this to be the Day on which the Army will 
move forward from Bangalore. 

We have Rcafon to fuppofe that about 500 Bullocks fent from hence in the Month of Mareh, 
in the Ships Sydney, Medows, Luenow, Henry, and Prince of Wales, cannot have been fent 
to the Arny; and if this hns been the Cafe, we have no Doubt that proper Care has been taken 
of them J fo that they will contribute to the Supply propofed to be afforded 10 Lord Corn-

We have received frOm the Governor in Council at Fort St. George .1 Copy of a 
Letter dated the 26th Ultimo, from Lieutenant Colonel Oldham, fro n which, upon the Autho- 
rity of your Lordfliip’s Communication of the zid, to that Officer, we are fatislied that you have 
been obliged to rclinquilli, for the prefent, the Siege of Seringapatam ; arrd as it is no lei’s evi- 
dent that your Lordlhip, in order to be able to relume that Enterprifc at a proper Seafon, mult 
be fupplied with good Draught Bullocks, the Want or bad State of which would appear to have 
been one of the principal Caufes of its late Sufpenfion, we have deemed it of Importance to cou- 
fider to what Extent we can furniffi Supplies of Cattle i and whether what we have ihe Power of 
doing in this Relpcd, can be done in tiue Time. 

2. Wc do not pofi'efs the Means of afeertaining with any l''xai.Tnefs the probable Period of 

your Lordihip’s fccond Movement IVom Bengalotc towards Seringapatam j but wc think it very 
likely, that neither the State of the Weather and Countrv, nor of your Lordfiiip's general Equip- 
ment, will admit of your advancing from thence before the ill of Oftober. Aflunnng this to be 
the Day, therefore, on which the Army is to move forward to the Enemy’s Capital, it r.dlows, 
that Supplies of whatever Kind going from hence ffiould, in order to facilitate the Movement 
from Bcngalorc, arrive at Madras, if poffiblc, by the ift of September j fince a Month is nor, 
perhaps, too long a Period to allow for the Diftance between thele Places. ’ 

3. It will, wc hoiic, be in our Power to fupply your Lordlhip with two thoufand good Bul-

The Supplies of Cafh will be obtained as be- 
fore, and in the fame Manner, from the Deputy Military Paymafter General ; and the Secretary 
will readily aflbrd every Affiftance to Colonel Murray from his Office, by iflliing fuch Orders as 
may be neceft'ary fiom Time to Time to enable him to e.\ccute the Duty affigned to him.

5. We arc aware, my Lord, that a Recruit of 2000 Bullocks may appear inconfidcrable ; but 
as vve have not the Means of providing Cattle to anfwer the Wants of every Department of the 
Army, we have been obliged 10 confine our Lfxcrtions for the prefent to the Equipment of the 
moll: import.ant Branch of it, which is, without Doubt, the Ordnance; and wc calculate, that 
2000 good Bullocks, properly trained, will be equal to the Draught of from twenty to thirty 
Eighteen Pounders, and a large Proportion of Stores. 

6. It is known that your Lordfhip, at the Beginning of the Year, reckoned very much on the 
Bengal Bullocks for the Traniportation of the Battering Train with the Army under your Com- 
mand ; and wc have hear;! with Pleafure that your Lordffiip’s Expeftations in this Rcfpect had 
been completely anfwcred by the .Service derived from the Bullocks which went from hence. 

7. Wc have communicated to the Council- of Fort St. George the Meafurcs we have agreed 
to adopt for lupplying your l.,ofdlbip’s Army ; but have urged the Ncccffity of their making 
every poffibic hxertion, independently of this Government, to render the Supplies of every Kind 
as complete and ample as may be nccdTary-, and wc have alfo written on the Subject to the 
Council of Bombay, apprizing them, that whenever your Lordfhip may advance to Seringapa- 
tam, you will without Doubt rely much on Supplies from the Malabar Coaft, and recommending 
that they fliould be prepared, as far as may be poffibic, to meet your Wiffics in this Rcfpect. 
Copies of our Letter to Bombay have been fent to Major General Abcrcromby, and to the Rcfi- 
dent and Factors at Tcllicherry.

Imprefled as I am with the NccefTity of ufing our utmoft Eftbits to bring the prefent War 
againft Tippoo to a fpeedy and happy Conclufion, I have moft anxiouOy confidered in wh.u Man- 
ner this Government can make the moft efficacious Exertions for thai Purpole ; and i nov/ fubmit 
my Ideas to the Members of the Board, trufting, from the Zeal and Spirit whicii they hive uni- 
formly manifefted fince the Commencement of Hoftilitics, that they will authorize me to mi ;er- 
take whatl now propofe; and hoping, from the Good-will and Activity which I am lure to ex- 
perience from the Executive Officers, that I lhall be able to carry the Propoficioiib into complete 
Elfeift. 

i propofc that the firft Regiment of Native Cavalry lliall be augmented to fix Troops of 
the prefent Strength, and that a provifional Authority (hall be given to Captain Fiiili to 
increafe the Complement of each of the fix Troops to 80 Privates, provided it will not delay 
or otherwife interfere with the neceffary Mcafurcs for bringing the Regiment in due l ime to the 
Prcfidcncy ; which, for the Sake of Difpatch, I lhall order 10 be effeiSed, if poiffible, by Water 
Conveyance. 

I propofc that a Draft lhall be made of about 12 or 1400 Sepoys from the io Battalions be- 
longing to the Barrackpore, Berhampore, and Midnaporc Stations, to be embarked, in the 
hvourable Seafon, to proceed to fuch Part of the Coaft as may be moft convenient for joining 
Colonel Cockcrcll’a Detachment.

As we cannot be too provident in keeping our Cavalry on the Coall complete, I think that 
Colonel Martine at Lucknow, and Lieutenant Turner at the Prefidency, may be employed with 
great Utility in procuring ferviceable Horics tp replace thole which the Regiments on tnc Coall 
mull have loft by their late fatiguing Operations ; and I hope, by their Means, with the Alfiltance 
of the Vizier and his Minifters, to obtain to the Extent of 4 or 500. The Means of conveying the 
Men and Horfes of the ill Regiment of Cavalry, the fpare Horfes, and the Bullocks, to the 
Coall, is the next Point to be explained i and this, upon Inquiry, I find, is to be done not only 
with Rale, but 1 trull alfo at a very moderate Expeme, by the Me.ins of Dunies, of which 
there arc upwards of 150 in this River. I'hcir Tonnage, 1 find, as at prefent unoccupied; but 
any Knowledge acquired of the Intentions of Government, would induce them to raife thtir Ex- 
pedations and Demands for Freight very high ; and 1 accordingly propofe, in order to obviate 
that Confcquencc, that an adive and zealous Agent may be employed to engage the Vcflcis in 
the firft Inftance, and to prepare them afterwards for the Reception of their Freight, I have 
found Mr. Cockranc not only intclli; ent upon the Subjed, and apparently very capable of 
executing the Trull, but forward and willing alfo to render his Services ; and as 1 really do not 
know a more eligible Perfon, I lhail propofe that he may be employed. 

Agreed to the fcveral Propofitions laid before the Board by the Governor General, and that 
his Lordihip be authorized to give the nccelTary Orders for carrying them into Execution. 

Ordered that the Secretary be dcfircd to acquaint Mr. Cockrane that, when he has engaged the 
Veffcls which arc to take the ill Regiment of Cavalry, the fpare Horfes, and the Bullocks, to the 
Coall, he is to acquaint the Board with the Terms of his Agreement, and make them known 
alfo to the Military Auditor General, who will report to Government the Amounts and Periods of 
the Advances to be made in confcquencc, and inftriift Mr. Cockrane as to the official Rules he 
fhould obferve in preparing and fending in his Accounts.

1 think the Sum ample, therefore recommend that the Contrail be made to that Purpofe, with 
the Addition of one Article more agreeable to the following Standing Gatrifon Order, which I believe 
received the Sandlion of the Right Honourable the Governor General ; but as there is not any 
Article to that Purpofe in the prefent Contrail, the Contrailors may, I conceive, difputc it.

Requefting that this Digrefiion, if it Ihoohi be confidercd one, may be excufed, I proceed to ^ 
obey the Orders of the Supreme Board relative to the Draft of the Advertilcment for a new 
Contract. 

Art. I ft. As the Intention of this Article is to regulate the Value to be paid by the new to the 
old Contractor for the Cattle, I recommend that the Paragraph fhould end with the Words “ by

than much burning; but fuch Marks ought only to be put on Cattle rejected after having been 
admitted into the Service, and diftinguiftied by the Company’s Mark of Admiflion ; becaufe, if 
Bullocks rejected upon being merely tendered for the Service, Ihould be thus marked, the Cun- 
tractor might -fuffer greatly in the Refalc of them. The Contractor himfelf Ihould nor, in my

In his Monthly Allowance he draws the Proportions calculated by himfelf 
for the Wear of the Cattle ; and therefore, even if Government were to take them off his Hands, 
he ought not to expect the original full Value after long Service.

“ Provided that by thefc Rules ihcre ttiall not be feived to one Man more than two Pounds of 
“ Beef or Mutton and it Ihould be made clearly underftood by the Soldiers, that notwithlland- 
ing this Indulgence, one i’ound is the ellabhfhcd Allowance for a Man. 

2. It has been objrdcd to this Article, that it would occafion great Expence for W.idage, 

Ir.tetett of Money, ccc. to a Contrador. This Obiedion indicates that nw Spirits would be 
ferved our, and tl.ercj'orc the Ubjedion is the bell Kealon why the protiofcd Rule (liould be 
liflied. 

I think tiiat particular Attention is due to that Part of the Chief Engineer’s J.ettcr which 
relates to the necclTary Cati’c and Means of C.rriagc for the Vidualling Branch, whether it Ihall 
be cairicd on fcparatelv or continue united with the Bullock Hepartment. 

I agree to Major Dyer’s additional Propofition, May 30, 1791.

9. I think the Rates at whidi Government will receive and pay for ferviceahle Cattle, ought fa 
be 'fixed, and publiflaed, for the Information of the Inhabitants, in thole Provinces where the belt 
Sort of Cattle arc reared. 

This would hold out an ivneouragement to the Natives to breed Cattle, and at the fame Ti.ne 
fccure to them a juft Price. 

The Amount Purchafe of fuch Cattle to be paid by the Contrador, or by his Agents, in Pre* 
fence of fome Officers of Cjovcrnment. 

6th Article appears to me to be very proper. 

7. The Meal'urc of the Bulloek to be behind, as is fuggefted by tlic Commandant of Ar- 
til lei y. 

8. 1 agree in Opinion with the Ading Qiiarter Mafter General, and think that his Stiggeflions 
on the Subjed are very pfoper to be ailopted. 

9. Query: If Beatty Bollocks were betote furnittted by the Contrador, what Mode of Supply 
is now propofed to be li.bttitutcd ? 

10. Notwithllanding, by the prefent Contrador, the Weight for a Carriage Bullock is fixed at 
160 lb. yet It has ever been cuttomary for the Bullocks to carry two too lb. Barrels ot Powder; 
which, iiiekuling Barrels and Package, aiid inclufive ot Pad, mutt have weighed ai leatt 250 lb. ; 
and from which no Inrnnveniency has ever been felt. It is ihercforc pretty evident that the ( ar- 
riige ol Bullocks h.is been much under-rated; and although it may he dcfirablc that the Ciltle 
ot an Army fhould not be overloaded, yet it is cqu.ally netettary that Government flioiild be re- 
lieved from the Penalty of a Bre.ich of Contrad to which they have hitherto been li ible, from 
t!ie (..linage Cattle being ovei loaded, when in fad they had only their ulual and proper Load. 

2 sc lb. being deemed too great a Load for a Bullock, it has therefore been propolcd in future 
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to carry the loofc Powder allotted for Field Service in 80 in place of lOO lb. Barrels, which will 
reduce the Weight to betwixt 205 to 210 lb. I am therefore ot Opinion, that every Carriage 
Bullock ought to be equal to the Carriage of 2 10 lb. excluftvc of its Pad.

Were the Gram to be placed under Charge of a Sentry till fuch Time^as it is given to the Cattle, 
it miglit be a good Regulation. • 

All Cattle, when employed, to have 3I Seer of Gram allowed daily. 

14. I wifli the Commandant of Artillery to fay how far this may be neceflary. During 
the Time that the Artillery and Stores arc carrying out to pradlife, it may be very proper that 
the Cattle fhould have their extra Allowance of Gram but 1 am doubtful how far this be ne- 
ceflary the Whole of the Time that the Artillery is employed in Pradlicc. 

15. I agree in Opinion with the Ading Quarter Mailer General, that at both the Field Sta- 
lions of Futty Ghur and Cawnporc, the Complement of Drivers ought to be kept complete.

Stores requifitc for feeding an European Army, totally diflinct and indcpcnJenc of the 
which are kept up for the exprefs Purpofc of the Artillery and Military Stores ; a Ciiciimuancc 
which docs not appear to have been provided for, or adverted to in the former Arny Contracts, 
otherwife we fliould have had regular Mufler Returns of the Cattle kept up at the Field Station 
of tlie Army for this fpecial Service.

^^I^ownT Tm inclined to acquiefee in the Quarter Maftcr General’s Reafonlng againil; the Syftcm 
of Contraft i but that Mode of condiiding this important Dijpartment of the Set vice being pie- 
feribed by the Company, it reds with Government only to guard as much as polfiblc againft 
the luppofed ill Tendency of the Syftem : And I conceive the Means likely to anlwer that luid 
bfft, will be to referve to Government the Power of accepting thofe Propolals, which, alter mature 
Confideratioo of all Circumttances, may be judged mod for the Advantage of the Public Service. 

Indeed, it is my Opinion, that the Terms fliould be fo liberal, as to enable the Contraftor to dif- 
charge Vis Trull properly, and at the fame Time afford him ample Piolit. — I do not deem it mate- 
rial whether the Contiadlor is or is not in the Service of the Company, provided he is a Perfon of 
Aftivity and rcfpcftable Charadlcr \ for if either break their Barg.jin, ihcy can only be punidied tfc- 
cording to the Conditions of the Contrafl. Therefore if there * is Grounds for Eledion, tSicLnOrlg 

perhaps it diould run in Favour of the latter, becaufe it is not likely that he wouKl poflefs an 
equal Share of Influence with a Gentleman of good Charadlcr in the Service; and conlequently, 
rcafoning on general Principles, it is probable that he would be more fearful of hazarriing Devia- 
tions from his I'lngagemcnts.

As I was abfent when the Subjed of a new Contrad for Cattle, &c. was introduced and Senior Offi- 
difeufled at the Military Board, and having only relumed my Seat when the collcdcd Opinions P'rh- 
of the other Members were to be read, I have very little to fay upon this Subjed, and Hull only 
advert to a few Points which appear to me of great VA eight. 

I would recommend that no Bullocks that have attained their twelfth Year fliould ever be ad- 
mitted into the Service, cllccming the Age from five to eight Years by much the moll proper. 

1 am of Opinion that iojlbs. Weight Ibould be the fixed Load of a fervictable Bullock. 

It lias been very pro[)erly noticed, that great Inconvenience liasolt arilen tiom the Pradice of 
joining the Contrads for turnilbing Bullocks and for vidualling the European Soldiery in one 
Perfon. Thclc Contrads Ibould be fcparatc; whilll joined together there can be no proper 
Check; and either of them, to be well executed, will fuinifli Employment enough for one Man ; 
befides I have too frequently witn'-fled the Diforders which have been excited among the European 
Soldiery in confequence of bad Meat being offered. Such Inconveniences being very eafy to 
remedy, by feparating the Contrad, I need not aflign more Rcafons in fupport of my Wifli that 
they may never again be joined together. 

The Bullock Concrador Ibould he obliged to ered Sheds at all the Stations, agreeable to a Plan 
given in by the Ading Qiiarter Mafler General, and not allowed to ered them on n Plan of his 
own ; for the Sheds which 1 have fecn were gcncially too confined; and nothing is more hurtful to 
labouring Cattle allotted to any Work, than being irowdcd and penned up in too fmall a Space. 

On the Article of Feeding, 1 would recommend a good Allowance to the Contrador : By 
granting him liberal Terms, I conceive he will perform Ins Duty confcientioufly •, whereas if the 
Contradors arc continually dealt with on the harddl Terms, they will exert thcmfclvcs at the Pub- 
lic Expence to fecure their Profit; for fomc Profit he mull have, or who would enter into a Con- 
trad, neither to gain or lofc by it? To have Cattle fcarcely fit for Service, defeats the Purpofe of a 
Contrad, and this has for fome Years been the Cafe : We cannot exped: to have them in good 
Condition without making a luitablc Allowance for it; and I certainly think it the bell (Economy 
to grant the Contrador luch Terms as would render him mod jultly odious, and meriting the 
fcvcrcll Penalties, if he did not keep his Cattle in the beft polbblc Condition.

The Committee think proper toobferve, that in the Allotment of Carri-igc for the loofe Powder, 
they are aware that 2 Barrels of Powder, each Barrel containing 100 C', is by far too great a Weight

Chunar Ghur. 

The Field Train at Chunar is equal to that at both the Stations of Futty Ghur and Cawnpore, 
agreeably to which it would require for the Movement of it 1073 Draught and Carriage Cattle. 

In the Allotment of fo large a Train for this Station, it being evident that the Committee of 
Stores had only in View the providing for the accidental DeAiands which might occur from the 
Frontier Stations -, the Committee do not therefore confuler it neceflary to make any Provifion of 
Cattle for this Field Train, further than what can be fpared from thofe which will be allotted for 
a Brigade of Battering Guns, and which are deemed adequate at the fame Time to provide fof 
the Service of fiich Part of this Field Train as arc likely to be occafionally detached with tht 
Sepoy Corps from the Station of Chunar. 

Chunar having been confidered by the Committee of Stores as the proper Station for keeping 
up a Pickl Battering Train, which may on particular Occafions be wanted on the Frontier Station ; 
the Committee have therefore judged it proper to recommend that there be allotted to this Station 
a fufficient Number of Draught Cattle to move a Brigade of Eighteen Pounders Battering Guns, 
together with the neceflary Tumbrils and fpare Carriages. 

The Number of Cattle neceflary for this Service is the fame with that which has been alloted for 
the Brigade of Battering Guns at Futty Ghur, that is to fay. Draught Cattle, 272. 

The Number of Cattle will not only provide for the occalional Movement of a Battering Train, 
but for all the other Services of the Field Artillery at this Station. 

Carriage Cattle. 

The Commitiee judging that a Provifion of Carriage Cattle for one Half of the Number of 
Corps attached to this Station, that is, for three Battalions of Sepoys, will be equal to the Service 
required, have therefore recommended that it be fettled on that Principle. 

Carriage for 60 Rounds of Ammunition for a fingle Battalion, at the Rate of 1600 Rounds 
each Bullock, and including fpare Cattle, will require 27 Bullocks. Total for three Battalions, 
Carriage Cattle, 81. 

Dinaporc 

Having been confidered by the Committee a Station for two Companies of European Artillery, 
two Battalions of European Infantry, and fix Battalions of Sepoys, the Commi.ttc therefore 
recommend that a fufficient Number of Draught Cattle be kept up, to move when required 
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four Brigades of Six Pounders, or a Brigade for every two Corps. In thefe are meant to be in- 
cluded luch Brigades of Guns as may be occaQonally detached from this Station with Sepoy 
Corps. 

A Brigade of Six Pounders confifts of a Guns with Limbers, 4 Ammunition Tumbrils, which 
including fpare Cattle, will require for each Brigade 42 Bullocks, and for four Brigades, Total 
of Draught Cattle, 168. 

The Carriage for the Infantry Ammunition the Committee recommend being regulated on the 
fame Principle with that for Chonar j which is. Carriage for 60 Rounds for Half of the Number of 
Corps, or for 4 Battalions, at 27 Bullocks for each Battalion, Total Carriage Cattle, 108.

The Field Train to be kept at the Stations, being intended as a Provifion againft any Deficiency 
which there might be at Dinaporcj the Committee therefore recommend, that a fufficient Number 
of Draught Cattle be kept there to move when required a Brigade of 12 Pounders, and which 
when not wanted for this Purpofe, may be occafionally employed in the Bufinefs of the ArfcnaJ* 
or on any other Public Works. ’ 

A Brigade of 12 Pounders confifts of 2 Guns with Limbers, and eight Ammunition Tumbrils* 
which, including fpare Cattle, will require of Draught Cattle, 80. 

There being no Infantry, excepting Invalids at the station, the Committee do not on that Ac- 
count confider it neceflary to allot any Carriage for Ammunition.

In the Allotment of Cattle for the different Services of the Army, the Committee think it 
proper to obferve, that with a View towards public CFconomy, they have, as far as it was pofliblc, 
confident with a proper Regard to the probable Exigencies of the Service, endeavoured to con- 
fine the Numbers nearly to that which Government by their prclent Engagements are obliged to 
fupport. 

Imprcffcd, however, as the Committee is with a Senfe of the Advantage which muft rcfult to 
the Public Service, from having a Supply of ftrong and Icrviceable Cattle lor the life of the 
Army, and having lately witneffed the Difficulties which occurred in collefling a Number 
of Cattle of a proper Quality, fit for the Service of the Army on the Coaft, they cannot omit 
fo favourable an Opportunity of calling the Circumftance to the Attention of Government in 
the ftrongeft and mofl: urgent Manner. 

In fome Parts of the Company’s Provinces, the Breed of Cattle the Committee conceive to be 
equal, if not fuperior, to any which is to be found in any other Countries in India, and is Hill ca- 
pable of being further improved ; which, by Means of Encouragement and Prcniiums given to 
ihc Natives, they arc of Opinion might be cafily effeiftcd.

For the Stations of Futty Ghur and Cawnpore the Eftimate of the neceflary Carriage is not 
formed on the prefent adlual Strength of Corps at thofe Stations, but, as the Committee have 
already premifed in a former Part of this Report, is calculated on the Strength and Number of the 
Corps belonging to the different Stations at the Time when the late Committee of Stores formed 
their Report. 

As there may be Occafion to move the European Corps Rationed at the Cantonments of Dina- 
porc and Btrhampore, from Attention to this Circumftance, the Committee have been induced to 
alloc at the former of thofe Stations, Carriage equal to one European Battalion, and a Com- 
pany of Artillery} and at Berampore for one European Battalion, together with the General Staff 
of a Brigade. 

At Chonar, excepting for the Carriage of the Tents of the fix Battalions of Sepoys, it does not 
appear neceffary to have any other 5 and for the Prcfidency, the Committee are of Opinion, that 
Carriage for a Company of European Artillery, and for the Sepoy Corps, will allb be as much as 
is likely to be wanted. 

The Committee have made the Calculation as near as pofllble to the Weight which by the pre- 
fent Contraft an t Icphant is engaged to carry, which is 20 Maunds. 

The fpare Elephants which are allotted to every Station, we confider to be an ample Provifion 
againft every Calualty, in which is included fuch Incrcafc of Weight as may arife from the Tents 
being wet. 

I'he Proportion of Camels is allotted chiefly with a View of providing for the Carriage of the 
Camp Equipage of fmall Detachments, where one Elephant will not be required.

If the Eflatc of a Perfon, confiding of Land or of Goods and ERefls, be liable to be (hared 
among fcveral Heirs, and the Heirs compound with One amongft them for his Share of the Inhe- 
ritance by giving him lome fpecific Article* fuch Compofitioh is iawfpl, whether the Thing given 
be fuperior or inferior to hia Right; becaufe it is pofiible'to legalize this Compofition, by conftru- 
ing it in the Nature of a Sale ; and alfo becaufe it is related, that in the Time of Ofman, Tama- 
zir, the Wife of Abdul-Ribman, the Son of Auf, who had been divorced by her Huiband in 
his laft Ilincfs, compounded her Share of the Inheritance, which was a Fourth of the Eighth for 
One Half of the Fourth of an Eighth ; as is evident from this Circumftancc, that Abdul-Rib- 
man, who, bcfides Children, had Four Wives, left an Eftate of Five Millions Three Hundred 
and Twelve Thouland Deenars ; and the Share (he received was Eighty-three Thoufand Deenars, 
which is One Half of the Fourth of an Eighth. 

In the fame Manner alfo, if the Eftate confift of Silver, and Gold be given to One of tbfc Heirs 
as a Compofition, or if it confift of Gold, and a Compofition be given in Silver, it is valid, whe- 
ther the Thing given be inferior or fuperior; becaufe this is a Sale of One Species for another, 
and in it the Condition of Equality between the Confideration and the Return is not required. 
It is requifite however that the Sobjefts of the Compofition be mutually interchanged and taken 
Foftefilon of by the Parties at the Place where the Contraft of Compofition is included ; for this is 
a Sirf Sale, and in it mutual Seizin at the Meeting is a ncccflary Condition. But if the Heir, in 
whofc PofTeffion the Remainder of the Eftate it, (hould deny the PoffefTion, then the former Seizin 
fuflBces, becaufe it is a Seizin of Refponfibility (fince it is in the Nature of Ofurpatlon), arid may 
therefore (land for a Seizin of Compofition. If, on the contrary, he Ihould acknowledge the 
PoflcflTion, then it is neceflary that a new Seizin be made ; becaufe the Seizin in that Cafe being in 
the Nature of a Truft, and confequently unattended with Refponfibility, is weak in Comparifon 
with a Seizin of Compofition, which is attended with Refponfibility; and therefore cannot be 
fubftituted in the Place of it.

If a Perfon make a Will in Favour of a Stranger, to the Amount of a Third of his Property, 
it is valid, although the Heirs of the Teftator Ihould not be confenting thereto ; for it is lb re* , 
corded in the Traditions. 

A Bequeft to any Amount, exceeding the Third of the Teftator’s Property, is not valid. In 
Proof of this the following Tradition is quoted, as delivered by Abec Vekafs. “ In the Year 
of the Conqueft of Mecca, being taken fo extremely ill that my Life was defpaired of, the 
Prophet of God came to pay me a Vifit of Confolation. I told him, that, by the Bleffing of 
God, having a great Eftate, but no Heirs, except one Daughter, I wilhed to know “ if i might 
dilpofe of it all by 'Will.” He replied, “ No.” And when I fcverally interrogated hint 
if I might leave Two-thirds, or one Half, he alfo replied in the Negative but when I afked 
if I might leave a Third, he anfwercd, “ Yes ; you may leave a Third of your Property by 
Will : but a Third Part, to be di^ofed of by Will, is a great Portion ; and it is better you 
Ihould leave your Heirs rich, than m a State of Poverty, which might oblige them to beg 01 
others.” Befides, the Right of the Teftator’s Heirs is connefted with his Property, toe when 
he is in his laft Illnefs, he has no further Ufe for it ; and as this is the Caufc or the Title to^ 
becoming null and void in him, and veiling in the Heirs, their Right therefore at that Period 
becomes connedlcd with it accordingly. This Right, however, U not recognized by the Law,

which cxiends to all Muffulmans, the Charge of his Maintenance muft be defrayed from the Pub- 
lic Trealury, which is the Pioperty of all. If it be not in the Power of the Kazee to fettle the 
7 \IIowance from the Public Treafury, he muft at all Events appoint a Perfon who will make the 
Partition for a certain Rate of hire, to be paid by the Parties who arc concerned, and particularly 
benefited by the Divifion. In this Cafe, the Rate muft be moderate and fixed, fo that the Parti- 
tioner may not be liable to make exorbitant Demands. It is however more eligible that his Al- ‘ 
lowances be paid from the Public Treafury, as diis is cafier for the People in general, and pre- 
cludes, in a greater Degree, the Imputaiions of Corruption and Injuftice. 

The Partiiioncr muft be a Man noted for Jufticc and Integrity; and he muft alfo poffefs a 
Knowledge of that particular Bufioefs. 

The Muigiftrate muft not compel the People always to accept of one particular Perfon for their 
Particioncr; becaufe the Tranfaflion which paffes betw.xt the Partners and the Partitioncr is a 
Species of Contraft, and it is not lawful to compel any Perfon to enter into a Contraft \ and alfo 
becaufe, if fuch a Prafticc were admitted, the Perfon poflefling the cxclufivc Appointment would 
demand an immediate Rate of Hirc. ^ . 

^ [(^) It is lawful for fcvcral Partners to agree amongft thcmfelvcs, and to make a Divifion of 

their joint Property.] But if there be an Infant among them, it is rcquifuc that they pro- 
cure an Order from the Magiftrate; for they poffefs no Power over the Infant. 

The Kazee muft not fuffer the Perfons employed in making Partitions to be concerned together 
in the Plire or Profits arifing froni their Bufuiefs, fitch a Conjunftion tending to raife the Hirc to 
an exorbitant Rate ■, for each of them, when applied to, will make fome Excufe for declining the 
Employment, anti they will refer the Party who has occafion for their Services from one to another, 
until at length he be confirained to confent to immoderate Terms ; whereas, if every Man is con- 
cerned only for himfcif, each will readily confent to be employed for a moderate Hire, rather than 
lofc it altogether. 

The Rate of Wages to a Partitioncr is regulated by the Number of Perfons for whom the Di- 
vifion is made, according to Haneefa. The ^o Difcipics maintain that it is determined in Pro- 
portion to their refpeftive Shares, the Wages of the Partitioncr being on Account of their Pro- 
perty, and therefore determined according to its Extent, like the Wages of a public Weigher, of 
a Meafurc, or of a Perfon who digs a Well, to be held in joint Property ; or like the Maintenance 
of a Slave belonging to feveral Partners. The Argument of Haneefa is, that the Wages of the 
Partitioncr are given to him for diferiminating and feparating the Shares, in doing which, it fig- 
nifics not whether the Shares be large or fmall, fince the Share of the inferior Partner is diftinguim- 
ed and fevered by his Work, as well as that of him who holds a large Proportion. It moreover 
fometimes happens, that the Labour in calculating a fmall Share is more than in afcertaining a 
a large Share, and fometimes the reverfe •, hence it is difficult to determine how far the one or the 
other is attended with the moftTrouble*, and therefore the Hire muft be referred to the mere Aft 
of' dividing off, or diferiminating. It is otherwile in diggings Well} for in that Inftance the 
Wages are on Account of digging and carrying away the Earth, in which there is Difference in 
the Labour jperformed for each Partner’s Proportion. With refpeft to weighing or mcafuring, if 
thofe be performed in order to effitft a Partition of any Thing (fuch as Wheat held in Partnerlhip)

It is rcquifitc however that lie Ijiccity in the Deed of Paitition, time it has been made in 
confe'qucncc of their Declarations, in order that his Decree may extend only to thole who have 
attended, and not to others who nay perhaps afterwards appear. 'J he Argument of Ilaneefa is, 
that the Order which the Kazee gives torthc Partition is, in faftj a Decree againll the Dcfundl, by 
which his Kiuht is terminated -, fur until a Partition takes place, the Hcrcdiianienis are Hill confi- 
dered as h;s h llare, infoniuch that if any Inrrcale be produced upon it. Inch Incrcafc is lubjeil to 
the Will of the Dccealcd dtclaied in his iVdamcnt, or is appropriated to the Payment of his Debts, 
neither of which could be the Cafe after Partition has been made. The Partition (heieforc being 
in fad, a Decree of the Kazee affeding the Defund, the Concurrence of a Part of the Claimants to 
the Suits of the others is not admitted as an Argument of fufficient Weight, and hence they mull 
fopport their Claims agaihfl: thcDefund by Evidence, in which Cafe a Part of the Heirs arccon- 
fidcrcd as Litigants on Behalf of the Detund. . r • 

Objedion. — A Part of the Heirs cannot be confidcred as Litigants on Behalf of the' Defund, 
fince each Individual acknowledges the Claims of the others, and a Man who acknowledges an- 
other’s Claim cannot be regardeti as his Opponent. 

Reply. — A Pait of the Heirs may be conridcred as Litigants on Behalf of the Dtfund, although 
they do acknowledge the Claims of the others, their Acknowledgment being of no Weight •, in 
the fame Manner as where a Man fues for a Debt agninft an Eftaie, and an Heir or Executor ac- 
knowledges his Claim, in which Cale luch Acknowledgment, as being to the Detriment of the 
others, is not fufficient, but the Claimant muft produce Evidence before the Kazee in his Suit, 
even againll that Heir or Executor, before he can cltablifli his Claim againll the Ellatc in general 
to the Prejudice of the Whole of the Heirs. The Acknowledgment of the Heir or Executor 
being tlicreforc of no Weight, he may with Propriety be conlidcred as an Opponent or Li- 


tigant. 

What is here mentioned is the I.-aw with refped to Immoveable Property j it is otherwife with 
refped to Moveable Property, becaufe that requires Care in keeping, and there is an Advantage 
arifing from the immediate Partition of it j whereas Immoveable Property, being by its Nature 
fafe, requires no Care •, befidcs, the Perfon in whofe PofTcflion Movcabic Property remains, is 
refponfible for it whereas, accoiding to Haneefa, he is not lo with regard to Immoveable Pro- 
perty. It is alfo otherwife with refped to Landed Property acquired by Purcliafcj becaufe an Ar- 
ticle fold is no longer accounicd the Property of the Seiler, although it Hill remain undivided j 
and the Partition of it therefore cannot be regarded as a Decree of tlic Kazee pafled againll an ab- 
fent Perlon, by which his Right is terminated. , 

If the Joint Owners of a Property requeft a Partition of it, without fpccifying whether it was 
acquired by Inheritance or by Purchafe, or by any other Means, the Kazee may order the Partition, 
this being, in fadj not a Decree againfl another Perfon, fincc no other is acknowledged by them. 
The Author of this Work fays, tliat this Adjudication is to be found in the Kitib al Kiffmat. 
It is mentioned iii the Jama Sagheer, that when Two Men apply for a Partition of Lands which 
they prove by Witnefles to be in their Poflenion, the Kazee muft not order the Partition until they 
alio prove by Evidence that the Lands arc their Property, for otherwife it is poBible that they may 
belong to another Perfon.

It uould l-c otherwife if they had become Pro- 
prietor.s of the lloufe by Purchafc} for in that Cafe no Partition could be made in the Ab- 
Icnce ot any of the Partners. This DirtimRton between the Cale of Propcity acquired by lo. 
heritance, and Property acquired by Purcliafe, is made on the tollosving Grounds : Anlleir is Maflcr 
of his Anceflor’s ERate as his SubRitute, infonuich that he has the Power of rcriuning (on d 1'- 
covering a DefecT) any 'I hing whii h his AnceRor may have bouglir ; or, in like Manner, he 
may be compelled (on the Dilcovery of a Dchcf) to take back any Thing which his A'ueilor 
may have ibid } and he is likewife fubj cR to become dei cived in conitqucnce of the Purch.ik-r

The I’lirchafer, on 
the contrary, becomes the Proprietor of the Thing bought by a recent I it!e of Property, and not 
in the Manner of a Subftitutc, inlo.nuch that he cunnor, on difcovering a Detedf, return the 
Article to the Pcrion from whom rhe late Seller had before bought it. fience neither of the 
Two prefent Purchafers can Rand as Litigant on Behalf of an Ablcntce. Thus there is an evi- 
dent Difference between the Two Cafes. 

If the Land, or a Part of it, be in the PoffeRion of the abfent Heir, or of his TruRce, or 
in that of an Infant Heir, the Partition muR not be ordered, whether the Heirs who are preRnt 
produce the Evidence or nor. This is approved ; for the Partition in fuch a Cafe would, in fad, 
be a Decree of the KazeeagainR an Abfcntec, or an Infant, diveRing them of fomething they pop 
fefs, without any Litigant appearing on their Behalf; nor can the TruRce of the Ablcntee Rand 
as Litigant on his Behalf in any Thing which may be attended wnh Lol's to him ; and it is ilK-gd 
in the Kazee to pafs a Decree without all the Litigants being prcRnt. 

If only one Heir appear, a Partition muR not be ordered, although he produce t,(ie neceffarf 
Evidence^ for it is requifite that both the Litigants be prefent ; and one Man cannot Rand as 
Litigant on both Sides. It is otherwife where Two appear, as has been already fhewn. 

If two Heirs appear, one an Adult, and the other an Infant, the Kazee rnuR appoint a 
Guardian to the Infant, and order the Partition as foon as Evidence is produced ; and in the fame 
Manner, if an Adult Heir appear, and allb a Legatee of Onc-third of the F.Rate, and they de- 
mand a Partition, and produce Evidence, (One to prove that he is Heir, and the other that he is 
Legatee), the Kazee muft order the Partition ; for in each of tliel'c Cafes the litigating Parties 
are both fuppoled to appear ; the Adult Heir being litigant on the Part of the Dccrafed, and the 
Legatee on his own Behalf ; and in the fame Manner the Guardian being Litigant on Behalf of 
the Infant, whence it may be faid, that the Infant (as it were) has appeared in his own proper 
Peifon as an Adulr, bccaufe of the Guardian being his SubRitute.

Of Pleas in Error in Partition ; and of Claims of Right in regard to it. 

[(<?) Where One of the Partners complains of an Error in the Partition, and that a Part 
ought to have fallen to him by the Partition is in the PoffeRion of another; in this Cafe, if he 
have before acknowledged that he had received his Share, his Complaint muft not be admittc , 
unlcfs fupported by Evidence ; for it is, in faft, fuing to cancel the Partition, after it has been 
accomplilhed ; and it is to be prefumed, that there is no Error, and that his Complaint is lale- 
If the Complainant cannot fupport it by Evidence, the others mart, be required to deny the Com-

If the Complainant allege that he did receive his whole Right, but that the other afterwards took 
a Part of it, the Denial of the other on Oath muft be credited, as this is, in fadt, a Complaint of 
Ufurpation. 

If he allege that “ a certain Village fell to him in confequence of the Partition, but that the other 
had not delivered it up to him,” in this Cafe, provided he have not previoudy acknowledged the 
obtaining Poircffion of his Share, and the other contradift him, both mult be required to fVvear, 
becaufe the Difpute is with rcfpcdl to the (^i mtity which the Complainant received in confequence 
of the Partition ; and hence the DilFcrcncc in the prefent Inftance is analogous to a Difpute con- 
cerning the Quantity of an Article of Sale, in which Cafe a mutual Oiili is tendered to the Parties,

[ {a) If One of the Parties complain that an Error took place in the Diyifion, his Complaint 
mull not be attended to, it being held in the fame Light as a Complaint of a fraudulent Bargain, 
which, in Cafes of Sales concluded by the Principals themfelve^, cannot be heard. In Partition, 
therefore, as in Sales^ fi.icc both Parties have mutually concurred, fuch a Complaint cannot be 
hcaid. I ^ ' 

If, however, the Partition was made by the Order of the Kazee, and extreme Fraud be alleged, 
the Complaint muff be heard, as the Stability of the Kazcc’s Authority depends on Jultice. 

If a Houle be divided betwixt Two Partners, each receiving a Part, and afterwards one of them 
claim a Room in the Pufieflion of the other, alleging that “ it is One of the Things which ought to 
have fallen to him in confequence ofthe Partition,” and the other deny this, — in this Cafe, as the 
Plaintifl' complains of Ufurpation, it is requifitc that he bring proper Evidence ; and, if both 
bring I'.videncc, that adduced on the Part of the Plaintiff, who is not in Poirefllon, niulf be admit- 
ted in Preference to that of the other ; for it is a Maxim of the Law, that the Evidence on the Side 
of the Patty who is out of PoflclTion is preferable to that on the Side of him who is in Pofiel- 
fion. 

If the Complaint above mentioned be previous to an Avowal of the Plaintiff’s having ever ac- 
quired Poffefljon, both Parties muft be required to fwcar, and the Partition muff be annulled, and 
performed anew. In the lame Manner alio, if Two Pattners differ regarding their Boundaries, the 
One alleging th'at a certain Boundary belongs to him, but has fallen into the Poircffion of the 
other,” and the other alleging the fame Thing regarding another Boundary, and both produce 
Evidence, the Kazee muft decree, in favour of each, that Boundary which is in the Poffcffion of 
the other. If only One produce Evidence, the Kazee muft pafs a Decree only in his Favour ; but 
if neither of tlicm produce Evidence, they muft both be required to fwear in the fame Manner as 
in Cafes of Sale.

Employment held by him under the Government.

Par. 1 5. We are happy in having adopted before hand your Sentiments In refpeft to Raja

Enquiry into his Circumftances, and found his Income inadequate to his Expences and the Rank 
lie had to maintain. The Removal of the Khalfa would have brought a frefh Diftrefs upon him. 
In this Situation, and finding him a young Man of honourable Sentiments, with a very competent 
Share of Parcs, they determined to employ him in the Office of Ray Rayan, then to be newly 
fftabliflicd. We approved and appointed him. He is now here with the Khalfa, and with his Ap- 
plication to Bufincfs, promifes to be a ufeful Servant of the Company. 

\Vc have no Doubt of your approving of this Appointment, which fo well reconciles your an- 
cient Regard to the Family with the Inierefts of your Government here.

My Father Mcha Rajah Minder in the Time of Mahabut Jung and Suraje ul Dowlah, befides 
holding the Office of Dew4n, was Prince Miniftcr of Affairs, when Mir Mahomed Jafficr Chan 
deceafed, was Bucklhy to the Troops during the Time of Suraje-ol-Dowlah, they both exhibited 
their Attachment to the Englilh Company, and Lord Clive having, by the Contrivance of my 
Pathcr, obtained a complete vtftory at Plaffey, Mcer Jafficr was appointed to the Subahdarry,

Sometime after, owing to the Difputes wirh Miran, my Father went to reftde in (Til- 
fiitta where, by the Defireof L,ord Clive, he alio dilplaycd his Services in the Troubles with tlie 
Dutch; and after Cofllm All)t Cawn had railed his Head to Rebellion, Mr. Vanlittart reinllated 
Taffier Cawn on the Sonbahdary *, and again giving my Father his Appointtneni as N.ob .ind Duait 
under the Seal of the Company, and Signature of the Council, dilpatched him with Major Adams ; 
alter which, with the Army that accompanied him, and the new 'I'roops he railed by borrowing 
Money and felhng his Fffefts, he fprinkled the Blood of his Lite in the 'I'roubles with Coflim Ally 
and the Nabob Vizier. Mr. Vanfittart, on hearing of the coming out of Lord Clive, recommend- 
ed my Father to the Froteflion of Mr. Spencer, and embaikcd himl'clf for England ; pielently af- 
ter which Mecr JafRer departed this Life. Mr. Johnfon, &c. accompanied by my Fath.cr, were 
tent up to Moorthedabnd, who appointed Nazim*ul-Dowlah, the Son of the Deccaled, to the Sou- 
bahdarry, the Nabob Khan Khanun to the Ncabut, and my Father to the Dewanny. 

At this Feriod Lord Clive arriving, he confirmed my Father in the Office of Dewan, gave him 
Sunnuds under the Company’s Seal, and appointed me Paithcar of the Khalfah. In the Midlt of 
thete Ncgociaiions, Nigibc ul Dowlah dying, he was fuccccded by Scif-uI-Dowlah ; and on my 
Father’s reptdenting that this yearly Allowance of Two Lacks, cxclufive of his jaghcer, was in- 
lufficient for the Maintenance of his Family and Relations, Lord Clive, in Confideration thereof, 
rccorn mended to Mr. Verelft to get me appointed Dewan to the Nabob Syef-ul-Dowlah, and de- 
parted himlelf for England. Some Time after Syef-ul-Dowlah alfo died ; and Mobarek ul Dowlah 
being veiled with the Soubahdarce, 1 was, without any Manner of Caule, dilplaecd from my Of- 
fice of Dewan. 

^ [(d) The Soubahdarry of Mahomed Jafficr, and the Dcwance of my Father, were at firft 

eftablifhed and held upon the fame Tcfms; yet the Gentlemen of Council have paid lo Hrid an 
Attention to former Treaties, as even to continue the Soubahdarec in One of the former Sons not- 
withftanciing his Minority ; while the Dcwance of ray Father, which is my Right, remains in 
Sufpcnce, and undetermined. The fteady and perlevcring Attachment wliich my Father always 
fhewed to the Company’s Welfare needs no Explanation, nor have I ever been deficient therein. 
The Support of 400 Relations and Dependants, bcfides nearly 300 Women, is all to arife from 
this Jaghire and Allowance, the Burthen of which now entirely lies upon me, I am therefore 
hopeful, that from a Dcfirc to fupport the Offspring of your Bounty, to promote a Diffufion of 
the Jufticc of the Company, as well as.to preferve the fame. Regard to former Treaties, which has 
been done with refped to Mc?r Jaffier’s Sons, you will confirm me in the lame Station, and con- 
tinue to me the fame Allowance and Jaghire which \"as enjoyed by my Father; that, inheriting 
niy Riglit, I m,iy dilcharge the Duties of Attachment to the Company’s Frofperity and Wcl- 
fare.j

&ntimcnts you have been pleafed to exprefson the Subjeft of his Pretenfions. We have likewife 
intimated the fame to the Naib Dewan ; and inclofe, for your Information, his Opinion •, with a 
Narrative prefented to us by Rajah Rajebullub. The Rajah’s Depcndance for the Support of his 
Family’s Dignity, and his own Honour, he informs us, is placed on youj and the Services ren- 
dered by his hather to the Englifti in Times of Danger, and when Circumftances made his At- 
tachment and Fidelity to their Caufc conducive to its Succefs, he further fays, that he cannot 
believe, that now, in the Time of their Profperity, when fo many others, who do not advance 
Pretenfions to the Honble. Company's Confideration equal to his Houfe, are benefited by their 
Favour, that he alone ftiall be forgotten and excluded ; that in the prelent Situation of Things, 
an Application to the Throne for Confirmation of his Father’s Titles and Honours to him, would 
be of no Avail, the Situation of the Englifti, and their Influence with the King, rendering Suc- 
cefs to any Application he might make impradicable, unlefs countenanced and fupported by 
them. Before their Influence was fo extenfive at the Court, hefhould have made no Doubt of ob- 
taining the Suniuids cuftomary to be applied for on the Demife of his Father-, but, fituated as 
every Man of Family now is through this Country, he can form no Expectations, or place any 
Reliance, but on your Intcrpofition in his Behalf. ^ 

With what Appearance of Reafon the Rajah urges the preceding Particulars, wc fubmit to vour 
Opinion with all Deference. You will perceive, by the Tenor of the Sunnuds granted from” the 
Throne to Rajah Mahinder, that at his Demile they fliould, by the Rule of Propriety, have been 
confirmed to his Family to authenticate Rajah Hajebullub’s Claim to his Father’s Ui'nhtsj in this 
Manner, by the Cullom of the Country, thole Rights are confidered as hereditary, ^ 

'I hc Rajah’s Indigence is a Subjeft fo fully touched upon in the Tranflation of the Papers here 
fubmitted to yourPerufal, that we need only obferve his Mode of Living, when compared with 
that of his Father, Iccms to indicate the Mcanncls of his prefent Fortune's, and to fue to you for 
Indulgence. •'

Mhj R .iel)ullub and his Family and Dependants, together with thole of his Father, form 
n luinur-His Hotly : In Conlidcration of the Services of Mha Rajah Mehinder, it is necelTary, in 
Support of Mha Rajah Rajehulliib, and his Father’s Family and Dependants, that fome Allowance, 
iuital.le to his Condition, and adequate to their Maintenance, be fettled and appointed by the 
Council.

'I he Governor and Council write, “ That they cannot but intereft themfelves greatly in my 
Welfare, on Account of the Services performed by my late Father; but having referred my 
(, afe to England fur the Conlidcration of the Company, until an Anfwcr arrives from thence 
they cannot continue to me the Jaghirc.” The Gentlemen of Council arc in all RefpeCs my 
I'ations, and as they will certainly ever pay Attention to my Welfare, fo I have the utmoft Con- 
fidence that my Burincfs will at lall: be favourably fettled. In the Time of Sorage til Dowlaln 
the faithful Services performed by Mir Mahomed jaffer Caiva and my Father, and the Zeal 
which they Ibevved for promoting the Welfare of the Company, are not unknown to you. Gen- 
tlemen. In Confideration of thcl'e Services it is that the Subahdarry has been continued amongft 
Mir Jaffer’s Sons ; but how it is to be regretted that the Gentlemen of the Council, notwith- 
llanding my Father continued his Fidelity to the Company from the Time of Mahabut Jung to 
liis lall Breath, lliould fufpend my Confirmation in the Dcwannec and Jaghirc, fo fmall a Con- 
fideration, anci my Right, till they receive Orders from the Company: To what can I attribute 
this but to my own inaufpicious Fate. They alfo write, “ That the Circumftanccs of my Father 
were always reported to be very fiourilhing, yet Ibould my Reprefentation be real, they will 
confider upon lonie Means for relieving me.” It is true my Father and Grandfather, in thefe 
Subahs, prclerved their Rank and Dignity, and enjoyed Perquifites and Emoluments from Jag- 
hires ; but their E>pcnces were equal to their Income. Mir Mahomed Jaffer Cawn made my 
Father pay Arrears of almoft Five Lacks of Rupees to the Troop commanded by himfclf, 
amounting to 14 or 15,000 Men, which he engaged to repay him fooncr or later, but which at 
lall, owing to the Contention with Meram, was never difchargcd. He alfo obliged him to p.iy 
1 Lacks of Rupees to Mr. Watts, in Part of a Stipulation of 3 Crores which was made with the 
Company, and wliicli, from his going down to Calcutta, was never repaid him. He then, 
agreeably to the Orders of Lord Clive, in the Time of the Dutch War, railed frelh Troops of 
lloile and Foot, that put him to an immenfe Fxpencc; after which, remaining aimoll Seven Ye.irs 
ill Calcuita wicliout Employ, and burthened with the Maintenance of his Troops, and .1 Number 
of Relations and Dependants, he was obliged to fubfitl himfclf from the Sale of his Elfeifts, and 
hv 1 nans of the Merchants. Afterwards, in his Troubles with Mir Cofiim and with the 
Naliob Vizier, by the Dcfire of Mr. Vanfittart and of the Council, he borrowed the Sum of 
1,7 ^ cco Rupees ler dilcharging the Arrears of the Troops, in Part whereof he was only paid 
5 5,0. 0 Rupees by the Government. Befides thefe dilfcrcnt Expcnccs, remain Bill to be enu- 
imi.ucd ihole incurred on the Occalions of Marriages, Deaths, FeUivals, on Honours being con- 
lerrctl, and private Donations given, which, fiom firll to lad, amounted to an immenfe Sum. 
From I’.er.ce, Gentlemen, do you confider, that in being burthened with fuch a Weight of F x- 
pciice, withi.ut limploy or Income, what Tropcriy he can have left, even after the Penfion and 
jaghirc wcie .tlloucd. His Income, therefore, was not equivalent to the Expences of his 
lloukhold, all ot whith are now fallen upon me; fo that my prefent Condition is fuch as was 
never experienced by any SubjefE of the Company, and without timely Relief the Charaftcr and 
Reputation which were given me by the Comp.any mull vanifli.

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Empire, on the Dcceafe of an Individual, for his Son to inherit his Property and PoOefTions • 
and (hoold the Son be in his Minority, he is educated, and receives the Honours of his Either’ 
Froth the Deceafe of my Father, I have afted in his Stead, and am, as he was, ready with mJ 
Heart and Life to ferve the Company with Zeal and Attachment. To his Jaghire I am cmitled 
by Right of Inheritance } and under the Company no One is deprived of tiicir Ri»ht It is the 
Cuftom when a Jaghire is granted, for a Surinud to be given. The Governor and CotuKil are 
Rulers. They appointed Mobarek ul Dowlah to the Soubahdarry, and then procured him a 
Sunnud ; fo I am hopeful that in the fame Manner they will continue to me my Father’s fa^r 
hire, and write for a frcfli Sunnud for me to the Prefence. They further write, “ That thev 
cannot honour me with a Chelat tqual to that of my Father, but requelt fuch’a one may be 
given me as will keep up my Rank among the People."

To John Shore Efquire, Prefidcnt, See, Members of Board of Revenue, Fort William. 

Gentlemen, 

I have the Honour this Day to receive your Commands of the 2d Inftant, direding me to ob- 
tain, and lay before the Board, the Information defired by the Right Honourable the Governor 
General in Council, namely, if upon the Dcmife of the Donee it has been cuftomary to divide 
(irants, whether Jaghire or Altumgah, amongft his Heirs} the Inftances thereof, if any exift; 
and under whole Adminiftration. 

Suppofing the Qiieftion to refer generally to the Laws and Conftitution of India, as enforced 
under the united Authority of the Moghul Emperors, or fince adopted by the formal Repre- 
Icntatives of the fame Sovereignty, when properly exercifed throughout the modern difincm- 
bered Eftates of the Empire, I cah have no Hefitation in declaring, that, in refped to Jag- 
hires, according to the ufual Terms, Force, and Intention of fuch Grants, as underftood tech- 
nically, or in common Pradice, every Idea of a private Right of Inheritance is altogether ex- 
cluded. All Jaghircs ought, and do of Courfc, revert, without Referve, as Feudal Property 
to Government, immediately on. Difmifllon or Demife of the Grantee, and where a Power 
virtually exift of Renewal in P'avour of One, Two, or more Defeendants, the Gift muft be 
made under the Form of new and diftincT: Deeds of Inveftiture; but the Exercife of this 
Power cannot be fuppofed applicable in Right or Policy, to any of the Britilh Dependencies 
in India. 

In refped to Altumghas, which are properly free heritable Grants of Landed Property, 
or Annual Rent bellowed on Mahomedans, the Order of Succeftion, or Divifion amongft 
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Heirs, (hould conftitutionally be regulated by the eftabliflied Muffulman Civil Law of the 
Empire. The Moghul Government never interfered on fuch Occafions, nor, indeed, in any 
other Timilar Cafe, excepting where the Publick Revenue might be afFedled, and therefore 
came under the Jurifdidion of the Exchequer, farther than to enforce by Pcrwannah.s, pofTiblv 
difputed Sentence pronounced by the Saddarut orCazy, on the Part of the lllamitcd, or from 
the Ordinations of the Pundits, in the few Inftances where the Hindoos alone could be con- 
cerned.

pends on the Diferetion of Government, and confcqucntly many Perfons, previoufly to the 
Company’s Dewanny, and fincc that Period, have been appointed to fuccccd to, and pofleffed 
the Jaghires as Heirs. The Eftate of the late Nabob Munnurud Dowlah afford an Exception, 
as not only the Sons, but the Widows, hold it diftributed among them. With refpeft to

I am honoured with your Letter of the 14th Inftanr, calling upon me for the Reports of 
Jaghires and Ultumgahs required in your Direflions, under Date the ajih Oftober 1787, and 
8th January 1788. 

Upon a Reference to my Addrefs of the 14th December lySy* Secretary will Hiew 
that 1 had the Honour to acknowledge your Letter of the 9th Oftober, and that upon tiie 
25th July 1788, I fubmitted to your Perufal a full Account of the Refumption and Continu- 
ation of the Jaghires fince the Year 177a. 

The Ultumgahs, &c. defirous of Hereditary Alienations, I was enquiring into, when I was 
honoured with your Letter of the 5th September, which implied a Sulpence of Invelligutioii, 
until the Colleftors replied to the feveral Queftions tl.erein, refpeding the Inconveniencies of 
revifing Sunnuds, and propofing fpecific Rules for thefe Enquiries, which had hitherto clogged 
the Proceedings, occupied valuable Time, incurred tixpence, and harafled ancient Families, 
with immaterial Benefit to Government, 

In my Reply thereto, under Date 25th September 178S, I ventured, with all Deference, to 
fubmit my Opinions upon the Procefs leaft informal, expenfive, and objedlionable ; foraCol- 
Icdlor cannot allot fufficient Time from his other cllential Duties, to make a complete State- 
ment of all the Changes fince the Company’s Dewannv; nor can the Board rely fufFiciently 
thereon to make Refumptions. Pardon me. Gentlemen, if I all'o acknowledge a Reludance, 
during the Interval of Kxpedation for your definite Orders, to haiafs the Remnants of great 
Families with Peons, and their Wages, after the firid Scrutinies lo lately made in this Pro- 
vince, whilft being ultimately nugatory, operated upon my Mind. 

If, Gentlemen, I have mifeonfirued your particular Letter of the 5th September 1788, I 
hope that my explicit Anfwer thereto will plead my Excufe, and that I lhali not incur your 
Cenfurc, by poftponing a Summons of all the prefent Ultumgahdars, Aymadars, &c. which 
occurred to me as a caufclefs Vexation and Burthen, until you determine on the bed Mode 
for Government’s Proceeding.

I have been honoured with your Letter of the 14th Infiant, requiring a Report of Tti- 
ftances that have occurred in my Colledorlhip, fince the Company’s Acceflion to the Dewiu.../ 
of Refumption, or Continuation to the Heirs of Uitunghare and Jagur Lands, in the Demile 
of the Grantee. 

Ullumgha Lands being granted in Perpetuity to the Grantees and their Defeendants, there is 
no Inltancc of any Refumption of them, fince the Company’s Acceflion to the Dewaany. 

The Jageers refumed fince that Period, arc as follows :

Only Two Cafes have come to my Knowledge j but in thefe there was no Interference on the 
Part of the Englifh Government: One is Ultumgah of Mecr Syfullah, the Separation of which 
happened about Six Years ago; and the other, the Ultumgah of Hermarauge, which took place 
only Two Years ago. The Separation was adjufted by the Families, without reporting or 
referring to the Sodder Cutchcry.

After the Troubles at Benares, and upon the inveftiture of Raja 
Mchypnarain, new Settlements and Arrangements were made, and particularly in the Culloms, 
when Permit Offices were eftabliffied at Benares, Mirzapoor, Jaimpore, and Ghaziporc under 
fpecific Reftriffions, and fixed Rates of Duties. At this l ime, numbcricfs inferior Chowkic 
were abolilhed, and thereby the Caiifcs of perpetual Interruption were removed, and vaft En- 
couragement afforded to Trade ; not only from the Security derived to the Merchant from this 
Meafurc, but from the Reduffion of extra-exorbitant Duties, in many Inftances, to a reafonable, 
equitable Rate, and particularly that upon Salt Petre, above alluded to, then fixed and now 
collcffed at the moderate Rate of 5 R’ per Cf»/, which, compared with the former eftablilhed 
Duty, yields at the fame Rate of Valuation of that Article but 15 R«, in lieu of 50 Rupees, 
without adverting to the extra arbitrary Exaftion of 4 Annas, or | more at the various Chowkics 
of the inferior Zemindars, now totally abolilhed, and on which Difference I ground the Claim. 

1 have been thus particular in explaining the Rajah's Demand for this Dcduflion, from a 
Conviftion that it is far inferior to the Advantage he would derive from collcdling a Duty con- 
formable to the Ufage of his Predcceffots ; arid, as I’ome additional Duties were cllabliihed at 
Patna about this Period, I think it probable that this Article yields an additional Revenue 
within the Province. But of this I have had no official Information; and I fhall therefore quit 
the further Vindication of thefe Claims, malde through the Medium of my Prcdeccffor, , whofc 
• whofe greater Experience, and confequent better Information on the Subjeft thereof, I am •sicInOng 
convinced will have due Weight, iri addition to the * Agreements I have had the Honour to •si(i„Ori 
adduce, and from which I hope to be favoured with the Honble.

The Governor General.— The Commander in Chief has repeatedly declared, that the Detach- 
ment now atGhed, under the Command of Captain Popham, is unequal to the Services in which 
it has been employed, and of courfe much more unequal to that in which the Ranais defirousof 
engaging it. Such has alfo been the declared Opinion of the Board : It is in its prefent Form 
as It has already been obferved, irrcconcilcable with the Treaty concluded with the Rana of 
of Ghed, which apportions the Rate of the Sublidy which he is to pay for fuch military Aid, as 
is afforded him by this Government to Battalions of Sepoys on their prefent Effabliffiment. 

It will be recollefted that Captain Popham’s Detachment was formed for a very different 
Service from that in which it is how employed, confiding of 2,000 Drafts, 40 European Ar- 
tillery, a fmall Party of Horfc with 4 light 6 Pounders, and a Howitzer. This Force was 
extremely well calculated for the Service originally intended to have been performed by it, and 
as ill calculated for the prefent. Inftcad of 4 regular Battalions of 800 Rank and File, each with 
8 Guns, the Rana has been furniflied with Four weak Corps of 600 . Men, each 4 Guns 
and a Howitzer, and a Body of Horfe which he neither wafltCd nor applied for, and which he 
will probably objed to admit into the Account of his Subfidy. ' 

On a Rcquifition from the Four Captains who command the Drafts in GoHiid to be per- 
mitted to encreafe their prefent Corps to Battalions, “ that thofe Sepoy Drafts are fupernu- 
mcrary to the Eftablilhmcnt, and prefumr Government has no Idea of augmenting their 
Number by compleating them to the Strength of Four regular Battalions.” For thefe 
Reafons, and from our Deffre to contrad our Expences by every reafonable Means, I fubmit to 
the Board the following Propofitions. 

^ [(a) ift. That Captain Popham’s Detachment be relieved by Four regular Battalions of Sepoys 

with their Guns, &c. j viz. Three Battalions from Cawnpore, and the Battalion of Light In- 
fantry at Chackyc.] 

2cl. That Captain Popham when relieved (hall march to Cawnpbtej the Sepoys to be 
incorporated into fuch of our Battalions as may be in Want of Men ; the Cavalry to join their 
C'orps; the Artillery to be difpofed of as the Commander in Chief (hall judge proper; and the 
Officers belonging to the Army in Gurerar, to join it by fuch Routes as thdy (hall judge molt 
pradicable. 

;d. That the Staff Officers of Captain Popham’s Detachment (hall be ordered to do Duty, 
and to hold their prefent Appoitiinients in the Detachment which (hall relieve them. 

4tli. That the Battalion of Light Infantry commanded by Captain James Browne be ordered 
to march immediately to Gohud. 

5th. That Major Camac be ordered to proceed immediately fo Gohud, or wherefoever the 
Detachment may be which is to relieiffc Captain Popham and to take the Command of it. 

6tli. That the Bullocks attached to the Guns of the Battalion and Stores, and to the 18 
Pounders ordered to join Captain Popham’s Detachment, be futnifficd by the Contraflor from 
his prelcnt hftabliffiment, 

7th. That as a confiderable Time will be loft if the Refolutions of the Board rclpeiting 
Major Camac, and the Battalion of Light Infantry arc carried into EfFecft, through the official 
Channel of the Commander in Chief, who did ndt propolc leaving Lucknow until the' Com- 
mencement of tile Rains, Agreed, That the Orders to Major Camac and Captain Browne be 
immediately lent from the Board, and ilfued in general Orders.

(which it may by a Parc of the Drafts ordered now to be relieved from Gohud ) will be fully luf- 
licient for the Protciflion of Ramgur and the Jungultcry of Chackye. 

With rcfpe^l to Major Camac I fliall briefly Obftrve, that 1 have recommended him for the 
Command of the Detachment which is to be employed in Qohud, becaiilc he belongs to the 
Brigade which is to fnrnilh the principal Force of whi- h it will confiftj becaufl; I know him to 
be peculiarly, qiialitied for aStrvicidf this Nature, to which fuch Requifitcs arc effential, and 
beeaule 1 believe that the other Members of the Board entertain a fimilar Opinion of him.

Haying received the Secretary’s Letter of the 9th of April, with Queftions on the Subjeft 
of Opium, 1 have tnyfelf confidered them, and the prefent Agent for its Provifion at this Place, 
Ram Chund Pundit, with whofc Conduct I have hitherto every Reafbn to be fatisfied, having 
h^ a very long Experience of this Article, as well in the Province of Behar, as in this Zc- 
mindary. I put the Queftions into Perfian, that I might have the Advantage of his Obferva- 
tions, which being received and tranflated, I think they arc lb full and applicable to the Sub- 
jeft in general, that, added to the Confidence I entertain of the Fidelity and boneft Intention 
in which he has made thefe Remarks, I conceive I cannot better anfwer the End of the Refer* 
cncc to me, than by fubmitting the accompanying Tranllation of the Whole to your Lordlhip’s 
^fpcCtion } being convinced, that as long as the Provifion of Opium is to be continued for the 
Company, It can hardly be better conduacd than under the Circumftances and Regulations he 
has pointed out. With regard to the Provifion of the current Year 1195 Fuflily, in this Ze* 
mindarry, I have every Rcafon to flatter myfelf that your Lordlhip will be pleafed with it* 
Quality i and had the Mcafurc been commenced upon earlier in the Year, the Produce would 
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alfohave been greater. It will not however, I believe, fall (liort of One Thoufand ; and con- 
ceiving that your Lordlhip will approve of my taking early Meafures for the next Year’s Pro- 
vifion, by which Means it may, we compute, be extended for 1196 to 1400 Maunds at Icalt, 
and in 1197 to probably 2000 Maunds. I have this Pay ilTocd, with the Approbation of the 
Raja the accompanying Notification on the Subjeft, and mean to pay from the Treafury 
1C 0^ Rupees, to be immediately advanced to the Ryets, during their prefent Scafon of Cul- 
tivation for the enfuing Year, which will greatly encourage and affift them, and prove the 
Means alfo of the Encrcafe of Quantity for 1196, above premifed.

The Syftem of contrafling for the 
Opium is certainly troublcfome to the Ryots; 
the Reafons for which Opinion will be found 
in the Detail fubjoined to thefe feparace An- 
fwers. 


2d. Whether upon a Suppofion that the 
Ryots were left to difpofe of the Opium 
cultivated by them, it would be pofliblc to' 
obtain an enhanced Rent from the Opium 
Lands: In Anfwer to this the prefent Rates 
of the Lands, with the propofed additional 
Rates ? 


3d. What would be the Encreafe of Re- 
venue upon the Tummah of each Pergunnah, in 
confcquence of fuch enhanced Rates f 

4th. Suppofing. this Queftion anfwercd in 
the Negative, what would be the Effcfl of a 
Regulation declaring them at Liberty to cul- 
tivate the Opium or not, at their own Option, 
with refpeft to the Quantity and Quality of 
the Produce ?

ad. The Ryots would not confent to cn- 
creafe the Rates of the Opium Lands, even 
for being left to difpofe of the Opium cul- 
tivated by them. 

The Grounds of this Belief will be found 
in the undermentioned Detail. The prefent 
Rates of the Opium Lands in the Zemin- 
dary of Benares will be found in the accom- 
panying feparate Statement. 

3d. Nothing — as is premifed in the pre- 
ceding Article. 

4th. The Ryots did not ufe to be, under 
the Contrafl; in Bahar, at Liberty, in general, 
to relinquilh the Cultivation. They are not 
now forced in Benares ; allowing them the 
Liberty fuppofed in the Queftion, it doeS 
not appear wivy the ultimate Eftefls iliould 
be Cither againft the Quantity or Quality of 
the Produce. 

But at firft, if they were left alfo to fell the 
Opium to Individuals, both might very pro- 
bably fuflTer, as will be feen more at large in 
the Detail here under Atlnexed. 

5th. There are no Ryots who cultivate 
Opium folcly, a *Quoing Ryot who cultivates 
10 Begahs of other Land, will cultivate One 
Begah of Opium. An Opium Ryot under an 
Agency may be faid to be happier and better 
ficuated than another Ryot, becaufe the Opium 
Agents are a Proteflion to him againft the un* 
due Exaflions of the Colleflor of the Revenue. 

6th. Under a well-regulated Government, 
by which is meant a juft and fyftematic Col- 
leflion of the Public Revenues, they would, 
no Doubt, in the End all improve; but while 
the Ryots continue in a Manner at the Difcre- 
tion of tbc Colleflxin of the Revenue, no Good 
could be expefled from fuch a Freedom, as to 
Quantity, Quality, or Produce. 

7th. A Contraftor cannot, it may be ge- 
nerally fuppofed, feel for the Ryots as an ho- 
neft Agent will. This will appear from the 
undermentioned Detail.

Answers. 

8th. Many; but few of them that would be 
effectual : One is to give a liberal Price to the 
Contractor, and not to be guided merely by. 
the lowed Offer, but more by the Qualities of 
the Undertaker. 

Another Would be to fix the Price to be 
paid to the RyotS, as nearly as poflible, and 
the Weight they arc to deliver; and a 3d, 
that no Ryot be obliged to cultivate the Poppy 
againft his Will. 

9th. They arc in Benares all known by the 
general Denomination of Quoiries, and cul- 
tivate what is here called Quoirar. 

That is Opium, Tobacco, and Vegetables, 
&c. Their Call is that of Soober, which is the 
lowed of the Four General Tribes of the Hin- 
doos. 

loth. If the Trade were left open, about 
2 or 300 Cheds would probably go to the 
Wedward and Northward, both from Benares 
and Behar: It is not probable that any Influx of 
Specie would be thereby occafioned ; becaufe 
the Exporters, viz. The Decan, Wedern, 
and Northern, Merchants would import Cot- 
ton and Salt and Shawls equivalent to their 
Outlay here in Opium. 

iith. Certainly; at lead in this Country; 
that is, provided the Refident were not very 
vigilant to prevent it; but if he were vigilant 
it docs not appear how fuch Monopolies could 
extend to the Prejudice of the Ryots, fuch as 
general Freedom would probably tend at firft 
at lead to the Depreciation of the Quality, 
from the great Competition that would enfuc, 
of which the Pyhars would moft likely avail 
themfelves to adulterate the Article. 


Particulars rcfbrrcd to for the Elucidation of the above Anfwcrs. 

1 here fubjoin the following Particulars, which arc within my Knowledge, as to how the 
Opium Bufinefs was carried on before the Englifh Monopoly, which will alfo Ihcw what led 
to that Monopoly, and the Efiefts of the lad-mentioncd Mcafure; the Confideration of which 
will throw a confiderablc Light on the Subjeft of the preceding Quedions and Anfwcrs. 

The principal Sear of the Opium Culture has always been in the Province of Behar ; and the 
fird capital Purchafers were the Servants of the Dutch Company ; as for Indance, when' before 
the Monopoly the Ryots of Behar carried on the Cultivation of the Poppy according to their 
leveral Means, it was conduced in the Manner following ; 

When Grain was cheap, the Ryots applied with great Chccrfulncfs to the Growth of the 
Poppy ; and when by Grain’s being dear they faw a Profpeft of deriving a fuflicient Advan- 
tage from the Cultivation thereof. 

They forfook that of the Poppy, as being an Employment fo much more laborious and 
troublefome. 

In fome Years alfo the Poppy fufFcred from the Scafons, and Accidents, fuch as by drong 
wederly Winds, Infers, and Hail, thereby reducing the Produce, while in other Years it 
was abundant. 

The native Produce of the Poppy being of courfe good and genuine, though by realbn of 
the Variety of Soil it dilFercd fomewhatin its Appearance, and perhaps a little in the Quality: 
all this occafional Difference was provided for by the Mixture of the feveral Kinds, fo as to 
form one Merchantable Mafs. If any Quantity was of a very bad Quality, it was to be im- 
puted to the pverfeers in fome of the Pergunnahs j who, from CarelefTnefs, Want of Know- 
ledge, or evil Intention, fometimes ufed to depreciate it, or adulterate it ; this was much the 
Calc in the Sircar of Shahabad, and in Two or Three Pergunnahs in Sircar Sarun, fuch as 
KerflTeypoor, and the Sircar of Champarun, &c. where, from, the Mifeonduft of the Mahers, 
neither the Englifh nor Dutch would receive it; and as to that produced in GaXepoor, which 
did not formerly exceed 100 Maunds, its Quality ufed never to be fuch as to become an Ob- 
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ieA for Exportation to the Eaftward ; fo that all the Produce of the aforefaid Places was 
bought upon the Spot at low Prices by the Weftern Merchants; and if any of it occafionally 
foon'd its Way towards Patna, to make up for the Deficiencies in the Market, it uled gene- 
rally to be, on Exaitiination, rejefted, and bought up as above noticed, at low Prices f 'r the 
weftern or interior Confumption of India, which was fupplied by this fecondary or inferior 
produce; whilft all the beft Quality went to the Eaftward for Exportation, by Sea and other- 
wife. The Manner of buying the Opium was then as follows; There was a Boiiy of native 
Merchants then refuling at Patna, known under tlic Appellation of the Opium Dealers; who 
from the Time of fowing,, in the Month of Aftin, made Advances to the Cultivators of * of ^sicInOrig. 
the Poppy, under the Stipulation to get intcreft for the Amount thereof, and to receive their 
Opium in Confideration of their thus aflifting the Ryots with Advances, at a Iniall Rare, in 
their (the Merchants) Favour, over and above what fhould be the common felling Rare of 
the fubfequent Month of Byfaah, as it was in that Month that the Rate or Price of the pium 
was fixed, according to the fmallcr or greater Quantity of the Produce, being firft lettled at 
about Two Rupees per Leer of 80 Sicca Weight ; and the Patna Merchants at this Race re- 
ceiving, according to their Stipulations, with Intcreft, &c. the Commodity for the Advances 
they had made, they brought into Town and prepared the fame carefully in their Houfes, fo 
as that it might fuit the European Purchafers. There were alio fmaller Dealers, known by 
the Names of Pyhars, Refidents throughout the Country at large, who made Purchafes and 
prepared the Opium in their own Houles, from Two to 50 Maumis, but the Commodity thus 
received from the Pyhars was never genuine, after the Opium Growers had delivered to the 
Patna Opium Merchants, as much of the Commodity as liquidated their Advances, they then 
heightened their Prices. 

In the Month of Oilober, the Opium being prepared, the Merchants joined together, 
fixed a Price and Agreement with the Dutch Chief, a Merchant, having 500 Maunds in his 
Houfe, contrafting to deliver ioo Maunds, and receiving Payment thereof to that Ain jiint. 

After thus fettling with the Dutch, the Merchants ufed to make further Contrails with the 
Englifti, but at an enhanced Price, above what the Dutch had agreed for; and thereafter they 
went and contrailed with the French at a Hill higher Price, than they had ftipulated for 
with the Englifti; thereafter in the Month of November the Dutch made a Second Contrail 
with the Merchants, at a higher Price than they had firft agreed for, and the Commodity 
began to be delivered, and the MofufTcl Pyhars, taking fomething by way of Arret or 
Brokerage, difpoled of their Goods to the Patna Merchants, but there was very little thereof 
found of fuch a Quality as to be accepted, it being, on the contrary, for the moft part rejetfled. 

If in any Year the Demand for Opium was more urgent than ufual, the I’yhars by colleiling 
the Article from Shahabad, &c. made it fink very much in Quality, by which Means the 
Commodity became in general very much adulterated, the purchafing Price of the Europeans 
ran therein from loo Rupees to 150 Rupees per Maund, though in fomc Years by reafon of 
the Urgency of the Demand, and the Competition among the Gentlemen, the Price has now 
and then rifen to 200 Rupees; whereby many native Merchants made Fortunes, whilft, on the 
other Hand, by reafon of European Wars, and other Caufes, the Price has fallen as low 
as 70 or 75 Rupees, in which 1 lines both the Merchants and Pyhars were great Sufferers. 

1 hus the purchafing Price of Opium was various, but that Variety never affefted the Re- 
venue Rates of the Poppy Lands, wherefore I conceive that even the laying of the Trade open 
would not induce the Ryots to agree to cncrcafc the Revenue they have been ufed to pay for 
the prefent Poppy Lands. When in the Year 1162 Fuflily, by reafon of the Difturbances 
raifed by Serajedowlah, the Englifti Gentlemen left Calcutta, there being for ii6j no other 
Opium Purchafers for the Dutch, the latter pretending they had no Occafion that Scafon for 
Opium. 

The Merchants were thereby reduced even to entreat the Dutch to take it off their Hands 
at 70 Rupees per Maund, and that Year all the Merchants and Pyhars were the next Thing to 
ruined, lo that in 1164. not having the Means to make the ufual Advances to the Cultivators 
there was of courfc lets Opium cultivated. 

In the latter Part of this Year the Englifti conquered the Country, an Englifti Chief came 
to Patna and bought his Opium at 75 Rupees per Maund. In the next Year 1 165 the Shazdars 
Difturbances taking Place, there was hardly any Poppy cultivated, and there being never- 
ihcicfsa great Competition between the Englifti, the Price of what could be brought to Market 
rofe CO i.,o Rupees per Maund. In the Year 1166, that Half of the Province of Behar which 
lies to the Southward of the Ganges remaining in the Pofleffion of the Shahzdar and the 
Northern Side remaining to the Englifti, the Dutch became thereby excluded from making 
any 1 rovifiqn of Opium in the Northern or Englifti Part of the Country. The next Year 
and that following, from the Ravages the Country had undergone, little or no Opium 

was produced, and the Competition between the Englifti and Dutch raifed it to ito Rupees 
per Maund. * 

1 lie following Year, the War between the Englifti and Coftim Ali Khan occurring, and bc- 
iJigi alter Collim's Expulfion, followed by that of Sojahe Dowlah, the Cultivation of Opium 

was 
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was greatly drminifhed by thefe F.vents } after the Peace was reftorcd the Gentlemen turning 
their' I houghts to the Purchafe of Opium, there was fo little to be had that they were con- 
tent to buy the old Commodity, that had lain in the Merchants Houfes, at no Icfs a Rate than 
'200 Rupees i the Knowledge of which high Price, exciting the Poppy Growers to increafc the 
Growth of that Article, and the Competition becoming ftill greater, by the numerous Pur- 
cliafers, the Gentlemen fent their Icveral feparate Gomaftahs into the different Diftridls to 
make Purchafes for them, on Advances which they made for that Purpofc, and after the Pur- 
chafe, on the Plea that the Price rofe too high. Peons were put on the Sellers j and the 
Price thereby reduced as low as was thought proper. 

By tliis Means, the Growers were greatly reduced by the Peons Charges, and the Refund 
they had been obliged to make; and wherever the Dutch and French Gomaffahs had been 
lent to make their Purchafes, Quarrels enfued between them and the Fnglilh Gomoftahs and 
their People, fo that this occafioncd much Confufion, and fomc Blood Ihed; which Mode con- 
tinued for Two or 1 hree Years, till the Fufily Year 1175, when a joint Concern was made of 
it, in which the French and Dutch were admitted to a Share, fo that there was botOne gene- 
ral Agent, as Manager and Purchafer of all the Opium produced. 

Since that Time, the Purchafes of the Weftern Merchants have ccafcd, and in this Way 
for Six Years or till 1180 Fufllly, the Bofinefs continued, although the Monopoly was not fo 
compicat as to prevent thofe Europeans who had no Share therein, from managing to make 
Advances through tlic Muhiflil Fyhars at an advanced Rate, and thofe Pyhars, getting the 
Commodity in a fecrei Manner from the Growers, ufed to prepare the Opium in their own 
Houfes, and deliver it in a debafed State to thofe feparate European Gentlemen, and fomc- 
times when Part of this clandeftine Provifion was detefted, it occafioned great Difputes in the 
AdawJct and clfewhcrC, and the Dcbafement of the Commodity became very prevalent. 
At lair, thefe Complaints and Contentions having reached the Council, Mr. Haftings thought 
fit to put an End to them, by affuming the Monopoly of the Opium for the Company, allow, 
ing to the Dutch and French a certain Quantity, annually, to be received from the Englilh 
Companies. 

Tliis putting an End to the Competition among the Merchants, and the Pyhars giving up 
their underhand Traffic, the Quality of the Commodity, even in Shahabad, &c. became by 
the Exertions of the Providerstor the Company, fo much improved as to meet with Approba- 
tion, and even that of Ghauzeepore, which had never been confidered as merchantable for the 
Purpofes of the European’s Commerce was fo improved, as to be admitted as a Part of the 
Provifion. 

Heretofore a confiderable Quantity of Opium ufed to be brought up by the Weftern Mer- 
chants, and carried by the Renters of Mirzapore and Chetiuporc into Marwar, the Rajipoots 
of which confume a great deal of this Article, but being unable at length to procure any 
from this Quarter, they remembered that in former Times, fome little Opium had been raifed 
in Marwan itfelf, and in this Confidence they have fo exerted themfclves as to raife the Poppy 
in their own Country, that it now yields Opium enough for their own, and the neighbouring 
Confumption, fo that they no longer depend on us for Supply j but there being ftill a Demand 
for a certain Quantity for the Confumption of Oude and Acpaul, &c. this is fupplied by the 
Growth of Gooruckpore, in the Nabob Viziers Dominions, when the crude Produce of the 
Poppy is brought up by Merchants, and exported. 

From all which, it has been inferred in Anfwer to One of the preceding Queftions, that if the 
Trade be laid open not more than about 2 or 300 Maunds would be required, or go to the 
Weftward or Northward from the Company’s territorial Acquifitions, including Benares. 

Op the Eftablilhment of the Company’s Contraft, the Contraftors continued to the fame 
Ryots, the fame Kates as has been prevalent in, and from the Periods of the free and open 
•sicinOrig. Trade; but there were fome * Vexatious introdi^ced upon the Ryots, fuch as urging them to 
encrcafc their Poppy Cultivation beyond their Means and Convcnicncy, from which the Ryot 
not unfrcquently would buy himfelf off, by a Nuzzen to the Contraftor’s native Agent, whilft 
thofe who could not, or would nor, pay, were obliged to conform j which generally ended in a 
Failure both in the Poppy Crop, and in the Ryots Revenue, In other Places the Zemindars 
apd Chcwdrics being unwilling to have any Poppy fown within their Limits, bccaufe of the 
Protedion which the Ryots there derived under the Contraftors Native Agents, from their 
undue Exadlions would bribe fuch Agent, fo as to induce him not to make any Engagements 
iq their Country, although both the Soil might be adapted, and the Ryots ready to enter 
into Engagements which operate alfo as a Prejudice to the Ryots. 

Again, when the Contractors Agents go at the proper Seafon to meafure the Poppy 
Lands, and toefiimatc the Produce, they are liable to be bribed in this Cafe by the Rycts, 
and thence favouring fuch as give them any Thing, by a low Eftimate of fuch Rycts Produce, 
apd making up for the fame, by an undue Enhancement in their Eftimation of the Growth of 
thefe Cultivators, who give them nothing at the Time. Alfo of Weighing and Delivery. 

He who does not deliver to the foil Amount of the Eftimate thus made, is liable to m 
Ufage, whilft others are allowed to keep their Surplus which they arc perhaps allowed to fen 
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to the other, at a Profit to make op an artificial Deficiency. Thcfc are Evils that may attend 
a Contraft, to which may be added that of the Neceflity of the Contraftors exacting, where the 
pretended Defaulter cannot make up his Quantum in Opium, a ready Money Penalty, equi- 
valent to the Amount thereof i befides all this, the Opium is, or ufed to be weighed, by the 
Hands of Dondedars or Weighmen, and there arc great Difputes cnfucon that Head, fome of 
the Ryots complaining, that there is fuch a Deficiency turned oiit in the Quantity they brought 
from home, and oilers,* that there is fuch another Lofs. 

If the Grievances above Rated, ‘fuppofing them ftill to exift, were fairly obviated, it appears 
to me, that the carrying on the Opium Bufinefs as a Monopoly is the beft Mode, as well for 
the Ryots, as for the Prefervation of the Quality, and the Good of the Country at large, in- 
cluding the Advantage of the Company. 

For ift. It is certain that the Ryots now receive the fame Price, as wRen the Trade was 
free and open, and although they had now and then, a polllbleExpedtation of raifing the Price, 
they muft as often been under Apprchcnfions of its falling, added to which they had the 
Trouble of looking out for a Purchafer, whereas now, that they are fure of getting their 
Advances from the Company at any Time they like between Khaulch and Plalgun, and de- 
liver the Commodity from Cheyte to Sarun without paying any Intereft or Premium whatever 
on their Advances, and without having any Solicitude about the Rife or Fall of the Prices, or 
about their fecuring a Marker, not to dwell on what they find a great Advantage) viz. the 
Proteftion they experience from the Opium Agents, againft the Zemindars and their other 
Tax Gatherers \ all thefe Circumftances combined, fhew that the Monopoly of Opium is, in 
fadi, no Hardlhip or Evil on the Ryots; and that it tends alfo to keep up the Quality of the 
Commodity, feems to follow from this, that when the Trade was free and open, the Pyhars 
greatly adulterated it, as it hath been above fhewn, and the Weftern Merchants being alfo 
latisfied with that of a debafed Quality. Thefe Circumftances kept always much inferior Opium 
in the Marker, whicli is not the Cafe at prefent, but would be again moft probably fo, were 
the Trade laid open: and once generally debafed, it is no eafy Matter to refture thc- 
Quality. 

In regard to the Effcdls upon the Country it is to beobferved, that when the Trade lay open 
there were many wealthy native Merchants who made it their foie Bufinefs to deal in this 
Article, making Advances to the Ryots, and felling again to the Foreign Companies, &c. and 
difpofing eafily of the rejefted or debafed Part of their Provifion to the Weltcrn Merchants 
for ready Money. But now the wealthy Dealers arc no more, the Foreign Companies 
have no longer any Credit or Stability, and the Weftern Purchafers have entirely flopped j 
Ihould then the Trade be now left open, who arc there to make regular Advances to the Ryot f 
No doubt feveral Englifti Gentlemen would * refent to this Commerce, and make Advances •SicinOdg, 
through the Pyhars which would Probably foon bring on Mutual Difputes, whereof the Pyhars 
will not fail to avail thcmfelves to debafe the Qiiality of the Commodity, and to make their 
Profit at the Public Expence. 

Now the Ryots enjoy regular and large Advances from the Company without Intereft or 
Premium, which is a great Advantage 10 them, and conftitutes in a Manner their fUrett De- 
pcndance, at the fame Time that the Quality and Price of the Commodity remains permanent) 
and therefore it only feems to be neceftary to provide againft the feveral Evils above men- 
tioned, to which a Contrail or Monopoly of any Kind is more particularly liable, which may I 
think be eflFriled by the following Means : 

Let any Gentleman of a feeling Heart and good Underftanding, be appointed to managfc 
this Bufinefs as Agent, and not by Contrail, and let him choofc good Native Deputies to ait 
under him. Let the Cultivation of the Poppy Land be begun from the Month of Afiku, 
when according to the Abilities and free good Will and Defire of fuch of the Ryots as 
have Ground adapted to the Culture of the Poppy, a proportionable Advance Ihould be made 
to fuch Ryots from Aflam to enable them to carry on their firft Cultivation, upon Condition 
{hat no other Article but the Poppy Ihould be therein fown. The Ryots Ihould alfo be en- 
wuraged not to fqffcr thcmfelves through Fear to be milled by the Threats or Cajolements 
w the Zemindars, by being afTured that they lhall not be allowed to opprefs them, and fpecial 
Care Ihould be taken to convince all the Ryots that none but fuch as are freely inclined and 
defirous lhall be afked or required to follow this Cultivation; and they who thus voluntarily 
undertake it Ihould be bound to deliver the Crude Material in a pure State to the Company’s 
Agent, and be liable to Punifhment either for impofing adulterated Opium, or for difpofing 
clfcwhcre of whatever may be ptoduced j the Doudedeers Ihould not be allowed any longer ro 
be the Weighers of the Commodity at the Time of the Delivery, as they hitherto have been by 
poifing the Scales in their Hands, but (as has this Year taken Place at Benares) let the Scales 
be pitched fairly in the Ground and not held in the Hands of any Man, and let the Weight 
*n TTf " openly according to the Rate agreed upon ifi theRyets Prefence, who then feeing 
no 111 Ufage, will be the lefs tempted on their Part to over-reach Government, and will be as 
ready as Government can with them without any EITorc on its Part to encreafe the Poppy 
Cultivation. And on this Mode, whilft Grain continues reafonably Cheap, the Poppy Cul-

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tivation muft annually encrcafc. It is however eflcntial that the Manager of this Article ort 
the Part t>f the Company, (hould himfelf, and in his Own Perfon, attend to every Thing con- 
cerning it, and not throw the Care of it upon Deputies, who in Proportion as they find him 
carelcfs will infallibly prove unfaithful. The Kyets Ihould never be let off without Puniih- 
ment whenever detefted either in delivering the Juice of the Poppy in an adulterated State, or 
in difpofing of it clfewherc j and finally, after its Receipt into the Warchoufc, it ihould be made 
up with the greateft Care, that to whatever Region it may be exported it’s good Quality may 
redound to the Honor of the Agent.

Whereas the Promotion and Encreafe of the Provifion of Opium for the Honourable Com- 
pany is defired and rcquifite ; and the Agency for this Bufinefs, having been in confequence 
•SicinOri^. committed *from Government to Ramchunder Pendit, he has been inftrufted to fettled Engage- 
ments accordingly with the Ryets who cultivate the Opium Plant in the Pergunnahs through- 
out all the Four Sircars, as well in the Nizamut Lands as thofc of Jaguirs and Ultumglias, 
&c. and to caufe the laid Ryets to receive Pottahs for the Cultivation of 1 196 Fuffily, in the 
Prcfcnce of the Amils, from the Aumun, in Conformity to the Regulations which have been 
already iffoed on that Subjeft in Refpeft to all Pottahs in General and wherever there be 
Land and Water fit for the Growth of the Poppy, to caufc the fame as far as may be confiflcnc 
with the Means and conformable to the fair and free good Will of the Cultivators Seed, and 
to make to the faid Ryets fuch fmall Prefent Advantages as may be necclfary to promote the 
Cultivation now carrying on, to the End that they may in all Eafc and Comfort prepare the faiJ 
Land for the Purpofe in Queftion, and at the Seafon for lowing the Poppy Seed therein; and 
alfo to take Engagements from the faid Ryets, that whatever Opium Growth (hall be produced 
they do deliver the fame in the pure and genuine State to Government, and not fell the fame 
•SicinOrig. to any other. * Thereof it is now written, that he (the Raja) do addrefs Ferwann.ths to all tlx 
Amils and Amcens to be duly aiding and affifting in the laid Bufinefs according to the Re- 
prefentations of the faid Pundit and his Deputies, and that they, the A mil, &c. do fignify in 
exprefs and pofitivc Terms, that if any of the Zemindars and Tuckadars, &c. do in any 
refpeft unjuftly countcradl the Progrefs of the Bufinefs they will be puniflied by Government.

As this Article is a great Source of Advantage to this Country, I trull the Liberality which 
diftated the Qucltions will juftify the Unrelcrvcdnefs of my Replies, one Argument refpe^ting 
Foreigners alone, I deemed of a Delicacy which required a diftindl Place, and being too 
rcquifite to be omitted, I rely upon your Pardon for its Infertion in this Addrefs. 

At prefent the Dutch, French, and Danes receive to the Amount of fevcral Hundred Chefis 
at an inferior Price, which if they fold in the Country would immediately realize to them a 
Net Profit without Ttoublc or Expences, and afford a Capital for other Merchandize. '1 his 

I ^ Saciificc 
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Sacrifice the Company, asMerchants have been induced tomake for an uninterfup(cd Monopoly,; 
and Foreigners could not claim it were the Company, as Sovereigns, to allow the free Tradc 
of Opium. 

The Monopoly moreover operates to the Injury of the Company, as a ClandcAinc Trade is 
carried on more or lefs with the Ryots at a cheaper Rate. 

The Effeft of a free Trade in Opium would occafion an Increafe of Price, and confrqncntly 
encourage the Cultivation, Foreigners would purchafe dearer, and the ( ountry benefit ac- 
cordingly ; it may be urged that the Company muA alfo pay an enhanced Price, that however, 
would only be a nominal Lofs, for as Merchants, they would pay with one Hand, and receive 
as Sovereigns in the other.

The prefent Contractor h.is 
much alleviated the Ryots, but whilA the 
IntereA of the Contrador and Agents can be 
benefited by the too cheap Purchale, the 
Cultivators cannot look to juAice for Com- 
forr, but to the Individual. 

1 . It would be diBicult for Government to 
obtain an enhanced Rent upon the Ryot, as 
the Cultivation Auduates every where, and 
I fee no Mode of afeertaining the Cultiva- 
tion without ObArudions, Impolitions, and 
Expence.

3. The Increafe would be precarious, and 
if too heavily aAcAcd might dimir.ilh the Cul- 
tivation. 

4. In this DiArift the Ryots arc deemed at 
Liberty to rclinquilb the Cultivation ; the Pub- 
lication of fuch an Option every where can 
only tend tocncrcafc the Produce ; When Com- 
pulfion is ncccffary, the Cultivation cannot 
long exiA, as it implies a Lofs to the Ryots, 
which muA ultimately deAroy his Means or 
caufe him to abicond. 

5. Thefe Ryots are comparatively eafy with 
Other Cultivators, unlefs when Hail, Rain, &c. 
dcAroy the Poppy, and then, as they cannot be 
compenfated by the Rife of Price, as is the 
Cafe with other Articles, which fell dear in 
Proportion to Scarcity at Market, they de- 
pend upon the Contrador’s Lenity to forbear 
demanding the Quantity engaged for, or adul- 
teratc the Quality, incur Punilhment and thus 
become averfe to the Cultivation. 

6. This QueAion comprehending the whole 
Subjed requires particular DifeuAion. The 
obvious Objedions to an cxclufive Contrad, 
arc, that the Profit of the Ryot and that of the 
Contrador run Counter, and that the IntcreAs 
of the Company as Sovereigns militates with 
them as Merchants. 

The Opium Contrad has annually lowered 
fo much, that I believe Mr. Hcatly has cal- 
culated as clofely as the Manufadure will 
admit, happily too with much judgment, to

Amplify the Syftem, and adively to difcover 
the Frauds or ExaAions of numerous Agents ; 
he gratifles a humane Dlfpofttion in preventing 
them: Should any future Bidder offer lower 
Terms, he muft attempt to indemnify himfelf 
either by opprelTing the Ryot, by adulterating 
the C^luhn, dr by Mth there Means. The for<k 
mer ConduCb will gradually diminiih the Pro- 
duce, and the latter will injure the Sales, 
and Government muft fuffer in every Way. 
Indeed I believe that even on the prefent 
Terms, almoft every other Perfpn would have 
been compelled to adopt either of thefe pre- 
judicial Expedients. Agency offers a happy 
Medium between ftriCk Monopoly ai(d free 
Trade ; Monopoly and Farming (which arb 
almoft fynonymoos) eztrafted umoft all the 
Specie of the Province; the Fortunes of Indi- 
viduals therefore could not carry on the full 
Commerce in Opium, whereas by an Agency, 
Government with the Command of Specie 
may purchafe equitably a proper Quality, and 
the Surplus be exported by Merchants to 
theNortnwardand Weftward. TbeMahrattas 
and other Foreigners too, who vifit the Com- 
pany’s Territories, might obtain a little to eat, 
for which they are often diftreffed. 

7. Freedom to cultivate or not, and to fii- 
pulate for their own Price, arc the evident Rights 
tobegiven; for the different ♦Form or Contrac- ' 
tors have received Opium at various Rates and.

The Inconvenience which arifes to the Opium Ryeti, areoccaConed by the ExaSion of cer 
tainAbwab, or Taxes, on each Seer of Opium they deliver to the Contradlors ; exclufiveof 
this, they are fubjed to the Hardlhip of being compelled to difpofc of their Opium, at a fixed 
reduced Price j whereas, but for the Operation of this Reftriftion, they could fell to a much 
greater Profit. ** 

Anfwer Second. 

If the Rycts were left at Liberty to difpofc of their Opium, they would undoubtedly^denvc 
a confiderable Profit* and, after having experienced the Benefit of fuch a Meafure, they would 
either increafe the Amount paid at prefent by them for Opium Ground, or cultivate more 
At all Events, their Cultivation would be extended, and would ultimately bring an Increafe to 
Government Revenue : The Opium Lands being from « Rupees to 1 2 per Ryot. 

It is impoffible to fay at prefent how much Increafe might be taken from the Ryets, in Confe- 
quence of the Liberty given them to difpofc of the Produce of their Lands. This will be af 
certained after the firft Year. In the Interim, a Duty being cftablilhed on this Article would 
reimburfe Government for the certain Gain they now derive on the Mode of Contract.

ought. Such Inconveniences are by no Means likely to occur. 

Having 
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Having given fpccific Anfwera to the Queftiona propofed, I think it neceffary to acquaint 
vou Gentlemen, that I have confidered the SubjeA of the Opium with much Attention. Of a 
Variety of Modes which have occurred to me, none, on minute Examination, am)cars fo likely 
to fecure Juftice to the Ryets} and at the fame Timepreferve the Revenue to Government as 
the Two following, which I take the liberty to fubmit to your Infpeftion. I think it a Part of 
Duty to contribute my Opinion on this Subjed formed on the beft Information which I can 
obtain. The greater the Variety of Suggeftion, the greater the Scope for fomc Thing worthy 
of Adoption. 

Firft, The Eafe and Advantage of the Ryett would certainly be infured by a Relinquilhment 
of the Opium. Indeed the Adoption of fome Syftem for their Relief, is, in my Opinion, indif- 
eenfibly requifite. At the Commencement of the Year the AiTelfment of the Opium Lands is 
fettled, and afterwards colleded like the Revenue or other Produce of the Ground i but when 
this Affcliment or Land Tax is levied, the free Difpofal of the Produce is not permitted to the 
Cultivator as in other Articles, fo far from it that the Produce is not only reftrained, but under* 
rated in its Value. The Operation of this Two-fold Tax deferves particular Confideration. 
AtrM Sale of Opium would moll likely produce an Increafe of its Cultivation, and of courfeof 
its Revenue, becaufe the Opium of Bahar has always been in great Requeft all over India. 
The increafed Exportation would occafion a greater Influx of Specie, granting however, that 
there would be no increafed Demand, the Rjjets being at Liberty, would devote their Labour 
and Attention to the Cultivation of other Articles of which there was a Demand, fo that Go- 
vernment, even in this Cafe, would derive an Advantage. The Profite of Government from the 
prefent Monopoly muft be compenfated by a certain Duty on manufaflured Opium, which 
would be paid in the Price by the Confumers. The free Difpofal of their Property would cer- 
tainly infpire this Clafs of Ryotts with a Spirit of Confidence and Induftry. 

Secondly, If it were left to the Colledors to provide the Quantity of Opium hitherto fup> 
plied by the Contraflors from each DiftridI, I have not a Doubt of their being able to do this, 
and poflibly morci the Abolition of the Taxes, and a fmall Increafe in the Price, would remove 
every Inconvenience from the Ryet. The prefent Aflefs on each Begah of Opium Ground 
might continue the fame, and the Cultivators might be content when the Contrador is inde- 
pendent of the Colledor, he always rigidly exads from the Kyets the Amount of his Engage- 
ments, though he may be fenfible they have originated in Compulfion, and that Leflees have 
been fuffered from unavoidable Caufes. Were the Colledor to manage the Opium, his natural 
wi(h to improve the Country and eafe the Peoole, would operate to a total Prevention of this 
Hardfhip. There fhould be One efti^blifhed Ramped Weight in each Diftrid ; the Variations 
in Weights have hitherto benefited the Gomaftahs, and fallen heavily on the Ryets. The 
Council would determine what Commilfion might be thought a proper Contpenfation for the 
Colledor’s Trouble and Afliduity in the Charge of this Concern; for on his Attention and 
good Management would an Increafe of the Cultivation chiefly depend. Checks might be 
contrived, and fuch very heavy Penalii<;s annexed as to preclude the Poflibility of the Agent 
of Government being guilty of a Breach of his Duty, without Detedion and Punilhment. 
The above Mode would effed Two of the moft important Objeds, the Rights of the Ryot, and 
the Security of the Revenue. 

When I venture any Propofal for the Eafe and Freedom of the Cultivator, I endeavour not to 
lofe Sight of the Incereft of my Employers; thefe Objeds may certainly be made to accord much 
more than they do at prefent; that is, as much fo as a monopolizing Syftem will admit. When 
the Cultivators of Opium perceive that the Juftice of Government has ftruck off thefe taxes, 
and, in a Word, eftablilhed a fuitable Price as the Reward of their Labour, thev will not only exert 
themfelves to the utmoft of the Demand, but will fcldom attempt to dirpole of it by an illicic 
Trade to other Purchafers, becaufc receiving a very equitable Compenfation without Rifque, 
they will not be witling to hazard the heavy Puniftiment and Penalties which would of Courfe 
be attached to the Commilfion of the Fault. A vigilant Colledor too vfoi^d probably be 
able almoft totally ctf prevent any Smuggling in his Diftrid fuppo^hg he hu coikifllete in- 
dependent Management, and Government muft confequently in a mort Spue know the real 
Extent of the Product which 1 may venture to fay at prefent they do not. 

In Conclufion, 1 deem it neceifary to fay, chat in recommending that the Opium be put under 
the Management of the Colledor^ I am by no Means influenced by the narrow Motives of pri- 
vate Intereft : The Eafe and Welfare of a large Clafs of induftrious People, and the Prefer- 
vation of a great Revenue to my Employers are immediately concerned. 

I have delivered my Sentiments, therefore, with Truth and Freedom, on the Methods that 
appear to me moft likely to fecure both thefe important Objects.

It would be, on the contrary, the Duty, and 
probably the Pradlice of the Agent, to' nuke 
whatever Alterations might appear to be re- 
(^uifitc; and his intereft would in no Infiance 
prevent his confulting the Advantage of Go- 
vernment, and the Eafc and thp Satisfaction 
of the Rycts. 

It has alre/idy been hinted that the In-

would have any EfFcfl with Rcfpccl to Influx 
of Specie into the Country.

Anfwer. The Contrad for Opium Is produdive of thofe Evilsj a Lofs to the Cultivator by 
the extra Weight deduded from his whole Delivery (cxclufivc of what is admitted arrd taken on 
Account of Gurdah, which is the Allowance of Weight granted on Opium of an inferior 
Quality,) tor Expcnccs occafioned by Peons deputed to make the Ryot cultivate the ufual Qiian- 
tity of Land : Secondly, To meafurc the 1 ands cultivated : Thirdly, To colled the Opium and 
other Ch,irges of Rullbom, Sic. alfb in making the Ryot deliver the Quantity of Opium agree- 
able to an Average Amount eltablilhed for each Bcgah, not according to the adual Produce •, Tor 
Inrtance, if ti'c Amount dated fora liegah is Ten Seer, it may happcn.from an unfavourable Sea- 
fon or other Cal'ualties, that the Produce of the Land falls fliort of that Ellimate; in that Cafe the 
Kyet mult make good fuch Deficiency, cither in Money at advanced Price per Seer, or by pur- 
chali. g Opiom, which he cannot procure at the Company’s Price. It htis ever been the Culloin 
to contiJcr this as a Penally upon the Cultivator for Deficiencies fuppofed to be occafioned by hav- 
ing Iccrctcd or clandeftinely dil’pofcd of the Produce of his Ground •, a great Profit ariling to him 
from thclc fccrct Salesabovc the Price which he delivers it to the Company. 

Q^ieflion. Whether upon a Suppofition that the Ryots were left to difpofe of the Opium cul- 
tivated by them, it would be pofliblc to obtain an enhanced Rent from the Opium Lands? 

Anlwcr. No additional Rent can be levied on the Lands at prefent producing Opium ; but I 
imagine, that by permitting the Ryots to difpofe of their Opium, a greater Quantity of Opium 
would be required. The prcicnt Rates of Opium Lands are from Three to Ten Rupees perBeegahj 
an Encrcalc of Revenue may arife from the Excefs of Cultivation, and the Lands now producing 
Grain and paying 'I'wo Rupees per Begah, may be turned into Opium Ground at the Rates 
above-mentioned. 

Queftion. What would be the Encrcafc of Revenue upon the Sumnah of each Purgunnah in 
conlequcncc of fuch enhanced Rate? 

Anlwcr. I have ftated that no enhanced Rate is to be obtained on the Opium Lands now in 
Cultivation •, any Encrcafc of Revenue muft depend on an Excefs in the Cultivation, and be cal- 
culated on the Difference between the Rates of Opium Lands and the Value of thofe producing 
Grain. 

Queftion. Arc the Ryots, who at prefent cultivate the Opium, at Liberty or not to relinquifh it 
at their own Option ? 

Anfwer. They are not allowed to relinquifli the Cultivation. 

Queftion. Suppofing this Qutftion anfwcred in the Negative, what would be the Effcdl: of a 
Regulition, declaring them at Liberty to cultivate the Opium or not at their own Option, with 
Rerped to the Qiiantity and Quality of the Produce ? 

Anlwer. If the Ryot is to have an Option of Cultivation, and the Opium is to be provided by 
Contrad, upon the prelent Mode, I Ihould fuppol’c the Quantity fo far from encreafing, would ra- 
ther decreale. The Quality of the Opium muft depend upon the Superintendance of thofe who 
receive it from the Ryots : If the Delivery is left to the Ryot, he molt certainly will adulterate it. 

Queftion. Is the Situation of the Opium eafy and comfortable, comparatively with that of 
other Ryotts ? 

Anlwer. The Situation of the Opium Ryotts is as eafy and comfortable as that of other Ryotts 
in general : All Ryott^ ad under fomc Degree of Obligation to cultivate Lands ; the Opium Kyotts 
ad under the more immediate Obligation of Government: In this Inftance they may be confidcr- 
cd not quite fo free and independant as other Ryotts. 

Queftion. Suppofing the Ryots authorized to difpofe of the Opium in fuch Mode as they 
pleale, what would be the Elfed as to the Quality, Quantity, and Produce of this Article ? 

Anfwer. T he Quantity and Produce 1 fhould fuppofe might be encrcafcd, but the Quality cer- 
tainly adulterated. 

Queftion. Arc there any Inconveniencies attending a Contrad which might be remedied under 
an Agency? — Queftion, Suppofing the Contrad to be continued in future, arc any Regulations nc- 
ceflary for the Eafc, Comfort, or Protedion, of the Ryots ? 

Anfwer. 1 hclc Two Qucltions may be anfwcred by pointing out a Mode of making Advances 
to the Ryots, and receiving from them the Opium, which I would recommend ftiould be, that all 
Advances be iflucd to them in Sicca Rupees without any Dedudion •, that Two Parjicahs, One on

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the Part of Government, and One on the Part of the Ryots, be appointed to Examine the Opium, 
and fix up<»n theGcndat to be taken on foch Opium as may be delivered of an inferior Quality, be- 
yond which, no Dedoifions to be made from their Deliveries; upon this Plan 1 fhould conceive 
that an Agency would beft anfwer the Intentions of Government, to give Ealc, Comfort, and Pro- 
tctflion to the Ryots, nor do I conceive a Contrail under thefe Regulations would diftrefs the Ryots. 

Queftion. Arc the Ryots who cultivate the Opium comparatively of a high or low Call, accord- 
ing to the Laws and Eftifiratlon of their Sctfl ? 

Anfwer. They are of different Calls, feme may be high, but in general, arc of the Coom 
Cad, which is in low Ettimation. 

Queftion. Suppofing the Trade of Opium left open to all, what Quantity Is it expeiftcd would 
be exported from Peyhar to the Weftern or Northern Provinces, and would fuch a Mcafurc oc- 
Cdfion an Influx of Specie into the Country, or otherwife ? 

Anfwer. 7 here is no Demand for Bchar Opium from the Northern or Weflern Quarters, on 
tlic contrary, Opium is imported from Gazcporc and Gaunepore. 

Queftion. Suppofing the Company not to cxctcife a Right of Pre-emption, is there not Rea- 
fon to apprehend the Inftitution of partial and petty Monopolies, to the Inconvenience of the 
Kyets ? 

Anfwer. If the Company relinquifli the Right of Pre-emption, Advances will be made by 
private Purchafers to the Rycts, for the Produce of their Opium Lands, in the lame Manner r.s 
Advances arc made for any other Article, but which cannot be conlidcred as a Monopoly. If 
there i.s any Apprehenlion of a Monopoly, it will be from the Zemindar, who by Ins Connetflion 
and Influence over his Ryots has the greateft Opportunity, and it can liardly be fupooled he will 
ncglcft the Advantages of his Situation In lecuring to himlelf the Opium, which will fubjcil the 
Ryots to much greater Inconvenience than they lull'er at prd'enr.

A Ryot is not at Liberty to cultivate any 
other Crop on Land that produce Opium; 
he muft either continue the Cultivation of 
Opium, or relinquilh the Land altogether, and 
he may fo relinquilh it, when not in Debt for 
Advances. He may, however, be fuppofed oc- 
cafionally under Rcftraint from the Village 
Mundul and Opium Gomaftah, whofe common 
intereft it is to keep up the Cultivation to the 
ufual Standard, and to incrcafc it by every 
Means in their Power ; but an Application to 
the Collector would under the Eighty-eighth 
Article of the general Regulations fet him 
free. 

They have this Liberty as above Rated, pro- 
vided they relinquilh the Land ; the Effed of a 
general Regulation declaring them at Liberty to 
cultivate what Crop they pleale, when Opium 
Land would, with refpedt to the Quantity of the 
Produce, in all Probability be a Decreafe; as 
fuch Ryots, who arc in Debt to the Contradlor,

ad. Under a Contrafb, the Opium Ryots are 
in a Meafurc exempt from the Oppreflions of the 
Zemindar, every Encouragement is given to 
promote the Extenfion of the Cultivation, and 
large Advances made to enable the Ryots to 
carry it on. 

The Inducement arc abfolutcly ncccfTary, by 
reafon of the very great Labour, Expcnce, and 
Attention required in the Cultivation. Were 
thefe Inducements to be withdrawn, the inevi- 
table Confrquence, 1 think, muft be a Decline 
in the Opium Branch, which of courlc muft 
frurtratc every Expeftation of an enhanced Rent. 

The prefent Rates of Opium Lands arc from 
three Rupees to 8 Annas per Bigah, according 
to the Cullom of the Purgannah in which the 
Poppy is cultivated j the ^antity of 6 Bigahs 
in the whole Diftritf docs not exceed 3,600, fo 
that any Advantages which may be looked for 
would be too trifling to have any Weight in the 
DifcufTion of the Subjeift. 

3d, The Anfwcr to the foregoing Queftion 
will Ihew, that no Increafe of Revenue is to be 
depended on. 

4th. They are at Liberty to rclinqulfti it at 
their own Option, but they are not allowed to 
cultivate any other Article in the Opium Lands;

The greit Attention with which Mr. Johnlon in the foregoing Minute has examined the Re- 
ports of the Collcdors on the (^eftions from the Governor General m Council, refpeamg the 
Opium, and the very clear Abftiad he has given of them, together with the generally well 
adapted Regulation he has propolcd for the future Management of that Branch of the Company s 
Revenue under Acency, leaves me but little to fay on the Subjeft further than to exprefs my 
Concurrence in Opinion with Kirn on the Provifion of the Opium by Agency, being preferable 
to that by Contraa j 1 fliill, however, here fubjoin a few Obfervations on Government’s exclufivc 
Appropriations of tiris Article of Prodnft to its own Advantage. 

Did I perceive thofe general Benefits, the common Effeifts of a free Trade, were likely to rc- 
fult from dilcontinuing the prefent Monopoly of Opium, I Ihould not be apprehenfive that 
ihcfe Operations would be checked from the Habits, Cuftoms, or Prejudices of the Natives which 
ha\c been formed uiuler DcCpotil'm, and which naturally ccale with thofe Laws of Freedom un- 
der which they now live j and feeing that the leading Principle, on which they are founded, is 
the Security of Rights and Property of the Subjeft, Induftry muft follow, and univerfal Com- 
pciition, both in Commerce and Agriculture, take place of that Averfion to every Purfuit of Im- 
provement, inicparable from an arbitrary Syftem of Government. Any prefent Reftraint there- 
fore • under the Minds of the Natives may yet acl, would not deter me from giving my Voice of 
the Trade in Opium being rendered free, did I not think that the Benefits, which a large Body of 
the Ryots now derive from it, under its prefent Form of Monopoly would thereby ceafe, and Injury 
enlue not only to them, but to the Welfare of the Community in general. 1 his Opinion is founded 
on a thorough Belief, that the Quality of the Opium, under a free Traffick, would foon be fo debafed 
as to be unfit tor Export ; that the Channel of Expenditure, the grand Source of the prefent ex- 
tended Cultivation ol the Poppy, from which I am fatisfied ihe Ryots derive much Benefit, would 
invcvitably he (hut up ; and that the Produce of the future Cultivation would be manufaifturcd 
for iinernal Confiimption, a Relult that, confidering the pernicious Efledlsof the Ufc of Opium, 
every well-wiftier to the Good of the Subjcift would endeavour to avert. Having thus confidcrcd 
that no • foundament Good could enfue from making the T. rade in Opium free, 1 have only to ob- 
Icrve, that the Continuation ot the Monopoly feems of confcquencc, to prevent a Competition 
from the French, Dutch, and Danes, in an Article of Trade, which at the fame Time it

1 have already exprefled my Opinion in favour of an Agency, and my Approbation of the Re- 
gulations in general, fuggefted by Mr. Johnfon^ for the conduding thereof. The feventh, how- 
ever, 1 think might be modified as follows: 

In order to prevent Balances of Revenue, as well as to obviate every Pofllbility of the Zemin- 
dars harafiing the Ryots for their Rents of the Poppy Lands, that the Colledors call upon the 
Landholders to deliver in an Account of the Names and Places of Refidence of the Poppy Culti- 
vators, together with the (,J^ianiity of Lands cultivated by each, and the refpedive Rates of AflclT- 
ment of Poppy Lands, as well as the Rated Periods and Proportions in which they make their De- 
mands. This Account to be fent by the Colledor to the Agent, who (hall, upon acknowledgin<T 
its Accuracy, be held relponliblc to the Collcdor for the Ait'ount, who fliall pafs the fame to the 
Credit of the Zemindars upon their giving Receipts in the Names of their fcveral Ryots j which 
Receipts the Collcdors will tranfmit to the Agents, who will deliver them to the Ryots, and de- 
bit them for ti c Amount as a Part advanced j an Account Opium to be delivered to him to de- 
termine the Price to be paid by the Agent in Bahar to the Cultiv.uor, for the Opium delivered by 
him. I think the Rates in Benares under Agency, thofc in Bahar (under Contradl, and thofe in 
Gorruckporc in the Nabob Vizier’s Dominions when the Trade is free) fhould be afccrtainccl, 
and the Average taken, attending in the Adjuftment to the Difference of the Seer Weight which 
will be found to vary in the Three different Diflriffs. 

That in cafe any Ryots fhall bring more Poppy Lands into Cultivation, than the Quantity which 
he was engaged to pay Kents for to the Zemindars, he fliall, upon a Claim being preferred and 
efiablifhed by the Zemindar, be liable to pay him for that Scafon, the fame Proportion of the 
Value of the Produce as Is taken from the Cultivators of Grain, and in future to be afTcffcd at 
the fame Rate of other Poppy, Lands, confidering the Duty of the Agent to be totally unconnefted 
and dillinift from the Bufinefs of manufafluring the Opium; and that it is of great Importance 
to its Quality as well as to the Security of the Profit arifing on the Sale, that it fhould be properly 
prepared in the Event of Government adopting the Plan of Agency : 1 would recommend that 
the Surgeons, refiding at the different Stations, be appointed Superintendants of the Manufadlure, 
with a moderate Salary; and as a Check on the Conduit of the Superintendants of the Manu- 
failure, an Infpeilor be appointed at the Prcfidency, to examine and report the Quality of the 
Opium on its Arrival there. That in cafe of the Difeovery of any Abufe by the Superintendants, 
they be removed entirely from their Stations, and other Surgeons appointed in their Room under 
a proper Recommendation from the Hofpital Board, as being refpedtively well qualified for the 
additional Duty of a SuperintendanC of the Opium Manufaiture. 

The great Line of Duty of the Agents will be to vifit in Perfon all the Villages at the Time the 
Poppy is in Forwardnefs, and afeertain from the Ryots thcmfclves, that the Advances iffued to 
them, through their inferior Servants, have been faithfully paid to them ; and alfo to put fomc 
Stamp or Mark on the Weights and Scales by which the Opium is to be received from them. 

Thcfc Duties, together with keeping the Account, 1 conceive, would afford the Agents ample 
Employment, without having alfo entailed upon them the Labour of fuperintending the 
•SicinOrig. Manufadure, for which indeed they might not from •Education be fo well qualified as Medical 
Men. 

What Allowance may be fixed for the Superintendants, I have no Doubt would be more than 
reimburfed by the incrcafcd Profits which its good Preparation would produce at the Sales.

For it is faid 
both of the Refident of Benares, and Collection Bahar and Rungpore, that the inland Exports are 
defiroyed, and that the Rajepoots of Mawar, as well as the People of Owdeand Gurrukpore, now 
cultivate fur thcmfelvcs, Neighbours, nay import 10 us whereas, had their Imports continued. 
Specie would have been brought in Exchange, but tile Channel of 1 rade once diverted, fays the 
Collector of l irhoof, cannot again be rellored. '1 he inland Conlumption not being provided for, 
except by the public Sales at Calcutta, forces the poor Inhabitants near a Poppy-field to divide 
Ponds to fupply the Want of this Article, and then they are liable to Punilhmcnt for the vciy 
MifeonduCt they are driven into by unnatural and unjult Meafurcs in their Superiors j an Example 
ever dangerous to the Morals of the SubjeCt. The Argumeiu againlt it is theiefore lumincd up, 
laying, that the Refource is not founded upon Principles of Pern anency of Policy or Equity, but 
upon a Syflem fubverfivc of cftablifticd Common Laws and Rights, without fufficient Ne- 
cefTity, and founded upon an Abufc of the Power and oftenfible Engagement of every well- 
formed Govctnoient to its SubjeCh. Iffome of thefe Arguments may be deemed fpeculativc, 
others may be near the FaCt : Thefe are a few of the principal Arguments that are, or may be 
advanced for and againlt Monopoly by ContraCt. 

Sth. How far thefe may be altered or qualified by Agency (lands next to be enumerated. 

9th. A Contractor, to whom the Powers of Government are delegated to cficCl the Mono- 
poly, is bound by Deeds, under Penalty, to anfwer for any deferibed Abufc of the Authority 
inverted in him. He lodges, or ought to lodge, Securities for his Behaviour and Engagements, 
and by an Advance of Money, he is faved from letting his Interell ftimulate hmi to give or take 
Intel til, ufoal or u furious ; and as Checks arc or ought to be put on the Quality of the Article 
to be received, its Quality will be preferved •, and as bis Profits increafe with the Quantity, his 
utmoll lifforts and Induftry are exaCted and fecured, both to procure the greateft Quantity, or to 
prevent its Embezzlement when obtained. 

loih. But againft employing him, the Refident at Benares, and the ColleClors (late. That 
his Profit confirts in giving the lowed Price, and getting the largefl Quantity poflible from each 
Cultivator -, confequently, that his intered runs dircClly counter to thofe of Reyots, while he 
^SkinOrig. * Awi&y claims AfTidancc in the Name of Government, and may repel every Evafion of bis Orders 
as an Oppofition to the Will of Government} Two very powerful Weapons againd a Rcyait. 
Again, this might be little injurious, were the Exertions of his Powers to rell with himfelf ; but 
unfortunately he mud fubdelegate the Power he has received to an immenfe and indefinite Num- 
ber of the lowed of the Natives, Peons, Pykars, and inland Gomadahs. How thefe abufc 
their Trurts, by exacting Prefents for thcmfelves, cncreafing Gurda, (or making an arbitrary 
7 ax,) paying in bad Specie, taking over Weight in the Maund and in the Sicca Weight, both 
(in the Sicca Weight as far as 135), in the Seer, and 42 Seers in the Maund, See. is fully Hated 
by the ColleClors, together with what feems worft of all, the enhanced Rate they exact from 
the Reyatts when moll dilabled to make good Deficiencies by a Failure of Crop. All thefe, it 
is true, might have been prevented, had the ContraCl been fo fully worded as to provide for thefe 
r.egleCtcd Rights. But in Favour of an Agent, it may be faid, that had thefe Evils not been pre- 
vented by Regulations, RcftriClions, or Prohibitions, no pecuniary, Interell could, from his 
Situation, have cxirted to impel him to adopt them, while his Credit and Defire of CharaClcr 
would have urged him to check his Sub Agents. Againft him, nothing feems to occur, but that 
his Induftry and Exertions arc not fo fully called forth as thole of a ContraClor who plays a 
deeper and more important Stake. This may be partly obviated by a happy SeleClion of the 
Man, and, by letting his Pay be a CommifTion on the net Sale. Under thclc two Circumftances, 
an Agency clearly preponderates, as fully exemplified in the admirable ConduCl of the prefent 
Refident of Benares. 

nth. Wc now come to the fccond General Head of the Argument for and sgainft a Free 
Trade. ^ 

I2th. In Favour of a Free Trade, it is faid on all Sides, that every well-educated Man's 
Fccliags and Confcioulnefs muft rife in Support of it, and Common Senfe confirms what Expe- 
rience has (lamped beyond all Doubts. A Free Trade fulfils the Engagement of Government 
to its Subjects, leaves the Subjeft his natural and reafc.nablc, thcrctorc civil flights undif- 

turbed. 
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turbed. An open Market and free Competition incite his Indnfiry, and his peifunal Gains arc 
without tjoiiht of all Things moll defireablc for himfelf and his Family, provided his Lite, 
Liberty> and Property (land fecore. That till ihefe, under a well-formed and ronduited Go- 
vernment, would ih the l.,inc to their nccclfary and often experienced Keliilt of cncrealinR; the 
Qiiantity, raifinp the * Grealty, I'upplying amply Home and Foreign Marketr, giving Profit to 
each Clafs in its Order, Cultivator, Dealer, export Merchant, and produce the greatell Kent to 
Government, are F..dts all as well known and proved, that it fcenis dilrefpeftful to expatiate Or 
infift upon it. I * not not believe it, and would at once declare my Preference to it, and more- 
over be alFured of its Adoption by Government, but that a •fair local Hefitation and (i^ieflion 
arife againft it. Arc the Natives ot thefe Countries, from their Habits, Cuftoms, and Piejudiccs, 
calculated to verify the Theory, anti to produce the Refnlt propofed f I am very lorry to anlwer 
for them in the moK decided Negative, and what is woife, is the well-fountletl Apprchenfion that 
it wilt require more Time to prepare them to receive fuch a B 1 (ling as a F'ree Trade, than [iro- 
bably it will ever be our Lotto bellow upon them. Very diffcicnt Principles ncccllary * dcta'l 
here* mult be imprclFcd upon them, and imbibed by them, before they can benefit by the Kiiles 
which benefit a free People in our Climates. 

ijth. Unable, therefore, as they ate to receive a Free Tradr, there remains nothing but to 
revert to the only Mode, 1 mean that above preferred Monopoly under Agency, modified by 
Regulation, and thefe might be as follows : 

I ft. That the Agent be paid by a CommilTion of per Cent, (as on Salt) on the Profit realizctJ 
by the Company, as this could only be realized at the End of the Year, and the Agent might 
want Refources for his current Dilburfement.* R’ per Month might be advanced monthly on Ac- 
count of the accruing CommilFion. 

aJ. That he regiftcr with the Superintendant, or elfewherc as direfled, the Names and Salaries 
of all his Amlah. 

3d. That he be put under Oath or Penalty not to benefit by his Eftablifliment, or othcrivifc 
gain, than by his Commiftion. 

4th, That he make no Agreement with the Reyatt but in Writing; and, 

5th. That each Agreement lie regiftered in (he Collector Cutcherry. 

6th. A Receipt to be granted for every Drlivery of Opium upon each Agreement. 

yth. In order to prevent Balances of Revenue or of Advances as much as poftiblc, the Agent or 
Colleflorsof the Diftriil to receive the Opium L inds Rents inftead of the Zemindar or Landholder, 
the Amount to be carried to his Credit Account, his general Rent or Jummah : Jn this the regif- 
tered Agreement would prove a very ufcful Check. The Confideration of the Colleftion of the 
Opium Land Rents leads me, * as long as the Company continues, to * colledtor and receive the 
Opium on their own Account, it might not be advifeable to receive the Rents of the Poppy 
Ground in Kind Inftead of Money; this is moll fotcclsfully and oeconomically followed by the 
Dutch Government at Batavia, for fuch Articles as the Government of Batavia receive and mo- 
nopolize. 

ith. The Specie of the Advance to be Sicca without Batra. 

9th. No Intereft whatever to be taken from the Reyatts upon the Company’s Advances. 

loth. The Weight of the Opium deliverable to be fixed and fpecified in the Agreement. 

lith. The Rate ot Price and Seers of the Maund to be equally fpecified and fixed. 

12th. No Demand for Gurdah or Tare to be allowed. 

13th. If a Reyatt Hull be detefled in delivering or attempting to deliver the crude Material 
more dclutcd with Water than is cultomary, or tlsan his Neighbours deliver, which is to be deter- 
mined on the Scot by Two or Three neighbouring Coerces, he lhall be liable to Punilhment by the 
Colledor. 

14th. No Peon, Pyhar, or Gomaftah to rake any Opium or Money a Dcit, under any Form, the 
Cultivator; a Publication to be made to this Eft'eift, and any Breach of the Rule fcvcrely puniflied 
by the Colleftor. 

»5th. No Reyatt to be obliged to cultivate Poppy ; but to be folcly induced by the Price to be 
offered for his Crop. 

46th. In cafe or Deficiencies in Agreement, by Seafon or unavoidable Calamity, the Govern- 
ment, who get the Profit of the ultimate Sale, fhould bear thatLofsj and give up the Balance to 
the Reyatt, after an adequate Scrutiny into the real Caule of the Deficiency. 

14th. Under thefe Regulations, with fuch others as the Wifdom of the Government may fug- 
gett, I have no Doubt that this important Objeift would be condofted in the beft Manner that 
the prefent Circumftanccs of the Country will admit. The Plan differs little, if any Thing, from 
tliat fo commcndably and fucccfsfully purfued by the rrcicnt Refident at Benares, who has efta- 
bhfticd abundant Proof in Prafticc how far a well-conduded Agency may unite the rcfpc£livc 
Intents of the Parties. If it Ihould not fccure the exadl Amount of pecuniary Profit that may

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be found in a Contradl fqueczed to the utmofl:, the fmall Difference will be amply compcnf.vcd 
by the Permanency of the Kefourcc, by the cieditablc Quality of the Articles, and by the highelt 
confidcrablc of all, the Relief, Comfort, and Benefit, of the Keyotts. 

SicinOrig. i^th. It remains to be •confidcrablc, whether the Agent fiiould be finglc for the extenfive 
Opium Lands throughout Benares, Bahar, and Bengal i or whether three or more might not 
SicinOrig. anfwcr better, • Three and Manufaifure of the crude Opium collctffed in that Dilfricf, One at 
Patna for what is colkaed the North of Bengal,— Mr. Brooke propofes (as this Board lately 
propofed relative to the Management of the Salt Monopoly), that the Colledors themfelvcs 
SicinOrig fhould advance for * receive and' manufadurc, nearly as now at Benares, each for his own Diftrift. 

In favour of this it may be faid, that under good Collcaors this would be by far the bell 
Plan for all Parties i and againll it may be ftated, that it is difficult to find infeparate that Apt- 
ntfs and Fitnefs for any one particular Bufinefs, that may be found in one fekaed Agent. Upon 
the refpeaive Weight of thefe Arguments the Governor General in Council will ‘eafily 
ciccicJc* 

iSicinOfig. i6th. Lafi,* a Preference among the Modes in Option ffiould again upon Contraaor, it may 
not be ufclcls to offer the following Remarks on the Pleads of the prefent Contraa ; 

The firft Head is a P.iyment of 10,000 Rupees annually to the Company, made by the Con- 
traaor for the Privilege of the Monopoly, or exclufive Right to purchafe. 

'J'his could fcarccly have found Admittance, but from an inadvertent Continuation old Ciifiom, 
fertile Payments are perfectly nugatory, as it can only be made out of the Company s own Mo- 
ney, and one Caufe foond a neceffary Parc of this, and every future Calculations of Coft. 

This Head fliould, therefore, be left out. 

The t2d Head is the prefent four Years. This appears wife, as it muff moderate the expected 
annual Profit of a Contractor, who would ncceffanly require more for quitting other Purfuits 
for one Year than fcvcral ; in addition to which his Experience muff be of great Ufe to all Parties, 
and his good Conduct partly infured by the Hopes of future Benefits. This, therefore, forms an 
cffeniial Part of a Contract, and fliould be cither Four or Five Years to infurc any good Effect. 

The 3d Head is the Price, Weight, and fixes the Quantity. 

The Price expreffes inferior Value for the inferior Article. The Price for the Bengal Produce 
for the inferior Article. The Price of the Bengal Produce refers neither to the Price the Con- 
tractor fhould pay, nor to the Weight he is to receive at 1 nor docs tiiis Article make Allowance 
for any poffiblc Failure of Crop. This Article, therefore, feems very improvident. 

The Price fliould only be fo muchi when the Inland Price is fo much the Weight the fame 
as that received, or if that varies, as it docs in almoft every Diftiict, it fliould be Average, and a 
Medium taken, the Qiiantity fhould alfo refer only to the Produce j for neither the poffiblc Profits 
of the Contract, nor the Fortunes of the Securities, can ever be equal to the poffiblc Deficiency 
• SicinOiig. at the Rate of the Penalty or the Value of the Market. The •Divions of this Head fliould be 
entirely altered, and the Price, Weight, and Quantity, fettled by the Contractor with the Ryotts, 
be contrafted and apportioned to the Price the Company arc to pay } nor fliould the Package 
hereafter noticed be feparated from the Price of the Cheft, but united. 

The 4th Head gives an enhanced Price upon a furplus Quantity, while there can be little 
Doubt that the Profit which forms the Objeft of the Contrail upon each Chefl, muff neceffarily 
and fufficicntly ftimulatc the Contrailor to multiply the Advantage put within his Reach to as high 
a Number as pofltble. It feems Money thrown away without Objcdl, unkfs it were to tempt 
thole, who could be fo influenced, to increafe the (^antity by Adulteration, or Oppreffion, it 
fliould, if fo confidered, be omitted. 

It is alfo lingularly only extended over one Part of the Contrail and dropt in the other, as if 
the Profits on the Bengal, werefuppofed with the Price to be higher than on the Behar ■, while the 
Dillercncc is, in Fail, luppofed, though not expreffed to be caufed by the Difference of the Inland 
Price or Firit Coft. 

• SicloOtig. The 5th Head fpccifics the Sums * Pereos and Specie of Advances without any Reference to 
fimiliar Feriods in favour of the Ryot, although this alone fhould be the admiffible Rule for thefe 
Points towards the Contrailor. 

.The One fhould be founded on, and made infeparable from, the other ; and as the Contrailor 
is to pay no Intereft, he fliould be reftriiled from receiving any from the Ryot. 

1 he 6th Head allows 10 R' for Package, Tranfport, and Infurance, or Rifle of the River. 

'SitinOiis. "I his fliould be included in the grofs Price, fuch Separations being only* deliver to all Fartie*» 
and unlefs in a fair and plain Agreement which cannot be too Ample. 

At any Rate, the Sum is as much too high as the grofs Price is too low.

precife Mixture fpecified as above, 

10th. Exprefles the Penalty for deficient Deliveries, but does not dillinguilb between fraudu- 
lent, negledful, or nccefiiious Deficiencies. If the Crops greatly fail by the many ’•Accident this •Skin Orig 
delicate Cultivator is known to be liable to the Fortunes of the Contrador, and ins Sccuritic.?, 
would haveaifwcred thcpoflible Extent of it. The Penalty Ibould, theieforc, only be on alien- 
ated Cherts 750 R‘ per Ch*, anil the ^oo left out. 

nth. Direds Duties to be paid on Wertern Imports. This Provifion is a melancholy Proof 
of the Injury received fropi a rnifeondoded Monopoly, wherein the Profit has been the Confi- 
deration. For had the Weftern and Northern Exports, and Home Confumption, been confitlcred 
and proved for, there would have been no Neceffity to bind the Contrador to pay Duties on Imports 

where Fxpoi ts exifted : This is a Damage perhaps now irretrievable, the Channel is turned.

Retains a Right to cancel the whole Agreement on one Part, and feems unjurt and im- 
provident in the extreme, as it in Part defeats the many Objeids aimed at by the preceding Ar- 
ticles.— If fuch a • Contion fliould again be deemed necefl'ary, it Ihould be clogged with a Pc- •c- • n ' 
nalty of Indemnification from the Company to the Contrador; payable in Proportion to the 
Period clapfinl, or remaining at the Time it might take Place. 


Finally, This Contrad was advertifed in July for Offers againft September, and the loweft 
Bidder to have it.

Prop, inllcad of Preffure, from the Hand of Government. 

If the lowed Terms mull be the Criterion till the Profit of per Centage, on the prime Coft be 
the Objed of Contention; and let him who will be fatisfied with Five have it in Preference to 
him who expeds 10 per Cent for his Labour. 

If tt IS rccollcdcd that the Monopoly is to be conduded by the Powers of Government, too 
many Precautions cannot be ufed to lighten the Abufc of it, 

^though «hcr unavoidable Bulinefs has delayed the Report beyond the Time preferibed by

The Contraftor to be allowed to take from the Ryot.s, 
txclufive of the above Weight, a Surplus of one Chattack per Seer, making Two.apd' Half 
Seers per Mauml, as an Allowance for the drying up and Waftage of the crude Material be- 
fore it be made into Cake. — This Allowance, however, not to be exaded by the Contrador 
until the End of the Year, or towards the ultimate Settlement of Accounts. 

Twelfth, The Contrador, or his Agents, at the Seafon for fowing the Poppy, to be allowed 
to take Etigagements from the Cultivator, for the fpccific Number of Begahs to be cultivated 
only, and not alfo for the fpecific Qiiantity of OpiurtLto be produced in thofc Begahs. The 
t oiitraClor not to be permitted to compel the Cultivators to engage for the Cultivation of a 
/treater Number of Begahs than they cultivated in the preceding Year. The increafing that 
Number are not to be left to the Option of the Ryots, When the Poppy (hall be full grown, 
the Contrador then to depute his Agent, who, with the Cultivator, fliall proceed into the 
J icld, and, with the afliftance of Two or Three other Creditable-Cultivators, forttl> the Elli- 
inate of what fuch Field is to produce, whereupon the Grower lhall enter into an Engage- 
ment to deliver fo muchj and (hould the Field produce more^ to deliver that alfo pro 
ratu. 

Thirteenth, In the Event of the Crops being injured by Hall or any other Calamity of 
Seafon, cither previous or fubfequent to the Eftimatc of the Produce direded to be formed in 
the preceding Article fliall have been completed, the Refident, upon Application being made 
to him by the Contrador, (within Five Days after fuch Calamity lhall have happened), to de- 
pute an Aiimecn to afeertain, in Conjundion with the Agents of the Contrador and the Ryots, 
the adual Extent of the Lofs occafioned thereby. The Charges of Aumeens fo deputed to be 
defrayed by the Contrador. 

Fourteenth, The Scales and Weights made ufe of by the Contrador, or his Agents, in 
weighing the Opium received from the Ryots, to be fealed with the Seal of the Refident, and 
examined annually by him, or by fuch Perfon as he may think proper to appoint for that Pur- 
pole, (luring the Courfe of the Month of January; the Contrador, or his Agents, making Ufe 
of Weights or Scales not fo fealed, or of uneven Scales or deficient Weights, although fealed, 
to be liable to fuch Fine as the Judge may think proper to impofe. 

In weighing the Opium, the Scales not to be held up in the Hands of the Dundeedars, or 
Native VVeigItmen, but the Opium to be weighed in the Prefcncc of both Parties, in the Mode 
known under the Denomination of Dherm Dundee, or fair and confeientious Weighing, by the 
Scales being poifed on a Wooden Stand fixed in the Earth. 

Fifteenth, In the Event of the Cultivator failing to deliver in the full Amount agreed for by 
him in the Manner fpecified in the Eleventh Article, the following Confcqucnces to follow: 

id, If fuch Failure be occafioned by no Fault on his Parr, he is only to refynd the propor- 
tional Part of the Advance received by him, with Intcreft at the Rate of 8 per Cent, per Annum 
Ibr the l ime he had the Ufe of it, and without Mulft, Penalty, or Fee whatfoever. 

2d, II tlie Contraftor fufpe^f, or believe the Caufe of Failure to be in the wilful Negle£t or 
Kmbfzxlcment of the Ryot, he is to complain to the Judicial Power, that is, to the Native 
Adawlets, or directly to the Refident j and upon Proof of Its being owing to Neglcft, the Judge 
or Refident to award that the Ryot fhall reftore the proportional Advance, with Intcreft at the 
• Sic.inOrig. Rate of 12 per Cent, per * Aumeen; and if from Embezzlement, or otherwife difpofing of it, 
the Refident or Judge to punifh fuch Offence, by impofing a Fine of Four Sicca Rupees per 
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Seer and confifeating the Opium if it can be feized^ and where it cannot be feized, by a Fine of 
7'cn'sicca Rupees per Seer } to be levied by the Mode of Procefs laid down in the judical Re- 
gulations for the I'',nlorcement of Decrees. 

-'d, The Ryot to be liable to no Penalty for Breach of Contraft (Unlefs in the Cafe * Embez- •SiemOrif. 
zletnent) where it fball not appear and be proved that he had in his Hands, at the Period of 
tin- Failures unliquidated Advances from the Contractors j but where he wilfully embezzles the 
crude Material for fclling’it to others^ although without having at fuchTime any Advances of 
the Contractor in his Hands, the Contractor is to complain againft him to the Refidcnr, or the 
IJativc Court of Adawlut, in which fuch Perfon lhall refide; and the Rcfident or Judge lhall 
punilh fuch Offence in the Mode pointed out in the Second Claufe of this Article. 

Sixteenth, Where the Ryot mixes Water with the crude Material, with a View to encreafe 
the Weight of it, and brings it in that State to be delivered, the Contractor, or his Agent, lhall 
appoint Twn or more head and creditable Opium Growers to decide in their Dherm, or Confei- 
tnee, wli It Su.plus Quantity lhall be taken for fuch Encreafe of Weight by the undue Admix- 
ture of Water, and the Parties lhall abide by their Award, unlefs it lhall be proved, to the Sa- 
tisfaction of the Rclidcnt or judge, that the Arbitrators have been guilty of Partiality. 

Seventeenth, Where the crude Material lhall be delivered in by the Growers in an adul- 
terated State, as by the Mixture of foreign Ingredients, (exclufive of the Water noticed in the 
preceding Ai tide), the Contractor is immediately to feize on and declare the fame confifeated j 
at the fame Time ffaling it up in the Ryot’s Prclence, and under his Mark, and depofiting it in 
a fccure and feparatc Place, and leaving the Ryot to have Rccourfe againff him to the Ju- 
dicial Power, for which Purpofc he is to keep the faid Opium thus fcaled up for Three Weeks, 
and if in that Time the Ryot lodge not his Complaint, it lhall not be afterwards heard j but the 
Contractor may then open the faid Opium, and fell it for his own Advantage for local Confump- 
tion, being for the Reft liable to fuch Fine as Government may think proper to impofe, Ihould 
it ever be proved that he had made up any Parc of fuch adulterated and condemned Opium 
in that which he is to deliver to the Company, 

Eighteenth, The Contractor, or his Agents, from the Firft to the Laft in Degree or Detail, 
to be pofitively prohibited from collecting any Fee, Premium, Aret, or Duftoor, on their En- 
gagements with the Kocrcs or Opium Ryots, on Pain of paying Three Times the Amount of 
all fuch Exactions or Receipts, together with the Complaints * Colts of Suit, to be eftimated •SicInOrlg, 
by the Judges on Proof before the Judicial Power j which Fine is to be levied by the faid 
Courts, not from the Native Receivers * from the Contractor or from his Chief Agent on the •SicinOrig. 
Spot, leaving him to fettle with his inferior Agents thus offending. And the whole Amount 
of this Penalty, together with Colts of Suit as above fpecified, to be awarded by the Judge to 
the Party from whom the ExaCtion was made. 

Nineteenth, The Contra 'ior to be amenable to the Mofaflll, and Sudder Courts of Juftice, 
in all Matters relating to his ConcraCt. 

Twentieth, The Contractor, or his Agents, and the Opiung Cultivators, to have the Option 
of lodging their Complaints, in the Firft inftance, before the Native Judges of the Mofuflil 
Courts, or immediately before the Relidenc. Complaints preferred in the Native Courts to be 
appealable fo the Refident, and Complaints lodged before the Rcfident to* appealable to the •sicinOrig, 
Governor General in Council i provided the Amount of the Suit lhall not DC lefs than the 
Sum limited by the Regulations.

Previous to entering upon theDifcufllon of the TwoSyftems of providing the Opium *, Agency, •sicinOrig* 
and Contract, they think it neceffary to confider a Third Queftion » viz. Whether it could be 
expedient to rclinquilh the Provifion of the Opium altogether, and to throw open the Trade on 
lilac Article i 

Although, upon general Principles, the Board cannot but difapprove all Monopolies, erpecially 
when in the Hands of Government, many Confiderations induce them to rejeCb the Aooluion 
oC the Monopoly in Queftion, of which the following is the principal t 
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id. Were the Trade to be laid open, the Board arc of Opinion that the Quality of the Opium 
would foon be lb much debafcd, as todcftroy the Reputation of the Coiuiuodity in the halltrn 
Markets, and thereby Icffen the Demand for it, which might ultimately affeft the Cultivation uf 
it in Bengal and Behar, to the Detriment of the Revenue. 

2d, The Relinquifliment of the Monopoly would occafion an immediate Defalcation on the 
Rcfourccs of Government, equal to the Amount of the Profits now derived from it, nor would 
this Lofs be made up by any other Means ; but a very imall Part of it could be refolved, by itn« 
pofing an Incrcafe of Rent in the Poppy Lands, without opprefllng the Cultivators, who would, 
in confequence, rclinquilh the Cultivation altogether, and the late Arrangements made in the 
Cuftoms, w«uld render the impofing any Duties on the Exportation of it Icfs pradticablc than 
heretofore. 

3d, The Opium now ferves as a Remittance to China, to anfwer the Bills drawn upon Canton, 
for the Provifion of the Inveftment. Were the Trade to be laid open, it is probable that this 
Refource might in fome Mcafurc fail, and occafion the Exportation of large Sums in Silver 
from this Country, already too much drained of its circulating Specie. 

Thcfe Confiderations may, in courfe of Time, have lels Weight ; but in the prefenr State 
of the Company’s Affairs, they appear to the Board of fufficient Importance to induce them lu 
give up all Thought of rclinquilhing the Monopoly, more cfprcially as thtfy have little Doubt, 
that, by encreafing the Price to be paid to the Cultivators, abolifiting the Celfes impofed upon 
them by former Contractors, and defining the Rights of the Ryots, and limiting the Authority 
of the Contract, the Cultivation of the Poppy may be rendered equally advantageous to the 
Ryots, as any other Article of Produce. 

The next Queftion to be determined regarding Opium, is the Mode in which it is in future 
to be provided, whether by Contrad or Agency. 

With refpedt to aContraft, the following Objeftion occurs; that it may be difficult to the 
Terms of it, with fuch Prccifion as to preclude the Contradlor from the Excrcile of the Powers 
which he might pofTel's to the Injury of the Cultivators of this Article in lome Degree, and that, 
when the Contradt has been once concluded, the Redrefs of Injury will be ftill more imprac- 
ticable. 


On the other Hand, admitting that thefe Evils will notexift under the Plan of the Agency, 
there are others attending it which will •defircConfidcration: The Superintendance of the Pian 
will naturally add unavoidably to the Detail of Bufirtefs in which the Government is involved, 
nor'ean that Supcrintendance and Controul be cffeftually cxercifed, without a minute Atten- 
tion to that Detail. If the Plan be entrufted to the Execution of the Colleftors of Revenue, 
the fame Objeflions occur there; the preferibed Duties of their Offices, of Collcdlor, Judge, 
and Magiflrate, are as fully fufficient to occupy, the Attention of the ablell and moft afTidu- 
OUS-, and the Superintendance of the Native Agents employed by them, will alone be lulfi- 
cient to engrofs the principal Part of that Time which ought to be dirccled to other Funftions. 

If feparate Agents be appointed, the Charges attending the Provifion will be greatly en- 
hanced; their Labours muft be rewarded, and their Zeal crowned by liberal Salaries; and al- 
though this Alternative will remove the Objedions arifing from the Employment of the Col- 
iedor, the EmbarralTment of the D«tcft*will ftill affect the Government. 


Neither is an Agency fo certain asaContrafl; fome Allowance in other Cafes might be 
made for extraordinary Calamities of the Seafon; but independent of this, it may be prclumrd 
that the Intereft which ftimulates an Individual, when Fortune and Succcls depend folely upon 
his Skill and Exertipns, will operate with greater Energy than in the Cafe of an Agency, whe.-e 
the fame Molwer*do not prevail with equal Force, and the Security of the Provifion, as will 
as Security againft outftanding Balances, will in one Cale be greater than in the other. 


Such arc in general the Advantages and Difadvantages of both Plans: In forming a J udgement 
upon them from Experience, it is evident that a Cohtraift: may be executed without incurrmg 
Inconvenicncies of great Magnitude, and with Succcls and Advantage to tl;c Company'; and 
admitting that fome Evils have prevailed under the Terms of the Contract, as concluded with 
Mr. Heady, it muft again be allowed, that they have not been fuch as to induce publick Coal- 
pjaints; fo far from it, that the Board have every Rcafon to be fatisfied with the ConduCl: of 
the Contractor, both with icgard to the Fairnefs of his Dealing witp the Ryots, and ilie P'fr- 
formance of his Stipulations with the Company. 
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The Cbnfequence may however be imputed to the Charafter of the Contra« 5 tor, and his 
Fnuitv anti Libcfality j but as the Board. in'cafc aContraft fhould be determined upon, cannot 
frlca the Perfons with whom it is to be made. Reliance muft be placed upon the Provifion of the 
Terms o£ the Engagement, rather than upon the Charadker of the Individual who may engage j 
and this brings them to the Confideration of the Objcftions above ftatcd ■, and if they can be re- 
moved, no material Difficulty to a Contraft will then remain. 

With a View to the prcfenc Objeftion ofj Deliberation, the Sub-Secretary (whofe local Refi- 
dcnceand Knowledge of the Subjeft more particularly qualified him for the I afk) by the Gover- 
nor Gcneralwasdircftcd to prepare the Form of an Advertifement for theContraft, lo as to guard 
if ooffiblc againft the Inconvenicncies attending the Provifion of the Opium by this Plan } and in 
the Performance !0f this Duty, he was inftrufted to advert to the Information furnilhcd liy the 
Collectors, in confequence of the Requifitions from the Secret Department of the 9 th April i ;h8, 
as well as to the Communication of the late Contractor Mr. Heatly. The prelciu Oi'jt'dion 
flavine before occurred, it was concluded that the Weight of them might be better ellimartd 
when the Provifions for the Removal of the Inconvenicncies (fated in them were detailed; by 
this Mode the Queftion is brought to a more precife KTue than it could have been done by 
Arguments of a more general Nature without a fpecific Reference to Particular^. 

In reviewing the Information before the Board, the following Points more immediately re- 
quire Correction and Amendment ; 

I. The Inadequacy of the Price paid to the Cultivators of the Opium. 

2 The * Execution levied from them under various Denominations. •SiciiiO/!g. 

3. And the Want of a due and legal Controul over the Contractor and his Agents. 

WithrefpeCt to theFirft, the Fad being admitted, no Arguments are necclTary to evince the 
Pronrietv of an Alteration favourable to the Ryots; the Sentiments of the Honble. the Court 
of ^rcaors, in their I..etter of the i8th February, as applied to the Provifion of rhe Benares 
Ooium. arc founded in Principles of Equity and Policy, viz. that without dmng Juftice to the 
Cultivation, it can never be the Intcreft of Government to monopolize the Produce, however 
high its apparent Profit may be to raife and require a general Application. 

The Introduftion of the various CefTcs upon the Ryots, for whatever Rcafon, can only be 
difcovercd»an Abufc which ought long ago to havebeen reftified; theymaybe in Faft confidered •SicinOrig, 
as Deduftionsfrom the Price of their Labour, and.atall Events furni(h the Ground of arbitrary 
FxaCtion equally difficult to correCt and detail amongll thefc * Navrics; their Appearnce are, «sicinOrig. 
viz. Chcllan, which has an equitable Principle for its Bafis, being a Provifion for the Diminu- 
tion of the Quantity of the Opium, in confcqucncc of its being delivered * a wet State. *SicinOrig. 

In advertin'^ to the propofed Advertifement, the Board obferve, that the Fourteenth and 
Fifteenth Articles are calculated to afford the Relief required; Firft, by the Abolition of the 
Kued •by the former Contractor, with an Exception of the Chilian, which is with gre.at Pro- *sicInOrig. 
priciy added to the Weight, and in Name abolilhed ; and. Secondly, by an Augmentation of the 
Price of the Opium. 

By comparing the Colufeens in the Fifteenth Article, the Advantages to the Ryot will be ap- 
parent; and it may be fufficient in this Place to record fpecifically the firit Head only, to point 
out the Difference to him. By the •Time of the former Contract, a Ryot of Sircar Sarun de- •skinOrig. 

livered a Seer of Opium of 97 S* W' for R’ i,iz Sicca; by the propofed Adveriiremcnt he 
will receive i S* R’ 14 S'* for a Seer of Sicca Weight. 

The above regard Bchar; the Eleventh Article of the Advertifement, regarding Benares, 
contains the Price to be paid to the Ryot as recommended by Mr. Duncan ; with refpeCt to 
Bengal, the Prices are not Efficiently afeertained : At prefent it is however proper to obferve, 
that the Ryots of this Province are better paid than than that of Bchar. 

The propofed Regulation, fubjefting the Contractor and his Agents to the Courts of Dewanny 
Adawlur, affords a due and legal Controul over them. 

In Addition to the above, the 16th, i8th, 19th, and 21ft Articles of the propofed Advertife- 
ment contain definitive ReftriCtions, calculated to proteCt the Ryot from various Abulcsj par- 
cularly in the Article of Weight, and ExaCtion for deficient Deliveries. 

The Point to be determined upon the Whole is, Whether the ReftriCtions arc Efficient to 
guard againft the Inconvenicncies ftatcd in the Objection to the Contractor. In companing ♦Siem ng. 
the Terms propofed with thofe of the late Contract, the Superiority in point of Limitations 
favourable to the Ryots is apparent i and little Doubt can be entertained that the Kyors wi , 
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under fuch Alterations, cheerfully continue a Cultivation which they have hitherto earned* in 
under manifeft Difadvantages; and upon the Whole the Board arc of Opinion, that a Contraft 
fhould be refolved upon in Preference to an Agency. , , , , , 

In other Refpefts the Forms of the late Contraft have been altered and amended j and the 
Form of the Advertifement propofed by the Secretary is approved.

tion of the SiibjcCt, you weic of Opin.on, the Expence attending the faid Repairs could not be 
afeertained by any fixed Standard, tint it would be muft for the In'ereft of the Company to rejeCt 
all the Propofals, and to adopt another Mode for conducting the Bulinefs.

Mr. Francis and General Clavering thought 
you were bound to accept the lowed Propofals, with good Security for Performance ; but Mr. 
JUarwcil being of Op nion, that if Lieutenant Colonel Parker would deliver in Bills upon Honour" 
a Commiffion cf 15 per Cent, fhould be allowed him thereon for his Trouble; and the Governor 
(ieneral concurring in Mr. Barwell’s Propofition, it of courfe became a Reforution of the Board ■ 
and in confcquence of this Refolution Gmeral Clavering judly obferves, “ That every good 
F.lfcct, which the Court of Diredors expeded from advertifing for Contrads, fecin entirely 
defeated ” 

121. Indead of Lieutenant Colonel Parker’s Offers being the lowed, they were the higheft. 
He could not on ihofe Terms obtain the Contrad ; you therefore determine to rejed all Propollils, 
and to grant him 15 per Out. upon his Difburfements, without rcquiiing any other Check oi 
Voucher for the fame than his own Honour. 

122. When Lieutenant Cof nel Parker propofed to fuperintend the Repairs by Agency, he rc- 
queded 25 per Cent, for his I'roulile, or iuch Icfs Suoi as fiiould be fettled by the Board, bv 
whofe Determination he declares he will im[)licitly abide : But the Board having agreed to allow 
only 15 per Cent, he then declines the Propofal ; fays, he is unable, without pcrlonal Infpcftion 
into the Charges and Condud of his Agent', to pledge his Honour for the Amount of the real 
Lxpcnce incurred, and informs you that his principal Keafon for foliciting the Continuance of the 
Contrad was, bccaufc he had i conlidcrablc Qiiantity of Stores on Hand ; and that .as Mr. Van- 
derheyclen had offered to take them off his Hands, provided he might enjoy the I'erms offered 
to Colonel Parker, he hoped you would indulge him with Liberty to relinquifh the Trull in Fa- 
vour of that Gentleman, which would enable Colonel Parker to attend to the more indifpcnfable 
Duties of his Military Station ; whereupon you immediately rcfolve on the Meafure, and require 
Mr. Vanderheyden to accept the Offer. 

12 j. As the Gale now fbnds, the Honour of Mr. Vanderheyden is to be taken for the Juft- 
hefs of his Bills ; and it is evidently become his Interefl; to expend as much Money as poflible on 
the Cantonments, bccaiile he draws a Commiffion of 15 per Cent, on his Difbuifcmcncs. We do 
riot mean to arraign the Integrity of the prefent Agent, but we fliall ever difallow all Modes of 
condudling publick Bufinefs on Principles which make the Honour of the Agent the Criterion of 
the Afoount of his Difburfements, and render his Intcreft incompatible with Frugality, and conlc- 
qucntly with the Welfare of the Company. 

124. We therefore direft. That the Agency of Mr. Vanderheyden, on the Principles above- 
mentioned, be forthwith difeontinued, and that you again advertize for Propofals to keep the 
Cantonments in Repair by Contrad, with good Security for Performance, iinlels you lhall be con- 
vinced, it maybe better performed, and at Icis fxpence, by Agency ; and, in fuch Cafe, the 
Agent’s Emoluments muff arile from Savings made in conduiting the Bufinefs committed to his 
Care, and on no Account be calculated upon the Amount of his Expenditures. J ^

'J'hefe Accounts were 
extraded from the original Regifters of the Four fuperior Cullom Houfes of Benares, Mirzapore, 
Gizapore, and Jeunpore, and their numerous fubordinate Stations, and I trull, will not only 
give your Lordfh.p a clear Inffglu into the Trade of Benares, as far as relates to its own imme- 
diate Exports and Inkind Tiaffick, but what may be deemed of greater Importance, throw a con- 
fiderable Light upon the Commerce carried on between the Company’s Dominions, the Decan, 
and the Wcltern Provinces of Hindoflan.

is remitted from Benares to Moorlliedabad to purchafe frcfli Cargoes of Raw Silk, Picr.^ Cioud 
Broad Cloth, Copper and Spices. Koll'.aul Chund and Munnoo Loll nuw faim the Fiivilrp^c of 
negotiatiniz ihele Bills frqpi the Rajah, for Coo Rupees per Annum, under the Name (;f the 
Sonah Moliaul, or OfUce for collecting Duties on Gold. This Office was fiid infliiiited by Rajah 
Bulwunt Sing, at the Solicitation of one 'I'ca’ah Paaker. At that Period the SunnaUkcs cariicd on 
,a very confiderable Trade to Nypaul in the Piece Goods of Bengal in Return fur which tluy 
•annually imported Gold Bullion to the Amount of Four or Five l.acs of Rupees. Upnn this 
<3old, Porah Paaker obtained Permiffion to levy a Duty, under the Pretence of acting as Br( ka* 
/or the Sale of it. In the Courfe of a few Years however the Broker was converted into a f armer, 
.and various Perfons rented the Duties from the Rajah. About the Year 1763, when the late 
Narain Rajah of Goorha was called in by the Inhabitants of Nypaul, to dei'ofc I’yprekaas 
•Rajah, of Kant Maundoo, he feized the Property of fome of the pnn. i[).il Sunnaflee Merchants; 
in confcquence of which the whole Fraternity abandoned the Trade of the Country. I’he Importa- 
tion of (iold was of Courfe (topt; but the Farmers of the Duties, by a Perverfion of the Inllitu- 
•tron of tjie Office, obtained Permiffion to levy a Tax upon all the Specie remitted by the Sunnaf- 
dees through the Banking Houfes of Benares. The Mode of levying tliis d'ax is as oppreffive as it 
•is unprecedented. The Bankers are forbid to grant Bills to the Sunn.ilTecs, except through the 
Sonah Mabul. When a Sunnalfte therefore is defirous of taking up a Rill on Moorlhedabad, he 
applies toithe Farmer, who fettles the Exchange privately with the Banker, and then charges the 
Merch.<nt according to the Rate he imagines he can oblige him to pay. I'he Merchanis exprefied 
the highed Dilguft at this Impofition, and carneftly folicited the Abolition of it, as being an ad- 
ditional Tax upon their Trade of at Icaft One per Cent. 

The following are the Requerts delivered to me by the Sunnaffiee Merchants : 

Firlf, I'hat the Colledions made by the Sonah Mehul, or Gold Office, be aboliffied *, and that 
in future they be permitted to negotiate their Bills in the fame Manner as other Merchants. 

Second, 'Fhat the Orders of the Flonble. Board for the Redudion of the Duties on Silk Piece

or Duty whatfoever, agreeable to the Fourth Article of the Regulations of 1784. 

Fourth, That the unauthorized Duty of Six Rupees Four Annas on all Boats hired to 
tranfporc their Goods from Mirzapore to Bengal, be abolilfied.

Sixth, lhat, on the weighing of their Silk they are obliged to give Five-and-thirty Skeins 
per Bullock to the Officers of the Cuftoms, an tlxailion which they hope will be aboliflud. 

Seventh, That the bee of One Rupee Four Annas, collefted in fearching tlieir Boats, be in 
future prohibited. 


Eighth, J hat the Cutwaal, or Officer of the Police of Mirzapore, be enjoined to protefl. 
their Property fiom Robbers. 

Ninth, Fnat the Duties on the Shawl Goods, brought fiom Kafhmer, be collected accord- 
ing 10 the Ratci, ot the Bujuk or Invoice, under the Sales of the Aruteahs, or Brokers of Kalhinur, 
as is the CuRom in all other Countries through which they pafs. 

The Eight firft Requefts contain nothing more than what Government have already granted, 
nor would your Lordfliip have been troubled with this Second Application, had the Olficers of 
the Cuftoms conformed to their Orders. With refpeft to the lalt, in order to encourage the 
Kafnmur Trade, which has been upon the Decline for fevcral Years paft, owing to the Tyranny 
ot Azaad Khan, the late Subadar of that Province, and alfo to the heavy Exactions 10 which it 
has been iubjeft in the Vizier’s Country and Benares, I would recommend lhat the Duties on all 
Shavvic (ioods be reduced to per Cent, but the Valuation of the Goods to be made in the 
lame Manner as is propofed for all Articles of Foreign Produce, and of which I flaall treaL more 
fully under the Head of Rates.” 


The Mode of adminiftering Juflice at Mirzapore, is by no Means favorable to Commerce. 
Ihis important Truft is exeicifed by a Perfdn who farms it of the Rajah. I could never meet 
with any written Proceedings of this Court*, but 1 underftand that when the Caule is letrlcd, the 
1 allies are obliged to interchange Releafes, and the Perfon gaining the Caufe pays FYiir Annas 
per Rupee upon the Amount of the Claim. It is unnecefl'ary to remark upon the little Confi- 
dent e which the Merchants can have upon the Dccifion of a Court thus conflituted, and how ill 
It is t alculared to cflablifh thofe Ideas of the Security of Property, fo neceffiu y to tlie Profperity 
01 Commerce.

In ordet to induce them to return, 
the Rajah remitted them Half the Duties. Though I aoprove of the Principle 
keminion was granted, yet the Mode appears to be liable to great O^edions.

The Prejudice that prevails in thcfe Countries agamft 
Bengal’ Salt would foon fubfide if the Merchants were enabled to fell it confiderably Aeaj^r than 
thacijrourrht from Sambre. In order to introduce the Bengal Salt mto the Upper Provinces, 1 
would recommend that a Drawback of all Duties be granted <m Bengal Salt e^orted Uyond the 
Wettern Confines of Benares. The Cuftoms of Benares will fuffer no material Diminution by this 
Regulation, the Exports of Bengal Salt beyond the Company s Dominions having hitherto been 
inconfidcrabk*.

In the Fit ft Year, I fliould im^ine 
about Three Lacs might be provided without Difficulty j in the Second, Four Lacs j and in the 
Third, about Five or Six Lacs. Of the various Modes which have been adopted for the Provifion 
of the Company’s Inveftment, thofe which have had the Company’s mercantile Intereft principally 
in View, have been deemed injurious to the Trade of the Country by excluding the Native Mer- 
chants; and thofe which were calculated to cftablifh a Freedom of Commerce have been faid to 
enhance the Price of the Goods, and to render the Provifion of them precarious. I fhould con- 
ceive that all Trade carried on by Government muft be liable to One of thcle Objedions. The 
Cotton Piece Goods manufaftured in the Diftrid of Benares amount annually to about Seven Lacs 
of Rupees ; a confidcrable Part of thefe are confumed in the Diftrict, the Remainder are ex- 
ported. If Government oblige the Weavers to receive Advances, and purchafe all the Piece 
Goods with a Capital drawn from the Revenue of the Country ; the Merchants who now cariy 
on this I'radc muft confequently be excluded from it ; and, being no longer able to purchafe 
Cloths for the Foreign Markets, they muft either give up the Trade, or fend Specie to procure 
thofe Goods which they formerly purchafed with the Produce of their Exports. Exclufive of 
the Ruin of the Merchants, there is every Rcafon to apprehend that the Manufacturers will be 
ftill greater Sufferers, The Commercial Refident, however circurnffieCt he may be in his own 
Conduit, cannot command the fame ftriCt Adherence to the Rules of Equity from the numerous 
Agents he muft employ in the Completion of fo extenfive a Concern. If we may be allowed to 
judge from pad Experience in other Places, thefe Men, when deputed into the Country, armed 
with Perwannahs and Orders, will exclude all other Merchants, not by paying a better Price, but 
by prohibiting them from purchafing at all ; and the Support they will too often receive, both in 
thus forcibly monopolizing the Trade, as well as in many other unjuftifiablc Encroachments on 
the Rights of the Manufailurers, will foon introduce a Syftem of commercial Reftraint, highly detri- 
mental to the Profperity of this valuable Diftridf. I muft obferve alfo, that the Civil Power at 
Benares is at prefent lodged in Hands which are too weak to cope with an Authority derived im- 
mediately from Government ; and that the above Evils will therefore operate in a more extenfive 
Degree than in the Provinces, where fome written Laws have been enafted for the Protcdlion of 
the Weavers, and where the judicial Authority has been fufficiently ftrengthened to carry them 
into Execution. 

If, therefore, the Company’s Cloth Inveftment is to be introduced into the Diftrift of Be- 
nares, inftead of cftablilhing it upon the fame Footing as in the other Parts of their Territories, 
I beg Leave to fubmit jt to your Lordfhip’s Confideration whether it would not be expedient to 
advertife for the Purchafe of them with ready Money. Whatever might be tlie Event, the great 
Advantages that arc to be expedted from this Syftem, fiiould it prove fiiccefsful, I conceive would 
juftify the Experiment. In order to make the Intentions of Government known to the Merchants, 
Samples of the different Cloths, with the Rates at which they would be received in Calcutta, 
Ihould be depofited at the Cuftom Houfes of Benares, Gazipore, Jeonporc, and Mirzaporc ; where 
they would be open to the I nfpedtion of Merchants of every Denomination, both of the Benares 
Difiridt, and the Dominions of the Vizier’s Country. Should the ProfpedI: of an immediate Sale 
and ready Money induce the Merchants to fell their Goods to the Company in preference to In- 
dividuals, Government will procure their Inveftment at the loweft Price, without rilking Ad- 
vances, or fubjedling thcmfelvcs to the Lofs of Intereft on the Money advanced ; tha Native Mer- 
chant.-. will have their Share in the Trade of the Country ; and an effedlual Remedy be afiorded 
to all thof- Fvils which have arifeo from the Provifion of the Inveftment. , 

The only Article- at prefent provided for the Company in the Diftridt of Benares, is the Opt* 
wn. This Article is provided by Contradl. Ramchaund Pundit, the prefent Contradlor, has cn* 
Q gageJ 
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to deliver 560 Cherts for the Year 1154 F^, irSf-; at the Hate of 300 per Ch rt, all 
Cn’ii jjes incliidecl. 1 'he Merchants are forbidden to trade in this Artie'e, and the Koyots, or Huf- 
baiul.-ntnj arc enjoined to difpolc of it to no one but the Contrador. The Powers delegated by 
Ciovernnient to rhe Contrador, I rtiould conceive, extend no further than to entitle him to the 
excltilive Privilege of purchafing all the Opium protUiced in the Country, 1 he Facility witli 
which this Article may be rlandelUnely dilpoled of, has obliged the Contrador to take Engagements 
from tlie Cultivators when the Poppy is Hill fown, to deliver a certain (Quantity per Begah, at a 
fixed Rate, with a Penalty for all Dtfu iencies. 'Phis is not only a Monopoly againft the Mer- 
I hantc, but a gieat Burden upon the Royots, If any Accident happens 'to the Poppy Plant, the 
Ixyot is nevertliclefs obliged to make gtrorl the Amount of his Fngagements, or pay the Penalty. 

I'lie Price paid to the Ryots is in fomc Places Rupees 2 7, and in others 2 8 A' per Seer, of 96 
Siica Weight. Tlii^ Price tiever varies, lb that in YeaVs of Scarcity, the Cultivator is obliged to 
fell his OpTum at the fame Rate as in Years of Plenty,. though, in the former, 'the Grain which 
lie is obliged \o purchafe to feed his Labourers, who, * whatever Fields, and colled the Juice of 
th: Poppy, is equivalent to the Price he gets lor his Opium. In the weighing of the Opium, 
many Extortions are pradifed upon the Ryots and if the Qiiantity falls rtiort, they .are burdened 
with Tullubanah, or Fines. The Price of the Opium paid to the Ryots by the Contrador, is not 
alxjve Half of what it will produce in the Market; and as it is natural for every Man to wilh to 
dilpole of his Property to the beft Advantage, I fhould imagine, that unlefs thefe Powers were 
afllim'-tl by the Contrador, he would get but a very fmall Part of the Opium produced. The 
Contrador himfelf, however, muft fulfil his Engagements with Government, or fubmit to a heavy 
Penalty, in caleof Failure. Should thefe Ads of Oppreflion therefore be attributed to the Con- 
tradlor, or to the Syftem adopted for the Provifion of the Opium ? But a fmall Portion of the 
C)pium produced is confumed iiv the' Country ; moft of it is bought up for Exportation to the 
Malay Country and China. If the Net Profit arifing to Government on the Sale of Opium was to 
be calculated, and a Duty adequate to the Amount impofed on its Exportation, I Ihould conceive 
that it would be preferable to the prefent Mode of providing it on their own Account by 
Contrad. ' ' . 

The Saltpetre exported 'from Benares i.s manufadured at Barah, nearChowfah; at Kylee, a 
Town about Five Col's from Benares, on the Banks of the Ganges ; and at Rewtec,' in the Sircar 
of Gazipore, on the Banks of the Dewah. The Prime Coft is about t 12 Annas per Maund, and 
the Quantity made has feldom exceeded Twenty thoufand Maunds. 

IMPORTS for Confumption. 

The Imports for the Confumption of the Diftrld of Benares, appears in Appendix, No. 3. 
Cotton and Silk, and Cotton Piece Goods, form the principal Parc of them. Thefe Goods being 
in great Demand for the Confumption of the City of Benares, the Proportion this Branch bears 
to the Exports, will appear by the following. Comparative Statement. It is alfo ncccffary to obferve, 
that tlie fame Modification of the Duties on Raw Silk and Cotton Piece Goods, &c. which I have 
fuggerted in my Remarks on the Firfl; Divifion, are equally applicable to the Imports for Con- 
famj)tion.

rxcelilvc 

Under this Head arc comprifcd a Variety of exprcllive Exaflion% highly detrimental to evciy 
Branch of the Foreign and Inland Trade. Upon examining the Accounts, in order to .ilcerr.d:i 
ihc Mode in which thele ColleiUons were levied, 1 found chat there were upwards of Four hun- 
dred Chokies or Stations, tor the Colled ion of IHities, ellablilhcd in diflerent Farts ol tlic 
Country^ fubordinate to the Cu (lorn Houfes of Benares, Gazipore, Jconporc, and iMirznpore. 
U'helc Collcftions arc either farmed, or made by Perlbns deputed on the Fart of the j riivripal 
Cuitom lioufts, in which CaU their Salary is conditional, that is, they receive nothing h ni 
Coliefflions are made. The evil Tendency of both theic Modes of Colltclion arc too evident to 
rcquiie any Mark. 

Upon examining Accounts of thefe Colledions, I found it impofllble to afeerrain tiihcr the 
Name, the Quantity, or Value, of the Articles on which they were made. Every B ilimk Loaii 
of Gouds, pafiing thefe Chokies, p.iys a certain Sum, which varies at every Station. In idm? of 
the Accounts only the daily Grols Receipts are inlerted in Gne Sum, without any SpeciiuMri'in 
whatever of the Goods fri-m which they were made. For the above Reafons only the Re(ti|)ts uf 
each Chokey appear under the Head of theChorah, or fundry Colleftions, the Name, Qiiancity, or 
Value, of the Goods not being partir ulatized in the Accounts. 

riic Choorah Stations arc fuppolcd to be cfta’oliflied folely for the Purpofe of collcding the 
Duties on Grain, and limdry other tiilling Articles, bought and fold in the internal Farts of the 
Country : All other Kinds of Merchandize however, whether for Foreign or Inland Conlumption, 
arc obliged to pay a Duty cn palling any of thefe Stations. The Duty at each l^lace is trilling, 
but being tiequcncly rejie itcd, the I otal Amount colleded from the Merchant, before his Goods 
arrive at the Place of thar Dellination, becomes a great Burden upon his IVade. 

The Zemindary Duties, which have been fo repeatedly prohibited by Government, arc Hill 
continued in every Part of the Diltrid of Ben ires. In order to afeertain this Point, I fent for the 
principal Hoondawallahs or Carriers, who contraft for the Tranfportation of Merchandize. Ap- 
pendix. N ' 17, contains an Account of the Names of thediffeicnt Places where thefe Duties arc 
exacted, from the Mouth of the River Gogra, to the Town of Hullcah, on the High Hoad to the 
Decan, by tl\e Way of Mirzapore. borne of rhrfe Chokies belong to the Cuitom Houfe, and 
their Receipts make Parc of the Choorhah Collcttions. This Account was delivered to niv^ by 
Shcwj.'crfluud and Meherbaan Bhuggiit, the Carriers who have travelled this Road for fevcral 
Yeais paft. I'hefe People infornied me that the Zemimlar of Syedpore had, a few Days ago, 
feized all their Brafs Pots and Vellels, becaufc they refufed to fubmit to the Payment of fomc 
new Exactions. 

Dining the Time of Rajah Chyte Sing, the Zemindarry Duties were collcfl’cd by the Ze- 
mindar, if he farmed his own Zemindarry or Eftate. If his Zemindary vvas farmed to an Au- 
nnl or Renter, they were coileded by the Aumil. When the Permit or Cuftom Houfe was efta- 
bliflicd in 1781, thefe Zemindarry Duties were annexed to its Jurifdidions, and a proportionable 
Dedudion was granted to the Farmers of the Land Revenue. Being found, hr wever, lefs pro- 
dudive under the Management of the Officers of the Cuftoms, they were leftorcd to the Far- 
mers in the Year ii9j, upon iheir giving an Increafe on their Farms adequate to the Amount 
of the Dedudion they had originally received. 

brum the Account infcrtcci in Appendix, No. 17, your I.ordflup will perceive the great Ob- 
ftrudions which a Merchant, paffing through the Country, is liable to liom the Colledors at 
theie numerous Chokies, The Zemindarry Duties collcded by the Farmers of the Land Reve- 
nue ^whether Zemindars or Aumils), lh(»u!d, I conceive, be abolilbed without Delay. In i»9i, 
when thefe Duiies were put under the Officers of the Cuftoms, the Net Receipts amounted to 
59 G 33 ^5 which, calculated upon the whole Revenues of the Diftridb of Benares, is little more 

than One ihouland Rupees per Lac, a Sum not very conliderable, and the Collcdion of which^ 
if prohibited, will not, I imagine, occufion any Dccreafe in the next general Settlement the Ra- 
jah may make with the Farmers ot the Revenue. Thefe Duiies have been declared illegal in the 
Company’s Province.s, and, I imagine, were virtually abolilhed in the Diftrift of Benarts, by the 
Arrangements of 1783 and 1784. (Appendix. No. 5 and 10.) 

Wuh Rcfped to the Duties on the Inland Trade (which compofe the principal Part of the 
Choorhah Colledions), luch as Grain, Coarle Cloths, &c. bought in One Part of the Country, 
and fold in another j they arc at preltnc collcded on the Bullock Load at every Station by which 
they 1 afs, a Mode highly unfavourable to the Inland Trade. Unlefs therefore it lhall be deter- 
mined to abulilh them altogether, I would recommend that all Goods capable of being ftamped, 
fuch as Cloths, &c. ffiould pay the Duty of Five per Cent at the Firft Market where they arc 
fold, and be ftamped with the Seal of the Station, which fhould exempt them from all further 
Dutie.s and Demands whatever in the Dillrid of Benares. The Duties on Grain, and other Arti- 
cles ot Subfillence, fhould be collcded only at the Ganges, where they arc fold, and the Radarry 
Duties and Exadigns to which they are at preftnt fubjed in their Tranfportation from One Part 
of the Country to another, fliould be prohibited under the fevereft Penalties. The Gunge»Ducies 
alio ihould be levied on fuch Articles only as are fold for the Confumption of the Inhabitants. If a 
Merchant dilpoles of liis Goods at a Gunge, and the Purchafer immediately carries them on, no 
Duty wliatcver Ihould be demanded, 
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It is with no fmall ReluflanCc, however^ that I recommend any Modilicaiibn of the Duties 
on the Inland Trade, being convinced that the total Abolition of them would be a great Encou- 
ragement to the Cultivation and ManufaAurcs of BenareSu The major Part of the Coorhah Sta- 
tions are eflablifhed for the Collcftion of thefe Duties, and are entruued to indigent People* whofc 
Subfiftence depends upon the Infringement of the Orders of Government. In Times of Plenty 
thefe Exaftions obdruft the Exportation of Grain, and in Sealbns of Scarcity prevent its equal 
Dillribucion over the Country ; they difeourage Manufafturers by enhancing the Price of the Raw 
Materials before they come into the Hands of the Weaver, and are highly injurious to every Branch 
of the '’oreign as well as the Inland Trade. 

( From the 53d Page of Apiiendix, N' 4, it appears that the Amount of the Four Divifions 
of the Benares Trade, is 1,44,39,742 113-, a Sum that cannot but be confidcrcd as very ina- 
dequate to the Revenue, the Population, and the Extent of the Countries concerned in it •, and 
which ftrongly indicates the Necedity of removing all Obftrudions to the Inland Navigations, and 
eftablilhing fome regular commercial Syftem founded in Freedom and Impartiality between the 
Company’s Provinces, Benaras, and the Dominions of the Vizier. 

Having endeavoured to (hew your Lordihip the Nature and Extent of the Commerce of the 
Diftrift of Benaras, and to point out the Obftruftions under which it has laboured, 1 fliall now 
proceed to foggeft fuch Alterations as appear to me expedient in the Rate of the Duties, the 
Mode of valuing the different Articles of Merchandize, and the nccelTary Mealures for the pro- 
tefting the Pcrlbns and Property of the Merchants, and guarding againft any luturc Deviations 
from the Orders of Government. 

DUTIES. 

By the Regulation of 1781, the Indian Syftem of collefting the Duties on the Bullock’s Load 
was aboliilied, and the Rajah was authorifed to levy a Duty of 5 per Cent, on all Merchandize, 
either produced or paffing through his Country, valued at the Average Beneras Price. In the 
Year 1782, in confequcnce of the Reprcfcntations of the Merchant, a RcmilTion of il per Cent, was 
granted by the Honble. Board on Raw Silk, Broad Cloth, Saffron, Cinnamon, Mace, Cloves, Nut- 
megs, Cochineal, Europe Iron, Steel, and Copper: And in 1784, the fame Indulgence was ex- 
tended to the Silk Piece Goods manufaffured in Bengal. I fhould imagine it would alfo contribute 
much to the Profperity of the Company’s Provinces, and alfo of the Vizier’s Dominions, if the 
Duties on all Goods compofing the Firft and Third Branches of the Benaras Trade, that is, the 
Imports for immediate Exportation, and the Imports for Confumption, were reduced to the fame 
Rate. Ihis Redudfion I Ihould conceive is abfolutely necelTary for the Revival of the Inland 
Trade •, and it alfo appears to me unreaibnablc that the Rajah of Benaras (liould be allowed to take 
Advantage of the Situation of his Country, and to levy a Duty of 5 per Cent, on the Trade of 
Bengal and Behar on an enhanced Valuation of the Goods* whilft the Company thcmfelvcs col- 
lect only 1 wo and a Half per Cent, on the Prime Coft. The Rajah will incur no Lofs by this 
Arrangement, as there can be little Doubt but the Trade will increafe in Proportion to the Rc> 
duAion of the Duties. 

I have already (hewn that the Exports from the Company’s Dominions to the" Decan, the 
Weftern and Northern Provinces, amount to little more than Twenty-feven Lacks of Rupees* a 
Sum that cannot but appear trifling when the Extent and Population of theic Countries is con- 
lidered, and the ready Means of Communication which Nature has afforded them. 

The Duties on the Export and Inland Trade, or the Second and Fourth Divifions, may be 
continued at the prefent Rate of 5 per Cent, as not affefting the Trade of the Company’s Domi- 
nions, or of the other Countries with which they carry on a commercial Intercourfe. 

RATES, or the Valuation of the Merchandize. 

The Syftem adopted for afeertaining the Value of the Merchandize fhould he calculated to 
obviate even the Poffibility of Difpute between the Merchant and the Ciiftom Houfc Officers. In 
fome Countries the Proprietor is obliged to fwear to the Price of his Goods * in others the Duty 
is colleftcd upon the Current Price* and in fome few Places upon the Weight. The moft re- 
ceived Method, however, is by a Tabic of Rates; and the Duties in the Company’s Provinces 
have generally, I believe, been levied in this Manner. 

Neither of thefe Modes appear to me calculated to anfwer the End propofed * the Fitft is lia- 
We to ^^y and ferious Objeaions ; the Second leaves too much to the Difcrction of the Cuftom 
Houfc Officer* the Third is unfavourable to Trade from its Iriequality * and the Fourth is the 
Vexations and Oppreffion to the Merchant, from the Difficulty of afeertaining 
Value of Goods produced in a Foreign Country, and the Altercations which 
^ rcfpeaingthc Denomination under which they arc to be clafled. It has been obferved by a moft 
rcfpcctablc Awhority, that in all commercial Cbuntries much Time and Labour has been beftowed 
j the Nomehclaturc of the various Articles of Merchandize, from Aloes 
and Alabaftcr down to Veronic and Zink, but that the Merchants everywhere ftill experience the 
lame Impediments from this perplexed Mode of Valuation. 
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The opprefllve and Intricate Modi of levying the Duties in the Diftrift of ^enaras, as well 
» }n the Vizier’s Dominionsi at thn falhO Time that it has injured thofc Countries, has alfo been 
Lhlv detrimental to Bengal, in diminilhing the Demand both for us own Manufaflurcs, as well 
«lbr the Exports from Europe; Before the Goods can reach the Inland Parts of the Country, 
the Prite is fo enhanced by repeated Exaftions, Detentions, and additional Charges of Iranfpor- 
tatiom that tire Generality of the Inhabitants caniiot afford to purchafe them, and the Mm ham, 

difmiwintcd in One Adventure, ot coUrfe gives up a Trade in Articles for which he finds there

A Syftem therefore founded in Principles evidently favourable to the Merchants, and to 
which there is no Objeaion but the PoOibility of a Lois arifing to Government from placing too 
ereac a Reliance on commercial Integrity, will, in the End, prove much bcnehcial, both to 
^e Mcrch'iit and the State, than Regulations formed on Ideas of general Dilhonelty, and *b>cH< 
ardina acainft Impofition, prevent the fair Trader from reaping the Profits Of, his In ultry. 


When the Demands of^ Government are moderate. Merchants of Charafter will never attempt to 
aVoid them, and Precautions may always be taken to guard againft fraudulent Practices, (which 
can never he carried to any great Extent, or remain long undilcovcrcd), without havuig RecoUfIc 
to Regularions deftrudfive of the general Interefts of Commerce. , u t 

'I he Eirft dnd Third Divifions, (or the Imports for immediate Exportation, and the Imports 
for Confumption), require the more immcihate Confidcration of Government, as compnfing 
almoft the Whole of the Inland Trade of the Company’s Provinces. In the Firft DivTioii, the 
Kajah of Benares has no other Interelt but that of the Duties he is allowed to levy, and little more 
in the Second, the Goods not being the Produce of his Country. 

In Older to remove every Obftiu(^tion to thefc TwoDiviHons of the Trade, I would recom- 
mend that all Goods imported from Bf'''-’al and Behar into Benaras, whether for imwictliatc p,x- 
poiuiion, or for the Confumption of the Dillrid, fhould pay inC Duties upon the P'^^c inicrted 
in the Company’s Rowannaii. This Regulation would aftord the moft efiectual Protection to the 
Exports ot the Company’s Dominions, as far as the Weftern Boundary ot Benaras ; ai^ a limilar 
Pi iv liege, granted to the Benaras Rowaiiahs in the Company’s Provinces, would afford equal 
EnLOurageniciit to the Trade of the former. If the Vizier alfo could be prevailed on to imcedi* to 
this Arrangement, the I hree Countries would be united in the fame commercial Intereft. 1 he 
Rowanahs ot one being current in the other for the Price of the Goods, would oblige each State 
to colleit the Duties on its own Exports at a juft Valuation ; as every Overcharge would cntinc 
the others to a heavier Duty. Tnc fame Principle of Sclf-intereft would prevent any of the 
Parties u. dervaluing their Exports ; as, in diminifhing the Advantages of the others, they would 
alfo leflen their own. Both the Rate of the Duty and the Value of the Merchandize being thus 
afeertained, no Grounds whatever for Difpute would remain between the Cuftom Houfc Officer 
and the Merchant. The latter would pafs through the different Jurifdiftions, protefted by the 
Seal of his own Government ; paying as he went the cftablilhcd Duties on the Prime Coft inferted 
in his Rowanah. The Navigation of the Ganges from the Sea to its Source would be freed f^ro 
ail Obftrudions, and the Manufaflurcrs of Bengal and the Exports from Europe would be 
tranlpoitcd to the Heart of Hindoftan at a trivial Expence j the Merchants of Benaras, and the 
Vizier's Dominions, would have an equal Share in the Advantages arifing from a lucrative Com- 
merce, and the Cultivation and Manufactures of the Three Countries would be reftored to their 
format flourilhing State. 

1 He next Point to be confidcred, and which more Immediately concerns the Diftrift of Be- 
naras, is the Mode in which the Rajah is to afeertain the Value of the Exports of his own 
Country, and which form the Second Divifion of the Trade. This might be afeertained by 
obliging all Perfons applying for Rowanahs to exhibit an Invoice of their Goods ; upon this In- 
Voice the Duties fhould be levied ; after which it fhould be returned to the Merchant, with the 
Rajah’s Seal affixed. By this Mode, the Merchant could never be opprefled by the Overvaluation 
of his Goods, nor would he find it his Intcrdl to under-rate them. In this Country Purchafes 
arc generally made upon the Invoke, and when it fhould be known that the Seal of the Govern- 
ment had been affixed to the Original, no otlier would be admitted ; a Merchant would never 
undervalue his Goods in order to defraud Government of their Duties, as he would be a giwtcr 
Lufer in the Sale of his Goods ■, and if he overcharged them, -in order to take Advantage of the 
Pilrchafer, Government would benefit in Proportion; neither could a Merchant, orofcBing to fell 
by In volte, refufe to produce the fealed Original, as it would amount to a Declaration that 
intended to defraud the Purchafer. From thele Conftderations, added , to the Moderation of the 
Duty and the eafy Mode of fettling it. Merchants would generally fjnd,tt their Intereft to delivw 
in the genuine Invoice to Government. As a further Security, the Rcftdcnt might be impowered 
to oblige a Merchant to prove his Purchafe, where Fraud was fufpeifted, and, upon Conviction, 
(0 punlfh him bf the Confifeation of his Goods. , . xx ' 

1 mart here obferve that Goods imported from the Dccan muft b? valued in the above Man- 
ner, it not being cuftomary for the Decah Chiefs and Rajahs to grant Rowanahs on 
Exports and as the including them in the propofed Arrangement for collcding the Duties ^ 
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the Firft and Third Divifions might not be deemed expedient, the Goods therefore imported 
from the Dccan (though a Part of the Firft Divifion), muft be valued in the lame Manner as the 
Benaras Exports : When the Merchant arrives at Mirzapore he muft be dcfircd to give m an 
Account ot the Price of the Goods, and upon which the Duties muft be levied. For the Rea- 
fons I have mentioned above, there is little Apprehenfion of his undervaluing his Pio|^rty, as 
the Price he delivers in to the Cuftom Houle will be immediately known to the other Traders who 
refort there for the Purchafe of the Dccan Commodities •, fuch Merchandize from the Decan as 
paffes through the Doab, before its Arrival in the Diftrift of Btnaras, will otCourlc have paid 
Duties to the Vizier, whofe Kowanah will conlequently determine the Price as il the Cjoods had 
been tlie Produce of his own Dominions, in the lame Manner as the Company s Kowanah will fix 

the Value of the European Commodities. , , ... , -0. j i . u r-. 

The Fourth and laft Divifion is the Inland Trade, and much is it to be wilhed that the Du- 
tics on it were abolilhed altogether. The levying the Duties on the 1 luce other Divilions would 
be attended with no Difficulty to Government, or impediment to the Merchants, Ii.ovdtry would 
not be deprefled, nor the Communication between the Company’s Dominions and tliole ot the 
ncighbourina Powers obftruaed. I have before llrewn that the Inland Duties in Benaras arc no- 
thill" more than I'axcs levied upon ail Kinds of Goods palling from one Village to another, fcr 
the Confumption of the Inhabitants, and conlequently that there is no other Mode of coUeelmg 
them but by eftablilhing numerous Chokies or Stations over the whole Face of the Country. No 
RcRulations whatever can control theConduft of the obfeure Perfons who muft be mtruftedwdth 
the Cliarge of them ; and the only Expedient which appears to me calculated to leflcn the evil Ft* 
fedts of thofe Colledfions, is to levy them in the Mode I have before fuggefted, according to the 
Book of Rates, inferted in Appendix, N“ i6, which ftiould be annually corredted by a Commit- 
tee of reputable Merchants convened for that Purpofc by the Kefidcnt. 

Appointment of the Refident’s Affiftant to receive Complaints at Mirzapore. 

When the Rate of the Duty is fixed, and the Mode of valuing the Merchandize afcert.iined, 
the laft Mcafure neceffary to effedl: the Reftoration of the Inland Trade, is to giuud any Deviation 
from the above Regulations, and to enfure to the Merchants Protrdfun, both of Pcrlon and Pro- 
perty •, and this leads me to the laft Point of the Honble. Board’s Inftrudtions, the Expcoicncy of 
the Refident’s Alfiftant being appointed to refidc at Mirzapore. , r t. . 

It appears to me, that whatever Abufes have exifted in the internal Trade of the Country, 
their Origin may be attributed as much to the Want of proper Piccainions being taken to crilorcc 
the Laws enadlcd for the Protedlion of Commerce, as to the Defedh in the l.aws themlclycs. 
Little Benefit can be expedfed from the beft Regulations, if the Execution of them depends folcly 
upon the Diligence or good Intentions of Individuals. The Powers delegated to the Executive 
Officers (if Government muft be fo conftituted, as tu prevent OmifTion as well as Amife. 

To the Want of tliefe Precautions ftiould be afcribcd the little Regard to the Airangement in 
the Cuftoms made by the late Governor General Mr. idaftings, in the Year 1781 ; or Kegulations, 
fo important to the Profperity of the Country, and ilfucd^ at a Time when Dilubediencc had met 
with lb fevere aPuniHiment in the Expulfion of Chyte Sing, would not have become almolt ob- 
folcte by the Year 1784. The Fa6t is, the Execution of them wa.s eiurulfed to the Rajah, or his 
Naibs or Deputies, who were cxpedlcd to grant fpcedy and impartial Rcdrels lor Injuries com- 
mitted by themlelves, or what is neatly the fame, by their Dependents, thereby uniting in them 
Two Capacities, which, I ftiould imagine, muft ever be incompatible with Security of Property, 

and the Ends of Governinenr. r c o 1 r 

The revifed Regulations of 1784 were not better fecured than thofe of 1781, and conle- 
quently met with the fame Difregard. They were iftued in a fimilar Manner, and to the viry 
Perfons whofe Neglcft or Mifeonduft was the Caufe of that Rcvifion. The Kefidcnt at Btnaras 
indeed was diredted to depute One of his Affiftants to Mirzapore to receive the Complaints of the 
Merchants of that Place, and “tranfmit them to the Rcfident or the Officers of the Government. 
If lent to the Rcfident, he could only refer it to the Rajah, or his Officers, or if this proved in- 
eftcbtual, or the Grievance was frequently repeated, his laft Refource w.is to tranfmit a Staterntnt 
of the Cafe to Calcutta. When the obtaining of Juftice is attended with fo much Delay and Difn- 
ciihy, there is a Danger of Individuals fccking Protedion for their Property in the Corruption 
their immediate Oppreflbrs, inftcad of claiming it openly from the Laws : Hence the gran 
Sou-'ce of all Abufe ; After a fhort Time, thefe Exaftions arc introduced into the Canongoes Ke- 
cords, under the Head of Abwaub Mamoole, nr Cefles, authorifed by Cufiom j and the origina 
Rate being once departed from, Impofitions multiply till the Laws become obfoletc. 

The facilitat.ng of Complaint appears to have been the principal Reafon affigned for 
ing the Refident’s Affiftant to Mirzapore j but what Grounds are there to fuppofe that he will be 
lels difficult of Accefs than the Rcfident himfelf ? The Merchant muft at all Events proceed to 
Benaras to profecutc his Suit, fo that the tranfmitting of Complaint through the Affiftant at tnc 
former Place, would rather retard than accelerate the Courfe of Juftice. 

Should the Affiftant, refiding at Mirzapore, engage in Trade himfelf, he will become a dan 
gcr us Rival of thofe whom he is appointed to protefl. But fuppofiiig his Condufl: to be ever 
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fo circutnfpeftj tht Benefit arifing from his Interference can be but of a very partial and dubious 
Natures It can be of no Service to the Inland Trade of the Country, nor can it promote the 
Exports from Bengal and Bahat, which, I conceive, merit the peculiar Attention of Government j 
temporary Expedients of this Nature, 1 fhould imagine, are not adeguate to the Attainment of fo 
erand an Objed as the Proteftion of the Inland Commerce 01 the greateft Part of Hln- 
dofian. 

In order to enfurc exaft Obedience to the Orders of Government, and that Commerce may 
find a conftant Prt)teCt9r in the Laws of the Country, there arc Two fundamental Maxims, 
from which, I Ihould conceive, it never can be good Policy to depart. Firft, That the Cuftoms 
Ihould never be let to Farm. Second, That the aftual Collecting of the Cuftoms, (or what is 
much the fame, the Refponfibility of their being colleftcd), and the redrelling of Injuries in the 
Collcflion, ihould not be entrufted to the fame Perfon. What fupprclTcs Complaint* is the 
Dread of being referred back for Redrefs to the very Authority againit which Complaint is made. 
Upon fending for Sunnaflee Merchants of Mirzapore, I obferved that they anfwcrcd theQueftions 
1 put to them with an extraordinary Degree of Diffidence, frequently looking back to the Door, 
aS’ if apprehenfive of being overheard. Upon afleing the Rcalbn, they replied. That being Inha- 
bitants of Mirzapore, they were averfe that the Officers of theCufioms Ihould know that they had 
complained to me of their Conduft, left at feme future Period they fhould take an Opportunity 
of doing them an Injury. In Anfwer, 1 aflured the Merchants of the Proteflion of Government; 
and that the ftrideft Orders would be iflued to the Rajah and his Officers to abolilh all Exaftions, 
and proteft their Trade. The Chief Sunnaflee then recapitulated the pofitivc Injundlions ifTued by 
the Governor General in 1781, the Repetition of them in 1784, with the Appointment of Mr. 
Playdcll, and afkcd me. What Security I could give them, that any prefent Orders that might be 
iflued would not, in a fhort Time, experience the fame Difrcgard ? Struck with the Force of this 
Rcafoning, I confefs I could make no Reply. I humbly fubmit it therefore to your Lordihip’s 
Confideration, whether it would not be expedient to eflablifh a regular Court of Juftice in the Dif- 
tn£t of Benares, for the Cognizance of all Matters relating to Trade. This Court fhould, I con- 
ceive, be put under the Refidenr, from whofe Decrees an Appeal fhould be to Calcutta. He 
ihould, on no Account, interfere with the aftual Colleflion of the Cuftoms, or the Appointment 
of the Receivers, which fhould be left entirely to the Rajah. A Code of Regulations fhould be 
drawn up for the Guidance of the Officers of the Cuftoms, who fhould adf at their own Peril, fub- 
jed to Damages for every Infringement of the Regulations. The Procefs fhould be expeditious, 
and the Exptnee as light as poffible. A Copy of the Proceedings fhould be tranfmitted monthly 
to Calcutta, in order that Government might be regularly informed of the State of the Trade. 
Frequent Pleadings in open Court would eflablifh and promulgate the Rights of the Merchants, 
and a few Decrees with Damages againft the Party infringing them, would infpire a general Con- 
fidence, and prevent further Offence, Every Decifion thus pafled, would be equal to a Revifion of 
the Regulations by Government itfelf, and afford a permanent and conftitutional Barrier againft 
that Abufe to which Executive Power, emancipated from legal Controul, is ever tending. But if 
only frefh Orders and Reftriftions are iflued, without thefe Precautions being taken to enfure the 
Obfcrvance of them, there is every Reafon to apprehend that the new Laws will become obfolete 
from the fame Caufes as the old Ones ; and the Endeavours of Government to reftore the Inland 
Trade be rendered ineffeftual.

MINT RUPEES. 

Previous to entering into an Account of the Coinage of Benares, I have deemed it neccllafy 
to prefix an Explanation of the Weights and Affay made ufe of in the Mint of that City. 

WEIGHTS.

From a Perufal of the Cqrrefpondencc between the Honble. Board and Mr. Fowke, the late 
Reudent at Benares, rcfpedling the Settlement of Rajah Chyte Sing’s Tribute ; it appears, that 
great Difficulties arofc about fixing the Weight of the Benares Rupee. The Honble. Board di- 

^ 1 *** fhould be Ten Mafhahs •, in confcquence of which the Rajah dimmed a confiderabic 
Deduclion from the Amount of his Tribute ; upon further Inveftigation however it was found 
that the Weights made ufe of in the Calcutta and Benares Mints differed in Quantity though of 
the lame X^oniination. In order to prevent any Difficulties of this iGnd arifing in future, and to 
affift your I.ordfhip in forming any general Regulations you may deem neceflary for the Re- 
fortnauon of the Coin of the Company’s Dominions, 1 have tranfmitted under Cover, (A), a Set of 

Weights, from Half a Cbawul or Grain, up to a Tolah, ftamped with the Die of the Benares 
Mint.

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Pure Silver in the Benares Mint is fald to be Five Chawuls fine. In order to explain this Term, 
it is neceflary 'to mention that, if a Piece of fine Silver, weighing One Rupee, is put into a 
Crucible, with a Piece of Lead of an equal Weight, .ifeer remaining a certain 'i imc in the Fui nace, 
the Lead flies oft', and the Silver, upon being weighed, will be tound to be Five ChowuK or 
Grains deficient in its original Weight. Thcfe Five Chawuls however are not lofi, but air to be 
recovered from the Crucible j fo that, in fad, pure Silver loles little orjuMliing in irs VWi ,iit by 
thisProcefs. If therefore a Piece of Bullion weighing OncRii()ce, lhu^ tried, loles oni) Five 
Chawuls, it is faid to be pure Silver, or to burn Five Chawuls -, but if it diiuiiiidies more, as for 
inftance. Eighteen Chawuls, the Excefs (Thirteen Chawuls) is known to have been Alloy, and 
to have gone off with the Lead : Thus Rajah Chyte Sing, when the Mint was made over to him 
by the Company in the 17th Year of the prclent Reign, engaged, that all Rupees coined at Be- 
nares fliould weigh 9 Mafli 6 Rutee 6 Cha", and never exceed Eighteen I h.iwuls ‘MFiy •, time 
is, in One Rupee, weighing 630 Chawuls, there Ihould be 617 Cnawuls puie Silvir, aiidj3 
Chawuls of Alloy. 

In order to explain to your Lordfliip the Caufe of the great Quantity of old and debafed Coin 
which is ftill circulating in this and every other i'art of the Company’s Dominions, I have thought 
proper to give a Ibort Hillory of the Benares Mint } from its tirft Ellablifliincnt to the piticnt 
Period. 

MAHUMMUD SHAH. 

A Mint was firft cftablilhcd at Benares in the 15th Year of the Reign of Mahummud Shah, 
correfponding with the Higerec Year 1145* The Duties paid to Government on the Coin ig^', and 
the Fees allowed to the Officers of the Mint, appear in Appendix, No. 1. The AfTay of the 
Rupee was fixed at 22 Chowuls, but by the Connivance of the Superintendents of the Mint, it 
was debafed to 32 Chawuls, at different Periods, before the 30th and laft Year of the Reign of 
that King. 

AHMUD SHAH. 

During the Three firft Years of this Reign, the Mint was under the Charge of Rajah Bulwant 
Sing, who encreafed the Duties on the Coinage by attaching the Fees of the Officers ot the Mint, 
and eftabliftiing new ones to the fame Amount, (Appendix, No. 2.) In the i ft Year, correlpond- 
ing with ii6i Higeree, the Allay was kept up to 2a Chowuls v but in the 2d and 3d Years, 
the Rajah farmed the Mint to Nundram, who, to cncrcafe his Receipts, debafed the Coin to 24 

and 32 Chowuls. „ . o 

The Farm of the Jowakur Khanab, or Duty of 3 R* 2 An’ per Cent, on all prec ious Stones 
purchafed in the City of Benares, was at this Time put under the Superintendent ot the 

From the Beginning of the 4th to the End of the 6th and laft Year of the Reign of this King, 
the Mint was under the Charge of Agah Aflud Beg, Kelladar or Governor ot the Fort of Chunai. 
The Aflay of the Rupees was from 26 to 32 Chawuls. 

ALUM GEER the Second. 

At the Commencement of this Reign, the Mint fell into the Hands of the late Vizier Suiah 
Uddowlah. During the Two firft Years the A ffay of the Rupees was from 26 to 28 Cliawub. 
In the Second Year, the Sourb Mohaul, or cxclufive Privilege of felling Lead, and the Bytul 
Maul, or Office of Efeheats, was added to tlie Mint. 

In the 3d Year, Sujah Uddowlah made over the Mint in Jaghire to his Brother-in-law, t.'.e 
late Mirza Alla Khan, who farmed it to Sobhaw Chund. The Affay of the Rupees was from 24 
to 32 Chawuls. 

In the 4th Year, Mirza Ally Khan gave the Mint in farm to One Moorlydhur. This Man, 
though the oltenfible Farmer, was, in faft, the Agent of a late eminent Banker in the City 
Benares. The Rupees were this Year dcbalcd to 64 Chawuls Alfay, and, tor the Hi ft Hnx, 
Half a Cuttee in Weight, Rajah Bulwant Sing rcfiifcd to receive them into his Treafury, bcii - ; 
obliged to pay his own Tribute to the Nabob in Rupees of the cuftomary Weight and Fincnel^- 
Complaint being made to the Nabob, the Banker was feized and fent to Lucknow ; but eluding 
the Vigilance of his Guards, he returned to Benares with the Profits arifing from this Fraud on t iv 
Publick. 

In the 5th Year, the Mint was farmed by Newawzud-dccn Mohummud Khan. The Rupees 
were raifed to their proper Weight of Nine Maafliees Seven Ructees (or 632 Chawuls), but con 
tinued at the debafed Standard of 40 and 48 Chawuls. , 

In the 6th and laft Year of this King’s Reign, Mirza Ally Khan farmed the Mint to One 

Mull : This Man abufed thcTruft repofed in him by his Prince, even to a greater Degree than t e 

5 ' Fanner 
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Farmer of the 4th Year, for he debafed the Rupees to 100 Chawuls Affry, (that is Parts Silver^ 
and viV Alloy), and Half a Ruttcc in Weight. Complaint being made to the Vizier, Dceda Mull 
was thrown into Confinement at Lucknow, where a Fine was exacted from him equal to the 
>\mount of his ill-gotten Wealth. 


SHAH AULUM. 

Sujah Uddowla'h finjling that the Farmers of the Mint continued to debafe the Coin, notwith- 
ftanciing their Engagements to adhere to the eftablilhcd Weight and Finenefs, appointed a Perfoa 
on his own Part ( Amanci) to luperintcnd the Coinage. Shellah Uddeen, a Man of Credit, was ac- 
cordingly deputed, who reftored the Rupee to its former Weight of 9 " 7'' and to zb Chawuls A flay. 

In the 2ci Year, the Vizier gave the Mint in Jaghire to his Mmilter Rajah Benee Bahadur » 
Noorul HulTun Klian, his Naib or Deputy, reliding at lienarcs, to enforce the Payment of 
Bulwunt Sing’s 'Pribute, farmed the Mint to Gopaul Defs Sabo, who, notwithlfanJing his former 
Deteftion, again debafed the Rupees to 40 Chawuls. 

• In the 3d Year Tarnee Mull and Ameen Chund obtained the Farm of the Mint, and continued 
the Afliiy at 40 Chawuls. 

In the 4th Year, Gopaul Dofs procured the Farm again through the Iinereft of Moorul 
Ilulfun Khan, and the Alfay remained as in the former Ye.ir. 

In the 5th Year, Balgovind obtained the Farm, and continued the AlTay of the Two preceding 
Years. The prefent Affay-Midfcr of the Mint was concerned in the Farm with Balgovind, and 
gave me an Account of their Receipts and Diflaurfements, a Tranflate of which I have inferted in 
(Appendix No. 3,) conceiving it to be a Record Which will throw confiderable Light on the Mode 
of condufting Bufinefs in thofe Times, 

In the 6th Year, his prefent Majcily farmed the Mint to One of his Dependents, and the Ru- 
pees remained at 40 Chawuls Allay. 

In the 7th Year, Sejah Uddowlah gave the Mint in farm to MiiZa riuffun, who made no 
Alteration in the Aflay of the former Year. 

In the 8th Year, Sujah Uddowlah, at the Recommendation of Lord Clive, refolved to reform 
the Coin throughout his Dominions: The Benares Mint was accordingly committed to the Care of 
Miiza Huflun, who engaged to rcftorc the Rupees to their Weight and Standard : A Delhi Ru- 
pee of the 1 8th Year of the Reign of Mohomed Shah was lent as a Sample for the new Coinage. 
This Rupee was 22 Chawuls fine, but being worn, had loll Two Chawuls in Weight. The nesv 
Rupeos were, in confcqucncc, 'I'wo Chawuls deficient j and from this Period, the Benares Ru- 
pees have continued at 9™ 6' 6'*', being Two Chawuls or Grains lefs than the original eftablilhed 
Weight of Nine Maafheksand Seven Ruttces (Appendix No. 4.) 

In the qth Year, the Mint was farmed to Monficur Gentille, the French Agent at Sujah Ud- 
dowlah’s Court; and in the loth, to Doolum Dofs : The Aflay remaining at 22 Chawuls. 

The fame Farmer continued during the iith, 12th, 13th, and 14th Years, but lowered the 
Aflay of the Rupees to 28 Chawuls. 

In the 15th Year, Shaik Tahur held the Mint (Amanee) on Agency, on the Part of the 
Vizier, and continued the AlTay of the former Year. Doolum Dofs again obtained it in farm on 
the following Year, and coined Rupees of various Aflay. 

In the 17th Year, the Mint was transferred by the Company to Chyte Sing. The Rajah en- 
gaged to coin Rupees 9 M. 6 R. 6 Ch. Weight, and 18 Chawuls fine, and to continue the Die of 
the 17th Sun, in order to put an End to the Confufion in the Currency of the Countiy, occa- 
fioned by the annual Alteration of the Value of the Coin. All Rupees therefore coined in the 
Benares Mint, fincc the 17th Year of the prelent Reign, ought to be of the lame Weight and 
Standard, and to pal's current as Siccas of the prefent Year. 

Upon the Expulfion of Rajah Cliytc Sing in the 23d Year, the Mint remained for a Month 
and a Half under Charge of Rajah Maheput Narain, after which it was delivered over to the Rc- 
fident, under whofe Superintendence it at prefent continues. 

The Duties on the Coinage, and on other Articles under the Jurifdiflion of the Mint, collcded 
fince the 17th Year of the Reign, appear in Appendix, No. 5. 

The Rupees current in the Diftrid of Benares may therefore be clafled under the general 
Heads of Sunaat and Sicca, the former coined under the Mogul Princes, and the latter, fince the 
17th Year of the Reign of Shah Aulum, when the Mint was ceded to the Company by the Vi- 
zier, and by them transferred to Chyte Sing. 
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A Rticrence to the Records of the Mint enabled me to afceitain tlic Numb' r of Rupees coined 
fince the 9^h Year of Shuh AuKim, but no accurate Judgement can be formed f)l the f^uaiitiry of 
any particular Species in Circulation previous to the Ihmc of Furruckfeer. All Rupees eoined uiw 
der the reigning King were conHdeied as Siccas, and |)nlVed at their or-oinal Value during hiS 
Lite. At il'.c Acceflion ot a new King, the Rupees of the former Reign were k bject to a Ikuta, and 
were not received into the Royal Tualury. Idle Syftem of farming out the Mints, adopied ky 
Rimun Chund, Dewan to Furruckleer, at l.enpth incroductd the Cuilom of chanfmig ilie Value 
oi the Rupees cvx*ry Ycaf. d 1 i(>le who had Rnyments to make, were in conlequence obliged to 
carry their old Ru[ ees to the Mint to have them recoined into Siccas, the Appellation piven to 
the Rupee ot the current Year: From that Period, tlie Farmers made ule of every Fxprdient to 
draw the old Coin into the Mint, in order to debale it, or to increide tin* Amount tne Pntu s 
at Benares. From the Commeneemcru of the Reign of Aulum (ieer ihr Second, to the i ;rh Ve.i * 
ot Shah Aulum, the h.xpo!tatK)n ot all Rupees, excepting Siccas, was prohibited under Pam c-f 
Contifcation •, and from the Account of Balgovind, (in'eried in Appendix, No. it a-ppears ih.:t 
the. Law was rigidly enforced in the Cafe ot Gojviul Oofs. When the Farnurs ot the M nt m [he 
4th, 5th, and 6ih Years of the Reign of Aulum Gur debafed the Coin I hiicecn pci Cent, it ii 
CO be iuppofed that they melted down as many of the bell Sum it Rupees tiuy could j’rocur^ i 
and [he low State of the Coinage fiom the id to the ytli Year, had no Doubt i!ie lame Kda t.

Mokraar Uddowlah alio, late 
Minifter to the prefent Vizier, granted IVrmtfiion to Doulum Dofs, the Farmer of the Miir, in 
the J5ih Year of the prefent Reign, to coin fevcrul Lacks of the debafed Rupees, illued by 
Decdah Mull in the Sixth Year ot Aulum Geer the Second ; Idoi lum Dofs, luwv. ve*, exceedid 
all the Frauds of his Prtdccefiors ; for a confider.ible Iht t of the Rupees he IHucd in tiie xodi 
Year, contained only 5I- Annas ot Silver to lol ofCoj'per. Rajah Chyte Sing at Length fi.r- 
bid their (Currency, and the Lofs fell upon thoh- who wtre fo unfottun.ate as to have them in ihcir 
Pofieliion. Near Two Lack of Rupees alio are annually nulled down ibr the Manufaidurc oi 1 .ace 
and rich Stuffs, for which Benares has lb long been ceKbured. I'he Revival ol the old Cuftoni 
of collecbng a Batra on all Rupees but thole coined in ilie current Year, in ilie I ime of JugguC 
deo Sing, late Naib to Rajah Mahepuc Narrain (though fince abolilhed by Mr. Giar/i), brougjit a 
confiderable Part of the Sicca Rupees, coined between the lyrh and z-ih Yeaq into the Mint to 
be new ilamped*, if to which be atldcd the Amount of the Specie- fme annually to diiKTcnt Plates 
to aniwer Bills of tlxchange, it will at once evince to your Loidfinp the livipollibihty of Ibiming 
any juft Calculation of the Qtiantity of the diillrtnt Spec les of Suimut or Sitca Rupees now in 
Circulation. 

The great Influence which tiie Bankers have acquired over P e Circulation of t!ie Country, is 
founded on the Fluftuation of the current Valttc ot the 5 unnat and Du a Repu. -. d hit \'a’ue is 
regulated, not only by the Qiiantity of Diver ccinainid in ihc Coin, luit all'n by odicr adventi- 
tious CiiTUmftances which the Banker^, through t!.e Medium ot ihcir Agents tcfidmg in cvciy 
Part of the Country, arc enabled to convert to their own Adv:n*'::;it*. 

I'hc Lofs and Inconvenience lefuliing to the Fublir k fn m ihe Currency ol tie !■: caiious KiniR 
of Rupees, early aitrafted the Notice of Goven mer.t. d'h.e Superintendanrs ( 1 :he Mint wue ac- 
cordingly direded to continue the lame Die, (at Calcutta tlie rngh, and at Binaun. th.e ijtli Sung 
it being imagined, that, in a Courfc of I'ime, all rl;e old Ul.pc^s would be brouolu to the Mint, 
and be recoined into Siccas. This Meafure, though highly exjcdient, \v..s ot itk k ina Cqua c to 
the Reform of all thofe Abufes which had intiodinul rlKmirlvcs into tlie Coin dining the latter 
Periods of the Mogul Government.

In order to explain this more fully, it is necdlaiy to mcnilon, tliat in id-roft ev ry PmrninnDi 
or Diftrift in the Company’s Dominions, a patticul.^r Spun s ol Ibipee is cunci.t, in \^lllch t! e 
Zemindars and Hufbandmen f>ay their Rents to the Farmer a{ pointed b} (lovernmcnt. inC.a- 
ziporc, the Revenues are collcded from the Ryots in the okl'debaicd Rupees of th.c 4’h, ^ih, 
and 6th ot Aulumgeer the Second : In fome Parts of Beliar, Tui Sun Rupees aie unienti in 
Others, Seven, Five, Fdeven, and Twelve Suns, Thcfe Rupees, though Snnaar?, if a very old 
Date, being in conftant Demand for the Circulation of ihelh particular Diftrids, always fell there 
lor more than their inrrinfic Value. This Value is, in fad, put upon them by the Bankers, wlvu 
by Means ot their Agents, buy up thefc Sunaac Rupees, in dift'ercnt Parts of the Country, and 
fend them to the Diftrids where they are current.

In Proportion therefore as the Coin diminilhes in its imrinfic Value, lo much Ids of the l >a‘jou; of 
their Subjects will they be able to command. 

In order to eff'edt a thorough Reformation in the Silver Coin, and to j'lrevcnt the Impollhions to 
which all Ranks of People have fo long been fubjeft, from the undue Influenre acquiied l)y t'va 
Shroffs over the Currency of the Country, I have prclumed to fubmit the following llcgulations 
to your Lordlhip’s Confideration.

markable Inllance of this occurs in the Zemindairy of 
Benares: When the Mint, as 1 before obicived, was 
transferred to Rajah Chyte Sing in the 17th Sun or 
Year, the Board ordeied the Die of that Year to be 
continued, and that all Rupees cvilncd in fuiure ihould 
pafs current at the fame Value*, but the Officers of the 
Mint have always inferted in fmall Figiiies, undir the 
17th Sun, the adual Year in which the Rupee was 

coined, ^his ^:li, which rer.dcis the Order for con- 
tinuing the Die of the 17th Year of no Avail; accord- 
ingly, in the Time of Juggut deoSing, Kaflimerce Mull 
and other Bankers exaded trom the Aumils or Renters a 
Batta of 2 } per Cent, on all Rupees corned between the 
17th and 26th Years; which was, in faff, making all 
Rupees Sunaats, except thole of the 26th Year. 1 he 
Aumils immediately charged the Ryots 3 per Cent, 
and the old Syftem of altering the annual Value of the 
Rupees became general throughout the Difirid. 'Lhis 
Pradice was continued till the Arrival of Mr. Grant, 
who ordered that all Rupees coined between the lyih 
and the current Year (hould pxifs as formerly at the fame 
Value. 

It has been cuftomary alfo for the Officers rd' the 
Mint to infert fmall Flowers, Stars, and other private 
Marks of their own, upon the Coin; hence the Terms 
of Phooldar, lhardaar, Tirfhoolecs, of Gopaul Dofs, &c. 
(vide foregoing Table), Diftindions I (hould conceive 
highly improper, as the Coin ought to derive its Credit 
folcly from the Stamp of Government. The Infertion 
of the Higcrcc Year (as upon the Benares Rupees) 

fliould 
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That the Engagements of the Aumils 
and Farmers ot the Revenue, fliall, in 
future, be made in ihc cftabliflicd Sicca 
Rupee. 


That all Rents paid by the Ryots to 
the Aumils and Renters, Ihould be in the 
ellablilhed Sicca Rupee. 


That all Purcliafcs, Sales, and Mer- 
cantile Tranfaftiuns whatever, all Ad- 
vances lor the Invellmcnt, all Bonds and 
Engagements tor the Payment of Money, 
lEould be made in the cftablillied Sicca 
Coin. 


That the Mints at Patna, Moorllicda- 
bad, and Dacca, be rc-cllablifhed. 


fliould be prohibited; and in Older to remove every 
Poflibility of Diltindion, a fufficient Number of Dits 
for ftriking the Coin Ihould be annually tranfmitted 
irom the Calcutta Mint, and the fsveiell: Penalties be 
denounced againft any One who fliould alter or falfify 
them. 

This Regulation is of equal Importance with the for- 
mer. So long as Govtrr»mcnt c.ouiinuc to receive En- 
gagements in the vaiious Kinds ot uld Sunaat Ru- 
pees, it appears to me, that every Attempt to reform 
the Coinage will be incireftual. I’he Demand for any 
particular Kind ol Rupee, though ot the worlt Soit, 
will always raife its current Price much above its in- 
trlnlic Value. This Circumftance^ and the Charges of 
lie-coinage, are infuperable Impediments to their ever 
being brought to the Mint. It the Currency ot thefc* 
Rupees was piohibitcd, in the Couife of a few Months 
they would be bi ought to the Mint to be coined into 
Siccas. I have already llicwn, that both the Farmer 
and the Ryot will feel the good Effects of this Meafure, 
and I make no Douht w^ould readily allid in carrying it 
into Execution. Even Ihould Covernment grant a De- 
dudion adequate to the Difference between the inciinfic 
Value of the Sundat and Sicca Ruptc, it would be no 
Lois, as they at prefent allow the cuftomary Batta on 
Sunaats when paid away to Pei funs holding Bills for 
Siccas. 

'J‘hc Reform muff he extendetl through all the Grada- 
tions, from Government down to thcloweft Ryot. If ic 
is confined only to the Payments mr.de by the Farmers to 
Government, the Shroffs will continue the fame Prac- 
tices in their Dealings between the Farmer and the Ryot ; 
and though Government, in the laff Inftance, may not 
be fubjed to their Impofitions, yet the People will Hill 
fuffer the fame Exadions as at prefent. 

In many Parts of the Country Goods arc purchafed 
with a Species of Rupee difierent from that of the gene- 
ral Currency. In the Town of Gya, in Behar, Trade is 
carried on in the Rupee formerly coined at Corah, in the 
Doaub: If the Currency of this Rupee wnis prohibited, 
it would immediately fall to its intinfic Value, and be 
fent to the Mint; fimilar Culloms pievail in every 
Part of theCountiy, and contribute greatly to prevent 
the FJlablifliment of One general Cuirency. To enfure 
Obedience to this Re gulation, the Judges of the Adaw- 
luts and the Colledors fliould be direded to confider ail 
Bunds Agreements, &c. entered into after a certain 
Pcrii)d, as invalid unlefs it be fpccilied that the Pay- 
ment is to be made in the Sicca Rupee. 

Thefe Mints /hould be confidered as Branches of the 
Calcutta Mint, and effablifiied as for the Convenience 
of the Inhabitants of the diffant Parts of the Country, 
who cannot fend Bullion to the Calcutta Mint without 
great Expence and Inconvenience. 1 have before ob- 
ferved that the Weight and AlTay fiiould be the fame, 
and the Dies for ftriking the Coin be cut by the Isn- 
graver of the Calcutta Mint. 

The Rc-cftablifhmcnt of the Mints at the above Places 
would not only facilitate the Reform ot the Coin, but 
afford a conllant Supply to the Circulation of the Coun- 
iry. 

It is well known that both Hindoos and Miiffulmen, 
when in affluent Circumftanccs, convert their fuper- 
fluous Wealth into Gold and Silver Ornaments, generally 
living on the immediate Profits of their Station ; the 
lead: Reverfe of Fortune foon reduces them to Dillicfs. 
The Ornaments made up in their Days of Profperity,

That for old Rupees brought to the 
Mint, if found, upon melting down, to 
be of the proper Standard, an equal 
Weight of the new Coin (hall be returned 
to theProprietor, without any Fee, Charge, 
or Expence, whatever. 


That Perfons bringing old Coin to the 
Mint fliall have it aflayed in their Pre- 
fence; and upon the Quantity of new 
Coin which they are entitled to being af- 
certained, (hall have the Option of receiv- 
ing an Order for the Amount (at a (hort 
Date) upon the Treafury, or waiting 
till it can be delivered from the Mint. 


not being calculated for current Ufe, are generally 
pawned to Bankers, with whom they remain till for- 
feited for the Payment of the original Debt and an 
accumulated Intcreft. If a Mint was near, a Perlbn in 
thele Circumftances might immediately receive the full 
Value of his Gold and Silver in Coin ; he would fave 
the Charge of Intercll, and the Metal would be thrown 
into the Circulation of the Country, inflead of lying 
buried in the Cherts of the Banker, to the Detriment of 
the Proprietor and the Publick ; a great Part of tire 
Bullion brought to the Benares Mint is of this Kind j 
and a Reference to the Adawlut Records of Patna, 
Moorrtiedabad, and Dacca, will Ihcw the Extortions 
praftifed by Bankers on the Ncccflitous for Want of 
Mints in thofe Cities. 

By exempting the old Rupees from the Duties of 
Coinage, the Proprietors will be enabled to bring them 
to the Mint without any Lofs, fiippofing a Sunaat Ru- 
pee to be Three per Cent, intrinfically worfe than the 
Sicca, and the Buzar or Market Batta to be at the fame 
Rate; the Proprietor mult at prclent (uffer a Lois 
equal to the Amount of the Duties, if he carries it to 
the Mint to be coined into a Sicca, but if he pays 
no Duty, he gets back an equal Weight of new Coin 
for the old without any Expcnce whatever. It muft be 
remembered that the old Coin has already paid the 
Duties ; and, upon this Principle, the Mogul Govern- 
ment colleticd only Half Duties upon its Re-coinage. 
Upon the Coinage of Bullion however the collcfting a 
Duty appears to be highly expedient ; as it enhances 
the Value of the Coin above the Value of the Silver 
contained in it, and confequently is the moft certain 
Preventive againrt its being melted down. Coined 
Gold and Silver thereby becomes more valuable than 
uncoined. The Seignorage, when not exorbitant, adds 
to the Bullion the whole Value of ilie Duty ; becaufe 
the Government, having everywhere the cxclufive Pri- 
vilege of coining, no Coin can come to Market 
cheaper than they think proper to affurd it. 

This has generally been the Prablice of the Benares 
Mint ever fince its Inllitution (the Order on the Trea- 
fury excepted), and is ftyled by the Bankers, Coining 
their own Siccas, which they prefer to delivering the 
old Ru{)ccs into the Mint at fixed Rates of Batta. The 
Farmer of the Mint, in the Fourth Ycarof Aulum Geer, 
and the Commencement of the Reign of .Shah Aulum, 
made I'everal Attempts to abolirti this Curtom ; but it 
was again revived, and fince the Ccliion ot the Zemin- 
dary to the Company has been invariably adhered 
to. 


The above Arrangements, I rtiould conceive, will have no other Eftcft on the Intercourfe with the 
Vizier’s Country, except altering the Par of Exchange. The Coin of the Company’s Dominions 
not being current in Oude, the Exchange between the Two States will always be regulated by the 
iiurinlic Value of their Coin. The Lucknow Haalee Siccas (of the 26th Yc.'.r only) arc about 
12 Chawuls in Afliiy, and 5 Chowuls in Weight, Icfs than the Benares Sicca, which in too Rupees 
is 1,700 Chawuls, or 2 R’ 10 A. 6 P. per Cent. The Par of Exchange therefore between T.uck- 
now and Benares is 97 B* R‘ 5 A. 6 P. and too Lucknow Haalee Siccas. If the Benares Rupees 
therefore are raifed 3 4 per Cent, equal to the Calcutta Sicca, the Par of Exchange will be Be- 
nares Siccas 94 1 6, and Lucknow Siccas loo; nor will there be any more Reafon to appichc- 
hend that the Coin will be carried to Lucknow, than there is at prclent of its being lent to the 
neighbouring Country of Boondlccund, where the Rupee is worth only 13 Annas. Whoever 
purchafes a Benares Rupee, muft give the Value of fo much Bullion in Coin, which is ? ' per 
Cent, (the Amount of the Duties and Expence of Coinage) more than can be got ior it wlien 
melted down into Bullion. If nut melied down, it w.ll not pafs current in a toreigii Country, lo 
that there is a Certainty of its finding its Way back again to Benares, where it will purch ile more 
than at any other Place. It is not the raifing of the Value of the Coin, but the ckbafing of it, which 
is dangerous to a State. When new Coin under Standard is ifllicd, the old good Coin v.tni'hes 

h ] immediiu-l\ , 
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immediately, becaulc there is then a Profit in melting it down. The moft effefltwl Mode of pre- 
venting the Coin from going out of the Country is to encourage Trade and Induftry, and to en- 
able the Merchants to iranfport their Property without Molcftation •, not only the Coin which may 
be carried out will then fpeedily return, but with it a confidcrablc Portion of the Wealth of the 
neighbouring Countries; 

COPPER Coin. 


The Pice current in the City and Diftrifl of Benares, previous to the Eftabliflimcnt of the 
Mint, were coined moftly at Gooruckporc, in the Soobah of Oude, frpm a Species of Copper 
called Lungerec, which is brought from the Northern Hills. r t 

The Firft Coinage of Pice at Benares was in the 23d Year of the Reign of Moliummud Shah, 
when (iowaul Dofs Saho ftruck One hundred Maunds Weight with the Die of the Sicca Rupee. 
Tlie Weight of each Pice was Ten Maafheh Three Riittees, the fame as the Pice of Gooruck- 

pore, and 44 to 52 exchanged for a Rupee. , „ • rs- 

From that Period to the End of the 4th Year of the prefent King s Reign, no Pice were 
coined in the Benares Mint. In the 5th Year Balgovind, Farmer of the Mint, having purchafed 
fome F.iiropean Copper from a Follower of CoHim Ally Khan’s, coined it into Pice of Ten Maa- 
fliehs, and ftamped them with the Die of Gooruckporc. The Number exchanged for a Rupee 
varied from 45 to 48. 

The Coinage of Pice was again difeontinued till the I7th Year of Shah Aulum, when Door- 
gah Chund Metre obtained Permidion from Rajah Chyte Sing to re-cftablifh it. The new Pice 
were Ten Maalhch Thicc Ruttees in Weight, and paiTcd current in the Buzar at about 50 or 
51 per Rupee. 

In the 1 8th Year, Kaflimcree Mull brought a lai^e Quantity of Copper from Calcutta, and 
farmed the Coinage of Pice, and the cxclufive Privilege of buying and felling Copper in the City 
of Benares from the Rajah for 5000 Rupees. The Weiglit of the Pice continued at 10 M. j R. 
and paired in tlic Bazar or Market at about 52 or 53 per Rupee. 

In the i9tli and 20th Year, the Coinage was declared free, and thofe who brought Copper 
received Pice in return, after paying the cuftomary Duties. For One Maund of Kodaleah Cop- 
per (Benares Weight), 84 IP 6 A. to the Seer, the Merchant received back from the Mint 3,250 
Pier, each weighing 10 M. 3 R. after deducing all Charges, which amounted to about 7 R* 12 
per Maund. (Appendix, No. 4.) 

In the 2ift Year, a confiderable Revolution took place in the Copper Coinage. The Nabob 
Vizier i/fued 0/ders to the Officers of the Allahabad Mint to reduce the Weight of the Pice to 
9 M. 2 R. The Merchants finding that their Maund of Copper yielded 3,650 Pice at Allahabad, 
wheieas at Benares it produced only 3,250, carried all their Copper to the former Place. The 
Coin.ige of Pice in the Benares Mint was in confequence at a Stand, only 29 Maund being coined 
during this Year. Large Qiiantitics of the new Allahabad Pice were brought down by the Mer- 
chants to Benares ; Rajah Chyte Sing at firfl: refufed to authorize their Currency, but at Length 
gave his Confent at the Solicitation of fome of his Dependents, who were to lharc the Profits with 
the Merchants. The Allahabad Pice of 9 M. 3 R. were accordingly declared current, and or- 
dered to be received in Payment in common with the old Pice of Ten Maafhehs Three Ruttees, 
It is here ncctffary to mention, that under the Native Governments, it is cuftomary to proclaim 
the Value of all new Money iffued from the Mint, and it is deemed an high Offence to demand 
a Batta on a Coin ftamped with the Name of the Emperor. Hence the Facility with which the 
Farmers (<f the Mint circulated their debafed Coin, the Merchants not daring to refufe the Re- 
ceipt of it during the Year of its Currency. When Rajah Chyte Sing therefore declared the 
Allahabad Pice current at Benares in common with the old Pice, the Bankers, unable to make 
any Diftindion between them, contrived to lower the Value of Pice altogether, in which they were, 
aliiftcd by the large Importations from Allahabad. 

In the 2 2d Year, Rajah Chyte Sing, at the Heprefentation of his Mint Mafter, whofe Profits 
were diminifhed by the Difcontinuance of the Copper Coinage, ordered Pice to be coined of the 
f.itre Size and Weight as (lie Allahabad Pice } which contributed greatly to overftock the Circu- 
lation. 

In the 23d and 24th Year, after the Expulfion of Chyte Sing, the fame Weight of 9 M. 2 R. 
was continued ; and the Price of Pice continued to fall till the larc Famine in the 25th Year, 
when they lold at 93 for a Rupee: — About this Period Mr. Haftings arrived at Benares. The 
Poor complained that tlie Chcapnefs of Pice, added to the Dearnefs of Grain, rendered them un- 
able to fubfift on the Wages they received for their Labour. The CoUeftor of theCuftoms at 
Benares reprelcnied that a confiderable Part of the Duties were paid in Pice, and that he loft near 
50 per Cent, in exchanging them for Rupees. Mr. Fowke was in confequence direfted to enquire 
into the State of the Copper Coinage ; but it docs not appear that either in this or the following 
Year any Me.ilures were taken to complete the Reform. - 

In the 27th Ye.ir the late Refidcnt, Mr. Grant, forbad the Currency of the old Pice 0 
9 M. 2 11 . and ordered that no Pice (hould be ifluej from the Mint Undcf 10 Maafheh 3 Ruttee-, 
and that Goorackpore Pice, weighing from 10 Maalheh to 10 M. 3 R. and Benares Pice 
Maalhch 3 Ruttees, fhould pafs at the fame Value. The Price immediately rofc to 58 per Ru- 
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In the 28th Year; when it was fuppofcd that a Sufficiency of the new Pice had heeti coined for 
the Circulation of the City, the Goorackpore Pice were alfo forbidden ; and only the new Benares 
Pice, llamped with a Tirffiool or Trident, and weighing from 10 Maaflich to 10 M. 3 R. and the 
Goorackpore Pice re-ftamped and not under 10 Maafheh, were declared current. From the Com- 
mencement of this Year to the prefent Time, the Price of the Pice has fluftuated between 56 and 
58 per Rupee. Thel'e Regulations however have not yet extended to the interior Parts of the 
Country, where the old Pice of different Weights are Rill current.

Should the Price of Copper fall, or the Value of Pice life, the Merchants will again biir.g their 
Copper to the Mint. This Fluduation however in the Copper Coin is a conftant Source of Op. 
preffion to the poorer Part of the Community. In order to explain this, it is neceHiiiy to mon- 
tion, that the Rupee is confidcred as the Meafure ot Value of all other Metals and AriicKs of 
Mcrchandife. When Grain therefore fells for 50 Seer per Rupee, and Picc pafs current in rlie 
Market at 50 for a Rupee, the Labourer who receives Four Pice per Day, can purchafe Two Seer 
of Grain with the Produce of his Day’s Work ; but if Pice Ihould fall to 75 per Rupee, he can 
only procure Half that Qitantity. During the late Famine in the Year rySj, Grain role to 15 
Seer for a Rupee, and Pice (owing to the Deficiency in the Weight, and the Circulation being 
overftocked) fell to 93, fo that the Calamities of the Famine were much encreafed by the Diminu- 
tion of the Value of the Copper Coin. 

From the above Account your Lordfhip will perceive that the Pice, inftcad of being a Me- 
dium of Commerce, are more v.iriable in their Value than the Articles they are made ufc of to 
purchafe. The Shroffs, who trade in the Coin, are the only Gainers ; Government itfclf often 
lliftains a confidcrable Lofs on fuch Part of its Revenues as are collided in Pice ; but the Poor, on 
whofe Eafc and I Jappinefs the Profperity of the Country muff: depend, are the great and conftant 
Sufferers. 

In order to remedy thefe Evils, I beg Leave to fubmit the following Regulations to your Lord- 
fhip’s Confidcration. 


REGULATIONS. 

I ft, That One Species of Copper Coin 
be declared current throughout the Com- 
pany’s Dominions. 


2d, That the Weight and Impreffion 
be the fame. 

3d, That the Pice be reftored to their 
proper Weight of 10 Maalhehs. 


REMARKS. 

The Regulations made in the Pice by Mr. Grant 
have extended no further than the City of Benares, 
Gazipore, and Chunar, where the new Tirfliolec Pice 
of 10 Maalhehs to 10 Maaffichs 3 Ruttccs, have been 
introduced. In the interior Parts of the Country, Pice 
of every Kind are current, and vary in their Value as 
much as any other Article of Trade. 

Any Difference in the Weight or ImprefTon affords 
the Bankers an Opportunity of making a Diftindion, 
and charging a Batta, the fame as on Rupees. 

When the Picc are reftored to their proper Weight, 
there will be no Difficulty in cftablifliing their Cur- 
rency. The Ueludance with which the People have 
received the Calcutta Pice, I fhould conceive has arifon 
from their great Deficiency in Weight. The Calcutta 
Picc weigh about 6^ Maalhehs. Every Perfon hav- 
ing a Bill on Government, payable within the Pro- 
vinces, is obliged to receive One Rupee in Pice, at 
64 per Rupee, the Rate at which they are ordered to 
be ilfued from the Treafury, and to pafs current in the 
Market. The Benares Picc weigh from 10 Maalhehs 
to 10 Maalhehs 3 Ruttees, and -at prefent pafs current 
in the Bazar at 58 per Rupee. The Benaras Rupee 
alfo is intrinfically 3-4 per Cent, lefs in Value than that 
of Calcutta, and Copper at Calcutta muft always be 
much cheaper than at Benaras : It would appear there- 
fore that the Number of Picc ifllicd from the Treafuries 
in the Provinces, for a Rupee, are not intrinfically 
worth above 9 An’. Should it therefore be detei mined 
to reform the Copper Coinage, and make One Species 
current throughout the Diftrid of Benaras included, I 
fliould conceive it would be more expedient to raife the 
Calcutta Pice to their proper Standard, inftcad of lower-

ing thofe of Benaras to the Calcutta Weight. It ap- 
pears to me alfo, that the Company’s Imports of Cop- 
per will be much affeftetl by this l)imi:uiut,n of tlie 
Weight of the Coin. If Government order that a 
Pice, containing 6 { Maalheli of Copper, flull pal's for 
the fame Value as thofe which formerly contained lo 
Maafhehs, the Demand for Copper to fupply the annual 
Circulation will diminilh in Proportion. The Quantity 
of Picc coined in the 26th Year, in the Benatas Mint 
alone, will fticw that this Demand is by no Means 
inconfiderable. 

In fixing therefore the Weight and Number of the 
reformed Copper Coin which fhould exchange for a 
Rupee, due Regard Ihould be had to the Average l’ric\r 
of Copper, in order that the intrinfic and nominal Valve 
of the Quantity fo exchanged may not exceed the 
Amount of the Duties on the Coinage, and the L( Is 
in melting. The Divifion of Tuckas, (Two Pice), 
Single Pice, Half Pice, and Quarter Pice, or Cheli- 
daams, (Six daams), eftablilhed at the late Coinage in 
Calcutta, appear to me well calculated for the Purpoles 
of Commerce; the Two latter, though not at prefenc 
current in the Maikets, will be received without Reluc- 
tance, when containing the proper Quantity cf Copper. 
The Calcutta Die Ihould be lent to the Mints of Moor- 
Ihedabad, Patna, and Benaras, and the whole Stamp 
be contained upon the Surface of the Coin, in order to 
prevent its being clippetl or defaced. 

That Perfons bringing old Copper This appears to be the only Method of calling In 
Coin to the Mint, fhall receive back an the old Coin without fubjedfing the Proprietors to a 
equal Weight of the new Coin, without Lofs. The Holders of tire light Calcutta Pice, bearing 
Duty or Pee whaifocver. the Stamp of the a^d Year of tlie Reign, will indt-ed 

fuffer confiderably ; but as thefe Pice weie ili'ned under 
the Sandion of Government, ami the Publi.;k have 
been made to receive them from the Ticafury at an 
Over-value, your LordHiip will jiuige how far it 
is incumbent on Government to take the Lofs upon 
itfelf. 

A Banker, who has any Quantity of old Coin in his 
Pofleffion, will never bring it to the Mint, unlefs he can 
get as much in Return as it will fetch in the Market. 
Government therefore, in order to get in the old Pice, 
mult fubjedt itfelf to the F.xpcnce of the Re coinage : 
This Expence cannot be very confiderable in the Copper 
Coin, as the I.ofs in mclring, and the Wages erf the 
Woikinen, will be amply repaid by the Duties on the 
Coinage of Bar Copper, which I fhould recommend to 
be continued. 

In order to circulate the new Coin with greater F. ci- 
lity, a Quantity of Picc fliould be fent to every Col- 
ledor equal to the Demand of his Diltridt ; ihcfe Ihould 
be paid away or fold at the eltablilhcd Number for t!ic 
new Rupee. Perfons bringing old Copper (hiin n.ou! i 
receive back an cqu.al Weight ot the new Pice, and the 
Holders of the light Calcutta Pice, Ihould recc-ivo the 
Difierence between the Weight of the new Pice wh cii 
lhall be declared current for a Rupee; or lor every 64 
Pice, One Rupee Ihould be clelivcicd. 

I'hc fame Precautions which I have rec immenJed for 
enforcing the Currency of the Silver Lo.n, will be 
etjually nccediry for the new Pice. All Paymei.t. 
in the old Pice Ihould be declared illegal, ami t'^c 
Judges of the Adawluts and the Coliectois flioukl be 
inllrudled to punifli fuch Shroff's who Ihould buy or Id 
Picc at a different Rate from that cftabldhcd by Go- 
vernment.

When Gold Mohurs therefore fell at 14 5, Bullion of the above Standard is worth 17 13 9^^',*^. ^ 
a Merchant however will feldom give fo much, as he muft have his Profit on carrying it to the 
Mint. 

The Price of Gold Mohurs, like that of any other Article of Merchandize, depends U[X)n the 
Quantity brought to Market. When a large Sum of Money is to be remitted to Calcutta, the 
Price riles confiderably, the Bankers generally fending Gold to anfwer their Bills. Prom a Letter 
of Mr. Graham’s, dated the 22d November 1777, it appears that in the Coiiric of the 21 pre- 
ceding Month.s, 1,55,033 Gold Mohurs were fent from Benares for this Purpofe; and from the 
Report of the Bankers, I underftand that the major Part of Government’s Remittances from Be- 
nares and Lucknow have been made in this Mode. When it is confidered therefore the valt 
C^iantities of Silver that have been exported to Bombay, Madras, and China, within thetc lali 
•Sic m Orig. IVn Years, there will be no Difficulty in * according for the prefent Scarcity of Silver in C.ilcutta, 
and why the Bankers are obliged to pay in Gold. 

I have already fhewn the Reafon why the Bankers cannot fend Silver to anfwer their Bilh-, 
namely, becaufe the Difference of the Value between the Benares and Calcutta Rupee, and the 
Charges of Re-coinage, abforb the whole Premium. If a Banker therefore cannot balance the De- 
mands upon his HouIVs at Calcutta and Benares, lie is obliged to fend Gold to fupply the De- 
ficiency. The Gold Mohurs generally purchafed for this Purpofe are called Putchmeels: By this 
Term is underftood all Gold Mohurs coined previou'^ to the Death of Moh'' Shah, when the Gold 
Coin was kept up to its proper Standard. From the Report of the Bankers I underltand that the 
Putchmecl Gold Mohurs now produce in the Calcutta ^dint, all Charges deduced, about

biom the above Account your Lordfliip will perceive that the diforderly .'8iatc of the Coin has, 
piriK'ecdctl from I- our great Caufes : Firft, The farming ol the Mints j Seconii, The annual .Alte- 
ration of tlie Value of the Rupees j Third, The Proportions between the Three Metals in Coin not 
being fixed and enforced by Government; and laflly. The receiving Engage^icnts from the Far 
mers of the Revenue in other Specie befides the cilablilhed Currency. 1 luive endeavoured all'> 
to fliew that it is for the Intercfl of all Orders of the .State (the Shrolfs excepted^, that One uni- 
form Ciirre.scy fiiould be eflablifhcd throughout the Country ; that there fhould be but One 
Species of Gold Mohur, Rupee, and Pice, and that the piroportionatc V'alue of e.ich fliould be 
fixed by Government ; th.it the Company and their Subjefts have fuffered confiderably by the 
debafing of the Copper Coin ; that it is to the Advantage of the State that the Money fliould be 
kept up to its proper Weight and Standard; and that the Mint Ihould never be looked to as a 
.Source of Revenue. The Meafures I have prcl'umcd to recommend, for remedying thefe F.vils, 
have been founded on the Principle of doing Juflice to the Publick, and which I truft will Iv: a 
fbffiicient Apology for any Errors 1 may have committed, in treating of a Subject of fo much In- 
ti icacy and Importance.

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Having fubmitted to your Lordfhip the Rcl'ult of my Inveftigations into the Coin of Benares, 
it rciDains to give an Account of the Duties on the Coinage ; and of the other Col cclions made 
by the Darogah, or Superintendent of the Mint, inieited in Appendix, No. 5. 

The Rcecipis of the Mint, from the lytlfc to the 22d Year ot the Keipn, appear in a Letter to 
the Honble. Hoard, dated the 2d June 1782, tranimitted by Mr. Markham from Iknarasi * die Col- Oiig 

letfions from Benaras. The Colledtions from the 23d Year to tlie prefeiu 'J'ime, appear in 
Appendix, No. 6. 

The Pali'ah, or Ingots of Silver for maniifaeturing the rich Stuffs of Bmaras, have always been 
milled down in’thc Mint, where they are drawn into Wire, and then delivered over to the Pro- 
prietors to labricate into Lace, after paying the cuftomary ] 3 uty. 

The Duty on Specie going out of the City was ffrllcllabliihed by Nundram, a Servant of Bul- 
wunt Sing’s, and farmer of the Mint, in the Firft Year of the Reign of Aiilum Geer Sanee. In 
order to compel the People to bring their Coin to the Mint, he prevailed on Bulwunt Sing to 
forbid the Exportation of all Bullion or Coin from Benaras, excepting the Sicca Rupee of the 
cuirent Year. This Prohibition continued till the Succeffion of Chyte Sing; and was ligidly 
enforced by the Farmers of the Mint, according to Balgovind’s Account, inferred in Appendix, 

• No. 3. * In the Mint, being transferred to Chyte Sing, he ordered that Sicc.as and I'lrlhooks, •sicinOiij. 
(bec.iufe current in Ghazipore) fliould be exempted fioni Duty, and that Poorbec (Bengal and 
Patna) Rupees, and the Thoomka, or Small Gohuf Shahees, flioukl be exported, on paying a 
Duty of 4 A* per Cent, but that all Lucknow, I’urrockabad, and old Sunaat Rupees, Ihould upon 
no Account be carried out of the City. The Bankers however now pay little Attention to this 
Order ; and the Collections are consequently inconfiderable. 

The Jowahur Khanah, or Jewel OiRce, was put under the Mint in the 3d Year of the Reign of 
Ahmud Shah ; its Receipts under the Mogul Government were often conlider.ible ; but fince the 
CefRon of the Zemindary to the Company, its Authority has been almolt annihilated. The 
Jewels fold annually in Benaras are fuppoled to amount to Thirty Lacks of Rupees, but pay 
no Duty whatever; the trifling Sum which appears in the Accounts under the Head of Duties 
on Jewels, being colledcd from Stones of fmall Value, fold in the Bazar or Market. The Col- 
lodions on Wood, and the other trifling Articles fpccified in Appendix, N" 5, are the Remnants 
of that opprclTive Syllem of Taxation which prevailed under the Mogul Govcrnmciu. The 
Duties on the Coinage alone will be fufficient to defray the Expences of the Mint ; 1 fliould con- 
ceive therefore, that it would be expedient to abolilh all the above Colledions, as yielding but an 
inconfiderable Revenue to Government, at the fame Time that they operate as an opprclfivc and 
vexatious Tax on the Labours of the Poor.

The Merchant?, of Miizapore* after prefenting the cuftomary R(;rpe^ts of Servants, repre^ 
ent that a Cndom of z[ per Cent, is fettled by the H 9 okwainameb on Ra\y Silje, but they cake 
in the Peinnt a Duty ot hive |>cr Cent, on Silk Pieces. This Duty occafiohs a great Lois to the 
Merchants infomuch tlrt il^c Silk tt'tircly Hopped. If the Duty (hould be levied 

iip/eeablc to iIk' I tookumnamch, nauch Merchandize would be,. brought,^ Profit would accrue to 
the Snear, and Merchants would buy and fell with Satisfadion.^ , 

By Miilake in the I lookumnamch, a Duty of 15 per Cent, is fixed op Black and White Cow 
la.U from Nenavil, and in the Market White Tails .ire fold for Two Eight Annas per 

S« ^r, and BJa^k fvi* One Rupee Eight Annas. The Muttofuddees ipfift on the Duty fixed by 
the l4ookuu\naniincfi, on which Account the Sale is totally at an End, asJ One Halt ot the Pro- 
j^f^rty would he lolt in futh a Duty. We. hope that a Duty on Cow Tans will be fettled agree- 
able to the Ihic^* of Sale, lo that this Aiticlc of I’radc may again floutilb.. 

Foyfii :he Mcichanrs of Uckkan who bring Goods, they collet agreeable. ,^0 the Ufage. of Ra- 
jah Buivvunc Sing and Rajah Chyte Sing, and demand alfo a Duty of Cent, trom the 

PuicImIcis ol IulIi Goods licforc they will grant a Rowanch#. To ihe-Baft^afdy great Lofs is fui- 
taint'd by the Merchants from this Double Cuftom. In the l ime of Bufwant Sipg, if any Mer- 
chants were lobbed in his Country, the Valije of his Lofs was made good by the Sircar, and 
the l*rotc<5tion ot Meichants was the Charge of the Cutyviil. Now Five per Cent, is colleded, 
and no Proie<^:tion afforded. If Robbery happens, no Compenfation is made. Befidcs the Cul- 
tons of the Perrnir, when the Merchandize is embarked tor the KaH or Weft ward, they demand 
a Nu/./craneh (^1 One Rupee, and Five llupecs Ghautburreh ; and at Bhutto vly Ghaut, in the Ju- 
rildnftiun of Miizjporc, they demand another Rupee. On the Arrival ot the Boats at Be-» 
narcs, the Officers of the Permit give Frouble on Pretence of Scarrh, and take Ten Rupees where 
Five only arc due, fo th^t the Merchant is diRrefled to the extreme. 

On Cotton brought by Merchants from the Weftward, a Duty of Two Annas per M‘* svas 
taken on its Ai rival, and Five per Cent, of the Rowanch. 

A Bcopurce fr<mi Nagpore, who had brought a large Cargo of Cotton, fdid it to a Merchant 
at Mirzaporc, and was ready to pay the Duties. The Cutwal demand.ed both the Duties of 
the Amdannee and the Rowaneh, which the lieoparee would nut a^ree to |i>ay. The Cutwal on 
this Account would not let him lodge the Cotton under Cover, fti thit it tefmained in the Air, 
and was all fpoiled and rotted. 1 he ML-rcliants complained to Mr. FowUe, gave Orders 
for ^its 'Relealc, but the Cutwal would not obey |h^rh. ’Mr,, Fowke, ;on the Merch.mts again com- 
plaining, lent a Pcrwanch and liircarrahs, and wlicn theCot^tm was all rottenthtrCutwal obeyed, but 
the Merchant fuftaihed heavy Lofs. 

LaR Year fomc Merchandize from the Fall, which paid the Duties at Gotip>re, was brought 
to Merxapore by the Merchants, who produced Certificates of having paid the Dudes and lodged 
the Goods iri their Warchoofes. On Account of the low Marker in Dekkan, the Rainy Seafon, 
and other Accidents, thefe (iouds were not fenc aWhy during the Yeaf; and now the Owners 
want to fend them to Dekkan and the WcRw.ud, the Cutwal \^ill not admit the former Rowanch, 
and dcmai ds new CuRoms, on which Acc</unt the Goods IHII remain in the Warehoufes, 

The Duty on Grain has been executed by the Sircar. The Cutwal collects One Diimree and^ 
Or.e Seer ot Grain on each Ruj^cc’s Woith trom the Buyer and Seller, 

We hope that our Petition will be fuperferibed by your Excellency's Duftkhur, fignifying that 
iio CuRom llull be levied exceeding what is eftablilhcd at PatnA ahd Moorfhedabad, lo that the 
Mandou or Maikct may again Rouriili.

Fo Francis Fowke Kfquirc, Rcfident at Benares. 

Sir, 

Seven Days ago an AtteR came to complain to me, that his Boat (an empty one) was detained 
at the Gaut, and a IXnnand of.Fivc Rupees made b/ the Cuftom MaRcr; the Cutwal being 
])rerenr, I convinced him it was againft the expreft Heguiations, and the Boat Was reL'ifed. I was 
however Two Days ago obliged to go through the fame Ceremony b favour of another Mer- 
chant. 

I have this Day rcccivM the Complaints of *mafrfy,ifaying, that their Boats were laden with 
Guotb, on Account (>f which the full Duties had been paid, and ire detained by an additional De- 
mand of '1 brec Rupees on each Boat, I informed the Merchants I would inftantly apply to you 
tor Kedrefs-, upon w'hicli they one and all obferved, that they would rather fu fit r an Impofition, 
tlun the Chanco of lofing the Market by Delay. As this Matter required inRai\t Application, 
and only Explanation to elf the Rclcafe of their Good'i, 1 gave the Cutwal my Opinion on 
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this Siibjeft, wliich by no Means agreed with his. I have therefore rcqncHrcl he would pemlit 
the Boats to proceed, .and have offered' ntjdclf as Security for the Payment of tins l ax if autl,-o- 
rized by you. 

The Merchants fill fuppofe that Goods from the Decan are to pay an addldonal Duty ; this I 
have endeavoured to, c.xp^^^i^,aw 9 y, them, that the Regulations are pofiiive in Vaving, 

nu more than Five per Cent, is to be levictl on any Goods whatlocvir. '

of and for the Kjicouraoeineiu of Tracers, thrir Houles, amounting to Three luiiKlicd, had been 
exempted froio payifjg ihofe than Half the regular Duties as fixed by the former Rajah i however, 
as this was looked uptJjn'by Other's as a great Indulgence, a Tax upon each MoliIc was levied', 
amounting in the Whole to Two thoiifand Rupees, more or lefs, per Annum.

Regulations for the Management and Collcftion of the Cuftoms on the Import and Export Trad^ 

of the Province of Benares. 

ift, That whereas, in the Orders which were ilEicd by the Governor General to Rajah Mahip 
Narrain, under Date the 2 ad of November 1781, it was enjoined that there Pnould be Chokies 
for the CoIlcSion of the Cuftoms at. only Three Places, namely, Ghazipure, Benares, and Mir- 
zaporc 5 and whereas it appears that, noewithftanding this Injundion, a Number of 1 ‘euy Chokies 
have been eftablifhed for the Colledtion of the Cuftoms indiffetenc Parts of the Country i it is 
hereby pofitively ordered, that no Cuftoms, Duties, or Exadions, of any FCnd, (hail bccollcdcd 
on Goods pafling at any Place, except the Three Chokies above-mentioned, of Gazipore, Benares, 
and Mirzaporc. 

2d, That whereas it was exprefsiy and pofuivcly ordered in the faid Perwaneli of 2 2d No- 
vember 1781, that the Cuftoms Ihould not be let to farm, but collcdetl by Amils or Agents, 
this Order is hereby repeated, and muft be ftridly obeyed; and that the Rajah and his Naib (hall 
accordingly appoint Aumils at the Three above-mentioned Stations of Gaziporc, Bcna.cs, and Mir- 
zaporc, who fhall colled the Cuftoms on Behalf of the Rajah. 

3d, That the Rajah and his Naib fhall aiiihoiizc jmd dired the Amils of the Cuilom Houfts 
•of Gaziporc, Benares, and Mirzaporc, agreeable to the Regulations of the 2 2d November 181, 
fevcrally to gfant Rowanahs to Traders, or other l^erfnns pufting Goods, on receiving Irom them 
the ftipulatcd Duties, and that ihefc Kowanchs fliall be iflucd under tlic Seals of their rcfpedivc 
Cuftom Houfes. 

4th, That the Amils of the Three above-mentioned Cuftom Iluiifes (jf Ci.izipore, Benares, anJ 
Mirzaporc, may ftation Chokies in the ncighl)Oiiring Diftrids, tor the Pmpofe of preventing 
Goods from pafTing which have not been regularly entered at One of the Phrec laid Cuftom 
Houfes, and they thall accordingly be authorized to detain them until the Owners lhall procure 
regular Rowanchs ; that, agreeable to the Regulations of the 2 2d November 17H1, the Kowanchs 
granted at either of the faid Three Cuftom Houfes fhall lerve to pals (ioods from One Extre^ 
mity of the Province to the other, cither by Land or by Water, and that the Oliiccis of the 
other Cuftom Houfes and at the Out-Stations muft endorfe the Rowanch?, and diipatcli the 
Goods, without demanding any other Duty or Fee whatfoever. 

5th, That the Amils at the Three principal Cuftom Houfes, and the Officers at the Out-Sta- 
tions, fhall be particularly careful to create no unneceffary Delay in cnteiing or pafling the 
Goods. 

6ih, That the Rate of Cuftoms to be exaded-on all Goods fhall be 5 per Cent, on their fixed 
Valuation, agreeable to the Regulation formeily eftablilhed by the Governor General onUhe 2 2d 
November 1781, except the following Articles, viz. Saffron, Cinnamon, M.irc, Cloves, Nut- 
megs, Cochineal, Raw Silk, Broad Cloth, Europe Iron, Steel, and Copper, the Duties on which 
were reduced to 2 1 per Cent, by the Orders of the Honblc. the Governor General and Council 
of the 8th of Apiil 1782; and except alfo the Silk Piece Goods manufaLhired in Bengal, and 
imported from thence, the Rate on which is newly reduced likcwife zj per Cent.
